<\>uncil  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
iissembled  for  Divine  worship  in  the  Cathedral,  at  10:30,  a.  m. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Marcus  Lane,  of  Madison, 
Key.  R.  F.  Sweet,'  of  Freei»ort,^  111.,  Rev.  S.  D.  Pulford,  of  Platte- 
ville.  and  Rev.  Dr.  Wright,  of  Waukesha. 

The  Ante-Communion  service  was  said  by  the  Bishop,  the  Rev. 
I  )r.  Ashley  residing  the  Epistle,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  the  Gospel. 

The  Bishop  delivered  his  Annual  Address.    [See  Appendix  A.] 

The  offertory  was  for  Diocesan  Missions.

Mr.  M.  M.  Strong  presented  and  read  the  following  report  as 
chairman  of  a  special  committee  on  increase  of  the  Endowment 
Fund : 

To  the  Wisconsin  Diocesan  Council: 

The  (Jommittef,  to  which  by  a  resohition  of  the  last  DioccHan  Council  waR  re- 
ferred ^^the  whole  subject  of  the  application  upon  amiessment,  of  the  annual  interest 
due  to  Parishes  upon  subscription  to  the  Endowment  Fund,''  with  instructions  ^^to 
report  a  plan  for  increasing  the  said  fund  to  $50,000;'*  respectfully  submits  the 
following  report: 
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The  "Endowment  Fund,"  wa8  the  result  of  the  action  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee od  the  18th  of  July,  1866,  when  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted;  viz: 
"^e«o/ve</.*  That  steps  be  immediately  taken  to  increase  the  Episcopal  Fund  to  150,000. 

"Jieto/v^fj.*  That  asents  be  appointed  by  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
ione^t«ly  following  the  circulars,  and  canvassing  the  Diocese  with  a  view  of  raising  the 
»Ik)V«  Sam. 

"RemUvtd.'  That  the  following  be  the  form  of  subscription:  The  undersigned  subscribe 
tberanu  set  opposite  to  their  several  names  for  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the 
l)ioe€«e  of  Wisconsin,  for  the  purpose  of  freeing  the  Parishes  from  all  assessments  /or  tkat 
«^  The  terms  of  said  subscription  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  SaiMcribers  shall  have  the  option  of  paying  the  amount  of  their  subscriptions  in 
eadi  within  one  month  from  the  date  of  subscription,  or  of  giving  notes  for  the  same,  bear- 
iog  interest  at  7  per  cent.,  at  three,  six  and  twelve  months,  or  at  six  and  twelve  months  from 

tbeniddste. 

2.  The  monev  so  subscribed  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  ^'Trustees  of  Funds  and  Property 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,"  to  be  by  them  invested  and  held  for  the 
rapport  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

3.  Sabseriptions  from  the  residents  of  any  city  or  town  in  the  State,  shall  be  received 
ud  iidd  subject  to  the  right  of  reclaiming  the  same,  in  case  of  the  future  division  of  the. 
Dioeew,  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  Diocese  to  which  that  city  or  town  shall 
tkeo  belong." 

The  Standing  Committee  for  the  year  1879-80,  adopted  and  reported  to  the 
hstAnnuid  Council  (see  Journal  of  1880,  p.  34).  the  following  resolution: 

"In  riew  of  evident  misunderstanding  upon  the  subject,  it  was,  upon  motion 

,  **Retolved.'^  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  obligation  of  each 
Jnrobto  nay  so  much  of  the  Diocesan  assessment  as  is  devoted  to  other  purposes  than  pay> 
neat  of  tne  Bishop's  salary  is  not  affected  by  the  credit  to  each  parish  for  interest  on  the 
snoaDt  for  the  Bishop's  salary  by  such  parish;  and  this,  by  reason  of  the  express  terms  of 
the  rabseription  to  that  Fund,  which  were  fixed  by  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Standing 
^^omnittee  at  its  meeting  held  July  18, 1866,  in  the  following  words:" 

The  resolutions  of  1866,  are  those  already  quoted. 

The  Standing  Committee,  by  this  resolution,  express  the  opinion  that  there  is 
t  distinction  between  *'the  obligation  to  pay  so  much  uf  the  Diocesan  Assensment  as 
« devoted  to  "the  jjayment  of  the  Binhop's  salary'^  (80  j>er  cent),  and  ho  much  as 
nd«yoted  to  *'otlier  purpones"  (20  percent.)  so  far  an  each  parish  is  affected  by  the 
credit  to  it,  for  intereHt  on  the  amount  it  mnv  have  paid  to  the  Episcopal  Fund;  and 
thatthe  reason  for  this  dintinction,  is  to  be  found  in  "the  express  terms  of  the  sub- 
Kriptionto  that  fund,  which  were  Hxed  by  the  reflolution  adopted  "  July  18,  1866. 

With  the  highest  res^j»ect  for  the  opinion  of  the  Standing  Committee,  this  com> 
mittee  is  constrained  to  thmk  differently. 

In  the  absence  of  the  original  subscriptions  to  the  fund,  it  is  to  be  presumed 
that  they  conformed  to  the  terms  set  forth  in  the  resolution  of  1866,  and  the  opin- 
looflof  the  Standing  Committee,  as  well  as  of  this  committee,  are  based  on  this  as- 
wumirtion. 

A  careful  and  especially  a  critical  examination  of  those  resoIutiouR  RhowR  that 
there  is  no  condition  expressed  or  obviously  inferubie,  that  any  parish  is  to  be  enti- 
tled to  any  credit,  whatever,  upon  its  Diocesan  assessment,  on  account  of  interest  on 
its  payment  to  the  Episcopal  I'und.  There  is  nothing  in  the  resolutions  to  justify 
the  fQpposition  that  any  such  condition  was  contemplated,  except  what  may  be  de- 
rived from  the  expressed  object  of  the  subscription. 

A  liberal  construction  of  the  resolution  which  sets  forth  the  objfct  of  the  sub- 
icription  is,  that  it  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  '^freeing  the  parishes  from  all  assess- 
i°^tg"  for  the  Episcopal  Fund  itself,  although  the  increase  of  that  fund  is  the  object 
«lM«88ed. 

,  The  expressed  motive  for  and  inducement  to  the  subscription  was  incontro- 
▼ertibly  "for  the  purpose  of  freeing  the  parishes  from  all  aHsessments/<>r  that  object; ' ' 
^  it  follows,  that  the  freedom  thus  secured  was  an  entirety  and  related  to  the 
whole  of  that  object,  and  not  a  part  alone,  and  that  no  distinction  was  intended  to 
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be  created  between  such  part  of  the  object  as  might  be  devoted  to  the  payment  oi 
the  Bishop's  salary,  and  such  part  as  might  be  applied  to  other  purposes. 

PRECEDENTS. 

A  reference  to  the  modes  practiced  by  the  Church  of  the  Diocese,  upon  the 
matter  of  assessments,  and  their  application  to  the  object  of  expenditure,  may  fur- 
nish aid  in  giving  a  proper  ooastruction  to  the  resolutions  of  1866,  as  well  as  their 
practical  interpretation. 

Previous  to  1863,  there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  permanent  mode 
prescribed  by  constitution  or  canon  by  which  the  means  were  to  be  provided  neces- 
sary to  defray  the  contingent  expense's  of  the  Diocese  or  the  expenses  or  salary  of 
the  Bishop. 

The  practice  before  that  time,  was  that  two  separate  assessments  were  made 
annually  by  the  Convention,  or  by  its  authority — generally  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. One  of  these  was  for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention,  which  were  chiefly 
for  printing,  and  was  generally  known  as  **The  Convention  Fund.^'  The  other  as- 
seasment  was  for  the  personal  use  of  the  Bishop,  either  for  expenses  or  salary,  and 
in  the  Treasurer's  accounts  was  called  ^^The  Fund  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin." 

It  was  the  practice  of  the  Treasurer,  as  required  by  Canon  IX.,  to  keep  ac- 
counts with  the  several  parishes,  charging  them  with  the  amounts  assessed  against 
them  respectively  for  each  fund,  and  crediting  them  with  the  amount  paid  by  them 
•  for  each,  respectively.  There  was  a  separate  Treasurer  of  each  fund,  who  was  usu- 
ally the  same  person,  and  separate  reports  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  each 
fiind  were  annually  submitted  to  the  Convention. 

At  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Convention  in  1863,  these  modes  and  practices 
were  all  abrogated  bv  the  adoption  of  Canon  XV.,  the  history  of  which  was  as  foi- 
lowfi:  Kev.  Geo.  B.  l^ustman  introduced  a  canon  entitled  "Of  the  Diocesan  Fund." 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons.  The  same  afternoon,  Rev  Dr. 
Park,  from  that  Committee,  reported  it  with  amendments,  and  its  consideration  wai* 
postponed  to  the  next  day,  when,  after  discussion  and  amendment,  it  was  referred  to 
H  special  committee  of  three  Liaity,  viz:  James  Kneeland,  Wintield  Smith  and 
Moses  M.  Strong.  This  Cf>mmitlee  reported  a  substitute,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted,  and  has  ever  since  remained  as  Canon  XV.,  with  some  amendments  adopt- 
ed in  1874  not  affecting  the  question  under  consideration. 

By  this  canon  a  new  system  of  assessments  was  adopted,  in  pursuance  of  which, 
one  and  only  one  assessment  was  to  be  reported  by  the  Standing  Committee  to  the 
Council,  which  was  to  be  "for  Diocesan  purposes,"  and  w^hich,  when  adopted  by 
the  Council,  was  to  constitute  and  be  called  "The  Diocesan  Fund  of  Wisconsin." 

This  canon  no  where  contemplated  that  any  distinction  existed,  or  was  to  exist, 
by  which  a  portion  of  the  fund  was  to  be  for  the  Bishop's  salary,  and  another  por- 
tion for  other  purposes.  So  far  from  it,  that  a  principal  reason  for  the  adoption  of 
the  canon  ap^iears  to  have  been  to  destroy  such  distinction,  while  the  entire  fund, 
after  it  was  paid,  was  made  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

If  it  had  been  intended  that  such  distinction  should  be  adopted  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  it  would  seem  that  some  basis  would  have  been  prescribed  for  its 
determination,  and  that  it  would  not  have  been  left  to  the  arbitrary  discretion  of  the 
Standing  Committee.  In  the  exercise  of  its  discretion,  the  committee  in  the  Dio- 
cesan year  of  1878-9,  adopted  the  ratio  of  86  to  15,  and  in  the  next  year,  that  of  80 
to  20,  while  the  actual  expenditures  in  the  latter  vear  were  in  the  proportion  of  83.7 
to  16.3. 

At  the  se^-sion  of  the  Convention  in  1S63,  the  Standing  (Jomraitlee  reported  ar 
assessment  uiK>n  parishes,  made  January  13,  1863.  and  before  the  adoption  of  thii' 
canon,  "for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,"  which  amounted,  in  the  aggregate,  tc 
the  sum  of  Si. 659.75:  but  submitted  no  assessment  for  the  ''Convention  Fund.'* 
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At  the  same  Bession,  after  the  adoption  of  Canon  XV..  the  Standing  Committee 
made  an  aasesBnient  ^^on  the  several  parisheA  for  the  Diocesan  fnnd,  in  accordance 
with  the  mme  canon,"  which  amounted  to  the  aggregate  sum  of  $1,810,  being  an 
increase  of  8150.25,  presumably  for  the  reason  that  both  funds  were  united  in  one. 
which  was  now,  for  the  first  time,  called  ^^ The  Diocesan  Fond."  This  assessment 
''wasapproved  by  the  Convention." — Journal  1863,^.  26. 

This  contemporaneous  action  of  the  Standing  Committee,  at  the  same  session 
and  on  the  same  day  on  which  Cnnon  XV.  was  adopted,  would  appear  to  be  conchi- 
sivethat  there  was  no  longer  to  be  any  distinction  between  the  two  funds,  or  the  ol>- 
lijiation  of  eacii  parish  to  pay  either,  Cut  that  both  were  merged  in  one  fund,  which, 
for  the  first  time,  was  constituted  and  called  "The  Diocesan  Fund  of  Wisconsin." 

The  practice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  during 
the  next  fourteen  years — 1864  to  1877.  inclusive — was  the  same  as  that  in  1863, 
there  being  but  one  assessment  reported  or  adopted,  which  constituted  the  Diocesan 

Fund. 

Id  the  reports  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  the  Council  in  each  of  the  years 
1873  and  1874,  it  is  stated  that  ''Herewith  is  submitted  a  draft  of  an  assessment  upon 
the  ?arious  congregations  for  the  Diocefan  Fumi^  for  the  ensuing  year  as  retjuired 
by  Canon  XV.,"  but  nothing  is  said  in  the  report  in  relation  to  the*  elements  which 
constitute  the  assessment  for  this  fund.  There  is,  however,  on  the  next  page  of 
the  Jonrnal,  following  the  report  in  each  of  these  years,  a  tabular  statement  of  the 
'^\jHes>ment  for  the  Diocesan  Fund,"  in  one  column  of  which  are  the  names  of 
the  congregations,  in  another  the  number  of  communicants,  in  another  the  amoimt 
of  "Bishop's  Salary,"  in  another  the  amount  of  ^'Council  Fund,"  and  in  another 
the'-ToUl.'' 


in  the  Journals  for  these  two  years  was  exceptional,  and  was  not  continued  in  the 
Journals  ofl  875,  1876  or  1877,  and  does  not  appear  to  have  ever  received  the  ex- 
prw«  sinction  of  the  Council. 

In  1878,  the  Council  was  adjourned  from  June  to  November,  on  account  of  the 
sickness  (if  the  Bishop.  In  Noveml»er,  the  reoort  of  the  Standing  (.'ominittee  was 
presented,  in  which  tiie  C'Ommittee  rccommenued  to  the' Council,  an  asKCssnient  up- 
on jarighcs  of  one  d<^lar  for  each  communicant,  and  on  missions  fifty  cents,  but  no 
intiniation  is  contained  in  the  report  of  any  division  of  tiie  funds  for  distinct  objects. 
The  plan  of  assessment  embodied  in  the  re|K)rt  of  tiie  Standing  (.'ommittee  was 
*<^opted.  and  on  puTO  75  of  the  Journal,  among  the  apjiendices,  separated  by  35 
P^Rw  of  the  Journal  from  the  report,  and  not  connected  with  it,  is  a  table,  similar 
^  those  in  the  Journals  of  1873  and  1874;  entitled,  "Assessment  for  the  Diocesan 
Fund  put  forth  by  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  Conciliar  Year  ending  June  1st, 
1879.'    This  division  of  the  fund  does  not  api^ear  to  have  attracted  si)ecial  notice. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  June  17tli,  1879,  the  re|)ort  of  the  Standing 
'  Ommittee  was  presented,  read  and  referred,  but  no  re^)ort  was  made  upon  it,  an(j 
"y  further  action  was  taken  upon  it,  except  that,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Kuger,  the  plan 
of  awesginent  recommended  in  the  report  was  adopted,  and  that  a  resolution,  oflered 
l^^'  Doe,  was  adopted,  '*That  there  be  added  to  the  assessment  recommended  in 
*"«  report,  one  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessarj'  to  make 
^P  the  present  deficiency  in  the  Diocesan  Fund." 

In  this  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  it  is  stated  that  circulars  were  sent 
^the  various  parishes  and  missions,  notifying  tliem  of  their  several  apportionments 
<^*  the  amounts  to  be  raised  for  Diocesan  expenses,  and  specifying  also  that  80  per 
«nt.  ofgaid  amount  is  for  Bishop's  salary,  and  20  per  cent,  for  the  contingent  ex- 
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pensefl  of  the  Diocefle.  That  afterurards  (June  2d,  1879,)  the  proportion  of  20  f)e 
cent.  wa8  diminished  to  15  per  cent.,  and  the  proportion  of  80  per  cent,  was  in 
creased  to  85  per  cent. 

The  Committee  also  recommended  that  of  the  assessment  for  the  ensiiins:  year 
ending  June  1,  1880,  80  per  cent,  he  assigned  to  pay  deticiencies  in  the  Bishop^ 
salary,  and  20  per  cent,  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Diocese.  The  Commil 
tee  do  not  app^r  to  have  reported — at  least  the  Journal  does  not  contain — any  state 
ment  of  the  amount  of  the  assessment  of  the  several  parishes  and  missions,  as  ha* 
been  customary. 

Although  the  Diocesan  Fund,  when  paid,  has,  since  1868,  been  subject  to  tfa 
order  of  the  Htandinpf  Committee;  yet,  never  until  1879,  did  the  Standing  Committe 
assume  the  power  of  ordering  that  the  several  parishes  should  pay  a  proportion  fo 
one  purpose  and  another  proportion  for  another  purpose.  The  assumption  of  thi 
authority,  and  of  the  authority  in  connection  with  it  of  limiting  certain  recognize* 
credits  to  assessments  for  one  purpose  and  withholding  them  from  assessments  fo 
another,  caused  the  dissatisfaction  that  has  resulted  in  the  creation  of  this  com 
mittee. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Council  (1880),  it  appears  from  the  report  of  th 
Standing  Committee,  that  they  a^in  determined  upon  the  apportionment  of  the  a; 
sessment  for  the  year  ending  June  1,  1881,  by  a  resolution  ^^Thatofthe  amoun 
necessary  for  the  expenses  of  the  next  year,  80  per  cent,  be  devoted  to  the  paymen 
of  the  Bishop's  salary,  and  20^  per  cent,  for  other  Diocesan  expenses.*' 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee 
which  made  no  report. 

Subsequently,  this  Committee  was  appointed  by  resolution,  to  which  an  amend 
ment  was  offered,  and  not  adopted:  '^That  the  Council  request,  however,  that  al 
parishes  pay  all  unpaid  assessments,  as  laid,  waving  all  questions  as  to  basis,  unti 
the  report  of  such  Committee  is  received,  as  respects  all  past  assessments.*' 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  detailed  reference  to  the  histor 
of  die  Diocese  upon  the  subject  shows  that  previous  to  1863,  there  were  two  fnncJ 
applicable  to  distinct  objects,  and  two  Treasurers.  That  in  1863,  that  mode  wa 
abrogated  and  both  funds  mei^d  into  one,  and  that  there  has  never  been  any  aa 
thority,  since  1863,  for  making  more  than  one  assessment  for  one  fund,  and  that  th 
action  of  the  Standing  Committee,  in  1879  and  1880,  in  making  two  distinct  an< 
separate  assessments  upon  the  several  parishes  and  missions,  was  an  unauthorized 
assumption  of  authority,  which  ought  not  again  be  exercised,  unless  warranted  b 
an  amendment  of  the  canon. 

CREDITS  ON  ASSESSMENTS. 

It  is  a  corollarv  from  the  premises,  that  if  any  parish  which  has  paid  any  sur 
for  the  endowment  fund,  is  entitled  to  any  credit  for  interest  on  the  amount  it  ma 
have  paid;  to  be  applied  towards  (in  whole  or  in  part)  its  assessment  towards  th 
Diocesan  Fund;  that  such  application  must  be  made  to  the  whole  of  such  assesi 
ment  as  an  entirety;  and  that  as  the  Standing  Committee  have  no  authority  to  pai 
eel  out  the  assessment,  devoting  a  part  to  one  purpose  and  a  part  to  another,  so  the 
have  no  authority  to  apply  such  credit  to  one  part  and  withhold  it  from  another. 

If  the  question  were  now  for  the  first  time  presented,  unaided  by  the  constru< 
tion  heretofore  put  upon  it,  serious  doubt  would  exist  whether  the  true  constnictio 
of  the  resolutions  of  1866  confers  upon  parishes  which  may  have  subscribed  for  th 
Episcopate  Fund,  for  the  purpose  of  freeing  the  parishes  from  all  assessments  ft 
that  objects  any  right  to  be  credited  upon  their  annual  assessments  with  the  annul 
interest  ujk)!!  such  subscription. 

But  the  very  prevalent  impression  that  such' subscriptions  carried  witli^  thei 
such  right,  and  the  assurance  of  many  subscribers  that  they  so  understood  it,  ai 
calculated  to  lead  to  the  supposition  that  the  8ul)scription8  were  made  on  a  cond 
tion,  expressed  or  implied,  that  the  parishes  which  made  them  should  be  entitle 
to  such  credit. 
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This  supposition  is  greatly  strengthened  by  the  annual  reports  of  the  Standing 
Committee  and  the  action  of  the  Council,  durins:  the  series  of  thirteen  years  since 
these  sabecriptions  were  made.    These  were  as  follows: 

In  1867,  the  subject  was  not  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council,  by  the 
Standiiig  Committee,  and  no  action  was  had. 

In  1868,  the  Committee  say  (p.  22):  ''In  making  this  a88es.«<ment,  due  con- 
■idention  has  been  given  so  far  as  could  be  done  consistently,  to  the  amount  hither- 
to contributed  by  each  parish  to  the  Endowment  Fund.  This  will  account  in  sev- 
eral instances    ifor   the    apparent    disproportionate  sum  assessed  upon  some  par- 

."     This  action  of  the  committee  was  approved  by  the  Council. 


In  1869,  by  vote  of  the  Cmmcil  (p.  61)  ''the  Standing  Couimittee  were,  on 
rootioD,  directed  to  prepare  a  dnift  of  an  assessment  to  be  submitted  next  year,  upon 
the  badb  of  contributions  to  the  Endowment  Fund." 

In  1870,  the  Standing  Committee,  in  submitting  a  draft  of  an  assessment  for 
the  ensuing  year,  say  (p.  14):  "The  assessment  is  made  u^jon  the  basis  of  contri- 
butions to  the  Endowment  Fund,  as  directed  by  the  convention  of  lastyear.^'  (See 
Jonmal  of  1869,  p.  51).  The  dnifl  of  assessment  was  referred  to  a  committee  of 
three,  which  recommended  its  adoption  with  slight  alterations,  and,  as  showing  the 
principle  which  governed  the  committee,  they  add  (p.  32):  ''The  committee  would 
also  recommend  that  St.  Alban's,  Sussex,  be'credited  with  $200,  contributed  to  the 
Endowment  Fund,  and  that  the  interest  theron,  at  7  per  cent.,  amounting  to  Sl4,  be 
deducted  from  the  assessment  of  that  parish.-' 

In  1871,  interest  on  contributions  to  Endowment  Fund  were  deducted  from  as- 


In  1872,  the  assessments  were  made  by  the  Standing  Committee  upon  the  same 
principle  of  deducting  interest  as  previously,  and  was  referred  to  a  special  commit- 
tee; which  reported  that  they  recommend  no  change  in  re^rd  to  the  assessment, 
but  add  (p.  20) :  "The  diocesan  fund  itself  being  for  a  specific  purj^se,  to  wit:  a 
portion  of  the  oishop's  salary,  as  well  as  for  general  diocesan  purposes,  it  does  not 
seem  as  at  present  raised  by  assessment  upon  communicants,  and  in  allowing  cred- 
its to  parishes,  on  account  of  past  subscriptions  to  the  Episcopal  Fund,  to  work 
equaiiy  and  a^uitably  upon  all  parishes  which  are  bound  to  contribute  for  the  gen- 
eral purposes  of  the  diocese."     This  report  was  sanctioned  by  the  Council. 

In  1873,  the  Standing  (,'ouiniittee  in  the!r  report  submit  a  draft  of  an  assess- 
ment, and  in  relation  to  it  say  ( j).  74) :  ''The  Committee  are  aware  that  those  par- 
ishes which  have  large  sums  of  interest  to  their  credit  on  account  of  donations  here- 
tofore made  to  the  Endowment  Fund,  are  in  some  instances  called  upon  this  year  to 
pay  more  than  remains  of  their  just  assessment,  after  deducting  such  interest.  The 
c^>mmittee  does  not  rcconnnend  to  the  Council  to  violate  with  the  parishes  the 
untlrrttanding,  on  which  the  fund  was  raised;  but  recommend  that  an  earnest  appeal 
be  made  to  the  lil)erality  and  generosity  of  the  richer  parishes  to  assist,  even  beyond 
their  strict  obligation,  the  poorer  communities,  upon  whom  otherwis^e  a  burden 
would  fall  greater  than  they  can  l>ear.*'  The  assessment,  with  some  alterations, 
wat«  adopted  by  the  Couiuul. 

In  1874,  a  draft  of  assessment  was  submitted  by  the  Standing  Committee,  in 
relation  to  which  the  committee  in  its  re|)ort  (p.  70),  repeatinj^  the  language  of  the 
previous  year,  says:  "The  committee  recommend  that  an  earnest  appeal  be  made 
to  the  liberality  and  generosity  of  the  richer  congregations  to  assist,  even  beyond 
their  strict  obligations,  the  ix>orer  communities,  and  therefore  recommend  the  fol- 
Iowim;  additional  assessments  upon  the  following  parishes,  viz:  St.  Paul's,  Milwau- 
kee. #40;  St.  James',  Milwaukee,  S20;  St.  Pauls,  Fonddu  Lac;  $10;  Trinity,  Osh- 
konh,  SlO."  The  assessment  was  referreil  to  a  sjiecial  committee,  which  re|»orted 
(p.  33)  some  slight  alterations,  which  with  tlie  report  were  adopted  bv  the  coun- 
cil. 
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In  1875,  the  aFPeBsment  was  made  by  the  Standing  Committee,  on  the  same 
banis  adopted  in  previous  years,  of  giving  credits  for  interest  on  amounts  contributed 
to  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  the  report  further  states  (p.  40),  that  the  committee 
passed  a  resolution,  ^'That  an  additional  assessment  be  made  upon  the  following  par- 
ishes, to  wit:  St.  Paul's,  Milwaukee,  $125;  St.  James',  Milwaukee,  SlOO  (which 
were  the  only  assessments  on  those  parishes);  St.  John's,  Portage,  ?30;  St.  PauFs, 
Columbus,  $'6."    The  report  was  adopted  by  the  Council. 

In  1876,  no  change  was  made  by  the  Standing  Committee  in  the  basis  of  as- 
sessment, or  the  allowance  of  credits,  and  the  report  concludes  as  follows  [p.  45]: 
*'The  committtee  further  recommend  that  the  Council  request  of  those  parishes 
which  may  be  exempted,  the  same  contribution  as  last  year."  This  report  was 
adopted  by  the  Council. 

In  1877,  the  l>asis  of  assessment  recommended  by  the  committee  and  the  ex- 
emptions were  identical  with  those  of  1876.  The  only  parishes  whose  credits  for 
interest  were  as  much  as  their  proportion  of  assessments  were  St.  Paul's  and  St. 
James',  in  Milwaukee,  and  St.  John's,  in  Portage,  neither  of  which  three  parishes 
were  asseRsed  anything,  but  the  committee  again  made  the  same  recommendation 
as  in  1876,  *'that  the  Council  request  of  those  parishes  which  may  be  exempted,  the 
same  contribution  as  last  year."    This  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the  Council. 

In  1878,  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  recommends  the  same  basis  of 
assessment  as  before,  but  is  silent  upon  the  subject  of  credits  for  interest  on  contri- 
butions to  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  contains  no  appeals  *'to  the  liberality  and  gen- 
erosity of  the  richer  parishes,"  as  the  reports  in  1873  and  1874  did;  nor  does  it 
recommend  any  ''request  of  those  parishes,  which  may  be  exempted,  the  same  con- 
tribution as  last  year,"  which  the  reports  in  1876  and  1877  did;  but  the  table  en- 
titled "Assessment  for  the  Diocesan  Fund"  [p.  75]  and  purporting  to  be  *'put 
forth  by  the  Standing  Committee,"  is  a  departure  from  the  precedents  of  previous 
years,  and  is  made  upon  the  theory  that  for  such  portion  of  the  Diocesan  Fund 
as  the  Standing  Committee  assumes  to  assess  for  Council  expenses,  parishes  are  en- 
titled to  no  credit  on  account  of  interest  on  their  contributions  to  the  Episcopal 
Fund.  It  is  not  only  a  departure  from  precedents,  but  one  that  can  only  be  main- 
tained by  compulsion. 

For  1879  and  1880,  the  Standing  Committee,  in  submitting  their  assessment 
for  the  Diocesan  Fund,  have  adhered  to  the  same  theory  adopted  in  1878,  that  no 
credits  for  interest  are  to  be  allowed  on  the  portion  of  the  assessment  of  the  Dioces- 
an Fund  which  they  assume  as  the  proportion  for  Diocesan  Expenses. 

The  report  of  1880,  attempts  to  sustain  this  theory  by  reason  of  the  terms  of 
the  resolution  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  July  18,  1866,  already  quoted. 

This  committee  have  attempted  to  show  that  those  resolutions  do  not  warrant 
the  construction  put  upon  them  by  the  Standing  Committee.  If  they  do  not,  the 
theory  has  no  foundation  and  ougnt  to  be  abandoned. 

But  the  Council  of  1880,  removed  all  doubt,  if  any  existed,  as  to  the  right  of 
parishes  to  be  credited  with  interest  upon  their  assessments.  In  the  very  resolution 
of  the  Council,  in  pursuance  of  which  this  committee  was  appointed,  such  interest 
is  distinctly  declared  to  be  ''^due  to  parishes  upon  subscriptions  to  the  Endowment 
Fund." 

If  the  soundness  of  the  theory,  acted  upon  in  the  last  three  years,  was  less 
doubtful,  the  committee  are  constrained,  in  view  of  the  financial  results  which  in 
the  past  have  followed  appeals  to  liberality  and  generosity,  and  requests  for  contri- 
butions even  beyond  strict  obligations,  when  contrasted  with  the  results  which  the 
last  two  or  three  years  have  brought  under  the  system  of  compulsion,  to  express  the 
conviction  that  the  best  interests  of  the  diocese  demand  a  return  in  making  assess- 
ments to  the  modes  pursued  in  the  years  immediately  following  the  adoption  of  the 
canon  of  1863. 
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INCREASE    OP   ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

The  second  branch  of  the  resolution  under  which  this  committee  was  appoint- 
ed, ipstmcts  it  to  report  a  plan  for  increasing  the  Endowment  Fund  to  $50,000. 

The  amount  of  this  fund  available  on  the  15th  of  June,  1880,  was  $26,211.84. 
The  amount  necessary  to  increase  it  to  the  proposed  sum  is  )^23,788.16. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  most  equitable  plan  for  the  necessary 
mcreaae  by  contributions  within  the  Diocese;  as  also  for  raising  annually  such  Dio- 
cesan Fund  as  shall  be  requisite  is:  Firsts  by  making  an  apportionment  of  the  sum 
amon^  the  several  parishes  and  missions,  upon  some  basis  of  assessment,  which 
embodies  as  many  of  the  elements  of  a  just  and  equitable  distribution  of  the  amount 
aA  is  practicable,  having  a  due  reg:ird  for  the  amounts  already  contributed. 

Next,  bv  removing,  as  far  as  iwssible,  all  causes  which  exist  tending  to  pro- 
duce an  unwillingness  to  contribute  to  either  fund  the  just  proportion  of  each 
pariah. 

BASIS  OF  ASSESSMENT. 

It  is  generally  recognized  that  assessments,  based  alone  upon  the  number  of 
communicants,  are  not  just,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  elements  which  ought 
to  be  considered  in  determining  upon  any  basis  of  assessment  either  for  permanently 
increaains  the  Episcopal  Fund,  or  for  an  annual  levy  upon  the  parisnes  and  mis- 
sions of  their  respective  proportions  of  the  Diocesan  Fund,  are  the  following: 

Ist.     Whole  number  of  communicants. 

2d.  Whole  number  of  persons  who  ordinarily  attend  the  services  of  the 
church,  called  ''the  congregation." 

dd.  The  total  annual  'income,"  by  which  is  meant  the  amount  raised  annu- 
ally in  any  way  for  rector,  minister,  sexton,  organist,  choir,  and  other  expenses,  in- 
clading  all  offerings  for  all  purposes. 

4th.    The  value  of  all  church  property  of  any  kind. 

There  is  another  element  which  some  suppo.^e  it  would  be  desirable  to  take 
into  consideration,  viz:  the  pecuniary  ability  of  those  composing  the  several  con- 
eregations.  But  as  it  is  so  nearly  impossible  to  determine  this  element  with  any 
degree  of  certainty,  it  can  only  have  enect  in  a  general  way,  by  the  influence  it  may 
properly  exercise  upon  the  sound  discretion"  of  the  committee,  whose  duty  it  may 
oecome  from  time  to  time  to  prepare  and  report  a  basis  of  assessment. 

The  committee  do  not  recommend  for  the  adoption  by  the  Council,  any  basis 
of  assessment,  but  they  have  prepared  with  much  laljor,  a  tabulated  statement,  which 
they  submit  herewith,  showmg  the  efl'ect  upon  each  parish  and  mission  of  a  basis 
founded  upon  each  of  the  four  enumerated  elements,  and  one  formed  by  an  average 
of  these  four  difierent  bases,  and  showing  what  upon  the  average  basis  would  be  the 
proportionate  sum  necessary  to  l)e  contributed  bv  each  parish  and  mission  to  in- 
crease the  Episcopal  Fund  to  S50,000,  deducting  the  amounts  already  contributed, 
and  also  showing  what  upon  each  of  the  four  bases,  as  also  upon  the  average  basis, 
would  be  the  proportionate  assessment  of  each  parish  and  mission  of  a  Diocesan  fund 
of  $1,000,  and  sliowing  also  what  sums  the  several  parishes  have  contributed  to  the 
Episcopal  Fund,  and  what  is  the  annual  interest  upon  such  contributions  at  the  rate 
o(^7  per  cent,  per  annum. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  committee  no  basis  of  assessment  ought  to  be  adopted  by 
the  application  of  any  inflexible,  unchangeable  nile,  but  asses.«»ments  for  the  dioces- 
an fund  ought  to  bo  periodically  prepared,  and  submitted  to  the  Council  for  its  ac- 
tion, by  a  committee  appointed  for  that  special  purpose,  sufficiently  lar^  to  fairly 
represent  the  interests  of  all  classes  of  parishes  and  missions,  whetner  rich  or  poor, 
which  committee  should  exerci.se  a  sountl  discretion  in  making  up  its  as.sessmcnts, 
and  be  influence<l  to  a  proi>er  degree  by  the  larger  wealth  of  such  congregations  as 
are  rich  in  this  world's  goods. 
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When  Mr.  Strong  had,  in  reading  the  above  report,  reached 
the  i)oint  where  it  now  ends,  Mr.  L.  H.  Morehouse  raised  the  point 
of  order:  That  the  additional  portion  of  the  report  prepared  by 
the  committee,  following  the  heading,  "Causes  of  Dissatisfaction.^^ 
related  to  subjects  respecting  which  the  committee  was  not  ap- 
pointed to  report  upon,  and  was  therefore  out  of  order  and  should 
not  be  read. 

The  President  sustained  the  point  of  order  raised  by  Mr.  More- 
house, and  the  matter  objected  to  was  stricken  out  of  the  report. 

The  Rev.  Jos.  De  Forest  presented  and  read  his  Annual  Report 
as  Dean  of  the  LaCrosse  Convocation.    [See  Appendix  F.l 

Elections  being  next  in  order,  on  motion  the  ballot  was  dis- 
pensed with,  and  Mr.  Chas.  P.  Jones  was  re-elected  Treasurer  of 
the  Council. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  Mr.  Chas.  P. 
Jones  was  re-elected  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

On  motion,  the  election  of  Registrar  was  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

A  motion  to  dispense  with  the  ballot  in  the  election  of  the 
Standing  Committee  was  lost. 

The  Council  proceeded  to  elect  a  Standing  Committee  by  ballot. 

The  President  appointed  as  Tellers  the  Rev.  S.  S.  Burleson 
and  Dr.  French. 

The  ballots  were  cast  and  the  tellers  retired. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Council  presented  and  read  the  following 
communications: 

The  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

To  the  Sftretanj  of  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

Sib: — In  compliance  with  the  requirementa  of  Article  8  of  the  Constitution,  I 
voald  hereby  officially  make  known  through  you  to  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
Wisconsin,  the  following  proposed  changeB  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  adopted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  1880,  and  to  be  finally  acted  upon  by  tlie  General  Convention  of 
1883,  to  wit:—

It  waA,  bv  concorrent  action  {vide  Journal  of  Convention,  pp.  156,  167-159, 
161,  162,  18l/l82,  185-187,  188,  225,  251,  263,  273,  291,  292,  299,  300,  303,  316) 
of  the  two  Hoiifles  of  the  General  Convention  of  1880, — 

Revolted:  That  the  Ratification  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  be  amended 
Ko  as  to  read  an  follows,  and  that  such  proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the 
several  Diocesan  Conventions,  in  order  that  it  may  be  adopted  in  the  next  General 
Convention,  according  to  Article  8  of  the  Constitution: — 

THE  RATIFICATION  OF  THE  BOOK  OF  COMMON  PRAYER. 

/iy  the  Bithops,  (he  Clergy,  and  the  Laity  of  the  Protettant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  General  Convention  assembled. 

The  General  Convention  of  this  Church,  having  heretofore — to  wit,  on  the 
sixteenth  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1789 — »et  forth  and  established  a  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  and  Administration  of  the  Sacraments,  and  other  Kites  and  Ceremonies  of 
the  Churct^  and  thereby  established  the  said  book  and  declared  it  to  be  the  Litursy 
of  this  Church,  and  required  that  it  be  received  as  such  by  all  the  members  of  toe 
same,  and  be  in  use  fnim  and  after  the  tirsi  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1790;  the  same 
book  is  herebv  ratified  and  confirmed,  and  ordered  to  be  the  use  of  this  Church  from 
this  time  fortfi. 

But  note,  however,  that  on  davs  other  than  Sunday,  Christmas  Day,  the 
Epiphany,  Ash  Wednesday,  Good  Friday,  and  Ascension  Day,  it  shall  suffice  if  the 
Minister  begin  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer  at  the  Greneral  Confession,  or  the  Lord'0 
Prayer,  preceded  by  one  or  more  of  the  sentences  appointed  at  the  beginning  of 
Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  and  end  after  the  Collect  for  Grace,  or  the  Collect 
for  Aid  against  Perils,  with  2  Cor.  xiii.  14,  using  so  much  of  the  Lessons  appointed 
for  the  day,  and  so  much  of  the  Psalter,  as  he  shall  judge  to  be  for  edification. 

And  note,  also,  tliat  on  anv  day  when  Morning  and  Evening  Prater  shall  have 
been  duly  said,  or  are  to  be  said,  and  upon  davs  other  than  those  first  afore-men- 
tioned, it  shall  suffice,  when  need  may  re<|uire,  if  a  Sermon  or  Lecture  be  preceded 
by  at  least  the  I>ord's  Prayer  and  one  or  more  Collects  found  in  this  hc»oK.  Pro* 
rided,  that  no  pntyers  not  set  forth  in  said  book  or  otherwise  authorized  by  this 
Church,  shall  be  iiseti  before  or  after  such  Sermon  or  Lecture. 

And  note  further,  also,  that  on  any  dav  the  Morning  Prayer,  the  Litany,  or 
the  Order  for  the  Administration  of  the  Lord's  Snj)^»er,  may  be  used  as  a  separate 
and  in(le()endent  service,  provided  that  no  one  oi  these  services  shall  be  disused 
hubituallv.

KEPORTOF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  INCREASING  THE  FUND    FOR  DISABLED 

CLERGY  AND  THEIR  FAMILIES. 

On  the  fourth  day  of  the  present  session  of  the  General  Convention,  (October 

I*")  J  a  Deputation  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  consisting  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Ijce, 

^"^p  of  Delaware,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Whipple,  Binhop  of  Minnesota,  the  Rt.  Rev. 

^'-  '^^y,  Bishop  of  Easton,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Dudley,  Assistant  Bishop  of  Ken- 

^^*-y^  presented  to  the  House  of  Deputies,  in  cogent  and  convincing  appeal  and  ar- 

^oient,  the  cause  of  disabled  clergv  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  cler- 

This  almost  unprecedented  action  of  the  House  of  Bishops  in  urging  upon  the 
«ous^  of  Deputies  the  earnest  consideration  of  a  measure,  was  avowedly  designed 
^ifii press  upon  the  latter  the  eminent  estimate  which  our  Rt.  Rev.  Fathers  enter- 
^ained  of  the  importance  of  the  cause  they  thus  presented  for  consideration. 

Wth  the  eameft  words  of  the  Bishops  still  fresh  in  our  memory,  and  their 

glowing  eentimeuts  still  warm  in  our  hearts,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  that  your  Com- 

Biittee  should  enlarge  upon  the  merits  of  the  matter  referred  to  their  consideration. 

That  the  Church  should  first  of  all  extend  a  helping  hand  to  those  who  have 

ni'i»^i»tered  at  her  altars  until  age  and  intinuity  have  weakened  their  powers,  is  a 

*^^-€vident  proposition. 
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The  flentences  selected  to  be  read,  while  ''the  alms  for  the  poor  and  other  de> 
votions  of  the  people"  are  being  received,  in  the  Office  of  the  Holy  Communion,  do 
most  unetjui vocally  set  forth  the  great  idea  that  the  support  of  the  clergy  is  proper- 
ly derivable  from  the  offerings  of  the  people, — that  *'they  who  preach  the  gospel 
should  live  of  the  gospel."  The  soldier  who  fights  his  country's  battles  is  amply 
supported  by  the  government  which  he  serves;  and  when  he  is  wounded,  or  dis- 
abled, or  incapacitated  by  old  age,  the  State  still  supports  him  and  his  family,  and 
when  he  dies  there  is  a  pension  to  his  widow.  This  usage  obtains  in  nmny  other 
relations  of  secular  life;  but  we  are  left  to  mourn  the  fact,  and  a  humiliating  fact  it 
is,  that  they  who  give  their  lives  for  the  welfare  of  their  fellow-men  and  the  honor- 
ing of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  are  in  many  instances  left  to  terminate  their  ministry 
of  toil  and  self-denial  in  circumstances  of  suflTering  poverty.  Shall  not  the  Church 
care  for  her  cliildren  as  the  State  does  for  hers? 

The  Church  presents  us  the  manifest  duty,  nay,  in  the  revelation  of  Grod,  even 
from  the  beginning,  it  is  clearly  enforced,  that  ''they  who  minister  about  holy  things 
(should)  live  of  the  sacrifice."  Now  our  Rt.  Rev.  Fathers  have  come  before  ua, 
and  urged  to  immediate  action  in  this  pre-eminent  charity,  this  paramount  duty  of 
humanity.  YourXTommittee  recognize  the  grateful  fact  that  a  step  has  been  taken 
in  the  direction  to  which  we  are  bidden,  by  depositing  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen,  and  of  Aged, 
Infirm,  and  Disabled  Clergymen,  a  royalty  upon  the  publication  and  sale  of  our 
Hymnal.  The  money  thus  received  and  disbursed  by  the  Trustees  of  this  Fund  has 
been  the  means  of  relieving  much  suffering,  but  the  amount  is  quite  inadequate  to 
meet  the  great  and  painful  wants. 

Y''our  Committee  further  recognize  the  several  Diocesan  efforts  in  this  direc- 
tion, which  have  been  organized  and  administered  with  varying  measures  of  suc- 
cess; but  while  these  serve  in  part  to  relieve  the  need  of  the  disabled  clergy  in  the 
older  and  richer  Dioceses,  where  they  are  chiefly  to  be  found,  still  they  do  not  con- 
template the  extension  of  aid  to  the  feebler  Dioceses,  where  no  such  oiganizations 
exist,  nor  to  the  vast  missionary  jurisdictions,  where  now,  and  for  many  years  to 
come,  the  want  will  l>e  found  to  be  greatest  and  the  means  of  help  the  feeblest. 

The  immediate  question  is.  What  can  be  done  to  increase  the  Fund  designed 
for  general  distribution? 

Your  G)mmittee  have  had  a  number  of  projects  referred  to  them,  all  of  which 
have  received  their  respectful  consideration.  There  are  difficulties  insuperable  to 
almost  every  plan,  save  that  which  is  manifestly  set  forth  in  the  Church's  theory, 
as  translated  to  us  in  the  Offertory  Sentences.  The  rubric  in  the  Communion  Office 
is  in  harmony  with  this,  when  it  provides  for  the  collection,  not  only  of  "alms  for 
the  poor,"  but  for  "the  olher  devotions''*  (or  consecrated  gifts)  "of  the  people." 
Now,  for  what  are  these  ''''other  devotions'^  of  the  people  designed,  if  not  for  that  very 
purpose  set  forth  in  the  Offertory  Sentences  which  ask  for  them?  It  can  scarcely 
be  too  nnich  emphasized  in  this  connection,  that  the  Offertory  appeals  only  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor  and  the  sustentation  of  the  clergy. 

And  then  the  Canon  [Title  I.,  Canon  14,  1  3  of  the  Digest],  speaking  of  "the 
Alms  and  Contributions  of  the  Holy  Communion"  as  proper  to  be  applied  by  the 
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minister,  or  under  his  Ruperintendence,  to  such  pious  and  charitable  uses  as  shall  by 
bizxB  be  thought  fit, — after  dividing  a  certain  part  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  which 
majr  rightlr  be  called  the  **-4/ot«," — what  "pious  and  charitable  use''  can  pbssibly 
be  znade  of  the  other  part  called  '^  Contributions, ^f  of  as  great  and  pressing  import, 
of  ia«  high  and  holy  character,  of  as  appropriate  and  divinely  ordered  description, 
a»  giving  relief  to  our  suffering  brothers,  who  have  spent  their  lives  in  fatherly  of- 
6ce8  in  the  ^'household  o/faith^^f 

Yonr  Committee  feel  the  difficulty  of  fixing,  at  once,  upon  any  method  which 
slia.!!  be  general  and  final,  but  prefer  to  submit  such  measures  as  shall  be  rather  ten- 
tatl^e,  while  proposing  further  investigation  in  the  way  of  correspondence  and  the 
cc»ixk.piIation  of  statistics. 

Your  Committee  therefore  beg  to  submit  the  following  Resolutions  for  the  ap- 
pix>'vil  of  this  House: 

1.  Resolved:  That  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Kubjects  of  the  in- 

crease  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  the  ^\  idows  and  Orphans  of  Decea»<ed  Clergy- 

men.  and  of  Aged,  Infirm  and  Disabled  Clei^men,  he  continued,  with  an  increased 

memberehip,  with  instructions  to  act  in  the  premises  during  the  time  intervening 

before  the  next  Greneral  Convention,  to  the  end  that  they  may  the  better  accomplish 

the  object  for  which  the  Committee  was  raised. 

2.  Resolved:^  That  this  House  do  earnestly  request  the  several  Diocesan  Con- 
ventions or  Councils  that  they  duly  consider,  and,  if  they  find  it  expedient,  approve, 
conuDend,  and  endorse  the  eminent  charity  embraced  in  the  purpose  and  effort  of 
this  Committee. 

3.  Resolved:  That  every  minister  in  charge  of  a  Congregation  be  rec|uested  to 
reserve,  from  this  time  forth,  out  of  "the  alms  and^  other  devotions''  of  the  people, 
collected  upon  each  and  every  occasion  of  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper, 
*  percentage  of  the  whole  amount,  not  letw  than  one  nor  more  than  ten  per  cent.,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  the  same  to  be  forwarded  and  paid  over  to  the  Trus- 
tee^of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  ot  Deceased  Clergymen, 
*Ddof  Aged,  Infirm,  and  Disabled  Clergymen. 

^  4.  Resolved:  That  this  Committee  be  instructed  to  correspond  with  the  Au- 
jnoritiesofeach  Diocese  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting 
»*PtR«nd  Rtatistics  bearing  upon  the  fiuKject  committed  to  them,  such  as  the  local 
pf>yi«ion  now  made  in  certain  Dioceses  for  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergy  and  their 
wniilies,  the  wants  that  now  exist  and  that  are  unsupplied,  the  irregular  and  unor- 
ganized awistance  that  is  now  being  extended,  and  all  other  information  that  shall 
jontribnte  to  a  full  exhibit  of  the  present  condition  of  this  charity  and  its  probable 
•ntare,  and  that  this  Committee  prepare  and  present  to  the  next  General  Conven- 
tion a  digest  of  all  the  information  thus  gathered,  with  reference  to  further  and  more 
lormal  action. 

5.  Resolved:  That  this  (]bmmittee  be  further  instructed  to  inouire  into  the 
Practicability  of  foundinsra  Sustentation  Fund  for  supplementing  the  salaries  of  Cler- 
S^en  who  have  not  suitable  support.  ^ 

6.  Resolved:  That  the  Secretarv  of  the  House  of  Deputies  be  instructed  to 
P^Wish  this  Report  in  the  Church  t^ress,  to  send  copies  to  the  Bishops  of  the 
yjurch  and  to  the  {Secretaries  of  the  Conventions  or  Councils  of  the  Dioceses  and 
^J*ionary  Jurisdictions,  with  the  request  that  the  Report  be  submitted  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions  or  Councils. 

^.  7.  Resolved:  That  this  Report  be  respectfully  communicated  to  the  House  of 
^tthopH,  as  the  response  of  this  Body  to  their  request  that  some  action  be  taken  up- 
^0  the  subject  of  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergy  and  their  families,  and  that,  in  sub- 
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roitting  this  Beport,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  meet  the  approval  of  our  Rt.  ] 
Fathers.

"Will  you  be  good  enough  to  read  this  letter  at  the  next  meetini 
the  Convention  of  your  Diocese,  and  to  invite  an  expression  of  opinion  from  the  ( 
yention  in  reply  to  the  questions  asked  in  it. 

By  reference  to  the  Journal  of  the  General  Convention  you  will  see  that 
matter  of  providing  for  the  expenses  of  the  Deputies  was  brought  up  in  both  hoi 
On  page  214  of  the  Journal  you  will  find  a  resolution  offered  by  the  Bishop  of 
ginia,  that,  the  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  it  is  incumbent  on  the  several  '. 
ceses  to  make  provision  for  the  entertainment  of  their  own  deputies  to  the  Gen 
Convention.  The  Assistant  Bishop  of  Kentucky  offered  the  following  as  a  su 
tute — That  it  he  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  bishops,  three  presbyters 
three  laymen,  to  consider  the  expediency  of  increasing  the  assessment  to  bepaii 
the  Dioceses  to  the  General  Convention,  so  as  to  pay  the  expenses  per  diem  of 
Bishops  and  the  clerical  and  lay  deputies. 

On  page  41  of  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Deputies  you  will  find  that 
Blair,  of  Maryland ,  offered  a  resolution — That,  the  House  of  Bishops  concurrin 
be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  bishops,  three  clergymen  and  three  laymei 
consider  and  report  as  to  the  expediency  of  so  increasing  the  assessment  upon 
Dioceses  as  to  enable  the  General  Convention  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  by 
clerical  members  in  attending  its  sessions. 

This  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Expenses.  Their  report  will  be  f( 
on  the  104th  and  127th  pages,  in  which  they  mention  that  they  have  ascerta 
the  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  this  Convention  to  be  thirty  thousand 
hundred  and  forty-two  dollars,  and  to  provide  for  the  traveling  expenses  of 
Bishops  and  Deputies  of  the  next  Convention,  an  assessment  of  ten  cents  on  • 
communicant  must  be  laid,  or  often  dollars  on  each  clergyman. 

At  the  same  meeting  it  was  voted — That  the  Committee  on  Expenses  be 
powered  to  sit  during  the  recess  and  to  take  full  and  final  action  touching  the  t 
eling  expenses  of  members  of  the  next  general  convention. 
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The  Committee  ask  for  information  if  any  provision  is  now  made  in  your 
Dioc^ese  for  the  traveling  expenfteR  of  the  Bishop  and  Deputies  to  the  General 
CoTYvention.  They  also  invite  an  expreraion  of  opinion  from  each  Diocesan  Con* 
ven'tion  whether  it  is  liest  that  the  General  Convention  should  undertake  to  provide 
thogg  expenses  by  an  assessment  on  each  Diocese.  The  sum  of  ten  cents  upon  each 
concimunicant  would  be  the  smallest  assessment  providing  enough  to  meet  these  ex- 
pe>neef>.    You  can  easily  calculate  the  assessment  on  your  Convention. 

There  is  a  very  great  diflference  in  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Bishops  and 
Deputies  of  the  different  Dioceses.    A  sum  of  nearly  three  thousand  dollars  must 
be  provided  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  from  California  and  Oregon  to  Philadel- 
phia; of  thirteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  from   Texas  to   Philadelphia;  from 
A^rkansas,  nine  hundred  and  iiftyosix  dollars.    From  New  York  or  Maryland  the 
amount  would  be  only  fifty  dollars.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  AMERICAN  BUILDING  FUND  COMMISSION. 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
related  to  the  American  Building  Fund  Commission,  beg  leave  to  report  that  th 
have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  feel  that  they  can  in  no  better  w; 
discharge  their  duly  than  by  giving  a  brief  account  of  the  commission,  its  obje* 
and  its  claims  to  recognition  by  the  Church. 

The  Commission  was  established  October  25,  1880,  by  the  Board  of  Missioi 
comprising  in  its  membership  both  Houses  of  the  General  Convention.  It  consi 
of  all  the  Bishops,  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman  from  each  Diocese  and  M 
sionary  Jurisdiction,  and  of  twenty  members  at  large  apjtointed  by  the  presidi 
Bishop.  Its  object  is  to  create  a  fund  of  one  million  dollars,  the  income  of  whi 
shall  aid  the  building  of  new  churches. 
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The  Commission  wish  to  complete  the  fund  bj  October,  1883,  that  the  (jen- 
eral  Conrention  may  then  present  it  as  an  offering  to  God,  a  memorial  of  His  care 
in  the  past;  for  the  extension  of  His  Kingdom  in  the  future;  and  that  it  may  com- 
memorate the  Centennial  of  the  American  Church  as  a  branch  of  the  Church  Cath- 
olic These  &Lcia  appeal  to  us  as  a  Council.  It  is  felt  that  there  is  no  necessity  so 
pradng  upon  ihe  Church  at  large  at  this  time  as  the  erection  of  churches  in  the 
Dewer  settlements  of  our  growing  country,  where  the  hamlet  of  to-day  becomes  the 
city  of  to-morrow. 

Other  bodies  of  Christians  have  appreciated  this,  and  felt  the  necessity  of  pre- 
occupying new  ground  by  the  erection  of  a  house  of  worship;  and  they  have  entered 
upon  the  work  with  great  success.  It  will  not  do  for  us  to  be  comparatively  idle  in 
this  matter.  We  should  have  the  means  to  build  churches  where  there  may  be  but 
two  or  three  Church  families,  in  young  and  growing  towns  throughout  our  wide 
country. 

A  permanent  fund  of  $1,000,000  is  important,  and  the  amount  that  can  each 
Tear  be  accomplished  by  a  judicious  distribution  of  its  income,  no  man  can  estimate. 
One  million  of  dollars,  even  at  five  per  cent.,  would  produce  an  income  of  $50,000, 
and  this  would  help  to  build  one  hundred  churches.  Could  not  our  own  Bishop  use 
a  few  $500  to  a  good  advantage  during  this  coming  year  in  the  erection  of  churches 
in  the  rapidly  growing  settlements  of  the  northern  and  western  portions  of  our  Dio- 
c^?  The  Commission  asks  our  co-operation,  and  therefore,  to  bring  the  matter 
folly  before  the  Council,  the  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution: 

Rrn-Avfl:  That  each  Presbyter  and  Missionary  within  this  Diocese  be  requested  to 
take  ap  a  collection  from  his  people  for  this  purpose  on  the  last  Sunday  of  September  in 
fath  year  until  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  in  188;i,  and  to  forward  the  same  to 
theDioce^?an  treasurer.

to  50,000,  respectfully  submit  the  following  partial  report,  and  ask  leave  to  submit  a 
fiirther  report  at  the  next  session  of  this  Council. 

The  question  as  to  the  application  of  interest  on  subscriptions  to  the  Episcopal 
fund,  grows  out  of  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  purpose  expressed  in  and  the  un- 
^^R'tanding  in  the  Diocese  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  subscriptions  made  to  this  fund 
Pursuant  to  the  following  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Standing  Committee  at  its  meet- 
ing held  July  18,  1866. 
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**Jie9ohed:  That  steps  bo  immediately  taken  to  increase  the  Episcopal  Fund  to  150,000. 

"Jietohed.'  That  agents  be  appointed  by  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  parpose  of 
immediately  following  the  circulars,  and  canvassing  the  Diocese  with  a  view  of  raising  the 
above  sum. 

**Jie9ohed.'  That  the  following  be  the  form  of  subscription:  The  undersigned  8ub«cribe 
the  sums  set  opposite  to  their  several  names  for  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the 
Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  for  the  purpose  of  freeing  the  Parishes  from  all  assessments  /or  that 
object.    The  terms  of  said  subscription  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Subscribers  shall  have  the  option  of  paying  the  amount  of  their  subscriptions  in 
cash  within  one  month  from  the  date  of  subscription,  or  of  giving  notes  for  the  same,  bear- 
ing interest  at  7  per  cent.,  at  three,  six  and  twelve  months,  or  at  six  and  twelve  months  from 
the  said  date. 

2.  The  money  so  subscribed  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  "Trustees  of  Funds  and  Property- 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,"  to  be  by  them  invested  and  held  for  the 
support  of  the  Episicopato  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

3.  Subscriptions  from  the  residents  of  any  city  or  town  in  the  State,  shall  be  received 
and  held  subject  to  the  right  of  reclaiming  the  same,  in  case  of  the  future  division  of  the 
Diocese,  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  Diocese  to  which  that  city  or  town  shall 
then  belong." 

Ar  regards  the  language  ueed  to  express  the  purpose  or  object  of  the  Fund 
which  thiH  resolution  proposed  to  increase,  the  minority  of  the  committee  are  of  the 
opinion  that  it  is  clear  and  explicit — that  the  words  "Episcopal  Fund'^  express  with 
exactness  and  certainty  that  the  fund  contemplated  is  to  be  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate;  or,  in  other  words,  to  maintain  the  Bishop  in  his  episcopal  office. 

The  following  is  the  form  of  the  subscription  made  pursuant  to  these  resolu- 
tions:

binding,  or  of  giving  bis  or  her  notes  for  the  same,  bearing  interest  at  seven  per  centum  per 
annum  at  3.  6,  9,  an<I  12,  or  in  6  and  12  months  from  the  said  date,  or  in  mortgages  or  other 
securities,  drawing  the  same  interest,  or  a:*  may  be  agreed  upon  at  the  time  of  the  subscrip- 
tion, and  it  being  further  understood  that  in  case  of  the  creation,  at  any  time  hereafter,  of 
one  or  more  new  Dioceses  within  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  all  subscriptions  made  by  persons 
now  residing  within  the  district  which  shall  be  embodied  in  any  such  new  Diocese,  shall  be 
thereafter  transferred,  and  belong  to  the  Episcopate  funds  of  such  new  Diocese.  And  it 
being  further  understood  and  declared  that  this  subscription  shall  take  effect  and  be  binding 
upon  the  subscribers  hereto,  whenever  the  sum  of  S30,000  shall  havebocn  subscribed,  for  the 
purpose  above  named,  provided  this  shall  be  accomplished  by  the  first  day  of  October,  1866. 

Whether  or  not  the  understanding  in  the  Diocese  was  in  accordance  with  this 
apparently  necessary  interpretation,  the  minority  of  your  committee  are  not  suffici- 
ently advised  to  express  a  positive  opinion,  but  from  such  information  as  they  have 
been  able  to  obtain,  the  common  understanding  was  that  the  fund  was  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Bishop  and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  his  office,  as  expressed  in  the  reso- 
lution and  form  of  subscription.

Tbe  minority  of  your  committee  are  aUo  advised  that  the  purpose  and  object 
and  understanding  respecting  the  same  will  be  made  more  apparent  and  certain  by 
roattere  contained  in  the  records  of  the  Diocese  referring  to  tlie  then  existing  fund 
which  the  resolution  recited  proposed  to  increase. 

It  is  very  important  and  a  duty,  that  we  should  be  very  careful  to  make  an  ac- 
corate  and  just  decision  upon  this  question,  and  the  minority  of  your  committee  ask 
leave  to  present  a  further  report  respecting  the  same,  at  the  next  Annual  Council, 
and  that  tbe  action  on  this  subject  be  postponed  until  that  time. 

As  regards  the  basis  for  making  assessments  for  the  Diocesan  Fund,  the  mi- 
nority of  your  committee  concur  in  the  opinion  of  the  majority  that  *'no  basis  of 
affienment  ought  to  be  adopted  by  the  application  of  any  inflexible,  unchangeable 
rule,  bat  assessments  for  the  diocesan  fund  ought  to  be  periodically  prepared,  and 
nibmitted  to  the  Council  for  its  action  by  a  committee  appointed  for  that  special 
purpose,  sufficiently  large  to  fairly  represent  the  interests  of  all  classes  of  parishes 
and  miraions,  whether  rich  or  poor,  which  committee  should  exercise  a  sound  dis- 
cretion in  making  up  its  assessments,  and  be  influenced  to  a  proper  degree  by  the 
Ivger  wealth  of  such  congregations  as  are  rich  in  this  world's  goods.''

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  re- 
spectfully report: 

That  while  they  cannot  but  approve  of  the  management  of  the  Board  in  the 
disposal  of  the  means  placed  in  their  hands,  they  regret  exceedingly  that  the  means 
are  not  sufficient  for  the  work  already  undertaken.  Your  Committee  are  fully  con- 
vinced that  if  the  clergy  would  heartily  and  thoroughly  carry  out  the  admirable 
system  adopted  by  the  Diocese,  the  required  amount  would  be  raised. 

Your  Committee  appeal  most  earnestly  to  the  Chri.stian  sympathy  and  sense 
of  responsibility  as  stewards  and  almoners  of  God's  bounties — to  the  more  wealthy 
laymen  of  the  Diocese — that  of  their  abundance  they  should  relieve  the  poverty  of 
their  poorer  brethren  in  Christ,  who  are  giving  their  labors  and  their  lives  in  doing 
the  Lord's  work  in  the  waste  places  of  the  land.  The  silver  and  the  gold  are  the 
Lord's.    Some  are  called  to  give  themselves  to  the  ministry  of  the  Word.    To  some 
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is  driven  power  to  get  wealth.  They  are  all  brethren  in  Christ.  The  duty  and  re- 
sponsibility  of  each  class — the  one  to  go  and  labor  where  God  and  the  Church  send 
thena,  the  other  to  furnish  the  means  that  they  may  do  the  work  of  God  and  the 
Church— are  equally  stringent.

The  Special  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  Council  to  ^'Revise  the  Consti- 
tut^ionand  Canons,  with  the  various  amendments  thereto,  printed  in  the  pamphlet," 
rts  jaectfully  present  the  following  report: 

They  have  discharged  the  duty  devolved  upon  them,  according  to  their  under- 
stsi  Bailing  of  the  scope  and  meaning  of  the  resolution  under  which  they  were  culled 
to  act. 

They  have  arranged  the  material  for  publication,  inserting  the  amendments 
and  additions  ordered  by  successive  Councils,  in  their  due  and  proper  places. 

They  have  also  prepared  such  heading  and  marginal  synopses  as  will,  in  their 
jadgment,  facilitate  reference  to  the  contents  of  the  Digest. 

The  Committee  think  it  important  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  cer- 
tain facts  respecting  Canon  VI.,  and  especially  to  Sec.  6  thereof — to  wit: 

Canon  VI.  was  obviously  intended  simply  as  a  substitute  for  the  previous 
^anon  bearing  the  same  number. 

Section  5  thereof  hns  no  apparent  effect,  unless  it  be  to  repeal  Canons  XVI. 
and  XVIII. 

This  cannot  be  its  object,  since  these  Canons  treat  of  subjects  in  regard  to  mis- 
sionary operations  of  quite  a  different  character  from  those  comprehended  in  Canon 
*!•;  and  Hince,  moreover,  the  Council  and  the  Diocesan  authorities  have  never  put 
*^ch  a  construction  upon  it,  but  the  contrary,  Canon  XVI.  having  been  amended 
Rince  the  adoption  of  Canon  VI.  in  its  present  form. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  Section  5  of  Canon  VI.,  being  use- 
lens  and  liable  to  misconstruction,  be  repealed;  and  that  pending  its  repeal,  a  note 
embodying  a  construction  in  accordance  with  the  above  recited  facts  be  inserted  in 
the  new  edition  of  the  Revision.

THE  DEAD  IN  CHRIST. 

^M  Tuesday,  the  4th  day  of  January  of  the  present  year,  at  his  residence  in 
^^'ilmington,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Atkinson,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  North 
^rolina,  fell  asleep.  He  was  in  the  seventy-third  year  of  his  age  and  the  twertty- 
*^hih  of  his  Episcopate.  He  was  a  man  of  sound  learning,  of  great  earnestness 
*n<i  devotion  of  character,  of  persuasive  eloquence,  and  one  who  was  especially  in- 
terested in  the  work  of  the  Church  among  the  colored  people  of  the  South.  In 
connection  with  the  Bishop  of  P^aston,  he  exercised  great  influence  in  shaping 
events  at  the  close  of  the  civil  war  in  the  Churches  of  the  South. 
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In  the  death  of  Judge  Bump,  of  Black  River  Falls,  the  Church  in  the  west 
part  of  the  Diocese  loses  a  layman  of  exemplary  character  and  the  community 
which  he  had  long  lived,  a  citizen  of  great  purity  of  life,  and  warm  devotion  to 
public  interests. 

In  February  Mrs.  Dr.  Tritpe  was  called  to  her  reward.  Her  life  of  act 
interest  in  the  Church  began  with  the  history  of  St.  Luke's  parish  in  Whitewa 
she  being  a  member  of  Bishop  Kemper's  first  confirmation  class  in  that  missi 
To  the  end  of  life  she  was  a  devout  communicant,  and  for  more  than  forty  yea 
in  very  deed  and  truth,  a  Mother  in  Israel.  May  these  His  saints  have  rest  i 
felicity  in  the  Paradise  of  God. 

The  severe  snow  storms  of  the  past  winter  added  greatly  to  the  weariness 
visitations,  but  aside  from  detentions  and  failures,  oftentimes,  to  keep  appointmei 
there  were  no  serious  results.

From  every  part  of  the  District  there  came  re|K>rt9 
of  increasing  interest  and  growing  work.  Among  the  good  things  accomplished  in 
the  business  meetings  was  the  arrangement  ior  a  comprehensive  report  to  be  made 
from  each  station  in  the  Di.*itrict,  in  accordance  with  a  plan  agreed  up(m  by  the 
Convocation.  Arran;;oment8  will  Ije  made  at  an  earlv  dav  to  consecrate  the  Church 
at  Chippewa  Falls,  and  to  rejoice  with  the  Rector  in  the  completion  of  his  pleasant 
home,  now  nearly  finished,  on  the  lot  adjoining  the  church. 

November  14,  Sunday,  25th  after  Trinity — Came  yesterilay  by  way  of  St.  Paul 
to  Duluth,  and  by  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Peyton,  of  Duluth,  was  brought  in  hw  tug, 
•'Nellie  Cott<m,'^  to  Superii)r  City.  Preached  and  admiiii.stered  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion, and  in  the  evening  preached  in  Duluth,  in  Minnesota.  If,  as  is  confidently  ex- 
pected, the  Northern  Pacific  will  soon  be  completed  to  Sujierior  City,  there  is  great 
hopefulness  for  the  future  of  this  town;  and  with  its  growth  we  may  anticipate  a 
revival  of  Church  work  in  this  mission  which  has  been  sustained  here  under  many 
and  long  continued  dilHculties. 

November  16,  Tuesday — Came  by  way  of  the  newly-constructed  branch  road, 
from  Wyoming  to  St.  Croix  Falls,  an^  in  the  evening  preached,  and  baptized  and 
confirmed  one  person.  With  the  new  railway  facilities,  the  immense  water  power 
of  St.  Croix  Falls  will  be  greatly  developed,  and  we  may  anticipate  as  one  result, 
the  building,  next  spring,  of  a  chapel  for  the  mission  at  this  point 

November  17,  Wednesday — At  St.  John's  Church,  Star  Prairie,  preached, 
baptized  one  adult,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

November  18,  Thursday — Accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peabody,  who  met 
me  at  St.  Croix  Falls,  came  to-day  to  Clear  Lake,  a  station  on  the  Northern 
Wisconsin  Railway,  thirty-three  miles  north  of  Hudson.  This  line  of  road  is  now 
within  forty  miles  of  Bayfield  on  Lake  Superior,  and  among  the  many  towns  spring- 
ing up  in  the  wilderness.  Clear  Lake  gives  promise  of  being  a  business  centre.  As 
yet  there  are  only  two  communicants  of  the  Church  here,  but  services  will  be  main- 
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tained  here,  in  connection  with  other  pointH  on  the  line,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peabody. 
At  7:30,  preached  in  the  Congregational  chapel,  the  service  being  read  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Peabody,  the  chants  and  hymns  being  hearlily  rendered  by  members  of  his 
family,  who  drove  fonrteen  miles,  from  Wagon  I^inding,  to  be  present  at  this  service. 

Novemlier  19,  Friday— In  the  G<K)d  Templars'  Hall  in  Cumberland,  twenty- 
five  miles  above  Clear  Luke,  at  7:30  p.  M.,  preached  to  an  interested  congregation, 
the  service  being  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peabody.  These  points,  with  Rice  Lake, 
will  constitute,  for  the  present,  the  North  Wisconsin  Railway  MiK.*)ion. 

November  20,  Saturday— This  evening,  met  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  A.  E. 
Smith,  New  Richmond,  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Mission. 

NovemlHjr  21,  Sunday,  next  before  Advent — At  the  Hall  of  St.  Thomas^  Mis- 
fiion.  New  Richmond,  preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At  3:30 
p.  M.,  preached  in  St.  Joseph's  Mission,  Bouchea,  and  confirmed  one  person;  and 
in  the  evening,  preached  in  the  Mission  Hall,  Hud.son. 

November  22,  Monday — This  evening  met  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School 
in  North  Hudson,  and  catechised  them.  The  interest  in  the  school  on  the  part  of 
the  superintendent  and  teachers,  is  very  great,  and  the  prompt  and  correct  answers 
of  the  children  give  evidence  of  the  excellent  condition  of  the  school. 

November  24,  Wednesday — In  the  morning,  at  Trinity  Church,  River  Falls, 
adniiuLHtered  the  Holy  Communion.  At  6:30  p.  m.,  met  the  children  of  the  Sundav 
School,  and  heard  them  say  the  Catechism,  and  after  Evening  Prjiyer,  following 
this  service,  preached,  and  confirmed,  with  an  address,  a  class  of  five  persons.  The 
ser\-ice  at  River  Falls  was  very  pleasant.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ten  Brffck.  of  Maiden 
R<x*k,  assisted  the  Missionary.  The  answers  of  the  Sunday  School  children,  when 
catechised,  were  prompt,  showing  a  very  general  and  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
Catechism.  The  huilding  of  the  fence  around  the  church  lot  at  River  Falls  is  a 
great  improvement  to  the  property. 

Noveml>er  25,  Thursday,  Thanksgiving  Day — In  the  morning,  preached  in  the 
Mission  Hall.  Hudson,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  in  the  evening 
preached  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Baldwin. 

November  26,  Friday — Preached  this  evening  in  Grace  Chapel,  Menomonec. 

.  November  27,  Saturday — Drove  to-day,  in  company  with  the  missionary,  the 
Kev.  Mr.  Sweetland,  to  Tiflany,  twenty  miles  from  Menomonec,  where  a  mis- 
ftion  lias  been  established. 

November  28,  Advent  Sunday — At  the  school  house  near  Pendelts'  in  TiflTany, 
made  the  first  visitation  of  St.  Paul's  mission.  After  service,  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Sweetland,  preached,  confirmed,  with  an  address,  two  persons,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  The  mission  established  at  this  point  will  be  made  the  cen- 
tre, it  is  hoped,  of  an  extended  mission  work  in  this  part  of  Dunn  County.  The 
Interest  manifested  by  the  community  in  the  services  of  the  Church,  and  the  readi- 
ness to  co-operate  with  the  missionary  are  very  encouraging. 
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November  30,  St.  Andrew's  Day — Addressed  a  Pastoral  on  the  subject  of  %li< 
Christroas  Offering. 

To  the  Clergy  and  Congregations  of  the  Dioceee: 

The  offering  on  Christmas  Day  in  this  Diocese  is,  by  canon,  to  be  devoted  to 
the  relief  of  the  infirm  clergy  and  the  families  of  deceased  clergymen.  The  demancJ 
upon  this  Fund  is  a  growing  one,  and  it  surely  ought  not  to  need  a  special  plea  in 
its  behalf.

<>f  the  Cross.  There,  confessing  our  sins,  and  consecrating  all  to  the  service  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  we  may  confidently  expect  His  blessing.  Let  our  fast  be  such 
tlwt  He  who  sees  the  heart  may  know  that  it  is  no  mockery.  Let  one  of  the  first 
duties  of  the  I^enten  season  be  a  s})ecial  ofTeriiig  of  self-denial  and  love  as  a  pledge 
for  mission  work  in  the  diocese.  The  months  of  March  and  April  arc  the  months 
m  which,  by  canon,  the  annual  pledges  are  made.  Let  these  pledges  be  such  that 
.'^wiralms  and  prayers  may  l)e  memorials  before  God. 

May  the   Lenten  season  be  consecrated  in  all   our  hearts  and   lives  by  a  more 

earnest  devotion  in  private  and  public  prayers;  by  a  more  constant  attendance  upon 

the  wrviees  of  the  House  of  God;  by  a  more  fre(iuent  reception  of  the  Holy  C'om- 

oiunion;  by  a  glad  and  willing  readiness  to  be  more  self-denying  in  alms  and  offer- 

in^\  and  by  a  constant  striving  after  increased  holiness  of  life. 

Afost  earnestly  do  I  entreat  you,  my  dear  brethren,  to  give  practical  efficacy  to 

the  provisions  of  the  Diocesan  canon  regarding  the  observance  of  Lent.     I  exhort 

you  to  the  needed  discipline  of  repentance.     I^t  the  clergy  increase  the  number  of 

the  public  services  of  the  Church,  and  let  the  faithful   make  glad  responses  to  this 

manifestation  of  love  and  ceal,  by  arranging  worldly  buKiness  so  that  they  can  go 

up  to  the  House  of  the  Lord  with  joy  for  these  special   I^nten  services.     I>et  no 

slight   excuse   keep  you   away.     Withdraw  from  the  amusements  and  permitted 

plea.4ures  of  the  world,  that  you  may  the  more  thoroughly  connnune  with  your  own 

heart.     Be  much  in  prayer  with  God.    Search  out  the  deep  things  of  the  Spirit; 

and  when,  after  weeks  of  preparation,  Good  Friday  comes,  let  it  not   be  a  mere 

formal   fast,  but  let  it  be  hallowed,  as  it  should   be  by  all  who  hope  and  call  them- 

eelvefi  Christians,  with  tears  of  penitence  and  deep  humiliation,  as  the  day  which 

commemorates  the  death,  upon  the  Croes,  of  Christ,  our  Saviour  and  our  King.

February  22,  Tuesday — Attended,  at  7:30  P.  M.,  in  the  Xashotah  Chapel,  the 
Disservice  of  the  Pre-Lenten  devotional  meeting  for  the  clergy  of  the  diocese. 
TheKev.  T.  M.  Riley,  of  Minneapolis,  made  the  introductory  address.    The  order 
of  wnrices  for  Wednesday  and  Thursday  was  as  follows:     7  a.  m.,  Holy  Commun- 
'on;  8,  Breakfast:   9:30,  Morning  Prayer;   Address  by  the  Bishop,  followed   by 
Office  and  Meditation;    12,  Office  and   Intercessory  Prayer;   1  P.  M.,  Dinner;  3, 
Headings  on  Pastoral  subjects,  with  Ofiice  and  Instruction;  6,  Tea;  7:30,  Evening 
Prajer,  Meditation  and  last  Office.    On  Friday,  at  7  o^clock,  a.  m.,  Holy  Commun- 
ion, with  concluding  address  by  the  Bishop. 

Twenty«two  of  the  clergy  were  present,  in  attendance  upon  this  most  interesting 
and  edifying  meeting  for  prayer  and  meditation.  All  the  arrangements  at  Xasho- 
tah were  admirable,  the  Faculty  and  students  entering  most  heartily  into  the  spirit 
oi  the  occaidon. 
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At  any  time  a  meeting  of  this  nature  must  needs  he  very  helpful  to  the  clei^, 
emphnsizins:,  as  it  does,  hy  its  instructions  and  meditations,  its  requirement  of 
silence  and  its  opportunities  for  thought,  the  peculiar  res|)ansibilities  of  the  priest- 
ly  office;  but  it  is  especially  valuable  when  the  Lenten  season  is  drawing  near,  and 
the  clergy  are  making  ready  for  the  increasing  work  of  tbat  holy  time  of  prayer  and 
fasting.  Very  blessed  was  this  meeting  at  Nashotah.  The  brethren  returned  to 
their  fields  of  lalx)r  refreshed  and  strengthened,  and  the  Faculty  and  students  at 
the  Institution  resumed  their  labors  of  the  class-room  stronger  for  duty  and  readier 
for  the  coming  life  of  self-denying  zeal  ami  love.

THE  SCHOOLS  IN  AND  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Of  Nashotah  I  am  happy  to  say  that  it  continues  in  the  spirit  of  years  past  to 
do  its  work  thoroughly  and  well.  Its  financial  difficulties  grow  less  embarassing 
each  year;  cheering  words  and  loving  gifts  come  from  all  portions  of  the  church 
and  we  may  hopefully  anticipate  for  this  school  of  the  Prophets  to  which  we  owe 
ouuiyofoar  most  self-denying  clergy,  years  of  renewed  life  and  zeal. 

The  year  at  Racine,  in  all  that  relates  to  the  work  of  the  Grammar  School  and 
of  the  College,  has  been  eminently  prosperous.  It  is  the  testimony  of  all  who 
haTe  been  long  connected  with  the  school  that  none  of  its  years  have  been  more 
ntixfactory  than  the  present  one.  As  the  months  go  by,  the  influence  of  the  holy 
life  and  example  of  the  great  Warden  who  sleeps  beneath  the  shadow  of  the  chapel 
hew  dearly  loved,  seems  more  and  more  to  be  the  gliding  principle,  and  the  ex- 
cellence attained  this  year  is  but  the  development  of  ideas  and  plans  conceived  and 
inaugurated  by  him. 

Kemper  Hall  completes  the  year  with  a  record  of  work  accomplished  which 
*ill  jiutify  our  roost  grateful  anticipations  of  the  future  as  realizing  the  wish  of  those 
*hoin  its  inception  desired  a  school  of  churchly  tone  and  character,  of  thorough 
iiHtniction,  and  of  charges  so  moderate  as  to  make  it  accessible  to  the  families  of  the 
clergrand  laymen  of  moderate  means.  The  success  following  the  reduction  in  price, 
inade  laat  year,  assures  the  gradual  but  certain  accomplishment  of  this  greatly  de- 
«red  end. 

During  the  winter  I  spent  a  few  days  of  a  storm-enforced  visit  at  Bordulac 
binary,  Oconomowoc,  and  was  enabled  to  study  the  workings  of  this  school.  Jt 
>^  an  admirable  institution  and  is  doing  an  excellent  work  for  Christian  education 
'"  the  Diocese. 

I  made  an  appointment  for  a  brief  visit  to  the  Home  School,  Racine,  but  was 
P'^vented  from  going  there,  but  hope  during  the  coming  year  to  know  more  of  the 
'chool  from  perK>nal  inspection. 

The  Cathedral  Day  School  prepares  boys  and  girls  for  Kacine  and  Kemper 
"*11-  It  has  between  70  and  80  names  on  its  roll,  and  we  hope  during  the  coming 
y^r  to  increase  the  number  to  100.  Nothing  can  exceed  the  thoroughness  and 
^^cellency  of  its  management  in  all  respects. 

THE  WORK  IN  THE  DIOCESE   FOR  THE   YEAR. 

There  has  been  marked  increase  and  progress  in  the  work  of  the  Church  through- 
^^\he  Diocese  during  the  year,  and  I  think,  in  all  instances,  the  record  of  material 
Pi^perity  is  an  assurance  to  us  of  spiritual  advance.  In  Geneva  and  Burlington 
the  comer-Btones  of  churches  were  laid,  and  the  consecration  of  one — it  may  be  of 
'*^l»~-will  take  place  this  summer  or  autumn,  D.  V.  In  Sharon  and  Hazel  Green 
lurtherwork  has  been  done  this  year,  in  completing  the  chapels  which  were  opened 
last  year.  The  church  in  Baldwin  has  been  entirely  finished  and  consecrated,  and 
^Q^debt  paid  on  the  beautiful  church  in  River  Falls,  which  was  consecrated  in 
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May.  In  Hudson  three  eligible  Ibts  for  chnrch  and  parBonage  have  been  purchat 
and  paid  for.  In  the  rural  parish  of  St.  Joseph  an  acre  of  ground  for  a  char 
yard  has  been  secured,  and  a  school  building  purchnsed^  paid  for  and  trannfoni 
into  a  neat  chapel.  At  New  Richmond  a  good  lot  for  a  church  in  the  central  p 
of  the  village  had  been  paid  for,  in  part,  ^nd  here  and  at  Hudson,  work  on  thechu: 
buildings  will  begin,  probably,  during  the  summer.  Effective  work  has  been  resi 
ed  at  St.  John's,  Wauwatosa;  and  by  the  kindness  and  generosity  of  friends  in  B 
waukee  and  at  the  mission  I  have  been  enabled  to  pay  off  entirely  the  church  d 
in  Greenfield;  and  the  faithful,  enei^tic  Churchwomen  at  Bay  View  have  rai 
means  and  entirely  freed  that  church  from  debt;  and  I  have,  through  the  lo^ 
gift  of  one  now  in  Paradise,  paid  during  the  year  $1,000  on  the  Cathedral  debt. 

In  Neilsville  the  chnrch  lot  is  paid  for  and  nearly  enough  money  raisec 
build  the  church.  The  beautifying  of  the  church  building  at  Watertown  makes 
interior  among  the  most  pleasing  in  the  Diocese.  The  chapel  now  building  in 
loit  will  be  found  very  useful  in  the  activities  of  this  excellent  parish.  Alissi 
have  been  organized  at  Tomah  and  Rice  Lake,  and  very  decided  progress  mad 
£au  Cluire,  Chippewa  Falls  and  Menomonee  towards  securing  the  consecratio 
the  churches  during  the  next  year.  At  Cumberland  a  church  lot  has  been  gi 
and  services  regularly  provided  for,  tliere  and  at  Clear  Lake. 

Ninety-two   parishes  and  missions  in  the  Diocese  have  regular  services, 
nme  additional  stations  have  occasional  services;  and  there  are  at  present  only 
vacancies  in  the  ranks  of  the  clergy.     The  parish  clergy  are  many  of  them  ana 
the  most  active  missionaries;  and  nothing  can  exceed  the  zeal  and  fidelity  of  tl 
who  are  laboring  in  the  large  and  interesting  mission  field  of  this  Diocese, 
want  of  money  sadly  hinders  and  restricts  our  work,  and  pome  of  the  lai^st  paris 
in  the  Diocese  are  doing  little  or  nothing  for  the  work  of  Christ  and  his  Church, 
the  very  condition  of  the  continuance  of  the  presence  of  Christ  with  his  Churc 
the  unwearied  preaching  of  His  Gosi)el  to  others — is  forgotten,  and  the  individ 
or  the  parish,  or  the  Diocese  neglects  to  avail  itself  of  the  privilege  of  being  a 
worker  with  God  in  the  extension  of  His  kingdom,  then  spiritual  life  will  ce; 
and  it  always  will  result  that  the  repression  of  the  missionary  spirit,  the  deadei 
of  that  life  which  is  the  life  of  Christ  in  His  Church,  will  bring  spiritual  declen.'^ 
coldness,  death. 

I  have  no  fear  but  that  the  faithful  missionaries  in  this  Diocesse  will  in  the  fu' 
receive,  as  in  the  past  they  have  received,  the  stipends  allotted  them.  But  t 
watchman  upon  the  walls  of  Zion,  I  warn  you,  my  brethren,  that  you  fail  no 
your  own  duty  in  the  matter  of  prayer  and  offerings  fur  the  servants  and  servie* 
Christ.  As  chief  pastor,  I  bid  those  who  in  this  portion  of  the  Kingdom  of  our  c 
Lord  and  Saviour  watch  for  souls  as  they  who  nuisl  give  account,  to  weigh  ^ 
their  words. and  actions  in  regard  to  this  all-important  subject  of  Christian  duty 
exhort  you,  my  brethren  of  the  laity,  not  to  repress  convictions  of  right,  nor  neg 
those  solemn  monitions  of  the  Saviour  as  to  your  bounden  duty  to  Him,  which 
recognized  by  the  devout  soul  every  time  that  he  prays  for  the  coming  of  the  K 
dom  of  that  Lord  who  is  the  Great  Misnionary^  the  Proclaimer  of  the  Gosp< 
Salvation  to  a  world  lying  in  sin  and  wickedness.    And  let  us  all,  who  are  gu 
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and  teachers  in  tbii^  spiritual,  be  cnreful  Beverto  obscure  that  fuilHamental  truth 
of  Holy  Scripture  that  giving^  no  lesH  than  praying^  is  a  condition  of  acceptable  dis- 
cipleship;  nor  ever  let  us,  by  word  or  example,  teach  any  other  doctrine  than  this: 
that  the  meature  of  Christian  duty  is  telf'tacrifice  and  self-denial;  that  in  the  case  of 
any  disciple,  the  consciousness  tliat  he  is  doing  for  Christ  and  His  Church  that  only 
which  gives  him  no  trouble,  that  he  is  giving  only  so  that  he  shall  not  feel  it,  ought 
to  awaken  the  most  serious  doubts  as  to  the  sincerity  of  his  profession  of  the  faith, 
as  to  the  reality  of  his  discipleship  in  Christ  and  love  for  Him.  The  number  of 
Miwionaries  in  the  Diocese,  to  whom  partial  stipends  or  full  appropriations  are 
made,  is  twenty.  The  Bishop  and  the  General  Board  of  Missions  care  for  a  part  of 
these.  The  responsibility  of  caring  for  twelve  or  fifteen  always  rests  upon  the  Dio- 
ce»n  Board  of  Minions,  and  $3,000  is  the  least  sum  that  this  Diocese  should  con- 
tribate  for  the  Mission  Fund.    The  offering  should  be  $3,500  annually. 

CHURCH  PAPERS  AND  PERIODICALS. 

I  find  that  the  Wisconsin  Calendar  is  a  very  acceptable  visitor  in  the  families 
^^  the  Diocese.  It  could  easily  be  increased  to  double  its  present  size,  if  all  those 
vho  receive  it  would  pay  promptly  and  regularly  the  small  amount  for  which  it  is 
fumuihed,  and  there  would  be  no  tnMible  in  filling  a  much  larger  paper  with  Dio> 
c^Mn  news  and  items.  In  the  Sunday  Schools  where  the  Young  Churchman  and 
infant  Class  are  taken,  these  papers  do  an  excellent  work  for  the  Church. 

I  am  sorry  not  to  find  more  fre<]uently  than  I  do  upon  the  tables  of  our  church 
'j»niilie«  that  excellent  miiwionary  periodical.  The  Spirit  of  Missions.  Its  price  is 
■^ch  that  no  family  need  be  without  it,  and  it  would  be  of  the  greatest  value  in  any 
family  desiring  to  awaken  and  continue  in  the  houHchold  an  intelligent  interest  in 
^heniiggion  work  of  the  Church.  The  monthly  magazine,  The  Church  Eclectic,  is 
^•^of  the  ablest  and  faircj^t  publication8  we  have  in  the  Church,  and  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  commending  it  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese;  and  also,  for  more 
^<'neral  family  reading  and  church  news,  Tlie  Living  Church  and  The  Churchman. 

THE    CATHEDRAL. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Cathedral  as  I  have  before  stated,  is  changed 
^y  the  payment  of  $1,000  on  the  debt.  All  necessary  expenditures  for  repairs,  etc., 
have  been  promptly  met. 

Thie  year  has  been  one  of  faitlifulnei»s  in  devotion  and  conscientiousness  in  giv- 
I'^iOnihe  part  of  the  Cathedral  congregation,  and,  of  course,  of  real  growth  and 
increase,  and  I  have  faith  enough  to  believe  that  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when,  by 
^vsteInat^c  effort,  this  congregation  will,  in  addition  to  all  that  it  has  already  done, 
"^'n  to  liquidate  the  remaining  debt,  that  the  Diocesan  Church  may  be  conse- 
t'raied. 

^Vith  the  Advent  season  of  the  present  Christian  year,  we  began  the  daily  com- 
niemonition  of  the  death  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  I  have  greatly  de- 
*^'red  this  ever  since  I  came  to  the  Diocepe.  I  felt  that  in  the  Cathedral  Chapel, 
wn«crated  by  the  daily  Morning  and  Evening  service  of  praise  and  thanksgiving.

there  should  to,  in  the  freshness  of  each  morning's  dawn,  that  most  sacred  office  of 
the  Church's  adoring  worship  wherein,  with  angels  and  archangels,  we  land  and 
magnify  God's  Holy  Name.    The  willing  minds  of  the  devout  Priests,  wIh>  in  the 
work  and  worship  of  the  Cathedral,  wait  continually  upon  the  Lord,  enabled  me 
to  arrange  for  this  service;  and  now,  morning  after  morning,,  we  plead  before  the 
altar  with  holy  gifts,  which  Christ  commanded  us  to  make,  the  merits  of  His  me^ 
itorious  death,  beseeching  grace  and  blessings  upon  the  Diocese,  its  interests  aod 
Institutions,  and  upon  the  life  and  labors  of  all  who  in  the  fear  and  favor  of  GNkI  are 
doing  His  will,  es]>ecially  in  this  our  Diocesan  family  and  household. 

With  the  daily  Communion  and  daily  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  we  make 
provision  for  the  full  and  complete  round  of  (/hristiaii  worship  and  devotion— w€ 
strive  to  give  peculiar  character  to  the  blessed  weekly  Feast  of  Sunday,  and  to 
magnify  the  Great  Festivals  of  the  Church,  and  so  to  keep  the  devout  worshiper  in 
rightful  tone  and  attitude  toward  God,  the  Giver  of  all  spiritual  grace,  that  there 
may  be  a  daily  life  of  loving  and  dutiful  obedience. 

I  trust  that  members  of  the  Church  in  all  parts  of  the  Diocese  will  bear  in  mind 
the  hours  of  these  daily  services  at  the  Cathedral  Chapel — Holy  Communion  at  7 
o'clock.  Morning  Prayer  at  8:45,  and  Evening  Prayer  at  6  o'clock-^tliat  when  iu 
the  city  they  may  avail  themselves  of  these  privileges  of  prayer. 

REPORT**  AND   LEGISLATION. 

One  subject  of  very  great  importance  to  be  considered  at  this  Council  will  he 
brought  before  you  by  the  Report  of  the  Standing  Conmiittee,  and  also  the  Report 
of  the  Special  Committee,  on  the  subject  of  Diocesan  assessment  and  endowment- 
A  definite  understanding  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Diocese  will  make  le^i^ 
lation  upon  the  subject  ooniptirntiveiy  easy;  for  there  is  no  insuperable  difficulty  U* 
the  way,  and  junt  ho  kjou  an  the  Council  shall  have  addressed  itself  with  energy  ^ 
the  solution  of  the  problem,  the  work  is  morethati  half  done.    A  plan  of  asseramdi^' 
carefully  considered  by  this  C'ouncil.  approved   by  its  vote  and  submitted  to    *"* 
Diocese,  will   l>e  nitilied  by  the  payment  of  the  sum  which  is  required  for  the  ^*' 
peiisos  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.     I^et  the  C^)uiR'il  provide  by  special  action   *^' 
its  note  in  the  bank  now  due,  and  ihen  assess  ujion  the  parishes  and  missions   **** 
amount  reciuired  for  the  current   year,    providing  for  quarterly,  instead  of  gd^*' 
annual,  payments,  and  calling,  in  an  official  manner,  by  its  own  act  and  vote,  np^^ 
an  individual  layman  in  each  |nrish  and  mission  to  have  special  charge  of  this  fiin^i 
and  1  think  there  will  be  a  ready  response  to  the  expressed  will  and  desire  of  th*^ 
l)otly.     Other  considerations  of  ini|K>rtance  grow  out  of  the  action  of  the  GenebA 
Ci.NVENTioN,  the  meeting  of  which  in  October  last  is  the  memorable  event  of  tJi 
year  in  the  Church;  and  these  suggested  topics  of  consideration   are  before  us,  bc-^^ 
cause  this  general  gatheHng  of  the  Church  was  not  so  much  u  council  of  legislation 
as  a  missionary  conference.    The  missionary  sj)irit  exhibited  by  the   General  Con- 
vention was  gratifying  beyond  expression.     Two  new  missionary  jurisdictions  were 
created  and  three  missiimary  Bishops  elected.    The  prayers  of  the  Church  go  with 
them   as  they  enter  zealously  and  hopefully  U|X)n  their  labors.     Nothing  could  ex- 
ceed the  chastene<l  enthusiasm  manifested  at  the  great  missionary  meetingpft  duriiu 
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the  Conyention,  evidencing  the  real  desire  of  the  Church  to  embrace  the  golden 

opportonities  which  are  hers  all  over  this  continent.     As  the  result  of  thorough 

coDuderation  of  this  subject  of  Contributions  to  the  Greneral  Missions  of  the  Church, 

ind  in  the  spirit  of  the  declaration  of  the  General  Convention  of  1835  that .  ^'The 

Church  is  a  Missionary  Society  and  all  the  baptized  are  members  of  the  Society/' 

i  plan  of  personal  subscription  to  this  general  miFsion  fund,  to  be  made  by  all,  was 

adopted  by  the  General  Convention  and  commended  to  the  Dioceses. 

1  have  refrained  from  issuing  any  pastoral  on  the  subject,  and  now  refer  it  to 
the  consideration  of  the  Council. 

And  another  subject  of  general  interest  I  commend  to  your  consideration  as  a 
most  necessary  branch  of  missionary  work,  the  creation  of  the  American  Church 
Building  Fund  Commission.  I  think  its  objects  are  eminently  worthy  of  favor  and 
interest. 

The  tone  of  the  Convention  of  1880  was  catholic,  and  its  action,  as  a  whole,  was 
wise  and  generous.  There  is  in  the  American  Church,  a  marked  development, 
jrearby  year,  in  comprehensiveness  of  spirit  and  generosity  of  aim  and  action,  and 
tbe  work  of  the  Convention  was  accomplished  with  an  evident  purpose  to  make  man- 
ifest the  Clurch's  entire  sympathy  with  the  active  life  of  this  nation  in  adapting  her 
modes  of  work  to  surrounding  conditions,  that  so  her  unchangeable  order  of  Catholic 
hfe.  in  doctrine,  discipline  and  worship,  may  have  wider  scope  and  win,  as  it  surely 
*ill  where  known,  more  general  acceptance  in  tlie  land.  The  question  of  Liturgi- 
cal Revinon  and  the  subject  of  Shortened  Services  remains  still  as  a  matter  for 
Ponisideration  in  future  Conventions,  but  tlie  Church  has  shown  her  willinp:ness 
to tjike action,  and  the  very  wide  Kpread  and  general  desire  ''in  the  direction  of 
Htui^ical  enrichment  and  increased  flexibility  of  use,*'  and  for  hir^er  liberty  in  the 
"^  of  the  Prayer  Book,  which  in  by  no  means  revolutionary,  but  which  sp»ke 
t'learlyand  distinctly  in  the  utterances  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  will  accept  the 
'^t^tion  of  the  convention  as  the  assurance  of  the  Church  to  her  children  of  needed 
•^litf.  In  view  of  all  this  I  do  not  fear  the  results  of  that  prudent  liberty  of  action 
*hich  we  note  in  the  Church  to-day.  For  so  far  as  my  pergonal  knowledge  goes  it 
**  not  lawles-sness,  but  a  condition  of  things  necessarily  resulting  from  exf)anding 
hfe  and  growing  activity.  The  multiplication  of  Daily  Prayers,  the  extension  of 
^'^•'^ioiiary  work  will  necessitate  shortened  services  and  call  imiwratively  for  flexi- 
hilityofuse,  and  the  deliberate  and  thoughtful  wisdom  of  the  Church  will  never 
^^1  her  in  meeting  and  settling  great  practical  issues. 

1  do  not  at  all  regret  the  failure  of  the  Convention  to  pass  the  canons  on  Dea- 
^Jiessegand  Sisterhoods.  Legislation  in  this  direction  can  afford  to  wait  on  ex\)e- 
nenc«.  The  existence  of  these  orders  of  devout  Christian  women  in  the  Church  is 
^  longer  a  question,  and  for  this  I  am  devoutly  thankful.  They  will  abundantly 
justify  the  tnist  and  confidence  reposed  in  them.  Homes,  hosi)itals,  schools,  infirni- 
•nes,— manifold  are  the  scenes  and  places  of  their  lives  and  labors  in  the  Church, 
wd  blessed  will  be  the  results,  as  the  years  go  on,  of  the  consecration,  in  the  case  of 
these  daoghters  of  the  Church,  of  piety,  devotion,  love,  earnestness  in  the  work  of 
education,  the  care  of  the  sick,  the  nurture  of  children,  the  relief  of  the  sorrowful 
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and  the  manifestation  of  womanly  interent  and  nympathy  in  every  department 
work  entruflted  to  them.  In  the  cHBe  of  Dioce^uin  Sisterhoods,  the  Bishop  has, 
course,  all  necessary  control,  and  no  order  of  sisters  in  the  American  Church  i 
enter  a  diocese  without  the  consent  and  approval,  and;  in  some  cases,  the  writi 
request,  of  the  Bishop;  and  so  I  feel  that  we  may  wisely  delay  in  the  matter 
canonical  legislation  on  this  suhject. 

But  the  action  of  the  House  of  Deputies  in  putting  aside  the  Bishop's  Canon  ( 
the  Discipline  of  the  Laity,  I  cannot  regard  as  wise  or  well.  It  was  a  canon  car 
fully  framed — it  made  provision  for  existing  needs  in  the  Church;  it  gave  assurani 
to  the  faithful  priest  that  wicked  men  could  not,  for  lack  of  church  law,  willfully  ar 
persistently  disobey  the  requirements  of  the  Church  and  continually  evade  disc 
pline;  and  yet  it  was  disposed  of  in  a  very  summary  manner.  But  such  a  diHpm 
tion  can  only  be  for  a  time.  Every  year  makes  more  imperative  the  duty  of  tl 
Church  to  bear  her  testimony  in  distinct  and  explicit  legislation  against  the  demo 
alizations  and  corruptions  of  society  and  the  ungodly  living  and  open  defiance* 
her  lay-communicants. 

The  new  Lectionary,  as  authorized  for  use,  is  certainly  a  wise  ordering  of  tl 
Church.  As  the  ^'Witness  and  Keeper  of  Holy  Writ,''  she  desires  a  rational  fre 
dom  in  the  .public  use  of  the  Inspired  Word.  By  the  action  of  the  General  Convei 
tion,  if  both  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  be  not  said,  either  the  Morning  or  Eve 
ing  Lessons  may  be  read;  at  Evening  Prayer  on  Sundays,  the  Lesson  from  the  G<i 
pel  api>ointed  for  that  daiy  of  the  month  may  be  read  in  place  of  the  second  Le«s< 
for  the  Sunday;  upon  any  day  for  which  no  proper  Lessons  are  provided,  the  L< 
sons  appointed  in  the  Calendar  for  any  day  in  the  same  week  may  be  read  in  pU 
of  the  Lesson  for  that  da  v. 

« 

The  action  of  the  Convention  in  regard  to  the  Lectionary,  Liturgical  Enric 
nient,  and  Shortened  Services,  should  not  lead  any  one  to  anticipate  by  unnecessa 
liberty  and  license  the  privileges  very  certain  to  be  granted.  Let  nothing  be  doi 
without  the  knowledge  and  approval  of  the  Bishop,  which  is,  in  any  wise,  an  anii 
pation  ot  the  legislation  of  the  Church.  I'se  with  cautii>n  the  permis.sion  which 
given  to  separate  the  services,  and  sec  to  it  that  the  general  congregation  is  not  < 
prived  of  the  Litany  and  the  early  part  of  the  service  of  the  Holy  Communion? 
frequent  ommission  of  these  offices  at  the  mid-day  Sunday  service.  Let  all  the  c\ 
gy  bear  in  mind  that  numberless  are  the  memories  and  associations  connected  wi 
that  union  of  the  offices,  so  general  as  to  be  almost  without  exception,  until  witli 
comparatively  a  few  years;  and  let  none  of  uh  take  for  jijninied  that  all  the  meuibc 
of  the  congregation  at  all  times  desire  the  separation  of  the  services  or  the  {lermitt) 
omissions. 

THE  NEED.S  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

I  have  received  from  the  General  Secretary  of  the  American  Free  Church  ^ 
sociation  a  re<iuest  that  I  would  commend  the  subject  of  Free  Churches  to  the  D 
cese  of  Wisconsin.  I  have  esteemed  it  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  to  do  .so  in  fom 
years,  and  more  than  once,  and  gladly  do  I  again  give  utterance  to  the  firm  conv 
tion  that  in  the  multiplication  of  free  churches  we  are  doing  a  work  mo.«t  accepia 
to  Him  with  whom  is  no  res|)ect  of  persims,  and  most  useful  in  the  extension  of  tl 
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Kingdom  which  in,  in  the  mind  and  intention  of  itR  Divine  Founder, /r^«  to  all. 

EveiT  limitation  that  human  cupidity,  or  pride,  or  prejudice,  seekR  to  put  upon  a 

Free  Gospel  is  a  thwarting  of  the  Divine  will,  and  ahvavR  brings  its  own  reward  of 

bindnnce  and  confusion.    Great  loss  has  come  to  the  Church  of  God  because  of  our 

BO  {general  departure  from  the  right  way,  introducing  money  values  into  the  Father's 

borne,  making  merchandise  of  the  Father's  love,  and  barring  the  doors  which  should 

be  ever  wide  open. 

I  wish  it  might  be  the  condition  of  the  consecration  of  ever}'  church  henceforth 
in  the  Diocefse  of  Wisconsin,  that  it  should  be  forever  free;  and  I  wish  it  might  be 
in  the  mind  of  all  who  build  houses  to  the  glory  of  God,  that  under  the  shadow  of 
tbecborch  might  always  stand  the  Parish  School  House,  and  next  to  that,  the  Par- 
sonage. I  have  thought  sometimes,  that  in  missions  and  new  parishes  it  would  be 
better  to  build  the  parsonage  first,  gather  the  faithful  there  for  worship,  and  the 
church  building  would  be  sure  to  come — the  offering  of  loving  hearts.  We  need  so 
greatly  the  place  for  the  Christian  training,  day  by  day,  of  the  baptized  children  of 
theChurch,  and  the  home  for  the  pastor  and  his  family,  i  do  not  see  how  business 
men  can  overlook  the  worth  of  the  parsonage  as  a  parish  investment;  nor  how  fath- 
ersand  mothers  can  be  so  insensible  to  the  inestimable  value  of  a  Christian  school 
for  the  care  and  training  of  their  children. 

It  seems  to  me,  if  the  self-consecration  of  the  Fucharist  were  real,  and  the 
hearts  of  all  who  feed  upon  the  Living  Bread  were  a  living  sacrifice,  we  should  re- 
oiize,  in  many  parishes  and  missions,  the  Church's  ideal,  the  cha(>el  and  school 
f^XHii  beneath  the  shadow  of  the  churcii-spire  cross,  the  home  of  the  pastor  hard  by. 
the  daily  Pervice  in  the  chapel  brightened  by  the  presence  and  voices  of  the  children, 
the  Sunday  and  Holy  Day  Communion,  and  the  Sunday  School  with  its  faithful 
teachers  and  careful  pastoral  oversight  and  catechif»ings.  In  the  Calendar^  a  few 
*€eb since,  I  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  reported  attendance  of  children 
in  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Diocese  w^as  very  small.  We  need  greatly  a  revival 
oHifeand  interest  in  this  work.  One  very  pleasant  and  useful  feature  of  our  Con- 
^ocation.s  has  been  the  children's  service  and  sermon;  and  1  purpose,  early  in  the 
coming  autumn  to  appoint  a  Sunday  School  Conference  at  some  central  point,  and 
innte  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese,  the  siii)erintendents  and  friends  of  Sunday  Schools, 
to  meet  me,  that  we  may  consider  the  many  topics  of  interest  connected  with  this 
^fry  important  departmeni  of  Church  work. 

As  I  review  the  work  of  the  vear,  I  find  much  to  cause  anxietv  and  solicitude 
'n  some  places  in  the  Diocese;  but,  considering  ail  portions  of  the  Diocese,  there  is 
abundant  cause  for  encouragement  and  many  incentives  to  renewed  effort.  System- 
atic labor,  energy,  and  zeal  in  parish  and  mission,  are  cliaracteristics  of  growth  and 
P'^esu  in  many  places.  The  devotional  meeting  at  Nashotah  was  a  gathering  of 
very  great  blessedness,  as  all  realized  who  were  present,  and  from  services  of  this  na- 
tiire  I  anticiiKite  a  benificent  influence  and  one  powerful  for  spiritual  life  all  through 
the  Diocei»e.  Such  a  life,  revived,  active,  consecrated,  is  greatly  needed.  It  is  needed 
a*  tile  condition  of  individual  hblincRs  and  the  bond  of  divine  unity— that  unity  of 
sentiment  and  action  in  the  work  of  the  Church,  without  which  even  the  fullness  and 
perfectness  of  which  we  are  capable  cannot  be  attained.  We  must  all  try  to  re- 
member tliat  the  Diocese  is  the  Divine  Family;   that  the  Bishop  is  its  Father;  that 
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ite  every  portion  is  alike  dear  to  him.  and  that  hiB  claim  ifl  the  Mime  upon  every 
individual  in  it  for  sympathy  and  support.  Every  individual  must  maintain  an  in- 
terest in  the  general  work,  the  pressing  welfare  of  all  portions,  the  integrity  of  the 
Diocesan  credit,  and  the  power  of  the  Diocesan  authorities  to  discharge  their  func- 
tions. The  thought  of  the  Diocese  must  come  tirst,  not  second.  The  provif<ion  for 
all  that  is  essential  to  Diocesan  unity  and  usefulness  must  be  the  primary  conaider- 
ation,  not  the  secondary.  The  Parish  is  the  unit  only  as  the  hand,  the  foot,  the  eye, 
is  a  unit  for  a  particular  office;  but  the  health  of  the  body  as  a  whole,  its  life  and 
power,  is  what  maintains  each  part  in  its  place  and  welfare.  This  illustration  is  the 
apostle's  own.  It  is  divine,  inspired.  "As  the  body''  that  is,  the  human  body  *'i« 
one  and  hath  many  members,  and  all  the  members  of  that  one  body  being  many  are 
one  body,  so  also  is  Christ,"  t.  e.,  the  Church,  "and  God  hath  tempered  the  body 
together  that  there  be  no  schism  in  the  body,  but  that  the  members  should  have  the 
same  care  one  for  another." 

The  general  duties  must  be  singled  out  and  defined  in  the  mind  and  discharged 
conscientiously;  and  when  the  life  and  power  and  dignity  of  the  Diocese  is  assured, 
then  all  parochial  and  missionary  life  will  be  strong  and  vigorous.  **Covet  earnestly 
the  best  gifts,"  says  the  apostle,  that  is,  for  yourselves;  "and  yet  I  show  unto  you  a 
more  excellent  way."  the  way  of  love  and  charity,  large  and  general — that  love 
which  envieth  not,  is  not  puffed  up,  and  never  faileth.  As  a  Diocese,  as  a  great 
family,  we  stand  or  fall.  Believe  me,  when  I  assure  you  that  I  give  utterance  to 
the  thoughtful  oonviciion  of  the  Cliurch  to-day,  tliat  the  bane  of  our  own  life  is  paro- 
chial Congregationalism.  Like  stfctionalisni  in  the  state,  it  is  weak.  uncert»iin,  tem- 
porary. Bound  together  as  Bishop,  clergy  and  laity,  a  divinely  ordered  family, 
acting  as  one,  with  a  common  sympathy  and  mutual  consideration  one  for  the  other, 
we  are  full  of  jxjwer  and  life  for  the  great  work  there  is  before  us. 

For  myself,  God  helping  me,  I  shall  try  to  discharge  the  duty  of  my  weighty 
and  responsible  office  as  before  God  and  not  before  men;  to  say  and  do  what  I  am 
convinced  is  best  for  the  ultimate  welfare  of  the  Diocese,  which  is  the  Bishop^s  par- 
ish. This  I  .^hall  try  to  do  in  the  spirit  of  the  purest  love  and  most  tender  patience 
and  forbearance,  looking  in  you,  uiy  brethren  of  the  clergy  and  laity,  with  confi- 
dence in  your  sympathy  and  support,  as  I  shall  look  to  Grod  for  His  blessing  upon 
my  singleness  of  purjiose  and  unwearied  effort  to  do  my  duty;  praying  that  I 
may  ever  have  an  eye  single  to  God's  glory,  and  that  ou»  joint  work  may  be  to  do 
His  will.  Knowing  that  He  will  surely  bless  our  endeavors  and  prosper  the  work 
of  our  hands,  if  only  in  a  spirit  of  entire  self-consecration  to  Him,  the  endeavor  and 
the  work  are  prospered  and  wrought. 

May  He  without  whom  nothing  is  strong,  nothing  is  holy,  increase  and  multiply 
uj)on  us  His  mercy,  and  teaching  our  hearts,  grant  us  to  have  a  right  judgment  in 
all  things,  that  the  discussions  and  legislation  of  this,  our  Diocesan  Council,  may  be 
for  the  honor  of  His  name  and  the  extension  of  His  Church.

Report  of  tiie  Standing  GoiQinittee. 


The  Standing  Committee  of  the  DioceRe  of  Wisconsin,  elected  at  the  Thirty- 
fourth  Annual  Council,  respectfully  report  the  following  official  acts  during  their 
term  of  office:

The  following  Deacons  have  been  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  worthy  to  be 
admitted  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Priest:  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Drewe,  Rev.  Louis  Cloak, 
Rev.  Wm.  Augustus  Muhlenberg  Breck,  and  Rev.  Horace  Gates. 

The  following  persons  have  been  recommended  as  worthy  to  be  admitted  to. 
the  Sacred  Order  of  Deacons:   Messrs.  George  Thorpe  and  Henry  Hughes. 

On  November  8th,  the  Standing  Committee  caused  a  circular  letter  to  be  is- 
sued to  Parishes  and  Missions,  pressing  prompt  payment  of  the  assessment  due  on 
December  1st,  ensuing,  and  of  such  assessments  for  the  conciliar  year,  1879-80,  as 
were  still  unpaid. 

Again,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  delinquencies  were 
made  up  on  December  1st,  or  soon  thereafter,  the  Committee,  on  December  21st, 
caused  to  be  issued  a  second  letter,  pressing  upon  delinquents  the  payment  of 
arrears.

Report  of  tiie  Board  of  Missions. 


The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  DioceM  of  Wisconsin  respectfully  report  tliat  tlie 
mission  work  of  the  Diocese  has  changed  but  slightly  since  the  last  Council.  With 
the  eJcoepdoD  of  Rev.  Q.  H.  Drewe,  who  has  resigned  Hazel  Green  and  removed 
from  the  Diocese,  and  Bev.  Mr.  Lance  who  has  resigned  the  work  at  Wilmot,  the 
missionaries  of  the  Board  remain  the  same  as  last  reported.  These  missionaries, 
in  mil,  number  thirteen,  and  serve  thirty  stations. 

The  contributions  for  the  year,  as  seen  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  amount  to 
92,619.34,  as  against  $2,845.06  reported  to  the  Council  in  1880. 

The  disbursements  have  been  $2,882.62,  being  $363.28  in  excess  of  receipts. 
The  Treasurers  account,  however,  shows  no  deficit;  and  for  this  reason:  The  last 
Mav  collection,  which  belongs  to  the  Mission  Year  beginning  June  Ist,  1881,  and 
shoald  be  in  the  Treasury  as  a  balance,  has  been  drawn  upon  to  make  up  the  defi- 
ciency in  last  yearns  receipts. 

Pledges  for  the  Mission  Year  on  which  we  have  just  entered  have  been  reported 
to  the  amount  of  $602,  and  the  receipts  for  the  first  quarter  have  been  $371.40. 

The  stipends  of  the  various  Miraiouaries  of  the  Board  vary  from  $100  to  $300 
per  annum,  and  to  keep. the  work  as  it  now  stands,  without  making  any  advance, 
^2,700  will  be  required  for  the  current  year. 

The  Board  regret  to  say  that  many  congpregations  neglect  to  comply  with  the 
proTisioosof  Canon  VI.  and  make  no  report  of  pledges.  Out  of  all  the  Parinhes 
and  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  only  nineteen  have  thus  far  made  such  reports,  and  as 
a  consequence,  the  Board  find  themselves  much  embarrassed  in  making  suitable 
provision  for  the  missionary  work  committed  to  them  by  the  Council.

Report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Milwaukee  Gonvocation. 


There  has  been  only  one  meeting  of  thia  Convocation  since  the  last  Council. 
It  was  held  in  Christ  Chnrch,  Delavan,  on  the  2Gth,  27th  and  28th  of  April.  The 
Bishop  and  ten  of  the  otlier  Clergy  were  present,  two  of  whom,  to  wit,  Dean  Royce 
and  the  Rev.  ^Ir.  Stearns,  were  from  the  Madison  Convocation.  Besides  the  usual 
ser\nces,  sermons,  celebrations,  and  missionary  addresses,  a  conference  vras  lutd  on 
the  Signs  of  the  Second  Coming  of  our  Lord.  Two  very  interesting  essays  were  read 
and  discussed,  one  prepared  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cole,  on  the  Authorized  Oblif^ationof 
the  Catholic  Dogma,  the  other  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Holmes,  on  Modem  Scien<y  and 
the  Church.  In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Bishop,  the  next  meeting 
will  be  held  at  Geneva  Lake,  in  August,  when  the  new  church  edifice  which  is  be- 
ing erected  there,  will  be  ready,  it  is  expected,  for  consecration.

Report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Madison  GonvocatioQ. 


There  ha^  l>een  but  one  meeting  of  the  Madison  Convocation  during  the  year. 
It  was  held  at  Madison,  on  the  I7th,  18th  and  19th  of  May.  Tliere  were  present 
besides  the  Bi.shop,  twelve  clerical  members.  The  Dean  of  the  Milwaukee  Convo- 
cation was  also  with  us  and  took  an  active  i>art.  The  October  and  January  meet- 
ings were  necessarily  deferred.  There  are  at  present,  belonging  to  our  Convocation, 
nineteen  clergymen.     During  the  year,  the  Rev.  John  Wilkinson,  the  Rev.  A.  W. 
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Seabrenae  and  the  Rev.  Geo.  IT.  Drewe  have  left  the  Convocation,  and  there  have 
been  received  into  it  the  Rev.  S.  B.  Cowdrev,  at  Baraboo:  the  Rev.  Ix)ui8  Cloak,  at 
I^ncaster;  the  Rev.  MarcuR  Lane,  at  MadiHon;  the  Rev.  II.  B.  Whittemore,  at 
Portage:  and  the  Rev.  March  Cliafle,  at  Mineral  Point.  These  newly  received  ones 
were  nearly  all  present  at  our  meeting  in.  May,  and  we  were  thereby  enabled  to  form 
an  acquaintance.  We  have  seven  missionaries  at  work,  and  ahout  a  dozen  mission- 
ary points. 

Next  to  the  missionary  work,  and  one  intimately  connected  with  it,  should  be 
to  help  on  the  effijrt  of  the  whole  Church  in  striving  to  raise  $1,000,000  as  a  perma- 
nent Building  Fund.  We  shall  probahly  discuss  this  question  at  our  next  meeting; 
and  I  tnist  that  this  present  Council  will  adopt  some  plan  by  which  the  Diocese 
may  help  on  this  work.

APPENDIX  F. 


Report  of  ttie  Dean  of  the  La  Grosse  Gonvocation. 


During  the  year  there  have  been  two  meetings  of  the  La  Crosse  C/onvocation: 
one  at  Chipfiewa  Falls,  in  January,  and  the  other  at  River  Falls,  in  May.  At  the 
former  all  the  clei^gy  of  the  Convocation  were  present,  except  two.  The  usual  de- 
votional services,  business  meetings  and  missionary  meeting  were  held,  and  the 
brethren  felt  much  strengthened  and  encouraged  by  the  meeting  and  conferences. 
Reports  of  missionaries  showed  that  work  was  being  faithfully  and  8ucce.»48fully  car- 
ried on  at  the  various  points  within  the  Convocation,  especially  at  Eau  Claire, 
where  a  new  and  increasing  interest  in  the  Cluirch  has  been  developed.  A  plan 
Ibr  making  more  systematic  and  thorough  re|)orts  to  the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the 
Convocation  was  pro()osed,  discussed  and  adopted,  and  the  secretary  instructed  to 
furnish  the  clergy  from  time  to  time  with  the  necessary  blanks. 

At  River  Falls,  in  May,  the  Bishop  met  seven  of  the  clergy  of  the  Convocation 
^nd  two — the  Rev.  Messrs.  Bill  and  Chapin — from  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota.  The 
sesoion  lasted  three  days.  On  the  second  day,  the  service  of  consecration  of  the 
church  waa  held,  an  able  sermon  being  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bill. 
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In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  by  the  last  Council,  the  Dean  presented 
the  question  of  amending  Article  II.  of  the  Constitution  by  inserting  ^'biennial"  in 
the  place  of  *^annual."  After  considerable  discussion,  it  was  unanioioasly  resolved 
that  it  was  the  sense  of  the  La  Crosse  Convocation  that  the  change  was  not  desirable 
or  expedient.

A  few  days  after  the  last  Council,  I  resigned  the  Chaplaincy  of  Kcmj)cr  Hall, 
having  spent  n€»arly  two  and  a  half  years  in  intimate  connection  with  that  most  ex- 
cellent institution. 

Since  then  I  have  had  no  regular  duties  assigned  me,  except  those  of  Dean  of 
the  Milwaukee  Convocation,  and  one  of  the  corps  of  daily  celebrants  of  the  Holy 
Communion  in  your  Cathedral  Church.  I  have,  however,  been  ocfupicd  ni(K«*t  of 
mv  time  in  some  form  of  work  for  the  Church  in  vour  Diocese,  the  Htatistics  of 
which  are  as  follows:  Kead  Prayers  70  times;  preached  48  Sermons;  Celebrated 
Holy  Communion  39  times;  married  4  couples;  buried  14  persons:  baf>tized  2.  and 
examined  6  candidates  for  orders. 

ST.  Luke's  hospital,  racixe. 

The  Chaplain  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Racine,  respectfully  reports  to  the  Right 
Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  that  during  the  last  hos()ital  year  twenty-three 
patients  were  under  the  care  of  the  Institution,  of  whom  only  five  recognized  the 
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Church  as  their  Rpiritiial  mother  in  Christ.  It  is  rarely,  however,  that  any  one  doen 
not  appear  to  accept  gladly  the  spiritual  ininistrationH  of  the  chaplain. 

Many  patients  are  foreigners  recently  come  to  our  nhores,  Bometimes  even  on* 
able  to  R|)eak  our  language. 

The  expenses  for  the  hospital  year  are  $992,  of  which  somewhat  more  than 
one-fourth  came  from  Racine  College. 

The  Chaplain  has  used  a  service  prepared  for  hospital  use  on  Sunday  morn- 
ings, and  visited  the  sick  at  other  times,  whenever  his  visits  seemed  expedient.

The  Sister  in  charge  has  taken  U|»oa 
herself  a  i)ortion  of  the  duty  in  the  school;  teaching  some  of  the  classes  in  mathe- 
matics, and  presiding  in  the  Study  Hall,  in  addition  to  the  many  arduous  dutiei 
incident  to  her  responsible  position. 

Every  department  of  the  Institution  is  in  such  a  condition  as  to  prompt  in  the 
breasts  of  all  its  friends  the  tribute  of  thanksgiving  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  Hin 
pniciouH  favour;  and  the  aKsurani*e  of  hope,  through  His  blessing,  of  continued  and 
iiitTtasing  prosperity.  The  experience  of  tlie  pa>»t  nine  months  has  abundantly 
proved  the  wisdom  of  the  IJoard  of  Trustees,  in  placin;^  the  school  under  the  control 
of  the  Sisttrs  (»f  St.  Mary.  Their  systeni,  combining;  gentleness  and  love  with  con- 
sistency and  Hn^ne^H,  is  nianifoKting  every  day  its  legitimate  fruits  in  the  develop- 
liient  of  the  piipiln  in  "spirit  and  soul  and  body."  A  loving  subjection  to  their 
suiKM-iors;  dilijjfence  in  the  pursuit  of  kn()wle<lgc;  a  hearty  appreciation  of  the  priv- 
ilege of  frequent  P^ueluirist  and  Common  Prayer;  and  a  zeal  for  the  prosperity  of 
the  Institution,  pervaiic  the  whole  l)ody  of  those  who  are  under  instruction  at  Kem- 
yHiT  Hall.

ARTICLE  XI,  COXSTITUTIOX. 

The  following  is  to  be  inserted  in  Article  XI,  conHtituting  the  second  aectionof 
the  same,  and  the  prenent  Section  2,  of  Article  XI,  to  be  numbered  Section  S. 
(Page  xxviii.  Journal  of  1876,  and  page  xxi.  Journal  of  1877.) 

Section  2.  And  in  the  case  of  an  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  except  the 
Bishop  himself  request  it,  notice  of  the  intention  to  propose  an  election  sluiU  be  given 
to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  at  least  sixty  days  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Council,  by  one  or  more  memlK^rs  of  the  last  Council,  under  their  own  sngnataret. 
And  tiie  Standing  Committee  shall  give  notice  to  the  Clergy  and  Vestries,  in  the 
same  way  as  {)rcscril>ed  in  Section  1.  And  except  these  notices  have  been  giveii| 
or  this  request  made,  no  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  can  take  place. 

CANON  III. 

Amended,  ( 1877  Journal,  jiage  xxvi.)  by  striking  out  the  third  clause,  and  by 
adding  after  the  last  clause  the  words — 'and  such  other  Standing  Committees  M 
mav  be  ordered  bv  the  Council." 

CANON  IV. 

Add  the  following  words  after  **IIoly  Communion'':  (Journal  of  1877,  page 

xvii.) 

And  with  this  shall  be  combined  a  statement  of  the  communion  alms,  contiiba* 
tions,  and  all  other  matters  required  by  Title  I,  Canon  17,  Section  I,  of  the  Digeift 
of  Canons  of  the  Creneral  Convention:  and,  that  this  statement  may  be  accurate,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  collecting  money  or  receiving  contributions  fat 
any  Church  object,  from  the  meml)ers  of  any  parish  or  congregation,  to  report  llw 
same  to  the  rector  or  minister  of  such  parish  or  congregation,  that  such  oollectioM 
or  contributions  may  be  included  in  the  statement  my  uuide  by  said  pariah  or 
congregation. 
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CANON  VI. 

Adopted  (Journal  of  187f2,  page  22);  amended  (Journal  of  1876,  page  xxiv; 
Journal  of  1877,  page  xxiv;  Journal  of  1880,  page  xxx;  Journal  of  1881,  page  xlix), 
tiead?  88  follows: 

Section  I .    The  Board  of  Missions  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  and  four  clergy- 

nien  and  five  lavmen,  elected  bv  the  Council,  three  of  whom  shall  hold  their  office 

for  tliree  years,  three  for  two  years,  and  three  for  one  year,  and  three  such  members 

shall  be  elected  annually  thereafter,  to  hold  their  offices  three  years,  and  the  Board 

»ijall  have  power  to  till  all  vacancies  and  add  to  their  number  by  the  election  of  a 

General  Agent. 

Sectiox  2.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  of 
the  months  of  February,  May,  August  and  November,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
the  Bishop  may  direct.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Board  may  elect  one  of  their  number  to  preside. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  every  Parish  and  Mission 
in  the  Diocese  to  make  a  collection  for  Missions  in  time  of  Morning  Service,  ex- 
cept in  Parishes  and  Missions  where  there  is  no  Morning  Service,  and  then  at  any 
regular  service,  on  some  Sunday  in  each  of  the  Months  of  Februur}',  May,  August 
and  November,  and  remit  the  proceeds  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  pay  over  the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Missions,  as  here  constituted,  is  charged  with  the 
datj  of  oiiganizing  and  directing  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  according  to 
the  following  rules: 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  Rector  or  cliief  officer  of  every  congregation  to 
see  that  application  be  made  to  every  comnmnicant  and  to  every  regular  attendant 
on  the  8er\'ices  of  the  Church  in  his  jurisdiction,  for  his  or  her  personal  pledge, 
setting  forth  the  amount  which  he  or  "she  will  give  for  Missions  the  year  following. 

2.  The  amount  to  be  depended  upon  as  the  contribution  of  such  congregation 
for  any  year  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  foregoing  manner  during  March  and  April, 
and  the  result  shall  be  promptly  reported  to  the  Secretary  of  the  l>oard  of  Missions 
at  least  by  the  first  day  of  May,  to  be  a  basis  for  the  Bishop's  use,  and  the  u-se  of 
ibe  Board  of  Missions  in  their  appropriations  for  the  year. 

3.  The  pledges  shall  Ik*  redeemed  through  the  Canonical  (juarterly  oflertorj', 
but  when  not  thus  redeemed,  due  effort  shall  be  made  by  some  form  of  personal 
application  to  collect  the  same.  * 

4.  The  Second  Sunday  in  each  of  the  Canonical  months  for  collections  is 
recommended  as  the  proper  one  on  which  to  redeem  the  i)ledges. 

5.  Besides  the  General  Agent,  the  Board  may  appoint  other  agents,  who, 
together  with  the  General  Agent,  shall  exercise  their  office  in  congregations  whose 
Kector  or  chief  officer  shall  desire  it.  These  agents  shall  be  in  number  one  or  more, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Rector  or  chief  officer,  and  on  his  nomination  may  be  com- 
missioned from  year  to  year  by  the  Bishop.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  agents  to  aid 
the  Rector  or  chief  officer  in  securing  pledges  and  collecting  the  same,  and  under 
his  direction,  to  awaken  a  zealous  interest  in  the  work  of  missions. 
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6.  The  Board  will  confine  ifc«  appropriations  within  the  limits  of  such  an 
amount  as  shall  have  been  pledged  by  the  parishes  and  congr^ations  of  the  Diocese, 
unless  there  be  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  over  and  above  all  the  engagements  of  the 
Board. 

7.  The  Boar<l  shall  put  forth  such  forms  for  pledges,  and  blanks  for  reports, 
as  may  be»t  assist  in  the  due  carrying  out  of  the  system. 

CANON  VII. 

Section  1,  amended  to  read  as  follows:   (Journal  of  1870,  page  27.) 

Section  1.  If  any  Clergyman  of  this  Church  violate  the  Constitution  or  iny 
(.'anon  of  the  General  Convention,  or  the  Constitution  or  any  Canon  of  this  Diocese, 
complaint — which  shall  be  in  writing — may  be  made  to  the  Standing  Committee  bf 
any  two  persons,  who  shall  be  communicants,  and  one  of  them  shall  be  a  presbyter 
of  this  Church. 

CANON  XII.

^latest,  or  of  the  Slate  of  Wisconsin,  at  their  discretion;  and  all  securities  and  in- 
'^^«tnient«  shall  be  taken  or  made  in  their  cor(>orate  name  above  mentioned.  A 
*tatoment,  exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  said  Fund  and  securities,  together  with  all 
"^^^^ipts  and  disbursements,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Council  at  every  stated  meeting 
^**^r>t»<ifj  signed  by  the  Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

CANON  XX. 

Amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  [Journal  of  1877,  page  xvii.] 
Section  1.     No  alterations  in  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  made,  unless 
*"^y  be  approved  and  continued  by  a  majority  of  both  Orders.

In  case  of  controversy  between  Ministers  who  now,  or  hereafter,  mav  hold  the 
K-eotorship  of  Churches  or  Parishes,  and  the  Vestry  or  Congregation  of  such  Church  • 
***  or  Parishes,  which  controversies  are  of  such  a  nature  as  cannot  l)e  settled  by 
"^^HMelves,  the  parties,  or  either  of  them,  shall  make  application  to  the  Bishop  of 
t*i«  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Convention  of  the  same.  And  if 
^^  appears  to  the  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the  Presbyters  convened,  after  a  summons 
^>  the  whole  belonging  to  the  Diocese — or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Convention, 
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or  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  DioceRe  (if  the  authority  should  be  committed  to 
them  by  the  Convention) — that  the  controversy  has  proceeded  to  such  lengths  aato 
preclude  all  lio{)e  of  its  favorable  termination,  and  that  a  dissolution  of  the  connec- 
tion which  exists  between  them  is  indispensably  necessary  to  restore  the  peace  and 
promote  the  pro8i>erity  of  the  Church,  the  Bishop  and  his  said  Presbyters — or,  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  the  Convention,  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  (if  the 
authority  should  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Convention) — shall  recommend  to 
such  Ministers  to  relinquish  their  titles  to  the  Kectorship  on  such  conditions  as  mar 
appear  reasonable  and  proper  to  the  Bishop  and  his  said  Presbyters — or,  if  there  be 
no  Bishop,  to  the  Convention,  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  DloceRC  (if  the 
authority  should  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Convention.)*  And  if  such  Hectors 
or  Congregations  refuse  to  comply  with  such  recommendations,  the  Bishop  and  his 
said  Presbyters — or,  if  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Convention,  or  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  (if  the  authority  should  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Con- 
vention) with  the  aid  and  consent  of  a  Bishop,  may,  at  their  discretion,  proceed, 
according  to  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  to  sus^iend  the  former  from  the  exercise  of 
any  ministerial  duties  within  the  Diocese,  and  prohibit  the  latter  from  a  scat  in  the 
Convention  until  they  retract  such  refusal,  and  submit  to  the  terms  of  the  recom- 
mendations, and  any  Ministers  so  suspended  shall  not  be  })ermitted,  during  his  ras- 
pension,  to  exercise  any  ministerial  duties.  This  Canon  shall  apply,  also,  to  the 
cases  of  Assistant  Ministers  and  their  Congregations.

APPENDIX  P. 


Rules  of  Order. 


I.  Each  Session  of  the  Council  shall  be  opened  with  prayer;  the  ^^Mornin^ 
Pmyer*'  of  the  Church  being  said  each  day. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Council,  the  Lord's  Supper  shall  be  celebrated,  and  a  ser- 
mon preached  by  a  Presbyter,  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  when  the  Bishop  himself 
does  not  deliver  a  sermon  or  charge. 

II.  At  the  opening  of  the  Annual  session  the  Bishop  shall  take  the  Chair,  and 
call  to  order.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  absence  of  the  Bishop 
aod  of  the  Assistant  Bishop,  or  their  inability  to  act,  the  senior  Presbyter  present 
nhali  preside  until  the  election  of  a  President,  in  accordance  with  Article  IV,  of 
the  Constitution. 

III.  On  the  first  day  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  roll  of  the  clergy  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  from  the  certified 
list  fumiithed  as  required  by  Canon  1;  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  by  a  Secre- 
tary/>ro  Uth.,  appointed  by  the  President. 

2.  The  names  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation  shall  also  be  called 
by  the  Secretary,  and  the  certificates  of  lay  delegates  presented,  and  referred  to  a 
committee  of  three  clergymen. 

3.  On  the  presentation  of  their  report,  the  list  of  lay  delegates  reported  by 
the  committee  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  President  shall  declare  the 
Council  organized. 

4.  Irregular,  defective  and  contested  certificates,  if  any,  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Council. 

5.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  members  of  the  Council,  who 
may  nominate  an  assistant  to  be  chosen  by  the  Council. 

6.  If  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  absent,  a  Treasurer />ro  tem.^  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President. 

7.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Committees,  consist- 
ing of  three  members  each:  On  the  Admission  of  Parishes  into  Union  with  the 
Council;  on  Diocesan  Misinons;  on  Canons;  on  Privilege;  on  Christian  Education; 
on  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council;  on  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Missions;  on  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Funds  and  Property  of 
the  Diocese;  on  Unfinished  Businees. 
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8.  The  Reports  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese;  the  Board  of 
Milasiona;  the  Deans  of  the  Convocations;  the  Committee  on  Christian  Kducatioo: 
the  Trustees  of  the  Funds  and  Property  of  the  Diocese;  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Missions;  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention;  and  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  flhall 
be  presented,  read,  and  referred  to  the  appropriate  committees. 

9.  Miscellaneous  business. 

rV.  Tiie  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  the  order  for  the  Evening  session,  onles 
he  himself  shall  appoint  some  other  time. 

ORDER  OF  BUSIXESS  THK  SECOND  AND  SUBSEQUENT  DAYS. 

V.  On  the  second  and  each  subsequent  day,  the  order  of  business  shaU  be  as 
follows: 

1.  The  call  of  the  roll  of  the  clei^y  and  lay  delegates;  the  names  of  thoM 
present  to  enter  upon  the  Journal. 

2.  The  reference  of  certiHcates  of  lay  delegates  not  before  presented. 

3.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  C-ommittees,  in  their  order  in  Rule  III. 

5.  Elections  in  their  order,  as  perscribed  in  Rule  VI. 

6.  Rejwrts  of  Si>eoial  Committees. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

VI.  The  election  of  the  Tre^isurer  of  the  Convention,  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Missions.  Registrar,  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  Board  of  Misaiont, 
Trustees  of  the  Funds  and  Proi)erty  of  the  Diocese,  Deputies  and  Supplementary 
Deputies  of  the  General  Convention,  and  nomination  of  Trustees  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  shnll  be  fni  ballot^  and  in  this  order.  The  ballot  can  be 
dir<i)ensed  with  only  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council. 

2.  Tor  each  election  the  President  shall  ap{)oint  two  tellers,  who  shall  re- 
ceive and  count  the  votes,  and  re|K)rt  the  result  to  the  President,  who  shall  declare 
it  to  the  council  l)efore  the  next  election  shall  be  entered  upon.  A  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  shall  constitute  an  election. 


RULEi*  OF  ORDER  IN  DEBATE. 

VI  I.  Wlien  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standii^, 
nor  shall  afterward  stand  up.  except  to  address  the  President. 

VIII.  When  any  memlK^r  is  alnAit  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
Council,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  and  he  shall 
confine  himself  strictly  to  the  ))oint  in  debate. 

IX.  No  nicm1>er  shall  s^jeak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  withonl 
leave  of  the  Council. 

X.  No  motion  shall  1m'  considered  before  the  Council  unless  seconded,  andf 
when  ri.»<iuired,  reduced  to  writing. 

XI.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  considered  onlesato 
lay  it  on  the  table,  to  indefinitely  ]x>stpone.  or  to  post|.)one  to  a  certain  time,  tocQiih 
mit,  to  amend,  or  to  divide;  and  motions  for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  therein  named.  A  motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  lajca 
the  table  shall  alwavs  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
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X.II.  A  cjueetion  being  once  determined  shnll  Rtand  an  the  judgment  of  the 
Council,  and  nhall  not  be  re-considered  or  dniwn  again  into  dekite  during  the  same 
fteef«ion,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  membeni  present. 

^III.  All  committes  shall  be  ap|K)intcd  by  the  President,  unlenn  otherwitte 
ordered - 

XIV.  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  printed  or  in  writing,  and  shall  be 
received  without  motion  for  acceptance,  unless  objections  are  innde^  Reports  re- 
commending or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Council,  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  to  that  effect. 

XV-  On  the  requisition  of  any  two  members,  tlie  yras  and  nays  siiall  lie  called, 
and  entered  on  the  Journal.  On  the  requisition  of  any  five  members,  the  vote  shall 
l»e  taken  by  Orders,  as  provided  for  in  Article  V,  Sections  3  and  4  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

XVI.  Xo  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  C^ncil,  unless 
he  have  I<^ave  from  the  President  of  the  Council. 

XVII.  When  the  Council  is  about  to  adjouni,  every  member  shall  keep  his 
seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair. 

XVII  I.  These  Rules  of  Order  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirdf*  of  the  members  present:  nor  shall  any  of  them  be  changed  or  rescinded, 
except  npon  one  day*s  notice  of  motion  to  that  effect,  or  by  unanimous  vote.

The  roll  of  Lay  Deputies  was  then  called,  and  the  Council  de- 
clared to  be  duly  organized. 

The  Rev.  Marcus  Lane  presented  the  following  report,  which, 
on  motion,  was  accepted,  and  referred   to    the   Committee   on 

Canons: 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  this  Council,  to  re- 
lH)rt  as  to  the  validity  of  Section  3,  of  Canon  XV,  respectfully  report  as 
follows: 

Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  entitled:  "Members  of  the  Annual 
Council,*'  contains  the  following  provision: 

**8ec.  3.  The  Lay  Members  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  four  dep- 
^^ies  from  each  congregation  in  this  Diocese  in  union  with  this  Council, 
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who  shall  be  members  of  this  Churcli,  and  in  communion  with  the 
same." 

Section  3,  of  Canon  XV,  provides  that:  "On  the  first  day  of  June,  in 
each  year,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  parishes, 
specifying  those  which  are  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  their  assessment; 
and  every  parish  and  mission  so  reported  delinquent,  l^hall  be  excluded 
from  representation,  unless  admitted  by  vote  of  the  Council." 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  the  constitutional  provision  cit- 
ed gives  to  all  congregations  in  union  with  this  Council,  the  right  to  lay 
representation  in  it. 

This  being  so,  it  seems  a  necessaiy  conclusion  that  the  canonical  pro- 
vision in  question  is  in  conflict  therewith,  and  void,  if  congregations  once 
in  union  with  the  Council  continue  in  such  union,  notwithstanding  such 
a  delinquency  as  specified  in  the  Canon. 

Article  X,  of  the  Constitution,  provides  as  follows:  "Congregations 
may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Council,  on  motion,  by  a  majority 
of  votes,  provided  said  congregations  comply  with  such  conditions  as  may 
be  by  Canon  required." 

On  first  impression,  it  may  seem  that  this  provision  gives  authority 
to  prescribe  by  Canon,  conditions,  subsequent,  upon  the  fulfillment  of 
wliich,  the  continuance  of  the  union  of  congregations  with  the  Council 
would  depend;  and  hence  that  the  Council  might,  and,  by  this  canonical 
provision,  had,  in  effect,  provided  that  such  union  should  cease  upon  de- 
fault in  the  payment  of  such  an  ass^smeiit. 

Upon  full  consideration,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this 
construction  is  not  admissable.  The  conditions  to  be  prescribed  by  Can- 
on, as  contemplated  by  Article  X,*are  conditions  precedent,  referring  to 
julmission  into  union  only. 

Your  committee  conclude,  therefore,  that  Sec.  3,  of  Canon  XV,  is  un- 
constitutional and  void. 

In  considering  this  question,  we  have  been  greatly  aided  by  the 
opinions  of  impartial  men  eminent  for  learning  in  civil  and  ecclesiastical 
law;  and  to  the  end  that  the  Council  may  be  Enabled  to  decide  upon  the 
(luestion  presented,  in  the  light  of  these  opinions,  we  herewith  submit 
them. 

In  view  of  the  conclusion  arrived  at,  your  committee  recommend, 
that  this  report  and  the  opinions  therewith  submitted  be  referred  to  th 
Committee  on  Canons,  that  they  may  provide  the  proper  remedy.

Rev,  M,  Lane,  Dear  Sir: 

I  have  just  returned  from  a  journey,  and  found  your  letter.    The 
approach  of  our  Court  and  University  Terms  makes  it  impossible  for  me 
to  investigate  or  explain  at  length  all  of  the  matters  involved  in  your  in- 
quiry, and  I  can  only  give  you  in  a  brief  way  the  results  of  considerable 
past  consideration  of  the  principle  in  dispute.    It  is  a  general,  and,  so* 
far  as  I  now  remember,  a  universal  rule,  that  in  all  organizations  having 
written  Constitutions,  the  conditions  of  representation  in  the  Legislative 
body  must  be  fixed  by  the  Constitution  itself,  and  cannot  be  changed  or 
quidified  by  the  Legislature.    The  British  Parliament  differs  from  our 
American  systems  in  being  the  framer  of  Constitutions  as  well  as  laws, 
so  that  in  l^gal  consideration  it  is  said  to  be  omnipotent  so  far  as  human 
power  goes.    But  all  written  Constitutions  are  based  on  the  principle  that 
thepoweis  of  all  departments  of  government  should  be  fixed  by  some 
common  Superior,  which  is  supposed  to  be  the  body  politic.    Constitutions 
^  sometimes  allowed  to  be  amended  by  the  concurrent  action  of  succes- 
sive legislatures,  in  which  case  the  last  legislative  action  is  supposed  to 
be  inspired  by  authority  derived  from  the  last  election,  which  is  assumed 
to  have  been  had  in  view  of  the  proposed  change.    The  only  political 
body  that  ever  had  that  power  in  America  was  the  Continental  Congress, 
whose  deputies  never  in  fact  acted  without  some  knowledge  of  the  sense 
of  their  States,  and,  usually,  some  expression  of  it    A  Constitution  which 
can  be  changed  at  will  by  the  .action  of  a  single  legislature,  could  not  in 
any  legal  sense  be  called  a  Constitution.    And  no  legislature— Parliament 
not  excepted — can  lay  down  a  rule  on  any  subject  whatever,  that  succeed- 
ing legislatures  are  bound  by.    It  would  be  no  more  illegal  to  turn  out  by 
majority  action,  any  number  of  delegates  at  any  time,  than  to  do  it  for  a 
cause  not  made  a  legal  condition  of  membership.    Here,  you  will  remem- 
ber, we  have  fixed  the  matter  by  Constitution.    I  must  say  I  cannot  con- 
ceive that  it  can  be  done  otherwise.

Dear  Sir: 

The  question  upon  which  you  have 
asked  my  opinion,  is,  as  I  understand  it,  as  follows: 
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The  Constitution  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  provides  (Art.  Ill,  Sec. 
3),  that  the  Lay  members  of  the  Coimcil  shall  consist  of  not  more  than 
four  deputies  from  each  congregation  in  union  with  the  Council,  who 
shall  be  members  of  the  Church  and  in  communion  with  thesaroa  Can- 
on Xy,  Sect.  3,  provides,  in  substance,  that  the  Council  may  exclude  from 
representation  any  parish,  delinquent  in  paying  an  assessment  for  the 
Diocesan  Fund  which  shall  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council. 

Is  such  a  canonical  provision  constitutional?  I  am  very  decidedly 
of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not. 

Should  a  similar  question  in  civil  jurisprudence  be  submitted  to  a 
lawyer,  he  would  at  once  refer  to  his  many  books  of  precedents  and  au- 
thorities, where  like  cases  may  have  risen,  been  discussed,  and  determined. 
But  in  ecclesiastical  law,  especially  in  this  country  where  we  have  no 
Courts  of  Appeal,  so  few  cases  have  arisen,  and  when  arisen,  have  had  so 
little  sanction  or  authority  when  decided,  that  such  a  question  as  you 
propose  must  be  determined  upon  principle  and  the  rules  of  right  reason, 
or  on  argument  by  analogy  from  the  civil  law;  or,  what  perhaps  will  be 
more  satisfactory,  by  a  combination  of  the  two  methods. 

Written  Constitutions  are  of  American  origin,  and  though  some  may 
still  question  the  right  of  one  set  of  Churchmen  in  Council  to  establish  a 
set  of  rules  which  the  subsequent  legislative  power,  of  equal  authority 
with  themselves,  may  not  repeal  or  abrogate  at  will,  yet  I  think  it  may 
be  taken  for  granted,  (and  what  may  follow  will  be  on  that  hypothesis) 
that  a  Church  as  well  as  a  State  Constitution  establishing  certain  funda- 
mental rights  and  organic  laws,  is  binding  until  altered  in  the  mode  itself 
prescribes.  For  if  not,  our  Dioceses  would  all  be  soon  in  a  state  of  legis- 
lative chaos. 

Among  all  fundamental  or  organic  principles,  none  are  more  impor- 
tant and  deep-lying  than  those  whicli  prescribe  or  limit  the  representative 
and  the  elective  franchises.  The  question  as  to  what  organizations  shall 
have  the  right  of  representation  in  the  legislative  body,  and  what  indi- 
viduals shall  have  the  right  either  to  elect,  or  to  be  elected  to  such  repre- 
sentative body,  lies  at  the  very  foundation  of  representative  government. 
Consequently,  we  will  find  in  most,  perhaps  in  all,  our  State  Constitu- 
tions, tliat  the  right  of  representation,  and  the  elective  franchise  are 
carefully  prescribed,  and  their  limitations  defined.  These  rights  thus 
prescribed  and  limited,  then  become  constitutional,  and  as  such,  it  goes 
without  question,  that  they  may  not  be  added  to,  altered  or  abridged, 
by  any  mere  legislative  act.  For  if  the  power  be  once  allowed,  they 
would  be  without  any  adequate  safeguard,  and  their  very  existence  would 
be  imperiled.  Let  us  now  apply  these  well  established  principles  to  the 
case  in  liand. 
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Article  III,  of  your  Constitation,  prescribes  the  composition  or  con- 
stituencies of  the  Council  or  legislative  body.  By  Section  1st,  it  is  to 
consist  of  Clergy  and  Laity.  Section  2d,  prescribes  the  pghts  and  quali- 
fications of  the  representative  Clergy,  and  Section  3d  those  of  the  repre- 
sentative Laity.  By  the  latter,  each  congr^ation  in  union  with  the 
Council  has  the  right  to  send  as  its  representatives,  not  more  than  four 
deputies,  and  the  only  qualifications  are  that  they  shall  be  from  the  con- 
gregation and  communicants  of  the  Church.  This  paraphrase,  I  think, 
gives  fairly  and  substantially,  ''quo  ad  hoc,"  the  meaning  of  the  Section. 
If  this  Article  does  not  thus  confer  and  define  the  right  of  representation, 
then  the  congregations  can  find  such  right  no  where  else,  in  their  organic 
law. 

Canon  XY  alters  and  abridges  this  right,  by  requiring  an  additional 
qualification,  namely,  that  the  parish  shall  have  paid  up  all  assessments 
levied  by  the  Council  for  a  special  purpose,  and,  tested  by  the  foregoing 
principles,  such  requirement  is  unconstitutional  and  void. 

And  how,  if  we  pass  to  the  analogies  of  the  Civil  Law,  and  test  it  by 
the  precedents  and  authorities  we  may  find  there?  I  presume  that  a 
precisely  analogous  case  can  not  be  found  in  the  annals  of  civil  legisla- 
tion, namely,  an  attempt  by  a  state  legislature  to  disfranchise  one  of  its 
constituent  organizations,  a  County  or  a  town  for  instance,  by  reason  of  its 
delinquency  in  payment  of  its  state  taxes.  The  nearest  to  it  which  I 
have  met  with,  was  in  Massachusetts,  where  a  question  arose  as  to  wheth- 
61*  the  Legislature,  by  electing  to  an  outside  office,  one  of  its  own  mem- 
l^rs,  could  thereby  deprive  the  town  of  the  representative  which  it  had 
elected,  there  being  a  doubt  as  to  whether  the  filling  of  a  vacancy  thus  to 
^e  created,  was  provided  for  by  the  Constitution.  The  Supreme  Court 
says,  (3  Pick.  R.  517) :  "The  Legislature  can  not  by  its  act  deprive  a  town 
of  its  voice  in  the  legislative  department  without  its  consent,  as  that 
would  be  contrary  to  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  a  free  repre- 
sentative government."  A  constitutional  right  very  nearly  akin  to  that 
♦^Hegislative  representation,  is  the  elective  franchise.  And  in  regard  to 
^liat,  the  principle  I  have  stated  has  been  clearly  asserted  and  fully  vindi- 
<^ted.  In  South  Carolina,  many  years  ago,  a  case  arose,  which  is  reported 
*  ^ks&.  R.  578.  So  far  as  concerns  the  present  question,  the  facts  were 
^hat  the  charter  of  St.  Luke's  Parish,  in  Charleston,  I  think,  provided  in 
substance  that  all  persons  residing  in  the  Parish,  or  paying  taxes  therein, 
^d  conforming  to  the  Church  of  England,  should  have  the  right  to  vote 
at  elections  for  vestrymen.  The  vestry  passed  a  by-law,  requiring  that 
^h  person  otherwise  entitled  to  vote,  should  pay  $50,  before  being  al- 
lowed to  do  so.  In  such  case,  the  charter  would  stand  for  the  Constitution, 
and  the  by-l^ws  for  the  legislation  of  the  Parish,  and  the  Supreme  Court 
<5ftheStateheld  that  the  by-law  was  void,  as  being  a  violation  of  the 
charter  in  attempting  to  alter  the  qualifications  of  voters. 
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In  Page  vs.  Allen,  58  Penns.  S.  &  R.  338,  when  it  was  claimed  ths 
Act  of  Legislature  prescribed  a  qualification  for  voting  which  waa 
contained  in  the  Constitution,  the  Court  say:  •*The  expression  of 
thing  in  the  Constitution,  is  necessarily  the  exclusion  of  things  nol 
pressed.**  And  then,  after  enumerating  the  qualifications  for  votinj 
perscribed  by  the  Constitution,  the  Court  go  on  to  say:  'These  an 
Constitutional  qualifications  neccessary  to  be  an  elector.  They  an 
fined,  fixed  and  enumerated  in  that  instrument.  In  those  who  po 
them,  is  vested  a  high  and  sacred  right,  of  which  they  can  not  be  dive 
by  any  but  the  power  which  established  them."  "No  Constitutional  ( 
ification  of  an  elector  can  in  the  least  be  abridged,  added  to,  or  alter€ 
legislation.  Any  such  action  would  necessarily  be  absolutely  voi 
And  in  McCafferty  vs.  Geyer,  59  Penn.  S.  &  R.  p.  109,  where  an  A 
Legislature  attempted  to  deprive  of  the  right  to  vote,  those  who 
registered  as  deserters  from  the  military  service  of  the  United  State 
Court  say:  **It  attempts  to  disfranchise  those  who  kre  enfranchise 
the  fundamental  law  of  the  Commonwealth.  If  this  be  law,  the  l^ 
tive  power  is  superior  to  the  organic  law  of  the  State.  A  right  conf« 
by  the  Constitution,  is  beyond  the  reach  of  legislative  interferenc 
"When  the  Constitution  declares  that  the  persons  described  [or  ir 
case  the  Congregations  described]  shall  have  the  rights  of  an  elect€ 
sending  four  representatives]  an  Act  of  Assembly  which  declares 
shall  not,  is  directly  in  conflict  with  it." 

I  trust  I  have  now  sufficiently^  and  I  hope  not  at  too  great  le: 
illustrated  the  principle,  tested  by  which,  I  hold  your  Canon  XV,  S 
to  be  null  and  void.  Nor  do  I  think  that  Article  X,  providing  fo 
Admission  of  Congregations  into  Union  with  the  Council,  on  compL 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Canons,  to  which  you  called  my  attentioi 
be  taken  into  consideration  as  affecting  the  construction  of  Artich 
The  canonical  requirements  referred  to,  are  evidently  only  those  v 
form  conditions  precedent  to  admission  into  union.  When  they  are  co; 
ed  with,  and  the  parish  is  admitted,  the  Canons  in  question  quo  ad 
parish  have  fulfilled  their  office. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  add  that  I  fully  recognize  the  importance  o 
question,  both  theoretically,  as  involving  fundamental  Constitui 
rights,  and  practically,  as  touching  the  ability  of  the  Council  to  car 
its  proper  work  without  the  power  to  make  and  enforce  assessment 
on  the  parishes.  But  if  the  sense  of  the  Diocese  be  in  favor  of  the 
and  exercise  of  such  power,  the  difficulty  may  readily  be  overcome 
change  of  the  Constitution,  and  its  insertion  therein.

My  Dear  Mr,  Lane : 

Your  letter  of  the  18tli  instant  was  received 
on  the  19th;  but  more  pressing  matters  have  prevented  an  earlier  reply. 

Artide  III,  of  your  Diocesan  Constitution,  provides  that  "The  Coun- 
cil shall  be  composed  of  Clergy  and  Laity,"  and  that  "The  Lay  members 
Shan  consist  of  not  more  than  four  deputies  from  each  congregation  in  this 
Koceae,  in  union  with  this  Council,"  etc.  This  provision  of  the  Con- 
stitution was  adopted,  as  I  am  informed,  in  1847.  By  Canon  XV^  adopted 
in  186S,  it  was  provided  that  "every  Parish  reported  delinquent  shall  be 
subject  to  exclusion  from  the  Council,  for  that  cause,  by  a  vote  of  the 
CounciL"  In  1874,  this  Canon  was  amended  so  as  to  declare  that  "every 
IWi  and  Mission  so  reported  delinquent  shall  be  excluded  from  repre- 
sentation, unless  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Council."  I  find  and  am  as- 
sured there  is  no  provision  in  your  Constitution  authorizing  the  exclusion 
ofacongr^^ation  from  representation  in  the  Council  by  reason  of  the 
non-payment  of  assessments.  This  being  the  ciise,  it  is  clear  that  the 
Canon  referred  to,  so  far  as  it  pro>ides  for  such  exclusion,  is  in  conflict 
vith  the  constitutional  provision  quoted,  which  specially  grants  the  right 
of  representation  to  "each  congregation,"  etc.,  without  any  condition  as  to 
thepa}Tnent  of  assessments.  It  follows  that  the  constitutional  i)rovis- 
ion  should  prevail,  and  that  "each  congregation  in  union  with  the  Coun- 
cil" is  entitled  to  representation  in  that  body,  whether  its  assessments  are 
paid  or  not 

I  venture  to  say  that  this  omission  in  the  Constitution  was  an  over- 
sight; for  the  authority  to  impose  the  penalty  of  exclusion  of  delin(iuent 
congregations  from  representation  ought  to  exist  in  the  legislative  body 
of  every  Diocese,  and  does  exist  in  many,  if  not  in  most  of  the  Dioceses 
of  this  Church.  But  this  consideration  cannot  over-ride  the  fundamen- 
ts law  as  it  stands.  It  addresses  itself  to  the  expediency  of  amending 
the  Constitution  in  the  manner  specified  in  Article  XIII.,  and  not  to  the 
^^^'Dstruction  of  the  existing  instrument.

REPORT 

Of  the  Committee  on  "Revision  of  the  Canons"  to  the  Thii-ty-Sixth  An- 
nual Council. 

The  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Canons,  appointed  at  the  last 
Annual  Council,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  completed  the  task 
assigned,  and  herewith  present  the  results  of  their  labors. 

It  has  been  the  object  of  the  Committee  to  make  as  few  changes  in 
the  existing  legislation  of  the  Diocese  as  seemed  consistent  with  the 
^^thfal  discharge  of  the  duty  laid  upon  them. 

The  Canons  have  been  digested  and  arranged,  as  will  be  seen,  under 
Pour  Titles.  The  Committee  have  further  arranged  as  Appendices,  (to 
be  bound  up  with  the  future  Digest,  but  have  not  as  yet  presented,)  other 
matter,  not  of  Diocesan  Legislation,  which  will  be  of  use,  viz:  Appendix 
A,  "Important  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  relating  to  Diocesan 
matters;"  Appendix  B,  "Legislative  Acts  and  Legal  Matters;"  Appendix 
C,  "Forms  and  Details." 

Under  order  of  the  Standing  Committee,  they  have  had  printed  the 

Constitution  and  Canons,  both  as  at  present  existing,  and  as  revised,  placing 

corresponding  portions  side  by  side  upon  the  page.    When  not  embraced 

in  the  Revised,  the  Present  Form  will  be  found  in  the  first  column,  or 

changes  made  will  be  noted  there,  as  also  changes  in  the  number  of  Article, 

Canon,  or  Section.    The  whole  of  the  existing  Legislation  of  the  Diocese, 

with  the  latest  amendments,  is  intended  to  appear  in  one  column  or  the 

other.

Loyalty  to  our 
common  Master,  a  sense  of  honor  and  duty  as  brethren  in  Christ,  the  sim- 
ple instinct  of  self  preservation,  the  binding  duty  of  extension  and  growth 
commensurate  with  our  abilities  and  opportunities,  call  upon  priest  and 
people,  high  and  low,  rich  and  poor,  to  make  subsidiary  all  minor  interests, 
overlook  all  disturbing  differences  and  work  together  in  this  great  work, 
the  up-building  of  the  Kingdom  of  Grod  and  His  Christ. 

The  land  of  promise  lies  before  us.  We  have  but  to  go  forth  and  oc- 
cupy it.  But  they  who  are  sent  to  fight  the  Lord's  battles  cannot  go 
unprepared  and  unequipped.  They  to  whom  God  has  given  the  means 
for  arming:  Clirist's  soldiers  for  tlie  battle  are  responsible  for  all  failure 
that  may  come  from  want  of  armor,  offensive  and  defensive,  in  the  day 
of  trial. 

We  have  but  to  carry  out  faithfully  the  pledge  system  of  the  Diocese 
and  do  our  duty  as  it  lies  plainly  before  us,  and  we  will  make  glad  the 
hearts  of  those  on  whom  lies  heavily  the  duty  of  leaders  of  the  Lord's

It  is  claimed  by  some,  that  the  income  from  the  Endowment 
should  be  applied  indiscriminately  to  the  payment  of  all  Diocesan 
ses,  and  that,  in  assessing  for  the  Diocesan  Fund,  the  income  derived 
the  aggregate  of  sul)scriptions  to  the  Endowment  Fund,  by  the 
of  the  several  Parishes,  should  be  credited  to  such  Parishes,  upon  the 
sessnient  as  a  whole. 

The  result  of  this  would  be  that  certain  Parishes  whose 
liave  subscribed  to  the  Endowment  Fund,  would,  by  reason  thereof 
exempt  from  assessment,  not  only  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
for  all  Diocesan  expenses. 

Others  have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Endowment  Fund  'v^^aw 
contributed  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  or  Bishop  only,  and 
upon  the  general  assessment  for  the  Diocesan  Fund,  covering  all 
san  expenses,  the  Parishes  should  not  be  credited  beyond  the  portion      of 
the  assessment  which  is  laid  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate.

Ill  applying  this  view,  all  Parishes  would  be  assessed  for  Diocesan 
expenses,  other  than  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  without  respect  to 
subscriptions  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

Others  still,  express  the  opinion  that  the  Endowment  Fund  was  in- 
tended to  relieve  the  parishes  collectively,  not  severally:  and  hence,  that 
its  benefits  in  relieving  from  assessment,  even  as  respects  the  support  of 
the  Episcopate,  should  enure  to  all  Parishes  equally,  without  respect  to 
the  comparative  sums  contributed  to  the  Endowment  Fund.  This  view 
would  preclude  the  allowance  of  any  credits. 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  records  of  the  Diocese,  and  have  en- 
deavored to  present  all  matters  found  therein  material  to  a  just  determin- 
ation of  these  questions. 

The  Diocese  was  organized  by  the  Council  which  convened  in  June 
A.  D^  1847.  From  the  address  of  the  Rt.  Kev.  Jackson  Kemper,  then 
Missionary  Bishop,  we  quote  the  following: 

Tou  will  find  by  a  statement  to  be  submitted  to  you,  that  some 
efforts  have  already  been  made  towards  the  formation  of  a  Fimd  for  the 
support  of  a  Diocesan.**    (Page  10  of  Journal.) 

On  page  12,  of  the  same  Journal,  we  find  the  following: 

"On  motion, 

^^Rvtohtd:  That  the  BUhop  appoint  a  Committee  of  three,  to  propose  a  plan  for  the 
creadoo  of  an  Bpiaeopal  Fund." 

On  page  20,  we  find  the  report  of  this  (Committee,  as  follows: 
"The  Committee  on  the  Episc9pal  Fund  respectfully  report  that  the 
sum  of  nearly  $200  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Treasurer  of 
the  Episcopal  Fund,  a  part  of  which,  as  will  be  seen  by  his  report,  has 
been  invested  for  accumulation.    The  Committee  would  respectfully  re- 
commend that  such  funds  as  have  been  received,  or  may  be  received 
before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Annual  Convention,  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  by  him  invested  for  accumulation. 
And  they  further  recommend  that  the  Parishes  of  this  Diocese  be  re- 
quested to  make  contributions  on  Christmas  Day  and  Easter  Sunday  in 
aid  of  this  Fund,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese." 

This  report  was  accepted,  and  the  recommendation  to  make  contri- 
butions in  aid  of  this  Fund  on  Christmas  Day  and  Easter  Sunday  adopted 
as  a  rule  of  the  Diocese.    (Journal,  page  23.) 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  on  page  60,  shows 
that  the  small  fund  then  on  hand  was  contributed  by  Parishes  and  Missions 
of  the  Diocese,  in  the  years  1846  and  1847,  and  apparently  through  the 
offertory. 

From  pages  22  and  23  of  the  same  Journal,  we  extract  the  following: 

"On  motion, 

"Besolved:  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report  ways  and  meant  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  this  Convention."  "*

This  Comlnittee  reported,  recommending:  "That  a  Ck)nvention  Fu 
be  formed,  and  that  a  collection  be  taken  in  each  Parish  at  least  once 
year  for  that  purpose." 

It  th 
appears  that  prior  to  the  organization  of  the  Diocese,  a  small  sum  h 
been  contributed,  as  the  beginning  of  a  fund,  for  the  distinctive  purpc 
of  endowing  the  Episcopate:  or,  as  the  purpose  is  expressed  by  the  th 
Missionary  Bishop,  '*The  support  of  a  Diocesan,"  and  that  this  fund  "^ 
called  the  Episcopal  Fund.  Also,  that  steps  were  then  taken  to  proyi< 
through  annual  parochial  offerings,  a  Convention  Fund,  for  other  exp^ 
ses  of  the  Diocese.  It  is  not  important  to  trace  in  detail  the  action  of  t 
Diocese  respecting  the  (Convention  Fund.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that 
remained  a  distinct  fund  until  after  the  adoption  of  the  Canon  entitl< 
"Of  the  Diocesan  Fund,"  in  the  year  1863;  and  that  from  this  fund  all  D 
cesan  expenses,  other  than  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  were  pai< 

From  the  Journal  of  the  year  1848  we  extract  as  follows:  "The  Co 
mittee  on  the  Episcopate  respectfully  report:  That  having  had  an  int 
view  with  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jackson  Kemper,  D,  D.,  Bishop-elect  of  t 
Diocese,  and  having  learned  from  him  his  determination  not  to  acc( 
of  the  Episcopate  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  and  your  Committee  bei 
of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  the  Diocese  is  utterly  unable  to  suppor 
Bishop,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  by  tMsCo 
vention. 

**Iiemlved:  That  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jackson  Kemper,  D.  D.,  be  requested  to  take  charr 
this  Diocese  as  provisional  Bishop  until  the  Diocese  shall  be  in  condition  to  suppor 
Diocesan." 

Also  from  page  16,  the  following:  "On  motion  of  John  Catlin, 

"Resolved:  That  a  Committee  of  two  be  appointed  in  each  Parish  to  solicit  donatii 
to  the  Episcopal  Fund." 

The  following  Constitutional  provision  was  also  adopted  by  t1 
C>ouncil: 

"Article  XIII,  Section  1.    All  real  estate  granted,  personal  pre 
erty  or  monies  given  or  bequeathed  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chur 
in  Wisconsin  for  any  specified  object,  shall  forever  be  and  remain  invi 
lably  appropriated  to  such  specified  object,  and  shall  not,  by  authority 
the  Convention  or  any  other  power,  be  diverted  from  such  specified  objec 

This  provision  is  still  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Diocese. 

The  Journal  of  1852  contains  a  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Funds  ai 
Property  in  which  they  style  themselves  "Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund 
From  this  report  we  extract  the  following: 

"With  but  the  mere  nucleus  of  a  fund  for  the  separate  support  ol 
Diocesan  Head,  and  depending  upon  the  ministrations  of  the  revere 
prelate  who  presides,  as  North- western  Missionary  Bishop,  for  the  ma 
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tenance  within  our  Diocese  of  the  appropriate  forms  and  essential  doc- 
trines of  the  Church  we  revere  and  cherish,  we  would  appeal  to  our 
brethren  abroad  who  are  favored  with  an  abundance  of  this  world's  goods, 
to  afford  that  material  aid  to  our  Episcopal  Fund  which  the  present  ex- 
igencies of  our  infant  Church  render  so  essentiaL**    (Page  16.) 

The  Journal  of  1S&4  shows  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jackson  Kem- 
per as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  his  acceptance  of  such  election. 

From  the  Journal  of  18^  we  extract  as  follows: 

"On  motion  it  was 

"Befohed:   Tbst  the  thuiks  of  thi«  ConTention  be  presented  to  Oen.  White,  for  his 
v«leome  doDstion  to  the  Epiteopal  Fond." 

In  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Convention  by  Gen.  White,  the  donor 
and  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  he  says:  "I  trust  that  the 
Fund  will  receive  such  accessions  from  other  sources  as  will  swell  it  to 
an  amount  adequate  to  meet  the  temporal  wants  of  our  Bishop,  without 
resorting  to  a  missionary  stipend." 

"On  motion  it  was 

"iUmdvfd,'   That  the  Tmsteee  of  the  Episeoikftl  Fond  be  requested  to  me  their  best 
•forts  for  the  inoreftse  of  the  same."   (Paire  15.) 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  that  the  Episcopal  Fund  thenamount- 
ei  to  1,618.87.    (Page  18.) 
On  motion  it  was 

Retohed.*  "That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  assess  the  different  Parishes  of  the 
Dioeese  to  the  amount  of  $400,  to  cover  the  Bishop's  traveling  expenses.*'    (Page  13.) 

This  action  resulted  in  the  creation  of  a  new  Fund,  designated  "The 
Fund  to  Defray  the  Expenses  of  the  Bisliop."  Tliis  Fund  and  tlie  Con- 
vention Fund  continued  distinct,  and  separate  reports  of  the  same  appear 
in  the  Journals  from  this  date  until  the  year  1864.  These  reports  show 
that  whatever  was  paid  to  the  Bishop  on  account  of  salary  or  expenses, 
was  paid  from  "The  Fund  to  Defray  the  Expenses  of  the  Bishop,"  and 
occasional  appropriations  of  the  income  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  that 
all  other  Diocesan  expenses  were  paid  from  the  Convention  Fund,  as 
theretofore.  It  also  appears  that  in  the  year  1857  and  subsequently,  sin- 
gle assessments  were  made  for  the  Convention  Fund  and  the  Fund  to 
Defray  the  Expenses  of  the  Bishop.  These  assessments  stated  amounts 
assessed  for  the  Bishop's  Salary  and  for  the  Convention  Fund  in  separate 
columns,  but  the  funds  raised  were  kept  distinct  as  before. 

From  the  report  of  a  Committee  appearing  in  the  Journal  of  1857,  we 
extract  as  follows: 

•Tlie  Committee  appointed  under  the  resolution  of  this  Convention 
in  relation  to  an  investment  in  Government  Lands  for  the  endowment  of 
the  Episcopate,  re8i)ectf ully  report  that  they  have  not  had  time  to  give 
the  subject  the  consideration  its  importance  demands.  We  think,  how- 
ever, that  something  should  be  done  speedily  to  secure  a  permanent 
support  for  the  Bishop."    (Pages  12-14.) 
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By  the  report  of  David  Ferguson,  found  in  the  Journal  of  1859,  it 
appears  that  the  Episcopal  Fund  then  amounted  to  82888.42.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Finance,  to  whom  this  report  was  referred,  submitted  a  report 
in  which  they  style  this  fund  "The  Fund  for  the  Support  of  the 
Episcopate."    (Pages  30-41.) 

From  the  same  Journal  we  extract  the  following: 

"The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  Bishop's 
Salary,  report:  ♦  *  *  *  *  *  * 

"Second :  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  appoint  an  agent  or  a^^ents 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Bishop,  and  to  be  subject  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  for  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Episcopate,  and  also  for  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  for  the 
present  year." 

This  report  was  received  and  adopted.    (Pages  37-40.) 

From  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  the  Council  of  1860, 
we  extract  the  following: 

"The  Committee  would  further  report  that  with  the  advice  of  Hie 
Bishop,  they  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Keene  and  Eastman  agents  to 
collect  funds  for  the  permanent  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  of  the  Dio- 
cese. They  accepted  the  position,  but  have  been  prevented  by  providen- 
tial circumstimces  from  entering  upon  the  work.  In  consequence  of  this 
failui'e  to  make  a  present  provision  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  they 
made  an  assessment  upon  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  and  recommend 
that  the  interest  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  for  the  present  year  be  paid  to 
the  Bishop." 

Upon  the  receipt  of  this  report  the  Convention  adopted  a  resolution 
authorizing  the  Trustees  of  Funds  and  Property  to  pay  the  Bishop  the  sum 
of  $400,  to  apply  on  salary.    (Journal,  page  33.) 

From  page  18,  of  the  Journal  of  1863,  we  extract  the  following: 

"The  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  new  Canon  on  the 
Diocesan  Fund  beg  leave  to  report  a  substitute,  and  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

"Section  1.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  annually,  on  the  first  day 
of  the  sitting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  report  an  assessment  upon  ev- 
ery Parish  for  Diocesan  piu-poses.  The  funds  raised  under  this  assess- 
ment shall  constitute  and  be  called,  "The  Diocesan  Fund  of  Wisconsin." 

"Section  2.  When  any  assessment  for  the  Diocesan  Fund  has  been 
adopted  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  binding  upon  every  Parish,  and 
the  amount  thereof  chargeable  to  each  Parish  shaU  be  due  and  payable, 
one-half  by  the  first  day  of  December,  and  one-half  by  the  first  day  of 
June  next  ensuing. 
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''Section  3.  On  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  Parishes,  specifying  the  amounts  and 
the  dates  of  the  payment  by  each  into  such  Fund  during  the  current  year; 
and  every  Parish  reported  delinquent  shall  be  subject  to  exclusion  from 
the  Convention  for  that  cause  by  a  vote  of  the  Ck)nvention. 

''Section  4.  The  Diocesan  Fund  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
Standing  Committee." 

This  report  was  signed  by  James  Kneeland,  Winfield  Smith  and 
Moses  M.  Strong,  and  the  Canon  was  adopted. 
I         The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  shows  an  assessment  for  the 
'     "Support  of  the  Episcopate"  for  the  year  ending  June  1, 1863.    (Pages 
,     19-20.) 

On  page  79  of  this  Journal,  appears  the  first  assessment  for  the  Dio- 
cesan Fund  under  this  Canon,  and  from  this  date  the  Diocesan  Fund 
takes  the  place  of  the  two  Funds  theretofore  called  the  Convention  Fund, 
i,    and  the  Fund  to  Defray  the  Expenses  of  the  Bishop.  .  The  Episcopal 
•     Fund,  or  Permanent  Fund  for  the  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate,  remain- 
f    ing  distinct  as  before. 

I         From  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  made  to  the  Council  of 
r     1887,  we  extract  the  following:  ♦  ♦  *  ♦ 

-IIL    The  third  meeting  was  held  at  Janesville,  July  18,  1866.    * 
The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

**Ruolvtd:    That  atepf  be  immediately  taken  to  increase  the  Episcopal  Fund  to 

"Rtmlved,'  That  the  following  be  the  Form  of  Subscription:  The  undersigned  sub- 
^be  the  sums  set  opposite  to  their  several  names  for  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund 
^ftheDioceee  of  Wisconsin,  for  the  purpose  of  freeing  the  Parishes  from  all  assessments 
f^iUtcbjeti.    The  terms  of  said  subscription  shall  be  as  follows:  *  * 

***L  The  money  so  subscribed  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  "Trustees  of  Funds  and  Prop- 
'tyof  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,"  to  be  by  them  invested  and  held  for 
^l>«iapport  of  the  Episcopate  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin."  «  «  «

**A  circular  in  reference  to  the  increase  of  the  Endowment  Fund  was 
prepared  and  ordered  printed,  and  the  following  agents  appointed  to  pro- 
core  subscriptions  to  said  fund:  Rev.  A.  D.  Cole,  D.  D.,  Rev.  C.  P.  Doi*set, 
Rev.  J,  DeKoven,  D.  D.,  Rev.  J.  L.  Maxwell,  Rev.  L.  Phelps,  Rev.  J.  Mc- 
^'amara,  Rev.  L.  P.  Tschiifely,  Rev.  J.  Wilkinson,  Rev.  Wm.  Dafter  and 
Mr.  H.  Kimball.    ****** 

-XII.    The  twelfth  meeting  was  held  in  Janesville,  May  16, 1867.  * 

"The  Standing  Committee,  being  confident  that  the  income  from  the 
Endowment  Fund  for  the  ensuing  yeiir  would  not  be  more  than  sufficient 
to  pay  the  salary  pledged  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  adopted  the 
following  resolution: 

**Be9olved:    That  an  assessment  of  not  less  than  S3000  be  made  upon  the  Parishes  for 
the  Diocesan  Fond  for  the  ensaing  Conventional  year." 
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''A  list  of  assessments  upon  evert  Parish  in  union  with  the  Con- 
yention  for  Diocesan  purposes  was  accordingly  made  and  adopted. 

''In  concluding  this  report  the  Committee  would  state  that  they  en- 
tered upon  their  duties  under  peculiar  and  somewhat  embaraasing  ci^ 
cumstances. 

"The  Convention  had  not  only  voted  an  increase  of  one-third  upon  . 
the  salary  of  the  Diocesan,  but  had  elected  an  Assistant  Bishop  and  nuide 
it  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  provide  for  both  these  salaries.  After 
full  and  anxious  consideration  of  the  matter,  and  consultation  both  witJi 
the  Diocesan  and  newly-elected  Assistant,  the  Committee  determined 
that  the  only  safe  and  sure  way  would  be  the  raising  of  an  Episcoptte 
Endowment  Fund.  They  therefore  set  the  matter  earnestly  before  tte 
Diocese,  and  the  result,  at  the  present  date,  is  a  fund  already  invested 
to  the  amount  of  829,834.27.  The  aim  of  the  Committee  was  not  to  lesl 
short  of  $50,000,  and  they  still  feel  confident  that  the  Diocese  will  respond 
to  that  sum. 

"The  express  intention  of  the  Committee  was  that  the  interest  of  this 
sum  should  be  appropriated, 

'First,  to  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Diocesan; 

'Secondly,  to  that  of  the  Assistant  Bishop:  all  deficiencies  to  be  made 
out  of  the  Diocesan  Fund  raised  by  annual  assessment  upon  tbe 
Parishes." 

This  report  was  accepted,  placed  on  file  and  ordered  printed.  (JofflP- 
nal,  pages  16-19-20.) 

From  this  Journal  we  also  extract  the  following; 

"The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop'li 
Address  as  relates  to  the  support  of  the  Assistant  Bishop,  beg  leave  to 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution. 

"Rcmlved.-  That  thifi  Convention  fully  endorses  the  plan  adopted  by  the  StaodiBf 
Committee  of  raisinfir  an  Endowment  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  adopti 
the  sum  of  850,000  as  the  minimum  amount  of  that  Fund."    (Page  47.) 

Your  Committee  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  whether  the  forego- 
ing resolution  of  the  Standing^  Committee  was  in  any  manner  published 
to  tlie  Diocese  before  the  making^  of  the  subscriptions.  Neither  can  we 
give  the  form  of  the  circular  published,  but  we  are  able  to  present  here- 
with the  form  of  subscription,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  in  it  nothing 
is  said  about  relieving  the  Parishes  from  assessment  for  imy  object. 

The  form  of  subscription  user!  wjis  as  follows: 

MiLAVAUKEE,  JULY  23D,  1866. 

We,  the  undersigneil,  hereljy  agree  to  pay  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Funds 
and  Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,  the  sums 
s<^t  opposite  to  our  severtU  and  respective  names  for  the  increase  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  for  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin;  it  being  understood  that 
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each  subscriber  shall  have  the  option  of  paying  the  amount  qf  his  or  her 
subscription,  in  cash,  vrithin  one  month  from  the  date  after  the  subscrip- 
te  becomes  binding,  or  of  giving  his  or  her  notes  for  the  same,  bearing 
interest  at  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  at  3, 6, 9  and  12,  or  in  6  and  12  months 
from  the  said  date,  or  in  mortgages  or  other  securities,  drawing  the  same 
interest,  or  as  may  be  agreed  upon  at  the  time  of  subscription,  and  it  being 
farther  understood  that  in  case  of  the  creation,  at  any  time  hereafter,  of 
(me  or  more  new  Dioceses  within  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  all  subscriptions 
made  by  persons  now  residing  within  the  district  which  shall  be  embod^ 
iedin  any  such  new  Diocese,  shall  be  thereafter  transferred,  and  belong 
to  the  Episcopate  funds  of  such  new  Diocese.  And  it  being  further  un^ 
dentood  and  declared  that  this  subscription  shall  take  effect  and  be 
binding  upon  the  subscribers  hereto,  whenever  the  sum  of  $30,000  shall 
have  been  subscribed  for  the  purpose  above  named,  provided  this  shall 
be  accomplished  by  the  first  day  of  October,  1866. 

It  is  not  seen  that  the  faith  of  the  Diocese  is  pledged,  or  its  present 
freedom  to  act,  affected  by  any  expressions  of  opinion  made  subsequent 
to  the  year  1867,  respecting  the  benefits  which  Parishes  should  receive  by 
reason  of  these  subscriptions. 

The  subscriptions  could  not  have  been  made  on  the  faith  of  expres- 
sions or  representations  subsequently  made,  and  if  the  Diocese  or 
^ding  Committee  have  since  erred  in  the  matter,  the  error  ought  in 
jnstice  to  be  corrected. 

But  it  is  said  that  subsequent  expressions  and  action  of  the  Standing 
Committee  and  CJouncil  are  entitled  to  some  weight  in  determining  the 
intent  with  which  contributions  were  made,  and  the  expectation  of  the 
doners  as  to  benefits  to  the  Parishes  by  reason  thereof;  and  also  in  deter- 
mining what  is  just  and  expedient  in  the  matter.  In  this  view  we  have 
examined  the  Journals  of  the  Diocese  from  1866  to  the  present  time. 

The  subsequent  expressions  and  action  of  the  CJouncil  and  Standing 
.\)mmittee,  above  referred  to,  relate  chiefly  to  assessments  for  the  Dio- 
esanFund. 

Among  the  Parishes  most  affected  by  the  matter  of  credits  on  account 
r  these  subscriptions,  are  St  Paul's  and  St.  James',  of  Milwaukee,  St. 
ylvanus',  of  Nashotah,  and  St.  John's,  of  Portage  .and  of  these  St.  Paul's, 
'  Milwaukee,  is  selected  as  the  best  to  illustrate  and  aid  in  understand- 
[g  what  has  been  said  and  done  by  the  Council  and  Standing  Committee 
itb  reference  to  such  credits. 

The  assessment  upon  St  Paul's  Parish  for  the  conciliar  year  ending 
me  1, 1867,  was  $350,  and  for  the  year  ending  June  1, 1868,  8390. 

The  last  mentioned  assessment  was  made  by  the  same  Standing 
)iiimittee  whose  efforts  in  the  next  preceding  year  secured  the  subserip- 
[>ns  to  increase  the  Episcopal  or  Endowment  Fund:  and  it  would  seem 
lat  this  Standing  Committee  would  certainly  have  allowed  credits  upon 
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this  assessment,  or  explained  the  failure  to  do  so,  if  the  faith  of  the  Dio- 
cese was  pledged  to  the  giving  of  credits  on  account  of  such  subBcriptiom 

The  assessment  shows  that  no  credits  were  given,  and  from  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  before  recitedit  would  seem  that  the  ideaof  giving 
such  credits  was  not  entertained. 

It  would  seem,  also,  that  the  parishes  interested  would  have  brouc^t 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  if  they  had  expected  such  cied- 
its,  and  yet  we  fail  to  find  any  mention  of  the  subject  in  the  Journal  of 
1867. 

The  membership  of  the  Standing  Committee  last  referred  to  was  as 
follows:  Rev.  Messrs.  F.  Durlin,  L.  W.  Davis,  Wm.  Dafter  and  JohnM^ 
Namara;  and  Messrs.  J.  B.  Doe,  S.  A.  Hudson,  J.  A.  Wood  and  S.Foord, 
Jr. 

The  Council  of  1S67  elected  as  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  jrear 
ending  June  1, 1868,  Rev.  Messrs.  William  B.  Ashley,  D.  D.,  David  Keene, 
D.  D.,  Lewis  A.  Kemper,  D.  D.,  and  Wm.  Dafter,  and  Messrs.  H.  H.Camp, 
L.  J.  Bush,  Winfield  Smith  and  Duncan  C.  Reed:  so  that  the  membership 
was  wholly  changed,  except  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dafter  remained  a  member. 

In  their  report  to  the  Council  of  1868  this  Committee  report  an  asMO- 
ment  for  the  year  ending  June  1, 1869,  and  in  respect  to  it  say:  ''In  making 
the  present  assessment  due  consideration  has  been  given,  so  fab  A8 
COULD  BE  DONE  CONSISTENTLY,  to  the  amouuts  hithcrto  contributed  by 
each  Parish  to  the  Endowment  Fund." 

The  assessment  reported  by  the  committee,  as  respects  the  Parish  ol 
8t.  Paul's,  was  8390,  the  same  as  before.  The  assessments  upon  theothei 
Parishes  mentioned  were  not  materially  reduced.  The  assessment  wai 
referred  to  a  select  committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  W.  F.  Lloyd,  Hoe 
Moses  M.  Strong  and  Dr.  John  G.  Meachem,and  this  committee  report© 
the  assessment  back  without  any  alterations  affecting  the  Parish  name 
or  those  in  like  situation.    (Pages  72;  22-3.) 

Pending  the  reference  of  the  assessment  to  this  Committee,  a  resoh 
tion  was  offered  instructing  the  special  Committee  on  the  assessment  f< 
the  Diocesan  Fund  to  consider  not  only  the  ability  of  the  Parishes,  bi 

ALSO  THE  AMOUNT  THAT  HAS  BEEN  CONTRIBUTED  BY  EACH  TO  THE  E] 

DOWMENT  Fund.  It  appears  from  the  report  that  this  resolution  w; 
discussed,  but  in  so  far  as  appears,  no  action  was  taken  upon  it. 

In  1869  the  Standing  Coiuinittee  reported  an  assessment,  the  same : 
amount  as  in  1868,  in  so  far  as  the  Parish  mentioned  was  concerned.  Tl 
assessment  was  also  referred  to  a  special  Committee,  and  afterwar 
adopted  without  change  as  respects  this  and  other  parishes  in  like  situ 
tion. 

As  appears  on  page  51  of  the  Journal,  the  Standing  Committee  wei 
on  motion,  to  prepare  a  draft  of  an  assessment  to  be  submitted  next  y€ 

UPON  the  BASIS  OF  CONTRIBUTIONS  TO  THE  ENDOWMENT  FUND.      In 
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fiur  as  appears,  this  motion  was  adopted  without  discussion  or  investiga- 
tion. If  the  matter  had  been  investigated,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the 
Journal  would  show  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  for  that  purpose. 

By  the  Journal  of  1870  it  appears  that  the  Standing  Committee  re- 
ported an  assessment  for  the  year  ending  June  1, 1871,  in  accordance  with 
this  direction* 

The  Council  adopted  a  resolution  that  fifteen  cents  for  each  commu- 
nicant in  Parishes  reporting  over  50  communicants,  and  ten  cents  for  each 
(^mmunieant  in  all  congregations  reporting  50  or  less,  be  added  to  the 
assessment  as  reported  by  the  Standing  Committee:  and  with  these  amend- 
ments, the  assessment  as  reported  was  adopted. 

The  assessment  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  as  reported  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, was  $64,  and  under  the  resolution  of  the  Council  $48  wiis  added, 
making  the  total  assessment  as  adopted  $112. 

By  the  assessment  reported  to,  and  adopted  by  the  Council  of  1871, 
St  Paul's  Parish  was  assessed  $75. 

As  this  assessment  purported  to  be  made  upon  the  basis  of  subscrip- 
tions to  the  Endowment  Fund,  it  is  apparent  that  credits  were  not 
allowed  as  against  Diocesan  expenses  other  than  the  Bishop's  salary;  for 
if  credits  had  been  allowed  as  against  the  assessment  as  a  whole 
coTering  all  Diocesan  expenses,  St.  Paul's  and  other  Parishes  in  like  situ- 
tion,  would  not  have  been  assessed  at  all.  The  total  assessment  was  at 
the  rate  of  about  one  dollar  for  each  communicant  in  Parishes.  St.  Paulas 
was  assessed  as  having  320  communicants,  and  its  credit  stated  at  $838, 
would  have  wholly  exempted  it  from  assessment  if  allowed  against  all 
Diocesan  expenses. 

From  the  Journal  of  1872  we  extract  the  following: 

•*The  report  of  the  Stiuiding  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  elected  by  the 
Twenty-fifth  Annual  Council,  was  presented  and  retwl  by  their  SecTetary. 
The  draft  of  an  assessment  by  the  Committee  was  received  and  referreil 
to  a  special  Committee  of  three." 

In  their  report  to  the  Council  this  Connnittee  say: 

••It  appears  also  to  the  Committee  that  the  true  l){isi8  of  assessment 
has  not  yet  been  determined  by  the  Council.  The  Diocesan  Fund  itself 
being  for  a  specific  purpose,  to  wit;  a  portion  of  the  Bishop's  salary,  Jia 
well  as  for  general  Diocesan  puri)oses,  it  does  not  seem  as  at  present  rais- 
ed by  assessment  upon  communicants,  and  in  allowing  credits  to  Piuishes 
on  account  of  past  subscriptions  to  the  Episcopal  Fund,  to  work  ecjiially 
and  equitably  upon  all  Parishes  which  are  bound  to  contribute  for  the 
general  purposes  of  the  Diocese.  Yoiu:  Committee  therefore  respectfully 
submits  the  following: 

**Remii9ed:  That  the  whole  saliject  of  aBsessment  for  the  Diocesan  Fund,  together  with 
UteiRifffeitloiM  contained  in  the  abore  report,  be  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  for  eonaideration,  and  that  they  be  instructed  to  report  at  the  next  Council." 
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The  assessment  upon  8t.  Paul's  Parish,  as  adopted  by  this  Council 
was  8100. 

From  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  found  in  the  Jounial  of 
1873,  we  take  the  following: 

"The  Committee  are  aware  that  those  parishes  which  have  Uuie 
sums  of  interest  to  their  credit,  on  account  of  donations  heretofore  made 
to  the  Endowment  Fund,  are  in  some  instances  called  upon  this  yeir  to 
pay  more  than  remains  of  their  just  assessment  after  deducting  sudi  in* 
terest  The  Committee  does  not  recommend  to  the  Council  to  vidite 
with  the  Parishes  the  understanding  on  which  the  Fund  was  raised; 
but  recommend  that  an  earnest  appeal  be  made  to  the  liberality  and  gen- 
erosity of  the  richer  parishes,  to  assist,  even  beyond  their  strict  obligatioo, 
the  poorer  communities,  upon  whom  otherwise  a  burden  would  fall gicfit- 
er  than  they  can  bear."  The  assessment,  with  some  alteratioiifl^  wis 
adopted  by  the  Council. 

After  some  discussion  of  the  matter  it  was 

"Resolved:  That  the  whole  8al]jeot  of  Diocesan  assenment  be  made  the  fpeeialeite 
of  the  day  to-morrow  at  10  o'clock,  a.  if. 

When  the  subject  came  up  in  accordance  with  thisresolution,  it  mi 
resolved  that  the  assessment  of  the  Standing  Committee  be  referred  back 
to  them,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  applications  of  any  one  desiiiiig  a 
change  in  the  amount  assessed  against  a  Parish  or  Mission,  with  iK>wer  to 
amend  the  same. 

It  was  also  resolved  that  a  Committee  of  four  be  appointed  to  report 
to  the  next  Annual  Council  upon  the  subject  of  the  organization  of  a 
Finance  Committee,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  finances  of  the  DioeetK 
and  the  Reverend  Sirs  TenBi-oeck,  DeKoven,  and  Sirs  James  H.  Hoei 
and  James  Jenkins,  were  appointed  such  Committee.  The  report  of  this 
Committee  will  be  found  on  page  43,  Journal  of  1874. 

The  Standing  Committee  subsequently  made  a  report  in  which  they 
say :  "The  Committee  on  e<iualization  have  reduced  the  assessments  from 
the  report  on  the  draft  as  submitted  by  the  Standing  Committee^  on  Far* 
ishes,  as  follows: 

''Portage,  with  71  communicants,  having  879  interest  to  its  credit  on 
the  Endowment  Fund,  is  assessed  nothing  for  Bishop's  salary.  Colum- 
bus, with  20  communicants,  having  $18  interest  to  its  credit,  is  assesBed 
nothing  for  the  Bishop's  salary.  These  Parishes  are  both  among  those 
indicated  by  a  star  as  assessed  above  the  average  rate.  The  assessment 
on  St.  John's  Church,  Milwaukee,  for  the  Bishop's  salary  is  reduced  from 
$76  to  $56.  They  have  increased  the  assessment  on  the  following  Parish- 
es as  follows:  St  Alban's,  Sussex,  $3;  Grace,  Sheboygan,  $5;- St.  Faul'Sy 
Milwaukee,  810;  all  for  Bishop's  salary." 

This  report  was  accepted,  and  the  assessment  as  amended  was  adopt- 
ed. (Page  33,  Journal  of  1873.)  The  assessment  on  St  Paul's  Parish  w*s 
$184.

In  reporting  their  draft  of  asseBsment  for  the  Diocesan  Fund  to  the 
Council  of  1874,  the  Standing  Committee  say:  "The  total  of  the  assess- 
ment above  was  92124.  To  make  it  equal  to  the  estimate  of  the  Treas- 
urer, and  to  cover  any  possible  deficiency  caused  by  delinquencies,  the 
Committee  recommend  that  an  earnest  appeal  be  made  to  the  liberality 
andgenerosity  of  the  richer  congregations  to  assist  even  beyon4  their 
itriet  obligations  the  poorer  communities:  and  therefore  recommend  the 
following  additional  assessment  upon  the  following  Parishes,  namely:  St. 
Paul's,  Milwaukee,  $40:  St.  John's,  Milwaukee,  820;  St.  Paul's,  Fond  du 
iMs,  $10;  Trinity,  Oshkosh,  tlO." 
i  By  the  assessment  as  adopted  St  Paul's,  Milwaukee,  was  assessed  $121 . 

The  assessment  upon  St  Paul's  Parish,  as  adopted  by  the  (Council  of 
m,  was  $125. 

From  the  Journal  of  1876  we  extract  the  following:  ''On  motion, 

**Bemi9ed.'  That  the  ■■wrnient  on  Pariihet  for  the  enraiog  year  be  one  dollar  for 
mA  orauBBiiioaDt,  and  on  Miariona,  fifty  cents  for  each  commanioant.  The  namber  of 
OMnnieMita  ahall  be  aaoertained  from  the  report  of  1876. 

"Jbtolwd.*  That  a  aeleet  Committee  of  Ato  be  appointed  to  take  Into  consideration 
tUaallar  of  a  proper  baaia  of  assessment  for  the  Diocesan  Fnnd,  to  report  at  the  Conyen- 
li«." 

By  the  draft  of  assessment  as  reported  to  the  Council,  nothing  was 
Mned  against  the  Parish  of  St  Paul's;  but  in  their  accompanying  re- 
port the  Standing  Committee  say  that  *'The  Committee  further  recom- 
loend  that  the  Council  request  of  those  Parishes  which  may  be  exempt, 
the  same  contribution  as  last  year." 

In  18T7  the  Standing  Committee  reported  an  assessment  the  same  as 
In  18761,  and  repeated  the  same  recommendation. 

In  1878  the  Standing  Committee  reported  an  assessment  in  which 
they  return  to  the  former  practice  of  distinguishing,  on  tlie  face  of  the 
assessment,  between  the  amount  assessed  for  l^ishop's  siilary  and  for  the 
other  Diocesan  expenses,  and  allow  credits  an  account  of  Bishop's  salary 
only.  On  this  basis  St  Paul's  Parish  was  assesed  $84.40.  (Pages  xxvi- 
39-75.) 

In  their  report  to  the  Council  of  1879,  the  Standing  Committee  say: 
"We  are  aware  that  the  principle  of  assessment  proposed  by  the  Standing 
Committee  for  some  years  past,  based  on  the  number  of  communicants, 
is  not  a  strictly  just  one,  bearing  in  many  cases  unequally,  and  in  some 
with  even  comparative  hardship  on  particular  Parishes  and  Missions;  but 
no  other  plan  prop(»ed  to  the  Council  seems  as  yet  to  have  met  with  gen- 
eral approval:  and  in  the  absence  of  any  directions  on  the  subject,  we 
have  passed  the  following  resolution. 

*'R0tohed:  That  the  Committee  reoommend  to  the  Connoil  an  assessment  for  the  en- 
iuing  year  amonntinff  in  the  anrrefate  to  a  sum  equal  to  II,  for  each  commnnioant  in  Par- 
ishes, and  to  50  eenta  for  eaeh  eommnnicant  in  Mlisions— the  number  of  communioants  to 
be  aseertained  from  the  reports  of  1879,  or  from  the  last  recorded  report."        *  * 

The  plan  of  assessment  recommended  by  the  Committee  was  adopt- 
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ed,  aiid  on  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  81000  be  added  to  the  assesamen 
as  proposed,  to  make  up  the  delinquency  in  the  Diocesan  Fund.  (Pag 
XXX  vii.)  The  Journal  does  not  show  the  assessment  as  adopted,  but  inth 
report  of  Winfield  Smith,  as  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  he  says:       ♦ 

'^Interest  due  to  the  several  Parishes  on  accoimt  of  former  contr 
butions  to  the  Episcopal  Fund,  has  been  credited  to  them  upon  kiohti 

FIVE  PER  CENT.  OF  THE  ASSESSMENT,  FIFTEEN  PER  CENT.  HAVING  BEE 
8ET  APART  (UNDER  RESOLUTIONS  OF  THE  STANDING    CJOMMITTEE)  FO 

Diocesan  Expenses,  for  the  payment  of  which  all  Parishes  and  Mil 
sions  are  understood  to  be  liable  in  proportion  to  their  assessments.**  ♦ 

In  their  report  to  the  Council  of  1880,  the  Committee  on  Privileg 
say: 

"That  as  to  St.  James*  Parish,  Milwaukee,  the  Committee  finds  tli 
following  facts:  1.  That  the  amount  of  the  annual  assessment,  as  ca 
eulated  by  the  Standing  Committee,  and  the  amount  as  calculated  by  tk 
representatives  of  St.  James',  does  not  vary  in  any  important  degree. 
That  the  Treasurer  has  in  his  hands  a  check  from  St  James'  Parish,  f( 
the  amount  of  $25.00,  which  would  reduce  the  amount  of  the  alleged  d 
linquency  to  $41.W;  but  the  Treasurer  has  declined  to  place  this  check  I 
the  credit  of  the  Parish,  on  the  ground  that  its  acceptance  would  imifi 
from  the  language  on  the  face  of  the  check,  payment  of  the  due  amoiu 
in  full.  3.  That  after  deducting  said  check  of  825.00  from  its  assessmei 
St.  James*  claims  that  it  should  receive  credit  for  said  balance  of  $41J 
(or  about  that  amount)  as  a  portion  of  the  annual  interest  upon  amoiu 
of  the  Diocesan  Endowment  subscribed  by  said  parish;  said  amount  < 
interest  being  in  excess  of  the  amount  credited  to  the  Parish  on  accon] 
of  the  Bishop's  salary.  Herein  lies  the  whole  substance  of  the  different 
between  the  Standing  Committee  and  the  Parish. 

**As  to  St  Paul's  Parish,  the  facts  are  similar,  except  that  in  the  ca 
of  St.  Paul's,  the  amount  of  interest  claimed  in  off-set  is  alleged  to  coV< 
the  entire  amount  of  the  annual  assessment,  including  both  the  assessmei 
on  account  of  Bishop's  salary,  and  the  assessment  for  current  expend 
tures  of  the  Diocese. 

"The  proper  determination  of  this  question  of  difference  between  tl 
Standing  Committee  and  both  Parishes,  seems  to  depend  mainly,  ( 
wholly,  upon  the  terms  of  the  original  subscription  to  the  Endowmei 
Fund. 

**lt  is  claimed  by  the  Standing  Committee,  that,  by  the  terms  of  th 
subscription,  the  interest  upon  the  subscription  of  any  parish,  can  1 
credited  only  as  against  assessments  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate» 
payment  of  the  Bishop's  salary.  It  is  claimed  by  the  two  Parishes,  as  ^ 
understand  them,  that  this  interest  may  be  applied  against '  the  anni 
assessment  for  the  payment  of  the  Bishop's  salary,  to  the  full  amount 
such  assessments,  and  that  any  excess  in  the  amount  of  such  annual 
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terest,  may  be  credited  to  the  Parishes  against  assessment  for  the  current 
and  contingent  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

'*The  determination  of  this  question  is  one  which  considerably  affects 
the  revenues  of  the  Diocese,  not  merely  for  the  present  year,  but  for  the 
foture.  It  has  been  already  adjudicated  by  the  Standing  Committee  for 
itself,  adversely  to  the  clsums  of  the  two  parishes  in  question.  But  this 
Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  question  is  one  of  such  grave  and 
pennanent  importance  as  to  require  direct  and  permanent  action  by  the 
Council,  and  that  the  conclusions  of  the  Council  thereupon,  should  be  env 
bodied  in  general,  definite  and  permanent  form. 

"We  therefore  recommend  that  tiik  whole  subject  of  the  appli- 
cation OF  A27NUAL  INTEREST  DUE  TO  PARISHES  UPON  SUBSCRIPTION  TO 

THE  Endowment  Fund,  be  referred  to  a  permanent  or  select  Committee 
of  the  Council,  with  instructions  to  report  in  full,  by  resolution  or  canon» 
totheCouncUof  1881;"etc.  *  *  ♦  * 

fiy  the  foregoing  report  the  whole  subject  of  credits  on  account  of 
subscriptions  to  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  the  practicid  results  of  giv- 
ing sach  credits,  was  for  the  first  time  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Council  in  such  form  as  to  be  fully  understood.  It  was  also  the  first 
ootioe  to  the  Council  and  Diocese,  of  the  claim  that  Parishes  whose  mem- 
beis  had  subscribed  to  the  Episcopal,  now  Endowment,  Fund,  should  be 
credited  with  the  interest  accruing  from  such  subscriptions  as  against 
ttNeement  for  aU  Diocesan  expenses. 

The  result  was  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  which  submitted 
the  reports  found  in  tlie  Journal  of  1881,  at  pages  xx  and  xliii,  and  which 
^eie,  by  the  action  of  the  CouncU  of  1881,  referred  to  your  present  Com- 
mittee. 

The  assessments  adopted  in  the  ye4irs  A.  D.  1880  and  1881,  allowed 

<tedit8  to  Parishes  upon  assessment  for  Bishop's  salary  only. 

From  the  foregoing  citations  and  history  of  the  action  and  expres- 
sions of  the  Standing  Cx)mmittee  and  Council  since  the  year  1866,  it  appeal's 
that  the  first  substantial  exemptions  from  assessment,  on  account  of  sub- 
scriptions to  the  Endowment  F  und  were  given  upon  the  assessment  for  the 
Conciliar  year  ending  June  1, 1871,  in  accordance  with  a  motion  adopted 
^y  the  CouncU  of  1860.  ' 

The  credits  given  applied  upon  the  portion  of  the  assessment  made 
^otthe  Bishop's  salary  only.  This  continued  to  be  the  practice  until  the 
year  1876,  when  the  distinction  between  the  Bishop's  salary  and  other 
Wocesan  expenses  was  not  made,  and  credits  seem  to  have  been  allowed 
%n  the  the  assessment  as  a  whole  for  the  Conciliar  years  ending  June 
^1 1877  and  1878.  In  assessing  for  the  Conciliar  year  ending  June  1, 1879, 
^  Standing  Committee  returned  to  the  practice  of  distinguishing  be- 
tween Bishop's  salary  and  other  Diocesan  expenses,  and  allowing  credits 
inspects  the  Bishop's  salary  only;  and  the  practice  has  so  continued 
until  the  present  time.

The  Journals  do  not  show  the  amount  of  the  delinquency  in  subse- 
quent years. 

The  exemption  of  one  Parish  from  assessment  in  whole  or  in  part, 
necessitates  increasing  the  assessments  upon  other  F^urishes,  old  and  new, 
in  order  to  realize  the  amount  needed  to  meet  Diocesan  expenses.  The 
giving  of  credits  appears  to  have  commenced  in  1871,  and  the  Increarinir 
amount  of  the  delinquency,  and  frequent  expressions  of  dissatisfactioii 
with  the  basis  of  assessment  in  subsequent  years,  is  suggestive  of  the  effect 

But  whatever  the  effect,  all  will  agree  that  the  Diocese  must  do  what* 
ever  good  faith  and  justice  require,  and  in  the  light  of  the  for^gdng 
matters  we  proceed  to  state  our  conclusions. 

As  before  stated,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  que»- 
tioiis  whether  any,  and  if  so  what,  credits  upon  assessments  should  b9 
allowed  to  Parishes  on  account  of  subscriptions  to  the  Endowment  Fimd, 
must  be  determined  with  reference  to  the  representations  and  expiw- 
sions  of  intent  made  by  the  Standing  Ck)mmittee  and  Council  prior 
to  the  making  of  the  subscriptions.  We  do  not  think  a  considenitioa 
of  subsequent  expressions,  as  a  whole,  would  lead  to  differont  concluskniB: 
and  we  deem  many  of  the  last  mentioned  expressions  inconsistent,  vA 
evidently  made  without  investigation  or  due  deliberation. 

Looking  at  the  history  of  the  matter  from  the  oi^ganization  of  the 
Diocese  until,  and  including  the  year  1867,  it  appears  to  your  Committee 
that  the  expression  of  the  Diocese  has  been  uniform  and  certain  to  this 
intent: 

First— That  the  Episcopal,  or  Endowment  Fund  should  be  increased 
by  contribution  and  accumulation,  to  at  least  the  sum  of  950,000. 

Second— That  when  not  added  to  the  principal,  the  income  derivei 
therefrom  should  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 
That  the  Parishes,  or  laity  would  be  measurably  relieved  from  contribtt- 
tion  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  by  raising  an  Endowment  Fund 
for  that  object,  is  a  necessary  inference,  and  must  have  been  contemplate 
ed  as  one  of  the  inducements  for  raising  the  Fund,  at  all  times  ahioe 
the  purpose  was  first  entertained:  but  the  first  expression  of  it  is  founl 
in  the  action  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  July  18, 1866.  In  the  resolii- 
tions  then  adopted,  a  form  of  subscription  was  prescribed,  containing  the 
following: 

'*The  undeiBigned  subscribe  the  sums  set  opposite  to  their  seven] 
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names  fot  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin, 
for  the  purpose  of  freeing  the  Parishes  from  all  assessments  for  that  ob- 
ject" 

Respecting  this  clause  the  majority  of  your  former  Committee  say: 

"A  careful  and  especially  a  critical  examination  of  those  resolutions 
shows  that  there  is  no  condition  expressed  or  obviously  inferable,  that 
any  parish  is  to  be  entitled  to  any  credit  whatever,  upon  its  Diocesan  as- 
sesBment,  on  account  of  interest  on  its  payment  to  the  Episcopal  Fund. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  resolutions  to  justify  the  supposition  that  any  such 
condition  was  contemplated,  except  what  may  be  derived  from  the  ex* 
pressed  object  of  the  subscription. 

''A  liberal  construction  of  the  resolution  which  sets  forth  the  object 
of  the  subscription,  is,  that  it  is  made  for  the  purpose  of  '^freeing  the  Par> 
ishesfrom  all  assessments"  for  the  Episcopal  Fund  itself,  although  the 
iNCBSAffic  of  that  Fund  is  the  object  expressed. 

'^e  expressed  motive  for,  and  inducement  to  the  subscription,  was 
inoontrovertibly  for  the  purpose  of  freeing  the  Parishes  from  all  assess- 
ments FOB  THAT  OBJECT.'  ** 

Tour  present  Committee  find  no  difficulty  in  determining  the  mean- 
ing of  the  words  '*that  object,"  as  here  used* 

Assessments  had  never  been  made  to  increase  of  the  Episcopal 
Fnnd,  and  hence  the  words  **thBt  object"  must  refer  to  the  object  of  the 
episcopal  Fund  and  not  to  the  Fund  itself. 

Were  this  doubtful,  looking  at  this  clause  singly,  these  words  'that 
object"  are  clearly  defined  by  the  subsequent  provision  in  the  same  reso* 
IntioDs,  that  the  money  so  subscribed  should  be  invested  and  held  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  by  the  expression  for  the  support  of  a 
Dioeesw,  also  by  the  declaration  that, 

'^e  express  intention  of  the  Committee  was  that  the  interest  of  this 
soni  should  be  appropriated,  first,  to  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Dio- 
<!C8an:  secondly,  to  that  of  the  Assistant  Bishop:  all  deficiencies  to  be 
^e  up  out  of  the  Diocesan  Fund  raised  by  annual  assessment  upon  the 
Parishes." 

Assuming  that  subscribers  to  this  Fund  looked  beyond  the  form  of 
subscription  used,  and  relied  upon  these  resolutions  found  in  the  records 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  then  we  must  assume  that  subscriptions  may 
^vebeen  made  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  Parishes  from  assessment 
^of  thesupport  of  the  Episcopate,  in  so  far  as  the  income  of  the  Endowment 
^nnd  should  prove  sufficient  for  that  purpose.  And  assuming  this,  we 
^^  it  necessarily  follows  that  contributions  for,  and  applicable  to  this 
purpose  only,  cannot  be  applied  to  any  other,  or  considered  in  apportion* 
%  the  contributions  to  be  made  for  other  Diocesan  expenses. 

Neither  individuals  nor  parishes  can  of  right  claim  immunity  from 
contributions  for  one  purpose,  on  account  of  contributions  made  for  an- 
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other  purpose:  and  by  giving  such  credit,  a  portion  of  the  income  exdu 
flively  applicable  to  the  support  of  the  Bishop,  would  be  diverted,  aw 
applied  to  other  purposes  in  direct  contravention  of  the  Constitutioii  o 
the  Diocese. 

We  deem  it  very  clear,  therefore,  that  credits  cannot,  and  should  no 
be  allowed  upon  assessment  for  expenses  other  that  the  Bishop's  salary. 

The  other  branch  of  the  question— whether  any  credit  should,  or  cai 
constitutionally,  be  allowed  to  the  Parishes  severally, — demands  ver 
serious  consideration.  As  touching  this  question,  your  Committee  invit 
attention  to  the  following  considerations  which  have  chiefly  influence 
their  conclusions: — 

The  Episcopal  Fund  amounted  to  $4560.23  before  the  making  of  tb 
subscriptions  in  question. 

Of  the  increase  since  made,  83193.37  was  contributed  by  Ladies'  Hit 
Societies. 

If  credits  are  given  on  account  of  subscriptions  made  in  1866  and  ISff 
credit  should  also  be  given  on  account  of  all  other  contributions  to  thi 
Fund. 

The  subscriptions  were  not  made  by  Parishes,  but  by  individual  laj 
men  as  such,  not  as  members  of  Parishes.  This  appears  from  the  forme 
subscription  used. 

Many  of  these  subscribers  have  fallen  asleep,  and  many  are  membe 
of  Parishes  other  than  those  of  which  they  were  members  at  the  time  < 
subscribing:  and  if  credits  are  allowed  their  former  parishes,  on  acconi 
of  their  subscriptions,  such  subscribers  will  not  only  fail  to  receii 
any  personal  relief  from  their  contributions,  but  as  members  of  othi 
Piirishes,  their  burdens  will  be  increased  by  the  exemptions  which  the 
former  Parishes  gain  thereby. 

The  same  hardship  results  as  respects  Parishes. 

Credits,  if  given,  operate  to  relieve  the  older  and  wealthier  Parishe 
by  increasing  the  burdens  of  the  younger  and  poorer. 

As  opposed  to  these  considerations,  we  note  the  hardship  as  betwtt 
the  older  Parishes,  of  giving  those  Parishes  whose  members  subscribe 
little,  the  same  measurable  relief  from  assessment,  as  those  whose  mei 
bers  subscribed  more. 

Looking  at  the  matter  from  the  stand-point  of  equity,  and  aside  fro 
any  question  of  faith  pledged,  we  think  the  former  considerations  oi 
weigh  the  latter:  and  if  the  number  of  dollars  in  the  Parishes,  instead 
the  number  of  communicants,  was  the  basis  of  apportioning  burdens,  t 
apparent  inequality  in  the  amounts  subscribed  by  the  members  of  t 
several  Parishes  might  wholly  vanish. 

We  come  then,  to  the  question  whether  the  faith  of  the  Diocese 
pledged  to  the  giving  of  any  credit  on  account  of  these  subscriptions. 
It  is  not  and  could  not  reasonably  be  claimed  that  by  the  mere  aski 
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of  oontributionB  for  the  support  of  thei  Episcopate  in  1866,  the  faith  of 
the  Diocese  was  pledged  to  the  allowance  of  special  exemptions  from  fur- 
ther contributions  for  that  object 

In  considering  whether  the  faith  of  the  Diocese  was  pledged^  former 
committees  have  regarded  the  question  as  depending  on  the  terms  of  the 
original  subscriptions  and  expressed  object  of  the  same. 

Afl  already  seen,  the  form  of  subscription  used  does  not  refer  to  the 
matter  of  relief  from  assessments,  but  we  have  assumed  that  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  Standing  Cobimittee  may  have  come  to  the  knowledge  of  sub- 
scribers, and  that  subscriptions  may  have  been  made  with  reference 
thereto. 

Referring  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  these  resolutions  contain 
the  words:  ''for  the  purpose  of  freeing  the  Parishes  from  all  assessment 
fwthat  object" 

Respecting  this  clause  the  majority  of  your  former  committee  say: 
"A  careful  and  especially  a  critical  examination  of  those  resolutions  shows 

that  THERE  IS  NO  CONDITION  EXPRESSED  OR  OBVIOUSLY  INFERRABLE 
THAT  ANY  PARISH  IS  TO  BE  ENTITLED  TO  ANY  CREDIT  WHATEVER  UP- 
ON ITS  DiOCESAN  ASSESSMENT  ON  ACCOUNT  OF  INTEREST    ON    ITS    PAY- 

HErr  TO  THE  Episcopal  Fund." 

Aside  from  the  erroneous  assumption  that  such  payments  were  made 
by  Parishes  as  corporate  bodies  this  statement  coincides  with  the  judg- 
ment of  your  present  committee 

The  words  •freeing  the  Parishes,"  clearly  refer  to  the  Parishes  col- 
lectivly,  not  severally,  and  the  obvious  inference  from  the  resolutions  as 
a  whole  is  that  this  relief  from  assessment  for  the  support  of  the  Episco- 
pate was  to  acme  to  all  Parishes  equally  by  the  raising  of  a  fund  which 
wonld  produce  income  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  and  thus  render  assess- 
ment unnecessary. 

In  case  the  fund  did  not  produce  income  sufficient,  all  of  the  Parishes 
would  be  equally  but  only  measurably  relieved.  That  it  was  contem- 
plated that  this  might  be  the  case,  appears  from  the  fact  that  the  form 
0^  subscription  used  made  the  subscriptions  binding  whenever  the  sum 
otISOjOOO  should  be  subscribed,  provided  tliis  was  accomplished  prior  to 
a  given  data 

There  is  nothing  in  the  resolutions  upon  which  to  base  even  an  in- 
ference that  the  Parishes  severally  were  to  be  relieved  in  proportion  to 
the  amounts  subscribed  by  the  members,  but  contrawise,all  just  grounds 
of  inference  support  the  opposite  conclusion.  Had  it  been  contemplated 
^  Parishes  were  to  be  relieved  severally,  and  in  proportion  to  the 
amounts  subscribed  by  their  members,  we  think  such  intent  would  have 
^  clearly  expressed.  It  seems  probable  also,  that  in  such  case  the 
amount  to  be  raised  would  have  been  apportioned  among  the  Parishes, 
and  the  form  of  subscription  would  have  been  for  Parishes,  or  laymen  as 
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members  of  Parishes,  subscribing  for  the  account  of  their 
Parishes,  and  that  provision  would  have  been  made  for  transfe: 
its  in  accordance  with  changes  in  the  {ftirochial  relations  of  sul 

Provision  was  made  for  the  transfer  of  subscriptions  in  c 
creation  of  a  new  Diocese  within  the  limits  of  the  then  Dioces 
consin,  and  such  transfer  has  been  made! 

We  conclude  therefore  that  the  faith  of  the  Diocese  is  m 
to  the  allowance  of  any  credits  upon  assessments  on  account  o: 
tionsto  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  that  equity  does  not  ca 
allowance  of  any  such  credits  in  view  of  all  considerations  her< 
ed  to. 

Your  Committee  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  income 
Endowment  Pund  should  be  added  to,  and  invested  with  the 
until  the  fund  is  increased  to  at  least  the  sum  of  $50,000. 

In  view  of  the  conclusion  arrived  at,  your  (Committee  re 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  in  wliich 
embodied  a  plan  for  increasing  the  Endowment  Fund. 

Betolved:  That  the  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  are  not  entitled  to  any  credi 
sessment  for  the  Diocesan  Fund,  by  reason  of  subteriptions  made  by  their  mei 
Episcopal  or  Endowment  Fund. 

•  Resolved:  That  until  the  Council  of  this  Diocese  shall  otherwise  order, 
derived  A*om  the  Endowment  Fund  shall  be  added  to,  and  invested  with  the  i 
accumulation. 

Resolved:   That  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to  appoint  a  c 
consist  of  two  laymen  from  each  Convocation  of  the  Diocese  to  increase  the 
Fund  to  at  least  the  sum  of  950,000. 

Either  cash  or  Parish  notes  may  be  accepted  in  payment,  and  when  sue 
given  they  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  of  Funds  a 
on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  June,  A.  D.,  1900,  and  bear  interest  at  six  per  cent  (

*ork  with  full  and  fair  understanding,  as  now  established  by  the  au- 
thority and  in  the  good  faith  of  this  Council,  that  all  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions shall  be  entitled  to  a  credit  of  five  per  cent  interest,  until  otherwise 
ordered  by  this  Council,  upon  all  gifts  or  subscriptions  which  may  have 
^n  made  by  them  at  any  time  to  this  fund,  by  whatever  name  the  fund 
Diayhave  been  temporarily  known,  or  which  shall  hereafter  be  made 
thereto,  as  an  offset  against  any  apportionments  laid  upon  the  parish  for 
any  purpose  whatsoever. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  following  committee  under  the 
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above  motion :  Rev.  Cbas.  S.  Lester,  Mr.  D.  Ferguson,  Rev.  Marco 
Lane,  Mr.  J.  B.  Doe,  Rev.  Wm.  P.  TenBroeck  and  Mr.  Hixon.

On  motion  all  the  Canons  passed  upon  in  the  report  of  th

Resolved:  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  revise  th

The  Bishop's  Address, 


Brethren  Beloved  in  the  Lord: 

The  year  which  has  passed  since  we  hist  met  in  Council  has  been 
one— as  the  reports  from  the  parishes  and  stations  give  gratifying  evi- 
dence—of very  faithful  work,  upon  which,  by  the  blessing  of  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church,  an  abundant  measure  of  success  has  waited.  These 
reports  will  show  the  consecration  of  five  churches;  the  building  of  one 
and  the  purchase  of  two  parsonage  houses;  an  increase  over  last  year  in 
the  number  of  persons  presented  for  confirmation;  a  large  number  of 
church  debts  paid,  and  a  marked  reduction  of  others;  and  a  general  deep- 
ening in  the  heaits  and  lives  of  the  faithful,  of  the  spirit  of  devotion, 
zeal  and  earnestness. 

God's  goodness  to  us  individually  and  in  all  that  pertains  to  our  eor- 
IK)rate,  organic  life  is  very  great.  Let  us  in  lives  of  truer  self-consecra- 
tion make  grateful  returns  for  all  His  mercies  and  loving-kindness. 

That  He  may  bless  our  labors  now  and  evermore  is  my  sincere  prayer. 

When,  gathered  together  as  one  family  before  the  altar,  we  bless  God's 
holy  name  for  all  His  servants  departed  this  life  in  His  faith  and  fear, 
we  naturally  recall  the  memories  of  those  who,  during  the  year,  in  the 
general  Church  und  in  the  Diocese,  have  been  called  to  their  reward,  and 
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we  thank  God  for  the  good  examples  of  the  dead  in  Christ.  One  of  the 
Bishops  of  the  American  Church  has  been  called  to  his  rest  since  our 
last  Council.    On  July  10,  A.  D.,  1881.  at  Myersdale,  Pa^  the  Rt  Bcv. 

JOHN  BARRETT  KERFOOT,  D.  D^  LL.  D., 

Hishop  of  IMttsburgh,  fell  asleep. 

Bishop  Kerfoot  was  bom  in  Dublin,  March  1,  181G.  Coming  in  early 
life  to  this  coimtry  he  was  educated  at  Flushing  Institute,  graduaUngio 
1834,  was  ordained  Deacon  and  Priest  by  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, was  aHHisUint  professor  in  8t  Paul's  College  from  1837-42,  Bector 
of  St.  James'  College,  Ilagerton,  Md.,  from  1842-64,  President  of  TrinitT 
( *ollege,  I  lartf  ord,  from  1864-66,  and  on  St.  Paul's  day,  1866,  was  consecrated 
first  IMsliop  of  Pittsburgh.  His  Episcopate  of  fifteen  years  was  one  of 
great  activity,  and  its  results  in  the  Diocese  indicate  his  staonch  church- 
manship  and  thorough  wisdom.  He  was  a  man  of  affectionate  disposition, 
and  consequently  of  many  and  strong  personal  attachments;  of  vaiied 
learning  and  attainments,  all  freely  consecrated  to  the  work  of  the 
Church ;  of  generous  and  catholic  sympathies,  leading  him  to  take  an  a^ 
tive  part  in  the  meetings  at  Lambeth  and  in  the  Old  Catholic  conferences 
on  the  continent  of  Europe.  His  kindness  of  maimer,  his  real  interest 
in  everything  pertaining  to  Church  work,  and  his  vast  experimental 
kiiowlnlge  and  wise  dexluctions  gave  peculiar  character  and  especial  valoe 
to  his  friendship  and  advice.  Throughout  the  Church  his  memory  is 
warmly  and  lovingly  cherished,  and  many  are  the  good  works  which  do 
follow  him. 

In  the  death  of  Pkter  Arvedson,  of  the  Diocese  of  Hlinois,  Nov.  SS. 
1881,  one  of  the  truest  and  most  faithful  missionaries  of  the  Church  ms 
calle^l  away.  For  many  years  he  cared  for  the  mission  at  Wilmot,  in 
Kenosha  county. 

1  have  n<'ver  known  an  instance  of  more  entire  consecration  of  one'i 
self  to  the  work  of  the  Holy  Ministry  than  he  manifested;  nor  of  a  life 
of  more  unwearied,  cheerful,  self-denying  devotion  than  was  his. 

During  the  year  two  devout  laymen  in  the  city  of  Milwaukee  hate 
been  called  to  the  rest  that  remaineth  to  the  people  of  God.  Mr.  J.  A* 
IIp:lfknhtein,  who,  for  many  years,  was  a  member  of  the  Standing  GoQh 
mittee,  and  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  of  Kemper  Hall,  and  for  sucoesave 
sessions  a  dejiuty  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention;  and  Hr. 
CiiAS.  Wkhstuu,  an  active  and  valued  member  of  the  Board  of  MissioDS. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Cooling  and  Mr.  Bussell,  the  parish  of  St  11- 
ban's,  Sussex,  loses  two  of  that  band  of  faithful  men  who,  with  God** 
blessing,  have  given  su(*h  strength  and  character  to  that  important  parish. 
Mrs.  Talbot  Dou^sMAN,  of  St.  Mary's,  Summit,  whose  active  interest  in 
Church  work  in  the  Diocese  began  before  the  foundation  of  Nashotah, 
and  who,  as  a  member  of  that  parish,  was  unwearied  in  good  works,  in 
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kindness  and  loving  words  and  deeds  to  all;  the  venerable  Mrs.  Polly 
Hull,  widow  of  the  first  Rector  of  St  Paul's  Parish,  Milwaukee;  Mrs. 
Hopkins,  of  Grace  Church,  Madison;  Mi*s.  Blyton,  of  St.  John's,  Sparta; 
and  Mrs.  Jewell,  of  St.  John's,  Star  Prairie,  who  have  this  year  been 
called  to  the  rest  of  Paradise,  were  of  the  number  of  faithful  women, 
who,  in  all  ages  of  the  Church,  have,  in  their  readiness,  zeal,  and  devo- 
tion in  good  works,  made  the  words  of  Mary  of  Nazareth  their  own; 
"Behold  the  handmaid  of  the  Lord."

August  14,  Sunday,  Ninth  after  Trinity— In  the  morning,  at  St.  John's 
^apel,  Springfield,  preached,  conflnned,  with  address,  two  persons,  and 
idministered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  at  3  o'clock,  in 
:be  Baptist  chapel,  Burlington,  8  miles  distant,  preached;  and,  in  the 
jvening,  at  8  o'clock,  in  the  Universal ist  chapel,  Rochester,  5  miles  dis- 
tant, baptized  two  children,  confirmed,  with  an  address,  three  persons, 
md  preached.  At  Springfield,  the  labors  of  Prof  Hindley,  of  Racine,  as 
Lay-reader,  have  been  invaluable.  During  the  summer,  the  Rev,  Arthur 
Ureenleaf,  residing  at  Geneva,  has  given  services  at  Springfield.  At  Bur- 
lington and  Rochester,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Boyd  is  at  present  supplying  the 
missions,  and  at  each  point  the  work  of  the  Church  is  very  encouraging.

nuch  has  been  accomplished.  Mr.  Cloak  will  be  greatly  missed  from  this 
ommunity,  but  it  is  hoped  that  a  missionary  may  be  found  to  continue 
he  good  work  here  and  at  Lancaster. 

August  23,  Tuesday— Went  to-day,  by  the  way  of  Galena,  Ills.,  to 
[azel  Green,  accompanied  from  Galena  by  Rev.  Messi*s.  Steel  and  Alni- 
list,  and  Dr.  Edward  Kitto.  The  little  church  at  Hazel  Green  was 
ade  beautiful  with  flowers,  and  a  lai*ge  congregation  attended  the  ser- 
ce.    Preached,  and  confirmed  one  person.    The  Rev.  Mr.  Steel,  of  Galena, 
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kindly  cares  for  this  mission,  driving  services  on  alternate  Sunday  after- 
noons. 

August  25,  Thursday— At  the  Cathedral,  baptized  Edith  I^uise,  in- 
fant daughter  of  the  Rev.  Horace  Gates. 

August  28,  Sunday,  Eleventh  after  Trinity— Celebrated  in  the  Cathe- 
dral Chapel,  and,  in  the  morning,  preached  in  the  Cathedral. 

September  4,  Sunday,  Twelfth  after  Trinity— Attended  at  St.  Sylvan- 
us'  Chapel,  Nashotah,  the  service  of  Harvest  Home.

When 
finished  it  will  be  a  beautiful  home  for  the  rector  of  this  excellent  parish.   . 

September  10,  Saturday— Attended  at  Mr.  Ferguson's  office,  in  the  ^ 
Bank,  Milwaukee,  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Nashotah.  - 

September    11,   Sunday,   Thirteenth   after   Trinity— Attended   the-- 
Harvest  Home  service  this  morning  in  the  Cathedral,  preached  and  ad— 
ministered  the  Holy  Communion.    Preached  in  the  evening.    The  day^ 
was  bright  and  pleasant,  the  arrangements  made  for  the  service  in  the 
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way  of  decorations,  music,  etc.,  were  very  perfect,  and  a  large  congre- 
gation joined  heartily  in  the  offering  of  prayer  and  praise  for  a  beneficent 
harvest  The  alms  and  other  devotions  of  the  congregation  were  for 
St  John's  Home. 

September  18,  Sunday,  Fourteenth  after  Trinity-— At  St.  Luke's

September  26,  Monday— Being  present  in  Red  Wing,  Minnesota,  at- 
tended, by  request  of  the  committee  of  arrangements,  a  public  gathering 
o' citizens,  to  listen  to  an  address  in  memory  of  President  Garfield,  by 
General  Jennison  of  that  city. 

September  28,  Wednesday— At  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Galbraith  Mil- 
iar, 691  Astor  Street,  Milwaukee,  at  8  o'clock,  p.  m.,  united  in  holy  matri- 
Diony,  Augusta  Cornelia  Miller  and  Elisha  Tibbits. 

September  29,  Thursday,  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels'— Present  attlie 
opening  service  at  Nashot^,  and  assisted  the  Bishop  of  Indiana  in  tlie 
Holy  Communion.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Riley,  the  Professor-elect  of  Ecclesias- 
tical History,  preached  the  sermon.  A  cordial  welcome  was  extended  to 
^.  Riley  by  the  Faculty  and  Students,  and  all  who  are  interested  in 
J^ashotah  will  rejoice  in  the  thought  of  his  coming  to  take  part  in  the 
i^ork  of  that  excellent  Institution.

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Peabody  and  Langlois,  and 
1  most  fitting  and  instructive  sermon  preached  by  the  Dean.  At  7 :  30,  p. 
It,  after  Evening  Prayer,  an  interesting  missionary  address  was  made  by 
the  Rev,  A.  B.  Peabody,  the  pioneer  missionary  of  the  St.  Croix.  The 
Bishop  closed  the  session  with  words  of  congratulation  and  exhortation, 
uidnsed  the  prayers  in  the  Institution  office  for  the  clergy  andcongrega- 
taona  of  the  Convocation  District. 

October  16,  Sunday,  Eighteenth  after  Trinity— In  St.  Mary's  Church, 
lomah,  at  9: 30,  A.  m.,  catechized  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School,  enjoy- 
ing very  much  their  hearty  rendering  of  the  service,  and  their  very  prompt 
responses  to  the  questions  of  the  Catechism.  At  10: 30,  preached  and  ad- 
DMBistered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  evening,  preached  and  con- 
finned,  with  an  address,  two  persons. 

October  19,  Wednesday— In  the  Baptist  chapel,  Brodhead,  attended 

the  fourth  service  of  the  Madison  Convocation,  which  began  its  sessions 

Tuesday  evening.    After  addresses  by  Dean  Royce  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 

I^t,  made  a  brief  address  on  the  "Personality  of  Christian  Disciple- 
ship." 

October  20,  Thursday— Celebrated  at  the  8  o'clock  service.  At  9 
o'clock,  presided  at  a  business  meeting.  After  Morning  Prayer,  at  10: 30 
o'clock,  a  sermon  on  "The  Prayers  of  the  Prayer  Book,"  was  preached  by 
Mr.Pradt  At  3: 30,  p.  m.,  a  paper  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Henry  M.  Green 
on  the  Temperance  question.  At  4 :  15,  a  children's  service  was  conducted 
by  the  Rev.  T.  W.  McLean;  and  at  7:30,  p.  m.,  the  (^vocation  closed 
Jrith  a  Missionary  meeting;  addresses  being  made  by  i^e  Dean  and  the 
Bishop.  With  this  service  the  October  meeting  of  the  Madison  Convo- 
Jation  was  closed,  after  an  exceedingly  pleasant  and  profitable  sesf^on. 
[^e  purchase  of  a  church  lot,  centrally  situated,  has  been  accompli^ed 
t  Brodhead  this  summer. 
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October  22,  Saturday— Went  to-day,  by  the  way  of  Delavan— confer- 
ring there  with  parishioners  from  Elkhom  in  regard  to  that  pariah — ^to 
Mr.  J.  B.  Holmes',  near  Sharon. 

October  23,  Sunday,  Nineteenth  after  Trinity— In  the  morning  preach- 
ed and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  Sharon. 
After  the  service  met  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  catechized 
them.  It  was  a  very  pleasant  visit.  Returned  to  Mr.  Holmes',  accom- 
panied by  the  missionary  and  his  wife,  and  later  went  to  Delavan  and 
preached  in  the  evening. 

October  24,  Monday— Spent  the  day  at  Racine  and  Kenosha.  Found 
everything  in  the  school  at  Racine  in  good  working  order,  and  the  same 
at  Kemper  Hall. 

October  25,  Tuesday— In  Grace  Church,  Madison,  attended  Evening 
Prayer.  The  service  was  the  first  of  a  series  connected  with  the  Diocesan 
Sunday  School  Conference.  The  sermon  on  **Sunday  Schools  as  Helpers 
to  Church  Work,"  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Courtney,  of  Chicago. 
The  sessions  continued  Wednesday  and  Thursday.  The  Holy  Commun- 
ion was  administered  each  morning  at  seven  o'clock,  and  the  day  was  fill- 
ed with  interesting  conferences  on  subjects  connected  with  Sunday  School 
work.  The  attendance  was  good  during  the  sessions  and  services  of  the 
conference,  and  the  evening  congregations  especially  so.  Twenty-two 
clergymen  were  present,  and  delegates  from  Nashotah,  Baraboo,  Wauke- 
sha, Janesville,  Evansville,  Beloit  and  Delavan.  Tlie  arrangements  for 
the  conference  were  very  perfect  in  all  respects,  and,  most  happily,  the 
weather  was  bright  and  pleasant  during  the  days  of  the  conference.  The 
presence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Courtney  was  appreciated  by  all,  and  his  words 
of  wisdom  and  instruction  were  received  with  marked  attention.  An 
air  of  reality  was  noticeable  in  all  the  proceedings  of  the  conference.  The 
brethren  were  there  because  of  their  deep  interest  in  the  work  of  Sunday 
Schools,  and  in  all  that  was  said,  whether  the  narration  of  personal  exi>er- 
ience,  or  the  asking  of  questions,  this  feeling  of  interest  was  manifested. 

Some  points  of  significance  were  these:  a  general  agreement  that  the 
Sunday  School  is  a  school;  not  a  devotional  service  or  a  place  of  amuse- 
ment and  entertainment:  that  the  Church  Hymnal,  with  an  addition  of 
children's  hymns,  and  the  pointed  Canticles  of  the  Church,  might  be  made 
the  best  Hymnal  for  the  Sunday  School:  that  Libraries  are  almost  a 
necessity  in  Sunday  School  work:  that  the  Catechism  is  the  basis  of  all 
instruction,  since  the  Sunday  School  is  a  continuous  confirmation  class: 
that  attendance  upon  the  Sunday  School  in  no  way  takes  the  place  of 
attendance  upon  the  services  of  the  Church,  and  that  public  catecliizing, 
monthly,  at  least,  should,  in  accordance  with  the  mind  of  the  Church  as 
expressed  in  rubrics  and  canons,  be  adhered  to  in  every  congregation, 
when  the  imperative  engagements  of  the  pastor  do  not  render  it  im- 
possible. 
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This  first  Conference  has  been  in  the  truest  sense  of  the  word,  a 
great  success.  Its  organization  was  very  simple.  The  first  article  of  its 
unwritten  constitution  is  that  every  pastor  in  the  diocese,  every  Sunday 
Sdiool  superintendent,  officer  and  teacher,  and  every  lover  of  Sunday 
School  work,  is,  ez  ofido,  a  member  of  the  Conference.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
McLean,  of  Janesville,  was  elected  Secretary  and  Mr.  W.  M.  Wells,  of 
Delavan,  Treasurer. 

October  90,  Monday— Attended,  at  Cathedral  Hall,  a  reception  of  the 
Cathedral  congregation  in  accordance  with  the  custom  of  gathering  to* 
gether  on  the  evening  before  the  feast  of  All  Saints'.  It  was  a  large  and 
pleasant  company. 

November  1,  Tu^ay,  All  Saints'  Day— Administered  the  Holy 
Gommonion  at  the  second  service  in  the  Cathedral  this  morning.  There 
was  a  large  attendance  of  the  faithful  at  this  Festival. 

Addressed  a  Mission  Appeal,

The  Bishop  and  the  Board  of  Missions  ask  your  attention  to  this  their 
QiK^t  Appeal.  The  difficulties  in  the  way  of  Mission  work  are  very 
great  The  work  itself  was  never  more  full  of  hope.  The  difficulties 
viae  from  thoughtlessness  or  indifference  on  the  part  of  pastors  and  con* 
gregations.  The  offerings  from  parishes  are  very  small.  Some  failed  en- 
tirely in  making  the  August  offering,  and  some  send  no  offering  whatever 
for  lOssions.  The  payment  of  the  December  stipends  to  the  missionaries, 
depends  upon  the  offering  to  be  made  Sunday,  November  13. 

God  has  abundantly  blessed  the  Mission  work  in  this  Diocese.  His 
faithful  people  should  not  be  unmindful  of  that  blessing.  Within  the 
Mission  field,  during  the  year,  five  church  buildings  have  been  freed  from 
debt,  three  church  buildings  will  be  completed,  freed  from  debt,  and  ready 
for  consecration  before  the  next  Council;  two  church  lots  have  been  pur- 
chased and  paid  for,  and  two  secured  by  gift  The  spiritual  work  of  the 
thirteeti  Missionaries  of  the  Board,  ministering  to  thirty  congregations  or 
stations  cannot  be  measured.  * 

To  sustain  this  work,  we  need  $800  in  November.  Mission  Sunday 
is  Kovember  13.  The  quarterly  stipends  of  the  missionaries  are  due  De- 
cember 1.  By  the  28th  of  November,  at  the  latest,  the  offerings  should 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  that  the  stipends  may  be  sent  promptly.

Noveml)er  10,  Thursday— Preached  this  evening  in  the  Hall  occupied 
by  the  mission  in  Hudson. 

November  11,  Friday— Made  an  address  in  St.  Joseph  Chapel,  this 
morning,  and  administered  Holy  Baptism. 

November  13,  Sunday,  Twenty-second  after  Trinity — ^Preached  in  St 
John*s  Church,  Star  l^airie,  and  administered  Holy  Communion.  It  wai 
the  first  service  lield  by  the  Bisliop  in  this  parish  unblessed  by  the  cb6e^ 
ing  and  sympathizing  presence  of  Mi's.  Jewell,  who  was  indeed  in  tbfci 
congi'egation  a  mother  in  Israel.  Since  the  last  visitation  she  has  gone 
to  lier  reward.

(^hippewa  Falls.  After  the  service,  a  large  number  of  the  parishionen 
gathered  in  the  rectory,  and  there  was  an  informal,  but  very  pleasant 
n^ception.

( -hurch,  Bla(;k  River  Falls.  During  the  summer,  the  space  in  front  ol 
the  Church  has  been  nicely  sodded,  and  theinterior  of  the  church  paintei 
and  otherwise  l)eautiiied.

The  weather  was  perfect  during  the  days  of  our  sojourn  at  Xashotah,and 
very  pleasant  will  be  the  memories  of  this  season  to  all  who  were  privi- 
leged to  listen  to  the  words  of  spiritual  instruction  and  wisdom,  and  to 
gain,  in  days  of  retirement  and  meditation,  strength  and  courage  for  the 
future.

A  Pastoral  Letter,  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the 

Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

My  Dear  Brethren  in  the  Lord: 

The  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  American  Church,  and  a  number  of  oth- 
er Bishops,  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  second  Lambeth 
Conference,  appointed  the  Sunday  after  the  Festival  of  the  Ascension,  as 
a  Day  of  Intercession  for  the  success  of  the  missions  of  the  Gospel,  and 
Thanksgiving  for  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  throughout  the 
world.  Failing-to  receive  the  circular  of  the  Bishops  in  due  time  for  an 
appointment  on  that  Sunday,  I  hereby  appoint,  for  the  same  good  purpose, 
Sunday,  the  25th  day  of  June,  being  the  third  Sunday  after  Trinity,  to  be 
observed,  in  this  Diocese,  as  a  day  of  special  prayer  and  intercession,  and 
I  hope  most  sincerely,  that,  upon  that  day,  in  private  devotions,  at 
the  family  altar,  and  in  the  public  congregation,  there  will  be  especial 
lemembrance  of  the  great  and  blessed  work  of  Missions.  At  one  of  the 
services  on  that  day,  either  in  the  morning  or  evening,  I  ask  each  Pastor 
in  the  Diocese  to  make  the  Church's  mission  work,  the  subject  of  his 
sennon  or  address,  and  I  affectionately  urge,  that,  in  every  congregation, 
an  offering  be  made  for  the  general  missionary  work  of  the  Church,  to  be 
divided  between  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Committees.  In  connection 
with  this  subject,  and  at  this  time,  I  would,  through  tlie  Pastors  of  the 
IKocese,  urge  upon  all  the  families  and  members  of  the  flock,  the  import- 
snoe  and  usefulness  of  receiving  and  reading,  the  Church's  authorized 
nnssionary  Journal,  The  Spirit  of  Missions.  I  hereby  authorize  for 
U8e,  at  either  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer,  on  the  Day  of  Intercession, 
the  specisQ  Psalms:  xix,  xxiv,  ex;  and  the  following  special  Lessons: 
First  Lesson,  Isa.  xlii,  1-17;  Second  Lesson,  St.  John  xvii,  or  Romans  x, 
1-16.  And  I  also  authorize  the  following  Prayer  and  Thanksgi  ving,  to  be 
said  at  this  service,  immediately  before  the  General  Thanksgiving.

The  Rev.  Mr.  TenBroeck  has  taken 
charge  of  his  old  parish,  Christ  Church,  La  Crosse,  and  is  Dean  of  the  La 
Crosse  Convocation.  The  Rev.  Mr.  McGlone  is  doing  faithful,  excellent 
work  in  St.  Mark's  Parish,  Milwaukee.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Mack  has  charge 
of  Christ  Church,  Milwaukee.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Irvine,  in  charge  of  the 
large  and  important  parish  of  St.  Luke's,  Racine,  is  rendering  efficient 
service.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hendley  is  carrying  on  the  work  in  St.  Luke's, 
Baldwin,  in  a  spirit  of  great  devotion.  Professor  Riley  is  fulfilling  the 
duties  of  the  Chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  at  Nashotah,  in  an  eminent- 
ly satisfactory  manner.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Armstrong  has  taken  charge  of  the 
missions  in  Burlington  and  Rochester.  The  Rev,  Mr.  Dorset,  living  in 
lia  Crosse,  will  care  for  the  missions  in  Spiirta,  Yiroqua,  Galesville  and 
Onalaska.    The  Rev.  Dr.  Boyd,  is  at  present  residing  in  Waukesha. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Sylvester  Starkweather,  a  graduate  of  Kashotah, 
lias  been  added,  by  oixlination,  to  the  clergy  list  of  the  Diocese,  and  has 
taken  charge  of  the  mission  at  Superior.

THE  CHARITIES  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Fram  the  reports  made  to  me  I  am  enabled  to  put  on  record  the  re- 
nits  of  the  year's  work  in  the  charities  of  the  Diocese: 

In  St  Luke's  Hospital,  Racine,  33  patients  have  been  cared  for  at  an 
expense  of  $806.67. 

In  St.  John's  Home,  in  this  city,  25  of  our  mothers  and  sisters  in 
Chiist  have  found  the  blessings  of  a  Christian  home. 

The  receipts  in  money,  $2,075. 

The  expenses  in  money  paid  out,  82,067.35. 

Proceeds  of  May  fair,  81,534.21. 

The  Wisconsin  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  reports,  through 
its  Secretary,  the  work  for  the  year  as  follow:  Number  of  boxes,  10. 
Value  $496.92. 

The  second  anniversary  of  the  Auxiliary  is  appointed  at  St.  James' 
Church,  in  this  city  on  Thursday  evening,  Jime  22,  with  a  sermon  by  the 
Key.  Dr.  Clinton  Locke,  of  Grace  Church,  Chicago. 

The  reports  of  these  charities,  to  be  found  in  the  appendix,  with  va- 
rious details  of  the  work,  and  a  report  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Yundt  of  the 
progress  of  the  hospital  in  Chippewa  Falls,  are  very  interesting. 

Of  the  generous  fund  placed  in  my  hands,  last  winter,  as  the  result 
of  the  active  efforts  of  a  number  of  devout  and  earnest  Church  worn  en  of 
the  Diocese,  to  enable  me  to  provide  for  constant  calls  which  are  not  met 
by  ordinary  appropriation,  nor  by  response  to  occasional  public  ai)peals, 
I  have  expended  $691.50,  and  this  money  has  carried  with  it  joy  and  re- 
lief to  many  anxious  homes.  If,  in  connection  with  the  AVoman's  Aux- 
iliary, provision  could  be  made  for  a  permanent  fund  of  this  nature,  very 
great  good  would  result  from  it. 

THE  SCHOOLS  IN  AND  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

Nashotah  Seminary.— The  warm  response  on  the  part  of  many  of  the 
graduates  of  this  school  of  the  Prophets  to  the  invitation  to  attend  the 
Alumni  reunion  on  the  Wednesday  before  St.  Peter's  day,  is  a  most  en- 
couraging sign  as  to  the  future  of  this  institution.  The  year  at  Nashotah 
has  been  a  very  happy  one.  The  Rev.  T.  M.  Riley  has  entered  ui)on  his 
duties  as  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  and  all  bear  cheerful  wit- 
to  his  fitness  in  spirit  and  attainments  for  this  important  position. 
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The  gifts  of  the  faithful  during  the  year  have  been  bountiful,  and 
the  prospects  for  the  next  year  are  unusually  good.  Applications  from 
seven  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  to  become  members  of  the  Seminary 
next  September  have  been  already  received. 

Kacine  College.— The  commencement  exercises  this  year  were  of  great 
interest.  A  class  of  six  received  the  degree  of  A.  B.  There  have  been 
in  attendance  during  the  year  137  students. 

The  financial  exhibit  of  the  Curator  shows  a  balance  at  the  end  d 
the  tenn  in  favor  of  the  College.  The  Warden,  at  the  Trustee  meeting; 
in  closing  his  very  satisfactory  report  for  the  school  year,  asked  that 
his  resignation  might  be  accepted  as  soon  as  a  successor  was  chosen, nntil 
which  time  he  would  continue  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  institution. 

I  cannot  speak  too  warmly  of  the  zeal  and  devotion  and  unsdflifa 
labors  of  the  Kev.  Dr.  Parker  as  Warden  of  Racine  Coll^^  The  intimata^ 
life-long  friend  of  Dr.  DeKoven,  he  came  at  the  urgent  request  of  the 
Trustees  to  take  up  the  work  of  one  whom  he  dearly  loved  and  vhoae 
administration  of  the  College  was  well  known  to  him,  and  he  came  with 
one  thought  to  carry  out  the  ideas  of  the  friend  and  Warden  who  had 
rested  from  his  labors,  and  this  he  has  faithfully  done. 

He  now  asks  to  be  relieved  from  his  responsible  station,  and  in  ac- 
cepting his  resignation  there  is,  in  the  hearts  of  all  who  have  known  hia 
labors  and  his  trials,  a  feeling  of  deep  sympathy  and  sincere  respect,  while 
acquiescing  in  his  earnestly  expressed  desire  of  retirement.  All  thingi 
at  the  College  will  remain  under  his  control,  as  usual,  until  a  suoceeeor 
is  appointed  and  ready  to  take  his  place,  and  there  will  be  no  change  io 
the  Faculty  of  the  College,  nor  in  the  Master  and  Heads  of  Houses  in 
the  (Irammar  School. 

Kemper  Hall.— On  Saturday  of  this  week,  St.  John  Baptist's  day,  the 
school  at  Kemi)er  Hall  will  close.  All  the  anticipations  cherished  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  have  been  realized  in  the  thorough  instruction, the 
growing  air  of  devotion,  and  the  increase  in  good  learning,  and  in  the 
spirit  of  holiness  on  the  part  of  the  children  of  the  school. 

Bor  du  Lac  Seminary,  at  Oconoraowoc,  closed  with  interesting  and 
pleasant  exercises  on  Friday  of  last  week.  This  school  and  Kempei 
Hall  should  be  filled  with  the  daughters  of  Churchmen.  The  one  greal 
need  of  the  day  which  Cliristian  parents  seem  to  little  realize,  is  that  o1 
Christian  schools. 

.  In  the  accepted  school  system  of  the  country,  there  is  the  increasini 
substitution  of  a  superficial  instruction,  in  the  place  of  that  oM 
fashioned  education  which  has  been,  in  years  past,  the  strength  an 
stay  of  home  and  family  life,  of  the  community  and  the  nation.  Froi 
the  popular  instruction  of  the  d«iy,  not,  certainly,  as  strong  in  real  inU 
lectual  discipline  as  is  sometimes  claimed,  there  is  excluded,  more  ai 
more  each  year,  all  definite  religious  teaching;  but,  worse  than  tliat,gra

nally  the  idea  of  prayer,  of  a  divine  revelation,  and  of  the  existence  of  a 
personal  God  and  Saviour,  is  dying  out  in  some  of  of  our  public  schools 
and  universities,  and  this  through  the  active  agency  of  those  in  author- 
ity; and  we  cannot  close  our  eyes  to  the  fact  that  instead  of  manifesting 
the  humility  of  disciples  and  scholars,  the  youth  of  the  land  are  imbibing 
in  their  stndiee  and  readings  that  which  issues  in  a  spirit  of  irreverence, 
skepticism,  contempt  for  the  homely  virtues,  and  an  exaltation  of  phil- 
OBophy— falsely  so  called — which  sadly  mars  the  grace  and  comeliness  of 
young  manhood,  and  more  dreadfully  still,  the  beauty  and  sweetness  of 
jroong  womanhood.  Wherever,  anywhere  in  the  state,  I  learn  of,  or  see 
on  the  part  of  boards  of  education,  or  of  individual  teachers,  in  the  midst 
of  an  active  and  aggressive  infidelity,  which  is  tainting  and  ruining  our 
Bchools,  any  attempt  to  kl^ep  alive  in  the  school-room  a  knowledge  of  God, 
and  the  habit  of  prayer,  I  most  heartily  thank  our  Heavenly  Father;  but 
eould  Uiere  be  in  every  parish  in  the  Diocese  a  parish  school,  I  should 
feel  much  more  hopeful  as  regards  the  future  of  the  Church  in  the  edu- 
cation of  her  children. 

The  Cathedral  School,  as  a  preparatory  school  for  the  college  and 
seminary,  continues  ita  good  work.  The  closing  exercises  of  the  school 
on  Thursday  evening,  June  15,  were  of  a  character  to  commend  the  school 
to  all  parents. 

THECATHEDKAL. 

I  am  happy  to  report  a  prosperous  year  in  the  Cathedral.    Every  year 
convinces  me  more  and  more  of  the  value  of  what  the  Diocese  is  trying 
to  do  in  this  direction,  and  of  the  wisdom  of  my  Episcopal  predecessors, 
and  the  council  which  initiated  it.    The  free  Diocesan  Church,  with  its 
open  doors,  is  becoming  better  and  better  known,  and  there  is  a  growing 
^cognition  of  ita  character  as  the  Diocesan  Church.    I  am  indebted  to 
the  Cathedral  congregation  for  $500  at  Easter,  toward  the  payment  upon 
the  Chancel  lot.    The  Diocesan  Office  and  Clergy  House  are.  as .  useful 
»8  ever,  and  have  come  to  seem  to  me  almost  indispensable  to  an  econ- 
omical and  efficient  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese.    During 
the  past  year,  I  have  had  carefully  and  elaborately  drawn  up  by  the  Hon. 
I*  S.  Dixon,  formerly  Chief  Justice  of  this  State,  in  conference  with  the 
Hon.  S.  Coming  Judd,  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  Illinois,  and  submitted 
to,  and  approved  by,  the  Hon.  Jason  Downer,  of  this  city,  a  "Declaration 
of  the  Uses  and  Trusts"  for  which  the  Cathedral  property  is  held.    This 
l^per  duly  signed,  sealed  and  attested,  has  been  placed  upon  record  in 
the  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  Milwaukee  county,  by  the  Joint 
Tenants  and  Trustees.    It  embodies  the  trust  specified  by  the  unrecorded 
declaration  referred  to  in  a  former  address,  with  such  additional  provis- 
ions as  seemed  to  the  eminent  council  just  named,  necessary  to  the  certain 
and  effective  carrying  out  of  those  trusts.    I  am  pei*suaded  we  have  now 
no  reason  to  be  anxious  about  the  security  of  our  Diocesan  property 
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during  the  time  which  may  elapse  until  the  Council  and  myself  sh 
decided  upon  a  permanent  and  proper  Cathedral  organization.  I 
that  the  document  be  embodied  in  the  Diocesan  Journal,  with  th 
of  the  Joint  Tenants  and  Trustees  subjoined.  The  '^Declaration 
Uses  and  Trusts'*  being  upon  record,  I  requested  the  All  Saints' 
congregation,  at  its  last  Easter  meeting,  to  convey  to  the  Joint  ' 
and  Trustees,  the  All  Saints*  Parish  real  estate  and  property,  to 
with  the  rest  of  the  Cathedral  property,  under  the  same  declarat: 
in  accordance  with  my  request  this  property  is  now  in  the  posse 
the  Joint  Tenants  and  Trustees.  I  need  not  remind  you  that  th 
erty  was  collected  with  the  assistance  of  Bishop  Armitage  as  the 
of  a  Cathedral,  and  since  May  27, 1872,  has  been  at  the  dispositio 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  occupied  by  him  for  Cathedral  purpose 
buildings  have  furnished  a  Chapel,  School  House,  Clergy  House, 
Diocesan  Office;  and,  in  view  of  the  purpose  to  which  it  has  been  ( 
I  have  placed  upon  its  premises  the  Church  Home,  erected  with 
entrusted  to  me  to  be  put  into  a  building  upon  the  Cathedral  gn 
be  used  for  some  charitable  purpose.  In  addition  to  the  80000  whic 
the  Trustees  of  St.  John's  Home  loaned  $2000,  so  long  as  the  build 
used  for  that  charity,  the  payment  of  which  is  secured  by  a  m 
upon  the  building  expressing  that  condition. 

The  building  is  at  present  occupied  by  the  inmates  of  St 
Home — that  excellent  cliarity  for  which  your  Harvest  Home  o 
are  made.  During  the  past  year  I  have  also,  as  will  be  seen  by 
port  below,  been  enabled  to  remove  the  indebtedness  fr< 
Chancel  lot,  and  have  secured  a  deed  to  the  Joint  Tenants  who  h 
rest  of  the  Cathedral  property.

me  ask  your  attention  to  its  history:

1866, 

In  1866,  Bishop  Ketioper  says  in  his  address  to  the  Diocesan  CouncU, 
re  the  election  of  Bishop  Armitage,  which  took  place  at  that  session, 
imal  1866,  p.  59) :  "I  will  venture  (perhaps  from  long  habit)  to  view 
vhole  Diocese  as  missionary  ground,  and  shall  probably  continue  so  to 
('hile  bodily  and  mental  strength  are  bestowed  upon  me.  This  view  of 
I  must  urge  as  an  apology  for  not  calling  your  attention  to  a  Cathe- 
an  Episcopal  residence,  and  a  fund  for  the  support  of  your  Bishop." 
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[1858. 


'*!  confess  I  have  neither  time  nor  inclination  to  give  much  serioos 
thouglit  to  these,  and  kindred  sabjeets,  although  I  shall  coxdially  concor 
in  any  efforts  in  relation  to  them  which  you  may  please  to  put  forth." 

Tlie  movement  wliich  drew  fortli  this  observation  from  the  Bishdp,is 
clearly  indicated  by  the  sul>sequent  action  of  the  Council,  as  we  find  od 
page  28  of  the  Journal  of  that  year,  as  foUows: 


**ReMoived:  That  a  Committee  of  three  Clervs^men  and  three  laymen  be  appoiited  to 
prepare  a  memorial  to  the  General  Convention,  at  its  next  meetinf ,  m  to  obange  the  Omh 
stitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  as  to  remore  the  the  present  restrietioaispOD 
the  erection  of  new  Sera  within  the  limits  of  Dioceses  already  onanised." 

*' Which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  and  Rev.  Drs.  *Adam8,  Ashley  and 
PiLssniore;  and  Messrs.  James  Kneeland,  TVinfield  Smith  and  John  P.  Me- 
(Jregor,  were  appouited  such  Committee." 

The  significance  of  this  resolution  appears  from  the  ''Memorial**itBdf^ 
prepared  by  those  gentlemen,  which  was  published  in  1867,  haiing  bem 
unanimously  adopted  and  approved,  by  both  Bishop  Kemper  and  Bishop 
Armitage. 

1867. 

In  1867,  Bishop  Armitage,  having  been  elected  and  consecmted  Assist' 
ant  Bishop,  in  liis  first  Annual  Address,  expresses  himself  as  follows: 
( Joiuiial  1867,  p.  63.) 

'*lt  was  not  tlie  least  attraction  to  your  Diocese,  to  know  that  the  S» 
principle  in  regard  to  Episcopal  worlv,  was  expected  to  be  put  into  open* 
tion. 

"By  common  consent,  Milwaukee  was  to  be  made  the  See  of  the  Wo* 
cese  of  AVisconsin,  and  my  residence  was  virtually  fixed  in  this  city  Iqrth^ 
ofTei's  and  resolutions  which  followed  my  election  in  your  last  ConventioiL 

"Accordingly  in  oiu'  earliest  consultations,  the  Bishop  assigiied  to  nv 
the  organ ization  of  Church  work  in  this  city,  with  reference  to  its  IHo»' 
sun  relations.  Much  of  my  time  has  l)een  given,  and  must  still  be  givw* 
t<)  tlie  effoil  to  strengthen  the  Church  in  this  csentre." 

1»W. 

Again  in  18t)8,  Bishop  Armitage  says  in  his  Annual  Addl^ss,  (p.  5*1)1 
"1  have  delivered  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  sermons  and  addrwseSi 
about  one-third  of  them  in  Ail  Saints'  Church,  ^lilwaukee,  on  which,  i» 
on  other  means  of  organizing  and  strengthening  our  proposed  See,  1  have 
not  hesitate<i  to  spend  time  and  labor." 

The  siune  year,  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  two  Bishops, and 
Diocesan  Council,  appeared  (p.  123,  Diocesan  Journal,  1868)  the  memorisl 
to  the  General  Convention,  extracts  of  which  we  give.    **The  Churdi  iB 
the  State  of  AVisconsin,  jisseml)led  in  Convention  in  the  city  of  Milwadh 
kee,  with  the  Bishops,  Clergy  and  Iy,iity,  dirliereby  respectfidly  represenl 
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that  the  Episcopate  is  the  missionary  order  of  the  Church,  and  has  been 
80  from  the  beginning,  Bishops  being  not  only  successors  of  the  Apostles, 
but  themselves  Apostles— the  one  order  having  the  direct  and  immediate 
commission  and  command  to  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel 
to  every  creature.  *  *  *  Bishops,  therefore,  or  Apostles,  are,  and  ought 
tobe,leaders  of  the  Church  in  every  onward  step  of  advance  and  progress; 
the  pioneers  of  all  our  work  in  the  conversion  of  the  world  to  Christ;  ao- 
cordiDg  to  their  name  Apostles,  the  first  sent  forth  into  every  sphere  of 
Christian  missionary  enterprise." 

"And,  furthermore,  it  is  evident  that  from  the  earliest  time,  after 
the  miraculous  powers  of  the  first  band  of  the  Apostles  of  Christ,  those 
chosen  by  Himself,  came  to  .an  end,  the  place  for  the  Apostle  or  Bishop 
was  in  the  city,  as  the  centre  of  population,  of  wealth,  of  intelligence,  and 
all  progress  of  doctrine  and  propagation  of  ideas.  ♦  ♦  ♦  And  in  the 
city  was  the  Bishop's  Church  or  Cathedral,  the  Mother  Church  of  the 
whole  IHocese,  and  the  Bishop's  residence  at  the  centre  of  his  work,  the 
very  focus  of  all  influences  whereby  the  propagation  of  the  gospel  can  be 
organized,  pressed  on,  or  facilitated. 

*^e  Church  in  Wisconsin  is  convinced  that  ^hese  facts  are  true,  and 
that  they  make  the  only  basis  whereupon  the  Church  can  be  organized  so 
as  to  have  her  full  power  to  do  the  work  that  Grod  has  placed  before  her 
JH  this  great  land.

*  ♦  *    requests  of  the  General  Convention  to  repeal  this  5th  article,    ♦ 

*  *  and  in  its  stead  to  enact  an  article  with  these  provisions: 

Tirst.  Recognizing  the  principle  of  the  See,  and  providing  that 
there  should  be  ultimately  a  Bishop  of  the  Church,  with  his  Bishop's 
^urch  or  Cathedral,  in  every  city  of  the  land,"  etc. 

•These  measures  she  suggests,  that  the  reformation  begun  in  Eng- 
land, may  be  completed  by  the  universal  spread  of  the  Church  founded 
ipon  the  same  principle,  but  free  from  the  domination  of  the  state    * 

*  *  having  in  every  city  her  Apostle  or  Bishop,  the  ambassador  of  the 
everlasting  gospel,  the  Bishop's  Church  his  Cathedral,  the  centre  of  all  his 
^ork,  religious,  educational,  and  benevolent,  a  blessed  temple  and  heav- 
^y  home,  to  which  all  eyes  may  turn,  and  in  which  all  hearts  may  re- 
joice." 

1869. 

In  his  Annual  Address  (Diocesan  Journal,  p.  29),  in  1869,  Bishop  Armi- 
ige  says:  "I  may  be  expected  to  speak  of  the  progress  of  the  work  intrusted 
►  me  by  the  Bishop,  and  virtually  by  the  Convention,  on  my  first  coming 
the  Diocese,  viz:  the  establishment  of  the  See  principle,  the  gradual 
action  of  Milwaukee  into  the  See  of  Wisconsin,     *    *    *     with  the 
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Bishop's  approval  in  every  important  step,  and  with  his  kind  confidei 
throughout,  I  have  done  what  I  could  under  the  very  peculiar  difficnll 
of  the  task,  and  can  report  at  least  an  outline  traced,  though  the  filling 
may  be  far  in  the  future/* 

1878. 

And  again  in  his  Annual  Address,  1873,  Bishop  Armitage  says,  (I 
cesan  Journal,  p.  59  and  61)  in  announcing  the  acquisition  of  the  pree 
building  in  which  for  the  first  time  the  Diocesan  Ck)uncil  was  holding 
session;  ''It  has  been  a  great  happiness  to  me,  my  brethren,  to  welc( 
you  to-day  in  a  Cathedral  of  our  own.  And  I  ask  you  to  thank  God  ? 
me  for  the  remarkable  providence  which  has  given  it  to  us  so  unexp 
edly." 

And  the  action  of  the  Council  is  shown  (Diocesan  Journal,  p.  34): '^ 
committee  on  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  address  as  relates  to  the  Cathei 
of  the  Diocese,  presented  the  following  report:

4.  Resolved:  That  a  committee  of  six,  three  Clergymen  and  three  laymen,  with  jm 
to  add  to  their  number  if  necessary,  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  confer  with  him  dv 
the  ensuiHR  year  as  to  the  organization  of  the  Cathedral,  its  proper  work,  its  relatic 
the  paris(he8,  to  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Council,  and  its  due  subordination  to  ita  Episi 
head;  and  to  report  to  the  next  Council  what  action,  if  any,  may  be  necessary  on  the 
of  the  Council,  to  make  the  Cathedral  the  Church  of  the  Diocese;  and  that  such  oomn 
ha%'e  a  special  meeting  or  meotinfrs,  at  which  all  Clergymen  and  laymen  shall  be  inrit 
be  present,  and  make  suggestions,  or  present  views  upon  the  subject  of  reference.

Matters  were  in  this  condition  when  Bishop  Armita^re  was  called  to 

the  rest  of  Paradise,  and  in  the  Providence  of  God  I  was  selected  by  you, 

and  appointed  by  the  Church,  to  fulfil  the  duties  of  this  sacred  office.    I 

accepted  all  things  as  I  found  them  initiated  by  the  Bishops— my  prede- 

ces80i8~and  the  Councils  of  the  Diocese,  to  the  Episcopate  of  which  I  had 

been  so  unexpectedly  called.    I  was  predisposed  in  favor  of  the  Cathedral 

idea  from  long  consideration  of  the  subject,  and  from  my  experiences  in 

Ifinnesota;  and  I  knew  something  of  the  undertaking  in  Wisconsin  from 

your  Journals,  and  from  conversations  with  your  Bishop  and  mem.bers  of 

the  Diocese.    Eor  a  year  I  simply  maintained  things  as  I  received  them, 

until  I  could  observe  for  myself  the  operation  of  the  system,  and  study 

carefully  the  history  of  the  enterprise,  become  better  acquainted  with  the 

Diocese,  and  form  my  own  opinion  of  what  would  most  conduce  to  its 

best  interests. 

1875. 

On  the  25th  of  October,  1875, 1  addressed  a  circular  to  the  Diocese,  stat- 

iiig  my  approval  of  the  system  inaugurated  by  Bishop  Armitage,  and  ask- 

:     ing  for  pecuniary  aid  toward  removing  the  indebtedness.    In  response  'to 

this  appeal,  and  to  similar  appeals  outside  the  Diocese,  the  debt  was  mar 

terially  reduced. 

1878. 

At  the  Annual  Council  of  1878,  as  appears  by  the  Journal  of  that  year, 
I  presented  to  the  Council  the  canon  framed  by  Bishop  Armitage  and  the 
committee  of  the  Council  of  1873,  and  announced  ray  intention  to  organ- 
ize tentatively  under  it—hoping  that  a  year's  experience  would  enable  me 
to  recommend  a  definite  plan  for  the  action  of  the  Council  On  the  10th 
day  of  December,  1878, 1  formed  a  Provisional  Chapter,  comprising  some 
of  the  oldest  and  most  representative  men  of  the  Diocese — both  clerictd 
and  lay— and  reported  my  action  and  its  purpose  to  the  Annual  Council, 
wiuch*  convened  the  next  June. 

1879. 

I  did  not  think  it  wise  to  ask  concUiar  action  upon  the  details  of  the 
organization  till  time  had  tested  its  merits,  and  shown  more  fully  our 
needs.  Circumstances,  however,  as  I  thought,  compelled  me  to  present  a 
canon  for  discussion  at  the  Council  of  1879. 

1880. 

The  question  was  finally  referred  to  a  committee  of  fourteen,  wJio, 
after  due  deliberation,  presented  to  the  Council  of  1880,  a  canon  much 
more  in  accordance  with  my  individual  judgment  of  what  was  wisest, 
and  with  my  original  impressions  of  what  should  be  done.  This  canon 
simply  provided  for  a  Cathedral  corporation  to  hold  this  valuable  portion 
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of  the  Diocesan  property,  the  coipcnudon  bein^,  very  properly, "' 
tees  of  the  Funds  and  Property  of  the  f^testaiit  Episcopal  ( 
Wisconsin,"  for  the  Bishop*s  staff  of  workers  in  the  Diocesan  Cb 
for  the  Bishop*s  possessing  the  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  and  pc 
longing  to  All  Saints*  Parish,  and  the  Cathedral  congregation  li 
representation  in  the  Diocesan  Council.  The  action  of  the  Cou 
this  canon  touched  nothing  of  existing  arrangement  in  regard  t 
thedral  Chapter,  but  left  it,  as  I  wished,  free  to  justify,  or  to  a 
provisional  canon  under  which  it  was  acting.  I  cheerfully  assei 
indefinite  postponement  of  the  subject,  although  the  proposed  ca 
ed  to  me  exceedingly  judicious.  I  acceded  to  this  postponemer 
sincere  desire  to  harmonize  the  action  of  the  Diocese  in  r^ard  t 
thedral,  from  the  feeling  that  all  things  would  return  to  the  pos 
were  in  when  I  was  necessitated  to  bring  the  matter  in  the  first 
to  the  attention  of  the  Council,  and  from  the  justifiable  convicti 
due  time,  as  circumstances  would  make  it  appropriate,  I  would 
ed  to  bring  the  subject  before  you.  I  think,  upon  carefully  cc 
and  reviewing  the  whole  matter,  that  time  has  come,  and  that  1 
Constitution  and  Canons,  pro^ision  should  be  made  for  the  Cathe< 
to  do  so,  would  be  an  apparent  inconsistency  requiring  explana 
sidering  the  past  action  of  the  Diocese,  for  I  am  convinced  that 
to  have  a  revised  Constitution  and  Canons,  they  should  acknowi< 
is  actually  existing,  and  provide  for  that  which  the  action  of  th< 
has  caused  to  exLst.  We  have  a  fine  property  here  with  a  com] 
small  and  constantly  lessening  debt,  which  property  has  been 
and  used  bv  the  Diocese  as  its  Cathedral.

We  have  other  property  devoted  by  All  Saints'  Parish  to 
g(xxi  work,  and  a  charitable  institution  located  upon  it,  for  the  € 
which  ^6,(X)0  was  given  in  view  of  its  location  Ijeing  upon  Cath' 
perty.  We  have  a  band  of  clerical  brethren,  gathered  togethe 
work  can'yi ng  out  the  expressed  conditions  and  policy  of  the 
We  must  do  something  in  regard  to  these  interests,  and  our  acti 
necessity,  affect  them  all  for  good  or  ill.  Impressed  by  these  • 
tions,  I  have  asked  the  committee  on  revision  to  incorporate  int

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bve.  This  is  all  that  in  my  jud^rment  is  necessary.  I  speak  freely  and 
officially  on  this  subject,  notwithstanding  it  is  one  which  has  been  the  oc- 
onon  of  some  feeling,  for  I  do  realize  its  vast  importance  to  this  Diocesa 
I  do  not  think  you  will  misapprehend  my  motives.  I  have  now  more  than 
eompleted  my  seventh  year  among  you.  I  feel  well  acquainted  with  my 
Diocese.  I  believe  you  know  my  desire  to  serve  the  Church  in  the  Dio- 
cese. We  should,  by  this  time,  comprehend  our  mutual  needs,  and  have 
grown  into  confidenoe  one  with  the  other. 

THE  WORK  IN  THE  DIOCESE— ITS  ENCOURAOEMENTS  AND  ITS 

HINDERANCES. 

Taking  the  Diocese  as  a  whole  the  encouragements  of  the  year  are 
very  great.  As  I  have  said,  churches  liave  been  consecrated  at  Tomah, 
StJo8eph,Menomonee,  €reneva,and  Chippewa  Falls;  one  comer-stone 
has  been  laid  at  Darlington.  Rectories  have  been  secured — one  built  and 
two  purchased — at  Delavan,  River  Falls,  and  Menomonee,  and.  churches 
begun  at  New  Richmond,  Hudson,  Darlington,  Prescott,  and  Knapp;  and 
during  the  summer  it  is  hoped  that  at  Cumberland  and  Rice  Lake  church 
building  may  begin. 

In  almost  every  parish  there  are  tokens  of  growth  and  spiritual 
life.  The  payment  of  church  debts  has  been  quite  general  this  year. 
There  has  been  an  increase  in  places  wliere  regular  services  are  main- 
tained, and  about  ten  new  points  in  the  Diocese  are  now  supplied,  and 
yet  the  Church  by  no  means  keeps  pace  in  progress  with  the  population. 
A  realization  of  the  vastness  of  the  field  committed  to  my  care  grows  up- 
on me  each  year.  The  restless  nature  of  the  people  makes  harder  the 
^ork  of  the  Church  of  God,  and  a  widesprejul  unbelief  adds  its  hinderan- 
W8.  There  are  kinds  of  unbelief  which  claim  our  sympathy — the  doubts 
J>f  a  perplexed  mind— the  struggles  of  one  who,  honestly  loving  and  seek- 
ing truth,  is  entangled  by  error;  but  much  of  the  unbelief  of  to-day  is  that 
of  neglect  and  indifference — that  free-thinkinj?  which  is  anxious  to  blot 
out  from  the  world's  records  the  stoiy  of  the  Incarnation,  with  its  calls 
fw responsive  human  love  and  its  sure  utterance  of  future  judgment 
upon  all  who  transgress  the  revealed  law  of  God,  to  blot  it  out  that  theirs 
n^ay  be  a  life  of  unrestrained  and  lawless  freedom.  He  who  labors  in  the 
^ord,  and  preaches  to  men  the  Gospel,  knows  full  well  that  victories  for 
^^hrist  can  be  won  only  by  faithful  and  untiring  labor,  and  by  that  preaching 
of  the  Word  which  declares  the  whole  Gospel;  and  God  always  blesses  that 
work  which  in  His  Spirit  is  unwearied  and  unselfish,  and  that  preaching 
which  brings  out  clearly  and  distinctly  the  great  truths  of  salvation. 

God  keep  far  off  the  day  when  the  ordained  I*riest  of  Christ  ciui,  as  he 
stands  between  the  altar  and  the  porch,  give  utterance  to  heresies  which 
the  advanced  sectarianism  of  the  age  applauds,  and  to  which  rationidism 
Toinia  as  indicating  a  spirit  of  growing  elasticity  and  liberality.    A  sad 
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day,  indeed,  for  the  Church  of  Christ,  when  those  who  ministe: 
altars  can  deride  her  creeds,  and  insult  and  mock  her  Blessed 
Thoughtless  men  may  point  to  such  as  making  popular  the  Chu 
winning  people  to  her  ways,  but  it  has  been  true  in  every  age  of  th 
that  false  doctrine  doth  eat  as  a  canker,  and  the  heresy  which  be| 
individual  defection  spreads  through  the  perverted  minds  of  mei 
men,  and  poisons  the  life  blood  of  the  young  and  inexperienced, 
this  age  is  one  of  great  intellectual  activity,  is  the  very  reason 
Priest  of  God  should  speak  as  one  whose  feet  are  resting  on  the 
God's  eternal  truth;  for  the  natural  tendency  of  an  intellectu 
inquiry,  and  its  constant  temptation  is  wild  speculation, 
to  rationalistic  theories.  The  faith  once  for  all  delivered  to  tl 
is  safe  in  the  keeping  of  God's  Church.  Against  her  the 
hell  shall  not  prevail.  In  the  strength  and  comfort  of  that  faith,  we 
children,  live  acceptably  in  His  sight.  To  the  end  of  time  St.  Joh] 
ing  to  the  people  of  God  against  those  who  claim  that  their  1 
sympathy  are  broader  than  the  faith  of  the  Church  of  Christ  ' 
needful  word  of  divine  counsel.  The  \m wearied  pastor,  the  f aithl 
he  alone  can  do  God's  work  in  this  age.  Pastoral  diligence  cj 
overlooked  nor  neglected.  That  saintly  man  of  God,  holy  George 
said*  "a  house-going  Priest  makes  a  Church-going  people,"  and 
growth  of  {my  Parish  is  marked  by  cheerful  attendance  upon  th€ 
prayer  and  a  steady  increase  in  the  frequency  of  services  and  of 
1  orations  of  the  Holy  Communion.  One  of  the  most  painful  manii 
•  of  the  so-called  liberalism  of  the  age  is 

THE  DISREGARD  OF  THE  LORD'S  DAY. 

We  see  it  not  only  in  the  forsaking  the  assembling  togethei 
who  are  in  name  the  people  of  God,  but  in  the  growing  spirit  ol 
euce  which  counts  the  desecration  of  that  hallowed  day  as  a  lig 
and  yet  it  certainly  will  be  true  tliat  in  any  individual  life  which 
this  primal  ordinance  of  a  loving  Father,  there  will  be  moral 
The  man  or  the  community  that  thinks  least  often  of  God  and 
veres  His  will,  will  in  life  and  conduct  depart  farthest  from  whj 
and  holy  and  of  good  report.    "Time  comes  to  all  men  alike, 
unceasingly.    Hence  Eternal  Wisdom  chose  the  day  of  rest  a 
apart  by  the  highest  possible  sanction — Divine  example — that 
His  worship  might  be  forever  kept  before  men,  demanding  c 
and  bringing  blessing." 

We  cannot  have  a  pure  religious  life  without  a  reverent  r( 
God  and  His  holy  day.  There  can  be  no  home  life  worthy  of  1 
if  Sunday  is  not  known;  and  with  godless  homes,  communities  j 
will  soon  become  mere  aggregations  of  men  and  women  fee 
herding  together  like  cattle.    A  paragraph  lately  appearing  in 
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lie  prints  in  regard  to  the  journey  ings  and  actionsof  the  President  of  the 
United  States  on  the  Lord's  day,  brings  to  every  thoughtful  mind  a 
feeling  of  profound  sorrow  and  sadness.  In  view  of  the  awful  sins  of 
drunkenness  and  profanations  of  the  Lord's  day  with  the  sickening  train 
of  impurities — murders,  violence  of  all  kinds— how  needful,  dear  brethren 
of  the  Clergy,  to  eschew  in  our  preaching  all  earthly  philosophies  and 
vain  speculations,  and  minister  to  those  committed  to  our  .care  the  true 
word  of  God;  for  the  only  cure  for  moral  disorder  is  the  Word  and  the 
Sacraments.  This  is  the  power  unto  salvation,  the  life  and  death  appli- 
cation to  the  living  soul  of  the  grace  of  God  announced  and  administered. 

THE  GENERAL  MISSION  WORK  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  one  gn^eat  failure  of  the  Diocese  for  a  few  years  past  has  been  its 
neglect  of  the  general  missions  of  the  Church.  Since  that  hour  when 
angel-choristers  sang  "Good  will  to  men,"  and  He  was  born  in  Bethlehem 
who  is  Crod  over  all,  no  age  has  offered  more  glorious  opportunities  for 
Christ's  work  than  this  our  age.  There  is  no  land  on  earth  where  we 
may  not  carry  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  Surely  in  the  great  conflict 
with  unbelief  we  have  no  right  to  limit  our  responsibilities  to  the  field 
at  our  own  doors.  The  very  condition  of  full  and  vigorous  life  as  express- 
ed in  the  divine  charter  of  the  Church  is  zeal  for  missions,  awakening 
sympathy,  prompting  to  prayer,  inciting  to  action,  expanding  to  gene- 
weity.  In  a  pastoral  addressed  to  the  Diocese  at  AVhitsun-tide  I  named 
next  Sunday  as  a  day  of  intercession  for  missions.  I  hope  the  Diocese 
will  pledge  itself  to  a  yearly  regard  of  the  day  of  intercession.  As 
special  objects  for  mission  offerings,  I  would  suggest  the  missions  to  the 
Jews,  especially  appropriate  on  Good  Friday— the  Building  Fund,  and 
the  Society  for  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry.  These  of  course,  are  gen- 
eral in  their  character.  The  offerings  provided  for  by  canon  are  pretty 
well  regfarded,  and  it  should  not  be  necessary  in  Wisconsin  to  remind 
one  that,  as  a  matter  of  course,  there  should  be  in  every  congregation  in 
the  Diocese  a  generous  offering  each  year  for  Nashotah. 

REPORTS  AND  LEGISLATION. 

In  the  reports  of  the  various  boards  and  committees  of  the  Council 
^  be  found  detailed  accounts  of  the  condition  of  the  Diocese,  financi- 
^y  and  otherwise.    The  legislation  brought  l>ef ore  you  by  the  reports 
<rf  your  special  committees  is  of  a  very  important  character,  imd  claims, 
as  it  undoubtedly  will  receive,  calm  thought  and  careful  action.    The 
time  and  labor  cheerfully  given  to  this  committee  work,  is  very  great. 
The  preparation  of  the  revised  Constitution  and  Canons,  has  been  an 
arduous  task.    I  commend  it  most  heartily  to  your  f avoral)le  considera- 
Uon.   The  action  of  the  various  convocations  in  regard  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  Diocesan  Temperance  Society,  deserves  your  serious  attention. 
Committees  have  also  been  appointed  in  the  Convocation  districts  to 
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confer  in  regfard  to  making  provision  for  an  annual  Sunday  School  con- 
ference. The  experience  of  last  year's  conference  warrants  us  in  antici* 
patingr  great  results  in  the  matter  of  Sunday  School  organizati<Hi« 
discipline  and  instruction,  from  these  yearly  meetings.  With  a  heart 
full  of  thankfulness  to  God  for  His  great  mercies  during  the  year  past, 
and  full  of  hopefulness  as  I  anticipate  the  labors  of  another  year,  loom- 
mend  to  your  patient  consideration  and  wise  and  prudent  Judgment,  the 
affairs  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 


ADDENDA. 

The  Articles  of  the  Constitution  and  the  Canon  referring  to 
the  Cathedral  are  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  XII. 
The  QUhedral. 
The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  hereby  aoknowledcet  "AllSaiDti'Gatbednl, 
Milwaukee,  as  the  Cathedral  Church  of  this  Diocese,  with  the  same  iwrleriaiitiiml  jnrisdie- 
lion  as  any  parish  organisation,  and  its  Congregation  as  in  union  with  the  Coimoil. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 
The  Tnuteet  qfthe  Fund*  and  Property  qfthe  Proteetamt  EpUcopal  Ckurek  in  WUeomnm. 

The  Corporation  known  as  the  **Trustees  of  the  Funds  and  Property  of  the  Protettaat 
Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,"  is  hereby  empowered  to  reoeiye  and  hold,  aooording  to 
the  terms  of  the  trust,  all  property  which  is  or  shall  hereafter  be  doToted  to  Cathedral  pur- 
poses, for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  or  of  the  Diocese  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church,  which  shall  in  succession  haye  canonical  jurisdiction  of  Uie  city  of 
Milwaukee :  Provided,  that  no  liability  incurred  by  reason  of  the  oonyeyanoe  of  said  prop- 
erty as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  for  its  maintenance,  shall  be  paid  from  any  fund  of  the 
Diocese  not  established  specifically  for  that  purpose,  and  such  specific  fund  shaU  be  raised 
by  voluntary  offerings,  and  no  assessment  upon  parishes  or  missions  shall  ever  be  made  for 
such  purposes. 

TITLE  IV-CANON  IV. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  it>  hereby  authorized  from  time  to  time  to  appoint  and  re- 
move, as  he  shall  think  proper,  a  Pastor  of  the  congregation  worshipping  in  the  Cathedral, 
and  also  such  clerical  and  lay  officers  as  he  may  think  necessary  to  assist  him  in  the  care  of 
the  Cathedral  property,  and  in  such  work  as  he  may  designate,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
CoD8titution  and  Canons  of  the  Church;  and  the  Bbhop  may  confer  such  customary  eooles- 
iastical  titles  upon  such  officers  as  he  may  deem  appropriate  to  the  respective  duties  as- 
signed to  them. 

At  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  spoke  as  follows: 

No  Council  of  the  Diocese  at  which  I  have  presided  compares  with 
tlie  present  one  in  the  amount  of  good  work  accomplished;  in  the  excel- 
lent spirit  manifested;  in  the  attention  to  and  unflagging  interest  in 
legislation,  and  in  devotion  to  its  proper  business.  The  tone  of  the 
Council  has  been  eminently  right  and  harmonious.  The  consideration 
of  the  revised  Constitution  and  Canons  has  occupied  most  of  your  time, 
and  your  work,  I  think  has  been  the  most  important  accomplished  dur- 
ing my  Episcopate.  The  constitutional  and  canonical  establishment  of 
the  Cathedral  by  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  Council  so  representative  of 
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the  Diocese  (forty-eight  clergy,  and  twenty-five  delegates  representing 
twenty  parishes  and  mia3ion8)  is  a  very  happy  solution  of  a  question  long 
considered.  As  in  all  previous  Councils,  there  has  been  a  full  and  free 
expression  of  opinion.  But  in  very  happy  contrast  with  some  Councils 
of  this  Diocese,  this  entire  debate  has  been  conducted  with  theself-recol- 
lectedness  and  courtesies  of  /Christian  gentlemen.  In  your  recognition 
of  the  Cathedral  in  the  brief  article  in  the  Constitution  and  the  short 
Canon,  everything  that  I  desire  has  been  accomplished.  I  look  to  you, 
my  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  and  you  my  brethren  of  the  laity,  to  aid  by 
your  sympathy  and  your  advice  in  the  work  I  have  before  me  in  the 
matter  of  Cathedral  organization.  It  is  the  Bishop's  Church,  and  there- 
fore the  Church  of  every  clergyman  and  every  member  of  the  Church 
in  this  Diocese.  I  anticipate  the  happy  day  when  the  debt  of  $12000  on 
the  Cathedral  being  paid,  and  the  Chancel  built  with  appropriate  seats 
therein  for  every  clergymen  in  the  Diocese— the  Bishop  with  his  crown 
of  Presbyters  and  representatives  fi-om  every  parish  and  mission  in  the 
Diocese  gathered  in  the  Church,— the  Cathedral  of  Wisconsin  may  be 
solemnly  consecrated.  God  grant  that  it  may  come  in  our  day!  In 
looking  forward  to  another  year's  work  I  have  only  one  fear  that  the 
members  of  our  older  and  established  parishes  may  not  realize  their  op- 
portunities. I  know  the  work  to  be  done,  its  greatness  and  its  pressing 
needs.  I  know  from  seven  years'  experience  the  faithfulness  and 
unwearied  labors  of  the  missionaries  of  the  Diocese.  Be  unwearied,  my 
brethren  of  the  Clergy,  in  personal  concern  for  this  great  work,  and  I 
feel  that  I  may  say  for  your  flocks  that  they  will  cheerfully  and  gene- 
rously respond.  Deeply  impressed  with  the  pleasant  and  important 
character  of  this  Council,  thanking  you  heartily  for  your  patient  atten- 
dance and  attention  during  the  Council;  wishing  you  all  a  safe  return 
to  your  homes  and  asking  for  you  and  yours,  for  ^11  your  projects  and  la- 
tors  in  the  cause  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  that  Father's  blessing,  I  bid  you 
'*good-byer

Whereas,  the  undersigned,  Rt.  Rev.  Edward  R  Welles,  D.  D.,  Bish- 
op of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  Rev.  Erastus  W.  Spalding,  D.  D.,  Priest, 
John  F.  Birchard,  Linden  H.  Morehouse  and  George  I.  Jones,  of  the  City 
and  County  of  Milwaukee,  and  State  of  Wisconsin,  and  William  W.  Per- 
rine,  of  the  City  of  Elizabeth,  in  the  County  of  Union  and  State  of  New 
Jersey,  are  now  the  holders  and  owners  in  fee  simple,  as  joint  tenants  and 
not  as  tenants  in  common,  of  tlie  following  described  real  estate  situate, 
lying  and  being  in  the  County  of  Milwaukee,  and  State  of  Wisconsin, 
that  is  to  say;  the  South  Two-Thirds  (?^)of  Quarter  Block  Numbered 
Seventy  Two  (72)  in  the  First  Ward  of  the  said  City  of  Milwaukee,  to- 
gether with  all  and  singular  the  buildings  and  improvements  thereon,  and 
the  hereditaments  and  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging,  or  in  any  wise 
appertaining,  and  also  in  like  manner,  that  is  as  joint  tenants  and  not  as 
tenants  in  common,  the  holdera  and  owners  subject  to  the  payment  of  the 
purcliase  moneys  still  due  and  unpaid  therefor,  of  the  entire  equitable 
title  and  iterest  of,  in  and  to,  the  North  One-Third  (^  of  said  Quarter 
Block  Numbered  Seventy  Two,  (72),  constituting  together  with  the  other 
Two  Thirds  (%)  of  said  Quarter  Block  above  described  the  whole  of  said 
Quarter  Block  Numbered  Seventy  Two,  (72),  in  said  First  Ward  of  the 
City  of  Milwaukee.    The  equitable  title  and  interest  of  the  undersigned 
in  and  to  said  last  mentioned  One  Third  (^)  of  said  Quarter  Block,  (and 
of  which  said  One  Third  m)  the  undersigned  are  now  and  for  several 
yeai-8  pjist  have  been  in  the  full  and  actual  possession  and  enjoyment)  is 
evidenced  by  and  held  under  a  contract  in  writing  for  the  purchase  of 
the  same,  having  date  the  Sixth  day  of  September,  One  Thousand  Eight 
Hundred  and  Seventy  Three,  (1873),  entered  into  and  signed,  sealed,  ac- 
knowledged and  delivered  by  one  D.  Ferguson,  as  the  seller  and  party 
of  the  first  part  therein  named,  with  and  to  the  Right  Reverend  William 
E,  Armitage,  D.  D.,  the  Reverend  Erastus  W.  Spalding  and  John  F.  Bir- 
chard, as  the  purchasers  and  parties  of  the  second  part  to  said  contract;— 
And  whereas,  the  titles  to  the  above  described  real  estate  and  properties, 
at  the  times  the  same  were  purchased  and  acquired,  were  so  purchased 
and  acquired  not  for  the  individual  use  and  benefit  of  the  joint  tenants 
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and  purchasers  thereof,  but  for  certain  religious,  educational  and  chari- 
table uses  then  well  understood  and  intended  by  all  of  said  purchasers 
and  joint  tenants,  and  especially  by  the  Rt.  Kev.  William  E.  Armitage, 
D.  Deflate  Bishop  of  Wisconsin,  now  deceased,  who  was  originally  one  of 
such  purchasers  and  Joint  tenants,  and  at  whose  particular  instance,  re- 
quest and  desire  said  real  estate  and  properties  were  so  purchased  and 
acquired; 

And  whereas,  said  uses  for  which  said  real  estate,  and  properties  were 
*  80  purchased  and  acquired  have  not  heretofore  been  sufficiently  express- 
ed in  writing; 

And  whereas  also,  it  is  desirable  that  said  uses  should  be  so  expressed 
In  writing  and  subscribed,  acknowledged  and  recorded,  in  order  that  full 
legal  and  equitable  force  and  effect  may  at  all  times  be  given  to  them: 

Now  THEREFORE,  we,  the  undersigned,  purchasers,  joint  tenants  and 
successors  in  trust  of  the  real  estate  and  properties  aforesaid,  do  make, 
sulKcribe  and  acknowledge  this 

-    DECLARATION  OF  THE  USES  AND  TRITSTS 

to  and  for  which  the  said  real  estate  and  properties  heretofore  have  been 
and  now  are  and  hereafter  are  to  be  continuously  held  by  ourselves  and 
our  successors,  that  is  to  say: 

First— The  brick  building  situate  upon  said  real  estate  and  formerly 
blown  as  the  Olivet  Church,  or  any  other  Church  edifice  that  may  be 
hereafter  erected  upon  said  real  estate,  the  title  of  said  real  estate  still 
remaining  in  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees,  (namely,  the  undersigned  or 
their  successors  in  trust,)  shall  be  held  at  all  times  for  use  as  a  free 
Church  in  which  no  pew,  sitting  nor  space  of  any  kind  shall  ever  be 
rented,  sold  or  assigned,  except  that  sittings  may  be  assigned  in  the  Choir 
orChanoel  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Church  now  known  as  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  the  Dean,  Precentor  and 
Canons  and  other  Clerical  officers  of  the  Cathedral  organization  herein- 
after mentioned,  and  to  such  persons  as  may  be  duly  appointed  and  recog- 
itod  as  members  of  the  Choir  of  such  Church,  or  for  temporary  purposes 
ot  convenience  at  weddings,  funerals,  Sunday  School  services  and  such 
like;and  the  residue  of  said  real  estate  and  properties  shall  be  be  held 
and  used  for  ordinary  Church  uses,  such  as  Sunday  School  and  Bible- 
class  rooms,  residences  of  Clergy  and  employees  of  the  Church,  school 
and  hospital  purposes,  and  such  other  charities  as  may  be  established  by 
thePriest-in-charge  under  sanction  of  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees  and 
approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  all  to  be  conducted,  used,  managed  and  con- 
trolled in  accordance  with  the  principles,  laws,  doctrines,  rites  and  usages 
of  the  Church  now  known  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Unit- 
ed States  of  America,  and  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  or,  if  such  Diocese 
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shall  be  divided^  then  in  the  Diocese  of  said  Church  of  which  the  City  of 
Milwaukee  shall  be  the  See  or  Cathedral  City. 

A  sale,  exchange,  lease,  mortgage  or  other  Qisposition  of  said  real  es- 
tate and  properties,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  may  at  any  time  be  made  by 
the  undersigned,  joint  tenants  and  trustees,  or  by  their  successors  in  ten- 
ancy and  trust,  whenever,  in  their  judgment  orthe  judgment  and  opinion 
of  a  majority  of  them  as  herein  provided,  such  sale,  exchange,  leasing, 
mortgaging  or  other  disposition  shall  be  in  furtherance  and  for  the  better 
carrying  out  of  the  purposes  and  objects  herein  expressed,  the  proceeds 
of  every  such  sale,  exchange,  lease,  mortgage  or  other  disposition  being 
exclusively,  directly  and  specifically  applied  to  the  securing  and  mam- 
taining  of  a  free  Church  as  above  provided  and  its  charitable  accessories 
aforesaid  in  the  City  of  Milwaukee. 

No  conveyance,  transfer  or  disposition  of  any  kind  shall  be  made  by 
any  one  joint  tenant  and  trustee  to  any  other  person  or  persons,  so  as  to 
work  a  change  or  substitution  of  joint  tenants  and  trustees,  without  the 
(consent  in  writing  of  a  majority  of  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees  holding 
at  the  time  of  such  proposed  conveyance,  transfer  or  disposition,  of  which 
majority  the  Bishop  afore  mentioned  shall  be  one,  provided  he  is  at  the 
time  one  of  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees. 

And  if  the  Bishop  be  not  one  of  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees  at  the 
time,  then  and  in  that  case  the  consent  in  writing  of  three  fourths  (fl()  in 
number  of  such  joint  tenants  and  trustees  shall  be  essential  to  any  such 
conveyance,  transfer  or  disposition. 

And  no  sale,  exchange,  lease,  mortgage  or  other  disposition  of  said 
real  estate  and  properties,  in  furtherance  and  for  the  better  carrying  out 
of  the  objects  and  purposes  herein  expressed,  shall  be  made  by  the  joint 
tenants  and  trustees,  as  a  body,  except  by  the  resolution  and  consent  in 
writing  8ul)8cribed  by  a  majority  of  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees,  of 
which  majority  the  Bishop  as  afore  mentioned  shall  constitute  one,  if  he 
be  at  the  time  one  of  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees.  And  if  he  be  not  at 
the  time  one  of  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees,  then  the  consent  in  writ- 
ing of  three  fourths  (^).  in  number  of  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees  shall 
1)6  essential  to  any  such  sale,  exchange,  lease,  or  other  disposition. 

Second— The  brick  Church  building  above  described,  or  any  oth^ 
( -Imrch  edifice  which  shall  be  hereafter  erected,  acquired  or  held  in  pur- 
Huance  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Church  now  known  as  the  Protestant  Episcopsd  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  or  in  the  Diocese  of  which  the  the  City  of  Milwau* 
kee  shall  be  the  See  or  Cathedral  City  as  aforesaid,  as  and  for  his  Cathe- 
dral Church,  and  as,  and  for,  the  purposes  of  a  Cathedral  Organization, 
subject  only  to  the  conditions  in  this  instrument  expressed. 
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Thiid— Whenever,  with  the  Joint  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Diocesan 
Council  of  the  aforementioned  Church,  now  known  as  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  or  in  the  Diocese  of  which 
Ifilwaokee  shall  at  the  time  be  the  See  or  Cathedral  City,  as  aforesaid, 
tbxan  shall  be  created  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Wis- 
consin a  Corporation  to  be  known  as  *'A11  Saints'  Cathedral  of  the  City 
of  Ifilwaukee"  with  such  powers,  duties  and  limitations  as  will  insure 
the  true  and  faithful  administration  and  carrying  into  effect  of  the  uses, 
InstB  and  purposes  herein  specified  and  provided  for,  then  the  undersigned 
or  their  successors  in  tenancy  and  trust  may  and  shall  convey  the  afore- 
said real  estate  and  properties,  if  then  held  by  them,  or  so  much  thereof 
w  shall  be  so  held,  and  all  properties,  the  proceeds  thereof  whether  real, 
personal  or  mixed,  or  cash  in  hand,  and  howsoever  acquired,  whether  by 
sak,  exchauge,  purchase,  mortgage  or  lease,  or  in  any  other  manner,  to 
the  Cathedral  Corporation  so  created  and  organized  to  be  thenceforth 
held  and  administered  by  such  Corporation  to  and  for  the  uses  and  pur- 
poses herein  expressed. 

Fourth— For  the  better,  more  convenient  and  effectual  administra- 
tion of  the  trusts  hereby  expressed,  until  the  Corporation  above  mentioned 
shall  be  created  and  organized  and  the  real  estate  and  properties  aforesaid, 
aad  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  conveyed  to  it  as  above  provided,  it  is 
hereby  declared  that  the  whole  number  of  joint  tenants  and  trustees 
shall  be  kept  and  maintained  at  not  less  than  five  (5)  or  more  than 
aix  (^  of  which  number  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  which  Milwaukee 
shall  be  the  See  or  Cathedral  City  as  heretofore  specified  shall  be  one,  the 
said  Bishop  consenting  so  to  be;  and  if  he  do  not  consent,  and  it  be  ne- 
<*88ary  in  order  to  keep  the  number  of  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees  "at 
five  (5)  then  some  other  fit  person  to  be  elected  and  agreed  upon  as  herein- 
after provided,  shall  be  made  a  joint  tenant  and  tmstee  in  his  place. 

Fifth— Regular  meetings  of  said  joint  tenants  and  trustees  shall  be 
held  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  fixed  by  a  paper  in  writing  to  be 
signed  by  at  least  three-fourths  {^)  in  number  of  such  joint  tenants  and 
trustees,  a  copy  of  which  paper  in  wilting  shall  be  spread  upon  the  min- 
utes of  the  proceedings  of  said  joint  tenants  and  trustees,  whereupon  each 
and  every  of  such  joint  tenants  and  trustees  shall  take  notice  of  the  con- 
tents of  such  paper.    And  special  meetings  of  such  joint  tenants  and 
trustees  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  designated  by 
notice  in  writing  to  be  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary,  or  by  a  nia- 
foiity  of  such  joint  tenants  and  trustees,  such  notice  having  been  served 
jpon  each  of  such  joint  tenants  and  trustees,  by  the  delivery  of  a  copy 
rf  the  same  to  him  personally,  or  else  by  leaving  such  copy  at  either  his 
tsual  place  of  abode  or  of  business,  at  least  one  day  prior  to  the  time  of 
loiding  any  such  special  meeting. 
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Sixth— And  it  is  hereby  further  declared  that  at  any  r^grular  or  special 
meeting  (except  as  hereinafter  provided  for  the  purpose  of  amendment  to 
this  instrument)  a  majority  of  the  T^hole  number  of  the  joint  tenants  and 
trustees,  at  any  time  assembled  at  the  Diocesan  Office  In  the  City  of  IDl* 
waukee,  or  at  such  other  place  in  or  out  of  said  City  as  may  be  designat- 
iHi  in  the  notice  of  the  meeting,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  tbe 
transaction  of  any  and  all  business,  and  the  doing  and  performing  of  any 
and  all  acts,  matters  and  things  pertaining  to  administration,  management 
and  control  of  the  trusts  herein  and  hereby  provided  for  and  expreasel 
and  shall  have,  possess  and  exercise  all  the  powers,  and  perform  all  tbe 
functions  and  duties  which  might  or  could  be  had,  possessed  or  exercised 
or  performed,  if  all  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees  were  so  assembled  and 
present,  and  in  like  manner,  and  with  like  validity  and  effect  in  all  respecto 
iis  if  all  were  so  assembled  and  present  and  consenting  thereto;  Pio- 
viDED  iiowEVEK,  that  the  action  of  such  majority  so  assembled  shall 
have  the  written  approval  of  the  Bishop,  he  being  at  the  time  one  of  the 
joint  tenants  and  trustees.    If,  however,  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  if  by  «•• 
sun  of  his  failure  or  refusal  to  consent  and  to  act,  the  Bishop  be  not  (W 
of  such  joint  tenants  and  trustees,  then  the  action  of  the  majority  so  »- 
sembled  as  aforesaid  must  be  approved  in  writing  by  three-fourths  00 
in  number  of  all  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees. 

Seventh—Subject  to  the  approvals  in  writing  above  specified, the mt- 
jority  of  joint  tenants  and  trustees  so  assembled  as  above  stated,  whcfi- 
ever  in  their  judgment  it  shall  be  for  the  promotion  and  better  canrinf 
out  of  the  trusts  hereby  declared,  shall  have  full  power  and  authori^  to 
bargain,  sell,  exchange,  alien,  convey  and  confirm,  or  to  mortgage,  leM^ 
or  otherwise  encumber  or  dispose  of,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  afoW' 
said  real  estate  and  properties,  or  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  other  ml 
estate  and  propertie^s  which  may  have  been  acquired,  or  which  may  be 
belli  under  or  in  pursuance  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust;  and  upon  audi 
bargain,  sale,  exchange,  mortgage,  leiise  or  other  disposition,  to  wsJu, 
sign,  seal,  acknowledge  and  deliver  any  and  all  deeds  and  other  instni- 
ments  in  writing  necessary  to  cairy  into  effect  any  and  every  negotiatkA 
bargain  or  contract  intendeil,  which  deeds  or  other  instruments,  coo* 
taining  a  recital  that  the  written  approval  aforesaid  has  been  obtained, 
and  containing  also  a  reference  to  this  Declaration  of  Trust  as  the  aatho^ 
ity  under  whicli  the  same  are  or  may  be  made  by  referring  to  the  volaoe 
Jind  pag(»s  of  the  book  in  the  oftice  of  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  the  Coon- 
ty  of  Milwaukee  where  this  instrument  shall  be  recorded,  shall  be  as  viU 
and  efi!ectual  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  tlie  same  were  made,BigMd» 
sealed,  acknowledged  and  delivered  by  each  and  all  of  the  joint  tenintl 
and  trustees  in  pei-son,  it  being  the  intention  hereby  irrevocably  to  coBr 
fer  upon  the  majority  of  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees  so  assembled,  and 
acting,  all  the  power  and  authoiity  which  might  or  could  be  exercised  b| 
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.  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees  if  all  were  actually  so  assembled  and 
ting,  and  it  being  also  the  intention  that  this  instrument  shall  be  and 
on  operate  as  a  full,  effectual,  perfect  and  irrevocable  power  of  attor- 
9y  and  confirmation  by  each  absent  joint  tenant  and  trustee  to  the 
iajority  so  assembled  to  act  for  and  to  bind  such  absentee.  And,  for 
be  farther  and  more  certain  and  unquestionable  carrying  into  effect  the 
^upose  hereby  intended,  it  is  further  declared,  that  this  instrument  shall 
wand  shall  operate  as  a  full,  adequate,  complete  and  irrevocable  power 
rf  attorney  and  authority  from  each  and  every  joint  tenant  and  trustee 
who  shall  be  absent  from  the  meetings  so  held  by  the  majority  to  anyone 
of  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees  so  assembled  to  make,  sign,  seal,  acknow- 
ledge and  deliver  for  and  in  the  name  of  such  absentee  any  deed,  mort- 
gage, lease,  contract  or  other  instrument  in  writing,  pertaining  to  the  real 
estate  and  properties  held  by  the  joint  tenants  in  trust  as  aforesaid,  which 
deed,  mortgage,  lease,  contract,  or  other  instrument  in  writing,  shall  have 
been  agreed  upon  by  the  majority  so  ^sembled,  and  approved  in  writing 
as  above  pro>ided,  and  the  deed,  mortgage,  lease,  contract,  or  other  instru- 
ment, so  executed  in  the  the  name  of  any  absentee  shall  be  as  valid  and 
effectual  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  executed  by  such  absentee  in 
person. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  declared,  that  each  new  joint  tenant  and 
trustee,  or  joint  tenant  and  trustee  hereafter  admitted,  shall,  before  such 
admission,  make,  siga,  seal,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  to  such  other  joint  tenant  and  trustee  as  the 
M^ority  may  designate,  an  instrument  or  declaration  in  writing,  in  and 
by  which  he  shall  declare  and  acknowledge  that  he  holds  and  will  hold 
his  interest  and  title  as  joint  tenant  and  trustee  subject  to  all  the  provis- 
ions of  this  instrument  or  Declaration  of  Trust,  and  that  all  the  conditions 
and  provisions  hereof  are  and  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive  upon  him, 
and  furthermore  that  he  adopts  and  ratifies  this  instrument  in  every  par- 
ticular as  fully  as  if  the  same  were  actually  subscribed  and  acknowledged 
by  him,  and  the  instrument  or  declaration  so  executed  by  each  new  joint 
tenant  and  trustee  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Register  of  Deeds 
<rf  the  County  of  Milwaukee. 

Eighth— And  it  is  hereby  further  declared,  that  if  any  joint  tenant 
ttd  tnistee  shall  at  any  time  desire  to  withdraw  from  his  joint  tenancy 
and  trust  he  may  do  so  by  conveying  his  undivided  interest  in  the  trust 
estate  and  properties  to  the  remaining  joint  tenants  and  trustees  by  name 
iod  as  a  body,  or  by  conveying  the  same  to  such  third  person  as  the  re- 
naining  trustees  by  a  three-fourths  {%)  majority  shall  in  writing  desig- 
tate  and  appoint. 

In  case  of  such  resignation,  or  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other  per- 
tan^it  disability  of  any  joint  tenant  and  trustee,  his  successor  in  tenancy 
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and  trust,  (except  in  case  of  the  death  or  other  permanent  disability  ol 
the  Bishop,  when  his  successor  in  Ecclesiastical  OflSce  shall  be  his  ne- 
cessor  in  tenancy  and  trust,  if  such  successor  consent  thereto)  shall  be 
nominated  in  writing  by  three-fourths  (9i)  in  number  of  the  remaimig 
joint  tenants  suid  trustees,  of  which  m^drity  the  Bishop,  if  at  the  timei 
joint  tenant  and  trustee,  and  capable  of  acting,  shall  be  one,  and  thereopa 
a  proper  deed  of  conveyance  of  the  trust  estate  and  properties  shall  be 
made  as  herein  provided  to  the  person  so  nominated,  (or,  in  the  cne  d 
thct  death  or  other  permanent  disability  of  the  Bishop,  Uien  tohissueoe» 
or  as  aforesaid,  he  consenting  to  act  in  such  tenancy  and  trust,  as  diatt 
siiid)  such  nominee  (or  such  Bishop  as  aforesaid  in  the  case  aforesaid) 
having  first  made,  signed,  sealed,  acknowledged  and  delivered  theinstn- 
iiient  or  declaration  in  writing  hereinbefore  specified  and  required.  Then 
things  having  been  done,  the  person  so  nominated  (or  the  said  Bishop  ia 
the  case  aforesaid)  shall  be<;ome  and  be  one  of  the  joint  tenants  and 
trustees  in  all  respects  the  same  as  if  he  were  one  of  the  subscriben  of 
this  instrument:  and  the  question  whether  anyone  of  the  joint  tenanti 
and  trustees,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Bishop,  has,  from  sickness,  insani- 
ty, or  pennanont  or  continued  absence  from  the  United  States  or  otha"- 
wis(%  become  permanently  disabled  so  that  he  cannot  or  ought  not  longer 
to  act  as  such  joint  tenant  and  trustee,  shall  in  every  instance  be  fbaStf 
and  ccniclusively  decided  by  the  vote  or  resolution  of  three-fourths  (SO 
in  number  of  all  the  trustees  as  above  provided. 

In  the  cjise  of  the  Bishop  the  question  of  his  having  become  in  lika 
manner  ))enuanent]y  dis;ibleil  shall  be  determined  by  the  decision  of  tha 
proper  Ecclesiastical  autliorities  with  respect  to  his  ability  further  to ful- 
111  and  perform  the  functions  and  duties  of  his  OtRce  of  Bishop.  If  it 
shall  at  any  time  be  decided  by  such  authorities,  that,  from  sickness,  in- 
sanity, or  other  cause,  he  is  peimanently  disabled  from  fulfilhngand 
])eri'orniing  such  functions  and  duties,  such  decision  shall  he  conclnsite 
of  his  disability  longer  to  hold  the  position  of  joint  tenant  and  trustee. 

Wlienever  anyone  of  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees  shall  be  held  ani 
(Iwided  to  have  btK'onio  permanently  disabled,  in  manner  above  provided, 
liirt  title  and  interest  in  the  trust  estate  and  properties  shall  thereupon, 
wiithout  unnecessary  delay,  be  conveyed  to  his  successor  nominated  ii 
aforesaid,  (or,  in  the  cjtse  of  the  Hislio]),  to  his  successor  in  office,  he  con- 
senting to  act  i\s  such  joint  tenant  ^md  trustee  as  aforesaid)  in  the  manna 
hereinbefore  provided  for  the  sale  and  conveyane-e  or  other  dispositionol 
the  trust  estate  and  ])roperties  by  three-fourths  (.^  in  number  of  tb 
remaining  joint  tenants  and  tioistees  assembled  in  the  Diocesan  Office  o 
other  place  fixed  by  notice  as  hereinbefore  provided,  that  is  to  say,  sue' 
one  of  the  remaining  joint  tenants  and  trustees  as  may  for  that  purpoc 
be  designated  in  writing  by  three- fourths  (%)  in  number  so  assemble 
shall  have  power  and  authority,  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  joint  tenai 
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and  trustee  so  held  and  decided  to  be  disabled  to  make,  sign,  seal,  acknow- 
ledge and  deliver  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  conveying  all  the  title  and 
interest  of  such  disabled  joint  tenant  and  trustee  in  and  to  the  trust 
estate  and  properties  to  the  successor  which  may  have  been  nominated 
in  manner  above  provided,  (or,  in  the  case  of  the  Bishop,  to  his  sue- 
cesBor  in  Office,  he  consenting  to  act  as  such  joint  tenant  and  trustee  as 
aforesaid)  which  deed  so  executed  and  delivered  shall  be  as  valid  and 
effectual  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  executed  and  delivered  by  such 
disabled  joint  tenant  and  trustee  when  laboring  under  no  disability,  it 
being  the  intention  hereby  to  give  and  to  grant  full,  absolute,  perfect 
and  irrevocable  power  and  authority  in  the  premises. 

But  no  such  deed  shall  be  valid  or  effectual  until  nor  unless  the 
grantee  named  therein  shall  have  first  made,  signed,  sealed,  acknowledg- 
ed and  delivered  the  instrument  or  declaration  in  writing  hereinbefore 
specified  and  required. 

Xinth— And  it  is  furthermore  declared,  that  until  the  formation  of 
the  Cathedral  Corporation  above  mentioned  and  referred  to,  the  joint 
tenants  and  trustees  may,  if  they  shall  deem  it  advisable  and  for  the 
more  easy  and  efficient  management  and  administration  of  the  trusts 
hereby  declared,  organize  and  form  a  Corporation  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Wisconsin,  to  which  Corporation  the  estate  and  properties  per- 
taining to  said  trusts  may  be  conveyed  to  be  managed  and  administered 
by  such  Corporation  as  herein  directed  and  declared,  and  to  be  conveyed 
by  it  to  the  Cathedral  Corporation  whenever  the  same  shall  be  created 
and  organized  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Tenth— The*  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  aforesaid  and  his  successors  in  office, 
the  same  being  joint  tenants  and  trustees  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  sevendly, 
"ex  officio,"  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Joint  Tenants  and  Trustees; 
otherwise  the  President  shall  be  selected  by  the  Joint  Tenants  and 
Trustees  from  their  number. 

The  Rt  Rev.  Edward  R.  Welles,  D.  D.,  now  Bishop  and  now  one  of 
the  joint  tenants  and  trustees,  is  hereby  acknowledged  and  declared  to  be 
such  President. 

One  of  the  Joint  Tenants  and  Trustees  3hall  be  elected  Secretary,  and 
the  Rev.  Erastus  W.  Spalding,  D.  D.,  or  whoever  of  the  joint  tenants  and 
trustees  may  hereafter  be  elected  in  his  place  in  case  of  his  failure  to  serve 
h^^by  appointed  and  declared  to  be  Secretary  of  the  Board. 


Eleventh— The  power  to  correct  or  amend  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  in 
ease  the  same  shall  be  found  in  any  manner  defective  or  insufficient,  is  here- 
by reserved.  Provided  howiever,  such  correction  or  amendment  shall  in 
no  wise  materially  modify  or  change  the  uses  and  purposes  herein  ex- 
pressed, but  shall  be  in  furtherance  of  the  same  by  obviating  or  removing 
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any  legal  or  technical  objections  or  defects,  and  Pboyidbd  further 
that  such  correction  or  amendment  shall  be  made  only  when  there  is  a 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  not  disabled  as  above  recited,  iand  shall  be  indicat- 
ed or  declared  by  Besolution  duly  passed  at  a  meeting  assembled  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  except  that  thirty  (90)  days'  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  meeting,  and  of  the  amendment  proposed  shall  first  be  g^ven 
to  each  joint  tenant  and  trustee,  the  number  of  joint  tenants  and  trustees 
being  at  that  time  full,  that  is  to  say,  not  less  than  five  (5);  and  the  ap- 
proval in  writing  of  the  said  Besolution  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  three 
fourths  (%)  in  number  of  all  the  joint  tenants  and  trustees,  of  which  three 
f  omlhs  (%)  the  Bishop  shall  be  one,  if  he  be  at  the  time  one  of  the  joint 
tenants  and  trustees;  and  the  said  Besolution  shall  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting;  and  the  Declaration  of  Trust  as  finally  amended 
or  corrected  shall  be  signed,  sealed,  witnessed,  attested  and  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  Begister  of  Deeds  of  the  County  of  Milwaukee,  in  the  same 
manner  as  this  present  instrument  and  shall  thenceforth  take  its  place 
and  govern  and  control  the  acts  and  doings  of  the  joint  tenants  and  trus- 
tees in  administering  and  discharging  the  trust  in  this  instrument  set 
forth  and  declared.

Certain  bills  having  been  audited  were  ordered  paid,  as  will  appeal 
by  the  Treasurer's  report. 

The  following  minute  was  adopted  in  regard  to  the  death  of  J.Albeil 
Ilelfenstein,  for  seventeen  yeai*s  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  ol 
the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin;  consecutively  from  1855  to  1859,  and  from  18ft 
to  1882. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee,  on  the  Iftth  of  June,  tb 
following  minute  was  presented  and  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the  recof* 

On  the  29th  of  March  last,  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  lost  from  it 
counsels  and  its  visi]>le  communion  a  member,  who,  for  the  last  fort; 
ycfirs,  h;is  held  a  more  prominent  place  in  her  affairs  than  any  other  la) 
man  now  living,  with  perhaps  two  exceptions.  We  need  hardly  nam 
John  Albert  IIelfenstein. 

Admitted  in  early  mahhood  to  the  communion  of  the  Catholic  Chuidi 
;Mr.  IIelfenstein  came  to  Milwaukee  before  the  Territory  of  Wisconsii 
had  risen  to  the  dignity  of  a  State  in  the  Federal  Union,  or  the  few  con 
gregations  of  Churchmen  within  its  limits  had  been  organized  into  a  Dio 
cese.  Well  instructed  in  and  firmly  attached  to  the  distinctive  principto 
of  this  Catholic  Church,  he  was  ever  ready  and  glad  to  work  ton  he 
welfare  and  extension.  An  active  member  of  St.  Paurs,  the  mother  Pitt 
ish  in  this  city,  he  was  chosen  a  delegate  to  represent  her  in  the  Primai; 
Convention  etdU^l  to  meet  in  Milwaukee,  June  24,  A.  D.,  1847,  by  the  tin 
Missionary  Bishop  of  the  American  Church,  the  late  venerable  Jacksci 
Kemper;  at  which  time  thQ  then  scattered  and  feeble  Parishes  and  Mifl 
sioiis  in  Wisconsin  were  framed  into  a  Diocese.  At  that  Convention  Mi 
IlcliViistcin  was  eicctiHl  a  Ooputy  to  the  Genend  Convention  held  in  Oc 
tober,  1847,  when  this  Diocese,  which  he  helped  to  organize  wasadmittec 
into  the  coiiftMhuation  of  Dioceses  of  the  American  Catholic  Churclu 

And  fn)ni  that  time  down  to  the  year  of  our  Lord  1880,  he  was  fre 
♦luently  chosen  to  represent,  in  part,  this  Diocese,  in  tlie  Councils  of  on 
Xational  Cliurch.  In  1848  he  wjis  first  elected  a  member  of  the  Standinj 
Committee,  and  aj^aiii  in  1855,  '5f3,  *57  and  '58;  and  for  the  last  thiitee 
years  an<l  up  tt)  the  time  of  his  dece;ise,  he  has  been  retained  inthatoffio 
aiiil  discharged  its  duties  with  most  commendable  regiUarity  andfidelit; 
lie  was,  moreover,  one  of  the  first  Trustees  of  Funds  and  I^perty  of  tl 
Diocese,  and  held  that  position  for  several  successive  years. 

lie  was  a  man  of  solid  and  sober  judgment,  and  of  honest  parpos 
strong  and  unwavering  in  the  faith,  not  ciuTied  about  with  divers  a 
strange  doctrines;  a  sound,  true,  loyal  and  well-instructed  Churchman 
devout,  consistent  and  steadfast  Christian.  The  Standing  Committeei 
plore  the  loss  of  his  wise  and  judicious  counsels,  and  his  lively  inter 
in  all  things  which  make  for  the  peiice  and  prosperity  of  the  Church 
this  City  and  Diocese. 
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The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  procure  a  box  for  the  better  preserv- 
ition  of  the  records  of  the  Standing  Committee;  also  to  complete  binding 
he  sets  of  the  Diocesan  Journal:  and  to  embody  in  the  report  to  the  Coun- 
U  "That  it  is  desirable,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Standing  Committee  that 
SAFE  be  purchased  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible  for  the  preservation  of 
be  valuable  records  of  the  Diocese." 

After  mature  consideration  the  Standing  Committee  respectfully  re- 
ort  the  following  assessment  or  apportionment  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Hocese  for  the  conciliar  year  ending  June  1, 1883,  as  required  by  Canon 
lV;  the  amount  proposed  being  less,  though  the  whole  should  be  realizeil, 
iuin  the  existing  and  prospective  demands  upon  the  treasury  will  require. 
Regains  specified  are,  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  judgment, 
lirly  proportioned  to  the  ability  of  the  several  congregations  after  allow- 
ng  the  full  credit  claimed  for  all  contributions  towards  the  Endowment 
^mL  The  basis  of  the  proposed  apportionment  is  not  the  whole  number 
f  Gommanicants  alone  but  all  the  elements  which  indicate  the  wealth 
nd  strength  of  the  several  congregations. 

In  this  connection  the  Standing  Committee  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
nbmit  to  their  brethren,  the  representatives  of  those  older  and/wealtliier 
^^vishes,  some  of  whose  former  members,  now  connected  with  poorer 
bmI  non-exempt  congregations,  helped  to  swell  the  amount  of  their  con- 
ribntion  to  the  Endowment  Fund  on  the  ground  of  which  they  have 
iitherto  been  held  exempt  from  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  annual 
isesBment  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  whether  the  time  has  not 
Wly  come  when  they  should  wave  their  claims  to  such  exemption,  and 
idp  their  brethren  of  the  feebler  and  poorer  congregations,  to  meet  all 
he  unprovided-for  annual  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

When  the  effort  was  made,  now  sixteen  years  ago,  to  raise  an  Endow- 
nent  Fund,  the  amount  proposed  was  not  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollara. 
lad  that  full  sum  been  secured,  it  would  have  yielded  at  ten  per  cent 
nterest,  (then  and  long  after  lawful  and  easily  to  l)e  obtained,)  enough 
lotonly  to  pay  our  Bishop's  salary,  as  fixed  at  the  time  of  his  election, 
'Ut  all  the  other  expenses  of  the  Diocese.  And  it  is  not  probable,  to  say 
he  least,  that  any  understanding  there  might  have  l)een  that  all  congre- 
ations  contributing  to  that  Fund  should  be  entitled  to  a  credit  of  seven 
er  cent  on  all  future  assessm^ts,  was  based  on  the  confident  expectation 
)th  that  the  whole  fifty  thousand  would  l)e  raised,  and  that  money 
ould  never  be  worth  less  than  seven  per  cent  in  Wisconsin.  But 
perience  has  taught  us  otherw'ise.  If  the  whole  amount  proposed  had 
en  obtained  and  were  now  in  hand  for  investment,  not  more  than  two 
>u8and  or  twenty-five  hundred  could  be  realized  from  investments  of 
questionable  validity;  so  that  even  with  a  fifty  thousand  Endowment 
nd,  and  no  exemptions  claimed  or  allowed,  scarcely  mori  than  one 
f  the  sum  necessary  to  pay  our  annual  expenses  would  be  forthcoming 
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from  the  Endowment,  and  an  assessment  of  two  thousand  at  least  would 
have  to  be  annually  laid.    But  as  a  matter  of  fact  only  about  three-fifths 
of  the  originally  proposed  fund  was  procured;  and  even  that  has  sinoe 
l)een  reduced  by  one^ixth  on  account  of  the  creation  of  another  Diooeee 
within  oiu:  original  limits,  while  the  rate  of  absolutely  safe  investments 
has  been  rapidly  falling  till  it  has  reached  about  one  half  of  seven  per 
cent.    So  that  the  twenty-six  thousand  now  constituting  the  Endowment 
Fund,  instead  of  yielding  either  twenty-five  hundred  or  two  thousand  as 
it  did  formerly  through  the  skilful  handling  of  our  esteemed  Treasurer, 
has  for  the  last  two  or  more  years,  with  difficulty  been  made  to  yield  fif- 
teen hundred  annually,  and  bids  fair  to  fall  as  low  as  twdve»  and  perhaps 
even  to  ten  hundred;  while  the  annual  expenses  of  the  Diocese  are  not 
less  than  forty-five  hundred.    Under  these  circumstances  the  Standing 
Committee  respectfully  urge  that  an  earnest  appeal  should  be  made  to 
the  liberality  and  generosity  of  the  richer  parishes  to  assist,  even  beyond 
what  they  consider  to  be  their  strict  obligations,  the  poorer  communities 
upon  whom  otherwise  a  burden  would  fall  greater  than  they  can  bear.

Of  these  Missionaries  one  receives  three  hundred,  one,  one  himdnd 
and  fifty,  and  each  of  the  others  two  hundi:6d  dollaiB  per  annum. 

The  Treasurer  reports  receipts  for  the  year  S2784.82,  and  disbiine> 
ments  $2407.83,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $329.40. 

Out  of  the  41  Parishes  and  35  Organized  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  only 
9  Parishes  and  8  Missions  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  CaDon 
VI  and  reported  pledges  for  the  year  beginning  June  1, 1882,  aggregating 
only  $377.08. 

The  receipts  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  current  year  amouot  to 
$549.79.  This  sum,  in  accordance  with  the  letter  of  Canon  VI,  should  lii 
in  the  treasury  at  this  time.  As  the  Treasurer  reportB  on  hand  mi! 
$329.40,  it  shows  that  while  there  is  money  in  the  treasury,  there  is  m 
actual  deficit  of  $220.39. 

Besides  the  work  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Diocesan  BokA 
four  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  receive  stipends  from  the  General  Booi 
These  Missionaries  hold  services  at  eight  points  beside  those  mentioiai 
above,  making  in  all  40  places  in  the  Diocese  where  missionaiy  serviM 
are  regularly  held.

Report  of  the  DeaQ  of  the  Milwaukee  Goitvocatioit. 


There  have  been  two  meetings  since  the  last  Council.  The  first  in 
St  Paul's,  Watertown,  Nov.  29  and  30,  and  Dec.  1, 1881,  which  was  attend- 
ed by  ten  of  the  clergy  from  this,  and  two  from  the  Madison  Convocation. 
The  second  at  €reneva»  June  6,  7  and  8, 1882,  on  occasion  of  the  Consecra- 
Upn  of  the  new  church  in  that  village,  attendkl  by  sixteen  Clergymen 
from  this,  and  three  from  the  Madison  Convocation,  besides  seven  from 
the  Diocese  of  Illinois.  The  usual  services,  sermons,  addresses  and  essays 
v^  had  at  the  former,  and  at  the  latter  the  only  doings  beside  the  ordi- 
liary  routine,  were  the  appointment  of  two  committees  to  confer  with 
those  before  appointed  in  the  other  Convocations  in  reference  to  the  for- 
rnation  of  a  Church  Temperance  Society  in  this  Diocese,  and  also  to  fixing 
'ipon  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  Sunday  School  Conference. 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Missions  "that  the 
I^s  of  Convocations  embody  in  their  repoits  a  statement  of  the  Mis- 
sionary needs  of  their  several  Districts,  luid  suggestions  for  the  greater 
efficiency  of  our  Mission  work,"  I  have  to  say,  first  as  to  our  "needs"  in 
this  District,  that  I  know  of  but  two  villages  of  much  size  where  there  is 
^0  provision  for  the  services  of  the  Church,  viz.,  Hartford  and  Eagle,  in 
'ifither  of  which,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  is  there  a  nucleus  of  Church- 
*^en  anxious  for,  and  ready  to  help  sustiun,  a  Missionary.  As  to  the 
^neteen  Stations  existing  and  provided  with  Churches  or  Chapels,  five 
^J^ering  around  Nashotah,  and  served  by  its  Pi'ofessors,  four  in  and 
'^^  Milwaukee,  supplied  by  the  Cathedral  staff  of  clergy,  seven  in  Racine 
^dits  vicinity,  (including  Springfield)  provided  with  services  from  the 
^<>nege,  and  the  one  at  Burlington,  now  for  the  firat  time  having  a  resi- 
^^nt  Missionary,  as  to  these  Stations  now  so  well  and  regularly  supplied 
^ith  faithful  and  self-denying  Missionaries,  (I  reserve  West  Bend  and 
BlJmot  for  after  mention)  I  know  of  no  special  needs  other  than  an  in- 
Tease  of  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  Laity,  a  greater  readiness  to  second  the 
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ing  the  Mission  work  under  our  supervision"  I  have  no  new  or 
methods  to  propose,  but  only  the  old  way  of  preaching  boldly,  fe 
and  lovingly,  and  exemplifing  by  pureness,  by  knowledge,  by  lonj 
ing,  by  kindness,  "evangelical  truth" under  "apostolic orders," as; 
and  required  to  be  ministered  by  our  American  branch  of  the  lie 
olic  Church,  "not  for  filthy  lucre,  but  of  a  ready  mind,"  not  as 
ourselves  or  men,  but  with  an  eye  single  to  the  glory  of  our  Lord, 
winning  of  souls  to  His  love  and  service,  in  all  sober,  rightec 
godly  living.

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Report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Madison  Gonvocatu 


There  have  been  the  three  regular  meetings  of  the  Convocat 
during  the  year,  as  follows:  at  Brodhead,  Oct  18,  19,  and  20;  a 
January  31,  February  1  and  2;  and  at  Darlington,  April  25,  26 
At  Brodhead,  the  number  of  the  Clergy  in  attendance,  including  i 

on.  wfw  ninft*  nf.  Bftloit.  sixtppri!  and  at  Darlinirton-  aIpvah      ( 
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Thorpe,  missionary  at  Monroe,  who  has  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Neb- 
raska, and  the  Rev.  R.  D.  Stearns,  for  many  years  the  faithful  Rector  at 
Whitewater,  who  has  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Michigan.  Mr.  Steams 
was  an  efficient  member  of  our  Convocation,  and  a  constant  attendant 
upon  its  meetings.    We  greatly  regret  his  departure  from  us. 

At  each  meeting  the  time  was,  as  usual,  filled  in  with  sermons,  essays, 
discussions,  missionary  addresses,  reports,  and  Celebrations  of  Public  Ser- 
Tiees,  and  of  the  Holy  Communion.  At  Brodhead  the  principal  topic  of 
interest  discussed^  was  that  of  Church  music;  at  Beloit,  the  Sunday-School 
questton,  and  at  Darlington,  the  Church  of  England  Temperance  Society. 
So  much  interest  and  good  resulted  from  the  Sunday-School  Conference 
held  at  Madison  last  fall,  that  our  Convocation  both  at  Beloit  and  Dar- 
lin^n,  gave  its  approval  to  the  establishment  each  yeiir  of  such  a  Con- 
IcRnce  in  our  Diocese. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  at  our  last  Convocation,  to  confer  with 
Committees  of  other  Convocations  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a  time 
sod  place  for  holding  the  next  Sunday  School  Conference,  to  make  such 
other  arrangements  as  should  be  deemed  necessary,  and  to  make  their  re- 
port at  the  time  of  the  Council.  Committees  also  have  been  appointed 
in  each  Convocation  to  bring  in  proper  form  the  matter  of  the  Church  of 
England  Temperance  Society  to  the  attention  of  this  Council,  and  I  would 
^suggest  that  these  respective  Committees  should  be  called  upon  by 
the  Chair  to  meet  for  consultation  at  some  early  specified  time. 

The  grreat  and  paramount  work  which  should  form  the  basis  of  our  ac- 
tivities as  Convocations,  it  seems  to  me  should  be  to  stimulate  interest  in 
the  work  of  Missions.    Our  Diocese  is  largely  a  missionary  Diocese.   Most 
assuredly  is  this  true  with  respect  to  that  portion  of  it  which  comprises  the 
Madison  Convocation.    "Within  our  Convocation,  embracing  eleven  coun- 
^68, there  are  only  eight  Parishes  that  are  self  sustaining,  whilst  we  have  by 
actual  count,  twenty  two  Mission  Stations  where  services  are  held  witli 
^oie  or  less  regularity.    Of  these  twenty  two  Mission  Stations,  about  one 
j"df  of  them  are  at  present  supplied,  whilst  the  other  half,  almost  equally 
^portant,  are  not  supplied.    To  this  fact  add  also  the  other  fact,  that  there 
^  many  comparatively  lai'ge  villages  in  our  Convocation  hke  Clinton, 
^en,Edgerton,  Jefferson,  Oragon  and  Dodge ville,  where  Church  people 
W8ide,but  where  no  efforts  are  made  in  behalf  of  Church  work,  and  it 
brings  us  at  once,  face  to  face  with  a  question  of  duty  from  which  we,  as 
Churchmen,  cannot  consistently  turn  away.    A  contribution  from  every 
tMptized  person  of  the  Church,  would  furnish  the  money,  and  the  men  to 
do  the  work  we  believe  would  be  then  forthcoming.    The  Ple<lge  System 
thoroughly  and  diligently  worked  in  every  Parish  and  Mission,  would 
hring  four-fold  into  the  hands  of  our  Missionary  Treasurer.

Report  of  the  Dean  of  the  La  Srosse  &)QTOGatioQ. 


During  the  past  year,  tliree  churches  have  been  consecrated  witbio 
the  La  Crosse  Convocation,  and  three  have  been  commenced.  One  nev 
Mission  has  been  opened  with  unusual  promise,  two  have  become  self- 
supporting,  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  inrovide  at  once  fortbespiiitui 
oversight  of  six  or  eight  new  places.  Four  clergymen  have  ramov- 
ed,  and  four  have  been  received.  By  joumeyings  often,  and  by  labcmn 
a])undant,  the  entire  force  of  eleven  have  cared  for  more  than  dOplaa& 
(renerally,  tlie  results  have  been  good,  and  the  feeling  is  hopefaL 

The  I^  Crosse  Convocation  is  the  virgin  soil  of  the  Diocese,  the  fieU 
that  lieth  fallow,  untrodden,  with  no  seeds  of  thistles,  and  no  rocks  d 
oft'ence.    Capital  is  seeking  greedily  after  its  immense  wealth  of  timber* 
mine  and  tillage,  by  the  construction  of  railroads,  and  the  building  d 
towns.    Not  duty  only,  but  the  very  urgency  of  the  people  themselTes 
calls  upon  the  Church  to  follow  after  and  take  possession.    But,  how  shsll 
eleven  men  any  further  distribute  tliemselves  without  annihilation,  or 
at  least  tlie  extremity  of  thinness?    The  authorities  of  the  Diocese 
thoroughly  underatand  and  recognize  these  needs  and  magnifioentoppor- 
tunities,  and  according  to  their  ability  have  generously  supplied  thou. 
Of  them  we  can  ask  nothing  more,  until  their  ability  is  increased  by 
larger  offerings  of  the  brethren.    We  do  hope,  however,  that  we  can  soon 
secure  one  more  man  to  till  in  the  great  gap  between  Lake  Superior,  and 
tlie  Xortheni  outpost  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  I'eabody,  and  one  to  help  in  the 
valley  of  the  Chippewa.    Then  we  will  feel  &s  though  the  county  wewg 
at  least,  fairly  picketed.    Perhaps  some  man,  like  him  of  Macedonia,  may 
stir  up  some  of  the  brethren,  to  send  over  and  help  us.

He  has  been  able  to 
find  diity  almost  without  intermission,  however,  principally  among  the 
l)oor  in  the  City  of  New  York.  Most  of  his  official  acts  during  the  past 
year  will  l)e  found  recorded  in  the  books  of  Parishes  in  that  Diocese.  Of 
services  not  thus  recorded,  he  may  enumerate  1  Baptism,  13  Celebrations 
of  the  Holy  Communion,  1  marriage,  3  burials,  and  about  80  public 
services.

REV.  A.  L.  ROYCE. 

In  accordance  with  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  I  hav  - 
the  honor  to  transmit  my  report  of  services  since  entering  upon  m — 
duties  as  Chaplain  in  the  U.  S.  Navy. 

In  obedience  to  orders  from  the  Department,  I  reported,  Novemb^s 
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2d,  1881,  to  Rear  Admiral  Cooper,  commanding  the  Navy  Yjird,  New 
York,  for  duty  on  tlie  U.  S.  S.  Brooklyn. 

The  Brooklyn  went  into  into  commission  Nov.  11th,  1881.  From 
Nov.  2d,  1881,  to  June  Ist,  1882,  there  have  been  thirty  Sundays,  during 
twenty-nine  of  which  this  ship  has  been  in  commission.  With  five  ex- 
ceptions, occasioned  by  stress  of  weather,  and  my  alwence  one  ISunday  in 
New  York,  Divine  Service  has  been  celebrated  on  board  every  Sunday 
Morning,  making  a  total  of  twenty-five  services.  On  two  of  the  five 
Sundays,  when  the  usual  services  could  not  be  held,  I  met  the  men  on 
the  berth  deck,  for  a  service  of  song,  in  which  I  received  great  sissistunce 
from  several  of  the  officers. 

By  the  courtesy  of  Captain  A.  W.  Weaver  commanding,  on  ('hristmas 
Day,  Dec.  25,  1881,  I  was  permitted  to  iLse  the  Admiral's  Cabin  for  the 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  at  which  time  in  Latitude  27  degrees, 
5  minutes.  West  longitude  42  degrees,  38  minutes,  eight  officers  includ- 
ing myself,  knelt  around  the  Communion  Table  of  Our  Lord. 

Before  leaving  New  York,  I  officiated  at  one  Sunday  Mom ing Service 
at  the  Chapel  on  the  Cob  Dock,  in  the  Navy  Yanl,  and  preached  to  the 
men.  I  also  assisted  at  one  evening  service  at  the  Church  of  the  Redeem- 
er, Brooklyn. 

Knowing  that  a  library  would  be  useful  on  lx)ard  for  the  enterain- 
Bttent  of  the  men,  I  visited  the  editoral  rooms  of  the  leading  U.  S.  daily 
papers,  before  we  sailed,  and  caused  an  appeal  to  the  public  for  reading 
matter  for  the  crew,  to  be  inserted  in  each,  receiving  a  ver>-  liberal  res- 
ponse. The  officers  and  men  were  also  solicited  to  sul»scribe  for  this 
PuriKwe,  and  I  obtained  from  them,  for  this  purpose,  a  sulwcription  of 
^"0.00.  With  this  amount  expended  for  books,  and  the  generous  gifts 
^ived  fn>m  the  public,  we  have  been  able  to  get  together  a  library  of 
over  400  volumes  of  well  bonnd  books,  besides  a  large  number  of  unlK>und 
"Magazines,"  "Sea  Sides,**  "Harpers  Weeklys"  etc. 

On  the  way  down,  the  magazines  were  stitched  together  into  volumes, 
under  my  direction,  by  the  men,  the  lK>oks  numl)ered,  catalogued  and 
covered,  and  placed  upon  shelves  in  a  room  assigned  for  that  purpose. 

I  also  read  to  the  men,  week  day  evenings,  as  opportunity  offered. 
On  the  way  to  the  straits  of  Magellan,  and  the  Falkland  Islands,  whither 
we  were  ordered,  two  days  after  reaching  Monte  Video,  our  first  stopping 
place,  1  found  the  meii  took  great  interest  in  the  descriptions  of  the 
Straits  and  Islands  given  on  these  occasions. 

On  the  9th  of  March,  1882,  at  Port  Stanley,  East  Falkland,  Rear  Ad- 
miral J.  H.  Spotts,  our  Commander  in  Chief,  died  suddenly  from  a  stroke 
of  apoplexy,  and  it  became  my  painful  duty  to  assist  in  making  arrange- 
ments for  his  burial  on  the  Island,  and  on  our  return  to  Monte  Video  to 
inform  his  widow  and  children  of  the  sad  event.    On  Saturday,  March 
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lltli,  1882,  assisted  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Stirling,  Bishop  of  the  Falkland 
Islands,  and  tlie  Rev.  Mr.  Brandon,  Colonial  Chaplain,  I  officiated  at  tlie 
Admiral's  funeral.  On  the  following  day,  Sunday,  His  Excellency  Geo. 
T.  KeiT,  of  the  Falkland  Islands,  with  his  Secretaxy  and  members  of  his 
family,  and  other  invited  guests,  attended  service  on  board  the  Brookljn, 
their  presence  adding  very  much  to  the  impressiveness  of  the  day's  service. 
The  same  evening,  I  preached,  on  invitation,  in  the  English  Church,  tlie 
service  being  read  by  the  Rt.  Rev.,  the  Bishop,  and  the  Colonial  Chaplain, 
and  including  the  prayer  for  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

On  Easter  Day,  April  9,  1882,  after  our  usual  service  on  board,  at 
^lonte  Video,  Uraguay,  I  attended  service  at  the  English  Church,  andas- 
sisted  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  During  our  stay  of 
two  m(mths  at  Monte  Video,  on  invitation  of  the  acting  Chaplain,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Langbridge,  I  i)reached  on  three  occasions  at  the  evening  ser- 
vice in  the  English  ('hurch.  On  April  13,  1882,  at  Monte  Video,  Wm. 
Bronre,  Captain  of  the  After-guard,  died  of  pneumonia.  Being  a  Roman- 
ist, the  men  subscribed  the  funds  necessary  to  secure  the  services  of  a 
Roman  Catholic  priest,  and  he  wtis  buried  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Ceme- 
tary.  I  made  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  funeral,  and  was 
detailed  to  attend  on  escort  dutv. 

On  solicitation  from  the  ladies  connected  with  the  Methodist  denom- 
ination in  ^lonto  A^'ideo,  the  officers  and  men  subscribed  950.00  towards 
the  repairs,  at  the  time  being  made,  upon  their  meeting  house,  which 
amount  was  duly  paid  by  the  Paymaster  before  we  left  for  this  port. 

We  left  Monte  Video  for  this  port.  May  24th,  and  arrived  here  May 
81st. 

On  the  way  down.  May  25th,  Henry  Jones,  Boatswain's  Mate,  died 
from  puemonia,  after  a  very  short  sickness,  and  was  buried  at  sea  the 
same  evening. 

Since  our  arrival  here,  we  have  sent  five  men  home  on  medical  sur- 
vey and  one  man  to  the  hospitiU  in  the  City.  I  went  with  him  when 
tirst  taken  there,  and  have  made  him  frequent  visits  since.  In  all  my 
services  on  board  the  Flagship  I  have  been  greatly  assisted  by  several  of 
the  officers,  especially  in  the  singing.  We  use  the  Church  Mission  service, 
and  led  by  the  band,  the  Chants  and  Hymns  are  as  well  rendered  as  in 
many  a  Parish  chu  rch.  The  usual  attendance  is  not  far  from  fifty  persons, 
although  sometimes  many  more. 

The  work  accomplished  by  a  chaplain  in  the  Navy  may  seem  very 
insignificant  when  compared  with  what  ought  to  be  done;  but  the  Chap- 
lain has  the  satisfaction  of  feeling  that  the  little  he  does  do  Is  work  that 
would  not  be  done  if  he  were  not  there  to  do  it.

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OCONOMOWOC  SEMINARY. 

At  the  request  of  the  Rt.  liev,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  I  give  the 
following  report  of  the  school  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  June  16, 1882. 
During  the  year  there  have  been  in  attendance,  in  all,  twenty-six  pupils, 
with  four  resident  teachers.  Tlie  school  has  been  conducted  in  all  respects, 
as  in  past  years,  and  when,  nominally,  a  Diocesan  Institution;  as  I  have 
always  endeavored  to  can*y  out  the  design  of  its  founders  for  the  educa- 
tion of  the  daughters  of  the  Church.

ST.  LUKE's  hospital,  RACINE. 

The  Rector  of  Racine  reports  that  during  the  past  year  33  patients 
have  been  cared  for  in  St.  Luke's  Hospital  at  an  expense  of  8805.67. 

With  the  exception  of  one  male  patient,  who  was  baptized  in  the 
Church  of  England,  the  remaining  ones  were  either  members  of  the  Sects, 
or  adherents  of  Rome. 

Though  the  money  which  supports  this  Institution,  comes  from  some 
without  the  Church,  as  well  iis  from  within,  yet  the  whole  responsibility 
rests  upon  her  shoulders.  The  Church,  in  this  her  generous  >vork,  proves 
t4>  the  city  of  Racine  her  true  character  as  a  Mother  of  Mercy.  Two  of 
her  sons,  Dr.  J.  G.  Meachem  and  Son,  give  their  medical  services  as  a  labor 
of  love,  and  a  Committee  of  Ladies  of  St.  Luke's  Parish  Guild  tvct  as  Col- 
lectors of  Funds  for  its  maintainance. 

The  Chaplain  visits  the  patients  every  Sunday,  and  holds  a  short  ser- 
vice. AVhere  there  is  any  imminent  danger,  his  calls  are  as  the  case  de- 
mands.   The  report  of  Burials  from  the  Hospital  is  given  in  the  Parochial 

Report,  and  therefore  omitted  here.

The  School,  through  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church, 
continues  to  prosper  under  the  loving  care  of  the  Sistera  of  St.  Mary,  and 
gives  sure  token  of  an  increase,  both  as  regards  numbera  and  efficiency, 
in  the  immediate  future.  The  Sisters  have  called  to  their  aid  a  corps  of 
Teachers,  who,  in  their  respective  departments  have  done  well  in  keep- 
ing up  the  intellectual  standard  of  the  School,  and  ensuring  the  mental 
developement  of  each  girl  who  has  been  committed  to  their  care.    There 
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luw  been  honest  and  true  work  accomplished  by  the  scholars;  in  fact,  tlM- 
t»xceptions  have  l)een  ver>'  few,  if  juiy,  to  a  universally  diligent  effort  to- 
ward the  standard  of  mental  attainment  reciuired  in  each  case. 

The  Chaplain  would  here,  too,  put  on  record  his  thankfulness  to  Him 
**who  maketh  us  l)oth  to  will  and  to  do  those  things  that  are  good  and 
acceptable  unto  His  Divine  Mjijesty,"  for  the  many  tokens  of  the  work  of

HOSPITAL  AT  CHIPPEWA  FALLS. 

Early  in  July  the  pletlges  already  made  towards  our  Hospital  enter- 
prise, fall  due.  I  propose  immediately  seeking  additional  pleilges,  and 
vigorously  pushing  the  work  unto  completion.  It  is  believed  that  Funds 
for  the  erection  of  all  necessary  Buildings  can  be  ^ured  at  home.  We 
will  be  in  much  need  of  aid  from  abi-oad  to  enable  us  to  furnish  the  Insti- 
tution with  Stoves,  Cots,  Bedding,  Linen,  Sui-gical  Instruments,  Splints, 
etc.  As  you  have  kindly  offered  to  aid  me  I  will  furnish  useful  data  in 
regard  to  the  work. 

From  six  to  eight  thousand  men  are  annually  employed  in  the  varions 
Mills  and  Logging  Camps,  in  the  villages  and  Pineries  around  us.  Seven- 
ty-five men  have  l>een  bn>ught  to  our  city  for  treatment  during  the  past 
Winter  and  Spring.  Our  Buildings  and  Gi-ounds  will  cost  eight  thousand 
Dollai-s.    Furnishing  the  Institution,  two  thousand  additionaL 

The  Hospital  will  be  fi*ee  and  open  always,  except  in  cases  of  conta- 
gious sickness,  to  all  contributors  of  five  Dollars,  without  regard  to  ques- 
tions affecting  residence,  religion,  schools  of  medicine,  etc.  Benefits 
include  Surgical  and  Medical  attendance,  nursing,  board,  lights,  f  ueU  etc., 
under  such  restrictions  only  as  will  prevent  imposition. 

Immediately  upon  the  property  being  acquired  provision  will  be  made 
for  its  continued  use  as  a  Hospital.  The  Deid  conveying  the  fee-6imple 
will  be  accompanied  by  a  declaration  of  trust,  in  writing,  setting  forth 
(certain  points  which  need  guarding,  such  for  instance  as  these:  the  Prop- 
erty shall  not  at  any  time,  or  for  any  purpose,  l)e  mortgaged,  or  alienated, 
or  for  any  length  of  time  used  for  purposes  other  than  those  for  which  it 
is  given  and  devoted. 

After  the  Institution  is  paid  for,  the  maintenance  will  devolve  upon 
Loggers,  and  the  men  in  the  Mills  and  Camps.  If  Funds  from  such 
sources  are  not  sufiicient,  we  must  seek  relief  from  abroad. 
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A  great  many  pledges  in  money,  land  and  material,  have  been  given

For  the  better  understanding  of  those  who  may  not  be  familiar  with 
e  work,  it  seems  advisable  to  your  Secretary  to  give  some  account  of 
e  formation  and  progress  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  the  Diocese  of 
isconsin.  It  is  now  eleven  years  since  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the 
Kurd  of  Missions  was  started  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

There  are  now  twenty-seven  Dioceses  connected  with  it.  In  the  fall 
1876,  Wisconsin  joined,  and  at  first  the  work  only  needed  the  services 
a  Secretary  who  was  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  At  the  first  annual 
eeting  of  Delegates  held  in  June,  1877,  seven  societies  belonging  to  Par- 
ies, were  reported  as  connected  with  it,  and  all  doing  some  work  for 
issiona.  At  this  Meeting  the  Bishop  appointed  Mrs.  Elisha  Eldred,  of 
.  Paul's  Church,  President;  Mrs.  Wm.  Henry  Wright,  of  All  Saints 
thedral.  Vice  President;  Mrs.  Joseph  Paige,  of  St.  James',  Treasurer; 
d  Mrs.  A.  Mc  Carter,  of  St.  Paul's,  Secretary;  all  residents  of  Milwaukee 
being  more  convenient.  The  good  work  went  on  steadily  but  quietly 
r  the  next  year,  those  of  the  Societies  that  were  not  too  much  engrossed 
[th  their  own  Parish  work,  sending  Boxes  to  Missionaries  in  Wisconsin. 

June,  1878,  the  second  annual  meeting  of  Delegates  was  held,  aud  Be- 
rts made  by  the  Societies.  In  1879  the  meeting  was  not  held  till  Sep- 
nber,  when  Miss  Sarah  Eldred  wjis  appointed  President  in  place  of  her 
rered  Mother,  who  had  died  a  few  months  previous.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Title  and  Bounds. 

This  Church  shall  be  known  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
^^e  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  having  spiritual  jurisdiction  over  that  part  of 
*e  State  which 

ARTICLE  II. 

Acceding  to  the  General  Constitution, 

j^^  The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the 
ri^testant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to 
*^^  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  Church  and  acknowledges    its 
*^thority. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Annual  Council. 

v^  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Council  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to 
^^  holden  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  June,  unless  for  good  and  sufficient 
^!^c»ons  some  other  time  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  and  Standing 
^^mmlttee  of  the  Diocese. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 
Special  Council. 

Sec.  1.  The  Bishop,  or  if  the  Episcopate  be  vacant,  or  if  the  Bishop 
b3  incapable  of  acting,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call 
a  special  Council. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  no  less  than  six  weeks'  notice,  previous  to  the 
(lay  appointed,  given  to  every  Clergyman  and  every  Warden  of  the  sever- 
al Parishes  and  Missions,  by  a  circular  letter. 

Sec.  3.  Such  special  Council  shall  be  holden  at  a  place  designated  by 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  calling  it;  and  at  such  special  Council  no 
otlier  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  calling 
the  Council. 

ARTltLE  V. 
Merrbbers  of  the  Annual  CouncU. 
Sec.  1.    The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and  laymen. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Clergyman  in  good  standing,  who,  for  six  months,  has 
been  actually  and  canonically  connected  with  this  Diocese,  having  charge 
of,  or  acting  as  Assistant  in,  the  Cathedral  Congregation,  or  some  Parish 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Diocese,  or  who  is  a  Dean  of  Convocation,  or 
who  is  a  Missionai'y  duly  appointed  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  or  who 
is  engaged  as  a  President,  Professor,  Tutor  or  Instructor,  in  some  College, 
Academy,  or  Seminary  of  learning,  constituted  or  countenanced  by  eccles- 
iastical authority,  or  who  is  a  chaplain  in  any  charitable  or  penal  institu- 
tion within  the  limits  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  vote 
in  the  Council.  In  every  ciisei  however,  where  a  Clergyman  who  has  l)een 
in  active  service  in  this  Diocese,  is  no  longer  able  to  hold  a  cure  of  souls, 
from  bodily  infirmity  or  age,  or  when  he  is  a  Chaplain  in  the  Army  or  Navy 
of  the  United  States,  he  shall  not  for  such  cause  be  excluded  from  a  seat 
and  vote  in  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  lay  members  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  four  Depu- 
ties from  each  Parish  or  Mission  in  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  the  Coun- 
cil, who  shall  be  selected  from  such  male  communicants  of  the  congregation 
jis  are  regular  and  in  good  standing,  a  certificate  of  w^hose  appointment 
shall  be  signed  by  either  the  Minister,  or  the  Wardens,  or  the  Clerk  of  the 
Vestry,  and  laid  before  the  C-ouncil. 

Sec.  4.  Lay  Deputies  shall  be  allowed  or  entitled  to  vote  at  any  ses- 
sion of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese  except  in  any  of  the  following  cases: 
[1.]  In  case  the  Parish  or  Mission  sending  such  Deputy  shall,  for  two 
successive  years,  have  failed  to  report  to  the  Bishop  in  accord  with  Canon 
I.  Title  II.  of  the  Digest  of  the  General  Convention.  [2.]  In  case  the 
Parish  or  Mission  sending  such  Deputies  shall  have  failed  to  pay  to  the 
proper  officer  all  canonical  dues  and  apportionments,  unless  the  same  be 
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remitted  by  the  Council.  [3.]  In  case  the  Parish  or  Mission  sending  such 
Deputies,  having  been  for  two  successive  years  without  a  Minister,  and 
not  having  provided  for  regular  services,  shall  have  failed  to  notify  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  request  that  a  Missionary  be  assigned  to  it. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

On  (he  Admission  of  Parishes  and  Missions  into  Union  with 
the  Council,  and  on  Exclusion  from  tJve  sam^e. 

Sec.  1.  Parishes  or  Missons  may,  by  resolution,  be  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Council,  provided  they  lay  before  the-  Council  a  Constitution, 
subscribed  by  the  Wardens,  wherein  they  e^cpressly  accede  to  the  Consti- 
tution, Canons,  Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Worsiiip  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  and  are  duly  incorporated  and  regularly 
organized,  by  the  election  of  two  Wardens  and  at  least  three  Vestry-men. 
Parishes  wishing  admission  to  union  with  the  Council,  shall  give  evidence 
of  permanency  by  a  previous  existence  of  at  least  twelve  months,  and  shall 
likewise  give  at  least,  one  month's  notice  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  the  Diocese  of  their  intention  to  apply  for  admission. 

Sec.  2.  Missions  organized  under  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  may, 
^7  resolution,  be  admitted,  upon  laying  before  the  Council  a  certificate 
^in  the  Bishop  approving  such  application,  and  also  from  the  Board  of 
^^ons  certifying  that  the  Mission  has  ten  or  more  regular  communi- 
cants. 

Sec.  3.    A  Parish  or  Mission  may  be  excluded  from  union  with  the 

Council  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  same,  upon  sufficient  evidence  that  it 

^^istently  refused  to  obey  any  order  made  by  competent  Canonical  au- 

^oority,  acting  under  the  Canon  upon  the  mode  of  regulating  differences

at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  in  Council,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clergy  and  Lay  Deputies  shall  deliberate  as  one  body,  and 
shall  vote  as  such. 

Sec.  3.  On  a  call  of  any  five  members,  the  Council  shall  vote  by  or- 
ders. In  such  case,  the  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be  necessary  to 
give  validity  to  a  measure,  and  each  Parish  or  Mission  shall  be  entitled 
to  only  one  vote. 

Sec.  4.  On  every  question,  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  and  voting,  or,  when  voting  by  orders,  the  votes  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  present  and  voting  of  the  two  orders  respectively,  shall  de- 
cide the  question. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  and  Registrar  of  the 

Diocese,    Amycnded  1869. 

Sec.  1.  At  each  Annual  Council,  a  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  from 
among  its  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  till  a  successor  be  appoint- 
ed. His  duty  shall  be  to  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  and  when  ap- 
proved, to  enter  them  in  a  proper  book;  to  preserve  the  journals  and 
records;  to  attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into 
the  hands  of  the  Bishop  all  originals,  and  to  his  own  successor  in  office, 
all  books  and  papers  relating  to  the  concerns  of  the  Council,  which  may 
be  in  his  possession.  He  shall  also  cause  to  be  printed  as  an  appendix  to  the 
Journal  of  the  Council,  true  copies  of  all  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  passed  since  the  last  publication  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Diocese,  and  continue  to  do  the  same  from  year  to  year,  until  a  new 
edition,  in  which  the  said  amendments  are  included  in  their  proper  places, 
shall  be  printed  by  order  of  the  Council.  An  Assistant  Secretary  may  also 
be  chosen  if  requested  by  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  2.  A  Tretisurer  of  the  Council  shall  be  chosen,  who  shall  continue 
in  office  during  its  pleasure.  He  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  give  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  for  the  use  of  the  Coun- 
cil, security  in  such  sums  as  the  Council  shall  prescribe,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties,  and  the  due  accounting  for  all  moneys  which 
may  come  into  his  hand  as  Treasurer.  And  when  at  any  time  during  the 
recess  of  the  Council,  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  to  increase  tlie  amount  of  such  security,  the  said 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  increase  the  amount  as  aforesaid;  and  the 
Treasurer  shall,  within  ten  days  after  notice  of  such  determination  by  said 
Committee,  give  such  security.  The  Treasurer  shall  also  procure  and  keep 
a  properly  bound  book  in  which  shall  be  entered  accounts  and  statements 
in  detail  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  him.  He  shall  keep  ac- 
counts with  the  several  Parishes  and  Missions,  in  which  he  shall  charge 
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them  with  the  amounts  assessed  against  them  respectively,  and  shall  cred- 
it them  with  the  amount  by  them  paid  respectively. 

Sec  3.  The  Secretary's  journals  and  records,  and  the  Treasurer's 
books,  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Dioc^e  and  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  Annual- 
Council  shall  have  adjourned  fine  die,  furnish  the  Treasurer  a  certified 
statement  of  all  accounts  allowed  by  the  Council,  and  the  Treasurer  shall 
pay  the  same  (and  any  claims  and  accounts  duly  allowed  and  certified  by 
the  Standing  Committee  during  the  recess  of  the  Council,)  but  none  other, 
out  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  the  Treasurer  resign,  die,  remove  from  the  Diocese, 
or  be  incapable  of  acting,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  Treasurer,  till  the  next  succeeding  Couhcil,  who  is  authorized 
to  receive  all  money,  bonds,  mortgages,  notes  or  other  property  and  papers 
that  may  be  in  the  Treasury  at  the  time  of  such  decease,  resignation,  re- 
moval, or  incapacity.  And  such  Treasurer  pro  tempore  shall  be  required 
to  furnish  security  in  accordance  with  Sec.  2.  of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  A  R^strar  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Council,  to 
continue  in  office  until  his  successor  be  chosen,  to  whom  shall  be  confided 
for  safe  keeping  all  printed  and  written  documents,  journals,  reports  and 
books;  and  who  shall  keep  such  records  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Coun- 
cil 

Sec.  7.  The  Treasurer  and  Registrar  shall  report  to  the  Coimcil,  an- 
nually. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Standing  Committee* 

Sec.  1.  The  Council  shall  elect  annually,  by  ballot,  a  Standing  Com- 
'nittee,  to  consist  of  four  Presbyters  and  four  laymen;  which  Standing 
Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop  or  if  he  be  incapable  of  acting,  shall  be 
^be  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  for  all  purposes  declared  in 
^bis  Constitution,  and  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Presbyters  must  be  of  those  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
^uncil  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  Lay  members  of  the  Committee  must  be  communicants 
^^  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall  choose  a  Presi- 
^^nt  from  among  the  Clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary,  either  Clerical 
or  Lay,  The  Secretary  shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a  book  provided 
^or  that  purpose,  which  book,  and  all  the  papers  in  their  hands  relative 
^  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of 
the  Council. 
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Sec.  5.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  supply  vacancies  which  may 
occur  in  this  body  during  the  recess  of  the  Council. 

8ec.  6.  The  whole  being  summoned,  three  of  the  Committee,  both 
orders  being  represented,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
Diocesan  business. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Deputies  to  General  Convention. 

Sec.  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  four  Clerical  and  four  Lay  Depu- 
ties shall  be  elected,  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  the  General 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clerical  Deputies  shall  be  Presbyters  canonically  con- 
nected with  the  Diocese,  and  having  seats  in  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  a  failure  or  neglect  of  the  Council  to  elect  Deputies, 
those  already  in  office  shall  continue  until  successors  are  chosen. 

Sec.  4.  The  Council  shall  also  elect,  by  ballot,  a  like  number  of  Sup- 
plementary Deputies,  of  each  order,  to  serve  as  Deputies  contingently. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Deputies  elect  to  signify  to  the  Bishop 
in  writing  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and.  intention  to  perform 
its  duties;  in  default  of  which  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  designate  so  many  of  the 
Supplementaiy  Deputies  as  shall  be  necessary  to  ensure  a  full  representa- 
tion of  the  Diocese;  and  the  persons  so  designated  shall  have  all  the 
power  and  authority  of  the  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

EJ^ectionofa  Bishop, 

Sec.  1.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  at  the  regular  Annual 
Council,  or  a  Special  Council,  duly  summoned  according  to  the  provisions 
of  Art.  IV  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  And  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  except 
the  Bishop  himself  requests  it,  notice  of  the  intention  to  propose  an  elec- 
tion shall  be  given  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  at  least  sixty 
days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  by  one  or  more  members  of  the 
last  Council,  under  their  own  signatures.  And  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  give  notice  to  the  Clergy  and  Wardens  in  the  same  way  as  prescribed 
in  Sec.  1.  And  except  these  notices  have  been  given,  or  this  request 
made,  no  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  can  take  place. 

Sec.  3.    The  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  the  Clergy  voting  individually^ 
the  Lay  Deputies  by  Parishes;  and  a  blank  ballot  shall  be  considered  a 
vote.    The  Clerical  and  Lay  orders  shall  vote  separately  until  somar 
canonically  qualified  Presbyter  shall  receive  a  majority  in  each  order  oC 
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those  present  and  voting,  and  the  Presbyter  receiving  such  a  concurrent 
majority  in  both  orders  shall  be  declared  duly  elected;  provided,  that  at 
least  a  majority  in  both  orders  of  those  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  necessary 
to  constitute  an  election. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  no  nomination  and  no  public  discussion  in 
the  Council  of  the  character  of  the  candidates;  but  an  informal  ballot 
may  be  taken  without  debate  before  entering  upon  the  election. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Cathedral, 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  hereby  acknowledges  "All 
Saints'  Cathedral,"  Milwaukee,  as  the  Cathedral  Church  of  this  Diocese, 
with  the  same  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction,  rights  and  obligations,  as  any 
Parish  organization  in  union  with  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Funds  and  Property  of  the  Protestant 

Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin. 

Sec.  1.  The  Corporation  known  as  the  "Trustees  of  the  Funds  and 
Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,"  is  hereby 
empowered  to  receive  and  to  hold,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  trust,  all 
property  which  is  or  shall  hereafter  be  devoted  to  Cathedral  purposes, 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  or  of  the  Diocese  of 
tlie  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  which  shall  in  succession  have  canoni- 
cal jurisdiction  of  the  City  of  Milwaukee:  Provided,  that  no  liability 
incurred  by  reason  of  the  conveyance  of  said  property  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, or  for  its  maintenance,  shall  be  paid  from  any  fund  of  the  Diocese  not 
^tablished  specifically  for  that  purpose,  and  such  specific  fund  shall  be 
faised  by  voluntary  offerings,  and  no  assessment  upon  Parishes  or  Mis- 
^ons  shall  ever  be  made  for  such  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  The  Trustees  of  the  Funds  and  Property  of  the  Pi'otestant 
^^Piscopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
^e  charge  of  the  deeds  and  other  papers  relating  to  donations  of  lands 
^r  other  property  in  aid  of  churches  erected  or  to  be  erected  in  this  Dio- 
^e,  and  to  see  that  such  papers  are  properly  recorded,  and  that  the  taxes 
^^  such  lands  are  duly  paid  from  time  to  time. 

Sec  3.  The  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  in  this  Diocese 
^ow  provided,  together  with  that  which  may  be  hereafter  contributed  or 
Quired,  and  any  accumulation  accruing  from  the  investment  thereof, 
^all  be  entrusted  to  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  4.  All  moneys  belonging  to  the  said  fund  shall  be  loaned  by 
^^e  said  Trustees  upon  security  of  real  estate,  at  not  more  than  to  the 
*niountof  one-half  of  its  appraised  value,  exclusive  of  buildings,  by  three 
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of  the  Trustees,  (whose  certificates  of  valuation  shall  be  placed  on  file,) 
or  invested  in  stocks  or  bonds  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  State  of 
Wisconsin,  at  their  discretion;  and  all  securities  or  investments  shall 
be  taken  or  made  in  their  corporate  name  above  mentioned.  A  statement 
exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  said  fund  and  securities,  together  with  all 
receipts  and  disbursements,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Council  at  every  stated 
meeting  thereof,  signed  by  the  Trustees  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  5.  All  real  estate  granted,  personal  property  or  moneys  given 
or  bequeathed  for  the  purposes  and  uses  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  Wisconsin,  for  any  object  or  objects  whatsoever,  shall  forever 
be  and  remain  inviolably  appropriated  to  such  specified  object,  and  shall 
not  by  authority  of  the  Council,  or  by  any  other  power,  be  diverted  from 
such  specified  object,  or  employed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Funds  and 
Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,  in  any 
commercial  business  whatever. 

Sec.  6.  Tliis  article  shall  in  no  case  be  altered  or  amended,  except 
as  it  is  provided  in  Article  XV  of  this  Constitution;  and  in  addition 
thereto  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  order  shall  be  required  to  make  such 
alteration  or  amendment. 

ARTICLE  XV. 
Alteration  of  Constitution, 

Sec.  1.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  but  in  the  following 
manner:  The  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  having  been  submitted 
to  the  Council  and  concurred  in  by  each  order  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution,  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  Annual  Council;  and,  if  then 
concurred  in  by  each  order  in  like  manner,  shall  become  valid  and 
obligatory. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese,  such  immediate  alter- 
ations as  local  circumstances  shall  require  may  be  made  in  the  same 
mode  as  is  provided  for  the  passage  or  alteration  of  the  Canons  of  the 
Diocese.

CANON  I. 

Of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  Seats,  and  the  Lay  Deputies, 

Sec.  1.  The  Bishop,  or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese,  shall,  one  week  before  the  day  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Council,  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary,  a  certified 
list  of  all  the  ministers  of  this  Church  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese, 
annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  cures,  or  other  stations  or  engage- 
ments; also  of  those  who  have  been  ordained  or  received  into  the  Diocese 
within  the  year  immediately  preceding,  with  the  dates  of  their  ordination 
or  reception;  from  which  list  the  Secretary  shall  prepare,  in  conformity 
with  Article  V.,  Sec.  2,  of  the  Constitution,  a  roll  or  registry  of  all  the 
clergy  entitled  to  votes  or  seats  in  this  Council;  the  roll  thus  prepared 
shall  be  prima  fade  evidence  of  the  lights  of  clerical  members;  should  any 
dispute  arise,  it  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Council, 
who  shall  decide  and  report  upon  each  case  immediately,  and  tlie  decisions 
thus  made,  if  accepted  by  the  Council,  shall  not  be  called  in  question 
^n  during  the  same  session. 

Sec.  2.  The  certificates  of  the  election  of  Lay  Deputies  shall  be  in  the 
following  form: 

(Name  of  the  church,  place  and  date.) 
I  Certify  that  the  following  Laymen,  Ijeing  regular  Communicants 
^n  this  Parish  (or  Mission),  in  good  standing,  were  duly  elected  at  the 

Annual  Parish  Meeting  on day  of  the  present  year,  (or  were  duly 

^l^ted  by  the  Vestry,  or  were  appointed  by  the  Rector  and  Wardens), 
^^y  Deputies  from  this  Parish(OR  Mission),  to  the  Annual  (or  Special), 
^^ocesan  Council  of  18—,  and  that  the  Parish  (or  Mission),  is  not  delin- 
^^^rxt  in  the  payment  of  any  canonical  apportionment. 

This  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  Rector  or  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Vestry,  or  by  the  two  Wardens,  and  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of 
^^  Council  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  the  above  form  shall 
^  annually  inserted  in  the  printed  journal  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  clergymen  and  layman  having  a  seat 
^^  the  Council  to  attend  every  meeting  thereof,  or  send  a  reasonable  ex- 
cuse  for  his  absence,  and  to  be  present  each  day  unless  excused  by  the 
Council 
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Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  non-attendance  of  one  or  more  of  the  pers^ 
elected  as  Deputies  to  the  Council,  one  or  more  of  the  Alternates  shall 
admitted  to  represent  the  Parish  or  Mission;  each  non-attending  Depi 
to  select  his  Alternate  from  the  list  of  Alternates  chosen,  and  in  case 
no  such  selection,  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  shall  designate  which  si 
serve. 

Sec.  5.  Each  Council  shall  be  opened  by  the  Celebration  of  the  H 
Communion,  and  a  sermon  by  the  Presbyter  appointed  by  the  Bish 
when  the  Bishop  himself  does  not  deliver  a  Sermon  or  Charge;  Episco 
Charges  shall  be  published  by  the  Council  without  any  motion  to  t 
effect.  The  business  of  each  day  shall  be  preceded  by  the  Morning  S 
vice  of  the  Church,  the  Bishop  or  Minister  of  his  appointment  olliciati 

CANON  II. 
Of  Elections. 

Sec.  1.  In  all  elections,  those  persons  only  who  shall  have  a  majoi 
of  all  votes  cast  shall  be  declared  elected,  A  blank  ballot  shall  be  cou 
ed  as  a  vote. 

Sec.  2.    In  case  more  than  the  required  number  of  persons  shall  hi 
a  majority  of  votes,  a  sufficient  number,  being  those  who  have  tlie  high 
number  of  such  votes,  shall  be  declared  elected;  and  in  case  of  a  tie 
tween  two  or  more  such  persons,  there  shaU  be  another  ballot. 

CANON  III. 
Of  Apportionment  of  Expenses. 

Sec.  1.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  annually,  on  the  first  day 
the  Diocesan  Council,  report  an  apportionment  of  expenses  vpon  ev- 
Congregation  within  tlie  Diocese  for  two  separate  and  distinct  purpoj 
[1.]  For  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  to  be  known  as  the  Episcopal  Fu 
[2.]  For  the  General  Diocesan  expenses,  to  be  known  as  the  Diocesan  Fu 

From  the  apportionments  for  these  objects  shall  be  deducted,  ui 
otherwise  ordered,  5  per  cent,  interest  upon  any  contributions  which  ii 
have  been  made  at  any  time  in  the  Parish  or  Mission,  towards  the  est 
lishment  of  a  permanent  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  apportionments  for  these  Funds  shall  be  made  to  take 
to  consideration  all  the  elements  of  strength  in  the  congn^egation,  and  ] 
merely  the  salary  of  the  clergyman  or  the  number  of  communicants. 

Sec.  3.  When  any  apportionment  has  been  adopted  by  the  Coun 
it  shall  be  binding  upon  every  congregation,  and  the  amount  ther 
chargeable  to  ejich  congregation,  shall  be  due  and  payable  one-half  by 
first  day  of  December,  and  one-half  by  the  first  day  of  June  next  ensui 

Sec.  4.  During  the  first  week  in  June  in  each  year,  the  Standing  C<] 
mittee  shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  congregations,  specifying  those  whoj 
delinquent  on  the  first  day  thereof  in  the  payment  of  their  apportit 
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ments;  and  every  Parish  or  Mission  so  reported  delinquent  shall  be  ex- 
doded  from  representation,  unless  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the  CoimciL 

Sec  &.  The  certificate  of  Lay  Deputies  shall  specify  that  the  Parish 
(Kt  Mission  is  not  in  arrears  on  its  apportionment. 

See.  0.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  shall  promptly  pay  to 
the  Bishop  the  moneys  due  him  as  they  are  received.  The  Diocesan  Fund 
shall  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  IV. 

Standing  Committees  of  the  Council, 

In  order  to  organize  the  Council,  the  President  shall  appoint  a  Special 
Committee  of  three  Clergymen  to  receive  the  certificates  of  appointment 
of  the  Lay  Deputies,  and  prepare  a  list  of  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  Sec- 
retary; and  after  the  Council  is  fully  organized,  the  President  shall  appoint 
Standing  Committees,  consisting  of  three  members  each,  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects:

From  this  register 

there  shall  annually  be  presented  to  the  Bishop  on  the  first  day  of  June, 

or  immediately  thereafter,  a  full  and  accurate  statement  as  required  by 

said  blank  to  that  date. 
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CANON  II. . 
Of  Election  of  Church  Officers. 
Sec.  1.    In  every  church  there  shall  be  Divine  Service  on  the  day  o

Sec.  2.    There  shaU  be  annually  a  Parish  Meeting,  (of  which  duen 
tice  shall  be  given),  on  Monday  or  Tuesday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  Jime 
at  said  meeting,  in  addition  to  other  business  which  may  be  transacted 
the  parishoners  who  are  qualified  and  entitled  to  vote  for  officers  as  p: 
scribed  in  this  Canon,  shall  elect  by  ballot,  by  a  majority  of  votes  cast 
four  Deputies  and  four  Alternates  to  the  Diocesan  Council,  or  in  def aul 
of  this,  said  Deputies  shall  be  elected  by  the  Vestry,  at  their  first  r^^ular^ 
meeting  after  the  Annual  Parish  Election;  or  at  a  special  meeting  call 
for  the  purpose.    If  there  be  no  election  after  the  notice  given,  or  if  th 
Deputies  elected  cannot  attend,  the  Rector  and  Wardens  shall  havepowe 
to  fill  the  vacancies.    They  shall  also  elect  a  Vestry  to  consist  of  tw 
Wardens,  who  shidl  be  communicants,  of  good  standing,  and  not  mon 
than  eight  nor  less  than  three  Vestrymen,  of  whom  a  majority  shall 
communicants,  which  officers  shall  continue  in  office  for  the  period  of  on^ 
year,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected.    In  case  of  failure  to  elect^^ 
the  smallest  number  of  the  Vestry  as  provided  for  by  law,  the  Vestry  theis. 
holding  office  shall  continue  to  be  the  Vestry  until  an  election  at  whiclm 
the  number  thus  specified  shall  be  chosen. 

Sec.  3.    No  one  shall  vote  in  any  Parish-meeting,  or  be  eligible  to  anjr 
ottice  of  the  Parish,  but  male  attendants  of  the  Church,  of  full  age,  who 
belong  to  one  of  tlie  following  classes,  and  have  been  so  connected  with 
the  Parish  for  at  leiist  six  months  immediately  preceding  the  meeting  or 
election: 

[1.]  All  communicants  in  good  standing,  who  have  been  admitted  as 
such  by  confirmation  in  tliiit  Parish,  or  received  by  the  Minister  on  a  reg- 
ular certificate  from  anotlier  Parisli. 

[2.]  All  who  have  been  received  Jis  worshippers  in  that  Parish  on  their 
own  written  request  by  the  Minister,  or  if  there  be  no  Minister,  by  the 
Senior  Warden;  or  have  contributed  since  their  reception  to  the  support 
of  the  Church  in  the  way  appointed  in  that  Parish. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  kept  in  every  Parish  by  the  Minister,  or  if  there 
be  no  Minister,  by  the  Senior  Warden,  a  list  of  all  who  have  been  received 
into  the  Parish  as  voters.  This  list  shall  specify  whether  they  are  com- 
municants or  registered  woi*shippers. 

Sec.  5.  No  one  shall  vote  or  hold  office  in  more  than  one  Parish  at  the 
same  time  in  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  fi.  No  provision  of  this  Canon  shall  apply  to  any  existing  Parish 
with  whose  charter  or  ixct  of  incorporation  such  provision  shall  conflict 
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CANON  III. 

Duties  of  Rector. 
The  Rector  has  exclusive  charge,  under  the  Canons,  of  all  things  affect- 
ing the  spiritual  interests  of  the  Parish,  subject  only  to  the  Bishop.  It  is 
his  duty  to  give  orders  concerning  the  worship  of  the  Church,  together 
with  all  that  appertains  thereto.  He  may  from  time  to  time  appoint  fit 
and  proper  persons  to  perform,  under  his  supervision,  such  duties  relative 
to  the  service  and  the  decoration  of  the  Church,  as  may  be  properly  done 
by  lay  men  or  women.  He  shall  be  at  all  times  entitled  to  access  to  the 
Church,  to  open  the  same  for  public  worship,  for  catechetical  or  other  re- 
ligious instruction,  marriages,  baptisms,  funerals,  and  all  other  offices 
authorized  by  the  Church.  He  shall  have  spiritual  direction  and  control 
of  all  Sunday  Schools,  Parish  Schools,  and  other  educational  and  charita- 
ble asaociations  connected  with  the  Parish,  and  shall  preside,  with  right 
to  vote,  at  all  Parish  and  Vestry  meetings;  and  at  all  times,  shall  have  and 
exercise  all  rights  and  privileges  pertaining  to  his  office  by  the  laws  and 
general  usage  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States. 

CANON  IV. 
Duties  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen, 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens,  under  the  Rector,  to  pro- 
tect the  Church  property,  and  to  see  that  all  things  needed  for  the  order- 
ly worship  of  Ck)d,  and  for  the  administration  of  the  Sacraments  and 
Ordinances  of  the  Church,  be  provided;  and  to  prevent  all  disturbance  of 
Divine  Service. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  there  be  no  Rector,  or  of  his  absence  or  inability  to 
act,  the  Wardens,  according  to  seniority,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Vestry,  and  of  the  Congregation,  and  shall  have  a  care  that  the  Churcli 
Building  be  kept  from  all  secular  or  other  uses,  not  authorized  or  approv- 
ed of  by  the  General  Church,  or  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  and  that  it  be 
kept  in  good  repair  as  becometh  the  House  of  God. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  there  be  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church  residing  witliin 
any  Parish  or  Missloii  who  shall  conduct  himself  in  such  a  way  as  M  con- 
trary to  the  rules  o£  ttie  Church,  or  disgraceful  to  his  office,  the  AVardens 
of  such  Parish  or  Mission  shdll  in  writing  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  or  to  the  Standing  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop. 

Sec.  4.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Vestr>'  to  see  that  the  funds  of  the  Par- 
ish, other  than  those  for  special  and  chaiitable  objects,  are  expended 
properly,  and  to  elect  and  call  the  Rector  and  provide  for  his  mainten- 
ance. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  absence  of  the  Wardens,  their  several  duties  shall  de- 
volve upon  the  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  6.  A  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
Vestry,  who  shall  serve  until  their  successors  in  office  are  chosen.

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  attend  every  meetin 
of  tlie  Parish  and  of  the  Vestry;  to  take  minutes  of  their  proceedings  an 
when  approved  to  enter  and  attest  the  same  in  the  Book  of  Minutes  < 
the  Vestry.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  enter  in  the  said  book  the  annus 
accounts  of  the  temporal  condition  of  the  Parish,  and  preserve  on  file  a 
the  originals. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  monei 
collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Vestry,  the  reception  and  disburs 
ment  of  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for;  and  in  case  there  be  r 
collector  appointed  by  the  Vestry,  shall  himself  collect  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Vestry  on  the  first  day  < 
June  a  full  and  accurate  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Pa 
ish,  accompanied  by  Vouchers  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  h 
department  since  the  last  annual  statement,  which  statement  having  bee 
audited  by  a  Committee  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  read  at  the  Annual  Paris 
Meeting,  before  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 

CANON  V. 
Of  Vestry  Meetings. 

Sec.  1.  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  held  on  the  Mor 
day  after  the  first  Sunday  of  June,  September,  December  and  March. 

Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time  that  the  Rector  or  any  tw 
of  the  members  may  desire,  and  a  majority  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestr] 
men  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.   At  every  meeting  of  the  Vestry  the  minutes  of  the  last  meei 

ing  shall  be  read,  and  if  coiTect,  approved;  if  incorrect,  amended  an 

approved. 

At  every  quarterly  meeting  the  minutes  of  the  last  quarterly,  and  c 

all  subsequent  special  meetings,  shall  be  read. 

Sec.  3.    No  such  board  shall  be  competent  to  transact  any  business  ur 

less  the  Rector,  or,  if  there  be  no  Rector,  then  one  of  the  Wardens,  be  pn 

sent. 

Sec.  4.    The  notice  of  all  special  meetings  shall  be  sent,  when  possible 

to  thfe  Rector,  AV^ardens,  and  all  Vestry-men,  and  no  action  shall  be  take 

at  any  meeting  of  the  Vestry  affecting  the  interests  or  rights  of  the  Mir 

ister,  at  w^hich  he  has  not  had  an  opportunity  to  be  present. 

CANON  VI. 
Of  the  Formation  ofjfew  Parishes, 

Sec.  1.  No  new  Parish  shall  be  formed  in  this  Diocese  without  tt 
consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  til 
Standing  Committee;  and  where  the  new  Parish  is  to  be  established  wit^ 
in  the  limits  of  any  existing  Parish  or  Parishes,  the  following  shall  be  tB 
order  of  procedure: 

[1.]  The  persons  desiring  the  formation  of  the  Parish  shall  make 
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piication  to  the  Bishop  for  his  consent,  the  application  to  be  in  writing, 
HOd  to  be  signed  by  as  many  of  them  as  may  be  convenient 

[2.]  The  Bishop  shall  thereupon  lay  the  matter  before  the  Standing 
Committee,  and  the  Secretary  thereof  shall  notify  the  authorities  of  the 
said  Parish  or  Parishes  that  such  application  has  been  made,  and  that  any 
objections  to  the  formation  of  the  proposed  Parish  will  be  duly  consider- 
ed, if  submitted  to  the  Bishop  in  writing. 

[3.]  After  sixty  days  from  the  giving  of  such  notice,  the  Bishop  and 
^tanding  Gonmiittee  shall  make  known  their  joint  decision,  and  if  it  be 
JD  ^vor  of  the  formation  of  a  new  Parish,  the  parties  interested  may  pro- 
<^^ed  with  its  organization  and  incorporation. 

Sec.  2.    The  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  for  the 

formation  of  a  new  Parish  shall  in  all  cases  be  given  in  the  following 
form:

Sec.  3.  Those  interested  shall  meet  and  decide  upon  the  name  or  title 
^y  vrhich  their  Parish  or  Church  shall  be  known,  and  elect  two  AVardens 
^^^  at  least  three  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  draw  up  a  Constitution  of  a  Parish,  in  which  Con- 
^itution  there  must  be  an  article  expressly  acceding  to  the  Constitution 
^^ci  Canons,  Doctrines  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
^^  tihetJnited  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
^tie  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall  give  notice  of  the  organization  to  the  Bishop  of 
*^lie  Diocese,  asking  him  to  take  the  Parish  under  his  Episcopal  charge. 

CAXON  YIL 
Of  the  form  of  Incorporation  ofaJ^ew  Parish, 

The  Form  of  Incorporation  of  a  Parish  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
J^he  laws  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  at  the  time  of  Incorporation,  and  in 
^^irmony  with  the  directions  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 

CA>^ON  VIII. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 

Sec.  1.  Missions  shaU  be  under  the  control  of  the  Bishop  and  Board 
^^  ^ftOssions  of  the  Diocese. 
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Sec.  2.    Missionaries  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  < 
the  nomination  of  the  Bishop  (Title  I Y,  Canon  I,  Sec.  4.),  and  in  the  fiel 
assigned  them  are  the  agents  and  representatives  of  the  Authorities 
the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  entire  salaries  of  Missionaries  shall  be  paid  by  the  Boa 
of  Missions;  but  the  people  to  whom  they  are  sent  must  be  stated  contri 
utors  to  the  Treasury  of  the  Board,  to  the  amount  of  a  minimum,  whi 
shall  be  agreed  upon  from  year  to  year  between  them  and  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.    The  "weekly  offertory"  shall  be  established  under  the  din 
tion  of  the  Bishop,  at  the  commencement  of  the  Mission;  not  only 
the  easiest  way  of  raising  money,  but  also  that  the  duty  and  habit 
Christian  giving  may  be  practically  inculcated. 

Sec.  5.  The  title  to  real  estate  given  to  or  purchased  by  the  Missi 
for  Church  purposes,  shall  be  vested  in  "The  Trustees  for  the  manfigeme 
and  care  of  the  Funds  and  R'operty  belonging  to  the  Protestant  Episcoj 
Church  in  Wisconsin,"  a  body  incorporated  in  1848,  to  be  held  by  the 
until  such  time  as  the  Mission  shall  become  a  duly  organized  Farifih, 
longer,  if  the  parishioners  shall  so  elect;  but  no  gift  or  donation  shall 
accepted,  or  purchase  made  for  a  Mission,  until  after  consultation  wi 
the  people. 

Sec.  6.  The  change  from  the  "Mission"  to  the  "Parish"  may  be  ma 
when,  FIRST;  there  shall  be  a  sufficient  number  of  male  communicants 
act  as  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  to  represent  the  Parish  in  the  Di 
cesan  Council,  and  when,  secondly;  the  Station  is  provided  with 
Church  and  Parsonage,  and  is  able  to  support  a  Rector  without  Missio 
ary  aid. 

Sec.  7.  Missions,  duly  organized,  shall  report  to  the  Annual  Count 
through  their  Missionaries,  or  if  there  be  none  in  charge,  through  thi 
Clerks.  And  in  these  reports,  in  their  own  records,  in  all  Diocesan  stat 
tics  and  accounts,  in  their  names,  in  their  obedience  to  the  Canons  of  t] 
Church,  and  the  action  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  they  shall  be  held  a] 
treated  as  Parishes  with  the  obvious  exceptions  resulting  from  their  ha 
ing  no  corporate  character. 

Sec.  8.  Tlie  failure  of  the  people  of  the  Mission  to  fulfil  their  stip 
lations,  may  warrant  the  Bishop  in  withdrawing  his  Missionary  and  di 
solving  the  organization. 

Sec.  9.    The  form  of  application  to  the  Bishop  shall  be  as  follows:

CANON  IX. 

Officers  of  the  Organized  Missions, 

Sec  1.  If  the  Bishop  consent  to  the  organization  of  a  Mission,  he 
shall  appoint,  on  consultation  with  the  Missionary,  the  following  officers 
for  the  first  year,  and  after  that  annually  the  first  week  in  June,  a  War- 
den, a  Treasurer,  and  a  Clerk. 

Sec.  2.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  room  or  house 

^  be  used  as  a  place  of  public  worship;  to  see  that  tlie  same  be  kept  clean 

*nd  in  good  repair,  and  that  it  be  provided  with  all  things  necessary  for 

conducting  the  services  of  the  Church  decently  and  in  order.    He  shall 

*l8o  provide  the  bread  and  wine  for  the  Holy  Communion;  take  charge  of 

the  Communion  Service,  the  Linen,  Books,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  Mission; 

^ess  the  Missionary  should  elect  to  do  these  duties  himself;  and  shall 

^deavor  in  the  absence  of  the  Missionary  at  any  time,  to  keep  up  the 

''^^ularity  of  the  services. 

8ec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  or  receive  all 
honeys  contributed  by  the  Mission;  and  to  remit  or  disburse  them  in  ac- 
cord.ance  with  the  rules  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  record  of  events  of 
"'^Portance  to  the  Mission,  and  a  list  of  its  families  and  members;  to  have 
t^©  custody  of  the  register  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  etc.,  in  case  the 
^lissionary  be  non-resident,  though  not  to  make  entries  therein  except  by 
the  ;^Iissionary's  request,  and  to  attend  to  any  correspondence  required 
^y  Or  for  the  Mission. 

Sec.  5.  The  Missionai-y  shall  appoint  the  Sexton,  Organist,  Choir-lead- 
^'*»  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  and  any  other  helper  he  may  find 
^^^essary,  but  if  he  shall  decline  or  neglect  to  act,  the  right  of  such  ap- 
pointment shall  rest  with  the  three  otticers  above  named. 

CANON  X. 

On  Support  of  the  Mission, 

Sec.  1.  Every  person  becoming  a  member  of  the  Mission,  and  willing 
^^  Slid  in  its  support,  is  expected  to  name  a  certain  sum  per  week,  which 
he  or  she  will  pay  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  whether  it  be  large  or  small 
"according  as  God  hath  blessed  him." 
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8ec.  2.  At  every  service,  or  at  least  once,  when  there  are  two  on  tl 
same  day,  there  shall  be  a  offertory;  and  then  the  regular  contributo 
shall  place  the  amounts  due  from  them,  in  the  alms  basin  in  envelop 
marked  with  their  names. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer,  receiving  and  opening  these  envelopes,  shs 
credit  the  givers  with  the  amounts  enclosed,  and  at  the  end  of  each  qus 
ter  shall  collect  whatever  arrearages  may  be  unpaid. 

Sec.  4.  Moneys  contributed  outside  of  the  envelopes  shall  be  aep 
rately  recorded,  and  Reported  to  the  Board  of  Missions;  and  excepting  su 
amounts  as  have  been  collected  as  Communion  Alms,  or  for  other  spe 
fled  objects,  they  shall  be  appropriated,  1.  To  any  deficiencies  in  t 
stipulated  payment  to  the  Board;  2.  To  the  contingent  expenses  of  t 
Mission;  3.  To  more  thorough  providing  for  the  Mission,  of  Church  fi 
niture.  Prayer  Books,  Tracts,  Sunday  School  requisites,  etc^  etc. 

CANON  XI. 
Of  the  Vacant  Parishes  and  Missions, 

Sec.  1.  On  the  organization  of  any  new  Parish  or  Mission  in  tl 
Diocese,  or  on  the  occurence  of  a  vacancy  in  the  rectorship  of  any  exi 
ing  Parish,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens,  or  other  officers  of  su 
Parish,  to  give  immediate  notice  of  the  same  to  the  Bishop;  and  until  pi 
vision  be  made  for  the  supply  of  the  same,  the  Bishop  may  cause  it  to 
supplied  at  his  discretion  by  missionai7  services  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  2.    It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Bishop,  according  to  his  ju<3 
ment,  to  detail  any  Clergyman  of  the  Church  four  Sundays  in  each  yei 
at  equal  intervals,  to  officiate  in  any  station  he  may  think  advantageo 
to  be  visited,  the  expense  of  such  visit  to  be  defrayed  by  the  Parish 
Mission  visited. 

JPI^FLE  III. 

Of  Discipline. 

CANON  I. 

Persons  Rspelled  from  the  Holy  Communion, 

Sec.  1.  When  a  person  who  has  been  repelled  from  the  Holy  Coi 
munion  appeals  to  the  Bishop,  and  is  not  restored  by  him.  the  Bish 
may,  and  if  the  person  demands,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  thi 
Presbyters,  who  shall  make  inquiries  into  the  truth  of  the  charges  allegt 
and  shall  make  a  report  thereof,  with  their  opinion  thereon,  to  t 
Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  All  Rectors  or  Ministers  of  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  sha 
hereafter,  before  receiving  into  the  Parish  or  Mission  under  their  char 
any  person  as  a  regular  communicant  from  any  other  Parish^  require 
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him  or  her  a  certificate  from  the  Rector  or  Minister  of  the  Parish  or 
Hiflsion  of  their  last  residence,  or  if  there  be  no  Minister,  from  one  of 
the  Wardens,  stating  that  said  applicant  is  of  good  standing  as  a  commu- 
nicant of  the  Church. 

Sec  S.  Any  person  absenting  himself  or  herself  from  Holy  Commu- 
nion for  one  year,  shall  be  called  upon  by  the  Rector  or  Minister  in  charge 
of  the  Parish  or  Mission,  to  give  a  reason  for  such  absence;  and  if  a  reason 
satijrfactory  to  the  Rector  or  Minister  be  not  given,  or  an  assurance  of 
repentance  and  amendment,  the  name  of  such  person  shall  be  stricken 
from  the  list  of  the  communicants  and  an  account  of  the  same  shall  be 
driven  to  the  Bishop. 

CANON  JI. 

Of  Proceedings  in  the  Case  of  a  Clergyman  Accused  of  an  Of- 
fense for  which  he  may  he  Tried  and  Punished, 

Sec.  1.  When  a  Clergyman  is  accused  of  an  offense  for  which  he  may 
be  tried  and  punished,  according  to  Canon  II.,  of  Title  11,  of  the  Digest, 
the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
l^oceee,  may  appoint  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  Presbyters, 
^ho,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  make  such  inquiries  as  shall  satisfy 
them  of  the  innocency  of  the  accused,  or  of  the  sufficiency  of  ground 
^r  presentment  and  trial.  If  satisfied  of  his  innocency,  they  shall  make 
'®Port  accordingly;  if  of  the  sufficiency  of  ground  for  presentment  and 
^^i  two  of  them  shall  present  the  accused  for  trial  according  to  the 

^on  in  such  case  made  and  provided. 

Sec.  2.    Any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  may,  for  himself,  request  of 

^®  Bishop  the  inquiry  provided  for  in  this  Canon,  in  which  case  it  shall 

^Jixstituted  and  shall  proceed  in  accordance '  with  Section  1.  of  this 

Canon. 

CANON  III. 
Of  the  Presentment  and  Trial  of  a  Clergyman, 

Whenever  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  found  "liable  to 
P'^^sentment  and  trial,"  the  mode  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.    The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing  addressed  to 

^^^  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  specify- 

^^^  the  offence  or  offences  of  which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty, 

^th  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances;  such  pre- 

^tment  may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  nimibers  of  the  Vestry  of 

^y  Church  of  which  the  accused  is  or  has  been  a  Minister;  or  by  any  two 

^^^byters  of  this  Diocese,  or  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  of 

^eged  misconduct  in  another  Diocese,  by  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese. 

^0  presentment  shall  be  entertained  in  any  case  for  an  offence  alleged 

^  have  been  committed  more  than  three  years  before  date  of  the 

presentment 
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Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the  modes  above 
prescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be 
such  as  to  constitute  an  oifence,  may  dismiss  it;  or  if  it  allege  facts, 
some  of  which  do,  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  offence,  he 
may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  permit  it  to 
be  amended.  When  it  shall  be  allowed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop 
shall  cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused;  and  shall  nominate 
eight  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council,  who  are 
not  parties  to  the  presentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  sens- 
ed on  the  accused,  who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select 
live  of  them  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop.  If  he 
shall  not  give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  thirty  days,  the 
Bishop  shall  select  five.  The  Ppesbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  board 
for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time, 
and  from  place  to  place,  (but  always  within  the  Diocese,)  as  they  shall 
think  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meeting 
shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused, 
and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  presentment. 

Sec.  4.  No  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  unless  all  five  members 
shall  be  present  and  a  majority  shall  decide  all  questions.  Provided: 
That  in  the  case  of  the  withdrawal  of  not  more  than  one  member,  the 
court  may  proceed  with  the  triaL 

Sec.  5.  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Presbyters,  the  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall  not 
appear  before  the  Board,  it  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were  present 
unless  for  gooil  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  until  another  day. 

Sec.  6.    When  the  Board  proceed  to  the  trial,  the  evidence  shall  be 

reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively.    If  on,  or 

during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  as 

stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may  dispense  with  hearing  further 

evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop 

(who  is  to  pronounce  the  sentence,)  {is  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be 

pronounced. 

Sec.  7.    Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it 

being  made  to  appear  satisfactorily  to  him  that  any  material  witness 
cannot  be  procured  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  commission- 
er to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness.  Such  commissioner  may  be 
either  a  Clergyman  or  a  Layman,  and  the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to 
the  other  at  least  six  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  -the 
testimony.  If  the  person  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside 
more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day's 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance. 
Both  parties  may  attend  ayd  examine  the  witnesses.    The  questions  and 
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aiiBwers  ahall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and 
shall  be  certified  by  the  commissioner,  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  Board;  and  if  competent,  shall  be  received  by  them  as 
evidence.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  under  this  Canon  may 
be  served  by  one  or  mora  summoners  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
wboee  certificate  of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of 
aervioe  by  any  other  person  the  fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of 
such  person.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered  to  a  party  or  left  at 
his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such 
notice  or  paper.  Counsel  shall  be  allowed  on  both  sides,  not  exceeding 
two  to  either,  at  the  pleasm-e  of  the  parties,  provided  they  be  Communi- 
cants of  this  Church.  The  Board  shall  appoint  some  person  to  act  as 
clerk,  to  record  carefully  the  proceedings. 

Sec.  8.    The  Board,  having  deliberately  considered  the  evidence, 
shall  declare  in  writing,  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  de- 
cision on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating 
whether  the  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively, 
and  also  stating  the  sentence  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  pronounc- 
ed. A  copy  of  such  decision  shall,  without  delay,  be  communicated  to 
the  accused,  and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  (or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to 
that  Bishop  who  has  been  requested  by  the  Standing  Committee  to  act  in 
this  case,)  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear 
to  him  to  be  proper;  provided:  the  same  shall  not  exceed  in  severity  the 
sentence  recommended  by  the  Board.    Before  pronouncing  any  sentence 
the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and  any  three  or  more  of  the  Cler- 
firy,  to  meet  him  at  such  time  as  may,  in  his  opinion,  be  most  convenient, 
^'Some  Church,  to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  the  purpose  be 
<^pen  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the  sen- 
*^ce  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronoimced  by  the  Bishop;  but  no 
^^tence  shall  be  pronounced  until  the  expiration  of  twenty  days  from 
^^  adjournment  of  the  Board  of  Trial.    At  any  time  within  fourteen 
"^ys  after  the  delivery  of  the  judgment  of  the  Board  to  the  accused,  he 
^^y  make  application  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  for 
^'iother  hearing.    This  application  must  set  forth  the  exceptions  he  takes 
^  the  proceedings  or  finding  of  the  Board.    If  his  appeal  be  granted,  no 
**«r  matter  shall  be  introduced  at  the  new  trial  by  either  party  but  sucli 
oears  upon  the  points  to  which  the  exceptions  had  been  taken;  pko- 
^^ed:  that  new  evidence  discovered  since  the  former  trial  may  be 
^Vsidered,  upon  a  motion  for  a  new  trial.    Such  new  evidence  shall  be 
^^'^sented  in  the  form  of  affidavits,  and  may  be  considered  as  before  the 
'^  apellate  Court  for  its  consideration. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  concur  in  the 
*^Wnion  that  the  appeal  should  be  granted,  the  Court  before  whicli  it 
^^Hll  be  tried  shall  be  constituted  and  proceed  as  follows: 
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[1.]  The  Appellate  Court  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  the  Clerical 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  two  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese: 
one  of  them  selected  by  the  Standing  Committee  and  the  other  by  the 
accused.  But  no  Presbyter  shall  sit  as  a  member  of  this  Court  who  was 
among  the  presenters  of  the  accused,  or  who  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trial.  If  any  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  had  been 
such,  another  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  selected  by  the  Standing 
Committee  to  occupy  his  place  in  the  Appellate  Court. 

[2.]  The  previous  Board  of  Trial  shall  select  one  of  the  Presbyters  of 
the  Diocese  (who  may  or  may  not  have  been  a  member  of  that  Board)  to 
be  the  manager  of  the  prosecution  before  the  Appellate  Court. 

[3.]  The  same  rules  of  procedure  shall  be  followed  in  this  Court, 
and  the  same  regulations  be  observed  8s  to  notices  of  time  and  place  of 
trial,  taking  of  evidence,  serving  of  summons,  the  attendance  of  counsel, 
record  of  proceedings,  and  the  action  of  the.  Court  and  the  Bishop  after 
tlie  finding  of  the  verdict,  as  are  directed  in  relation  to  the  corresponding 
matters  connected  with  the  Board  of  Trial  in  Sections  3' to  7  of  the 
present  Canon. 

CANON  IV. 
Of  Differences  Between  Ministers  and  their  Congregations, 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  there  shall  be  any  serious  difference  between  the 
Rector  of  any  Church  in  this  Diocese  and  the  congregation  thereof,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  a  majority  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  to  make  a  rep- 
resentation to  the  Bishop,  stating  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  agreeing  for 
themselves  and  for  the  congregation  which  they  represent,  to  submit  to 
his  decision  in  the  matter,  and  to  perform  whatever  he  may  require  of 
them  by  any  order  wliich  he  may  make  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Canon,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  serve  a  copy  of  the  representation  on 
tlie  Rector. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  at  all  stages  of  the  proceed- 
ings, to  seek  to  bring  them  to  an  amicable  conclusion;  in  such  a  case  the 
agreement  between  the  parties,  signed  by  them  and  attested  by  the  Bish- 
op shall  have  the  same  force  as  an  order  made  under  Section  4  of  this 
Canon. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  matter  shall  not  be  amicably  settled  within  a  reason- 
able time,  the  Bishop  shall  convene  the  Standing  Committee,  and  shall 
give  notice  to  the  parties  to  appear  before  them  and  present  their  proofs 
and  arguments  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  may  appoint.  He  may  ad- 
journ or  continue  the  hearhig  of  the  matter  at  his  discretion. 

Sec.  4.  When  the  hearing  is  concluded  the  Bishop  shall  make  such 
an  order  in  regard  to  the  matter  as  he  may  think  to  be  just  and  for  the 
true  interests  of  the  Church ;  and  such  order  may  require  the  Rector  to 
resign  his  Rectorship,  and  may  require  the  Parish  to  pay  a  sum  of  money 
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)  the  Bector;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector,  and  of  the  Parish, 
id  every  member  thereof,  to  submit  to  and  abide  by  such  order,  as  the 
aal  and  conclusive  determination  of  all  matters  of  difference  between 
lem;  providsd:  that  no  order  shall  be  made  under  this  or  the  next  suc- 
»ding  Section  of  this  Canon,  unless  with  the  advice  and  concurrence  of 
t  least  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall 
ave  been  present  at  the  hearing. 

Sec  5.  If  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  Bishop  that  any  agreement 
lade  under  Section  2  of  this  Canon,  or  any  order  made  under  Section  4 
I  this  Canon,  shall  have  been  disregarded  by  any  of  the  parties  conceni- 
i,  or  if  application  be  made  to  him  to  modify  such  order,  he  may  convene 
le  Standing  Committee,  and,  after  hearing  such  f m-ther  proofs  and  ar- 
uments  as  may  be  presented  to  him,  may  make  such  further  order  as  he 
lay  think  proper,  with  the  same  effect  as  an  order  made  under  Section 
of  this  Canon. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  Parish  or  Congregation  shall  persistently  neglect  or 
?f  use  to  obey  any  order  made  under  this  Canon,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
le  Bishop  to  exhort  the  members  of  such  congregation  to  submit  to  the 
ithority  and  discipline  of  the  Churoh,  and  if  they  will  not  do  so,  the 
mncil  may  proceed  to  dissolve  the  union  between  the  Church  so  offend- 
g  and  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  may  take  such  other  action  in  the 
Alter  as  it  may  think  expedient;  provided:  that  no  such  action  shall  be 
Id  or  taken  to  be  a  surrender  of  any  right  which  either  the  Church  in 
is  Diocese,  or  such  members  of  said  congregation  as  submitted  to  the 
ithority  and  discipline  of  the  Church,  may  have  in  the  corporation  of 
ch  Parish,  or  in  any  property  belonging  thereto. 

jprniiE  lY. 

Of  Cteneral  Institutions  of  the  Diocese,  and 
Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

CANON  I. 

Of  the  Board  of  Missions, 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  and  four 
OTgyraen  and  five  laymen  elected  by  the  Council,  three  of  whom  shall 
)ld  their  office  for  three  years,  three  for  two  years,  and  three  for  one  year, 
id  three  such  members  shall  be  elected  annually  thereafter,  to  hold  their 
Hces  three  years,  and  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
id  add  to  their  number  by  the  election  of  a  General  Agent. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  each 
f  the  months  of  February,  May,  August  and  November,  and  at  such  oth- 
T  times  as  the  Bishop  may  direct.  The  Btshop  shall  be  ex  officio  Cliairman 
)f  the  Board,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  the  13oard  may  elect  one 
of  their  number  to  preside. 
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Sec  3.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  every  Parish  and  Mission 

in  the  Diocese,  to  make  a  collection  for  missions  in  time  of  morning  ser- 

vice,  except  in  Parishes  and  Missions  where  there  is  no  morning  service,  and 

then  at  any  regular  service,  on  some  Sunday  in  each  of  the  months  of 

February,  May,  August  and  November,  and  remit  the  proceeds  to  the 

Secretary  of  the  Boards  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  pay  over  the  same  to  the 

Treasurer. 

Sec.  4.    The  Board  of  Missions  as  here  constituted  is  charged  with 

the  duty  of  organizing  and  directing  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese, 

according  to  the  following  rules: 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  or  chief  officer  of  every  congre- 
gation, to  see  that  application  be  made  to  every  communicant  and  to  every 
regular  attendant  upon  the  sei*vices  of  the  Church  in  his  jurisdiction,  for 
his  or  her  personal  pledge,  setting  forth  the  amount  which  he  or  she  will 
give  for  missions  the  year  following. 

2.  The  amount  to  be  depended  upon  as  the  contribution  of  such  con* 
giegation  for  any  year  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  foregoing  manner  during 
March  and  April  and  the  result  shall  be  promptly  reported  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  tlie  Board  of  Missions  at  least  by  the  first  day  of  May,  to  be  a  basis 
for  the  Bishop's  use,  and  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  their  appro- 
priations for  the  year. 

3.  Tlie  pledges  shall  be  redeemed  through  the  Canonical  quarterly 
offertory,  but  when  not  thus  redeemed,  due  effort  shall  be  made  by  some 
form  of  personal  application  to  collect  the  same. 

4.  The  second  Sunday  in  each  of  the  Canonical  months  for  collections 
is  recommended  as  the  proper  one  on  which  to  redeem  the  pledges. 

5.  Beside  the  General  Agent,  the  Board  may  appoint  other  agents, 
who,  together  with  the  General  Agent,  shall  exercise  their  olHce  in  con- 
gregations whose  Rector  or  chief  officer  shall  desire  it.  These  agents 
shall  be  in  number  one  or  more,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Rector  or  chief 
officer,  and  on  his  nomination  may  be  commissioned  from  year  to  year  by 
the  Bishop.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  agents  to  aid  the  Rector  or  chief 
officer  in  securing  pledges  and  collecting  the  same,  and  under  his  direction 
to  awaken  a  zealous  interest  in  the  work  of  missions. 

6.  The  Board  will  confine  its  appropriations  within  the  limits  of  such 
an  amount  as  shall  have  been  pledged  by  the  Parishes  and  Congregations  of 
the  Diocese,  unless  there  be  a  balance  in  the  treasury  over  and  above  all 
the  engagements  of  the  Board. 

7.  The  Board  shall  put  forth  such  forms  for  pledges  and  blanks  for 

reports  as  may  beat  assist  in  the  collection  of  offerings  for  missionary 

purposes. 

CAXON  II. 

Of  Convocations  and'  Missionary  Centres. 

Sec.  1.    The  cities  of  Milwaukee,  Madison  and  La  Crosse,  are  hereby 

made  the  centres  of  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  assign  each  Parish  and  Mis- 
Nonary  Station  to  one  or  other  of  these  centres,  and  may  at  any.  time 
leYise  or  alter  such  assignment,  if  occasion  shall  require. 

Sec  3.  The  Clergy  whose  localities  shall  thus  be  assigned  to  a  cen- 
tre, shall  be  organized  into  a  Convocation,  bearing  the  name  of  the 
centre;  and  the  Convocation  so  formed  shall  have  charge  of  the  Missionary 
work  at  the  Stations  thus  combined,  and  in  such  other  fields  as  the  Bishop 
shall  entrust  to  it. 

Sec  4.  The  officers  of  the  Convocation  shall  be  a  Dean,  to  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  Bishop,  who  shall  preside  when  the  Bishop  is  not  present,  be 
the  executive  head  of  the  Convocation,  and  perform  such  duties  as  the 
Bishop  may  assign  him;  also  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  to  be  elected  at 
the  first  meeting  after  eiich  Annual  Council. 

Sec  5.  The  Convocation  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules  as  they 
shall  respectively  adopt,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  and  shall 
each  report,  through  its  Dean,  to  the  Annual  Council. 

Sec.  6.  The  Convocations  shall  be  regarded  as  Auxiliary  to  the 
Board  of  Missions,  and  Missionaries  shall  be  appointed,  and  all  moneys 
disbursed  according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  I,  Title  lY,  aud  the  rules 
of  the  Board. 

CANON  III. 

OftJie  Cathedral' 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  authorized  from  time  to  time  to 
appoint  and  remove,  as  he  shall  think  proper,  a  Pastor  of  the  conpfi-egation 
Worshipping  in  the  Cathedral,  and  also  such  clerical  and  lay  officei*s  as  he 
'^ay  think  necessary  to  assist  him  in  the  care  of  the  Cathedral  proi)erty, 
*nd  in  such  work  as  he  may  designate,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  of  the  Church ;  and  the  Bishop  may  confer  such  custom- 
ary ticelesiastical  titles  upon  such  officers  as  he  may  deem  appropriate  to 
^^6  respective  duties  assigned  to  them. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  the  Aged  and  Infinn  Clergy  Fund, 

I         Sec.  L    An  offering  for  the  fund  for  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen  shall 

taken  up  in  every  Congregation  of  this  Diocese  on  Christmas  Day,  or 

*^e  Sunday  near  thereunto  and  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  "Trustees 

the  Funds  and  Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Wis- 

^^in;"  half  of  which  shall  be  invested  as  a  permanent  Fund,  and  half 

.  f^^l  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen  of 

^^  Diocese,  and  relief  of  widows  and  children  of  deceased  Clergymen. 

^      Sec.  2.    The  expenditures  of  this  fund  shall  be  made  by  onlers  of  the 

^t^anding  Committee  of  the  Diocesa 
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CANON  V. 
Of  the  Prayer  Book  Fund. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  an  offering  on  AVliitsunday  or  some  Sunday 
near  thereto  in  every  Congregation  where  Divine  Service  is  celebrated, 
for  a  fund  to  be  called  the  Prayer  Book  Fund. 

Sec.  2.  Such  an  offering  shall  be  sent  without  delay  to  the  Treasurer 
of  DiocesanMissions,  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  l^fissions  in  the 
purchase  of  Prayer  Books  for  Missionary  Stations  and  destitute  Parishes. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  the  Removal  of  CoTnmunicants  from  one  Ministertal 

Charge  to  AnotJter, 

The  following  shall  be  the  form  of  certificate  of  transfer  for  commu- 
nicants removing  from  one  cure  to  another: 

To  the  Minister  in  charge  of Church  City  (or  Town) 

State: 

I,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  certify  that is  a  member 

of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  a  communicant  in  good  standing 
of  the  same,  and  I  do  hereby  transfer  him  (or  her)  to  your  spiritual  charge, 
commending  him  (or  her)  to  your  Christian  love  and  care.  Please  ac- 
knowledge acceptance,  and  his  (or  her)  name  will  thereupon  be  removed 
from  my  Parish  register. 

Civen  under  my  hand  and  seal  this day  of A.  D. 

Signed (Seal).

The  form  of  this  certificate  shall  be  hereafter  published  on  the  cover 
of  the  Joumid  of  the  Council. 

CANON  VII. 

Of  Alterations  of  these  Canons. 

No  proposed  alteration  of  or  addition  to  these  Canons  shall  hereafter 
he  considered  by  the  Council,  unless  at  least  one  day's  previous  notice 
tliereof  be  given  and  until  such  alteration  or  addition  shall  have  been 
referred  to  and  reported  upon  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Canons,  and 
receive  the  canonical  approval  of  both  Orders. 

CANON  VIII. 

Repealing  Former  Canons. 

All  former  Canons  of  this  Council  are  hereby  repealed.  Provided: 
That  all  Canons  and  parts  of  Canons  which  according  to  this  Instrument 
and  Report  have  been  incorporated  with  the  proposed  Constitution  shall 
remain  in  force  until  said  Constitution  shall  have  been  finally  adopted. 
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APPENDIX  P. 


Rules  of  Order. 


I.  Each  Session  of  the  Council  shall  be  opened  with  prayer;  the 
'•Morning  Prayer"  of  the  Church  being  said  each  day. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Council,  the  Lord's  Syipper  shall  be  celebrated, 
and  a  sermon  preached  by  a  Presbyter,  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  when  , 
the  Bishop  himself  does  not  deliver  a  sermon  or  charge. 

II.  At  the  opening  of  the  Annual  session  the  Bishop  shall  take  the 
Chair,  and  call  to  order.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Assistant  Bishop,  or  their  inability  to  act, 
the  senior  Presbyter  present  shall  preside  until  the  election  of  a  President, 
in  accordance  with  Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution. 

III.  On  the  first  day  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  roll  of  the  clergj''  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  from  the 
certified  list  furnished  as  required  by  Canon  1 ;  or  in  the  absence  of  the 
•Secretary,  by  a  Secretary  pro  (em.,  appointed  by  the  President. 

2.  The  names  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation  shall  also 
be  called  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  certificates  of  lay  delegates  presented, 
and  referred  to  a  committee  of  three  clerg^'men. 

3.  On  the  presentation  of  their  report,  the  list  of  lay  delegates  re- 
ported by  the  committee  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  organized. 

4.  Irregular,  defective  and  contested  certificates,  if  any,  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Council. 

5.  A  Secretary  shaU  be  chosen  from  among  the  members  of  the 
Council,  who  may  nominate  an  Assistant  to  be  chosen  by  the  Council. 

ft.  If  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  absent,  a  Treasurer  pro  tem., 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President. 

7.  The  President  shall  appomt  the  following  Standing  Committees, 
consisting  of  three  members  each:  On  the  Admission  of  Parishes  into 
Union  with  the  Council;  on  Diocesan  Missions;  on  Canons;  on  Privilege; 
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on  Christian  Education;  on  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council; 
on  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions;  on  the  Report 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Funds  and  Property  of  the  Diocese;  on  Unfinished 
Business. 

8.  The  Reports  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese;  the 
Board  of  Missions;  the  Deans  of  the  Convocations;  the  Committee  on 
Christian  Education;  tlie  Trustees  of  the  Funds  and  Property  of  the  Dio- 
cese; the  Treasurer  of  tlie  Board  of  Missions;  the  Treasurer  of  theConvwi- 
tion ;  and  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  presented,  read,  and  referred 
to  the  appropriate  committees.  ■ 

9.  Miscellaneous  business. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  the  order  for  the  Evening  session, 
unless  he  himself  shall  appoint  some  other  time. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  THE  SECOND  AND  SUBSEQUENT  DAYS. 

V.  On  the  second  and  each  subsequent  day,  the  order  of  business 
shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  call  of  the  roll  of  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates;  the  names  of 
those  present  to  enter  upon  the  Journal. 

2.  Tlie  reference  of  certificates  of  lay  delegates  not  before  present- 
ed. 

3.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees,  in  their  order  in  Rule  III. 

5.  Elections  in  their  order,  as  prescribed  in  Rule  VI. 

6.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

VI.  The  election  of  the  Trejisurer  of  the  Convention,  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  Registrar,  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
Board  of  Missions,  Trustees  of  the  Funds  and  Property  of  the  Diocese,  Dep- 
uties and  Supplementary  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  and  nomi- 
nation of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  shall  be  Ay  ballot, 
and  in  this  order.  The  ballot  can  be  dispensed  with  only  by  the  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  Comicil. 

2.  For  each  election  the  President  shall  appoint  two  tellers,  who 
shall  receive  and  count  the  votes,  and  report  the  result  to  the  President, 
who  shall  declare  it  to  the  Council  before  the  next  election  shall  be  enter- 
ed upon.    A  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  constitute  an  election. 

RULES  OF  ORDER  IN  DEBATE. 

VII.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  nor  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  President. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  Council,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President, 
and  he  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 
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IX.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  the  (Council. 

X.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Council  unless  second- 
ed, and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

XI.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  considered 
unless  to  lay  it  on  the  table,  to  indefinitely  postpone,  or  to  postpone  to  a 
certain  time,  to  commit,  to  amend,  or  to  divide;  and  motions  for  either  of 
these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  therein  named.  A  mo- 
tion to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  always  be  in  order, 
and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

XII.  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  t;lie  Coimcil,  and  shall  not  be  re-considered  or  drawn  again  into  debate 
duiring  the  same  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
hei-s  present 

XIII.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otlierwise  ordered. 

XIY.  All  reports  of  committees  shall  be  printed  or  in  writing,  and 
sli^^Jl  be  received  without  motion  for  acceptance,  unless  objections  are 
ni  ^^e.  Reports  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of 
^Pi^nion  by  the  (Jouncil,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
to  that  effect. 

Xy.  On  the  requisition  of  any  two  members,  the  yeat  and  nays  shall 
^  called,  and  entered  on  the  Journal.  On  the  requisition  of  any  five 
"[^^inbers,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  Orders,  as  provided  for  in  Article  V, 
^^^otions  3  and  4  of  the  Constitution. 

XVI.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  Coun- 
c^l»  unless  he  have  leave  from  the  President  of  the  Council. 

XVII.  When  the  Council  is  about  to  adjourn,  every  member  shall 
^^^p  his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair. 

XVIII.  These  Rules  of  Order  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  by  a 
^^t*  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present :  nor  shall  any  of  them  be  chang- 
f^  or  rescinded,  except  upon  one  day's  notice  of  motion  to  that  effect,  or 
^y  luianimous  vote.

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The  Rev.  C.  S.  Lester  presented  and  read  the  following  Report, 
and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Canon  contained  therein  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  Canon  III,  Title  I. 

REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  the  Endowment  Fund  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report: 

The  Committee  was  appointed,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution,  to 
take  such  measures  as  might  seem  to  them  expedient  for  the  increase  of 
the  Endowment  Fund,  and  to  continue  in  existence  until  the  income 
from  said  fund  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  payment  of  all  Diocesan  ex- 
penses, including  the  Bishop's  salary. 

Two  questions  naturally  presented  themselves  to  the  committee; 

first,  as  to  the  amount  needed;  and  second,  as  to  the  method  of  obtaining 
it. 

The  amount  needed,  at  current  rates  of  interest,  is  between  ninety 
**nci  a  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  method  of  obtaining  this  sum  must  depend  entirely  upon 
^'hether  the  expenses  to  be  paid  from  its  interest  are  to  be  considered  a 
business  obligation,  or  a  charity.  If  a  charity,  the  amount  needed  must 
simply  be  begged,  wherever  the  tale  of  need,  with  appeals  to  generosity 
^lici  liberality,  is  likely  to  prove  available. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  these  expenses  are  of  the  nature  of  business 
^^^ligations,  and  have  been  contracted  by  a  legislative  body,  then  the  con- 
st! ti^ents  represented  in  that  body,  are  parties  to  a  contract,  each  liable 
for  its  just  proiwrtion  of  the  whole  amount. 

JV  council,  meeting  annually,  and  representing  parishes,  votes  to  in- 
^^^^^  certain  expenses,  thereby  becoming  party  to  a  contract  and  binding 
*^li^  parties  represented.  A  council  elects  a  Bishop  and  votes  to  pay  him 
^  Certain  salary,  thereby  making  a  contract  with  him  for  the  payment  of 
^^^'"tain  moneys  at  certain  times. 

If  the  Bishop,  the  Secretary,  the  printers  of  the  Journal,  or  with 

^^omsoever  a  contract  is  made,  are  fulfilling  their  parts  thereof,  they, 

^■^e  other  parties  thereto,  are  legally  and  morally  bound  for  the  discharge 

^^  t;lieir  obligations,  voluntarily  assumed.    To  take  any  other  ground 

*^^n  this,  is  to  reduce  the  Bishop  of  a  Diocese  to  the  position  of  a  men- 

To  appeal  to  generosity,  when  the  only  appeal  is  to  the  discharge  of 
^^^:ful  obligations,  to  attempt  to  mingle  such  utterly  discordant  things 
^   V>u8iness  and  charity,  is  to  confuse  men's  minds  as  to  the  nature  of 
'•bose  very  obligations  on  which  the  structure  of  society  rests. 

There  is  but  one  way,  therefore,  of  obtaining  the  fund  needed  for 
^^ying  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese.  It  is  by  assessing  each  of  the  con- 
^^^^^ting  parties  its  proportion  of  the  whole  amount,  upon  the  most  equi- 
^^le  basis  possible. 
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There  are  four  elements  which  indicate  the  prosperity  and  com] 
tive  ability  of  a  parish;  the  number  of  its  communicants,  the  number 
its  parishioners,  the  average  amount  of  its  income,  and  the  value  of  : 
property. 

If  each  of  these  elements  be  separately  assessed,  and  the  sum  divide 
by  four,  an  amount  will  be  obtained  representing  the  just  proportion 
the  parish.    The  sum  of  these  amounts  for  the  whole  Diocese,  dividi 
into  the  whole  amount  required,  will  indicate  the  number  by  which 
multiply  the  amount  of  each  parish,  in  order  to  establish  the  amount 
its  assessment  for  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  the  number  of  communican 
in  each  parish  be  multiplied  by  0.25,  the  number  of  parishioners  by  0.1 
the  average  amount  of  income  by  0.01,  and  the  value  of  property  by  0.( 
that  the  results  thus  obtained  be  divided  by  four  and  multiplied  by  oi~ 
hundred. 

This  will  yield  for  the  Diocesan  Fund  892,743.00  and  furnish  an  i: 
come— the  amount  already  paid  in  bearing  a  higher  rate,of  interest  thi 
five  per  cent. — of  more  than  five  thousand  dollai-s. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  these  assessments  against  the 
ishes,  deducting  the  amount  which  each  parish  has  already  paid  to  tt- 
Diocesan  Fund,  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  pa^ 
able  one-half  in  May  and  one-half  in  November,  any  part  of  the  princip 
of  the  assessment  being  payable  at  any  time,  at  the  convenience  of  thr"^^ 
parish. 

Your  committee  does  not  recommend  an  assessment  upon  missiom^ 
but  that  upon  their  application  for  admission  as  parishes,  their  lawf^^" 
assessments  be  ascertained  by  the  method  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

It  will  be  thus  manifestly  for  the  advantage  of  missions  to  beeoir== 
self-suppoiiing  parishes  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  the  Diocese  will  L-- — 
the  gainer,  inasmuch  as  the  assessment  will  be  larger  than  if  estimat^^^ 
upon  the  present  ^abilities  of  the  mission,  and  the  release  of  missionai^^^ 
funds  will  render  possible  the  enlargeuient  of  missionary  work. 

Although  the  Diocesan  Fund  thus  established  will  suffice  for  tt=^=^ 

present  needs  of  the  Diocese,  a  provision  for  its  gradual  increase 

necessary. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  recommend  that,  in  the  year  189^^ 
and  every  five  years  thereafter,  an  increase  of  the  assessment  upon  eac  -^ 
parish  be  reported  to  the  Council,  to  be  ascertained  by  a  tax  of  two  pe^--^ 
cent,  upon  the  increased  value  of  church  property,  deducting  encunB-^ 
brances,  over  the  value  upon  which  previous  assessments  have  bees^ 
based. 

Your  committee  submit  herewith  a  schedule  of  parish  assessments^ 
with  the  data  upon  which  they  have  been  computed,  and  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  same,  subject  to  corrections  in  errors  of  data. 
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They  further  recommend  that  the  name  of  the  committee  be  changed 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Diocesan  Fund;  and,  that  the  method  herein 
recommended,  of  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  Dio- 
cese, be  in  conformity  with  the  canons  thereof,  they  recommend,  finally, 
that  the  whole  of  Title  I.,  Canon  III.,  be  repealed,  and  the  following  be 
substituted  in  its  place: 

CANON  III. 
Of  the  Diocesan  Fund. 

m 

Sec.  1.  A  Diocesan  Fund,  from  the  interest  of  which  all  Diocesan 
expenses,  including  the  Bishop's  salary,  shall  be  paid,  shall  be  established 
by  assessment  upon  the  parishes. 

Sec.  2.  The  amount  of  the  assessment  upon  each  parish  shall  be  as- 
certained in  the  following  manner:  The  number  of  communicants  shall 
be  multiplied  by  0.25,  the  number  of  parishioners  by  0.10,  the  average 
amount  of  income  by  0.01,  and  the  value  of  property,  first  deducting  the 
amount  of  its  encumbrances,  by  0.002.  The  sum  of  the  amounts  thus  as- 
certained shall  be  divided  by  four  and  multiplied  by  one  hundred,  and 
the  result  thus  obtained,  first  deducting  such  amounts  as  the  parish  may 
have  paid  in  the  past,  or  may  pay  in  the  future,  shall  be  the  assessment 
^POB  the  parish  for  the  Diocesan  Fund  andshaU  bear  interest,  until  paid, 
*t  tlie  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  in  the 
'Months  of  May  and  November. 

Sec.  3.  All  interest  due  and  not  paid  on  or  before  the  first  of  June 
^^^  the  first  of  December,  shall  itself  bear  interest,  until  paid,  at  the  rate 
^^  Seven  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Sec.  4.  Missions  shall  pay  no  assessment;  but  upon  becoming  par- 
^^€is,  their  assessments  shall  be  determined  after  the  method  prescribed 
^^  Section  2  of  this  Canon,  and  such  prepayments  as  they  have  made  to- 
^^X'd  the  Diocesan  Fund,  shall  be  deducted  from  such  assessment. 

Sec.  5.  The  assessment  upon  parishes,  the  property  of  which  is  en- 
^^tnbered,  shall  be  readjusted  upon  each  payment  towards  the  principal 
^^  &uch  encumbrance. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  a  permanent  committee  on  the  Diocesan  Fund, 
^^ich  shall  report  to  each  annual  Council  the  readjustments  of  assess- 
^  ^xits,  together  with  the  assessments  upon  new  parishes. 

Sec.  7.  After  the  Council  of  1889,  and  every  five  years  thereafter, 
^^^  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  committee  on  the  Diocesan 
\^xid  a  list  of  the  values  of  Church  Property,  certified  by  him  to  be,  in 
*^^  opinion,  approximately  correct;  and  there  shall  be  added  to  the  as- 
*^^8ment  upon  each  parish  two  per  cent,  of  the  increase  in  the  value  of 
pix>perty,  deducting  encumbrances,  over  that  upon  which  previous  assess- 
ments have  been  based. 

Sec.  8.    The  certificates  of  Lay  Delegates  shall  certify  that  the  parish 
V^  paid  the  interest  upon  its  assessment  to  date. 
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Sec,  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  Biahop  one-twelfth  of  hiiBsl- 
iiry  upon  the  first  day  of  each  niontli.borrowinfraguinst  future paymHiU. 
whatever  amounts  may  be  ueceBaaiy  for  the  punctual  discharge  of  llw 
obUgatiuns  of  the  Dioceee. 


Schedule  of  Assessment  for  Diocesan  Fond. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  TenBrceck  presented  aud  read  the  following 

REPORT. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  nign  the  Report  upon  the  Endowment  Fund, 

because  I  cannot  subscribe  to  the  statement  that  "  business  and  charity 

are  utterly  discordant  things.*'    Rather  do  I  believe  them  to  be  help- 

oieets  one  to  the  other,  for  neither  of  whom  is  it  good  to  be  alone;  yea, 

the  negative  and  positive  poles  of  humanity,  whose  uniting  together 

'nakes  the  perfect  circuit  of  power  and  beauty;  yea,  more,  of  whom  the 

one,  by  its  very  earthliness,  the  other,  by  its  Divineness,  may  represent 

^  Union  the  mystery  of  the  Incarnation. 

Also,  I  dissent  totally  from  the  position  taken  with  reference  to  the 
^hligations  of  missions  of  the  Diocese,  for  these  reasons: 

1.  It  is  not  equitable,  as  not  a  few  parishes  are  "recipients  of  boun- 
ty*" and  are  only  in  name  and  organization  above  the  grade  of  missions. 

2.  It  will  make  the  missions,  in  my  judgment,  schools  of  selfishness, 
*nd  the  missionaries  mere  local  preachers. 

3.  It  is  contrary  to  aU  the  traditions  of  Christianity  which  knows 
*JJd  allows  no  realm  of  duty  narrower  than  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

4.  It  scarcely  harmonizes  with  the  sacred  word  which  by  the  mouth 
^^  its  man  of  business  has  said,  "There  is  that  scattereth  and  yet  increas- 
^h-l  and  there  is  that  withholdeth  more  than  is  meet,  and  it  tendeth  to 
poverty;"  and  by  the  mouth  of  its  man  of  charity  has  declared,  "It  is 
^ore  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive." 

I  cannot  approve  of  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  proposed  Canon, 
such  as  the  Section  relating  to  the  exemption  of  missions  from  assess- 
ment; the  proposition  to  compound  unpaid  interest;  and  the  Section 
^i^ich  authorizes  the  Treasurer  to  be  a  continual  boiTOwer,  and  comi)els 
the  Diocese  to  pay  perpetual  discount. 

Desiring,  however,  that  some  basis  of  assessment  be  secured,  and  be- 
*iGvingthat  the  one  proposed  is  well  worthy  of  consideration,  I  concur 
^^th  the  other  members  of  the  committee  in  recommending  the  adoption 
^^  the  Canon  appended  to  tlie  Report,  so  far  as  it  offers  such  basis,  re- 
^rving  to  myself  the  privilege  of  dissent  in  minor  details.

CANON . 

Of  the  Diocesan  Fund, 

Sec.  I.  Every  Parish  and  organized  Mission  shall  be  annually  as- 
^^^sed  for  Diocesan  purposes,  and  the  funds  raised  under  such  assessment 
^^^Jl  be  called  the  "Diocesan  Fund  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin." 

Sec.  2.    The  basis  of  such  assessment  shall  be: 

1.  All  real  estate  and  buildings  of  every  kind  owned  or  held  by 
^*^^  Parish  as  a  religious  incorporation. 

2.  The  annual  income  of  each  Parish  or  organized  Mission. 

The  value  of  the  real  estate  and  buildings  shall  be  estimated  in  the 

^^>^e  manner  as  the  ordinary  civil  taxation,  and  as  if  the  property  or  re- 

'^^y  were  not  exempt  from  taxation  by  the  State.    But  all  the  realty  of 

^^<ih  Parish  shall  be  liable  to  this  assessment,  whether  exempt  or  not 

^*^^in  civil  taxation. 

The  income  shall  be  held  to  comprehend  the  amount  of  all  moneys 

^^sed  and  paid  in  any  way  for  the  s^ary  of  the  Rector  or  Minister  and 

-^^sistant,  as  also  of  sexton,  organist,  choir  and  others,  through  the  year; 

^^at  is  to  say,  the  full  amount  of  the  provision  for  the  current  expenses 
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of  the  Church  or  Congregation.    This  shall  also  include  income  derir 
by  the  corporation  from  any  other  source. 

Sec.  3.    All  liens  and  incumbrances  on  the  real  estate  liable  for 
paying  interest,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  assessed  value  of  the 
and  the  tax  or  assessment  shall  be  imposed  on  the  net  valuation  aft 
such  deduction. 

The  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  allowed^  in  all  cases*  as  e 
empt  from  taxation  from  the  gross  amount  reported  as  income  from 
Parish  or  organized  Mission. 

Sec.  4.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  corporation  in  union  with  t 
(Council,  and  each  organized  Mission,  to  render,  at  such  time  and  in  su 
manner  as  the  same  may  be  required  by  the  Council  or  by  the  Board 
Equalization  of  the  Diocese,  a  true  and  faithful  account  of  the  real  esta 
and  other  property  owned  or  held  by  said  Parish  or  organized  Missio- 
with  its  fairly  estimated  value,  and  also  the  statement  of  any  liens  or  i 
cumbrances  on  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  amount  of  inte 
paid  in  consequence  of  such  lien  or  incumbrance. 

And  further,  it  shidl  be  the  duty  of  each  Parish  or  organized  Miss! 
faithfully  and  truly  to  declare  the  full  amount  of  the  current  expeni 
ture  of  the  Parish  or  organized  Mission,  and  of  all  money  expended 
the  same  in  any  way  accruing,  including  salaries  and  all  other  expeni 
And  this  amount  shall  represent  the  taxable  income  of  said  Parish  or 
ganized  Mission. 

Sec.  5.    The  l^ard  of  Equalization  shall  hereafter  determine*  in  d 
time,  before  the  meeting  of  each  Annual  Council,  the  gross  amou. 
which  will  probably  be  re<iuired  for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese  for  t^ 
ensuing  year,  and  the  amount  thus  required  shall  be  assessed  on  t 
amount  of  the  Church  property  and  Parish  income,  according  to  the 
turns  of  the  same  received  and  accepted  by  the  Board. 

Tlie  two  funds  thus  named  shall  be  taxed  separately,  and  with  su_ 
impost  on  either  as  the  Board  shall  think  fit  to  iidopt,  provided  that  t» 
aggregate  shall  reasonably  secure  the  full  sum  which,  in  their  judgme 
it  is  i)roiM»r  for  the  Diocese  to  raise.    The  assessments  for  each  year  sh 
be  prepared  in  detail  by  the  Board  of  Equalization,  before  the  meeting 
each  ^Vimual  Council,  and  the  schedule  for  the  coming  year  shall  be  o; 
to  examination  by  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  interested  therein. 

It  shidl  also  ho  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  to  hear  and 
amine  appeals  for  modification  of  assessments,  either  in  whole  or  in 
from  Parishes  or  organized  Missions  who  may  deem  themselves 
grieved,  or  entitled,  on  other  grounds,  to  correction  or  remission;  and 
such  heiiring  or  examination,  the  Board  may  modify  or  release,  at  th- 
discretion,  the  assessments  complained  of,  subject,  however,  to  such 
pellate  provision  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Council. 
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PBOvroED,  That  in  case  of  the  application  eitlier  for  remission  or 
ctdjustment  of  any  assessment  already  due,  either  in  whole  or  in  part, 
such  application  shall  not  be  entertained  until  all  sums  up  to  the  amount 
admitted  to  be  due  shall  have  been  paid,  or  in  like  manner,  the  balance 
offered  in  compromise  shall  be  in  hand  and  actually  tendered  as  payment. 

It  shall  be  competent  for  any  Parish  having  applied  for  modification 
of  assessment  for  the  coming  year,  or  for  remission  of  amount  due  on  the 
past,  and  dissenting  from  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Equalization,  to 
present  the  case  to  the  Ck)uncil  for  decision  on  the  same  by  that  body. 

Sec.  6.  All  applications  for  modification  or  remission  of  arrearages  to 
the  Diocesan  Fund,  shall  be  in  writing,  directed  "To  the  Board  of  Equal- 
ization," and  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  collections  taken 
in  the  aggrieved  Parish  during  the  preceding  year,  for  Diocesan  purposes, 
and  the  results,  with  the  grounds  upon  which  relief  is  asked,  and  the 
x'easons  for  the  failure  to  make  the  regular  collections,  in  case  they  have 
^>een  omitted. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Equalization  shall  report  to  the  Council  their 
action  in  matters  of  arrearages,  with  the  grounds  of  their  decision,  in  im-

cure  prompt  payment  of  accruing  demands,  or  may  be  applied  in  reducr- 
tion  of  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year.

Of  the  Board  of  Equalization.

DEAD  IN  CHRIST. 

During  the  year  two  great  leaders  in  Israel  have  fallen  asleep.  Tb^^^^ 
names  have  entered  into  history  to  be  preservetl  among  the  noblest  *" 
the  magnificent  array  of  heroic  and  glorious  characters  in  EnglaiK-^'* 
Church;  one,  the  U3(l  successor  of  Augustine,  the  first  subject  in  theKinfi* 
doni  and  the  Primate  ofall  England;  the  other,  the  Regius  Professor  of  J^^ 
brew,  at  Oxford.  Preferment  and  honor  awaited  one,  lifelong;  oblcKl^^y 
and  misreprescnitation  mtirked,  for  years,  the  patient  endurance  of  tl'^ 
otlier.  How  wide  apart  year  after  year  their  aims  and  modes,  as  it  seem- 
ed to  the  world;  nor  can  we  wonder  that  it  should  seem  so  when  we  i*^ 
nieniixT  tlie  bejriiming  of  their  lives  at  Oxford,  forty  years  ago,  ivl*^° 
one  was  suspendt^l  from  his  oftice  as  preacher  of  the  University  by  ^^^ 
voice  and  act  of  tlie  other  as  one  among  the  impugners  of  the  preacb^^® 
doctrine.  And  yet  how  marvellously  were  they  united  in  their  deatl^^' 
for,  al)ove  the  graves  of  these  two  Princes  of  the  Church  the  Christi-^*" 
mind  of  England  realized  the  blessed  truth  that  Catholic  revival  is  -**" 
accomplished  fact  in  the  National  Church.  There  have  not  been  sit^^^ 
St.  Paul  journeyed  westward  even  to  the  l>ound8  of  the  Roman  Empi^^ 
that  he  might  preach  the  gospel  in  the  islands  beyond  Spain,  forty  ye^--^ 
more  eventful  in  English  Church  history  than  those  which  include  i0^^^ 
lives  and  labors  of  Akciibishop  Tait  and  Dr.  Pusky.     The  Vtvaai^^ 
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he  one  has  placed  the  Anglican  Communion  in  her  rightful  position 
he  head  of  western  Cliristendora ;  the  life  of  the  other  has  given  to  the 
lolic  Church  one  of  her  noblest  examples  of  consecrated  leamuag  and 
ndiiring  heritage  of  saintliness. 

To  many  of  the  Clergy  of  this  Diocese,  and  to  not  a  few  of  the  laity, 
death  of  the  Bishop  of  Indiana  was  a  personal  bereavement.  He 
well  known  in  Wisconsin  and  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him.  A  man 
rarm  and  generous  feelings — of  strong  earnest  friendship — ^genial  in 
Intercourse  with  all,  prompt  and  ready  in  business  habits,  he  is  re- 
obered  with  great  love  and  affection.  As  Missionary  Bishop  of  the 
it  Northwest  he  gave  abundant  evidence  of  faithfulness  and  power, 
in  the  Diocese  in  which  he  was  long  and  well  known  as  Priest  and 
lop,  the  tribute  of  affection  to  his  memory  was  general  and  heartfelt, 
owe  Bishop  Talbot  a  debt  of  giatitude  in  Wisconsin  for  the  great 
rest  he  felt  and  manifested  to  the  end  of  his  life  in  Nashotah  and 
ine.  I  took  part  with  the  Bishops  of  Ohio,  Kentucky,  So.  Ohio,  lUi- 
I,  Fond  du  Lac  and  Quincy  in  the  burial  service  in  the  Cathedral  and 
he  Cemetery  in  Indianapolis. 

Among  the  Clergy  of  the  Church  deceased  during  the  year,  the  ven-  • 

)le  Dr.  Hill,  who,  for  fifty-two  years  labored  at  Athens  in  the  in- 
fst  of  Christian  education,  and  at  the  age  of  ninety  entered  into  his 
;  and  Dr.  Twino,  who,  for  nearly  twenty  years  was  Secretary  of  the 
uestic  Missionary  Committee,  are  worthy  of  the  Church's  com  mem - 
:ion.  The  importance  and  value  of  Dr.  Hill's  work  in  the  judg- 
it  of  all  who  visited  Greece  during  his  residence  there  can  hardly  be 
restimated,  and  the  Church  in  America  certainly  has  reason  to  thank 
I  for  the  abundant  laboi-s  of  that  ardent  lover  of  missions  and  that 
vearied  friend  of  the  Missionaries— the  great  hearted  Dr.  Twing. 

In  the  death,  at  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  in  October  last,  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wal- 
i  Ayrault,  Chaplain  of  Hobart  College,  the  American  Church  lost  one 
er  most  devout  and  learned  Priests.  An  acquaintance  of  years  deep- 
d  the  feelings  of  respect  and  love  for  him.  He  was  a  man  of  gentle 
rtesy  and  gracious  presence,  and  as  a  Priest  of  Grod  he  was  an  example 
mmility,  devotion,  learning,  and  unaffected  piety.  Honored  in  early 
by  the  confidence  and  friendship  of  Bishop  DeLancy,  he  manifested 
after  years  the  excellent  traits  and  habits,  in  Priestly  and  pastoral 
rk,  which  justified  the  wisdom  of  that  great  prelate  in  his  forecasting 
character. 

Within  our  own  Diocese,  we  are  called  upon  to  record  the  decease  of 
)  faithful  and  godly  men,  the  Eev.  Lucien  Charles  Lance,  S.  T.  . 
Chaplain  of  Kemper  Hall,  Kenosha,  and  the  Rev.  Hknry  Green, 
itor  of  St.  John's  Church,  Evansville. 

I  ask  you,  brethren,  to  vote  the  usual  memorial  page  in  the  Journal  ^ 
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to  record  our  affectionate  remembrance  of  these  brethren,  our  apprecia- 
tion of  their  good  work  for  Christ  and  His  Church,  and  our  confidence 
that  they  have  been  called  to  higher  ministiies  within  the  veil. 

Dr.  Lance  was  one  whose  memory  the  Church  may  well  cherish 
for  she  has  not  many  nobler  examples  to  place  before  her  young  men. 
In  his  life  and  character  he  seemed  as  one  who  always  stood  in  the  Mas- 
ter's presence  with  the  divine  hands  spread  over  him  in  benediction.  Ht 
was  humble  and  lowly  in  spirit;  he  mourned  that  he  could  do  so  litlU 
for  his  Lord;  he  was  meek  in  thought  and  word;  he  thirsted  after  clear- 
er knowledge  of  the  divine  will;  he  was  exceedingly  gentle  and  merciful 
pure  in  heart;  always  and  at  all  times  a  peace  maker;  and  gresit  was  his 
reward  here  on  earth,  even  the  blessedness  of  a  holy  life;  and  thrice 
blessed,  we  may  surely  believe,  will  be  his  welcome  and  commendation 
from  the  lips  of  that  Master  whom  he  loved  and  served.  In  the  quad- 
rangle formed  by  the  Chapel,  Cloister  and  main  building  of  Kempei 
Hall,  opening  into  the  beautiful  grounds  on  the  south  side  is  his  resting 
place:  amid  the  scenes  dear  to  him  in  life  his  body  awaits  the  morning 
of  the  Resurrection.  "Grant  unto  him,  O  Lord,  eternal  rest,a)id  let  light 
perpetual  shine  upon  him.** 

The  same  year  that  I  came  to  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  Fathed 
Green  became  the  Rector  of  St.  John*s  Church,  EvansvUle.  His  Pas- 
torate there,  a  faithful  and  happy  one,  continued  until  his  death.  His 
last  sickness  extended  over  many  months.  Patient  and  resigned,  he  fell 
jisleep  on  Saturday,  the  12th  of  May,  leaving  in  the  ranks  of  the  Minis- 
try in  the  Diocese  a  loving  and  beloved  Son,  the  devoted  Missionary  at 
Darlington.  Father  Green  was  a  man  of  marked  characteristics;  fear- 
less in  the  discharge  of  duty  and  untiring  in  its  performance  he  made 
good  proof  of  his  Ministry.  As  a  student  of  good  learning,  he  was  es- 
pecially devoted  to  the  poetry  of  what  is  known  as  the  classical  era  of 
Englisli  Literature,  and  I  have  never  met  any  reader  of  "Paradise  Lost" 
who  had  a  more  thorough  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  great  En- 
glish epic. 

On  Friday  evening,  May  4th,  a  venerable  layman  of  the  Diocese, 
whose  name  appeal's  in  the  Journal  of  the  Primary  Convention,  as  a  dele- 
gate from  St.  Paul's  parish  in  this  city,  and  who,"  at  that  convention,  wan 
elected  as  a  member  of  the  first  deputation  from  the  Diocese  of  Wiscon- 
sin to  the  General  Convention  of  the  Church;  Benjamin  Moore  Mc- 
Vickar,  M.  D.,  wtis  called  to  his  reward.  Dr.  McVickar  was  a  Church- 
man of  the  best  type  and  character.  The  Church's  influence  and  spirit 
were  seen  in  all  his  ways  and  works.  His  death  was  as  peaceful  as  his 
life  had  been  quiet  and  beautiful;  kindly  and  true  in  his  friendships;  a 
wise  counselor  and  adviser;  loyal  to  his  heart's  core  in  all  that  pertain- 
eil  to  the  Church  of  Christ;  in  full  sympathy  with  her  active  life  and  al- 
ways glad  to  hear  of  her  progress  and  prosperity,  he  died  as  he  had  lived,  ir 
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the  full  and  blessed  Communion  of  the  Catholic  Church,  and  in  the  con- 
fidence of  a  certain  hope.  The  sorrow,  even  of  those  who  are  nearest  and 
de^^rest  to  him,  at  the  thought  of  his  departure  is  almost  akin  to  holy  joy, 
because  his  peaceful  death  was  even  to  our  eyes  of  flesh  an  entrance  into 
that  rest  wliich  remaineth  to  the  people  of  (xod.  At  the  close  of  that  still 
spring  day  his  life  waned  to  pass  into  the  brightness  of  the  perfect  day; 
his  the  victory  of  the  faith  lovingly  kept;  his  the  promise  of  the  crown 
of  righteousness  which  the  righteous  Judge  will  give. 

From  among  the  faithful  women  in  the  Diocese,  devout  and  unwear- 
ied workers,  there  have  been  called  to  the  rest  of  Paradise,  Mrs.  Bostwick, 
^f  Tomahy  Mrs.  Clark,  of  Watertown,  Mrs.  Barstow,  of  Waukesha,  Mrs. 
Hoifieson,  of  Chippewa  Falls,  and  Mrs.  Orton,  of  this  city,  who  was  an 
special  and  devoted  friend  of  St.  John's  Home. 

All  these,  in  their  parishes  and  congregations,  have  done  good  service 
^Of  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  resting  from  their  labors  their  many  works 
^f  mercy  and  charity  do  follow  them.

^^e  receipts  in  money  for  the  year  have  been  $1,300.25,  the  expenses 
*^»3a82.04,  a  portion  of  this  \mng  for  permanent  improvements.  The  re- 
^^i^ts  in  kind  of  the  value  of  $735.00.  In  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Racine, 
^'^i^y-one  patients  have  been  cared  for  at  an  expense  of  $1,087.00. 
^"^^  8t  Luke's  Hospital,  Chippewa  Falls,  the  number  of  patients  has  been 
tl>ixty-eight.  The  inmates  of  this  hospital  are  mostly,  not  exclusively, 
^^^K)d8men  from  the  pineries  of  the  Chippewa  Valley;  and  the  sympathy

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An  interest  in  all  these  charitable  works  ought  ceitainly  to  mark 
the  practical  Christian  life  of  eacli  devout  Cliurchman  and  Church  wom- 
an in  the  Diocese.  In  the  particular  locality  where  these  homes  and  hos- 
pitals are  located  there  will  naturally  be  a  warmer  and  more  generous 
feeling  for  that  special  charity,  and  yet  that  feeling  sometimes  lacks  ex- 
pression. One  would  tliink  it  ought  to  be  an  easy  matter,  for  example, 
to  provide  by  invested  funds  for  a  large  part  of  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  Church  Home  in  this  city. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Home  are  deeply  interested  in  its  w^elfare,  they 
will  gladly  give  time  and  thought  to  promoting  its  best  interests,  and 
the  Churchmen  of  the  city  should  co-operate  with  them  and  second  their 
elTorts;  and  we  may  rest  iissured  that  however  much  may  be  done  in  this 
direction,  the  Churchwomen  of  the  city,  who,  with  self-denying  and  pa- 
tient love,  have  done  jmd  are  doing  so  much  for  the  Church  Home  will 
always  have  an  abundant  field  for  the  exercise  of  faith  and  good  works. 

THE  EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS  IN  THE  DIOCESB. 

This  year  will  be  memorable  in  the  annals  of  Nasliotah  on  account 
of  the  bequest  of  that  devout  and  generous  Churchman,  the  Hon.  John 
B.  Howe,  of  Indiana,  who  in  his  last  will  and  testament  devised  liberal 
things  for  this  school  of  the  Prophets.  "I  do  hereby  give,  devise  and  be- 
bequeath  to  Nashotah  House,  Nashotah,  Wisconsin,  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lai-s  to  be  placed  securely  at  interest,  and  no  part  of  the  principal  or  in- 
terest to  be  used  until  the  accumulation  by  way  of  interest  or  other  con- 
tributions, or  both,  shall  amount  to  five  hundred  thousand  doUars." 

This  gi-and  beginning  of  the  Xaahotah  Endowment  will  certainly  in- 
spire every  friend  of  the  institution  with  zeal  and  an  unshaken  deter- 
mination to  increase,  year  by  year,  what  will,  in  time,  be  a  magnificent 
fund  for  the  training  and  education  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Northwest.  By 
its  own  natural  incretise,  with  such  additions  as  we  may  confidently  ex- 
pect, before  we  commemorate  the  third  quarter-centennial  of  Nashotah's 
existence  our  endowment  fund  will  be  made  up.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Cole  is 
now  visiting  the  Churches  in  behalf  of  this  fund.  The  publication  of 
the  life  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Breck  recalls  to  many  minds  the  glories  of  that 
great  venture  of  faith  which  resulted  in  Xiishotah :— the  years  as  they 
ffo  on  will  add  increasing  honor  and  renown  to  all  the  names  connected 
with  the  foundation  and  administration  of  the  school.  In  acknowledg- 
ing the  receipt  of  the  "Life  of  Dr  Breck,"  sent  from  Nashotah,  the  Arch- 
l>ish()p  of  Canterbury  says:  "I  have  heard  and  read  of  the  Xashotali 
House  and  of  its  remarkable  beginnings;  and  the  Life  of  one  of  its  found- 
ers coming  to  me  from  your  hands  will  be  full  of  interest  for  its  own 
sake  and  prized  for  yours.  May  God  bless  the  self-denying  work  of  the 
College  and  its  lovei*s  with  rich  heritage  of  true  religion  spread  abroad.'* 
On  St.  Peter's  Day,  an  excellent  class  of  five  will  graduate  from  Nashotah, 
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y^Uiig  men  of  devotion,  ready  and  glad  to  do  good  work  in  the  Master's 
^^i8e  wherever  their  lot  may  be  cast. 

The  Installation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gray  as  Warden  of  Racine  College, 
^^  iDecemberlast,  was  an  event  of  great  interest    All  hearts  have  been 
^^wn  to  the  new  Warden  and  we  may  fairly  anticipate  an  administra- 
^on  replete  with  enei*gy,  wisdom  and  zeal.    Sunday,  the  24th,  is  Bacca- 
laureate Sunday,  and  Wednesday  the  27th  Commencement  Day  at  Racine. 

At  Kemper  Hall,  on  Thursday,  the  21st  of  this  month,  the  com- 
mencement exercises  are  appointed  to  take  place.     At  that  time  a  class 
of  seven  will  receive  the  testimonials  of  the  school.    The  Chaplain  ap- 
pointed to  succeed  the  Rev,  Dr.  Lance,  whose  devoted  work  at  the  Hall 
was  so  truly  successful,  is  the  Rev.  Edward  Livermore,  for  more  than 
twenty  years  Rector  of  the  parish  in  St.  Peter,  Minn.     He  is  now  en- 
gaged in  the  work  of  the  school.    His  son,  Arthur  Brown  Livermore,  is 
teacher  of  languages  and  literature  and  assistant  Chaplain. 

The  closing  exercises  at  Bor  du  Lac  Seminary,  Oconomowoc,  on  Thurs- 
day last,  were  very  pleasant.  The  condition  of  the  school  is  excellent, 
and  in  all  respects  very  promising  and  encouraging  for  the  future. 

The  Cathedral  school  closed  on  the  evening  of  June  14.  Its  year's 
work  has  been  good  and  thorough.  Miss  Buchan,  the  principal,  and  her 
associates  in  the  school  are  doing  in  behalf  of  Christian  education  that 
which  is  of  inestimable  value,  and  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  du- 
ties are  making  the  school  in  every  way  worthy  of  confidence  and  pat- 
ronage. 

THE  CATHEDRAL. 

The  full  round  of  services  at  the  Cathedral,  and  its  chapel,  has  been 
steadily  maintained  during  the  year.  Holy  Communion,  daily  at  7 
o'clock,  except  on  Good  Friday,  with  a  second  celebration  on  the  first  and 
third  Sundays  of  each  month,  and  on  the  greater  festivals;  daily  Morn- 
ing and  Evening  Prayer  during  the  week,  at  8:45  a.  m.  and  5  p.  m,,  with 
special  services,  sermons,  and  instructions  during  Advent  and  Lent,  and 
the  unbroken  maintenance  of  Mission  work,  with  the  regular  meetings 
of  guUds,  societies,  unions  and  schools.  It  is,  we  trust,  doing  the  Church's 
work  in  the  Church's  way.  Whatever  we  may  think  as  to  the  methods 
of  the  different  religious  bodies  about  us,  or  of  the  various  independent 
organizations  for  Christian  work,  in  their  desire  to  spread  the  gospel,  to 
win  souls  to  Christ,  to  do  good  to  men  and  to  glorify  God,  we  need  not 
co-operate  with  them  in  their  methods  to  accomplish  the  good  which 
they  propose,  for  the  Church  has  a  plain  and  solemn  duty  set  before  her, 
whereby  she  may  accomplish  God's  will  and  work  on  earth;  and  that  is, 
to  use  with  all  zeal  and  energy  the  means  at  her  command,  and  by  meth- 
ods which  are  clearly  and  distinctly  her  own,  such  as  the  multiplica- 
tion of  services,  frequent  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion,  bringing

out,  by  more  hearty  observance,  the  power  of  the  Christian  year  as  a  livir 
agent  in  proclaiming  God*8  gospel  to  men;  encouraging  theformatio 
and  work  of  brotherhoods  and  sisterhoods,  and  favoring  and  sustainir 
the  revived  life  of  the  Church  as  manifest  in  parochial  missions,  dev 
tional  meetings  and  all  gatherings  and  agencies  of  this  character.  Ar 
when  in  the  spirit  of  the  Church  we  multiply  the  forces  at  ourcomman 
and  with  methods  and  teachings  consecrated  by  ages  of  reverent  use  c 
the  Master's  work,  though  that  work  may  not  come  into  public  notice ; 
once,  and  may  not  gain  the  popular  applause  and  commendation  whic 
at  times,  are  given  to  efforts  of  a  more  pretentious  character,  we  may  1 
assured  that  results  will  be  manifest  in  the  deeper  earnestness  of  ind 
vidual  Christian  lives,  in  m^e  reverent  and  general  regard  for  the  Ho! 
Communion,  and  a  consequent  increase  in  all  kinds  of  good  works. 

I  think  it  will  be  true  in  any  parish,  that  fulness  of  power  and  bles 
ing  will  mark  individual  and  congregational  life,  as  deeper  regard  f< 
service  and  sacrament  are  manifest  by  Piiest  and  people.  And  furthe 
I  think  it  will  always  be  true  that  in  any  parish  or  congregation  the  mai 
ifestation  of  (jod*s  good  will  in  the  renewal  of  life  and  zeal,  w^iU  deepe 
in  every  devout  heart  a  sense  of  individual  responsibility,  and  develop 
willing  and  hearty  activity  in  good  works. 

I  sincerely  desire  that  the  Diocesan  Church,  in  its  services,  its  var 
ous  organizations  and  systematized  work,  in  the  alms-deeds  and  self-d' 
nials  of  the  congregation  worshipping  in  the  Cathedral,  may  ever  be  a 
example  of  devotion  and  godliness. 

Upon  the  feast  of  All  Saints*,  last  November,  I  organized  a  guild,  ai 
pointing  twenty  of  the  young  Churchwomen  of  the  congregation  tosolic 
monthly  pledges  toward  the  Cathedral  debt;  the  offerings  resulting  froi 
these  solicitations  and  gatherings  to  be  placed  monthly  upon  the  altar  i 
the  early  celebration  in  the  Cathedral  chapel.  The  amount  so  collects 
and  offered  is  at  this  time  81,434.18.  The  plan  is  simple,  requiring, 
is  true,  patience  and  labor,  but  it  certainly  is  a  good  substitute  for  thos 
manifold  contrivances  for  raising  money  for  Church  work  which  incu 
cate  and  stimulate  selfishness,  and  oftentimes  lead  persons  to  overste 
the  limits  of  strict  honesty  and,  sometimes,  of  established  law. 

THE  WORK  IN  THE  DIOCESE,  ITS  NEEDS  AND  ITS  ENCOURAOEKENTS. 

In  the  work  of  the  Church  in  our  own  midst,  while  there  is  ver 
much  which  gives  us  encouragement  and  makes  us  hopeful  for  the  f i 
ture,  we  cannot  close  our  eyes  to  the  many  tokens  of  coldness,  careles 
ness  and  neglect  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  spread  of  the  Oospel  amon 
men.  And  one  hindrance,  I  am  constrained  to  say,  is  the  impression  o 
the  part  of  many  laymen  of  the  insincerity  of  some  of  the  Clergy,  an 
their  want  of  hearty  zeal  in  their  work.  As  to  the  general  character  an 
work  of  the  Clergy,  I  cannot  speak  too  warmly,  nor  give  utterance  1 
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words  of  commendation  not  justly  due,  although  to  some  the  phrases 
might  seem  exaggerations.  But  there  is  one  subject  on  which  I  feel 
compelled  to  speak  in  this  connection,  for  I  am  greatly  distressed  at  what 
[  regard  a  very  great,  and,  I  fear,  may  be  a  growing  evil  in  the  Church— 
the  apparent  readiness  with  which  consecrated  Priests  of  the  Lord  aban- 
don their  sacred  calling  and  engage  in  secular  life.  It  is  a  solemn  mo- 
Dient  for  any  man  to  declare  voluntarily  in  the  public  congregation  that 
be  trusts  that  he  is  inwardly  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost  to  take  upon 
himself  this  office  and  ministration  to  serve  God  for  the  promotion  of 
His  glory  and  the  edifying  of  His  people;  but  when  one  says  that  he  is 
BO  moved,  and  receives  at  apostolic  hands  the  awful  commission,  "Be  ye  a 
faithful  dispenser  of  the  word  of  God  and  of  His  holy  sacraments,"  and 
then,  from  any  motive  less  than  an  overwhelming  necessity,  abandons  or 
even  relaxes  his  work  in  the  ministry,  he  does  it,  certainly,  at  the  very 
^reat  hazard  of  his  own  soul's  salvation.  There  may  be  hardness— need 
of  great  self-denial;  but  is  not  the  ministry  to  be,  to  men,  a  spectacle  of 
self-sacrificing  devotion  ?  Are  we  faithful  to  our  vows,  if  the  whole  soul 
be  not  to  that  extent  in  the  work  that  we  count  it  joy  to  suffer  for  the 
Master's  sake?  If  our  ministry  be,  verily  and  indeed,  a  labor  of  love, 
then  trials  and  disappointments  will  act  as  stimulants  to  further  efforts 
ind  more  entire  devotion.  All  about  us  are  multiplied  and  multiplying 
3vidences  of  the  world's  selfishness,  extravagance,  luxury  and  utter  in- 
iifference  to  God's  will  and  word.  In  a  quiet,  self-sacrificing  and  devout 
ife  there  is  a  divine  protest  against  worldliness;  and  the  faith  and  zeal 
>f  the  Clergy  must  lift  them  to  that  plane  of  holy  living,  to  that  agree- 
nent  with  the  mind  of  Christ  which  accounts  all  things  of  earth  as  dross 
for  the  love  of  Grod  and  the  glory  and  honor  of  doing  His  work.  But 
Bvhatever  may  be  the  zeal  and  devotion  of  the  Clergy— and,  certainly,  as 
jrear  by  year  I  go  from  point  to  point  in  the  Diocese,  I  can  truly  say  that 
the  laity  of  Wisconsin  have,  in  the  lives  and  labors  of  the  great  body  of 
the  Clergfy  of  the  Diocese,  worthy  examples  of  Christian  heroism,  devo- 
tio  and  self-denial— whatever,  I  repeat,  may  be  the  zeal  and  devotion  of 
the  Clergy,  their  labors  will  be  greatly  increased  by  the  hearty,  active 
personal  co-operation  of  godly  and  devout  men  and  women  in  the  Par- 
ishes and  Missions. 

The  great  work  of  the  Grospel  is  entrusted  to  us  all,  and  no  disciple  has 
wy  right  to  relegate  to  others  that  which  is  his  or  her  bounden  duty  to 
la  It  may  be  to  self  an  excuse  that  the  claims  of  business,  or  of  society, 
>r  home,  prevent  one's  taking  an  active  part  in  the  Sunday  School,  or 
iid-society ;  in  attending  meetings  of  committees  and  Church  boards,  in  act- 
ng  as  treasurer  or  collector  in  the  Parish  or  Mission.  But  after  all,  it  is 
i  cold  and  heartless  discipleship  which  finds  no  time  for  the  work  of  the 
^urch,  which  has  no  desire  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Pastor  by 
lympathy  and  counsel  and  practical  aid;  by  giving  gladly,  thankfully,  as 
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a  blessed  privilege,  not  only  according  as  God  has  blessed  them,  of  the 
means  which  He  has  entrusted  id  their  stewardship,  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  salvation  of  souls,  but  of  their  time  and  of  their  influence. 

Take  these  two  important  agencies  in  whicli  the  Pastor  needs  in  an 
especial  manner  the  co-operation  of  laymen  and  lay  women — the  instruc- 
tion of  the  young,  and  the  financial  system  of  the  Parish— and  how  often 
is  he  left  to  work  unaided  and  uncheered  by,  at  least,  gladly  given  co-opera- 
tion and  help.  The  Cliurch  most  evidently  enjoins  early  and  constant  atten- 
tion to  the  young.  It  results  from  our  first  principles,  from  the  language 
of  the  Catechism  and  from  the  Baptismal  and  Confirmation  olflces.  Infi- 
delity and  materalism  threaten  daily  and  hourly  the  life  of  the  young 
scholar  in  the  path  of  popular  education.  It  may  be  useless  to  say  it, 
yet  many,  I  think,  who  are  unwilling  to  act,  believe  it  fully,  that  one  of 
our  most  important  safeguards,  as  regards  the  training  of  the  young, 
one  of  tlie  best  means  of  doing  good  to  the  children  of  the  Church 
would  be  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Parish  schools.  If  we 
cannot  have  such  schools,  we  must  do  the  best  we  can  with  the  Sunday 
School.  In  the  management  of  the  Sunday  School,  lay  helpers  are  needed 
jis  teachers  and  ofiicers,  and  in  both  Sunday  and  Parish  Schools,  where  the 
letter  exist,  gifts  of  money  are  at  times  necessary.  In  connection  with  the 
instruction  of  the  young,  I  would  call  attention  to  a  most  excellent  work 
by  the  Kev.  C.  S.  Percival,  of  Iowa,  entitled  "Sponsorship;  a  Manual  for 
Godfathei-s  and  Godmothers."  If  in  the  possession  of  all  Sponsors,  careful- 
ly read  and  conscientiously  used,  it  would  be  of  inestimable  value.  It  is 
well  preprared,  embracing  a  consideration  of  the  nature  and  intent  of  tlie 
divine  covenant,  of  Baptism,  its  seal  under  the  new  dispensation,  and  of 
Confirmation,  the  complement  of  Baptism.  It  is  a  book  calculated  to  d(» 
much  good,  and  as  sucli  is  commended  to  the  careful  and  devout  use  of 
the  Clergy  and  the  congregations  committed  to  their  charge. 

As  regards  the  finances  of  the  Parish  or  Mission,  the  collection  of  the 
stipend  or  salary  of  the  Pastor,  the  prompt  payment  of  the  Council  funds 
and  assessments,  and  matter's  of  a  like  nature,  these  things  surely  should 
not  be  left  for  the  Clergyman  to  care  for  personally.  It  matters  little 
how  much  one  maybe  pressetl  with  business,  if  tlie  heart  be  filled  with 
love  and  a  burning  desire  to  do  some  work  for  Christ  and  His  Church, 
time  will  be  found,  and  a  way,  to  do  it. 

But  the  obligations  of  the  disciple  are  not  fulfilled  even  when  there 
is  strict  and  conscientious  attention  to  the  duties  of  the  parish,  if  the 
work  ends  there.  A  most  vicious  spirit  it  is  which  at  times  pervades 
parishes.  The  vice  of  Congregationalism,  or  independency,  which,  in  this 
connection,  is  but  another  name  for  selfishness,  the  spirit  which,  so  long 
as  one's  own  wants,  spiritual  or  temporal,  are  satisfied,  recks  little  wheth- 
er the  world  around  perishes  or  not.  The  antidote  for  all  this  is  the 
Missionary  Spirit.    If  our  heaits  are  warm  with  Christian  zeal  then  we 
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Will  pray  for  the  success  of  Mission  work,  talk  about  it,  and,  as  God  has 
blessed  us,  give  for  it.    Every  Parish,  every  Mission,  every  congregation 
should  throw  itself  into  this  work  with  all  its  might.    There  should  be  a 
missionary  guild  connected  with  every  congregation,  with  weekly  meet- 
ings  for  old  and  young,  with  missionary  intelligence  and  incidents  of 
missionary  life  and  work,  and  once  a  month  an  early  celebration  for  the 
guild,  for  which  service  the  Bishop  would  gladly  authorize  a  special 
pgrayer  of  intercession  for  Missions,  for.  tlie  sending  forth  of  laborers  into 
the  harvest,  and  for  an  abundant  blessing  upon  the  faithful  labors  of 
devoted  missionaries.    Intercession  for  Missions  is  a  privilege  which  no 
earnest  Christian  ought  to  forego.    No  true  disciple  can  afford  to  live  so 
remote  and  separate  from  God  as  not  to  have  the  Church  which  is  His 
kingdom,  its  work  and  its  prosperity,  always  in  mind.    For  the  Church  is 
God*sgift  to  the  world.    It  is  not«n  institution  of  man's  making.    Around 
it  and  within  it,  as  a  Divine  Kingdom,  all  successive  conditions  of  human 
life  and  human  government  grow  and  exist,  and  the  one  certain  end  of 
all  human  institutions  is  fore-shadowed  and  foretold  in  the  words  of  in- 
spiration, "The  kingdoms  of  the  world  are  become  the  kingdoms  of  our 
Lord  and  His  Christ."    Once  lill  the  heart  with  a  realization  of  all  that 
this  means,  and  then  pass  on  to  the  miu*vellous  truth  that  we,  as  membei-s 
of  the  Divine  Kingdom,  are  permitted  to  share  in  the  work  of  making  rejidy 
for  the  coming  and  reign  of  the  Lord  of  all,  and  it  is  no  open  question  as 
to  whether  we  shall  pray  and  give  for  Missions.    It  matters  not  for  what 
field  of  Mission  work  our  zeal  is  first  awakened,  for  it  is  universidly  true, 
that  to  arouse  the  proper  Missionary  sentiment  for  one  purpose  is  to 
arouse  it  for  all. 

Many  are  the  evidences  throughout  the  Diocese  of  that  interest  in 
local  work  which  gives  one  encouragement  as  to  Church  life  and  zeal. 
The  revival  of  Church  life  at  Superior;  the  building  at  Shell  Lake  by  the 
Missionary  from  Superior  of  the  first  place  of  religious  worship  in  the 
village;  the  work  begun  and  continued  with  so  much  of  encouriigement 
at  Cumberland  and  Rice  Lake;  the  improvements  on  the  chapel  at  New 
Richmond;  the  purchase  and  restoration  of  the  Presbyterian  chapel  for  a 
church  in  Prescott;  the  revival  of  Church  life  and  work  with  most  satis- 
factory results  in  the  growing  city  of  Eau  Claire;  the  building  of  the  hos- 
pital at  Chippewa  Falls,  a  noble  Christian  charity  which  commends  itself 
to  the  sympathy  and  practical  good-will  of  the  entire  community;  the 
payment  on  the  Parsonage  debt  at  Menomonie,  and  the  building  of  the 
KcK^tory  at  La  Crosse;  the  improvement  and  beautifying  of  the  Churches 
at  Mineral  Point,  Portage,  Bay  View,  Platteville  and  Delavan,  the  new  or- 
gans at  Clirist  Church,  Janesville,  and  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion, Geneva;  the  Church  building  at  Darlington,  and  the  foundations  at 
Hudson  and  Knapp;  these  are  among  the  evidences  of  giowth  and  activity 
in  various  portions  of  the  Diocese  which  are  pleasant  and  cheering,  as 
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showing  a  desire  on  the  part  of  many  to  contribute  of  their  means  in 
ways  that  shall  cause  more  churches  to  be  be  built,  or  make  more  fit,  beau- 
tiful and  complete  the  existing  houses  of  God,  and  so  tend  to  His  glory 
and  the  good  of  man. 

THE    PRE-LENTEN    RETREAT  AND  THE  SUNDAY    SCHOOL    CONFERENCE. 

For  two  years  past  there  has  been  an  annual  Diocesan  Sunday 
School  Conference  in  the  summer  or  autumn;  and  since  February,  1880, 
a  devotional  meeting  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  just  before  Lent.  Both 
gatherings  I  am  led  to  regard  as  of  great  importance.  The  devotional 
meeting,  I  think,  is  especially  valuable,  and  one  that  ought  to  be  contin- 
ued from  year  to  year.  As  regards  the  Sunday  School  Conference,  I 
think  it  would  be  well  to  arrange  for  its  annual  recurrence,  but  I  desire 
in  this  matter,  to  have  from  the  Clergy  jv'ho  are  present  at  the  Council 
and  such  of  the  lay  deputies  as  are  especially  interested  in  Sunday 
Schools,  an  expression  of  opinion  as  to  the  expediency  of  this  yearly 
gathering;  the  time  most  convenient  for  such  a  meeting;  and  the  number 
of  days  to  be  given  to  the  Conference. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

The  subjects  of  especial  importance  to  come  before  you  at  this  ses- 
sion are,  the  ratification  of  the  Constitution,  proposed  at  the  last  Council 
and  adopted  by  its  vote;  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  the  Endowment  Fund,  and  of  the  committee  appointed  to  consider  the 
expediency  of  organizing  a  Church  Temperance  Society. 

Another  subject  to  which  I  would  invite  your  attention  is  that  oi 
the  Province.  The  Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac,  in  his  address,  referred  tc 
this  matter,  and  a  Committee  of  the  Council  of  that  Diocese  was  ap- 
l)ointe<l  to  confer  with  the  Bishop  of  Wisconsin  and  others.  The  appoint- 
ment of  a  Committee  of  Conference  is,  I  think,  quite  desirable  on  th* 
part  of  this  Council. 

A  letter  from  the  editor  of  the  Official  Year  Book  of  the  Church  o: 
England  tisking  from  the  Council  an  expression  of  interest  and  sympathy 
in  behalf  of  this  useful  publication,  will  be  read  by  the  Secretary  of  th» 
Council.  The  value  of  this  Year  Book  is  very  great,  and  some  friendl 
ly  recognition  of  it  by  the  formal  action  of  the  Council  would  be  entire^ 
appropriate. 

These  subjects  will  engage  your  attention  for  a  part  of  the  session: 
But  the  most  important  subject  before  this  Council  is  the  Missionary 
work  of  the  Diocese.  We  cannot  afford  to  pass  by  slightingly  or  care 
lessly  this  work,  identifying  itself,  as  it  does,  with  the  very  life  of  th^ 
Church  in  the  Diocese.  The  Coiuicil  should  devote  time  and  thought  t-  - 
this  all-important  subject,  and  a  portion  of  its  business  sessions  shouK 
be  given  to  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions:

rightly  r^^arding  it  as  one  of  the  most  important  reports  that  can  possi- 
bly be  brought  before  this  Council. 

Gathered  together  as  a  Council  of  the  Church,  the  Bishop  has  the 
right  to  look  to  this  representative  body  not  only  for  expressions  of  sym- 
pathy as  regards  the  general  aggressive  work  of  the  Church,  but  such 
action  as  shall  manifest  a  real  interest,  and  a  general  determination  to 
participate  in  this  important,  rapidly  gi'owing  and  blessed  labor  for  tlie 
extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom. 

While  the  deputies  who  form  this  body  should  have  always  in  mind 
the  interests  and  prosperity  of  their  Parishes  and  Missions,  and  guai'd 
their  rights,  there  must  be,  also,  a  regiird  for  the  entire  Diocese  as  the 
one  great  Parish,  and  beyond  this,  there  must  be  felt  and  manifested  an 
interest  in  the  whole  work  of  the  Church.  This  Diocese  is  by  no  means 
fulfilling  its  duties  in  regard  to  the  general  work  of  the  Church.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  Canonical  offerings,  there  should  be  made,  in  every  congre- 
gation in  the  Diocese,  a  yearly  offering  for  Domestic  Missions,  Foreign 
Missions,  the  Church  Building  Fund,  Work  among  the  Jews,  and  for 
Xashotah. 

In  commending  to  your  careful  consideration  the  affairs  of  the  Dio- 
cese, I  would  ask  from  all  a  readiness,  and  a  willing  mind,  to  give  to  the 
legislation  of  tlie  Church  all  the  time  and  thought  which  the  interests 
of  the  divine  Kingdom,  whose  subjects  we  are,  may  rightly  claim.  And 
while  we  should  guard  against  unnecessary  delay  in  any  matter  con- 
nected with  our  business,  there  should  be  a  resolution  in  the  case  of 
every  member  of  the  Council  to  remain  to  the  hour  of  adjournment,  and 
to  give  every  question  that  regard  which  is  due  the  grave  and  serious 
subjects  we  are  now  about  to  consider.

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Since  1875,  there  have  been  admitted  into  the  Home  twenty-seven 
umates.  Of  this  number,  seven  have  gone  to  their  final  rest.  Eight 
lave  gone  to  their  friends  or  found  homes  elsewhere,  making  the  present 
lumber  of  inmates  twenty-three,  these,  with  the  matron  and  two  serv- 
nts,  composing  a  family  of  twenty-six.  In  consequence  of  age  and  in- 
rmity,  only  four  of  the  inmates  proper  are  able  to  render  any  assistance 
1  household  duties. 

In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Home,  the  monthly  provid- 
rs  still  feel  the  necessity  of  soliciting  donations  of  provisions.  The  esti- 
lated  value  of  said  donations  the  past  year  average  fifty-five  dollars  per 
lonth.  These,  including  provisions  received  from  the  May  Fair  and 
ound  Party,  make  a  sum  total  of  $735. 

By  a  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  proceeds  of  the  fair  held 
I  the  Exposition  Building  in  May  last  are  to  be  kept  as  a  fuel  fund, 
Kcept  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency. 

A  Reception,  Pound  Party  and  sale  of  articles  left  from  the  May 
'air  was  held  at  the  Home  Thursday  afternoon  and  evening,  December 
3th  last.  A  musical  and  dramatical  entertainment  was  given  in  the 
vening,  which  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  inihates. 

In  pursuance  of  an  order  from  the  proper  city  authorities,  changes 
nd  additions  have  been  made  at  the  Home,  intended  as  a  protection  in 
ase  of  fire.  All  outside  doors  are  now  made  to  open  outward,  and  out- 
ide  stairs  have  been  erected  connecting  with  each  story  as  a  means  of 
scape. 

We  owe  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  St.  George  for  his 
(lany  acts  of  Christian  kindness  in  administering  to  the  spiritual  wants 
f  those  within  the  Home.  In  addition  to  the  regular  Litany  service 
very  AVednesday  morning,  and  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Commun- 
on  the  last  Thursday  in  each  month,  he  makes  special  visits,  in  cases  of 
ickness,  and  administers  the  Holy  Communion  whenever  desired.  We 
incerely  hope  he  may  long  be  spared  to  continue  the  good  work  he  has 
o  devotedly  and  faithfully  performed. 

To  the  proprietors  of  the  Sentinel  and  Evening  Wisconsin  we  tender  our 
hanks  for  the  gratuitous  gifts  and  delivery  of  their  papers  and  the  pub- 
ication  of  notices;  also  to  the  Wisconsin  Calendar  for  the  use  of  its  columns 
or  the  publication  of  donations  and  trei^surer's  reports.  We  have  been 
:indly  remembered  by  gifts  from  citizens  and  friends  not  of  our  com- 
Dunion;  to  these  and  to  the  physicians  who  have  so  kindly  cared  for  the 
ick  ones,  we  are  truly  grateful. 

We  are  especially  indebted  to  the  young  women  of  the  Church  who 
lave  visited  the  inmates  and  rendered  them  valuable  assistance.

(Ired  dollars  given  by  L.  C.  Stanley  procured  the  four  in  front,  and  f^i^iur 
hundred  dollars  obtained  by  myself,  secured  the  four  in  the  rear.  ^M^^'^ 
city  Council  vac^ated  the  alley.  The  fee  simple  has  been  deeded  to  BrBie, 
and  I  intend  deeding  it  to  the  Diocesan  Trustees  of  Funds  and  Propc:^y 
as  soon  as  we  are  free  from  debt  and  the  Institution  completed. 

Building  Fund,  ^2,144,  received;  about  82,000  debt;  83,000  needed    to 
linish  and  furnish.    Maintenance  Fund,  81.CHX)  was  used  to  furnish  t^^**^' 
])orary  apparatus  jind  to  meet  nmning  expenses  for  patients;  pres^^^^ 
debt  of  tliis  Fund  about  8300. 

The  building  is  cruciform,  58  feet  by  76  feet.    It  was  opened  for 
ception  of  patients  December  27,  1882.    On  the  first  floor  we  have  surg^ 
and  library,  dining  room,  kitchen,  pantry,  store  room,  laundry,  b 
room,  three  pay  wards,  one  sitting  imd  three  sleeping  rooms  for  us^^ 
the  family,  room  with  stairways  to  cellar  and  second  story.    Second  stcF 
eleven  cot  rooms,  supply  room,  dead  room,  security  room,  baggage 
and  four  bath  rooms.    Third  story,  unfinished  attic  capable  of  plae 
forty  cots,  or.  sixty,  if  necessary.    Second  story  is  arranged  for  thirty-f 
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ote,  and  first  floor,  six  cots.  By  removing  certain  walls,  we  can  add  ten 
ots  in  first  and  second  stones.  Present  value  of  the  building  and  lots  is 
stimated  at  IN),500.  Thirty-eight  patients  have  been  treated,  mostly  men 
ho  have  received  fracture  of  leg  or  arm  in  the  woods.  Among  them 
as  a  Churchman,  eleven  Methodists,  six  Roman  Catholics,  thirteen 
randanavian  Lutherans,  four  non-religionists. 

The  absolute  control  and  direction  of  the  Hospital  is  reserved  by  me. 
u^h  McRae  is  Janitor  and  Nurse.  Mrs.  Hugh  McRae  is  Matron  and 
urse.  Annie  and  Kate  McRae  are  assistants.  S.  S.  Riddell,  M.  D.,  is 
irgreon  and  Physician. 

Benefit  tickets  have  been  sold  at  $5,  and  entitle  the  holder  to  full 
^nefits.  Patients  who  do  not  hold  tickets  are  charged  $1.00  per  day  for 
>ard,  fuel,  lights  and  nursing.  Everything  else  extra,  but  furnished  at 
duced  rates.  All  such  patients  are  required  to  deposit  money  or  secu- 
ty,  in  advance,  for  treatment.  Men  with  insufllcient  means,  or  entirely 
^titute,  are  cared  for,  if  citizens  or  laborers  in  the  vicinity. 

There  has  been  but  one  death,  Matthias  Hago,  who  was  injured  in 
le  R.  R.  fight  here  on  Saturday,  May  19.  He  lived  about  two  hours  after 
rriving  at  the  Hospital.  All  other  patients  have  done  remarkably  well; 
hich  fact  is  largely  due,  I  think,  to  the  skill  of  the  Doctor  and  the  at- 
»ntion  of  the  nurses. 

Quite  a  number  of  books,  papers,  and  pamphlets  have  been  sent  to 
le  library  room,  and  patients  have  greatly  enjoyed  them.  Boxes  and 
arrels  of  bedding,  etc.,  have  been  received  from  many  Parishes  and 
lissions,  so  that  in  this  respect  our  needs  are  fully  satisfied  for  the  im- 
nediate  present. 

The  sentiment  of  our  community  has  greatly  changed,  and  people 
low  say  they  do  not  know  what  they  would  do  without  the  Hospital. 
The  spirit  of  faultfinding  has  almost  entirely  ceased.  The  future  looks 
►ery  hopeful.  The  day  we  can  finish,  as  well  as  furnish,  will  indeed  be  a 
'right  one.  This  must  be  done  during  the  fall,  if  possible,  as  all  of  us 
?el  assured  we  Will,  during  the  coming  winter,  treat  fully  two  hundi-ed 
*tients.  The  Hospital  is  becoming  extensively  known,  and  no  doubt 
ill  attract  sufferers  from  every  direction.

The  hospital  is  free  from  all  encumbrances;  it  being 
the  policy  of  the  trustees  now,  as  in  the  beginning,  to  carry  on  this  char- 
itable work  without  allowing  any  indebtedness  to  hamper  it,  or  encum- 
brance to  interfere  with  the  free  and  libend  work  which  it  strives  to  do. 
For  eleven  years  the  finance  accoimt  has  shown  a  favorable  balance.

tlie  remotest  degree  by  the  ministrations  of  the  Church.    Buffalo  Coun 
with  a  population  of  15,580,  Vernon  with  23,000,  Richland  with  18,0C: 
Jeffei-son  with  32,000,  Crawfonl  with  15,000,  AVashington  with  23,( 
Jackson  with  13,000,  and  Monroe  with  a  iK)pulation  of  21,000,  have  not 
single  resident  Missionary.    Other  and  important  parts  of  the  Diocese  a. 
as  poorly  cared  for.    In  the  face  of  such  facts,  the  Board  cannot  but  ur 
upon  the  Council  the  great  and  crying  need  for  an  immediate  and  uni 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  whole  Diocese  to  give  the  missionary  work  t"*^^ 
consideration  and  support  it  demands.    Our  people  are  abundantly  aL^^^ 
to  do  much  more  than  they  have  yet  attempted.    Tlieir  contributic^ 
the  piist  year  have  been  a  little  more  than  82,000,  which  is  less  than 
(;ents  for  each  communicant  in  the  Diocese.    An  average  of  one  doU.-^^ 
per  communicant  would  not  seem  to  be  too  much  to  ask  for  the  year,a.K^<l 
then  our  income  would  be  84,700,  or  more.    If  to  this  our  men  of  weal- '•J' 
would  add  their  proportionate  gifts  of  fifty,  one  himdred,  two  hundred     ^^ 
more  dollars,  the  total  amount  would  be  greatly  increased,  and  the  cati^k^ 
of  (^lirist  rapidly  advanced.

The  first  meeting  of  the  Milwaukee  Convocation  w<is  appointed  at 
St.  Matthew's  Church,  Kenosha,  on  the  15th,  16th  and  17th  of  January.

Report  of  the  Dean  of  the  MadisoQ  GoQTocation. 


The  Miulison  Convocation  convened  twice  during  the  year,  viz:  ^ 

January,  and  in  May.  _ 

The  January  meeting  was  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Janesvilla  1^^^'he 
weather  was  cold,  the  railroads  were  blocked,  and  sickness  to  a  lais^T^^ 
than  usual  extent  prevailed  in  the  Parishes.  In  consequence,  the  cler$^Scal 
attendance  was  small,  as  was  also  that  of  the  congregation  where  r'-^he 
meeting  was  held.  The  order  of  services  and  subjects  of  essajrs  and 
mons  had  been  carefully  prepared,  but  very  much,  of  necessity 
omitted. 

The  meeting  at  Beloit  in  May,  rose  Jigain  to  the  dignity  and  intei 
of  wliat  our  meetings  usually  are.    The  order  of  services  as  arranged 
fully  carried  out,  and  all  the  sermons,  essays,  and  discussions  were  of 
interesting  sort.    The  congregations  were  good,  especiiUly  at  all  the  ev 
ing  services. 

We  have  to  record  the  death  of  llev.  Henry  Green,  who  for  thirt^^^^ 
years  luus  been  a  member  of  our  body.

Monroe  and  at  Brodhead,  and  at  other  places.  At  Beloit,  §ie  Convocat^  *^^" 
drew  up  and  passed  a  minute  expressing  a  sense  of  their  appreciation  ^^f-^^^ 
feelings  for  him,  as  a  friend.  Brother,  and  Priest  of  God.  No  truer  m^^^^ 
ever  lived.  He  was  a  man  of  fine  feelings,  large  sympathies,  and  noC^  "^^ 
and  generous  impulses.

Very 
ly  are  the  Church  families  scattered  here  and  there,  through  the  eleven 
ities,  that  cannot  be  reached  by  our  missionaries.  Often  these  scat- 
d  families  are  themselves  to  blame  for  this.  They  suffer  themselves 
ecome  merged  in  some  religious  sect  already  organized  in  their  midst. 

safe  to  say  that  any  Church  family  of  positive  influence  and  determ- 
ion,  could  form  the  nucleus  of  a  Church  that  in  time  would  become 
supporting.  The  Church  in  many  a  place  dates  its  origin  to  a  single 
ily,  and  often  to  the  agency  of  a  single  layman.  We  read  in  the  New 
ament  in  sundry  places  where  the  Church  began  in  one's  own  house. 

a  fact  often  noted,  that  when  the  Church  begins  its  work  with  one 
lest  and  influential  layman  or  lay  woman,  it  marches  on  to  a  self-sup- 
ing  Parish  much  sooner  than  where  there  are  half  a  dozen  indifferent 
rchmen  to  begin  with,  who  do  but  little  to  hold  up  the  hands  of  their 
denary,  and  who  grudge  the  expense  and  the  labor  which  the  support 
mission  involves. 

One  work  of  the  Convocation  should  be  to  exercise  a  careful  oversight 
le  mission  field,  and  to  select  those  places  to  give  aid  unto,  that  show 
amest  disposition  to  help  themselves.  At  our  meeting  in  Beloit,  it 
resolved  to  select  one  or  more  places  of  the  most  promise  within  our 
ict,  over  which  to  exercise  special  care.  Brodhead  was  resolved  upon 
1  objective  point  worthy  of  such  attention.  ^ 

The  Madison  Convocation  introduced  a  resolution,  at  its  May  meet- 
touching  its  right  of  selecting  from  its  ranks  a  lay  and  a  clerical  dep- 
to  represent  this  part  of  the  Diocese  in  our  General  Convention.  The 
lution  met  with  a  unanimity  of  sentiment,  though  it  was  not  thought 
to  press  it  to  a  vote.  Surely  every  part  of  the  Diocese  should  be  en- 
d  to  a  representative  in  our  General  Convention,  which  has  of  late 
s  entered  largely  into  discussions  in  behalf  of  missions  and  plans  for 
g  mission  work.

In  the  La  Crosse  Convocation,  much  gratifying  progress  has  been 
uiiule  during  the  year.  In  material  things,  we  note  at  La  Crosse  the 
building  of  a  commodious  Kectory;  at  Sparta,  the  addition  of  a  Mission- 
ary's room  to  the  churcli,  and  the  raising  of  sufficient  money  for  a  bell; 
at  Tomah,  the  reseating  of  the  church  in  an  elegant  manner;  at  Chippewa 
Falls,  the  opening  and  most  successful  working  of  a  fine  Churcli  Hospi- 
tal; at  Menomonee,  the  final  payment  of  the  parsonage  debt;  at  Hudson 
and  Knapp,  the  laying  of  corner  stones  for  new  churches;  at  Prescott, 
the  purchiise,  at  a  nominal  cost,  of  the  Presbyterian  church;  at  New  Ricli- 
mond  the  improvement  of  the  chapel; at  Shell  Lake  and  Cumberland, the 
almost  completion  of  church  buildings. 

When  we  add  to  these  facts  the  great  revival  of  interest  at  Sparta,  at 
£au  Claire,  at  Superior,  and  at  Baldwin,  and  the  steady  advance  into  new 
territory  through  the  long  stretch  of  country  lying  north  of  Chippewa  Falls 
and  in  the  vicinity  of  La  Crosse,  we  feel,  at  least,  not  ashamed  of  the  record. 

The  two  gaps  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  have  been  filled,  but  I  re- 
gret to  announce  the  withdrawal  of  Mr.  Ross  from  Black  River  Falls, 
and  of  Mr.  Skinner  from  Eau  Claire.  These  places  require  immediate 
attention.  The  clerical  force  at  present  in  the  limits  of  the  La  Crosse 
Convocation,  will  endeavor,  by  God's  help,  to  make  new  and  successful 
ventures,  avoiding,  it  is  hoped,  some  of  the  blunders  of  the  past,  and  sow- 
ing tlio  Word  of  God  plentifully  in  the  vast  and  fertile  field  of  North- 
western Wisconsin.

REV.  A.  W.  MANN,   MISSIONARY  TO   DEAF  MUTES. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  I  have  held  services  for  the  deaf  in  Mil- 
aukee,  Delavan  and  Racine.  Last  August  I  attended  a  reunion  of  the 
luroni  of  the  Wisconsin  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Delavan.  In  future  I 
tend  to  give  more  attention  to  the  work  in  the  Diocese  than  I  have 
en  able  to  give  it  in  the  past.  The  deaf-mute  population  is  increasing 
the  principal  cities  and  towns,  and  needs  the  Church's  spiritual  care. 

My  work  extends  over  thirteen  Dioceses,  within  which  there  is  a 
af-mute  population  of  9,000.  I  re«ich,  more  or  less  directly,  2,500.  In 
e  ten  years  which  have  passed  since  I  began  to  work  there  have  been 
7  baptisms.  My  list  of  communicants  shows  158  names.  Many  candi- 
tes  are  awaiting  confinnation.  I  am  generally  present  at  the  Bishop's 
3it,  to  interpret  for  tliem. 

I  have  distribututed  Prayer  Books  and  tracts.    In  their  influence 
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they  do  not  reach  the  deaf  only,  but  their  hearing  and  speaking  kindred 
and  friends  as  well,  some  of  whom  have  been  thus  led  into  the  commun- 
ion of  the  Churcli.  For  tlie  Prayer  Books  I  have  been  indebted  altern- 
ately to  the  generosity  of  the  New  York,  and  the  Bishop  White  Prayer 
Book  Societies, 

I  am  indebted  to  the  railway  companies  for  special  facilities  for  trav- 
el without  which  it  seems  to  me  impossible  that  the  work  could  be  pur- 
sued to  its  present  extent  and  usefulness. 

1  am  also  indebted  to  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  for  many  court- 
esies received  at  their  hands  while  pursuing  my  labors.  I  shall  be 
happy  to  have  them  command  my  services  whenever  they  desire  to  reach 
the  deaf  who  reside  within  their  parochial  limits,  with  services  in  sign 
language.

REV.  ED  WD.  LIVERMORE,   CHAPLAIN  KEMPER  HALL. 

Rev.  Edward  Livermore  was  appointed  to  the  Chaplaincy  of  Kemper 
Hall  in  February  last,  and  entered  upon  its  duties  the  last  week  of  April, 
which  in  the  intermediate  time  had  been  discharged  by  his  son  and  As- 
sistant, the  Rev.  Arthur  Brown  Livermore.  These  duties  include  in- 
struction in  some  of  the  higher  branches  of  education,  as  well  as  the 
spiritual  care  of  the  School. 

Kemper  Hall  has,  for  several  years,  been  in  charge  of  the  Sisters  of 
St.  Mary,  and  has  been  gnulually  but  surely  winning  a  high  place  in  the 
confidence  of  the  Church.  As  affording  thorough  instruction  in  the  use- 
ful and  ornamental  branches  of  a  finished  female  education,  combined 
with  the  loving  care  and  gentle  discipline  of  a  Christian  home,  and  the 
seclusion  of  a  Religious  House,  it  seems  to  furnish  all  the  requisites  of  a 
plejusant  and  safe  school  for  girls. 

During  the  past  year,  it  has  numbered  more  than  forty  scholars, 
mostly  boarders,  and  confirmed  members  of  the  Church.  Seven  are  about 
to  receive  testimonials  of  having  completed  the  prescribed  course  of 
study.  During  the  past  year,  the  Sisters  in  charge  have  shown  great 
l)ower  in  attaching  their  pupils  to  them  and  forming  their  characters,  as 
well  as  great  prudence  in  administering  the  financial  affairs  of  the  School, 
and  this  under  the  burden  of  a  considerable  debt,  the  interest  on  which 
they  had  to  provide  from  the  income  of  the  School,  as  well  as  to  receive  a 
number  of  girls,  the  daughters  of  clergymen,  at  reduced  rates. 

Kemper  Hall  may  rightly  appeal  to  the  Church  for  aid  in  removing 
this  debt,  and  providing  scholarships  for  the  education  of  the  daughters 
of  the  Clergy,  as  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  first  Bishop  of  the  North- 
west, and  tis  helping  to  give  a  fair  trial  to  the  experiment  of  thia  form  of 
Christian  Education.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Title  and  Bounds. 
This  Church  shall  be  known  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
le  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  having  spiritual  jurisdiction  over  that  part  of 
le  state  which  lies  south  and  west  of  Sheboygan,  Fond  du  Lac,  Green 
.ake,  Marquette,  Adams,  Wood,  and  Clark  counties,  and  west  of  Range 
West,  continued  to  the  northern  boundaiy  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin, 
3t  including  such  portion  of  Dodge  county  as  is,  or  may  be,  included  in 
le  city  of  Waupun. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Acceeding  to  tfie  General  Constitution, 
The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the 
rotestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  acceeds  to 
ie  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  Church  and  acknowledges  its 
ithority. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Annual  Council, 
There  shall  be  an  Annual  Council  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  to 
e  holden  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  June,  unless  for  good  and  suflBcient 
easons  some  other  time  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  and  Standing 
lommittee  of  the  Diocese. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

Special  Council. 

Sec.  1.  Tlie  Bishop,  or  if  the  Episcopate  be  vacant,  or  if  the  Bishop 
be  incapalile  of  acting,  tlie  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call 
a  special  Council. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  no  less  than  six  weeks*  notice,  previous  to  the 
<lay  appointed,  given  to  every  Clergyman  and  every  Warden  of  the  sev- 
eral Parishes  and  Missions,  by  a  circular  letter. 

Sec.  3.  Such  special  Council  shall  be  holden  at  a  place  designated  by 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  calling  it;  and  at  such  special  Council  no 
other  business  siiall  be  transacted  than  that  stated  in  the  notice  calling 
the  Council. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Members  of  the  tinmual  Couficil. 
Sec.  1.    The  Coimcil  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and  laymen. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Clergyman  in  good  standing,  who,  for  six  months,  has 
l)een  actually  and  canonically  connected  with  this  Diocese,  having  charge 
of,  or  acting  as  Assistant  in,  the  Cathedral  Congregation  or  some  Parish 
within  the  1  rounds  of  the  Diocese,  or  who  is  a  Dean  of  Convocation,  or 
who  is  a  Missionary  duly  appointed  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  or  who 
is  engaged  ius  President,  Professor,  Tutor,  or  Instructor,  in  some  College. 
Academy,  or  Seminary  of  learning,  constituted  or  countenanced  by  ecde- 
sijisti(jal  authority,  or  who  is  a  chaplain  in  any  charitable  or  penal  insti- 
tution witliin  the  limits  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and 
vote  in  the  Council.  In  every  case,  however,  where  a  Clergyman  who 
has  been  in  active  service  in  this  Diocese,  is  no  longer  able  to  hold  a  cure 
of  souls,  from  bodily  infirmity  or  age,  or  when  he  is  a  Chaplain  in  the  Army 
or  Xavy  of  the  United  States,  he  shall  not  for  such  cause  be  excluded 
from  a  seat  and  vote  in  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  lay  members  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  four  Depu- 
ties from  ea(^h  Parish  or  Mission  in  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  the  Coun- 
cil, who  shall  ])e  selected  from  such  male  communicants  of  the  congrega- 
tion as  are  regular  and  in  good  standing,  a  certificate  of  whose  appoint- 
ment shall  ])e  signed  by  either  the  Minister,  or  the  Wardens,  or  the  Clerk 
of  the  Vestry,  and  laid  before  the  Council. 

vSec.  4.  Lay  Deputies  shall  be  allowed  or  entitled  to  vote  at  any  se^ 
sion  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese  except  in  any  of  the  foUow^ing  cases: 
fl.]  In  case  the  Parish  or  Mission  sending  such  Deputy  shall,  for  two 
successive  years,  have  failed  to  report  to  the  Bishop  in  accord  with  Canon 
I.  Title  II.  of  the  Digest  of  the  General  Convention.  [2.]  In  case  the 
Parish  or  Mission  sending  such  Deputies  shall  have  failed  to  pay  to  the 
proper  officer  all  canonical  dues  and  appoitionments,  unless  the  same  l>e

remitted  by  the  Council.  [3.]  In  case  the  Parish  or  Mission  sending:  such 
Deputies,  having  been  for  two  successive  years  without  a  Minister,  and 
not  having  provided  for  regular  services,  shall  have  failed  to  notify  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  request  that  a  Missionary  be  assigned  to  it. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

On  tJbe  Admission  of  Parishes  and  Missions  into  Union  with 
the  CounciU  and  on  Exclusion  from  the  Same. 

Sec.  1.  Parishes  or  Missions  may,  by  resolution,  be  admitted  into 
miion  with  the  Council,  provided  they  lay  before  the  Council  a  Constitu- 
tion, 8ul>scribed  by  the  Wardens,  wherein  they  expressly  accede  to  the 
Constitution,  Canons,  Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canoins  of  this  Diocese,  and  are  duly  incorporated  and  regularly 
organized  by  the  election  of  two  Wardens  and  at  least  three  Vestry-men. 
Parishes  wishing  admission  to  union  with  the  Council,  shall  give  evidence 
of  permanency  by  a  previous  existence  of  at  least  twelve  montlis,  and 
shall  likewise  give  at  least  one  month's  notice  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
thority of  the  Diocese  of  their  intention  to  apply  for  admission. 

Sec.  2.  Missions  organized  under  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  may, 
by  resolution,  be  admitted,  upon  laying  before  the  Council  a  certificate 
from  the  Bishop  approving  such  application,  and  also  from  the  Board  of 
^lissions  certifying  that  the  Mission  has  ten  or  more  regular  communi- 
ants. 

Sec.  3.  X  Parish  or  Mission  may  be  excluded  from  union  with  the 
'ouncil  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  same,  upon  suflicient  evidence  that  it 
ersistently  refused  to  obey  any  order  made  by  competent  Canonical  au- 
lority,  acting  under  the  Canon  upon  the  mode  of  regulating  differences 
etween  Ministers  and  their  Congregations. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

President  of  the  Council. 

The  Bishop,  or  Bishop  in  charge  of  the  Diocese,  shall  ex  officio^  preside 
1  Council,  and  l>e  entitled  to  a  vote  on  all  questions.  The  Assistant  Bish- 
p,  when  there  is  one,  shall  also  have  a  seat  and  vote,  and  in  the  absence 
f  the  Bishop,  shall  preside.

the  trunsaetion  of  buBiuess. 

!»e<;.  2.  The  Clei^  and  Lay  Deputies  shall  detibnvte  as  <Kie  bodr, 
and  shall  vat«  as  sach. 

Sec,  3,  On  a  call  of  any  five  members,  the  C«mcil  shall  vote  bj  or- 
ders.

At  each  Annual  Council,  a  Secretary  shall  be  choeen  from 
among  its  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  till  a  successor  be  ap- 
pointed.

which  may  come  into  liis  hands  as  Treasurer.  And  when  at  any  liMf

Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  to  increase  the  amount  of  such  secu- 
rity, the  said  Committee  shall  have  power  to  increase  the  amount  as  afM*" 
said;  and  tlie  Treasurer  shall,  witliin  ten  days  after  notice  of  such  dei«" 
mination  by  said  Committee,  give  such  security.  The  Treasurer  sbalJ 
.  b1si>  procure  and  keep  a  properly  bound  book  in  which  shall  be  enter*" 
nts  and  statements  in  detail  of  all  moneys  received  and  disboisedl'r 
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a.  He  shall  keep  accounts  with  the  several  Parishes  and  Missions,  in 
ich  he  shall  charge  them  with  the  amounts  assessed  against  them  re- 
cti vely,  and  shall  credit  them  with  the  amount  by  them  paid  respect- 

ly. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary's  journals  and  records,  and  the  Treasurer's 
>ks,  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Standing  Com- 
ttee  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  Annual 
incil  shall  have  adjourned  sine  die,  furnish  the  Treasurer  a  certified 
tement  of  all  accounts  allowed  by  the  Council,  and  the  Treasurer  shall 
r  the  same  (and  any  claims  and  accounts  duly  allowed  and  certified  by

;  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  5.  In  c^ise  the  Treasurer  resign,  die,  remove  from  the  Diocese,

ARTICLE  X. 
Standing  Committee, 

Sec.  1.  The  Council  shall  elect  annually,  by  ballot,  a  Standing  Com- 
tee,  to  consist  of  four  Presbyters  and  four  laymen;  which  Standing 
[unittee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  if  he  be  incapable  of  acting,  shall  be

Sec.  2.  The  said  Presbyters  must  be  of  those  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
mcil  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The*  Lay  members  of  the  Committee  must  be  communicants 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

Sec  4,  The  Committee,  at  their  first  meeting,  shall  choose  a  Presi- 
it  from  among  the  Clerical  members,  and  a  Secretary,  either  Clerical 
Lay.    The  Secretary  shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a  book  provided 
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for  that  purpose,  which  book,  and  all  the  papers  in  their  hands  relative 
to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the  Bishop  and  of 
the  Council. 

Sec.  5.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  supply  vacancies  which  mar 
occur  in  this  body  during  the  recess  of  the  Council. 

Sec.  6.  The  whole  being  summoned,  three  of  the  Committee,  both 
orders  being  representeil,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  Dio- 
cesan business. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Deputies  to  General  Convention, 

Sec.  1.  At  every  Annual  Coimcil,  four  Clerical  and  four  I^y  Depu- 
ties shall  be  elected,  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  the  Genenil 
Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  Clerical  Deputies  shall  be  Presbyters  canonically  con- 
nected with  the  Diocese,  and  having  seats  in  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  of  a  failure  or  neglect  of  the  Council  to  elect  Deputies, 
those  already  in  office  shall  continue  until  successors  are  chosen. 

Sec.  4.  The  Council  shall  also  elect,  by  ballot,  a  like  number  of  Sup- 
plementary Deputies,  of  each  order,  to  serve  as  Deputies  contingently. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Deputies  elect  to  signify  to  the  Bishop 
in  writing,  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  intention  to  perform 
its  duties;  in  default  of  which,  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  designate  so  many  of  the  Sup- 
I)lementary  Deputies  as  shall  be  necessjiry  to  ensure  a  full  representation 
of  the  Diocese;  and  the  persons  so  designated  shall  have  all  the  power 
and  authority  of  the  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 
Election  of  a  Bishop. 

Sec.  I.  The  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  at  the  regular  Annual  Coim- 
cil, or  a  Special  Council,  duly  summoned  according  to  the  provisions  of 
Article  IV.  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  And  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop,  except 
the  Bishop  himself  requests  it,  notice  of  the  intention  to  propose  an  elec- 
tion shall  be  given  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  at  least  sixty 
days  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  by  one  or  more  members  of  the 
last  Council,  under  their  own  signatures.  And  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  give  notice  to  the  Clergy  and  Wanlens  in  the  same  way  as  prescribed 
in  Section  1.  And  except  these  notices  have  been  given,  or  this  request 
made,  no  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  can  take  place. 
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Sec.  3.  The  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  the  Clergy  voting  individually, 
e  Lay  Deputies  by  Parishes;  and  a  blank  ballot  shall  be  considered  a 
te.  The  Clerical  and  Lay  orders  shall  vote  separately  until  some  can- 
ically  qualified  Presbyter  shall  receive  a  majority  in  each  order  of 
ose  present  and  voting,  and  the  Presbyter  receiving  such  a  concurrent 
ijority  in  both  orders  shall  be  declared  duly  elected;  provided,  that  at 
ist  a  majority  in  both  orders  of  those  entitled  to  vote  shall  be  necessary 
constitute  an  election. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  no  nomination  and  no  public  discussion  in  the 
►uiicil  of  the  character  of  the  candidates;  but  an  infoi*mal  ballot  may 
taken  without  debate  before  entering  upon  the  election. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 

The  Cathedral, 
The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  hereby  acknowledges  "All 
ints'  Cathedral,"  Milwaukee,  as  the  Cathedral  Church  of  this  Diocese, 
ith  the  same  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction,  rights  and  obligations,  as  any 
Irish  organization  in  union  with  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  Trustees  of  tfie  Funds  and  Property  of  tlie  Protestant

all  be  raised  by  voluntary  offerings,  and  no  {issessment  upon  Parishes 
Missions  shall  ever  be  made  for  such  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  The  Trustees  of  the  Funds  and  Property  of  the  Protestant 
piscopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
ke  charge  of  the  deeds  and  other  papers  relating  to  donations  of  lands

CANOX  I. 

Of  the  Clergy  Entitled  to  Seats,  and  the  Lay  Deputies. 

8ec.  1.  The  Bisliop,  or,  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese,  shall,  one  week  hefore  the  day  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Council,  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary,  a  certified 
list  of  all  the  ministers  of  this  Church  c^monically  resident  in  the  Diocese, 
annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  cures,  or  other  stations  or  engage- 
ments; also  of  those  who  have  been  ordained  or  received  into  the  Diocese 
within  the  year  immediately  preceding,  with  thedate^s  of  their  ordination 
or  reception;  from  which  list  the  Secretary  shall  prepare,  in  conformity 
with  Article  V.,  Sec.  2,  of  the  Constitution,  a  roll  or  registry  of  all  the 
dei^'  entitled  to  votes  or  seats  in  this  Council;  the  roll  thus  prepared 
Bhall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  rights  of  clerical  membera;  should  any 
[lispute  arise,  it  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Council, 
who  shall  decide  and  report  upon  each  cjise  immediately,  and  the  decis- 
ions thus  made,  if  accepted  by  the  Council,  shall  not  be  called  in  question 
Again  during  the  same  session. 

Sec.  2.  The  certificates  of  the  election  of  Lay  Deputies  shall  be  in  the 
following  form :

CANON  I. 

Parochial  Registers  and  Reports, 
In  every  Parish  or  Mission  the  Church- Wardens  shall,  at  the  expense 
ereof,  provide  a  proper  book  in  which  the  Minister,  or  if  there  be  no 
inister,  one  of  the  Wardens,  shall  record  the  names  of  all  persons  bap- 
sed,  married  and  buried,  together  with  the  list  of  persons  confirmed  and 
tie  are  Communicants  of  the  Church,  with  such  other  statistics  as  shall 
)  provided  for  by  a  blank  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  un- 
r  order  of  the  same,  with  the  date  of  every  event  recorded,  all  of  which 
all  be  under  the  signature  of  the  person  recording.  From  this  register 
ere  shall  annually  be  presented  to  the  Bishop  on  the  first  day  of  June, 
immediately  thereafter,  a  full  and  accurate  statement  as  required  by 
id  blank  to  that  date. 
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CANON  II. 

Of  Election  of  Church  Officers. 
Sec.  1.    In  every  churcli  there  shall  be  Divine  Service  on  the  day  of 
the  election  of  Church  Officers,  and  immediately  before  the  election  w 
held. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  annually  a  Parish  Meeting  (of  which  due  no- 
tice shall  be  given),  on  Monday  or  Tuesday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  June; 
at  the  said  meeting,  in  addition  to  other  business  which  may  be  transacted 
the  parishioners  who  are  qualified  and  entitled  to  vote  for  officers  as  pre- 
scribed in  this  Canon,  shall  elect  by  ballot,  by  a  majority  of  votes  cast, 
four  Deputies  and  four  Alternates  to  the  Diocesan  Council,  or  in  default 
of  this,  said  deputies  shall  be  elected  by  the  Vestry,  at  their  first  regular 
meeting  after  the  Annual  Parish  Election;  or  at  a  special  meeting  allied 
for  that  purpose.  If  there  be  no  election  after  the  notice  given,  or  if  the 
Deputies  elected  cannot  attend,  the  Rector  and  Wardens  shall  have  power 
to  fill  the  vacancies.  They  shall  also  elect  a  Vestry  to  consist  of  two 
Wardens,  who  shall  be  communicants,  of  good  standing,  and  not  more 
than  eight  nor  less  than  three  Vestrymen,  of  whom  a  majority  shall  be 
communicants,  which  officers  shall  continue  in  ofiice  for  the  period  of  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  elect 
the  smallest  number  of  the  Vestry  as  provided  by  law,  the  Vestry  then 
holding  office  shall  continue  to  be  the  Vestry  until  an  election  at  which 
the  number  thus  specified  shall  be  chosen. 

Sec.  3.  No  one  shall  vote  in  any  Parish-meeting,  or  be  eligible  to  any 
office  of  the  Parish,  but  male  attendants  of  the  Church,  of  full  age.  who 
belong  to  one  of  the  following  chisses,  and  have  been  so  connected  with 
the  Parish  for  at  least  six  months  immediately  preceding  the  meeting  or 
election: 

[1.]  All  communicants  in  good  standing,  who  have  been  admitted 
art  such  by  confirmation  in  that  Parish,  or  received  by  the  Minister  on  a 
regular  certificate  from  another  Parish. 

[2.]  All  who  have  been  received  as  worshi  ppers  in  that  Parish  on  their 
own  written  reijuest  by  the  Minister,  or  if  there  be  no  Minister,  by  the 
Senior  Warden,  or  have  contributed  since  their  reception  to  the  support 
of  the  Church  in  the  way  appointed  in  that  Parish. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  kept  in  e\'ery  Parish  by  the  Minister,  or  if 
there  be  no  Minister,  by  the  Senior  Warden,  a  list  of  all  who  have  been 
received  into  the  Parish  as  votei-s.  This  list  shall  specify  whether  they 
are  communicants  or  registered  worshippers. 

Sec.  5.  No  one  shall  vote  or  hold  office  in  more  than  one  Parish  at 
the  same  time  in  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  6.  No  provision  of  this  Canon  shall  apply  to  any  existing  Pari^^ 
with  whose  chaiter  or  act  of  incorporation  such  provision  shall  confli<^- 
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CANON  III. 

Duties  of  Rector, 
The  Rector  has  exclusive  charge,  under  the  Canons,  of  all  tilings  af- 
K^iing  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  Parish,  subject  only  to  the  Bishop. 
.  is  his  duty  to  give  orders  concerning  the  worship  of  the  Church,  to- 
?ther  with  all  that  appertains  thereto.  He  may  from  time  to  time  ap- 
>int  fit  and  proper  persons  to  perform,  under  his  supervision,  such  duties 
lative  to  the  service  and  the  decoration  of  the  Church,  as  may  be  prop- 
ly  done  by  lay  men  or  women.  He  shall  be  at  all  times  entitled  to 
•cess  to  the  church,  to  open  the  same  for  public  worship,  for  catechetical 
•  other  religious  instruction,  marriages,  baptisms,  funerals,  and  all  other 
Rees  authorized  by  the  Church.  He  shall  have  spiritual  direction  and 
mtrol  of  all  Sunday  Schools,  Parish  Schools,  and  other  educational  and 
iaritai)le  associations  connected  with  the  Parish,  and  shall  preside,  with 
ght  to  vote,  at  all  Parish  and  Vestry  meetings;  and  at  all  times  shall 
ive  and  exercise  all  rights  and  privileges  pertiiining  to  his  office  by  the 
ws  and  general  usage  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States. 

CANON  IV. 

Duties  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  1.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens,  under  the  Rector,  to  pro- 

ct  the  Church  i)roperty,  and  to  see  that  all  things  needed  for  the  order- 

ivorship  of  God,  and  for  the  administration  of  the  Sacraments  and 

rdinances  of  the  Church  be  provided;  and  to  prevent  all  disturbance  of 

ivine  Service. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  there  be  no  Rector,  or  of  his  absence  or  inability  to 
;t,  the  Wardens,  according  to  seniority,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
le  Vestry,  and  of  the  Congregation,  and  shall  have  a  care  that  the  Church 
uilding  be  kept  from  all  secular  or  other  uses,  not  authorized  or  ap- 
•oved  of  by  the  General  Cliurch,  or  the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  and  that 
be  kept  in  good  repair  as  becometh  the  House  of  God. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  there  l>e  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church  residing  within 
ly  Parish  or  Mission  who  shjill  conduct  himself  in  such  a  way  as  is  con- 
ary  to  the  rules  of  the  Church,  or  disgraceful  to  his  office,  the  Wardens 
'  such  Parish  or  Mission  shall  in  writing  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bish- 
>  of  the  Diocese,  or  to  the  Standing  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop. 

Sec.  4.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  see  that  the  funds  of  the  Par- 
fa,  other  than  those  for  special  and  charitable  objects,  are  expended 
roperly,  and  to  elect  and  call  the  Rector  and  provide  for  his  mainte- 
ance. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  absence  of  the  Wardens,  their  several  duties  shall  de- 
olve  upon  the  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  6.  A  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the 
^estry,  who  shall  serve  until  their  successors  in  office  are  chosen. 
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Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  attend  every  meeting 
of  the  Parish  and  of  the  Vestry;  to  take  minuter  of  their  proceedings  and 
when  approved  to  enter  and  attest  the  same  in  the  Book  of  Minutes  of 
the  Vestry.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  enter  in  the  said  book  the  annual 
accounts  of  the  temporal  condition  of  the  Parish,  and  preserve  on  file  all 
the  originals. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  moneys 
collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Vestry,  the  reception  and  disburse- 
ment of  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for;  and  in  case  there  be  no  col- 
lector appointed  by  the  Vestry,  shall  himself  collect  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  present  to  the  Vestry  on  the  first  day  of 
June,  a  full  and  accurate  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Par- 
ish, accompanied  by  vouchers  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  his 
department  since  the  last  annual  statement,  which  statement  having 
been  audited  by  a  Committee  of  the  Vestry,  shall  be  read  at  the  Annual 
Parish  Meeting,  before  the  election  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 

CANON  V. 

Of  Vestry  Meetings. 

Sec.  1.  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Vestry  shall  be  held  on  the  Mon- 
day after  the  fii*st  Sunday  of  June,  September,  December  and  March. 

Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time  that  the  Rector  or  any  two 
of  the  members  may  desire,  and  a  majority  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  At  every  meeting  of  the  Vestry  the  minutes  of  the  last  meet- 
ing shall  be  read,  and  if  correct,  approved;  if  incorrect,  amended  and  ap- 
proved. 

At  evei7  quarterly  meeting,  the  minutes  of  the  last  quarterly,  and  of 
all  subsequent  special  meetings,  shall  be  read. 

Sec.  3.  Xo  such  board  shall  be  competent  to  transact  any  business, 
unless  the  Rector,  or,  if  there  be  no  Rector,  then  one  of  the  Wardens  be 
present. 

Sec.  4.  •  The  notice  of  all  special  meetings  shall  be  sent,  when  possible, 
to  tlie  Rector,  Wardens,  and  all  Vestr>^-men,  and  no  action  shall  be  t^iken 
at  any  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  affecting  the  interests  or  rights  of  the  ^lin- 
ister,  at  which  he  has  not  had  an  opportunity  to  be  present. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  tlie  Formation  of  J^ew  Parishes, 
Sec.  1.  No  new  Paiish  shall  be  formed  in  this  Diocese  without  the 
consent  of  the  Bishop,  acting  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee;  and  where  the  new  Parish  is  to  be  established  with- 
in the  limits  of  any  existing  Parish  or  Paiishes,  the  following  shall  be 
the  order  of  procedure: 

[1.]  The  persons  desiring  the  formation  of  the  Parish  shall  make  aP* 
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lication  to  the  Bishop  for  his  consent,  the  application  to  be  in  writing, 
nd  to  be  signed  by  as  many  of  them  as  may  be  convenient. 

[2.]  The  Bishop  shall  thereupon  lay  the  matter  before  the  Standing 

ommittee,  and  the  Secretary  thereof  sliall  notify  the  antliorities  of  the 

dd  Parish  or  Parishes  tliat  such  application  has  been  made,  and  that  any 

3Jections  to  the  fonnation  of  the  proposed  Parish  will  be  duly  considered 

submitted  to  the  Bishop  in  writing. 

[3.]  After  sixty  days  from  the  giving  of  said  notice,  the  Bishop  and 
randing  Committee  shall  make  known  their  joint  decision,  and  if  it  be 
I  favor  of  the  formation  of  a  new  Parish,  the  pai'ties  interested  may 
roceed  with  its  organization  and  incorporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  for  the

Sec.  3.  Those  interested  shall  meet  and  decide  upon  the  name  or  title 
y  which  their  Parish  or  Church  shall  be  known,  and  elect  two  Wardens 
nd  at  least  three  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  draw  up  a  Constitution  of  a  Parish,  in  which  Con- 
:itution  there  must  be  an  article  expressly  acceeding  to  the  Constitution 
ttd  Canons,  Doctrines  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
1  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
tie  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

Sec.  5.  They  shall  give  notice  of  the  organization  to  the  Bishop  of 
tie  Diocese,  asking  him  to  take  the  Parish  under  his  Episcopal  charge. 

CAXON  YII. 

Of  the  Form  of  Incorporation  of  a  Xew  Parish, 

The  Form  of  Incorporation  of  a  Parish  sliall  be  in  accordance  with 
he  laws  of  the  State  of  Wisconsin  at  the  time  of  Incorporation,  and  in 
larmony  with  the  directions  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 

Sec.  1.  Missions  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Bishop  and  Board 
>f  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 
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Sec.  2.  Missionaries  shall  1)6  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  on 
the  nomination  of  the  Bishop  (Title  IV^  Canon  I.,  Sec.  4X  and  in  the  fields 
assij^uHl  them  ai*e  the  agents  and  representatives  of  the  Authorities  of 
the  Diocese. 

Se<'.  3.  The  entire  salaries  of  Missionaries  shall  be  paid  by  the  Board 
of  Missions;  but  tlie  i)eople  to  whom  they  are  sent  must  be  stated  contrib- 
utors to  the  Treasury  of  the  Board,  to  the  amount  of  a  minimum,  which 
shall  be  agreed  upon  from  year  to  year  between  them  and  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  **weeklv  offertorv"  sluUl  be  established  under  the  diree- 
tion  of  the  Bishop,  at  the  commencement  of  the  Mission;  not  only  as  the 
easiest  way  of  raising  money,  but  also  that  the  duty  and  habit  of  Christ- 
ian giving  may  be  practically  inculcated. 

Sec.  5.  The  title  to  real  e^state  given  to  or  purchased  by  the  Mission 
for  Chur(;h  purposes,  shall  be  vested  in  **The  Trustees  for  the  manage 
ment  and  care  of  the  Funds  and  Property  belonging  to  the  l^testant 
Episcopal  Church  in  Wisconsin,''  a  boily  incorporated  in  1848,  to  be  held 
by  them  until  such  time  as  the  Mission  shall  become  a  duly  organized 
l*arish,  or  longer,  if  the  parishioners  shall  so  elect;  but  no  gift  or  dona- 
tic^n  shall  be  accepted,  or  purchase  made  for  a  Mission,  until  after  con- 
sultation with  the  people. 

Sec,  ♦).  The  change  from  tlie  "Mission"  to  the  ''Parish"  may  be  made 
when,  FiitsT;  there  shall  be  a  sufficient  number  of  male  communicants  to 
act  as  Wardens  and  A'estrymen,  and  to  represent  the  Parish  in  the  Dio- 
cesan  Council,  and  when,  secondly;  the  SUition  is  provided  with  a 
Church  and  Parsonage,  jind  is  able  to  support  a  Rector  without  Mission- 
ary aid. 

Sw.  7.  Missions,  duly  organized,  shall  report  to  the  Annual  Council 
through  their  Missionaries,  or  if  there  be  none  in  charge,  through  their 
Ch^ks.  And  in  these  reports,  in  their  own  records,  in  all  Diocesan  static- 
tif's  and  accounts,  in  tlieir  names,  in  their  obedience  to  the  Canons  of  the 
Church,  and  the  action  of  the  Diocesan  Council,  they  shall  be  held  and 
treated  as  Parishes  with  the  obvious  exceptions  resulting  from  their  hav- 
ing no  corporate  character. 

Se(^  8.  Tlie  failure  of  the  people  of  the  Mission  to  fulfil  their  stipu- 
lations, may  warrant  the  Bishop  in  withdrawing  his  Missionary  and  dis- 
solving the  organization. 

Sec.  9.    The  form  of  application  to  the  Bishop  shall  be  as  follows:

At  every  service,  or  at  least  once,  when  there  are  two  on  the 
same  day,  there  shall  be  an  offertory;  and  then  the  reguliir  oontributon 
shall  place  the  amounts  due  from  them,  in  the  alms  basin  in  envelopes 
marked  with  their  names. 

Sec.  3.  The  Tresisurer,  receiving  and  opening  these  envdopes,  shall 
credit  the  grivers  with  the  amounts  enclosed,  and  at  the  end  of  eadi  quar- 
ter shall  collect  whatever  arrearages  may  be  unpaid. 

Sec.  4.  Moneys  contributed  outside  of  the  envelopes  shall  be  sepa- 
rately recorded,  and  reported  to  the  Board  of  Missions;  and  excepting 
such  amounts  as  have  been  collected  as  Communion  Alms,  or  for  other 
specified  objects,  they  shaD  \>e  appropriated:  1.  To  any  deficiencies  ia  the 
stipulated  payment  to  the  Board;  2.  To  the  contingent  expenses  of  the 
Mission ;  3.  To  more  thorough  providing  for  the  Mission,  of  Church  fur- 
niture. Prayer  Books,  Tracts,  Sunday  School  requisites,  etc^  etc 

CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Vacant  Parishes  and  Missions. 

Sec.  1.  On  the  organization  of  any  new  Parish  or  Mission  in  this 
Diocese,  or  on  the  iKcurr^ice  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Rectorship  of  any  exist- 
ing Parish,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens,  or  other  officers  of  such 
Parish,  to  give  immediate  notice  of  the  same  to  the  BislH^;  and  until 
provifdon  be  made  for  the  supply  of  the  same,  the  Bishop  may  cause  it  to 
be  supplied  at  his  discretion  by  missionary  services  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Bishop,  according  to  his  jud^ 
ment,  to  detail  any  Clergyman  of  the  Church  four  Sundays  in  each  year, 
at  etiual  intervals,  to  othoiate  in  any  station  he  may  think  advantageous 
to  l»e  vi>itKl.  thf  expense  of  such  visit  to  be  defrayed  by  the  Parish  or 
Mission  visitetL

CANON  II. 

Proceedings  in  the  Case  of  a  Clergyma^n  Accused  of  an  Of- 
fence for  which  he  may  be  Tried  and  Punished. 

>ec.  1.  Wlien  a  Clergyman  is  accused  of  an  offence  for  which  he  may 
led  and  punished,  according  to  Canon  II.  of  Title  11,  of  the  Digest, 
Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
sse,  may  appoint  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  Presbyters, 
or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  make  such  inquiries  as  shall  satisfy 
of  the  innocency  of  the  accused,  or  of  the  suflBiciency  of  ground  for 
tntment  and  trial.  If  satisfied  of  his  innocency,  they  shall  make  re- 
accordingly;  if  of  the  sufficiency  of  ground  for  presentment  and  trial, 
>f  them  shall  present  the  accused  for  trial  according  to  the  Canon  in 
case  made  and  provided. 

>ec.  2.  Any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  may,  for  himself,  request  of 
Sishop  the  inquiry  provided  for  in  this  Canon,  in  which  case  it  shall 
istituted  and  shall  proceed  in  accordance  with  Section  1,  of  this 
n. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  Presentment  and  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

Whenever  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  found  "liable  to 
ntment  and  trial,"  the  mode  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  follows: 
lee.  1.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing  addressed  to 
►ishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  specif y- 
he  offence  or  offences  of  which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty, 
reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances;  such  pre- 
aent  may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  numbers  of  the  Vestry  of 
;^hurch  of  wliich  the  accused  is  or  has  been  a  Minister;  or  by  any 
Presbyters  of  this  Diocese,  or  by  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case 
eged  misconduct  in  another  Diocese,  by  the  Bishop  of  that  Diocese, 
resentment  shall  be  entertained  in  any  case  for  an  offence  alleged 
ve  been  committed  more  than  three  years  before  date  of  the  pre- 
aent 
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Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the  modes  above 
prescribed,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall  not  appear  to  him  to  be 
such  as  to  constitute  an  offence,  may  dismiss  it;  or  if  it  all^e  facts, 
some  of  which  do  and  some  of  which  do  not  constitute  an  offence,  he 
may  allow  it  in  part  and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be 
amended.  When  it  shall  be  allowed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall 
cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused;  and  shall  nominate  eight 
Presbyters  of  this  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Council,  who  are  not 
parties  to  the  presentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served 
on  the  accused,  who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  service,  select 
live  of  them  and  notify  their  names  in  writing  to  the  Bishop.  If  he  shall 
not  give  such  notification  to  the  Bishop  within  thirty  days,  the  Bishop 
shall  select  five.  The  Presbyters  so  selected  shall  form  a  l>oard  for  the 
trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop 
shall  direct,  and  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and 
from  place  to  place,  (but  always  within  the  Diocese,)  as  they  shall  think 
necessarv. 

•r 

See.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their  first  meetinjf 
shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  on  the  accused, 
and  also  on  one  of  the  persons  making  the  presentment. 

Sec.  4.  No  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  unless  all  five  members 
shall  be  present  and  a  majority  shall  decide  all  questions.  Provided: 
That  in  the  case  of  the  withdrawal  of  not  more  than  one  member,  the 
court  may  proceed  with  the  trial. 

Sec.  5..  If  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Presbyters,  the  Clergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due  notice,  shall 
not  appear  ])efore  the  Board,  it  may  nevertheless  proceed  as  if  he  were 
present,  unless  for  good  cause  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  until  another  day. 

Sec.  H.  Wlien  the  Board  proceed  to  the  trial,  the  evidence  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness^  respectively.  If  on,  or 
during  the  trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  as 
stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may  dispense  with  hearing  further 
evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their  opinion  to  the  Bishop 
(who  is  to  pronounce  the  sentence),  Jis  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be 
pronounced. 

Sec.  7.  I'pon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop,  and  it 
being  made  to  appear  satisfjictoiily  to  him  that  any  material  witness 
cannot  be  procure<l  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  a  commission- 
er to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness.  Such  commissioner  may  be 
either  a  Clergyman  or  a  Laymim,  and  the  party  so  applying  shall  give  to 
the  other  at  least  six  tlays'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  tes- 
timony. If  the  pei*son  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  reside 
more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  examination,  an  additional  day's 
notice  shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said  distance. 
Both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witnesses.    The  questions  and 
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inswers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  sliall 
>e  certified  by  the  commissioner,  enclosed  under  his  seal,  and  transmitted 
o  the  Board;  and  if  comi)etent,  shall  be  received  by  them  as  evidence. 
Ill  notices  and  papers  contemplated  under  this  Canon  may  be  served  by 
ne  or  more  summoners  to  be  appointecl  by  the  Bishop,  whose  certificate 
f  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of  such  service  by  any 
ther  person  the  fact  shall  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  A 
/^ritten  notice  or  paper  delivere<l  to  a  party  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  res- 
lence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper.  Coun- 
el  shall  be  allowed  on  both  sides,  not  exceeding  two  to  either,  at  the 
leasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  be  Communicants  of  this  Church. 
'he  Board  shall  appoint  some  pei*son  to  act  as  clerk,  to  record  cai'efully 
lie  proceedings. 

Sec.  8.  The  Board,  having  deliljerately  considered  the  evidence^  shall 
eclare  in  writing  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision 
n  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether 
he  accused  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges  respectively,  and  also 
tating  the  sentence  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  pronoimced.  A 
opy  of  such  decision  shall,  without  delay,  be  communicated  to  the  ac- 
used,  and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence,  shall  be  de- 
ivered  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  (or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  that 
iishop  who  has  been  requested  by  the  Standing  Committee  to  act  in  this 
Hse),  who  shall  pronounce  such  canonical  sentence  as  shall  appear  to  him 
o  be  proper;  provided:  the  same  shjill  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sen- 
ence  recommended  by  the  Board.  Before  pronouncing  any  sentence,  the 
Jishop  shall  summon  the  accused  and  any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergy,  to 
neet  him  at  such  time  as  may  in  his  opinion,  be  most  convenient,  in  some 
Church,  to  ]>e  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  the  purpose  be  open  at 
he  time  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attend,  and  the  sentence  shall 
hen  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced  by  the  Bishop;  but  no  sentence 
hall  be  pronounced  until  the  expiration  of  twenty  days  from  the  ad- 
oumment  of  the  Board  of  Trial.  At  any  time  within  fourteen  days  after 
he  delivery  of  the  judgment  of  the  Board  to  the  accused,  he  may  make 
ipplication  to  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  (/ommittee  for  another  hear- 
ng.  This  application  must  set  forth  the  exceptions  he  takes  to  the  pro- 
ceedings or  finding  of  the  Board.  If  his  appeal  be  granted,  no  other 
natter  shall  be  introduced  at  the  new  trial  by  either  party,  but  such  as 
>ears  upon  the  points  to  which  the  exceptions  had  been  taken;  provided: 
:hat  new  evidence  discovered  since  the  former  trial  may  be  considered, 
ipon  a  motion  for  a  new  trial.  Such  new  evidence  shall  be  presented  in 
:he  form  of  affidavits,  and  may  be  considered  as  before  the  Appellate 
Court  for  its  consideration. 

Sec.  9.  If  the  Bishop  and  the  Standing  Committee  concur  in  the 
Dpinion  that  the  appeal  should  be  granted,  the  Court  before  which  it  shall 
be  tried  shall  be  constituted  and  proceed  as  follows: 
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[1.]  The  Appellate  Court  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  the  Clerical 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  two  Presbyters  of  the  Diocese: 
one  of  them  selected  by  the  Standing  Committee,  and  the  other  by  the 
accused.  But  no  Presbyter  shall  sit  as  a  member  of  this  Court  who  was 
among  the  presenters  of  the  accused,  or  who  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trial.  If  any  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  had  been 
such,  another  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  selected  by  the  Standing 
Committee  to  occupy  his  place  in  the  Appellate  Court. 

[2.]  The  previous  Board  of  Trial  shall  select  one  of  the  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese  (who  may  or  may  not  have  been  a  member  of  that  Board) 
to  be  the  manager  of  the  prosecution  before  the  Appellate  Court. 

[3.]  The  same  rules  of  procedure  shall  be  followed  in  this  Court,  and 
the  same  regulations  be  observed  as  to  notices  of  time  and  place  of  trial 
taking  of  evidence,  serving  of  summons,  the  attendance  of  counsel,  record 
of  ])roceedings,  and  the  action  of  the  Court  and  the  Bishop  after  the  find- 
ing of  the  verdict,  as  are  directed  in  relation  tothe  corresponding  matters 
connected  with  the  Board  of  Trial  in  Sections  3  to  7  of  tlie  present  Canon. 

CANOK  IV. 

Of  Differences  Between  Ministers  and  their  Congregations. 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  there  shall  be  any  serious  difference  between  the 
Rector  of  any  Church  in  this  Diocese  and  the  congregation  thereof,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  a  majority  of  the  Vestry  or  Trustees  to  make  a  repre- 
sentation to  the  Bishop,  stating  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  agreeing  for 
themselves  and  for  the  congregation  which  they  represent,  to  submit  to 
his  decision  in  the  matter,  and  to  perfonn  whatever  he  may  require  of 
them  l)y  any  order  which  he  may  make  under  the  provisions  of  this  Can- 
on, and  shall  at  the  rame  time  serve  a  copy  of  the  representation  on  the 
Hector. 

See.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  at  all  stages  of  the  proceed- 
ings, to  seek  to  bring  them  to  an  amicable  conclusion;  in  such  a  case  the 
agreement  between  the  parties,  signed  by  them  and  attested  by  the  Bish- 
op, shall  have  the  same  force  as  an  order  made  under  Section  4  of  this 
Canon. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  matter  shall  not  be  amicably  settled  within  a  reason- 
able time,  the  Bishop  shall  convene  the  Standing  Committee,  and  shall 
give  notice  to  the  parties  to  appear  before  them  and  present  their  proofs 
and  arguments  at  such  time  and  place  as  he  may  appoint.  He  may  ad- 
journ or  continue  the  hearing  of  the  matter  at  his  discretion. 

Sec.  4.  When  the  hetuing  is  concluded,  the  Bishop  shall  make  such 
an  order  in  regard  to  the  matter  as  he  may  think  to  be  just  and  for  the 
true  interests  of  the  Church ;  and  such  order  may  require  the  Rector  to 
resign  his  llectorship,  and  may  require  the  Parish  to  pay  a  sum  of  money 
to  the  Hector,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector,  and  of  the  Parish, 
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and  every  member  thereof,  to  submit  to  and  abide  by  sucl)  order,  as  the 
final  and  conclusive  determination  of  all  matters  of  difference  between 
them;  provided:  that  no  order  shall  be  made  under  this  or  the  next  sue* 
ceeciin^  Section  of  tliis  Canon,  unless  with  the  advice  and  concurrence  of 
at  least  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall 
tiave  been  present  at  the  heailng. 

See.  5.  If  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  Bishop  that  any  agreement 
made  under  Section  2  of  this  Canon,  or  any  order  made  under  Section  4 
>f  this  Canon,  shall  have  l>een  disregarded  by  any  of  the  parties  concerned, 
)r  if  application  be  made  to  him  to  modify  such  order,  he  may  convene 
:he  Standing  Committee,  and,  after  lu^aring  such  further  proofs  and  ar- 
^ments  as  may  be  presented  to  him,  may  make  siich  further  order  as  he 
may  think  proper,  with  the  same  effect  as  an  order  made  under  Section  4 
)f  this  Canon. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  Parish  or  Congregation  shall  persistently  neglect  or  re* 
fnse  to  obey  any  order  made  under  this  Canon,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop  to  exhort  the  members  of  such  congregation  to  submit  to  the  au* 
thority  and  discipline  of  the  Church,  and  if  they  will  not  do  so,  the  Coun- 
cil may  proceed  to  dissolve  the  union  between  the  Church  so  offending 
and  the  Council  of  the  Diocese,  and  may  take  such  other  action  in  the 
matter  as  it  may  think  expedient;  provided:  that  no  such  action  shall 
be  held  or  taken  to  be  a  surrender  of  any  right  which  either  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  or  such  members  of  said  congregation  as  submitted  to  the 
fiu thority  and  discipline  of  the  Church,  may  have  in  the  corporation  of 
such  Parish,  or  in  any  property  belonging  thereto. 

JFITLE  lY. 

Of  General  Institutions  of  the  DioceBey  and 
Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

CANON  L 

Of  tlie  Board  of  Missions* 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  and  four 
clergymen  and  five  laymen  elected  by  the  Council,  three  of  whom  shall 
hold  their  office  for  three  years,  three  for  two  years,  and  three  for  one 
year,  and  three  such  members  shall  be  elected  annually  thereafter,  to  hold 
their  offices  three  years,  and  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacan- 
cies and  add  to  their  number  by  the  election  of  a  General  Agent. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  each 
of  the  months  of  February,  May,  August  and  November,  and  at  such 
t>ther  times  as  the  Bishop  may  direct.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ex  officio  Chair- 
man of  the  Board,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Board  may  elect 
one  of  their  number  to  preside.  Four  members,  including  the  Bishop, 
9liall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  every  Parish  and  Mis- 
sion in  the  Diocese,  to  make  a  collection  for  missions  in  time  of  morning 
service,  except  in  Parishes  and  Missions  where  there  is  no  morning  serv- 
ice, and  then  at  any  regular  service,  on  some  Sunday  in  each  of  the  months 
of  Februai'y,  May,  August  and  November,  and  remit  the  proceeds  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  pay  over  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Missions  as  here  constituted  is  chars^ed  with 
the  duty  of  organizing  and  directing  tlie  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese, 
according  to  the  following  rules: 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  or  chief  officer  of  every  con- 
gregation, to  see  that  application  be  made  to  every  communicant  and  to 
every  regular  attendant  upon  the  services  of  the  Church  in  his  jurisdic- 
tion, for  his  or  her  personal  pledge,  setting  forth  the  amount  which  he  or 
she  will  give  for  missions  the  year  foUowing. 

2.  Tlie  amount  to  be  depended  upon  as  the  contribution  of  such  con- 
gregation for  any  year  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  foregoing  manner  during 
March  and  April,  and  the  result  shall  be  promptly  re[)orted  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Missions  at  least  by  the  flrst  day  of  May,  to  be  abasui 
for  the  Bishop's  use,  and  the  use  of  the  Board  of  Missions  in  their  appro- 
priations for  the  year. 

3.  The  pledges  sliall  be  redeemed  through  the  Canonical  quarterly 
offertoiy,  but  when  not  thus  redeemed,  due  effort  shall  be  made  by  some 
form  of  personal  application  to  collect  the  same. 

4.  The  second  Sunday  in  each  of  the  Canonical  months  for  collecUous 
is  recommended  as  the  proper  one  on  which  to  redeem  the  pledges. 

5.  IJeside  the  General  Agent,  the  Board  may  appoint  other  agents, 
who,  together  with  the  General  Agent,  shall  exercise  their  office  in  con- 
gregations whose  Rector  or  chief  officer  shall  desire  it.  These  agents 
shall  be  in  number  one  or  more,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Rector  or  chief 
otHcer,  and  on  his  nomination  may  be  commissioned  from  year  to  year  by 
the  Bishop.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  iigents  to  aid  the  Rector  or  chief 
officer  in  securing  pledges  and  collecting  the  same,  and  under  his  direc- 
tion to  awaken  a  zealous  interest  in  the  work  of  missions. 

6.  The  Board  will  confine  its  appropriations  within  the  limits  of 
such  an  amount  as  shall  have  been  pledged  by  the  Parishes  and  Congrega- 
tions of  the  Diocese,  unless  there  ]>e  a  balance  in  the  treasury  over  and 
al)ove  all  the  engagements  of  the  Board. 

7.  The  Board  shall  put  forth  such  forms  for  pledges  and  blanks  for 

reports  as  may  best  assist  in  the  collection  of  offerings  for  missionary 

purposes. 

CANON  II. 

Of  Convocations  and  Missionary  Centres. 

Sec.  1.    The  cities  of  Milwaukee,  Madison  and  La  Crosse,  are  hereby 

made  the  centres  of  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  assig^n  each  Parish  and  Mis- 
sionary Station  to  one  or  the  other  of  these  centres,  and  at  any  time  re- 
vise or  alter  such  assignment,  if  occasion  shall  require. 

Sec.  3.  The  Cler^iry  whose  localities  shall  thus  be  assigned  to  a  centre, 
shall  be  organized  into  a  Convocation,  bearing  the  name  of  the  centre; 
and  the  Convocation  so  formed  shall  have  charge  of  the  Missionary  .work 
at  the  Stations  thus  combined,  and  in  such  other  fields  as  the  Bishop 
shall  entrust  to  it 

Sec.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Convocation  shall  be  a  Dean,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bisliop,  who  shall  preside  when  the  Bishop  is  not  present, 
be  the  executive  head  of  the  Convocation,  and  perform  such  duties  as  the 
Bishop  may  assign  him;  also  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  to  be  elected  at 
the  first  meeting  after  each  Annual  Council. 

Sec.  5.  The  Convocation  shall  be  governed  by  such  rules  as  they 
shall  respectively  adopt,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop,  and  shall 
each  report,  through  its  Dean,  to  the  Annual  Council. 

Sec  6.  The  Convocations  shall  be  regarded  as  Auxiliary  to  the  Board 
of  Missions*  and  Missionaries  shall  be  appointed,  and  all  moneys  dis- 
bursed according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  I.,  Title  IV.,  and  the  rules 

of  the  Board. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  Cathedral. 
The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  aiithorized  from  time  to  time  to 
a[ppoint  and  remove,  as  he  shall  think  proper,  a  Pastor  of  the  congregation 
worshipping  in  the  Cathedral,  and  also  such  clerical  and  lay  officers  as  he 
may  think  necessary  to  assist  him  in  the  care  of  the  Cathedral  property, 
and  in  such  work  as  he  may  designate,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  of  the  Church;  and  the  Bishop  may  confer  such  cus- 
tomary ecclesiastical  titles  upon  such  officers  as  he  may  deem  appropriate 
to  the  respective  duties  assigned  to  them. 

CANON  IV. 
Of  tlie  Aged  and  Ififirm  Clergy  Fund, 
Sec  1.  An  offering  for  the  fund  for  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen  shall 
be  taken  up  in  every  Congregation  of  this  Diocese  on  Christmas  Day,  or 
some  Sunday  near  thereunto  and  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  'Trustees 
of  the  Funds  and  Property  of  tlie  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Wis- 
consin:" half  of  which  shall  be  invested  as  a  permanent  Fund,  and  half 
shall  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  the  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen  of 
the  Diocese,  ahd  relief  of  widows  and  children  of  deceased  Clergymen. 

Sec.  2.    The  expenditures  of  this  fund  shall  be  made  by  orders  of  the 
^^tanding  Committee  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  V. 
Of  the  Prayer  Booh  Fund. 
Sec  1.    There  shall  be  an  offering  on  Whitsunday,  or  some  Sunday 
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near  thereto,  in  every  Congregation  where  Divine  Service  is  celebrate 
for  a  fund  to  be  called  the  Prayer  Book  Fund. 

Sec.  2.  Such  an  offering  shall  be  sent  without  delay  to  the  Treasiin 
of  Diocesan  Missions,  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Missions  in  tt 
purchase  of  Prayer  Books  for  Missionary  Stations  and  destitute  Parishe 

CANON  VI. 

Of  the  Removal  of  Communicants  from  one  Ministerial 

Charge  to  Another. 

Sec.  1.  The  following  shall  be  the  form  of  certificate  of  transfer  f( 
communicants  removing  from  one  cure  to  another:

Sec.  2.  The  names  of  Families  and  Communicants  shall  be  retains 
upon  Parish  Registers  until  sucli  formal  transfer  is  made;  and  spaces  sha 
be  left  upon  the  blank  referred  to  in  Canon  I.,  Title  II.,  for  reporting  tl 
number  of  such  untranaferred  non-resident  Families  and  Communiciint 

CANON  VII. 

Of  Alterations  of  these  Canons, 
No  proposed  alteration  of  or  addition  to  these  Canons  shall  hereaft* 
be  considered  by  the  Council,  unless  at  least  one  day's  previous  noti< 
thereof  be  given  and  until  sucli  alteration  or  addition  shall  have  bee 
referred  to  and  reported  upon  by  the  Standing  Committee  on  Canons,  ar 
receive  the  Canonical  approval  of  both  Orders. 

CANON  VIII. 

Repealing  Former  Canons, 
All  former  Canons  of  this  Council  are  hereby  repealed.    Providei 
That  all  Canons  and  parts  of  Canons  which  iiccording  to  this  Instrumer 
and  Report  have  been  incorporated  with  the  proposed  Constitution  slia 
remain  in  force  until  said  Constitution  shall  have  been  finally  adopted 
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LuciEN  Charles  Lance  was  Ijorn  September  7, 1832.  His  par- 
ents were  William  Lance,  lawyer,  and  Maria  Frazer,  daughter  of 
Major  Frazer,  a  British  officer.  Their  home  was  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  where  their  son  was  educated.  He  entered  the  Sophomore 
class  of  Charleston  College  at  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  graduated 
^th  second  honor,  at  seventeen.  Two  years  later  he  went  to  the 
General  Seminary  and  became  a  member  of  the  class  of  which  Bish- 
ops Seymour  and  Brown,  Drs.  DeKoven,  Richey,  Locke,  Parker  and 
others  were  also  members.  At  twenty-two,  he  was  ordained  to  the 
I>iaconate  in  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charleston,  and  to  the  Priest- 
hood two  years  later,  in  the  same  place,  llis  first  parish  was  All 
Saints',  Waccamaw,  South  Carolina,  where  he  remained  five  yeara; 
'^d  in  1860,  married  his  wife,  (jeorgeanna  Hasell,  daughter  of  a 
prominent  physician.  He  then  had  Calvary  Church,  Cliarleston,  and 
^Uxing  the  war,  the  two  parishes  of  Newberry  and  Laurens,  South 
Carolina.  At  the  close  of  the  war,  he  returned  to  All  Saints*  and 
'fiinistered  for  two  or  three  years.  He  next  moved  to  the  ejistern 
®hore  of  Maryland,  where  he  had  Wye  and  Queenstown  parishes  for 
three  years;  then  to  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Frankfort,  Kentucky, 
^ixd  remained  over  two  years.  He  came  to  Wisconsin  in  November, 
1^72,  and  was  Rector-of  St.  Matthew's,  Kenosha,  for  five  years;  and 
subsequently.  Chaplain  and  Professor  of  Kemper  Hall.  He  died  Jan- 
uary 12, 1882,  aged  50  years  and  4  months.

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The  Secretary  read  the  following  communication  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  General  Convention,  and  on  motion  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Adams  the  Council  approved  of  the  action  of  the  General 
Convention  therein  contained. 

The  General  Convention  op  the  Protestant  Episcopal 

Church. 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin: 

Sir:— In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  9  of  the  Con- 
stitution, I  would  hereby  officially  make  known,  through  you,  to  the 
Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin,  that  the  following  alterations  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Church  are  proposed,  to  wit,  those  comprised  in  the 
two  resolutions  subjoined,  said  resolutions  having  been  constitutionally 
adopted  by  a  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
held  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in  October,  A.  D.  1883,  to  wit: 

I.  It  was,  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Convention 
{vide  Journal  of  Convention,  pp.  240, 263,  279, 280), 

Rssolved:  That  Articles  2  and  3  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by 
substituting  the  words  "House  of  Deputies*'  for  the  word  "Convention" 
in  the  fourteenth  line  of  Article  2  of  the  Constitution  as  printed  in  the 
Digest  of  1880,  and  that  the  words  "House  of  Deputies"  be,  in  like  man- 
ner, substituted  for  the  word  "Convention"  in  the  twelfth  line  of  Article 
3,  as  printed  above; 

So  that  the  Articles  shall  read  as  follows:— 

ARTICLE  2. 

The  Church  in  each  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  of 
both  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity.  Such  representiition  shall  consist  of  not 
more  than  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen,  communicants  in  this 
Church,  residents  in  the  Diocese,  and  chosen  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  Convention  thereof ;  and  in  all  questions  when  required  by  the  Clerical 
or  Lay  representation  from  any  Diocese,  each  Order  shall  have  one  vote; 
and  the  majority  of  suflferages  by  Diocese  shall  be  conclusive  in  each  Order, 
provided  such  majority  comprehend  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  represent- 
ed in  that  Order.  The  concurrence  of  both  Orders  shall  be  necessary  to 
constitute  a  vote  of  the  House  of  Deputies.  If  the  convention  of  any 
Diocese  should  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  Clerical  Deputies,  or  if  they 
should  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  l^ay  Deputies,  or  if  any  of  those  of 
either  order  should  neglect  to  attend,  or  be  prevented  by  sickness  or  any 
other  accident,  such  Diocese  sluUl  nevertheless  be  considered  as  duly  rep- 
resented by  such  Deputy  or  Deputies  as  may  attend,  whether  Lay  or 
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Clerical.  And  if,  through  the  neglect  of  the  Convention  of  any  of  the 
Churches  which  shall  have  adopted  or  may  hereafter  adopt  this  constitu- 
tion, no  Deputies,  either  Lay  or  Clerical,  shall  attend  at  any  General  Con- 
vention, the  Church  in  such  Piocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the 
acts  of  such  Convention. 

ABTICLE  8. 

The  Bishops  of  this  Church,  when  there  shall  be  three  or  more«  shall, 
whenever  General  Convention's  are  held,  form  a  separate  House,  with  a 
right  to  originate  and  propose  acts  for  the  coucurreuce  of  the  House  of 
Deputies  composed  of  Clergy  and  Laity;  and  when  any  proposed  act 
shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Deputies,  the  same  shall  be  transmitted 
to  the  House  of  Bishops,  who  shall  have  a  negative  thereupon;  and  all  acts 
of  the  Convention  shall  be  authenticated  by  both  Houses.  And  in  all  cases 
the  House  of  Bishops  shall  signify  to  the  House  of  Deputies  their  ap- 
probation or  disapprobation  (the  latter  with  their  reasons  in  writing,) 
within  three  days  after  the  proposed  act  shall  have  been  reported  to  them 
for  concurrence;  and,  in  failure  thereof,  it  shall  have  the  operation  of  a 
law.  But  until  there  shall  be  three  or  more  Bishops,  as  aforesaid,  any 
Bishop  attending  a  General  Convention  shall  be  a  niember  ex  officio^  and 
shall  vote  with  the  Clerical  Deputies  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs; 
and  a  Bishop  shall  then  preside. 

II.  It  was  by  concurrent  action  of  the  two  Houses  of  Convention 
(vide  Journal  of  the  Convention,  pp.  130,  273,  274,  300-303),— 

Resolved:  That  Article  4  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  word  "and"  in  the  third  line  of  said  Article,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  following:— 

"Provided,  That,  when  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  shall  be  organized 
as  a  Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction  shall  become  the  Bishop  of 
the  new  Diocese;  and 

"Provided,  further,  That,  when  a  part  of  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction 
shall  be  organized  iis  a  new  Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction 
shall  become  the  liishop  of  the  new  Diocese,  or,  at  his  election,  remain 
the  Bishop  of  that  part  of  such  Jurisdietion  not  included  in  the  new 
Diocese;"  and  leaving  the  re^sidue  of  said  Article  to  stand  as  an  independ- 
ent paragraph; 

So  that  the  Article  shall  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  4. 

The  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  every  Diocese  shall  be  chosen  agreeably  to 
such  rulers  as  shall  be  lixed  by  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese;  Provided, 
That,  when  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction  shall  be  organized  as  a  Diocese,  the 
Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction  shall  become  the  Bishop  of  the  new  Diocese; 
and  Provided,  further.  That,  when  a  part  of  a  Missionary  Jurisdiction 
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shall  be  organized  as  a  new  Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  such  Jurisdiction  shall 
become  the  Bishop  of  the  new  Diocese,  or,  at  his  election,  remain  the 
Bishop  of  that  part  of  such  Jurisdiction  not  included  in  the  new  Diocese. 
Every  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  Episco- 
pal Office  to  his  proper  Diocese,  unless  requested  to  ordain,  or  confirm, 
or  perform  any  other  act  of  the  Episcopal  OiBce  in  another  Diocese  by 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  thereof.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Conover  presented  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  on  Diocesan  Missions  feel  that  the  necessity  of  any 
i-eport  from  them  is  almost  superseded  by  the  reports  already  submitted 
\)y  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  the  reports  of  the  Deans 
of  the  several  Convocations.  They  feel,  however,  that  it  would  be  unjust 
tx>  the  faithful  and  self-denying  band  of  Missionaries  at  work  in  the  Dio- 
<jese  if  they  fail  to  state  an  obvious  fact,  that  the  progress  of  missions  in 
our  particular  field  is  due  more  to  the  earnestness,  zeal  and  devotion  of 
t^he  Clergy  than  to  a  growing  appreciation  of  the  opportunities  and  needs 
of  a  rapidly  developing  state  on  the  part  of  the  Laity. 

For  seven  years  the  annual  offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions  have  re- 
mained about  the  same,  rarely  exceeding  $2500  in  any  one  year.  In  the 
meantime  population  has  increased,  large  sections  of  the  state  have  been 
opened  to  settlement,  new  lines  of  railroad  have  greatly  increased  material 
development  and  wealth,  and  signal  opportunities  for  Church  extension 
have  been  presented.  Missionary  interest  and  offerings  should  have  kept 
pace  with  this  increase  in  population,  settlement  and  wealth.  But  they 
have  not.  Your  Committee  feel  that  this  anomalous  relation  ought  not 
to  continue,  but  that  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  should  awake jbo  its  oppor- 
tunity and  privilege,  and  that  the  present  year  should  be  signalized  by  a 
lar^e  increase  in  offerings  and  a  consequent  extension  of  the  Church  into 
new  fields  and  the  liberal  care  for  and  enlargement  of  work  already 
beg'un.  This  would  seem  to  be  particularly  due  to  that  favored  portion 
of  the  Church's  heritage,  where  the  first  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  Amer- 
ican Church  began  his  work,  and  laid  foundations  with  so  much  zeal  and 
wisdom. 

Your  Committee  do  not  know  how  the  Diocese  could  better  mark  the 
ten  years  of  intelligent,  industrious  and  devoted  work  by  our  present 
Bishop  than  by  a  movement  ahead  all  idong  the  line,  which  should  ena- 
ble us  to  strengthen  what  is  now  uncertain  and  struggling,  and  to  occupy 
new  points  now  open  as  they  will  never  be  at  any  future  time  to  occtf- 
pancy  and  development.

The  Bishop's  Address. 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

This  is  the  ninth  annual  Council  since  I  was  called  to  the  Diocese  of 
Wisconsin,  and  the  reports  made  to  this  Council  cover  an  Episcopate  of 
ten  years.  My  first  service  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  lyas  the  ordination 
in  the  Cathedral  on  Sunday,  November  15th,  1874,  of  the  Rev.  Edwai'd  H. 
Rudd  to  the  sacred  order  of  Priesthood.  My  first  service  in  a  parish 
church  was  at  8.  James*  Church,  Milwaukee,  the  evening  of  the  same 
day.  My  first  confirmation  was  in  S.  Sylvanus'  Chapel,  Nashotah,  Sun- 
day, November  22d,  and  the  first  church  consecrated  was  S.  Luke's  Church, 
Whitewater,  on  Wednesday,  December  2d. 

CHANGES  WITHIN  TEN  YEARS. 

Very  many  changes  have  taken  place  in  these  ten  years.  On  Wed- 
nesday, December  10th,  1874, 1  Issued  the  call  for  the  Primary  Convention 
of  the  new  Diocese  to  be  set  off  from  Wisconsin,  to  meet  at  S.  Paul's 
Church,  Fond  du  Lac,  Thursday,  January  7th,  1875,  and  upon  tliat  day 
attended  the  service  of  the  Primary  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  at 
tliis  time  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac  was  organized  and  named;  and 
tlie  work  of  that  Diocese,  under  the  wise  administration  of  Bishop 
Brown,  has  been  greatly  blessed.

In  the  general  Church  many  honored  leaders  have  been  called  to  their 
.  reward  since  I  came  to  Wisconsin.  Archbishop  Tait  and  Dr.  Pusey  left 
their  impress  upon  the  Church  history  of  our  century,  and  their  names 
and  memories  will  be  cherished  in  the  long  roll  of  reverend  and  saintly 
ones,  whose  lives  are  the  rich  possessions  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Since 
I  first  took  my  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  Bishops  Whittingham, 
Odenheimer,  Wilmer,  Atkinson,  Payne,  Pinkney,  Kerfoot.  Talbot,  Clark- 
son  and  Smith  have  rested  from  their  labors.  *  The  last-named,  the  belov- 
ed Bishop  of  Nebraska,  was  one  for  whom  a  friendship  of  twenty  years 
had  strengthened  the  bonds  of  respect  and  affection;  and  the  venerable 
Presiding  Bishop  of  the  American  Church  was  one  for  whom  veneration 
and  love  had  been  the  cherished  feelings  of  a  life-time. 

Many  are  the  tokens  of  God's  blessing  which  bear  witness  to  Bishop 
Clarkson's  devotion  and  wisdom  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the 
Episcopate.  A  man  of  great  courage  and  patience,  of  unfailing  cheer- 
fulness and  kindly  manner,  with  unusual  gifts  as  a  missionary  leader 
and  preacher  of  the  Gospel,  and  a  most  successful  organizer  of  diocesan 
and  cathedral  work,  he  lived  to  witness  the  division  into  two  missionary 
jurisdictions  of  Dakota,  the  field  for  so  many  years  of  his  own  faithful 
and  inspiring  labors,  and  to  consecrate  his  own  beautiful  diocesan  church 
in  Omaha,  and  then  God  took  him  to  Himself,  and  he  sleeps  in  the  cathe- 
dral close.  At  his  burial  the  American  Church  mingled  tears  of  sjrmpa- 
thy  with  the  manifestations  of  sorrow  of  family  and  friends;  of  a  Diocese 
that  mourned;  and  of  a  See  City  that  loved  and  respected  him. 

Tlie  death  of  Bishop  Smith  on  Saturday,  the  last  day  of  May,  has 
closed  the  longest  Episcopate  in  the  history  of  the  American  Church. 
His  ministerial  service  extended  over  sixty-seven  years;  his  Episcopate 
ein])r;iced  a  period  of  fifty-two  years,  and  his  services  as  Presiding  Bishop 
covered  sixteen  years.  Revered  tis  a  Father  in  God,  loved  and  honore<l 
not  only  for  his  position,  l)ut  for  his  many  Christian  qualities,  his  memory 
will  1)0  cherished  ])y  the  Church  as  one  among  her  many  prized  and 
precious  trejusiires. 

Among  the  losses  of  the  American  Church,  we  may  well  note  the 
death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ewer,  of  whom  it  was  said  at  his  burial,  "that  he 
wjis  a  man  of  lar^e  and  tender  heiirt,  who  loved  the  Church  of  Jesus  and 
the  souls  of  men,  who  knew  whereof  he  approved  and  whose  wjis  always 
tiie  couiJige  of  his  convictions;  that  he  was  a  faithful  pastor  and  priest, 
diligent  in  preju^.hing  the  word  of  God,  and  in  administering  the  sjicra- 
TuenUs  of  tlie  (iospel,  keeping  the  faith  which  he  taught,  and  living  while 
here  ;us  one  w]u)se  citizensliip  is  inheaven;and  when  summoned  to  depjirt 
tliat  lie  niijiclit  go  into  his  own  country,  he  was  found  in  his  place  and 
ready,  .is  we  trust,  with  liis  loins  girded  and  his  lamp  burning." 

Within  our  own  Diocese,  during  the  ten  years,  are  memories  burdened 
with  griefs  and  sorrows  of  losses  from  our  midst  of  many  whose  piety.

devotion  and  wisdom  had  given  character  to  the  labors  and  counsels  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  includint^  the  names  of  these  devout  Priests 
of  God:  Mr.  Ruger,  of  Janesville;  Mr.  Page,  of  Jiiddwin;  Professor  Homer 
Wheeler,  for  so  many  yeara  connected  with  Iliicine  College;  Mr.  Lewis, 
of  Menomonie;  Father  Green,  of  Evansville;  Dr.  deKoven  and  Dr.  Lance. 
And  these  are  some  of  tlie  devout  men  and  women,  faithful  in  their  day 
and  generation,  who  have  fallen  asleep  since  I  began  my  work  in  the 
Diocese:  Dr.  Ritchie,  of  Beloit;  Mr.  llelfenstein  and  Dr.  McVickar,  of 
this  city;  Judge  White,  of  Whitewater;  Mr.  Henry,  of  Minenil  Point; 
Judge  Bump,  of  Black  River  FjUIs;  Mr.  Mallory,  of  Delavan; Mr. Sleight, 
of  Kenosha;  Mrs.  Wall  and  Mrs.  Eldred,of  Milwaukee;  Mrs.  Dousman,  of 
Nashotah;  Mrs.  Hull,  widow  of  the  tirst  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Mil- 
waukee; Mrs.  Jewell,  of  Star  Prairie;  Mrs.  Barstow,  of  Waukesha;  Mrs. 
HsiskeU,  of  Portage;  and  Mrs.  French,  wife  of  the  Rev.  8.  J.  French,  of 
Kenosha. 

GROWTH  IN  TKN  YEARS. 

These  ten  years  have  been  to  your  Bishop  years  of  ceaseless  work 
and  very  great  anxiety,  and  not  few  nor  inconsiderable  were  the  hinder- 
ances  w^hich  at  times  were  put  in  his  way,  and  burdens  which  wereiulded 
to  his  necessary  oares;  but  the  burdens  and  hinderances  have  been  as  a 
feather's  weight  when  put  in  the  balance  against  the  confidence,  the  in- 
terest and  the  active  sympathy  which  iUl  through  the  Diocese  have  given 
him  helpful  assurance  of  readiness  to  co-operate  in  the  Church's  work, 
and,  by  the  grace  of  God,  the  work  of  the  Diocese  hjis  prospered  and 
grown.  In  1875,  the  census  of  those  counties  of  the  State  comprising  the 
Diocese  of  Wisconsin  shows  the  Ditxjese  to  have  contained  a  population 
of  845,203;  in  1880  the  population  was  81K3,618;  and  the  estimateil  popula- 
tion at  present  is  about  92(),(X)0,  the  increiise  being  about  eight  per  cent. 
for  the  nine  years.  The  number  of  communicants  in  the  Diocese  report- 
ed in  1875  was  3,358;  in  1883,  4,780,  being  an  increase  of  about  45  percent, 
against  the  increase  in  population  of  eight  per  cent.  The  parishes  ;ind 
missions  reported  in  1875  numbered  80;  in  1H83,  108;  being  an  increase  of 
35  per  cent. 

There  have  been  built  in  the  Diocese  during  these  ten  years  thirty- 
two  churches  and  chapels  and  eleven  rectories,  and  at  Watertown,  Min- 
eral Point,  Racine,  Elkhorn,  Janesville,  Portage  and  other  places  c(msid- 
erable  improvements  have  been  made  in  Church  property,  in  interior 
decorations,  repairs  and  desirable  changes.  There  have  also  been  built  in 
this  time,  S.  John's  Home,  Milwaukee,  and  S.  Luke's  Hospital,  Chippewa 
Fidls.

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THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

The  marked  event  in  the  general  history  of  the  Amerioan  Church 
this  year  is,  of  course,  the  session  of  the  General  Convention  in  Phila- 
delphia, from  Wednesday,  October  3d,  to  Friday,  October  26th.  During 
these  weeks,  on  Sundays  and  other  occasions  when  I  could  be  absent 
from  the  meetings  of  the  Convention,  I  consecrated  a  portion  of  the 
church  yard  of  the  parish  of  S.  James  the  Less,  Philadelphia;  made  ad- 
dresses before  the  Guilds  at  S.  Timothy's,  Roxborough,  and  the  House  of 
Prayer,  Newark,  and  preiiched  in  Christ  (.hurch,  S.  Clement's,  S.  Luke's, 
Annunciation  and  Calvary  Memorial  Church,  Pliiladelphia,  and  in  S. 
Mary's,  Burlington,  N.  J.;  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Free  Church 
Association  in  Holy  Trinity  Chapel,  Philadelphia;  and  in  November 
preached  in  Mount  Calvary  and  8.  Luke's,  Baltimore;  in  the  Church  of 
the  Advent,  Boston,  and  in  8.  Mark's  Church,  before  the  "Massachusetts 
Branch  of  the  Free  Church  Association";  in  8.  Peter's,  West  Chester,  N. 
Y.;  and  in  Trinity  Church,  Hoboken. 

The  discussions  and  decisions  of  the  General  Convention  are  matters 
of  interest  to  us  all.  As  far  as  the  general  work  of  the  Church  is  con- 
cerned, the  tone  of  this  last  great  triennial  gathering  tells  of  a  prevailing 
growth  and  revived  life  all  through  our  borders,  the  result,  undoubtedly, 
of  that  awakening  spirit  of  Catholicity  which  was  met,  a  few  years  since, 
by  unreasoning  bitterness,  suspicion  and  prejudice,  but  which  has  so  far 
won  the  victory  of  truth  and  i)atience  that  earnest  and  faithful  souls 
are  to-day  doing  their  work  with  the  assurance  that  the  great  heai-t  of 
the  Church  beats  responsive  to  every  individual  manifestation  of  self- 
denying  love  and  active  zeal.  While  the  prevailing  spirit  of  the  Church 
is  full  of  encouragement  and  hope,  there  are  causes  of  grave  and  serious 
apprehensions  as  to  unfaithfulness  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  Church's 
teachers  in  regard  to  the  duties  of  building  up  the  Body  of  Christ  in  the 
most  holy  faith.  And  yet  I  believe  that  the  abnormal  and  unchurchly 
tendencies  of  rationalism,  socinian  heresies  and  human  speculations, 
which  appear  in  some  of  the  pulpits  of  the  Church,  will  certainly  wither, 
shrivel  up  and  die  in  the  warmth  of  (Catholic  ritual  and  the  glow  of 
hearts  and  lives  all  ablaze  with  the  spirit  and  work  of  the  living  Church 
striving  and  working  so  effectively  because  of  the  gre^it  Catholic  revival; 
for  there  is  a  sense  in  which  the  Church's  influence  is  to-day  greater  than 
at  any  period  in  her  history  in  this  land  as  an  influence  for  good,  because 
she  has  a  deep  and  true  realization  of  her  position  as  the  Church  of  God, 
and  hiis  recovered  and  is  using  so  much  of  her  divine  heritage  that  in  the 
troubled  period  of  the  sixteenth  century  was  put  aside,  and  lo!  these 
many  years,  has  been  lost  sight  of  and  neglected. 

THE   REVISED  rilAYER  BOOK. 

The  chief  time  and  thought  of  the  General  Convention  was  given  to 
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the  consideration  of  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Praj'er.  The  feeling  of  grateful  surprise  was  so  strong  when  the  work 
of  the  Committee  on  the  enrichment  and  flexibility  of  the  Prayer  Book 
was  made  known,  that  the  General  Convention  was  at  first  apparently 
willing  to  adopt  all  the  recommendations  of  the  committee,  and  I  think 
the  Church  would  have  approved  such  action,  if  the  ratification  could 
have  been  made  at  once.  But  time  and  discussion  and  calm  thought 
have  brought  about  this  sentiment— that  the  work  of  revision  is  by  no 
means  complete.  All  wiU  agree,  I  think,  that  in  what  has  been  done 
there  has  been  great  gain,  and  all,  or  nearly  all,  I  imagine,  are  agreed  that 
when  the  revised  Prayer  Book  is  finally  adopted,  there  will  be  many 
other  gains.  For  example,  when  the  final  work  of  revision  is  reached, 
we  may  hope  that  the  rubric  before  the  Apostles'  Creed,  which  makes 
possible  a  mutilation  of  this  Baptismal  Formula  of  Faith,  will  be  entirely 
swept  away.  For  although  the  rubric,  as  amended  by  the  Committee 
and  accepted  by  the  Convention,  gives  no  longer  any  permission  to  omit 
the  article,  "He  descended  into  Hell,"  it  would  be  far  better  to  erase  the 
rubric  altogether.  Among  tlie  present  gains,  we  may  count  the  shorten- 
ing of  the  office  for  the  Holy  Communion,  when  it  is  frequently  celebrated; 
the  abridgement,  by  rubric,  of  the  Morning  and  Evening  offices;  tlie  re- 
covery into  these  offices  of  the  full  evangelical  hymns  and  the  versides 
of  the  English  Book  at  Evening  Prayer;  the  virtual  restriction  to  the 
Communion  office  of  the  Shorter  Absolution,  the  Creed  called  the  Nicene, 
and  the  Gloria  in  Excelsis;  the  addition  to  the  calendar  of  the  Feast  of 
the  Transfiguration;  the  enlargement  of  the  number  of  selections  of 
Psaluia,  the  Penitential  office  for  Ash  We<lnesday,  the  additions  ti>  the 
Burial  office,  and  some  of  the  increased  numl)er  of  special  prayers  and 
thanksgivings.  There  is  certainly  an  improvement  in  the  right  direction 
in  the  Co^itirniation  oflice.  The  selected  lesson  and  the  development  of 
the  (^iteehctical  part  of  the  service  are  excellent  additions.  The  lesson 
carries  our  minds  back  to  Samaria  as  the  first  recorded  instance  in  Scrip- 
ture of  (\)nfirniation  and  the  catechism  is  helpful  to  the  perscms  aliout 
to  be  con  firmed,  and  instructive  to  those  witnessing  the  confirmation,  Jis 
an  example  of  the  riiurch's  system  of  training.  If  in  the  place  of  the 
rubric  suggesting  a  hymn,  the  Veiii  Creator  was  printed  so  as  to  l>e 
always  used,  and  one  or  nion^  of  the  prayers  from  the  First  Tkx>k  of 
Edward  VI,  empluisizing  more  distinctly  that  which  in  our  pnisent  st»r- 
vire  we  Jisk  with  confulence— the  office  and  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in 
(youfirmation,  then  cerUiinly  w(^  might  sill  be  led  to  realize  more  fully 
God's  great  g(H>dness  in  this  si>ecial  gift  of  grace  to  His  confirmed  chil- 
dren. Onc^  alteration  was  nuide  in  the  marriage  service  which  seeros 
v(Ty  unwise;  changing  the  expression  "commended  of  S.  Paul"  to  read 
"cornnjended  in  Holy  Scriptuns"  for  certainly  the  belief  of  the  Church 
is  strongly  expresses!  in  all  the  Christiim  centuries  that  S.  Paul  wrote  the 
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£pi8tle  to  the  Hebrews;  and  I  cannot  think  the  Church  was  called  upon 
to  make  any  concession,  at  least  to  the  doubts  of  men  who,  in  all  their 
studies  of  Holy  Scripture,  place  themselves  entirely  without  the  influence 
of  Catholic  tradition,  and  will  refer  to  this  particular  action  of  the  €ren- 
eral  Convention  as  an  expression  on  the  part  of  this  Church  of  doubt  as 
to  the  Pauline  authorship  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews.  But  a  mare 
seiious  matter  in  regard  to  the  Marriage  Service  was  the  failure  to  make 
additions  from  the  English  Prayer  Book,  clearly  and  distinctly  asserting 
the  Divine  nature  of  Holy  Matrimony,  and  setting  forth  the  sanctity  of 
marriage,  that  whenever  the  service  is  performed,  there  shall  be  a  solemn 
protest  against  the  theoi7  of  a  mere  civil  contract,  Knd  all  tho^e  who 
enter  into  the  holy  estate  of  matrimony  shall  be  warned  against  the 
wickedness  and  degradation  of  that  which  is  accepted  and  legalized  as 
divorce. 

THE  LECTIONARY. 

The  final  adoption  of  the  New  Lectionary  by  the  General  Convention 
was  an  important  and  timely  act,  and  this  new  Calendar  will,  I  think, 
commend  itself  to  the  mind  of  the  Church  as  a  valuable,  because  a  par- 
ticularly devotional,  arrangement  of  Scripture  reading.  The  Book  of 
the  Revelation  has  a  proper  place  given  it  in  the  New  Lectionary.  The 
arrangement  of  the  Apocryphal  lessons  is  much  better  than  in  the  old 
Calendar,  and  the  selections  of  Scripture  readings  for  Holy  Days,  with 
parallel  passages  from  the  Old  and  New  Testament  are  very  instructive. 

The  action  of  the  Convention  in  regard  to  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  was  wise  and  just  in  its  character. 

THE  GENERAL  MI8SIONAUY   WORK  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  general  missionary  work  of  the  Church,  as  manifested  and  ex- 
emplified in  the  division  of  Dakota,  the  consideration  of  the  foreign 
missionary  field,  the  interesting  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  the  Free  Church  Association,  the  Jewish  Mi»- 
8ion,  the  Building  Fund  Commission,  and  other  like  organizations,  was  a 
marked  feature  of  this  great  triennial  gathering  of  the  Church. 

In  any  Council  of  the  ('hureh  where  there  is  real  life,  mission  work 
must  he  prominent;  for  a  (^oimcil  of  the  Church— Diocesan  or  National 
— has  no  reason  for  existence,  if  in  all  its  action  and  legislation,  it  is  not 
regarding  and  providing  for  the  work  of  Missions:  for  mission  work  is 
that  which  God  has  given  His  Church  to  do,  and  all  legislation  that  is 
needed  and  useful,  must  have  to  do,  in  one  form  or  another,  with  the 
work  of  missions,  and  in  that  work  each  disciple  of  Christ  should  have 
pei'sonal  and  abiding  interest.  The  Church  is  God's  gift  to  us,  through 
Jesus  Christ  onr  Ix)rd,  and  because  of  that  gift,  every  baptized  member 
of  Christ's  body  is  a  debtor  to  his  Heavenly  Father- to  support  and  extend 
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that  kingdoiu.  What  one  do«s  for  the  Bupport  and  extension  of  the 
(?hiirch  of  Cbiist  is  not  s  gift  at  nlL  It  is  ■  parmemt  of  a  dAt,  mure 
aaci¥d  in  its  character  than  any  otlier  form  of  obligatton.  The  wdinair 
expenses  of  parish  and  oongregation,  or  of  the  DiocMO  the  aathorized 
mission  work  of  the  Church,  local  and  genetal— all  this  meana  fOr  the  in- 
dividual Christian  a  penonal  debt,  and  when  thia  is  paid,  than  the  diociple 
haM  a  rif^ht  to  frive  for  guod  objects  of  his  own  chfrice;  the  boUdiiiK  up  of 
the  charities  of  the  Church,  the  beautifTing  of  the  House  of  Ood(  me- 
morials, endowments,  and  in  the  maiiT  ways  whieh  are  «tpieaaioM  of  a 
loving  heart,  and  the  glad  appreciation  of  the  opportunity  to  give  fw 
Christ  and  11  is  Church. 

THE  SCHOOLS  AIO)  vnAKITIB  IN  AND  OF  THE  DIOCBBK. 

In  our  own  Diocese  the  work  of  the  year  has  been  full  of  mcooiage- 
menL  The  wfhuols  and  institutions  within  its  bounds  are  in  prosperous 
oindition.  The  year  at  Nashotah  has  been  one  of  great  satistectitm  to 
Faculty  and  students.  It  has  been  a  year  of  faithful,  boneat  study.  The 
services  in  the  oratory  of  Bishop  White  Hall,  of  a  family  or  Ubnsebcrid 
cliarac-ter,  liave  lieen  liighly  prizadbythefamily  of  student^  and  ttyGod^ 
lilessiirg  have  tended,  we  trust  to  tlie  deepening  of  spiritual  Uffe.  The 
Sf nior  f'laas  wiU,  D.  V.,  on  S.  I'eter's  Day,  take  the  well-earoed  degree  ct 
Hacbelor  of  Divinity.  The  membeis  of  the  class  will  be  greatly  mined 
by  their  conipaniuns  when  the  next  yrar  begins,  bnt  thdt  plaees  at  Na- 
sliotab,  numerically,  wit!  be  more  than  filled.  Judging  ftom  the  ap^ica- 
tioiis  already  miule,  by  the  new  Junior  class  next  Septranber.  The  work 
i>f  Ihi-  Itiiv.  Dr.  Vale,  in  reviving  interest  throughout  the  Church  and 
iiM-akcninir  7.i^al  in  tliis  Scliool  of  the  Prophets,  has  been  very  uiailted. 

At  liAriN'K  <'oLLK(iG  the  spirit  of  interest  and  devotion  is  deep  and 
(rniwirif;.  The  increase  in  Colle|{e  students  at  the  tie^nning  of  the  year 
wiiH<|iiiti!niarked,  and  the  workof  the  year  lias  been  faithfully  accnm- 
{iliHlii-il.  Till;  (rnininiar  Scliool  is  in  excellent  condition.  Arrangements 
arc  making  for  exuitiination  days  by  nieml*ers  of  the  Racine  Faculty,  in 
llie  viirimis  wi'stern  cities,  and  plans  have  lieen  determined  u)ion  for  the 
riMirNfanisMition  anil  development  of  the  Scientific  School,  which  promise 
iiiiMt  liiipplly  for  tlie  future. 

At  KKMi'Mt  llAi.i.  the  year  will  close  with  a  full  school,  and  a  record 
iif  wliich  any  institution  might  be  justly  proud,  I  cannot  imagine  a 
scboiil  hntti'i'  fitted  in  organization  and  administration  for  the  thorough 
and  rifcbt  training  of  the  children  of  the  Church,  than  this  School  under 
-  tlic  cartj  of  the  Nistcrs.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  as  near  a  perfect  system 
for  a  ('liiircli  school  as  can  lie  secured. 

]Jou  »r  r-AC  Seminaky.  at  Ocimomowoc,  is  a  home  school  affording 

lost  excellent  opportunities  foragood  and  thorongh  education,  and  by 

many  years  of  successful  work  commends  its^  to  parents  desiring 
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the  advantages  of  a  Christian  school  Commencement  Day,  on  Friday 
of  this  week,  will  complete  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  the  school  under  the 
management  of  Miss  Jones. 

The  Cathedral  School  closed  its  year  on  Thui-sday  of  last  week. 
It  has  representatives  now  at  Racine  and  Kemper  Hall,  and  the  good 
scholarship  and  thorough  discipline  of  the  school  are  manifest  in  the  stu- 
dent life  of  those  who  represent  it  in  College  and  Seminary. 

S.  Luke's  Hospital,  Racine;  S.  John's  Home,  Milwaukee,  and  S. 
Luke's  Hospital,  Chippewa  Falls,  have  been  doing  good  work  during 
the  year.  In  the  S.  John's  Home,  22  of  our  motliers  and  sisters  have 
found  the  blessings  of  a  Christian  home.  The  receipts  in  money  have 
been,  S4349.35;  the  expenditures, ^2650.31, and  the  amount  in  thetreiisury 
Easter,  1884,  $2713.68.  In  S.  Luke's  Hospital,  Racine,  care  has  been 
taken  of  all  who  applied,  and  generous  provision  made  by  the  citizens  of 
Racine  for  all  the  expenses  of  the  hospital,  30  patients  having  beeii  cared 
for  at  an  expense  of  $1100.  In  S.  Luke's  Hospital,  Chippewa  Falls,  the 
number  of  patients  has  been  about  fifty. 

The  Wisconsin  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  reports,  through  its 
secretary  the  work  of  the  year  as  foUows:  Nunil)er  of  boxes,  10;  value, 
S516.26.  The  anniversary  meeting  of  the  Auxiliary  was  held  in  Grace 
Church,  Madison,  Friday,  June  6th.  There  was  a  good  representation  of 
the  various  societies  in  the  Diocese  at  the  business  meeting  in  the  af  ter> 
noon;  and  at  the  public  service  in  the  evening,  at  which  the  report  of  the 
S€)cretary  was  read,  a  most  excdlent  imd  appropriate  sermon  on  the 
Character  of  Woman's  Work  in  the  Church,  was  preache<l  by  the  liev. 
Dr.  Conover,  of  S.  Luke's  Church,  Hacine.  Various  reports  in  connection 
with  these  charities  made  to  tlie  Hisliop,  will  be  found  in  an  appendix  to 
this  address.  In  behalf  of  all  these  excellent,  wisely  and  econoniic^illy 
administered  charities,  I  plead  most  earnestly,  seeking  to  enipliasize  that 
plain  principle  of  Holy  Scripture,  that  for  us  individually  a  blessing  can 
come,  only  as  by  our  alms  and  prayers  we  minister  individually  to  Him 
who,  in  the  persons  of  the  poor,  the  sick,  tlie  aftiicted  and  the  homeless,  is 
with  us  always, and  may  always  be  ministered  unto  by  loving  hearts  and 
willing  hands. 

cathedral. 

It  is  with  a  heart  full  of  gratitude  that  1  aimounce  tliat  the  debt  on 
the  Cathedral  is  now  reduced  to  $5,000,  and  that  with  the  pledges  whicli 
have  been  made  for  the  payment  of  this  sum  and  through  the  kindness 
of  friends  who  wiU,  1  am  convinced,  advance  the  amount  received  from 
these  pledges,  the  entire  Cathedral  debt  will  be  paid  before  the  next  All 
Saints'  Day;  and  so  I  have  an-anged  on  that  day  for  the  Dedication  feiust 
of  the  Cathedral  of  Wisconsin.  The  Consecration  will  be  deferred  until 
the  chancel  and  chapter  house  are  built,  and  all  things  are  in  a  permanent 
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and  completed  condition.  I  am  sure  that  the  Diocese  sharea  with  me  a 
hearty,  thankful  joy  at  the  consummation,  to  this  extent^  of  this  impor- 
tant work,  and  that  I  shall  have  the  sympathy  of  all  in  its  bright  prom- 
ise for  the  future.  The  Cathedral  idea  has  in  the  past  few  yeiiro  taken 
deep  root  and  made  vigorous  growth  in  the  American  Church.  Histor- 
ically an  element  of  Church  life  from  the  very  banning,  it  appeared 
new  and  strange  to  some  minds  when  Bishop  Armitage  began  his  work 
in  Milwaukea  Its  success,  however,  was  only  a  question  of  time,  for  it 
was  right  and  churchly  in  inception  and  realization,  and  that  mingling 
of  religious  devotion  and  practical  Christian  work,  which  is  the  very  in- 
spiration of  the  Cathedral  idea,  always  appeals  irresistibly  to  the  Chris- 
tian heart  Surely  it  goes  without  saying,  that  in  the  See  City  of  the 
Diocese,  which  is  also  the  commercial  metropolis  of  the  state,  the  Bishop 
is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  a  church  andclergy  house— a  clergy 
house  where  at  all  times  of  day  or  night,  at  all  seasons  of  the  year,  a 
priest  shall  be  found  ready  to  administer  to  spiritual  needs,  and  a  church 
with  open  door  forever,  and  entirely  free;  a  centrally  located,  spacious 
church,  where  in  church  or  adjoining  chapel  there  shall  be  a  daily  cele- 
bration of  the  Holy  Communion,  and  daily  offices  of  Morning  and  Even- 
ing Prayer;  where  the  full  requirements  of  the  Christian  year  in  services 
of  festival  and  fast  shall  be  always  complied  with,'  and  a  oongr^^<m  so 
organized  in  guild  and  ward  as  to  add  gladly  and  lovingly  to  the  care  of 
its  own  local  work  an  extension  of  sympathy  and  interest  for  outlying 
free  chapels  and  missions.  Such  in  character  and  active  work  is  the 
Cathedral  of  Wisconsin  with  its  clergy  house  and  schools,  its  free  church 
and  chapels,  its  growing  charities  and  missions,  and  its  faithful,  loving 
brotherhood  of  priests  and  people. 

Work  of  this  kind  in  its  character  and  to  the  extent  which  under 
different  circumstances  is  possible,  the  Church  ought  everywhere  to  Iw 
doing.  As  I  look  back  over  the  past  ten  years  and  take  into  account  not 
only  my  own  manifold  opportunities,  but  also  those  of  my  brethren  of 
the  clergy  in  the  Diocese,  I  am  burdened  with  a  growing  realization  of 
the  awful  responsibility  which,  in  this  great  and  growing  commonwealth, 
is  ours  as  ministers  of  the  Word  and  stewaixis  of  the  mysteries  of  Chrb<t. 
In  an  age  when  people  seem  to  have  lost  so  generally  the  very  idea  of  the 
vocation  of  the  man  of  Crod,  it  is  one  of  the  trials  of  a  devout  and  de- 
voted life,  to  meet  continual  proofs  of  the  misconceptions  of  the  calling 
and  the  duties  of  the  priest  and  pastor.  It  is  no  easy  task  to  withstand 
the  demand  and  pressure  of  the  world  for  the  introduction  of  earthly 
themes  into  the  pulpit  in  the  place  of  the  plain  declarations  of  the  €ros- 
pel;  and  the  consequent  substitution  of  a  self -pleasing  system  of  preach- 
ing—of that  which  tickles  the  ear  of  the  worldly  and  the  careless,  rather 
than  that  which  makes  manifest  to  sinful  and  sin-burdened  men  the 
Will  and  the  Word  of  God. 
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THS  WORK  OF  THE  GHURGII:  ITS  NEEDS  AND  HINDERANCES. 

In  eonnection  with  the  manifestation  of  Christ  in  all  our  preaching, 
Ux)  much  importance  can  not  be  given  to  the  litual  of  the  Christian  year. 
That  which  is  especially  needed  in  our  pulpits  to-day  is  entire  Imruiuny 
between  the  words  of  the  preacher  and  that  which  the  people  listen  to 
from  the  lectern  and  the  altar— the  Lessons,  the  Epistle  and  the  Gospel. 
The  system  of  doctrinal  teaching  which  is  the  necessary  condition  of 
spiritual  edification,  of  a  sound  and  healthy  gix>wth  in  the  nuiture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord,  is  that  which  is  clearly  marked  out  in  the  great 
festivals  and  fasts  of  the  Church.  It  is  teaching  and  emphasizing  tlte 
Gospel  foundations  of  the  Incarnation,  Atonement,  Resurrection  and 
Ascension,  and  the  descent  and  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  We  cannot 
g^ve  too  much  care  to  a  proper  observance  of  all  the  Church's  days  and 
seasons;  we  cannot  make  too  glorious  the  joyful  or  solemn  services  of 
the  house  of  Crod,  which  commemorate  these  great  events  in,  or  con- 
nected with,  the  Incarnate  Life.  The  world  would  rob  us  of  our  Iteii- 
tage,  and  despoil  the  King's  daughter  of  all  the  glory  of  her  divine  home 
and  lineage.  There  is  a  worldly  element  in  the  Church  which  affects  to 
despise  all  the  accessories  of  worship,  sometimes  arrays  itself  in  bitter 
hostility;  claims  that  the  wealth  and  worldly  influence  represented  in  the 
pews  shall  dictate  the  utterances  of  the  pulpit,  demanding  that  the  Priest 
and  Pastor  shall  be  lost  sight  of  in  the  popular  preacher,  and  that  passing 
events  and  popular  themes  shall  be  the  subject  of  Sunday  discouraes; 
that  all  that  is  distinctive  in  the  teachings  of  the  Word  of  God  and  of  the 
Church  of  Qod  shall  be  avoided,  and  that  as  men  go  to  listen  to  a  popular 
orator  or  lecturer,  so  when  they  go  to  Church  they  must  hear  only  that 
from  the  pulpit  which  is  pleasant  to  the  ear.  Every  Bishop  has  again 
and  again  heard  from  vestries  and  oiiicers  of  parishes  the  request  that 
in  supplying  the  vacancy  some  one  would  be  sent  whose  preaching 
would  please  the  people.  May  God  in  His  mercy  avert  from  the  Church 
this  degredation  of  the  divine  office  of  preaching!  A  teaching  Cliurch 
must  have  faithful  preachers— men  who  are  not  afraid  to  declare  the 
whole  counsel  of  God;  to  follow  in  their  plain  expositions  of  tlie  Word 
the  circlings  of  the  Christian  year,  giving  prominence  to  that  which  the 
Church  of  €rod  in  all  ages  has  testified  to  as  of  supreme  importance;  the 
Incarnation,  with  its  clear  and  manifest  teachings  on  tlie  Divinity  of  the 
Son  of  God;  the  Atonement,  with  all  its  lessons  of  comfort,  strength  and 
grace;  the  Resurrection  and  Ascension  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  and 
the  descent  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  connecting  with  these  great  facts  of  tlie 
Creed  all  that  which  is  a  logical  and  inevitable  consequence,  tlie  un- 
changeable character  of  human  responsibility,  the  assured  day  and  uni- 
versality of  judgment,  the  ceilainty  of  everlasting  reward  and  of  eternal 
punishment. 
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Tliere  is  something  appalling  in  that  unreal,  superficial,  heretical 
preactiing  which  is  forced  upon  our  attention  as  one  of  the  characteristics 
of  the  so-ciiUed  popular  religion  of  the  day;  this  profanation  of  the 
sanctity  of  the  pulpit,  this  degradation  of  place  and  word,  which  should 
be  always  sacred  because  of  the  messenger  and  message  from  God  to  His 
people,  the  depravement  of  the  pulpit  into  a  mere  show-place  of  human 
oratory  where  he  who  should  be  tlie  Lord's  prophet,  panders  to  the  selfish- 
ness and  self-indulgence  of  the  fiock  that  he  is  appointed  to  guide  and 
teach  and  influence. 

In  the  case  of  any  Clergyman  of  the  Church  who  neglects  the 
Cliurch's  system  of  teaching,  and  selects  the  subjects  of  his  sermons 
from  political  and  secular  events,  or  decides  from  mere  individual  feeling, 
there  is  very  great  danger  that  he  will  soon  pass  from  that  which  may  at 
flrst  be  colorless  as  regards  Christian  doctrine  into  open  and  avowed 
latitudinarianism— rationalism— heresy.  The  value  of  the  Church  system 
is  that  her  liturgic  worship,  her  chosen  Collects,  her  appointed  Lessons 
from  Holy  Scripture,  her  Eucharistic  reading  of  Epistle  and  Grospel,  all 
overshadowed  and  consecrated  by  her  reverent  spirit,  will,  if  con- 
scientiously adhered  to,  lead  the  preacher  into  a  right  choice  of  subjects 
and  guide  him  into  a  right  spirit  of  exposition. 

Every  departure  from  the  system  of  the  Church  is  a  loss  to  indi- 
vidujil  character,  and  a  weakening  of  belief  and  worship,  but  in  regard  to 
preaching  and  the  preacher,  it  is  the  sure  precursor  of  individualism,  and, 
it  may  be,  of  heresy.  Our  safety— the  safety  of  Priest  and  people— is  in 
living  and  working  in  the  life  and  way  of  the  Church;  and  in  no  jwrtion 
of  the  Chmvii's  noble  heritage  in  this  our  land,  is  there  a  greater  oppor- 
tunity an<l  more  pressing  necessity  for  work  than  in  our  own  Diocese. 
The  great  (Convocation  district  of  La  Crosse  is  a  vast  missionary  (ield. 
Within  a  few  years  there  has  been  a  very  rapid  material  development  in 
that  portion  of  Wisconsin.  It  will  continue  for  years;  and  while  it  is 
true  that  much  remains  to  be  done  in  the  older  and  more  settled  portions 
of  the  Diocese  and  much  ground  everywhere  to  be  occupied,  there  is  at 
tliis  time  an  especial  call  for  aggressive  missionary  work  in  the  new 
coin ni unities  of  North west^^rn  Wisconsin.  For  it  is  our  concern,  it  is 
our  ]>usiness,  tliat  men  should  come  to  the  knowledge  of  God  that,  through 
His  nien'v,  they  may  be  saved;  come  to  that  knowledge  in  the  way  that 
He  hiis  made  known  to  men  in  His  Church,  by  the  Word  preache<l 
ami  the  Sacramentis  julministereil.  For  where  the  Church  comes,  there 
Christ  is,  in  His  Word,  His  Ministers,  His  Sacraments;  and  greut  are  the 
privilege  and  blessedness  which  may  be  ours  of  sending  Christ  by  mir 
prayers  and  our  alms  into  every  city  and  place  whither  He  has  not  yet 
come.  And  yet,  by  the  sin  of  spiritual  selfishness,  any  individual  disciple 
may  lose  the  privih^^e  and  turn  tlie  blessing  into  a  burden.  The  all-im- 
portant subject  of  this  Council  is  the  consideration  of  missionary  work. 
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This  evening,  in  accordance  with  our  rule  of  order,  the  reading  of  the 
report  of  the  Deans  of  Convocation  and  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  will  bring  before  us  the  subject  of  Missions  in  relation  to  the 
work  in  the  Diocese,  its  opportunities  and  its  needs.  Let  us  bring  to  its 
consideration  warm  feelings  iind  hearty,  earnest  desires. 

May  our  annual  gathering  and  its  hours  of  conference  be  full  of  cheer 
and  encouragement,  bringing  us  near  to  each  other  in  that  it  lias  brought 
us  near  to  a  common  Master. 

From  the  Council  may  we  go  forth  stronger  to  lal)or  to  the  end,  ever 
praying  and  working  i\s  in  the  Great  Taskmaster's  eye. 

I  noted  with  pleasure  during  the  last  Lenten  season  the  increiise 
throughout  the  Diocese  of  Daily  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  and  of 
Weekly  and  Holy  Day  Communion.  Another  pleiisant  note  of  Churchly 
life  and  practice  is  in  the  increase  of  surpliceil  choira.  I  wish  sucli  choirs 
were  in  the  majority  in  the  Diocese. 

God  hasten  the  day  when  in  all  things  pertaining  to  her  life  and 
work,  the  Church  may  more  fully  realize  and  more  abundantly  manifest 
the  preciousness  of  her  divine  heritage;  flinging  open  wide  and  free  the 
portals  of  the  House  of  God,  that  all  may  feel  that  the  Church  is  the 
home  of  man,  €rod*s  free  and  gracious  Kingdom  of  Peace  and  Rest; 
keeping  well  and  truly  Festival  and  Fast;  looking  to  it  that  all  our  work 
in  and  for  the  Church,  patient,  self-denying,  unwearied,  may  testify  of 
Christ— His  the  message,  His  the  Gospel,  His  the  way— then  shall  His 
blessing  consecrate  it  all,  and  make  divinely  precious  each  offering  and 
service  of  our  love  and  life.

To  the  Trustees  of  St.  John's  Home  the  following  report  is  respect- 
fully submitted: 

In  the  history  of  the  Home  the  past  year  has  not  been  characterized 
more  than  others,  by  the  occurrence  of  any  unusual  event.  There  has 
been  no  abatement  in  the  interest  manifested  by  its  friends,  but  on  the 
contrary,  abimdjuit  evidence  to  show  that  the  more  its  claims  and  ob- 
jects have  been  made  public,  the  more  widespread  and  general  the  inter- 
est has  become,  until  its  influence  for  good  extends  throughout  the  whole 
Diocesa  We  feel  that  the  darkest  hour  in  the  history  of  this  grreat  char- 
ity hiis  passed,  and  that  the  Churchmen  and  Churchwomen  of  the  Dio- 
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cese  are  beginning  to  realize  that  it  must  be  sustained,  and  by  liberal 
donations  are  laboring  to  that  end. 

Two  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Board  of  Managers  during  the 
year;  namely,  Mrs.  Hugh  Reynolds  and  Mrs.  Charles  Place;  also,  to  fiU 
vacancies,  Mrs.  John  Mitchell,  Mrs.  Stay  nor  and  Mrs.  Ketch  um. 

Three  inmates  have  been  received:  Mrs.  Carpenter,  of  Oconomowoc, 
Mrs.  Long  and  Miss  Tallmadge  of  Milwaukee.  An  equal  number  have 
died.  Mrs.  Sarah  Ferris,  who  entered  the  Home  August  9,  1880,  died 
March  5, 1884,  aged  81.  Delia  Sharp,  who  had  been  an  inmate  for  nearly 
fourteen  years,  quietly  passed  away  on  the  20th  of  March  last,  aged  83. 
Florence  Yale  went  to  friends  June  14th,  and  has  since  died.  Mrs.  Cole 
left  some  time  during  the  year.  The  family  during  the  year  has  num- 
bered twenty-five. 

Mrs.  Bordoe,  the  matron,  gives  general  satisfaction;  is  kind  and 
thoughtful  for  the  comfort  of  the  inmates,  and  is  well  qualified  for  the 
position.  The  Rev.  Mr.  St.  George  stiU  continues  his  labor  as  chaplain, 
and  is  beloved  by  all  for  his  Christian  kindness  and  devotion. 

On  the  evening  of  February  25th  a  reception  and  pound  party  was 
held  at  the  Home,  and  liberal  donations  were  presented.  The  May  Fair 
was  not  attended  with  great  results,  no  very  great  effort  being  made  to 
that  end. 

The  interior  of  the  Home  presents  a  very  beautiful  and  attractive 
appearance,  the  ceilings  and  waUs  having  been  handsomely  decorated. 

We  congratulate  the  "Little  Girls*  Guild,"  in  Sussex,  for  the  good 
work  they  have  begun,  and  tender  them  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  inter- 
est they  have  taken  in  the  Home;  for  their  contributions  as  well  as  for 
their  recent  visit,  which  we  trust  will  be  repeated,  feeling  assured  that 
their  example  will  be  the  means  of  others  doing  likewise. 

We  are  still  indebted  to  the  "Wisconsin  Calendar"  and  city  papers  for 
the  publication  of  matters  connected  with  the  Home;  for  which  they  and 
the  physicians  who  have  kindly  cared  for  the  sick,  wiU  please  accept  our 
thanks. 

The  much-to-be-dreaded  system  of  soliciting  for  provisions  still  pre- 
vails, and  is  not  only  attended  with  great  labor  and  inconvenience,  but 
tends  to  lessen  the  zeal  and  interest  of  those  upon  whom  the  burden  falls, 
as  well  as  preventing  many  valuable  and  efficient  members  from  remain- 
ing on  the  Board.  At  a  joint  meeting  held  by  the  Trustees  and  Manag- 
ers of  the  Home,  April  30, 1883,  tlie  providers  felt  greatly  encouraged  by 
the  interest  manifested  by  the  Trustees  at  that  time.  To  you  they  now 
appeal,  feeling  confident  that  with  proper  effort  and  sacrifice  on  your 
part,  aided  by  the  exertion  of  its  many  friends,  a  sufi^cient  sum  might 
be  insured  to  provide  for  any  and  every  emergency.  You  cannot  or  do 
not  appreciate  the  immense  amount  of  labor  they  are  compelled  to  per- 
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form^  and  the  anxiety  and  trouble  it  occasions.  Not  that  we  would  dis^ 
courage  voluntary  contributions,  (which  are  always  acceptable)  but  the 
necessity  which  compels  us  to  depend  upon  this  as  a  means  of  sup- 
port, upon  travelling  from  door  to  door,  seeking  that  which  Christian 
kindness  and  benevolence  should  gladly  and  gratefully  bestow.  We  do 
not  wish  to  coni[>lain;  we  have  no  criticisms  to  maka  Whatever  duties 
are  imposed  upon  us  will  be  cheerfully  performed,  and  should  the  pres- 
ent unpleasant  system  be  retained,  we  will  relax  no  effort,  but  continue 
to  1a1x)r  with  the  same  zeal  and  energy  for  the  support,  welfare  and  hap- 
piness of  those  committed  to  our  care. 

What  a  source  of  gratification  it  would  be  to  the  managers  to  realize 
that  among  the  many  joys  and  happy  events  of  this  gladsome  Easter-tide, 
the  al)o1ition  of  this  unpleasant  and  lengthy  task  of  fifteen  years*  dura- 
tion sliould  be  added  to  the  number.  We  trust  this  will  be  made  the 
subject  of  your  immediate  and  earnest  consideration.

Of  religion  there  have  been,  Lutheran  (one  infant),  10;  Roman  Cath- 
olic (one  infant),  8;  Methodist,  3;  Episcopalian  (one  infant),  4;  Baptist,  2; 
Univeraalist,  1;  not  connected,  2,  The  expenditures  are  about  eleven 
hundred  dollars  (tiiis  is  estimated,  as  the  Hospital  year  ends  Oct  18,  St. 
Luke's  Day),  from  June  to  June.  There  is  no  indebtedness.  The  medi- 
cal and  surgicjil  service  is  gratuitous,  and  has  been  so  since  the  institu- 
tion was  first  organized.

The  Trustees  of  this  Hospital  are  Rev.  A.  Z.  Gray,  S.  T.  D.,  Rev.  J.  F. 
Conover,  D.  D.,  Rev.  A.  W.  Falk,  Ph.  D.;  Rev.  Arthur  Piper,  J.  G.  Mear 
chem,  M.  D.,  H.  B.  Munroe,  £sq.,  and  J.  G.  Meachem,  Jr.,  M.  D.,  all  of 
Bacine. 

The  work  of  this  institution  has  been  going  on  in  a  quiet  way  for 
eleven  years,  caring  for  the  sick  and  needy  in  times  of  want  and  distress. 
The  detail  work  of  this  Hospital  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  its  inmates 
is  so  complete  that  the  patients  under  its  charge  have  better  attention 
than  nine-tenths  of  the  sick  throughout  the  city  in  their  own  homes. 

The  support  has  come,  largely,  by  gifts  and  contributions  from  our 
citizens,  and  this  must  necessarily  be  the  case  year  by  year.  All  chari- 
table work  undertaken  by  willing  hands  should  receive  the  hearty  sup- 
port of  those  whom  God  has  blessed  with  riches  and  substance. 

On  May  19th,  nineteen  patients  were  admitted  of  those  who  were  in- 
j  ured  by  the  toiiiado  the  evening  before.  During  the  following  week  one 
of  the  physicians  was  in  almost  constant  attendance  at  the  Hospital.  Two 
extra  nurses  were  employed  day  and  night,  thereby  giving  to  the  suffer- 
ers every  care,  comfort  and  advantage  possible.  Kind  ladies  and  friends 
(a  list  of  the  donors  at  this  exciting  time  can  hardly  be  given)  brouglit  in 
cooked  provisions  and  delicacies,  and  gave  personal  work  in  every  avail- 
able direction.  Every  inmate  fared  well,  and  fortunately  all  recovered 
in  due  time  in  proportion  to  the  severity  of  their  respective  wounds  and 
injuries.  As  they  were  dismissed  recovered,  from  time  to  time,  the  Re- 
lief Committee  fitted  them  out  with  suitable  clothes,  both  durable  and 
comfortable. 

The  Trustees,  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bell,  wisli  to  extend  thanks  to  all 
who  have  so  generously  given  of  their  time,  means  and  substance  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  Hospital  and  to  the  care  of  the  inmates.  Personal 
mention  is  quite  impossible,  there  being  so  many  deserving  ones. 


ST.    LUKE'S    HOSPITAL,  CHIPPEWA  FALLS.

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WISCONSIN  BRANCH  OF  TUB  WOMAN'S   AUXILIABT. 

The  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  this  Diocese  was  organized 
nine  years  ago.  The  Bishop  appointed  as  the  first  officers:  Mrs.  Elisha 
Eldred,  President;  Mrs.  W.  H.  Wright^  Vice  President;  Mrs.  Joseph  Piige, 
Treasurer;  and  Mrs.  Anna  McCarter,  Secretary.  The  first  general  meel- 
ing  was  held  in  St  Paul's  Church,  Milwaukee,  in  the  summer,  of  1881, 
Bishop  Whipple,  of  Minnesota,  preaching  the  sermon.  The  annual  meet- 
ing of  "1882  was  held  in  St  James'  Church,  Milwaukee,  and  the  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Locke^  of  Chicago.  The  annual  meeting 
of  1883  was  held  in  the  Chapel  of  St  Luke's  Church,  Bachoie^  on  the  15th 
of  August.  In  the  evening  a  public  service  was  held  in  the  parish 
church,  and  a  sermon  preached  by  the  Bev.  Father  Grafton^  of  the  Church 
of  the  Advent,  Boston.  The  service  was  exceedingly  well  rendered  by 
the  surpliced  choir  of  the  parish.  The  annual  meeting  of  1884  was  hekl 
in  Gi-ace  Church,  Madison,  on  the  6th  of  Juna  Delegates  were  present 
from  Grace  Church,  Madison;  St  lAike's,  Bacine;  St  Paul's,  Watertown; 
Zion,  Oconomowoc,  Christ  Church,  JanesviUe;  the  Cathedral;  St.  Paul's 
and  St  James,'  Milwaukee;  St.  John's,  Evansville,  and  St  Matthias,' 
Waukesha.  There  were  reported  for  the  year  sixteen  boxes  prepared  and 
sent  by  the  various  societies,  at  a  value  of  $616.26.  The  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  F.  Conover,  of  St  Luke's  Church,  Bacine. 

At  the  business  meeting  in  the  afternoon  an  appeal  was  read  from 
Miss  Emery,  the  Creneral  Secretary  in  New  York,  asking  the  societieB  in 
Wisconsin  to  assist  in  the  unfinished  work  of  the  year.  In  response  to 
tills  the  delegates  present  agree<l,  as  an  immediate  work, to  send  clothing 
to  a  missionary  in  Minnesotii,  whose  house  ha^  been  burned,  and  to  make 
gannents  for  the  Oneida  Indians,  at  the  Mission  near  Green  Bay.

In  the  aftenioon  consecrated  Grace  Chapef,  South  Minneapolis, 
and  preached,  and  in  the  evening  preached  and  confirmed,  with  an  address, 
a  class  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cole,  at  All  Saints' Church,  Minneapolis. 

September  10,  Monday— Drove  this  morning  from  Minneapolis  to 
Hassan  twenty-five  miles  away,  one  of  Dr.  Knickerbacker*s  missions,  and 
ponfirmed  and  addressed  a  class  of  boys.  After  this  service  at  S.  John's, 
Hassan,  drove  to  the  station  two  miles  distant;  thence  by  cars  to  Clear- 
water, and  after  a  drive  of  nine  miles  over  tlie  prairie,  reached  Long- 
worth's,  and  confirmed  and  addressed  a  class  in  S.  Mark's  Chapel,  which 
stands  in  the  native  forest,  on  tlie  stiores  of  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
lakes  in  Minnesota,  sixty  miles  north  of  Minneapolis.  These  visitations 
were  made  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Whipple,  who  was  called  from  his 
Diocese  by  the  severe  illness  of  a  member  of  his  family.  It  was  a  great 
pleiisure  to  relieve  and  help  in  any  way  tlie  Bishop  of  MinnesoUi,  and 
tbis  pleasure  was  greatly  increased  by  the  fiict  that  these  services  were 
in  the  parish  and  missions  of  Dr.  Knickerbacker;  the  farewell  services  of 
one  who  will  carry  with  him  to  his  new  home  the  esteem  and  love  of  the 
entire  community  in  which  for  so  many  years  he  has  lived  and  labored. 

September  13,  Thursday— Attended  to-day  and  made  an  address  in 
the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Geneva,  the  pleasant  feast  of  Har- 
vest Home.  The  decorations  of  the  Church  were  exceedingly  beautiful, 
the  singing  full  and  hearty,  and  the  service,  in  all  respects,  a  bright  and 
hearty  one.  The  offertory,  which  was  very  generous,  was  for  S.  John's 
Home.  At  5:30  p.  m.,  attended  Evening  Prayer  in  the  Collegiate  Chapel 
at  Racine.  It  wjis  the  opening  day  of  the  new  term.  The  College  begins 
with  a  full  attendance. 

September  16,  Sunday,  seventeenth  after  Trinity— In  Christ  Church, 
Eaa  Claire,  preached  morning  and  evening.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Starkweather 
has  suceeded  Mr.  Skinner  in  tins  exeedingly  important  and  interesting 
work.  He  has  been  wai'uily  received  by  the  congregation,  and  is  himself 
full  of  hopefulness. 
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September  17,  Monday— In  Grace  Church,  Menomonie,  preached  and 
confirmed,  with  an  address,  a  class  of  three. 

Septenjber  18,  Tuesday— In  the  hall  used  for  mission  services  in 
KnH])i>,  reiul  service  and  preached.  Tlie  faithful  lay  reader,  Mr.  C.  F. 
Yates,  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kern,  of  Menomonie,  is  doing 
a  good  work  for  the  Church  at  this  station.  There  is  good  hope  now  that 
by  Christmas  the  church  can  be  occupied. 

September  19,  Wednesday— Visited  this  afternoon  S.  Luke's  Hospital, 
Chippewa  Falls,  and  in  the  evening  preached  in  Christ  Church. 

September  20,  Thursday— In  company  with  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Pea- 
body,  Yuudt  and  Sleight,  went  to-day  to  Rice  Lake.  In  the  evening, 
preached  in  the  mission  hidl.  The  corner  stone  of  the  new  church  was 
appointed  to  be  lai4  this  afternoon.  It  was,  however,  deferred,  owing  to 
a  heavy  and  continued  rain  storm;  but  the  next  morning,  Friday,  Sep- 
tember 21,  at  11  o'clock,  the  service  was  held  in  the  presence  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Yundt,  the  present  missionary,  of  the  Rev.  Messisi.  Peabody  and 
Sleight,  who  have  given  services  here,  and  of  a  goodly  congregation,  in- 
cluding the  teachers  and  scholars  of  the  public  school,  a  recess  having 
been  taken  to  allow  their  attendance.  The  address  was  by  the  Rev.  Mf. 
Pealx>dy.  The  morning  had  been  cloudy,  but  just  as  the  comer  stone 
wiis  laid  the  clouds  broke  away  and  the  sun  shone  brightly.  It  is  expect- 
ed that  before  Ctiristmas  the  church  building  will  be  ready  for  use. 

September  27,  Thursday— Visited  Kemper  Hall  this  afternoon,  and 
was  gratified  to  find  the  attendance  at  the  school  so  full.  In  the  evening 
pn^sided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  Racine  College,  in  the  Warden's 
n)()in,  Taylor  Hall.  The  term  opens  with  an  increase  on  last  year's  at- 
tendance. The  repaii*s  and  improvements  during  the  summer  under  the 
care  of  Mr.  Pearce,  the  Curator,  give  great  satisfaction. 

SeptemlMT  2y,  Saturday,  S.  Michael  and  All  Angels— Attended  at 
Nasliotah  the  opening  of  the  term,  and  administered  the  Holy  C-ommuu- 
it)n.  Tlie  sermon  wiis  preached  by  Canon  Richey,  of  the  Cathednil,  Fond 
dii  Lac. 

September  30,  Sunday,  nineteenth  after  Trinity— Attended  in  the 
morning  the  service  at  the  Catheilral,  and  in  the  evening  preached  at 
Christ  Church  and  confirmed  a  cliiss  of  three. 

Octol)er  3,  AVednesd ay —Attended  this  morning  in  Christ  Church, 
Pliiladelphia,  the  opening  service  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Amer- 
ican Church.  The  sermon  wiis  preached  on  this  occasion  by  the  Rt  Rev., 
the  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island.  It  was  in  all  respects  a  glorious  service,  be- 
fitting the  character  and  condition  of  the  American  Church  at  this 
Council  of  Bishops  and  deputies  assembled  at  the  close  of  our  first  centu- 
ry i\s  a  National  Church. 

October  7,  Sunday,  twentieth  after  Trinity— Preached  this  morning 
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and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  Church  of  the  Annunciation, 
Philadelphia,  of  which  the  Rev.  Dr.  Batterson  is  Rector.  It  is  a  fi*ee 
church  with  a  surpliced  choir,  and  a  singularly  devout  and  reverent  con- 
gregation; and  a  good  and  growing  work  is  engaging  the  earnestness  and 
zeal  of  pastor  and  people. 

At  4  o'clock  p.  M.,  preached  in  Christ  Church,  an  edifice  consecrated 
by  most  interesting  associations  with  the  early  history  of  the  American 
Church. 

October  10,  Wednesday— Attended  this  evening  at  S.  Timothy's,  Rox- 
borough,  an  anniversary  service  of  the  Guild  of  S.  Agnes,  and  made  a 
brief  address.  Roxborough  is  one  of  the  beautiful  suburbs  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  St.  Timothy's,  of  which  the  Rev.  R.  E.  Dennison  is  Rector,  is 
one  of  the  most  perfectly  organized  parislies  in  the  land.  There  is  a  sul>- 
stantial  stone  building  containing  rooms  for  the  Workingmen*s  Club,  a 
large  parish  building — immediately  adjoining  the  church— containing 
rooms  for  guilds,  schools,  mother's  meetings,  etc.,  and  in  the  midst  of  the 
church-yard  a  spacious  free  church,  beautiful  and  churclily  in  all  its  ar- 
rangements. The  service  on  Wednesday  evening  was  fully  choral,  the 
well-trained  surpliced  choir  preceding  the  clergy  from  the  choir  room 
through  the  cloisters  to  the  chancel.  A  large  congregation  filled  the 
church,  and  after  the  service  and  address  the  8.  Agnes  Guild  received 
their  friends  in  the  guild-room,  and  a  very  pleasant  social  gathering  was 
enjoyed  by  all  present. 

October  14,  Sunday,  twenty-first  after  Trinity— Preached  this  morn- 
ing and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  S.  Mary's  Church,  Bur- 
lington, and  in  the  afternoon  confirmed  with  an  address  a  class  of  foiu* 
persons  in  S.  Barnabas'  (chapel,  Burlington.  The  visit  to  Burlington,  with 
its  beautiful,  historic  church  jind  its  excellent  schools,  and  its  many  as- 
sociations with  sainted  and  holy  servants  of  God,  was  one  of  exceed- 
ing interest.  It  was  a  bright  autumnal  d[iy,  the  foliage  brilliant  with 
rich  and  varied  hues,  and  all  the  circumstances  of  the  services  of  this 
holy  day,  the  beauty  of  church  and  church-yard,  tiie  music,  in  the  eiirly 
morning,  of  S.  Mary's  chimes,  the  large  congregations  and  the  attendjuice 
of  tlie  children  of  the  Hall  and  College,  all  combined  to  niak^^^elightful 
a  day's  sojourn  amid  scenes  consecrated  by  the  life  and  lal^oss  of  that 
great  Bishop  upon  whose  grave — week  after  week  and  yeiir  after  year 
crowned  with  flowers,  the  tributes  of  loving  hearts — the  shallow  of  the 
cross-capped  spire  falls  with  the  sweetness  of  a  peaceful  bene<liction. 
Many  are  the  pleasant  memories  of  this  visit  to  S.  Mary's  Rectory,  the 
home  of  the  Rev,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Hills,  and  of  all  the  sacred  associations  of 
church  and  sch(K)l  in  this  quiet  old  town  of  Burlington,  so  like  a  cathe- 
dral city  of  our  mother  land,  and  so  dear  to  hundreds  in  all  parts  of  our 
own  Church. 
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Betuming  to  Philadelphia  preached  at  7:90  p.  m.  in  S.  Clement's 
Church,  where  the  evening  service  is  one  of  the  grandest  of  services,  full 
of  life,  and  inspiriting  in  the  highest  degree. 

October  15,  Monday— Attended  this  morning  a  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ctiristian  Education,  and  a  second  meeting  of  the  Committee 
Tuesday  evening,  at  which  meeting  a  report  was  agreed  upon. 

October  17,  Wednesday — Attended  this  evening  the  anniversary  serv- 
ice of  S.  Luke's  Guild  in  the  House  of  Prayer,  Newark.  After  a  glorious 
service  with  a  large  surpliced  choir  and  orchestral  accompaniment,  made 
a  brief  address  to  the  Guild.  A  number  of  guilds  of  the  House  of  Prayer 
and  other  parishes  in  Newark,  attended  the  service,  among  them  the 
Guild  of  8.  Philip  (colored).  At  the  close  of  the  service  a  reception  of  the 
guilds  was  held  in  the  rectory  adjoining  the  church. 

October  18,  Thureday— Attended  this  evening,  and  presided  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Free  Church  Association,  in  Holy  Trinity  ChapeL  Ad- 
dresses were  made  by  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  Dean  Spalding,  of  Mil- 
waukee, the  Kev.  Dr.  Knight,  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  Dr.  Shattuck,  of 
Boston.    It  was  a  very  interesting  meeting. 

October  19,  Friday— Attended  service  this  evening  and  made  an  ad- 
dress in  8.  Paul's  Church,  Chester,  Pa.  The  visit  to  this  ancient  city  was 
one  of  great  interest 

October  21,  Sunday,  twenty-second  after  Trinity — Preached  this 
morning  in  the  Church  of  8.  James'  the  Less,  Philadelphia,  and  in  the 
afternoon  consecrated  a  portion  of  the  church-yard — a  plot  of  ground 
lately  added  to  the  church-yard.  This  service  of  consecration  was  one  of 
great  beauty  and  impressiveness.  Few  grounds  and  chiu-ches  in  the  land 
are  so  beautiful  as  the  church  and  church-yard  of  8,  James.  In  the  even- 
ing preiiched  in  Calvary  Memorial  Chapel,  41st  St.,  Philadelphia.  This 
interesting  free  church  is  a  memorial  to  Bishop  White.  Built  originally 
on  Front  St.,  near  the  Delaware  River,  the  necessity  for  its  removal  beiug 
apparent,  it  wjis  taken  down  stone  by  stone  and  replaced  without  any 
change  of  appearance.  It  is  a  beautiful  church— the  first  free  church  in 
the  limits  of  the  old  city  of  Phihidelphia — and  soon  the  excellent  choir  of 
men  and  boys  is  to  be  vested  in  surplicas.  The  eiirnestuess  and  devotion 
of  the  Kev.  Mr.  Hutchinson,  the  faithful  Pastor  of  this  cluuch,  are  wor- 
thy of  commendation;  imd  very  marked  is  the  zeiU  of  the  good  people 
worshipping  in  this  church. 

October  2*),  Friday— Attended  this  evening  the  closing  service  of  the 
General  Convention,  held  in  Trinity  Church.  The  pastoral  of  the  Bish- 
ops wa.s  rejid  by  the  Bishop  of  Centnil  New  York,  and  the  blessing  pro- 
nounced by  the  Bishop  of  Delaware.  Had  been  in  regular  and  constant 
attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  House  of  Bishops  since  the  third  day 
of  October. 
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October  28,  Sunday,  twenty-third  after  Trinity— Preached  morning 
and  evening  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Hoboken. 

October  31,  Wednesday— Preached  this  evening  in  Mt.  Calvary 
Church,  Baltimore. 

November  1,  Thursday,  All  Saints'  Day— Celebrated  this  morning  in 
Mt.  Calvary  Church,  and  at  10:30  made  a  brief  address  in  8.  Luke's 
Church.  Visited  during  the  day  S.  Mary's  Chapel,  the  home  and  work 
of  the  AU  Saints'  Sisters,  and  S.  Luke's  parochiiil  schools.  I  was  obliged 
to  leave  Baltimore  Thursday  evening,  but  shall  retain  tlie  pleasantest 
memories  of  this  brief  visit,  the  kind  hospitality  of  the  clergy  house,  the 
many  tokens  of  earnest,  faithful  work  in  the  parishes  I  was  able  to  visit, 
and  the  pleasant  social  reunion. 

November  4,  Sunday,  twenty-fourth  after  Trinity— Preached  this 
morning  in  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Boston,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.  In  the  afternoon  preached  in  S.  Mark's  Church  before  the 
Massachusetts  Branch  of  the  Free  Church  Association. 

November  5,  Monday— Attended  this  morning  in  the  Church  rooms, 
Boston,  a  meeting  of  the  Clerical  Association.  A  paper  was  read  by  the 
Bev.  Dr.  Courtney.  In  the  afternoon,  at  the  same  place,  attended  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Free  Church  Association. 

November  9,  Friday— This  evening  in  the  chapel  of  Fort  Schuyler, 
Westdiester  Co.,  N.  Y.,  made  a  brief  address  and  baptized  three  children. 

November  11,  Sunday,  twenty-fifth  after  Trinity— At  S.  Peter's, 
Westcliester,  preached  in  the  morning.  Very  beautifid  and  restful  are 
all  the  surroundings  of  this  venerable  parish,  the  pleiisant,- hospitable 
rectory,  and  the  noble  church,  with  church-yard  and  chapel. 

November  18,  Sunday,  twenty-sixth  after  Trinity— Presiched  this 
afternoon  in  S.  Luke's  Church,  Philadelphia,  and  in  the  evening  in  S. 
Clement's. 

November  23,  Friday,  S.  Clement's  Day— Attended  this  evening  in  8. 
Clement's  Church,  Philadelphia,  the  guild  festival  of  the  parish.  It  was 
a  very  grand  service,  and  the  activity  of  the  parish  as  indiciited  by  the 
number  of  the  organizations  and  the  large  membei-ship,  is  most  gratify- 
ing and  encouraging  to  all  lovers  of  Church  work.  An  appropriate  and 
eloquent  sermon  Was  preached  by  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee. 

November  25,  Sunday  before  Advent— Spent  this  Sunday  in  the  par- 
ish of  S.  Timothy,  Boxboroiigh.  Celebrated  at  the  9  o'clock  service,  and 
in  the  afternoon  visited  the  various  rooms  of  the  Sunday  school  and  made 
a  brief  address  at  the  close  of  Evening  Prayer.  In  the  evening  attended 
in  tlie  Church  of  the  Incarnation,  Phihulelphia,  the  fiftieth  annivei-sary 
of  the  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society.  The  report  of  the  Society 
was  read  by  the  Hon.  John  Welsh.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the 
Bishop  of  t^  Diocese. 
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November  26,  Monday— On  this  day  left  Philadelphia  for  Wisconsin, 
reaching  Milwaukee  Wednesday  morning.  The  kindness  and  hospitality 
of  friends  at  the  East  during  the  two  months'  sojourn,  can  never  be  for- 
gotten. Very  many  and  warmly  cherished  are  the  memories  of  tliis  visit, 
and  very  thankfully  remembered  are  the  expressions,  verbal  and  substan- 
tial, of  interest  and  sympathy  in  the  Church's^  work.  Read  prayers  tliis 
evening  in  the  Cathedral  Chapel. 

November  29,  Thanksgiving  Day— Preached  this  morning  in  S.  Peter's 
Chapel,  Kemper  Hall,  at  the  10:30  o'clock  service,  and  spent  the  day  at 
the  Hall.  The  school  is  in  a  most  encouraging  condition,  and  the  day  was 
in  all  respects  a  delightful  one. 

November  30,  Friday,  Feast  of  S.  Andrew— Celebrated  at  tlie  early 
service  in  the  Cathedral  Chapel. 

Addressed  a  pastoral  on  the  Infirm  Clergy  Fund 

To  THE  Clergy  and  Congregations  of  the  Diocese: 

Beloved  in  the  Lord:— The  Christmas  season,  with  all  its  l)eneficence  and 
benedictions,  comes  again  to  make  brighter  and  better  human  hearts  and 
homes.

December  9,  Sunday,  second  in  Advent— ^Held  a  brief  service  of  dedica- 
tion, preached,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  Kemper  Church, 
Darlington.  At  Evening  Prayer  gave  a  brief  account  of  the  Greneral 
Convention.  The  faithful  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Green  and  his  devoted 
parishioners  cannot  be  too  warmly  commended.  It  was  a  blessed  reward 
of  years  of  toil  to  gather  together  upon  that  bright  Sunday  morning,  in 
the  church  which  they  had  builded  to  God's  honor,  to  sing  His  praises  and 
worship  Him.

Yates,  the  lay  reader,  being  a  most  faithful  and  active  worker  for  the 
Church.  Mr.  Yates  is  pushing  the  work  of  church  building  toycompletion. 
Much  interest  is  manifested  in  town  by  citizens  generally,  especially  by 
Mr.  Hall,  president  of  the  Hall  and  Dann  Manufacturing  Co.  A  very 
successful  Bazaar  on  December  19  and  20  netted  for  the  church  building 
fund  $215.00. 

December  20,  Thursday— Preached  this  evening  in  Grace  Church, 
Menomonie.  A  late  effort  here  in  raising  funds  to  pay  the  parsonage 
debt  was  so  successful  that  it  is  hoped  at  Easter,  or  early  in  the  summer, 
to  provide  for  the  balance. 

December  21,  Friday,  S.  Thomas*  Day— Preached  this  evening  in  S. 
Alban's  Church,  Black  River  Falls. 

December  23,  Sunday,  fourth  in  Advent— Celebrated  this  morning  at 
the  early  service  in  Christ  Church,  Eau  Claire.  Preached  at  the  second 
service.  Very  many  and  great  are  the  tokens  of  vigorous  growth  in  this 
parish.  Within  six  months  a  large  amount  has  been  expended  for  need- 
ed improvements  and  the  payment  of  debts,  $1200.  being  added  to  the 
fund  by  the  Advent  fair.  On  the  second  Sunday  in  Advent  the  surpliced 
choir,  numbering  twenty-two,  wtis  introduced,  and  the  music  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  TMshop's  visitation  was  excellent.  The  choir  was  trained  by, 
and  is  under  the  direction  of,  Mr.  Wm.  Squires,  a  thorough  organist  and 
most  erticient  lejwler.  Sunday  and  Holyday  Communion  is  the  order  of 
the  parish,  and  there  are  many  blessed  manifestations  o^ spiritual  life  and 
growth.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Starkweather  finds  willing  workers  in  all  depart' 
ments  and  parochial  life  and  strength  are  developing  in  a  wonderful  man- 
ner. 

Went  in  the  afternoon  to  Chippewa  Falls,  and  in  the  evening  preach  eti 
in  Christ  Church.  The  work  goes  on  increasingly  here.  During  the 
summer  and  autumn  much  work  hiis  been  done  at  the  Hospital,  and  ev- 
erytliing  is  now  in  very  perfect  order  for  the  reception  of  patients.  Much 
has  yet  to  be  done  to  complete  the  exterior  of  the  building,  but  a  great 
and  very  blessed  work  hjis  been  accomplished. 

December  25,  Christrntis  Day— Preached  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion  at  tlie  second  service  in  the  Cathedral,  and  at  five  o'clock 
read  Evening  Prayer. 

December  20,  S.  Stephen's  Day— Celebrated  at  the  early  service  in  the 
Cathedral  Chapel,  and  at  7:30  p.  m.,  attended  the  children's  Christmas  fes- 
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tival  at  8.  Luke*s»  Bay  View,  made  an  address  and  distributed  the  gifts 
to  the  children. 

In  the  afternoon  married  in  the  Cathedral  Chapel,  Wm.  Gaskiiis,  Jr., 
and  Ellen  Edwards,  of  Kockford,  Ills. 

December  27,  S.  John's  Day— Attended  this  evening  in  the  Cathedral 
Hall  the  Christmas  festivid  of  the  Cathedral  Sunday  school,  and  made  a 
brief  address  to  the  children. 

December  28,  Innocents'  Day— Attended  this  evening  at  8.  Edmond's 
Chat>el,  North  Milwaukee,  the  children's  Christmas  service.  Catecliized 
the  children  and  gave  them  their  presents  as  they  were  called  to  tlie 
chancel  by  Mr.  Thomas,  the  superintendent  of  the  school. 

December  29,  Saturday— Was  present  this  afternoon  in  Cathedrsd 
Hall  at  the  Chiistmas  festival  of  the  sewing  school.  Tlie  singing  of  the 
children  was  excellent,  and  the  whole  appearance  and  condition  of  the 
school  shows  what  a  thoroughly  good  work  is  being  done,  not  only  in 
teaching  the  children  to  sew  and  knit,  but  also  in  giving  these  little  ones 
the  inestimable  privileges  of  Chiistian  nurture.

Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac.  At  noon  was  present  in  the  Chapel  at  another 
of  the  excellent  addresses  of  the  Bev.  Mr.  Gold. 

January  13,  Sunday,  first  after  Epiphany — Celebrated  at  the  early  ser- 
vice in  the  Kemper  Hall  Chapel,  Kenosha,  and  preached  at  the  second 
service  at  10:30  a.  m.  At  4  p.  m.  preached  in  the  parish  church.  Spent 
the  evening  pleasantly  with  the  household  of  Kemper  HalL  Many  favor- 
ite hymns  were  sung  during  the  evening,  and  at  its  close  the  Grioria  in 
Excelsis  was  chanted  and  the  blessing  was  pronounced.

Tije  reverend  Clergy  are  affectionately  urged  to  cherish  and  manifest 
an  abiding  interest  in  the  cause  of  missions,  and  to  endeavor  to  awaken 
a  warm  feeling  in  the  minds  of  the  people  committed  to  their  charge; 
and  the  faithful  laity  are  entreated  to  "forget  not  to  do  good  and  to  dis- 
tribute, for  with  such  sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased."

January  27,  Sunday,  third  after  Epiphany— Confirmed  this  morning, 
with  an  address,  a  class  of  sixteen  at  8.  John*s  Church,  Milwaukee,  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Throop.    Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

January  29,  Tuesday— Addressed  a  Lenten  pastoral  to  the  Clergy  and 
Congregations  of  the  Diocese: 

My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity:— '^h^  last  Wed- 
nesday in  Kebruary  is  the  beginning  of  the  Lenten  season;  blessed  in  all 
that  it  is  to  us,  and  in  all  that  it  does  for  us.  We  cannot,  surely,  over- 
estimate the  g:i*aciousnes8  of  such  a  season,  which  comes  to  us  freighted 
with  the  penitential  devotions  of  all  the  ages  of  the  Christian  Church; 
inciting  us  to  prayer  and  self-examination,  more  earnest  and  thorough 
than  ordinarily  is  our  use:— giving  abundant  opportunity  for  all  good 
works,  that  have  in  them  aught  of  self-denial  or  self-sacrifice:  and  by  the 
very  atmosphere  it  creates,  developing  deeper  spirituality  in  every  earnest 
soul.  The  Lenten  season  derives  its  sacred  character  from  tliat  great  and 
momentous  event  on  Calvary,  which  was  but  the  consummation  of  a 
life-long  sacrifice— the  natural  consummation  of  an  entire  life  of  self- 
devotion. 

The  lesson  which  the  Lenten  season  repeats  and  emphasizes,  year 
after  year,  is  that  the  life  of  the  disciple  must  be  a  crucified  life:  that  the 
world's  estimate  of  it  is  literally  true,  it  is  an  unnatural  life;  it  is  not  of 
nature— it  is  the  fruit  of  grace.  The  world  has  no  power  in  its  forms  of 
civilization  or  education  to  produce  such  a  life.  We  may  strive  in  our 
self-indulgent  moods  of  thought  and  living  to  weaken  the  force  of  the 
Divine  Example,  but  if  there  be  one  comprehensive  truth  in  the  gospel 
of  God's  love,  it  is  that  we  must,  day  by  day,  bear  the  Cross  of  Jesus  in 
our  hearts  and  lives,  if  we  would  come  to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth  as  it 
is  in  Jesus,  and  grow  into  the  likeness  of  the  Perfect  Man.  There  is  a 
knowledge  of  God's  will  and  ways  which  we  can  attain  unto  only  by  that 
more  perfect  knowledge  of  our  own  hearts,  which  is  the  result  of  self- 
examination  and  self-denial.  There  are  attainments  in  divine  knowl- 
edge, as  well  as  in  holy  work,  which  are  reached  only  by  prayer  and 
fasting.    The  Lenten  season  comes  to  help  us  in  these  attainments. 

Let  there  be  in  every  parish  and  mission  an  increase,  as  marked  as 
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possible,  in  devotions  and  meditations;  let  arrangements  be  made  for 
Lenten  lectures,  services  and  Bible  readings;  and  let  all  instnictions  be 
clear  and  faithful  expositions  of  the  word  of  God,  distinct  avowals  of  the 
Faith  once  for  all  delivered  to  the  saints. 

Let  there  be,  also,  more  frequent  commemorations  of  the  Saviour's 
death,  the  solemn  showing  forth  of  the  Sacrifice  of  Clirist  for  the  sins  of 
men.  It  was  from  the  uplifted  Cross  that  the  Saviour  foretold  that  He 
would  draw  all  men  unto  Himself,  and  in  the  Sacrament  of  t^e  Altar 
there  is  the  abiding  presence  of  the  Atonement  in  the  Church  on  earth. 
In  that  great  central  act  of  Christian  worship — in  that  it  is  both  a  Sacri- 
fice and  a  Communion— we  consecrate  anew,  in  each  faithful  reception, 
our  devotion  to  God  and  our  love  to  man. 

In  all  matters  of  personal  duty  and  discipline  each  baptised  member 
of  the  Church  who  has  come  to  years  of  discretion  should  have  definite 
rules  for  prayer,  fasting,  attendance  upon  services,  readings  and  medita- 
tion, self-denials  and  almsgiving. 

The  age  we  live  in  is  one  of  extravagance  and  self-indtilgence,  of 
loose  thinking  and  of  loose  living,  and  Christian  people  are  in  great  dan- 
ger of  being  beguiled  into  concessions  to,  and  compromise  with  the 
world.  Many  avowed  Christian  teachers  are  giving  up,  one  by  one,  every 
article  of  the  Christian  faith,  and  many  avowed  Christian  disciples  seem 
satisfied  to  have  it  so.  All  about  us  we  see  tokens  of  the  spirit  of  the  in- 
tellectual, luxurious  paganism  of  the  Roman  Empire;  we  see  its  wealth, 
cultivation,  sneering  scepticism,  self-indulgence  and  selfishness.  The 
present  life  to  those  who  value  it  alx)ve  all  things  is  made  soft  and  smooth 
and  easy.  The  very  idea  of  voluntary  self-restraint  and  self-denial  is 
scouted.  Persons  do  and  believe  what  they  like  to,  and  by  many  the 
gladly  welcomed  guide  is  the  one  who  preaches  pleasant  things,  who  de- 
rides the  idea  of  personal  accountability,  who  says  there  is  no  certain 
faith  and  no  superniitunil  rule  of  duty. 

In  all  that  pertains  to  faith  and  living,  we  shall  be  greatly  aided  if  we 
use  conscientiously  during  Lent  the  helps  whicli  the  Church  affords  us. 
.Separation  from  the  world,  a  submissive,  receptive  spirit  sis  regjirds  the 
truth,  a  ready  mind  in  all  that  ptn-tains  to  the  active  duties  of  the  Chris- 
tian disciplesliip,  the  daily  crucifixion  of  the  will,  these  are  our  needs, 
and  these  we  may  learn  in  the  practice  of  self-sacrifice  and  self-renunci- 
ation; looking  unto  "that  worn  and  waste<i  figure  of  the  Man  of  Sorrows, 
Who,  hanging  on  tlie  tree  of  shame,  preaches  to  us,  as  from  the  cluiir  of 
a  master"  the  one  way  of  approach  to  God.

March  8,  Saturday— Engaged  a  portion  of  Friday  and  Saturday  at  the 
Diocesan  Office  with  the  examination  of  Mr.  David  Laseron,  who  came 
from  the  English  Congregational  ministry  into  the  communion  of  the 
Church.  Mr.  Laseron  has  passed  his  season  of  preparation  at  Christ 
Church  rectory,  Milwaukee,  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Bev. 
Creorge  Thorpe. 

March  9,  Sunday,  second  in  Lent— This  morning  in  the  Cathedral  or- 
dained Mr.  Laseron  to  the  Diaconate.  It  was  a  bright  winter's  day,  a 
pleasant  remembrance  in  connection  with  the  ordination,  and  the  service 
was  a  bright  and  pleasant  one.  The  sermon,  one  of  great  power,  was 
preached  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Dumbell,  of  8.  James'  Church,  Milwaukee.  In 
his  address  to  the  brother  to  be  ordained,  the  preacher  made  reference  to 
their  unity  now  in  faith  as  well  as  in  nationality.

Mr.  Thorpe,  of  Christ  Church, 
were  present    Preached  in  the  Cathedral  in  the  evening. 

March  10,  Monday— Preached  this  evening  in  the  mission  hall,  Bur- 
lington, and  after  service  conferred  with  the  members  of  the  mission  in 
regard  to  the  work  of  the  Church.

Mr.  Kerfoot,  of  Lake  Geneva, 
to-day,  at  Springfield,  and  drove  with  him  in  the  afternoon  to  Mr.  Gillett's 
and  confirmed  Mrs.  Hall.  In  the  evening  preached  in  S.  John's  Church, 
Springfield,  and  confirmed  a  class  of  three  persons  prepared  by  Prof.  Hind- 
ley,  of  Bacine  College,  who,  as  lay  reader,  gives  services  at  this  mission. 
He  read  the  sermon  at  this  seiTice  and  presented  the  class  for  confirma- 
tion. 
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March  13,  Thursday— Administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  a  sick- 
room in  Geneva  this  morning,  and  in  the  evening  preached  in  the  chapel 
and  confirmed  three  persons. 

March  14,  Friday— At  3  o'clock  this  afternoon  preached  in  S.  John's 
Church,  Elkhom,  and  confirmed  with  an  address  a  class  of  three  persons. 
The  service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Holmes,  of  Delavan,  who  officiates 
in  Elkhom  each  Sunday  afternoon.  In  the  evening  preached  in  Christ 
Church,  Delavan,  and  confirmed  twa 

March  15,  Saturday— Called  this  morning  upon  some  sick  members 
of  the  Church  in  Delavan,  and  later  went  by  train,  via  Clinton  Junction, 
to  Sharon.  Made  some  calls  in  the  afternoon  and  in  the  evening  met  a 
number  of  Church  people  at  the  "Deaconry,"  the  residence  of  Mr.  Brig- 
ham  adjoining  the  chapel. 

March  16,  Sunday,  third  in  Lent— This  morning  in  S.  Mary's  Chapel, 
Sharon,  catechized  the  children  of  the  Sunday  school,  preached  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  evening  preached  by  invitation 
of  the  pastor  in  the  Congregational  house  of  worship,  on  the  subject  of 
Lent.

March  18,  Tuesday— Made  a  few  calls  in  Beloit  this  morning,  and 
came  by  the  3  r.  m.  train  to  Evansville,  and  in  the  evening  preached  in  S. 
John's  Cliurch  and  confirmed  one  person.  The  rectory  which  Ls  now 
building  in  this  parish,  a  most  excellent  and  convenient  house  on  a  lot 
adjoining  the  church,  will  be  ready  for  the  service  of  benediction  at  the 
time  of  the  convocation  appointed  to  meet  in  Evansville  April  29th  and 
May  2d. 

March  19,  Wednesday— Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  in  8.  John's 
Ciiurch  at  10  o'clock.  In  the  Mission  Hidl,  Brodhead,  7:30  P.  m.,  catechiz- 
ed the  Sunday  school  and  confirmed,  with  an  address,  a  class  of  four 
persons. 

March  20,  Thui-sday- Administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  the 
Mission  Hall,  Brodhead,  tliis  morning  at  nine  o'clock,  and  in  the  evening 
preiiched  in  Trinity  Church,  Monroe. 

March  21,  Friday— Administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  Trinity 
Church,  Monroe,  and  after  service  conferred  with  the  communicants  in 
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regurd  to  Church  services.  Went  by  freight  train  to  Darlington,  and  at 
6:30  p.  M.,  preached  in  Kemper  Church,  and  confirmed,  with  a  few  words 
of  advice,  two  of  the  children  of  the  Sunday  school.  After  service  went 
by  the  night  train  to  Platteville,  in  order  to  reach  Lanc^ister  for  Sunday. 

March  23,  Sunday,  fourth  in  Lent— l*reached  this  morning  in  Em- 
manuel Church,  Lancaster.  Confirmed  one,  and  administerefl  the  Holy 
Communion.  Preached  in  the  evening  and  after  service  met  the  vestry 
in  order  to  confer  in  regard  to  calling  a  rector. 

March  24,  Monday— In  Trinity  Church,  Platteville,  at  7:30  p.  m., 
preached  and  confirmed  with  an  address  a  class  of  nine. 

March  26,  Tuesday— Preached  this  evening  in  Trinity  Church,  Min- 
eral Point,  and  confirmed  with  an  address  a  class  of  seven.

Mission  at  Hazel  Green.

Mr.  Knowlton,  to  Hazel  Green ;  the  roads  a  portion  of  the  way  were  very 
heavy.  Service  at  11  o'clock.  One  person  confirmed.  Returned  to  Gale- 
na in  time  for  the  Lenten  service  at  4:30  p.  M.,  and  made  a  brief  address. 
Mr.  Knowlton  cares  for  this  mission,  giving  such  services  as  he  can  in 
addition  to  his  own  parish  and  mission  duties.  At  as  early  a  date  as 
possible  it  is  desirable  to  place  a  missionary  at  Hazel  Green  for  that  mis- 
sion and  parts  adjacent.  The  visitation  in  southwestern  Wisconsin  has 
been  a  very  pleasant  onft.  The  weather  was  springlike,  •*The  winter  is 
past,  the  flowers  appear  on  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  the  time  of  singing 
birds  is  come.**  In  the  parishes  and  missions  there  is  a  good  spirit,  and 
all  things  betoken  a  good  Lent  well  kept. 

March  30,  Sunday,  fifth  in  Lent — At  Zion  Church,  Oconomowoc.  Cat- 
echized the  children  of  the  Sunday  school  at  10  A.  m.,  listening  with  great 
pleasure  to  their  prompt  and  correct  answers.  At  11  o'clock  preached 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  at  7 :30  in  the  evening  preached 
and  confirmed  a  class  of  eight.  The  tone  of  the  parish  is  admirable, 
and  the  faithful  work  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kemper  is  appreciated  by  the  peo- 
ple, who  heartily  co-operate  in  all  good  endeavors. 

March  31,  Monday— Preached  this  evening  in  S.  Paul's  Church,  Wa- 
tei'town,  and  confirmed  with  an  address  a  class  of  four.  At  the  close  of 
the  service  the  report  of  the  coniinittee  on  the  parsonage  fund  and  build- 
ing was  read,  which  showed  an  excellent  beginning  for  this  good  work, 
and  a  few  words  of  commendation  and  encouragement  were  spoken  by 
the  Bishop.

In  the  evening  in  S.  Paul'a  Church,  Columbua,  preached  and  oonAnn- 
ed  one  peraon.  Evening  Prayer  Wiaa  read  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Burleaon,  and 
the  rauaic  of  the  aervice  waa  effectively  rendered. 

April  2,  Wedneaday—At  10:30  a.  m.  in  the  Union  Chapel,  Doyleatown, 
adminiatered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  in  the  evening  preached  in  &

Al^ril  5,  Saturday-^-Thia  morning  had  an  early  eelebnition  in  the 
church  at  Beaver  Dain,  and  in  the  afternoon  c(Aifirmed  at  their  homeain 
Milwaukee,  two  aick  peraona,  membera  of  the  Cathedral  congregaticHL 

April  6,  Palm  Sunday— Preached  thia  morning  in  8.  Paul'a  Church. 
Milwaukee;  confirmed  with  an  addreaa  a  claaa  of  aeven;  adminiatered  the 
Holy  Communion. 

April  1,  Monday— Thia  afternoon  confirmed  in  Racine  College  chapel 
nine  boya.  Bishop  McLaren  confirming  aix.  Made  a  brief  addreaa  to  the 
class. 

April  8,  Tueaday—In  the  chapel  of  Kemper  Hall,  Kenosha,  thia  aftar- 
noon  at  4  p.  m.  confirmed  with  an  address  a  claaa  of  aeven.  The  HaU  now 
numbers  sixty  pupils.    Preached  in  the  evening  in  the  parish  church. 

April  9,  Wednesday— Confirmed  this  afternoon  at  Taylor  Orphan 
Asylum  three  children,  the  service  being  read  by  the  Bev.  Frot,  Bigdow 
of  the  College,  who  is  now  chaplain  of  the  Asylum. 

In  the  evening  preached  in  the  parish  church,  S.  Luke's,  and  con- 
finned  with  an  address  a  class  of  eleven.

April  10,  Thursday— Confirmed  this  evening  with  address  a  class  of 
four  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Racine.    The  Bev.  Mr.  Piper  read  the  service.

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and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  attended  in 
the  Cathedral  a  meet  interesting  festival  of  the  Sunday  schools  of  the 
Cathedral  and  its  city  missions,  and  in  the  evening  preached  in  S.  Peter's 
Churchy  Greenfield. 

April  14,  Monday— Preached  in  S.  Luke's,  Bay  View,  this  evening, 
and  confirmed  with  an  address  a  class  of  seven.

April  18,  Friday— A  very  delightful  service  this  evening  at  S.  Ed- 
mond's;  the  chapel  bright  and  pleasant  with  Easter  fiowers.  Preached 
and  confirmed  with  an  address  four. 

April  20,  Sunday,  first  after  Easter— Administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion at  the  mid-day  service  in  the  Cathedral. 

April  27,  Sunday,  second  after  Easter— Preached  this  morning  in 
Trinity  Church,  Janesville,  and  confirmed  with  an  address  seven,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  service 
met  the  children  of  the  Sunday  school  and  catechized  them.  In  the  even- 
ing preached  at  Christ  Church,  and  confirmed  with  an  address  ten.

April  29,  Tuesday— Attended  in  S.  John's  Church,  Evansville,  the 
first  service  of  the  Madison  Easter  Convocation.  The  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Bev.  Fayette  Durlin,  of  Grace  Church,  Madison.  The 
Convocation  continued  in  session  through  Tuesday  evening.  Celebrated 
on  Wednesday  and  Th  ursday  mornings.  Sermons  were  preached  on  these 
days  by  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Pulford  and  Cowdrey;  a  paper  on  the  envelope 
sjTstem  read  by  the  Bev.  Charles  Holmes,  of  Delavan,  and  a  paper  on  rec- 
tories, read  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Beigart,  of  Beloit  At  the  missionary  meeting 
on  Wednesday  evening  addresses  were  made  by  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Holmes 
and  Chase  and  the  Bishop.  The  business  meetings  were  interesting,  and 
especially  the  consideration  of  mission  work  in  the  district,  greatly  helped 
by  the  study  of  the  map  prepared  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Pulford,  who  accom- 
panied his  explanation  of  the  map  by  an  interesting  statistical  account 
of  Church  growth  in  the  district.  Directly  following  the  Thursday  even- 
ing service,  at  which  Mr.  Beigart's  paper  on  rectories  was  read,  the  Office 
for  the  Benediction  of  a  Bectory  was  used  in  the  new  rectory,  and  a 
most  delightful  reception  followed.  This  reception,  which  was  largely 
attended,  a  number  of  Church  people  from  Brodhead  being  present,  and 
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enlivened  by  some  excellent  music,  brought  to  a  close  this  most  interest- 
ing Convocation.

The  parish  at  Evansville  is  to  be  congratu- 
lated upon  the  zeal  and  earnestness  of  its  rector,  who  is  continuing  so 
effectively  and  earnestly  the  good  work  of  Father  Green. 

Went  by  midnight  train  to  Beloit,  and  thence,  in  the  early  morning, 
to  Milwaukee. 

May  4,  Sunday,  third  after  Easter— Passed  the  day  with  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Adams  at  his  missions.  At  Delafield  in  the  morning  preached,  confirmed 
with  an  address  seven,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The 
visit  to  this  beautiful  church  was,  as  it  always  is,  a  most  pleasant  one, 
and  a  promise  was  given  of  a  visit  next  autumn,  when  the  parish  school- 
house  is  restored  and  ready  for  occupancy.  In  the  afternoon  at  Pine 
Lake  preached  and  confirmed  with  an  address  a  class  of  sixteen,  and  from 
Pine  Lake  drove  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burleson  to  the  rectory  at  Sussex, 
and  in  the  evening  preached  in  S.  Alban's  Church  and  confirmed  three. 
After  service  a  number  of  the  parishioners  came  to  the  rectory. 

May  6,  Tuesday — Went  by  evening  train  from  Milwaukee  to  Wau- 
kesha to  attend  the  Milwaukee  Convocation.  Met  on  the  train  Pere 
llyaeinthe,  whose  engagements  at  Madison  prevented  his  acceptance  of 
an  invitation  to  be  present  at  some  of  the  meetings  of  convocation.  He 
sent  to  the  members  of  the  convocation  the  expression  of  his  regard  and 
interest.  The  convocation  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Dum- 
bell,  of  8.  James'  Church,  Milwaukee.  The  services  of  convocation  were 
continued  tli rough  two  days,  and  were  marked  in  this  respect,  that  each 
appointment  was  lilled  by  tlie  brother  appointed,  and  with  the  subject 
assigned,  avoiding  the  necessity  of  any  substitute  or  change  of  programme. 
On  Wednesday  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gray,  Warden  of  Riicine  College,  preached 
in  the  morning.  In  tlie  afternoon  there  was  a  conference  on  parish 
guilds,  the  subject  being  introduced  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spalding,  Dean  of 
the  Cathedral,  and  a  sermon  in  the  evening  by  Dr.  Elniendorf,  of  Riicine 
College. 

On  Wednesday  morning  the  Holy  Communion  followed  the  ten 
o'clock  service.  On  Thursday  morning  there  was  early  celebration,  at 
ten  o'clock  Morning  Prayer  and  a  paper  on  Church  music,  by  the  liev. 
Mr.  Skinner,  of  the  Cathedral;  a  conference  in  the  afternoon  on  missions, 
and  in  the  evening  a  missionary  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Conover,  of  S. 
liUke's,  Racine.  This  service  closed  a  most  interesting  and  profitable 
convocational  meeting,  iis  all  who  were  present  felt.  The  attendance 
w;us  very  goinl,  seventeen  of  the  brethren  being  present  during  the  sft»- 
sion.  The  congregations  were  quite  full  and  the  choir  was  present  at 
each  service. 
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May  9,  Friday— Held  this  evening  the  first  public  service  of  the 
Church  in  Beedsburg,  and  preached,  in  the  Presbyterian  house  of  wor- 
ship. Having  early  in  Lent  visited  Keedsburg  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion  at  a  cottage  service,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cowdrey,  of  Bara- 
boo,  continued  these  services  once  a  fortnight.  At  the  public  service 
there  was  a  good  congregation,  and  mission  work  will  now  be  continued 
regularly  by  Mr.  Cowdrey. 

May  11,  Sunday,  fourth  after  Easter— At  Toniah  in  the  morning  cat- 
echized the  children  of  the  Sunday  school.  At  10:90  A.  m.  service  preached, 
confirmed  with  an  address  five  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
In  the  evening  preached  and  confiimed  four  in  Sparta.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Dorset  was  present  at  this  service.  He  has  been  succeeded  in  this  inter- 
esting work  at  Sparta  and  Tomah  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ross. 

May  12,  Monday— In  Christ  Church,  La  Crosse,  preached  this  even- 
ing and  confirmed  with  an  address  an  interesting  class  of  sixteen. 

May  13,  Tuesday— Went  to-day  by  the  way  of  Red  Wing,  Minn., 
where  I  spent  a  few  hours,  to  Prescott,  and  preached  in  the  evening  in 
the  chapel. 

May  14,  Wednesday— In  the  evening  at  Trinity  Church,  River  Falls, 
preached  and  confirmed  two.  Rev.  Mr.  Slidell  met  me  here  and  read 
service. 

May  15,  Thursday— Preached  in  the  evening  in  8.  Luke's  Church, 
Baldwin. 

May  16,  Friday— Preached  this  evening  in  S.  John's  Church,  Star 
Prairie,  and  confirmed  four.  Remained  at  Star  l^rairie  until  Saturday 
afternoon,  enjoying  very  greatly  my  visit. 

May  18,  Sunday,  flf tli  after  Easter— In  the  morning  in  the  mission 
hall,  Hudson,  preached  and  confirmed  four.  '  At  a  second  service  at  the 
chapel  at  S.  Joseph  administered  the  Holy  Communion  with  an  address 
to  the  communicants.  In  the  evening  preached  in  S.  Thomas'  Chapel, 
New  Richmond. 

May  19,  Monday— At  8:30  tliis  morning  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion in  S.  Thomas',  New  Richmond,  and  in  the  evening  preached  in 
the  little  union  meeting  liouse  in  Chiyton. 

May  20,  Tuesday— Came  this  morning  by  train  to  Cumberland,  and 
in  the  evening  preached  in  tlie  Methodist  Chapel  and  confirmed  one,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Peabody  reading  the  service.  The  church  is  nearly  completed, 
and  wiU  be  when  finished  one  of  the  most  beautiful  churches  in  the 
valley. 

May  21,  Wednesday— The  Rev.  Mr.  Sleight  met  me  to-day  at  Cumber- 
land, and  we  went  to  Shell  Lake.  In  the  evening  preached  in  the  new

The  new  church  is  beautifully  situated  near  the  site  of  the  oonnty  build- 
ings, overlooking  the  lake,  and  is  very  neat  and  tasteful  in  its  architect- 
ure and  all  its  arrangements. 

May  22,  Holy  Thursday— At  10  o'dock  a.  x.  in  8.  Stephen's  Chiqiel, 
Shell  Lake,  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  in  the  evening 
preached  in  the  Church  of  the  Bedeoner,  Superior. 

May  23,  Friday— Celebrated  in  the  church  in  Superior  this  morning. 
Left  Superior  at  10:30  a.  m.  for  Milwaukee,  via  Camp  DouglaB,  readiing 
town  at  3  A.  M.  Saturday. 

May  24,  Saturday— Commemoration  Day  at  Kemper  Hall.  An  eariy 
celebration,  and  at  2  p.  m.  choral  evensong  with  a  most  beaatifal  and  ap- 
propriate sermon  by  the  Bev.  Dr.  Ylbbeit,  of  Sw  James'  Chnrdi,  Qiicsgo. 
It  was  a  delightful  day,  and  a  goodly  number  of  the  frienda  of  the  sehod 
were  present 

May  25,  Sunday  after  Ascension— In  the  morning  at  8.  James,'  Mil- 
waukee, confirmed  a  class  of  twenty-fives,  preached  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion,  the  newly  confirmed idl  receiving.  At S p.m.  preached 
in  S.  Mark's  Church,  Oak  Creek,  and  in  the  evening  confirmed  four  at  a 
service  in  Cathedral  HalL 

May  26,  Monday— Went  by  early  train  to  Fori  Washington,  and  at 

10  o'clock  used  a  brief  office  of  dedication  in  the  newly  finished  and  beau- 
tiful chapel  of  S.  Ann,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The 
sermon  was  preached  by  the  Dean  of  the  Cathedral  In  the  afternoon 
made  a  brief  «uidress  after  Evening  P^yer,  and  at  7:30  p.  x.  attended  a 
reception.  The  securing  of  a  good,  centrally  located  building,  and  the 
speedy  arrangement  of  the  interior  into  a  beautiful  chapel  with  all  need- 
eii  and  ehurchly  appointments,  is  something  very  encouiaging  to  the 
Bishop,  the  faithful  missionary,  and  the  devoted  congregation  of  Port 
Wiishington.  All  has  been  done  within  themselves^  and  there  is  not  to- 
day a  more  hopeful  mission  anywhere  in  the  Diocese. 

May  28,  Wednesday— Came  last  night  to  Menomonie,  and  this  morn- 
ing aduiinistereil  the  Iloly  Communion  in  Grace  Church.  The  La  Crosse 
Convocation  began  its  sessions  in  this  church  Tuesday  ev«iing  and  con- 
tinued its  meetings  until  Thursday  evening,  with  sermons  and  addresses 
by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  ^'anDeusen  and  Yundt,  Dean  Ten  Broeck,  of  La 
Crosse,  and  the  Bishop.  All  the  ser\'ices  were  of  interest,  a  special  fea- 
ture being  the  constant  attendance  of  the  choir,  and  the  reports  from  the 
vairioiis  piirishes  ;ind  missions  indicating  activity  and  growth,  material 

spiritual,  throughout  the  convocation  district 

May  30,  Friday— Went  this  afternoon  to  Knapp,  and  in  the  evenlAg 
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preached  in  the  new  church  building,  which  will  be  ready  for  a  dedication 
senrice  some  time  in  July.  The  service  was  held  in  the  church  build- 
ing, hastily  prepared  after  the  missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kern,  of  Me- 
nomonie,  and  the  Bishop,  reached  Knapp.  Seats  were  extemporized, 
an  organ  was  brought  from  an  adjoining  hall,  a  table  did  duty  as  a  prayer 
desk,  lectern  and  pulpit,  lights  were  placed  at  convenient  points  and 
Evening  Prayer  was  rendered  with  hearty  good  will. 

June  1,  Whitsunday— Spent  the  day  in  Eau  Claire  and  Chippewa  Falls. 
In  the  morning  preached,  administered  the  Holy  Communion  and  cate- 
chized the  children  of  the  Sunday  school  in  Christ  Church,  Eau  Claire, 
and  in  the  evening  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Chippewa  Falls.  The 
Whitsunday  Euchaiist  was  a  bright  and  beautiful  service.  The  surpliced 
choir  in  Eau  Claire  is  gaining  in  all  ways  tliat  pertain  to  a  reverent  and 
effective  rendering  of  the  service.  The  grading  and  fencing  of  the 
church  lot  is  a  desirable  improvement  of  the  church  property.  Both  in 
Eau  Claire  and  Chippewa  Falls  the  work  of  the  Church  is  in  a  most 
healthful  and  encouraging  condition. 

June  2,  Monday— Was  driven  this  afternoon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Yundt 
to  a  school  house  in  Melville  Settlement,  six  miles  from  Chippewa  Falls, 
one  of  the  missions  of  that  parish,  where  at  six  o'clock,  after  prayers 
were  read  by  Mr.  Yundt,  confirmed  with  an  address  a  class  of  nine.  It 
was  the  first  visitation  of  the  Bishop,  and  was  a  most  interesting  service. 
An  effort  will  be  made  at  once  by  the  faithful  members  of  the  mission  to 
build  a  chapel.  On  returning  to  Chippewa  Falls  attended  a  pleasant 
reception  at  Mrs.  Martin's. 

June  8,  Tuesday— This  evening  in  the  new  church  building  of  Grace 
mission.  Rice  Lake,  used  a  brief  office  of  dedication  preceding  Evening 
Prayer,  which  was  read  by  the  Rev.  S.  J.  Yundt,  missionary,  and  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Morrison  and  Sleight.  Preached  and  confirmed  with  an 
address  a  class  of  four.  This  is  the  first  visitation  of  this  mission  since 
the  lasring  of  the  corner  stone,  and  the  love  and  zeal  of  the  good  people 
here  have  accomplished  great  things  in  the  intervening  months.  There 
is  work  yet  to  be  done  on  the  church  building,  but  one  can  see  how 
beautiful  it  will  be  when  entirely  finished— a  churchly,  spacious,  well 
appointed  house  of  prayer.  The  church  lot,  which  has  been  planted  with 
trees,  is  large  enough  for  a  parsonage  and  garden,  and  is  centrally  located. 
On  the  occasion  of  this  first  service  the  church  was  beautiful  with  wild 
wood  flowers  and  cedar  boughs.  A  large  congregation  was  in  attendance, 
the  responses,  and  especially  the  musical  portions  of  the  service,  were 
hearty,  and  to  all  who  have  labored  with  such  unwearied  zeal  and  love 
in  the  good  work,  it  was  indeed  a  time  of  great  joy. 

June  4,  Wednesday— Administered  the  Holy  Communion  at  eight 
o'clock  A.  M.,  those  who  were  confirmed  the  evening  before  being  among 
those  who  received. 
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June  6,  Friday— Attended  this  afternoon  in  Grace  Church,  Madison, 
the  business  meeting  of  the  Wisconsin^branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary, 
on  the  occasion  of  the  fourth  anniversary  of  the  society.  There  was  a 
good  representation  of  the  various  parish  societies,  and  a  warm  interest 
in  the  success  of  the  meeting  manifested  by  the  ladies  of  Madison.  A 
hymn  was  sung  and  a  few  collects  used  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  meeting 
was. then  called  to  order  by  Mrs.  Hamilton,  the  president  The  annual 
report  was  read  by  Mrs.  McCarter,  the  secretary.  The  session  continued 
through  the  afternoon,  and  was  one  of  great  interest.  At  the  public  serv- 
ice in  the  evening  the  annual  report  of  the  Wisconsin  society  and  the 
report  of  the  afternoon  meeting  were  read  by  the  Bishop,  and  a  most  ap- 
propriate and  admirable  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Conover, 
of  8.  Luke*s  Church,  Racine. 

June  8,  Trinity  Sunday— Attended  to-day  the  dedication  of  S.  Paul's 
Church,  Hudson.  Used  directly  before  the  sentences  in  Morning  Prayer 
the  sequence  of  prayers  beginning,  ''Regard,  O  Lord,''  etc.,  and  after  the 
sermon  administered  the  Holy  Commimion.  The  sermon,  a  very  able 
one,  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  F.  Durlin,  of  Madison,  a  former  mission- 
ary at  Hudson.  After  Evening  Prayer  at  four  o'clock,  a  sermon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gilbert,  of  Christ  Church,  St.  Paul,  Minn.  An 
account  of  the  church  and  of  the  interesting  services  of  the  day,  written 
by  Mr.  William  Nye,  of  Hudson,  was  published  among  the  Diocesan 
Items  in  the  Calendar. 

June  11,  Wednesday— Attended  this  afternoon  at  Kemper  Hall,  an 

informal  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  the  Hall. 

June  12,  Thuraday— This  evening  attended  in  the  hall  the  closing: 
exercises  of  the  Catliednil  school.  The  attendance  at  the  school  during 
the  year  has  been  good,  and  the  anniversary  exercises  were  very  inter- 
esting to  the  large  assembly  gathered  in  the  hall  and  very  creditable  to 
the  school. 

June  13,  Friday— At  5  o'clock  this  afternoon  in  8.  Paul's  Church, 
Milwaukee,  confirmed  four. 

June  15,  Sunday,  first  after  Trinity— Celebrated  at  the  midday  serv- 
ice in  the  Cathedral. 

June  16,  Monday— Took  part  this  evening  in  the  marriage  service  of 
Mr.  Wright  and  Miss  Brock  way.  Presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Trustets 
of  Funds  and  Property. 

June  17,  Tuesday— Administered  the  Holy  Communion  at  the  open- 
ing service  of  the  Diocesan  Council  in  the  Cathedral.  During  the  day 
presided  at  the  sessions  of  the  Council  in  Cathedral  Hall.

Report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Madison  Gonrocation. 


One  meeting  of  the  Madison  Convocation  has  been  held  during  the 
year,  viz:  at  Evansville,  April  29  and  90,  and  May  1.  Thirteen  clergymen, 
including  the  Bishop,  were  present.  It  was  a  pleasant  and  profitable 
meetfng.  An  essay  was  read  by  the  Bev.  Charles  Holmes,  of  Delavan,  on 
the  plan  of  raising  money  in  parishes  by  the  pledge  system,  which  was 
an  able  paper.  It  was  clear  and  forcible,  and  it  showed  evidence  through- 
out of  coming  from  the  hand  of  one  who  had  tried  the  plan  beyond  the 
domain  of  the  merely  experimentaL  It  was  requested  for  publication 
and  appeared  in  full  in  the  last  number  of  the  Wisconsin  Calendar.  We 
commend  it  to  the  perusal  of  all  who  may  wish  to  know  how  the  parish 
coffers  may  be  kept  full  and  overflowing  even  under  the  drainage  of  per- 
petual and  manifold  demands.  That  system  adopted  and  thoroughly 
worked,  as  set  forth  in  the  essay,  then  we  may  bid  farewell  to  all  anxie- 
ties and  troubles  in  parishes  and  missions  in  regard  to  raising  money  for 
parish  purposes,  for  missions,  and  for  the  Diocesan  Fund.  Then  the 
pleasurable  delight  one  will  experience  in  being  a  member  of  the  vestry, 
or  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 
Strange  to  say,  the  system  effects  its  objects  without  resorting  to  fairs  and 
theatrical  performances,  or  even  to  placing  a  price  upon  pews. 

Another  interesting  essay  was  read  at  this  meeting  by  J.  H.  Reigart, 
of  Beloit,  on  the  subject  of  rectories.  It  was  prepared  for,  and  read  on 
the  evening  of  the  benedictory  service  of  the  new  rectory,  which  the  rec- 
tor's family  had  just  moved  into.  There  is  not  a  more  beautiful  and 
complete  rectory  in  the  Diocese,  than  this  one  at  Evansville.  It  occupies 
a  lot  contiguous  to  the  Church,  and  all  is  surrounded  by  shade  trees,  and 
as  it  occupies  a  delightful  portion  of  the  village,  it  is  a  neat  and  pleasant 
church  property. 
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Among  tlie  olher  material  improvements  of  the  Comrooilional  Di»> 
Uid  alnee  our  lart  report^  baa  been  tbe  repainting  <rf  tlie  dmrdi  at 
KvanaYllie  and  refUmiabing  and  redecorating  tbe  drarch  inaide;  the 
bttlKliiMr  ^  *  cbureb  in  Dariington  and  the  pundiaae  of  a  font;  (hre  han- 
dnid  doUars  paid  on  tiie  ehnrcb  debt  at  PlatteviUe,  leaving  an  unpaid  bai- 
aiieck  of  tSOO;  a  new  pipe  organ  at  Christ  Chnrch,  JaneaviQe;  new  altar  and 
new  Ugbtii^  of  the  dimdi  at  Portage;  a  chapel  begon  at  Brodliead;a  new 
chancel  and  other  internal  improveoMBta  in  the  cburdiat  Ifineral  FoiDt» 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  #9000;  altar  dotha^  a  rich  doaol,  braaa  cross  and 
choir  pews  in  the  diureh  at  Bdioit»  with  a  more  hearty  renderii^  of  the 
wrricebyadioirofbojsandyouBigmen.  Trinity  Churdi»JanesviIle^  is 
vacant;  St  Luke's*  Whitewatar,  is  vacant;  the  diurch  at  Lancaster  is  va- 
cunt»  and  so  is  Trinity  Churdi  at  Monroe.  The  Bev.  Mr.  Susan  lias  been 
redorof  St  John%  iVxtags^  since  laat  Auguat;tlie  Bev.  Mr.Knov^ton,  of 
Galena,  serves  at  Hasd  Green,  and  the  Bev.

Report  of  tbe  Dean  of  tbe  La  Krosse  fonvocatioii. 


In  the  T^  Crcisse  Convocation  the  work  of  the  Church  has  been  dili- 
gently and  effectively  maintained  the  past  year.  Tlie  vacancies  occasioned 
by  the  removal  of  Rev.  Messrs.  Dorset  Hendley  and  Skinner,  have  been 
pn^mptly  filled  by  Rev.  Messrs.  VanDeusen,  Slidell  and  Starkweather,  so 
that  no  lapse  has  occurred  by  reason  of  neglect  Xo  new  work  has  been 
um)ertaken«  but  the  field  aforetime  occupied  has  been  carefully  tilled.  At 
lludsi^  Cumberland,  Shell  Lake  and  Kni^ip  buildings  for  worship  have 
lMP<en  fitly  framed  together,  and  will  soon  be  ready  to  be  made  holy  tem- 
plea«    At  Chippewa  Falls  labors  have  been  abundant  and  blessed,  diiefly 
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in  the  conduct  of  a  Church  hospital,  where  the  oil  and  wine  of  the  Grood 
Samaritan  have  been  copiously  poured  out  and  the  pence  needful  for 
maintenance  have  been  received.  At  Eau  Claire  the  young  Samson  has 
been  entirely  rescued  from  the  Philistines  and  his  shorn  locks  are  rapidly 
gaining  in  length.  At  Frescott  the  faithful  worship  contentedly  in  the 
tabernacle  purchased  from  one  of  the  tribes  of  IshmaeL  Biver  Falls 
maintains  its  'formal"  condition.  New  Richmond  still  occupies  its  im- 
portant place  in  the  field.  Baldwin  pursues  the  even  tenor  of  its  way,  in 
spite  of  large  loss  by  removal.  Menomonie's  light  remains  firmly  set  in 
its  solid  candlestick,  steadfast  and  serene,  without  glare  or  flicker.  The 
district  in  charge  of  the  faithful  veteran  Peabody  is  indeed  a  veritable 
Valley  of  the  Holy  Cross,  fraught  with  promise,  full  of  toil.  Superior 
still  hopes  for  better  things,  and  draweth  nigh  thereto.  Black  River 
Falls  bears  itself  bravely  in  the  midst  of  much  dicfsent.  Sparta  and  To- 
mah  falter  not  in  the  way  that  maketh  for  peace.  The  missions  attached 
to  La  Crosse  are  looking  to  inherit  the  blessing  of  those  who  stand  and 
wait. 

By  appointment  of  the  Bishop,  Prairie  du  Chien  was  placed  under 
charge  of  the  Dean  during  the  last  year,  that  he  might  strengthen  the 
things  that  there  remain  and  are  ready  to  die.  This  task  he  has  essayed 
to  do  with  encouragement  more  than  enough  to  warrant  a  continuance 
of  the  work  of  revival.  By  all  means  should  the  banner  of  the  Church 
be  upheld  in  this  stronghold  of  Jesuitism. 

To  this  summary  of  things  as  they  are  I  would  append  a  few  sug- 
gestive figures.  There  are  in  the  Diocese  forty  parishes,  thirty-nine 
organized  and  twenty-five  unorganized  missions  and  say  fifty- five  cleig'y. 
Of  these,  five  parishes,  sixteen  organized  and  fourteen  unorganized  mis- 
sions and  ten  clergy  are  attached  to  the  La  Crosse  Convocation.  It 
appears  from  this  that  one-third  of  the  congregations  of  the  Diocese 
belong  to  our  District,  and  are  cared  for  by  lees  than  one-fifth  of  the 
clergy,  or  we  have  an  average  of  three  and  one-half  places  to  one  man, 
as  compared  with  one  and  one-half  places  to  one  man  in  the  other  por- 
tions of  the  Diocese.  Moreover  the  La  Crosse  Convocation  covers  more 
territory  than  all  the  rest  of  the  Diocese,  and  its  distances  are  vastly 
greater.  Fortunately  the  difiiculties  of  travel  have  been  greatly  lessened 
by  the  construction  of  new  lines  of  rail  road,  and  will  soon  be  further 
decreased  by  the  completion  of  a  rail  road  from  Chippewa  Falls  to*  St. 
Paul,  and  the  building  of  a  line  along  the  east  bank  of  the  Mississippi. 

It  is  a  marvel  how  ten  men  succeed  in  compassing  so  much  territory. 
It  would  require  almost  a  miracle  to  enable  them  to  occupy  more,  and 
yet,  though  the  eleventh  hour  be  close  at  hand,  the  advent  of  the  eleventh 
man,  I  fear,  is  afar  off.  However,  in  view  of  what  has  been  and  what 
may  be,  we  can  heartily  thank  God  and  take  courage.

Proposed  amendment  to  Title  II,  Canon  I,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Wright:  In 
line  2  change  the  words  "a  proper  book"  to  "iiwo  suitable  books."  Insert 
in  line  3  after  the  words  "shall  record"  the  words  "in  duplicate." 

In  line  8  after  the  word  "recording"  insert  the  following  sentence: 
"One  of  which  parochial  registers  shall  be  kept  by  the  Minister  and  tlie 
other  by  the  Senior  Warden  or  some  other  oflScer  of  the  Parish. 

Proposed  amendment  to  Sec.  2,  Canon  II,  Title  I,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Kemper: 
First  sentence  to  be  changed  so  as  to  read,  "There  shall  be  annually 

a  Parish  Meeting  (of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given)  on  Monday  or 

Tuesday  after  Easter  Sunday,"  etc. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Can- 
ons recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Sec.  2  of  the  III  Rule  of  Order,  and  on  motion  it  was 
adopted: 

Strike  out  in  the  first  line  the  words  "Parishes  entitled  to  representa- 
tion," and  substitute  therefor  the  words  "Congregations  in  union  with 
the  Council." 

Qn  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Canons,  through 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  the  following  amendments  to  Canons  were 
adopted: 

Amend  Sec.  2,  Canon  I,  Title  I,  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

I  certify  that  the  following  Laymen,  being  regular  communicants  in 
this  congregation,  in  good  standing,  were  duly  elected  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  congregation  on  the day  of of  the  present  yeal* 

(OR  were  duly  elected  by  the  Vestry,  or  were  appointed  by  the  Rector 
and  Wardens,  or  were  appointed  by  the  Missionary,  Warden  and  Clerk) 
Lay  Deputies  from  this  Congregation  to  the  Annual  (or  Special)  Dioces- 
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an  Council  of  18—,  and  that  the  Congregation  is  not  delinquent  in  the 
payment  of  any  canonical  apportionment. 

This  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  Minister,  or  by  the  Clerk,  or  by 
the  two  Wardens,  and  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  the  above  form  shall  be  annually  inserted 
in  the  printed  Journal  of  the  Council. 

Add  to  Sec.  1,  Canon  IV,  Title  I,  the  words  "This  Committee  shall 
deliver  to  the  Secretary,  at  the  close  of  each  session  of  the  Council,  a  cer- 
tified list  of  the  congregations  in  union  with  the  Council,  which  shall  be 
published  annually  in  the  Journal." 

The  Committee  on  Canons  recommended  the  adoption  of  the 
following  proposed  amendment  to  Canon  IV,  Title  IV.  On  mo- 
tion it  was  referred  back  to  the  Committee  to  report  to  the  next 
Annual  Council. 

Omit  in  line  5  the  words  ''half  of  and  the  words  ''shall  be  invested 
as  a  permanent  fund,  and  half;"  so  that  it  shall  read  "which  shall  be  ap- 
propriated to  the  support  of  the  aged  and  infirm  Clergy." 

The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  that  it  was  inexpedient 
for  the  Committee  to  "elucidate"  or  amend  Canon  II,  Sec.  3,  [2], 
Title  II,  as  requested  by  resolution  of  yesterday. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  S.  J.  French  it  was 

Resolved:  That  Title  11,  Canon  II,  Sec.  3,  be  referred  to  a  special 
coraiuittee  of  five  to  report  to  the  next  Council  a  suitable  amendment  or 
substitute. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  such  Committee,  Rev.  S.  J.  French, 
Rev.  A.  Z.  Gray,  S.  T.  D.,  Rev.  E.  Liverniore,  Mr.  H.  G.  Winslow 
and  Mr.  R.  C.  Hindley. 

The  Rev.  S.  J.  French  presented  the  following  report:

Resolved:  That  a  Committee  of  three  membera  of  this  Council  be 
appointed  to  confer  with  a  similar  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du 
Lac  upon  the  subjects  indicated  in  the  address  of  the  Bishop  as  suggest- 
ed by  the  Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac;  such  Committee  to  report  at  the  next 
Qouncil. 
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The  Bishop  appointed  as  such  Committee,  Rev.  J.  F.  Conover, 
D.  D.,  Mr.  J.  B.  Doe  and  Mr.  Wm.  Ruger. 

The  following  petition  was  presented  and  read  by  Mr.  F.  H. 
Harvey,  and  on  motion  the  prayer  of  the  Mission  was  granted. 

Hudson,  Wis.,  June  15th,  18^. 

To  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin: 

We,  the  undersigned,  officers  of  the  Mission  of  St  Pftol's  Church, 
Hudson,  respectfully  ask  your  attention  to  the  following  facts,  viz: 

1.  The  property  of  the  Mission  consists  of  three  eligible  lots  in  the 
city  of  Hudson,  upon  one  of  which  stands  a  good  and  substantial  Church 
building;  all  of  which  property  is  free  from  indebtedness,  and  is  held  iu 
fee  simple  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Funds  and  Property. 

2.  It  is  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  Mission  that  fi  Rectory  should 
be  built  at  once,  and  this  can  be  readily  done  if  a  mortgage  can  be  giveu 
upon  the  two  unoccupied  lots,  leaving  the  Churcli  and  its  lot  unencum- 
bered. 

3.  By  direction,  and  under  the  authority,  of  the  La  Crosse  Convocar 
tion,  a  corporation  has  been  organized,  under  the  laws  of  the  State,  which 
represents  the  entire  Convocation,  and  is  empowered  and  prepared  to 
hold,  convey  and  mortgage  property  in  the  interests  of  the  Church. 

4.  Negotiations  have  already  been  made  for  the  securing  of  a  loan, 
the  completion  of  which  requires  only  the  execution  of  a  mortgage. 

We,  therefore,  pray  your  honorable  body  to  direct  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Funds  and  Property  to  convey  the  two  unoccupied  lots,  aforesaid, 
to  the  "La  Crosse  Convocation  Church  Extension  Society,"  in  fee  siniplt^. 
that  80  tlie  necessary  papers  may  be  executed,  and  the  welfare  of  our 
Mission  be  advanced.

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It  beitig  necessary  to  elect  one  more  Trustee  of  the  Funds  and 
Property,  and  as  no  one  received  a  majority  of  votes  for  Registrar, 
on  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  the  Rev.  J.  M. 
Francis  was  elected  Registrar,  and  the  Rev.  Fayette  Durlin  was 
elected  a  Trustee  of  the  Funds  and  Property  for  three  years. 

The  Rev.  W.  J.  Gold  presented  the  following  resolutions  con- 
tained in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Prayer  Book:

That  in  any  revision,  only  the  fewest  and  most  necessary  changes 
should  be  made; 

(3.)  That  it  is  not  advisable  that  any  such  changes  should  be  made 
as  to  restrict  the  liberty  allowed  under  the  present  rubrics; 

(4.)  That  the  deputies  from  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  to  the  next 
General  Convention  are  earnestly  requested  to  urge  the  necessity  of  longer 
consideration  and  fuller  discussion,  before  any  amendments  whatever 
shall  be  made  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

On  motion  the  first,  second  and  third  of  the  above  resolutions 
were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wm.  Ruger  the  following  resolutions,  num- 
bered 4th  and  5th,  were  adopted  as  a  substitute  for  the  fourth 
resolution  presented  by  the  Committee: 

(4.)  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  that  longer  con- 
sideration and  fuller  discussion  should  be  had  before  any  amendment 
whatever  shall  be  made  to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer: 

(5.)  That  the  deputies  from  this  Diocese  be  instructed  to  present 
tht^e  resolutions  to  the  next  General  Convention. 

On  motion  the  five  resolutions  were  adopted  as  a  whole. 
On  motion  of  Rev.  S.  J.  French  it  was 

Resolved:  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Prayer  l^ook 
and  the  resolutions  annexed,  be  inserted  in  the  Journal,  and  one  thousand 
extra  copies  printed,  and  that  copies  be  sent  as  follows:  five  to  every 
clerical  member  of  this  Council,  fpr  distribution  in  the  Parishes;  one  to 
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every  Bishop  of  the  American  Church,  to  each  member  of  the  Revision 
Committee  of  the  Greneral  Convention,  to  each  clerical  and  lay  deputy  of 
the  next  General-  Convention  and  to  the  Church  Periodicals. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Sanford  it  was 

Resolved:  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
to  report  at  the  next  Council  of  this  Diocese,  concerning  ways  and  means 
for  the  better  preservation  of  parish  records,  whether  by  duplicate  parish 
records,  by  an  abstract  of  parish  records,  to  be  kept  at  the  Diocesan 
Oflice,  or  by  any  other  means. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  such  Committee  Rev.  D.  A.  Sanford, 
Rev.  L.  A.  Kemper,  S.  T.  D.,  and  Mr.  Daniel  Jones. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Adams  it  was 

Resolved:  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  procure  a  copy  of  the 
able  and  eloquent  sermon  preached  before  this  Council  by  the  Rev.  Fay- 
ette Durlin,  for  publication  in  the  Calendar. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ashley  the  Secretary  was  directed 
to  have  four  hundred  copies  of  the  Journals  of  1884  and  1885 
printed. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  SaflFord  made  a  statement  respecting  the  con- 
dition of  St.  Mark^s  Church,  Oak  Creek,  and  on  motion  a  delinquency 
in  their  assessment  for  the  Diocesan  Fund,  amounting  to  t>12.50, 
was  remitted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  W.  J.  Gold  it  was 

Resolved:  That  the  thanks  of  this  Council  be  extended  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Milwaukee  for  their  generous  hospitality  extendeil  to  the  mem- 
bers of  this  body. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  French  the  committee  on  the  printing 
of  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  etc.,  appointed  at  the  last  Coun- 
cil, was  continued,  and  the  Bishop  was  authorized  to  fill  the 
vacancy  in  the  committee  occasioned  by  the  removal  from  the 
Diocese  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spalding. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  C.  L.  Mallory  to  take  the  place 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spalding  in  the  above  mentioned  committee. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 
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After  the  singing  of  the  Gicria  in  JSxcelsis^  and  the  Benedic- 
tion by  the  Bishop,  the  Council  adjourned  sine  die.

OP 

THE  BISHOP  OF  WISCONSIN 

TO  THE 

THIRTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  COUNCIL, 

CATHEDRAL  HALL,  MILWAUKEE,  JUNE  i6,  A.  D..  1885. 


Mt  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clbrot  and  Laitt: 

Gathered  in  annual  Council  with  the  full  and  complete  record  of 
another  year  of  Diocesan  life,  we  have  abundant  reason,  in  view  of  man- 
ifold encouragements,  to  thank  God  for  His  great  mercies  and  many 
blessings,  and  to  go  forward  gladly  in  the  work  He  has  given  us  to  do. 
Witii  thankfulness  to  God  for  His  protecting  care  during  the  chances  of 
continued  travel,  I  recall  the  work  of  the  year  and  dwell  with  great 
pleasure  upon  many  of  its  incidents  and  events. 

S.  JOHN'S  HALL,  DELAFIELD. 

The  opening,  in  September  last,  of  S.  John's  Hall,  was  an  occasion  of 
exceeding  interest.  Excellent  addresses  were  made  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Dumbell,  of  S.  James'  Parish,  Milwaukee,  and  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Adams, 
of  Nashotah.  This  service  revived  blessed  memories  of  that  saintly  man 
of  God  whose  priestly  life  began  in  the  beautiful  church  in  Delafield, 
and  who  established  the  school  which  is  now  re-organized  so  happily  and 
auspiciously.  The  secret  of  his  great  influence  in  all  that  pertains  to  the 
devout  life  of  the  Church,  is  better  understood  when  one  sees  and  knows 
what  his  work  was  in  this  his  first  parish.  If  schools  of  the  admirable 
character  of  S.  John's  could  be  multiplied  in  the  Diocese,  taking  the 
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place  of  the  old-time  academies,  it  would  be  an  incalculable  blessing  to 
the  Church  and  the  cause  of  Christian  education  in  the  Diocese  of  Wis- 
consin. The  erection  of  an  additional  school  building  this  sum- 
mer, the  comer-atone  of  which  will  be  laid,  it  is  hoped,  on  S.  Peter's  Day, 
gives  evidence  of  the  need  of  such  a  school  and  its  entire  success  during 
the  year. 

MISSION  CIIURCHBB,  CHAPELS  AND  RBCTORIBS. 

The  dedication  of  the  chapel  at  Knapp  and  the  consecration  of  the 
church  at  Hudson  are  events  which  speak  to  us  of  the  realization  of 
many  earnest  prayers  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  laboring  to  build  up 
the8AViouK*H  Kingdom  in  the  great  missionary  fields  of  northwestern 
Wisconsin.  The  chapel  at  Knapp  is  not  yet  entirely  finished,  and  in  the 
way  of  appropriate  and  permanent  chancel  furniture,  it  needs  every- 
thing ;  but  the  little  Hock  will  work  on  in  confidence  and  hope,  and  the 
dear  Loud  will  raise  up  friends  for  them.  St.  PauFs,  in  Hudson,  is 
churchly  in  its  architecture,  and  very  perfect  in  its  interior  arrangements 
and  appointments.  The  chancel  window,  which  is  beautiful,  is  the  me- 
moritU  of  the  children  of  the  Sunday  school  to  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Di- 
ocese. Tlie  day  of  its  consecration  was  one  of  thankful  rejoicing  to 
many  faithful  souls,  who  have  waited  long  with  prayer  and  hope. 

The  benediction  of  Seabury  Chapel,  at  Brodhead,  was  a  joyful  service. 
The  building  of  this  house  of  prayer  represents  an  amount  of  self-deny- 
ing zeal  and  love  on  the  part  of  the  missionary  and  the  little  flock  which 
reproduces,  in  all  their  characteristics  of  faith  and  love,  the  consecration 
and  devotion  (»f  tlie  purest  days  of  Christianity.  Benedictory  services 
were  held  during  the  winter  in  the  rectories  in  Watertown  and  Bjiv 
View,  and  the  congregations  are  already  i*ealizing  the  wisdom  of  provid- 
ing these  parish  homes  destined  to  be  centres  of  parochial  activity. 

At  Whitewater  and  Sussex  commodious  and  comfortable  rectories 
are  building,  to  replace  the  old  and  unsuitable  ones;  at  Baraboo  work 
on  a  new  church  building  will  probably  begin  this  summer;  and  at  Mml- 
ison  the  church  building  will  be  greatly  beautified  and  improved.  At 
Beloit  the  chapel  has  been  finished,  and  at  Oconomowoc  the  l>eantiful 
ivctory,  secured  largely  by  the  devotion  of  faithful  women,  is  now  iktu- 
ffteil  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kemper,  who  continues  his  useful  labors  at  Nasho- 
luh  in  connection  with  the  rectorship. 

8.   PAUL'S,  MILWAUKEE. 

Tlie  opening  of  S.  Paul's  Church,  Milwaukee,  marks  an  important 
Uie  history  of  that  venerable  parish.  Even  in  its  present  untin- 
ftale,  without  the  completion  of  the  tower  and  without  the  addi- 
it^m  v«f  Uie  rrctory,  it  is  one  of  the  finest  and  most  dig^nified  churches  in 
ulN»  ^fanUiw^rt,  When  entirely  completed — church,  chapel  and  rectory— 
:t  >Mil  W  iMwng  the  best,  if  not  the  very  best»  group  of  ecclesiastical 
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buildings  in  this  or  any  adjoining  state.  The  chancel  appointments  are 
very  beautiful  and  complete.  The  windows  are  among  the  finest  speci- 
mens of  glass  in  this  country;  this  is  especially  true  of  the  window  in 
memory  of  Bishop  Kemper.  The  chapel  will  be  found  of  the  greatest 
usefulness  for  Sunday  school  purposes  and  Lenten  and  week-day  services. 
The  building  of  such  a  church  calls  for  expressions  of  thankfulness;  and 
very  abundant,  we  doubt  not,  in  the  years  to  come,  will  be  the  fruits  of 
the  labors  of  the  congregation  gathered  within  its  walls  for  the  cause  of 
CuKisT  and  His  Church. 

KASHOTAH. 

The  feast  of  S.  Michael  and  All  Angels  in  September  last,  was  a  joy- 
ous day  at  Nashotah.  The  benediction  of  the  bell  given  by  Br.  Delafield, 
of  Indiana,  in  memory  of  his  lionored  father,  the  founder  of  the  beautiful 
village  which  bears  his  name;  and  the  blessing  of  the  Gross  erected  to 
mark  the  site  of  the  firat  altar  at  Nashotah,  were  events  of  more  than  or- 
dinary and  passing  interest.  The  sermon.on  this  day  was  preached  from 
the  Cross  by  the  Bishop  of  Springfield,  and  it  was  in  full  accord  with  all 
the  inspiring  memories  and  associations  of  the  day  and  place.  It  was  a 
perfect  autumnal  day— such  an  one  as  holy  Greorge  Herbert  would  have 
loved.  The  shaded  lawn  between  the  Cross  and  the  Chapel  was  ^led 
with  an  attentive  congregation.  After  the  sermon,  the  service  was  con- 
tinued in  the  Chapel,  a  large  number  of  the  faithful  receiving  the  Blessed 
Sacrament,  and  long  will  dwell  in  the  memories  of  all  who  were  present 
the  brightness  and  beauty  of  this  glorious  festival.  With  this  service 
the  scholastic  year  began,  and  it  has  fully  realized  the  hopefulness  of  the 
opening  day.  Of  the  seven  ordained  in  tlie  Cathedral  during  the  year, 
five  are  graduates  of  Nashotah.  I  am  informed  by  the  President  of  Na- 
shotah House  that  applications  for  admission  to  the  next  Junior  class  are 
more  numerous  at  the  present  time  than  for  a  number  of  years  preceding. 
The  vesting  of  the  students  in  cassock  and  cotta  has  given  to  the  services 
of  the  Chapel  an  additional  cliaracter  and  beauty.  As  in  all  the  past  years 
of  its  history,  we  may  rely  confidently  upon  the  thoroughness  of  instruc- 
tion at  Nashotah  and  upon  the  Churchly  character  of  its  teaching  and  its 
services.  This,  and  the  growing  commendation  afl'orded  by  the  lives  and 
labors  of  its  graduates,  explain  why  it  is  that  this  School  of  the  Prophets 
retains  its  hold  upon  the  sympathies  and  affections  of  the  general  Church. 
Very  sacred  are  the  memories  of  Nasliotah,  and  its  future  is  full  of  hope. 
The  publication  of  the  "Nashotah  Scholiast"  has  been  continued  during 
the  Seminary  year,  and  I  wish  to  put  on  record  my  full  and  hearty  appro- 
bation of  the  paper  and  my  sincere  commendation  of  it. 

KEMPER    UALL. 

On  the  Feast  of  the  Purification,  February  1st.,  there  was  a  service 
for  the  benediction  of  a  memorial  altar  in  the  Chapel  of  Kemper  Hall. 
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The  altar  was  the  gift  of  one  who  realized  what  the  school  had  done  for 
his  child,  and  whose  great  sorrow  was  consecrated  br  the  swecC  aerrion 
of  the  ChapeL  The  work  of  this  school  is  growing  in  interest  and  efficien- 
cy day  by  day.  The  number  of  children,  boarders  and  day  popila.  in  at- 
tendance during  the  year,  has  been  seventy-four.  It  is  in  every  respect 
one  of  the  most  perfect  schools  I  have  ever  known,  and  the  most  import- 
ant work  to-day  in  this  Diocese  is  to  secure  the  permanency  of  this  Schiwl. 
The  effort  made  during  the  year  in  behalf  of  the  School  was  two-fold— 
securing  means  for  needed  repairs  by  the  Trustees,  and  adopting  a  syste- 
matic plan  for  the  payment  of  the  bonded  debt,  through  the  agency  and 
exertion  of  Mrs.  KimbalL  For  this  double  purpose  about  MOOO  has  been 
ndsed  and  expended.  The  current  expenses  of  the  School,  tlie  payment 
of  the  annuity,  and  all  repairs  except  those  of  an  extraordinary  cliaracter, 
are  fully  provided  for  by  the  receipts  of  the  SchooL  Within  the  year 
many  excellent  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  Hall  by  the  inters, 
and  during  the  summer  vacation  they  intend  to  erect  a  commodious  gym- 
nasium and  recreation  room.  This  is  another  proof  of  the  devotion  of 
the  Bisters  to  this  good  work.  Only  He  Who  is  the  rewarder  of  all  faith- 
ful service  can  adequately  recompense  the  devotions  and  labors  of  these 
holy  women. 

The  work  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  Trustees,  by  Mrs.  KimbalL 
of  Kenosha,  for  the  reduction  of  the  Kemper  Hall  debt,  has  been  {lerse- 
vered  in  during  the  year  with  remarkable  courage  and  faithfulness,  and 
the  effort  will  not  be  relaxed  until  the  debt  is  entirely  paid.  Persons  will 
be  solicited  to  make  yearly  pledges  for  five  or  ten  years  towards  a  fund 
to  l)e  used,  first,  for  the  payment  of  the  semi-anoual  interest  on  the  )>on(ls; 
and  second,  tlie  balance  to  l>e  n8ed  to  buy  up  and  cancel  the  iMmds,  and 
thus  gradually  to  pay  the  debt—  these  pledges  to  be  of  semi-annual  or  annu- 
al payment  in  sums  of  85.(X),  $10.00,  or  upwards.  A  li))eral  response  in  tht^ 
Diocese  will  increase  the  nuniber  of  friends  who  will  make  pledges  lieyond 
its  limits.  We  ought  to  l>e  able  in  five  years  to  take  up  all  the  bonds  and 
to  feel  that  the  school,  a  worthy  memorial  in  all  respects  to  Bishop  Kem- 
per and  Bishop  Armitage,  is  an  assured  and  i>ermanent  institution. 
The  bonded  debt  is  now  al)out  $12,000,  having  been  reduced  during  ttie 
year  nearly  83,000,  and  conditional  pledges  have  t)eenmade  to  the  amount 
of  about  $1,500. 

KACINE  COLLEGE. 

The  marked  increase  of  scholai's  and  students  during  the  year  at 
Racine,  and  this  notwithstanding  tlie  hardness  of  the  times,  assures  us 
thai  this  school  will,  by  God*k  l)lessing,  fully  realize  all  the  hope  of  its 
Warden  in  the  increase  of  its  goixl  work  and  the  extensitm  of  its 
The  building  of  a  deKoven  Memorial  Hall  at  Racine  will 
hemidertakenf  and  something  worthy  of  him  whose  name  it  will 
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bear  will  Btand  upon  the  grounds  consecrated  by  his  pious  devotion  to  a 
work  to  which  he  Rave  his  heart  and  life.  Both  in  the  Oram  mar  School 
and  College  the  intellectual  work  of  the  year  has  been  thorough  and  em- 
inently satisfactory,  and  in  all  that  pertains  to  religious  care  and  instruc- 
tion and  to  reverence  and  beauty  in  the  services  of  the  chapel,  the  pi*e8ent 
Warden  maintains  fully  the  high  character  which  this  great  Church 
school  has  always  borne. 

THE  CATHEDRAL. 

The  Jubilee  Services  at  the  Cathedral  at  last  All  Saints',  commemo- 
rating the  payment  of  the  debt,  were  of  the  most  gratifying  character. 
On  Saturday,  Nov.  1,  and  on  the  Sunday  following,  the  feast  was  kept 
to  the  Lord  with  glad  and  giateful  hearts.  The  Bishops  of  Tennessee 
and  Springfield  \9ere  present.  The  Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac  was  absent 
from  the  state,  being  the  representative  of  Wisconsin  at  the  Seabury 
Centenary,  at  Aberdeen,  in  Scotland.  The  Jubilee  began  with  choral 
Evensong  on  the  Vigil  of  All  Saints',  the  Bishop  of  Spnngfield  being  the 
preacher.  At  the  morning  service  on  All  Saints'  Day.  surpliced  choirs 
from  S.  Luke*s,  Racine,  S.  Paul's,  Beloit,  S.  Paul's,  Waiertown,  and  Ciirist 
Church,  Milwaukee,  were  present  with  the  Cathedral  choir,  and  with  the 
students  from  Nashotah  and  clergy  from  Ciiicago,  Fond  du  Lac  and  our 
own  Diocese,  made  a  surpliced  procession  of  about  one  hundred  and 
sixty.  The  preacher  was  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee.  The  service  and  ser- 
mon were  in  happy  accord,  and  were  in  all  resi»ects  befitting  the  occar 
sion.  The  glad  event  was  one  which  called  foith  expressions  of  thankful 
joy  from  every  part  of  the  Diocese;  and  the  Diocese  was  very  fully  rep- 
resented in  the  attendance  during  the  day.  On  the  Sunday  morning 
following,  the  All  Saints*  annivei'sary  sermon  was  preached  by  Dean 
Spalding.  A  l)eautiful  alms  basin  of  beaten  brass,  a  memorial  to  Bishop 
Arinitage,  was  received,  blessed  and  used  at  this  service.  In  the 
afternoon.  Canon  Knowles,  of  Chicago,  and  the  Bishop  of  Spriny:tield 
addressed  the  children  of  the  Sunday  schools  of  the  Cathediul  and  its 
missitms,  and  in  the  evening  Bishop  Quintard  preached  before  the  Car 
thedral  Guild.  At  the  close  of  this  service  the  choirs— the  Cathedral 
and  S.  Paul's,  Beloit— were  brierty  atldressed  in  the  Hall  by  the  Bishops 
of  Tennessee  <uid  Springfield  in  words  which  will  long  be  remembered 
by  all  who  heard  them,  and  which  were  a  fitting  conclusion  to  services 
the  grandest  in  character  of  any  ever  before  rendered  in  the  Diocese. 
To  this  brief  record  I  append  the  expression  of  my  sincere  gratitude  to 
my  brethren  of  Tennessee  and  Springfield  for  their  great  kindness  and 
their  most  valuable  services. 

In  a  few  years,  by  the  help  of  God,  the  debt  will  be  removed  from 
that  portion  of  the  block  on  which  the  chapel  and  school  rooms,  the 
Clergy  House  and  Church  Home  stand,  and  then  the  Diocese  of  Wiscon- 
B\n  will  be  in  possession  of  a  property  of  great  value,  and  of  an  organ- 
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ized  work  as  real  in  its  character  and  as  churchly  and  catholic  in  intention 
and  manner  as  can  be  found  in  any  Diocese  in  the  land. 

The  resignation  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spalding  of  the  office  of  the  Dean 
of  the  Cathedral,  was  accepted  very  unwillingly,  and  only  when  it  was 
a  clear  matter  of  duty.  He  leaves  behind  him,  in  the  preservation  and 
consolidation  of  this  property  and  the  organization  of  the  Diocesan 
Church,  a  record  of  unselfish  devotion  and  excellent  business  manage- 
ment, and  his  name  will  always  be  associated  with  that  of  Bishop  Armi- 
tage  in  this  work,  which  in  the  years  to  come  will  justly  be  regarded  by 
the  Church  in  Wisconsin  as  among  the  best  and  truest  services  which 
Christian  zeal  and  love  have  ever  given  for  the  extension  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  and  the  good  of  the  souls  He  catiie  to  save.  The  Rev.  Dean 
Mallory,  with  an  experience  gained  from  service  at  the  Cathedral  begun 
under  Bishop  Armitage,  is  extending  and  developing  the  work  of  the 
Cathedral  in  the  spirit  of  its  inception,  and  with  an  exceedingly  wise 
administration. 

The  Cathedral  choir  is  growing  each  year  in  thoroughness  and  eflB- 
ciency,  and  the  services  are  becoming  more  and  more  in  accord  with  the 
ancient  spirit  and  ritual  of  the  Church.  The  Cathedral  schdol,  which 
closed  with  interesting  exercises  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  of  last 
week,  has  had  during  the  year  the  largest  attendance  in  its  history,  and, 
to  the  great  satisfaction  of  all  interested  in  the  school*  is  to  continue 
another  year  under  the  same  teachers.  The  Cathedral  missions  are  all 
in  excellent  condition.  Some  needed  repadrs  and  improvements  at  Christ 
Church  and  tlie  building  of  a  chapel  at  8.  £dniond*s  are  amonu^  the  good 
works  for  the  coming  year.  During  the  year  I  have  appointed  the  Hev. 
H.  A.  Skinner  Residentiary  Canon,  the  Rev.  £.  P.  Wright^  D.  D.,  Mis- 
sionary Canon,  and  the  Rev.  Fayette  Durlin,  of  Madison,  and  the  Rev. 
Prof.  Riley,  of  Nashotah,  Honorary  Canons. 

ENCOUUAGEMKMTB  IN  TUS  DIOCSSE. 

The  extension  of  missionary  work  in  tlie  Diocese  has  been  marked 
during  the  year  with  energy  and  earnestness.  The  appointment  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Wright  as  General  Missionary  has  resulted  already  in  great 
good,  and  the  continuance  of  his  labors  will  be  of  exceeding  benefit  to 
the  missionary  spirit  of  the  Diocese.  The  general  work  of  missions  is 
receiving  more  care  and  attention  in  the  Diocese.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Cono- 
ver,  of  Janesville,  has  accepted  the  appointment  of  local  agent  for  this 
Diocese  from  our  General  Missionary  Board.  At  some  time  during  the 
sessions  of  the  Council  he  will  present  the  claims  of  the  society,  explain- 
ing the  systematic  offering  plan  and  asking  the  co-operation  of  every 
congregation  in  the  Diocese  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  General 
Board  and  furthering  the  great  work  of  the  Church. 

TH£  CHURCH  BOOK  STORE. 

The  opening  of  the  Church  Book  Store  in  Milwaukee  is  one  of  the 
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gratifying  and  important  events  of  the  year.  If  an  interest  is  felt  and 
manifested  all  through  the  Diocese,  great  good  will  be  accomplished 
through  this  agency.  An  aicquaintance  with  the  store  will  show  that  it 
is  controlled  by  one  who  knows  what  a  Church  book  store  should  be,  and 
whose  business  management  will  commend  it  to  all  who  deal  there.  The 
stock  of  Church  books  for  the  family,  the  study,  the  closet,  the  Sunday 
and  parish  schools,  will  always  be  full.  Abundant  provision  will  be 
made  for  the  Advent  and  Lenten  seasons,  and  for  Christmas  and  Easter. 
If  there  is  an  appreciation  of  this  work,  we  may  in  a  few  years  have  an 
excellent  Church  publishing  house  in  our  midst,  and  be  enabled  to  do  in- 
calculable good  in  the  way  of  Church  instruction  and  extension. 

SURPLICED  CnOIBS. 

The  multiplication  of  surpliced  choirs  is  another  hopeful  sign  in  the 
Diocese.  There  are  now  vested  choirs  in  the  Cathedral;  in  the  CoUege 
Chapel,  at  Racine;  in  Nashotah  Chapel;  at  8.  Paul's,  Watertown;  8.  Luke's, 
Racine;  8.  Paul's,  Beloit;  Christ  Church,  Eau  Claire;  Christ  Church,  Mil- 
waukee; 8.  Edmond's,  Milwaukee;  8.  John's,  Evansville,  and  Trinity, 
Janesville.  Arrangements  will  be  made  for  a  Diocesan  choir  festival  at 
the  Cathedral  in  the  early  autumn,  at  which  time  it  is  hoped  every 
surpliced  choir  in  the  Diocese  may  be  present.  I  anticipate  with  satis- 
faction the  increase  of  surpliced  choirs  in  the  Diocese,  feeling  that  not 
only  in  the  more  churchly  rendering  of  the  service  is  there  great  gain 
from  this  increase,  but  that  there  can  be  no  better  guild  organization 
than  this  for  boys  and  young  men  in  the  congregation. 

As  regards  the  music  of  the  Church  we  have  a  great  deal  to  recover 
and  restore,  for  the  prevalence  of  the  quartette  choir  and  the  spirit  in* 
our  congregations  which  seeks  and  sustains  that  peculiar  kind  of  music, 
has  greatly  per\'erted,  and  in  many  cases  utterly  destroyed,  the  devo- 
tional character  of  sacred  hymnody.  May  the  great  Head  of  the  Church 
hasten  the  day  when  the  vested  choir  and  a  simple  choral  service  may  be 
common  in  the  Church. 

I  have  noticed  all  through  the  Diocese  within  the  past  few  years, 
and  markedly  this  year,  a  growing  care  and  reverence  as  regards  the 
services  of  the  House  o\  God,  and  especially  in  all  that  pertains  to  the 
Celebrations  of  the  Holy  Eucharist.  In  very  many  churches  there  were 
two  CelebraliQn  this  year  on  Easter  Day.  The  early  Celebration,  week- 
ly and  holy  day,  is  becoming  more  frequent  in  the  Diocese,  and  the  true 
character  of  this  glorious  service  is  more  generally  recognized  and  es- 
teemed. In  that  which  pertains  to  the  Church's  ritual  I  believe  that 
we  are  the  inheritors  from  the  English  Church  of  all  that  is  adjudged 
lawful  in  that  Communion,  and  I  shall  always  with  pleasure  commend 
and  approve  such  Scriptural  and  Catholic  usages  as  I  believe  to  be  our 
birthright  in  the  Church  of  Christ.

In  the  removals  from  the  Diocese  I  realize  the  loss  to  our  own  work 
of  true  and  tried  men,  but  I  know  that  wherever  they  are  found  the 
Clergy  who  have  been  transferred  will  do  their  duty  faithfully  and  well. 
Dr.  Spalding's  long  and  intimate  connection  with  the  Diocese  made  it 
hard  to  part  with  him,  but  the  beneficial  effects  upon  his  health  of  a  win- 
ter in  the  South  attest  fully  the  wisdom  of  his  removal  from  Wisconsin. 
Mr.  Dumbell  had  been  but  a  short  time  in  the  Diocese,  but  his  excellent 
qualities  of  head  and  heart  made  him  warm  friends  wherever  he  was 
known,  and  his  generous,  catholic  spirit  was  manifested  in  all  he  said  and 
did.  Mr.  Starkweather's  work  in  the  northwest;  Mr.  Greenleaf s  devo- 
tion to  Racine  College;  the  faithful  p^irochial  or  missionary  labors  of  Mr. 
McGlone,  Mr.  Hendley,  Mr.  Bniiiierd  and  Mr.  TenBroeck  are  remembered 
and  cherished  in  the  localities  where  they  lived  and  worked. 

Of  the  clergy  received  into  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Safford,  living 
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SUNDAY  SCHOOL  CONFERENCB. 

On  Thursday  of  this  week  a  Ck>nference  of  all  who  are  interested  in 
Sunday  schools  is  appointed  to  be  held  at  the  Cathedral.  The  programme 
indicates  that  the  meeting  will  be  interesting  and  instructive.  I  hope  it 
may  be  in  the  mind  of  all  the  members  of  the  Council  to  attend  this 
Conference. 

Desiring  to  stimulate  the  children  of  the  Diocese  in  the  study  of  the 
Church  Catechism.  I  announced  some  weeks  since  in  the  Calendar  that 
honor  cards  would  be  given  all  to  children  in  the  Diocese  whose  names 
were  sent  to  me  with  the  certificate  of  their  pastor  or  teacher  that  they 
had  recited  the  whole  of  the  Church  Catechism  without  an  error.  On 
the  afternoon  of  Whitsun-Day,  I  gave  cards  to  thirty-six  of  the  memb^v 
of  the  Cathedral  Sunday  school,  and  distribution  was  made  in  various 
Sunday  schools  of  the  Diocese  of  cards  sent  for  that  purpose.  Since 
Whitsun-Day  additional  cards  have  been  sent  into  the  Diooese^  and  at 
Christmas-tide  another  gift  of  cards  will  be  made. 

THE  DEAD  IN  CHRIST. 

At  this  time  of  annual  gathering,  amid  hearty  welcomes  and  greetings 
the  thoughts  very  naturally  turn  from  the  present  and  the  living  to 
those  who  at  different  times  and  in  various  ways  have  been  associated 
with  us  in  Church  work,  and  who  now  rest  from  their  labors.  On  Sun- 
day, the  19th  day  of  last  October,  I  attended  in  S.  James'  Church,  Mil- 
waukee, the  burial  service  of  the  Bev.  Wm.  H.  Throop,  sometime  rector 
of  that  parish,  and  on  the  Festival  of  S.  John  Evangelist,  Saturday,  De- 
cember 27,  in  S.  Alban*s  Church,  Sussex,  I  othciated  at  the  burial  of  Mrs. 
Wright,  wife  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  E.  P.  Wright,  of  Waukesha. 

Mr.  Throop  will  always  be  remembered  with  love  and  affection  by 
those  wlio  knew  him  in  his  pastoral  life.  His  last  years  on  earth  were 
burdened  with  grievous  sickness,  but  so  long  as  strength  was  given  him 
he  labored  for  the  Master,  faithful  and  trusting  to  the  end. 

The  burial  of  Mrs.  Wright  in  the  consecrated  ground  of  S.  Alban's, 
Sussex,  was  preceded  by  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  Among 
the  pleasant  memorials  of  her  life  none  are  more  cherished  than  her  de- 
votion to  S.  John's  Home  and  her  unwearied  interest  in  all  that  con- 
cerned that  blessed  charity. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Daniel  L.  Wells  the  city  of  Milwaukee  and 
state  of  Wisconsin  lose  an  honored  and  valued  citizen,  and  the  Church 
of  6oD  will  miss  from  her  earthly  membership  one  who  was  devout, 
generous-hearted  and  greatly  beloved. 

Mr.  Kehlor,  of  Kenosha,  who  passed  from  earth  on  the  1st  day  of 
this  month,  was  not  so  widely  known  in  the  Diocese,  but  in  all  the  rela- 
tions of  life  and,  as  a  member  of  S.  Matthew's  parish  and  trustee  of  Kem- 
per Hall,  he  was  a  worthy  and  faithful  disciple  of  the  Lord. 
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The  death  of  Mr.  James  Jenkins,  of  Oshkosh,  removes  from  the 
counsels  of  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac  one  of  the  most  faithful  laymen 
in  the  Church  in  Wisconsin.  His  own  Bishop  pays  warm  and  generous 
tribute  to  this  noble-hearted  man,  and  all  in  our  own  Diocese  who  were 
active  in  the  work  of  the  Church  before  the  division  will  remember  the 
devotion  and  interest  of  Captain  Jenkins.  His  whole  heart  was  in  the 
work  of  the  Cathedral  Church  in  the  days  when  Bishop  Armitage  was 
organizing  this  work,  and  that  earnest  and  saintly  Bishop  had  no  better 
and  more  helpful  friend  in  the  Diocese  than  he  wlio,  with  a  life-record  of 
faithful,  loving  service,  has  passed  into  the  Paradise  of  6od.  Among  his 
benefactions  to  the  (church  was  a  generous  remembrance  to  Nashotali. 

How  all  the  lessons  of  death  are  to  the  reverent  and  humble  heart  the 
incentives  to  the  best  and  highest  life.  All  human  suffering  has  a  mes- 
sage for  human  hearts.  All  that  is  worth  conquering  in  life  is  won  by 
that  entire  glad  sacrifice  of  self  which  finds  its  inspiration  and  its  rest  in 
the  blood-stained  Cross  of  Christ.  Only  to  him  is  life  worth  living 
who,  through  the  purchase  of  the  Cross  and  the  cleansing  of  the  precious 
Blood  of  Christ,  realizes  that  Communion  in  the  Catholic  Church  is  Son- 
ship  in  QoD,  and  in  that  holy  Communion  seeks  only  to  know  the  whole 
counsel  of  6od  and  to  make  manifest  in  word  and  act  His  will  to  men: 
ready,  ever,  if  the  Will  of  God  be  so,  to  stand  firm  against  the  rush  of 
prejudice  and  passion,  that  in  and  through  the  Church  which  Christ  pur- 
chased with  His  Blood,  which  Apostles  planted  and  for  which,  in  all  ages, 
rasirtyrs  have  suffered,  the  divine  purpose  in  the  extension  of  the  divine 
Kingdom  and  the  salvation  of  human  souls  may  be  consummate  and  com- 
plete.

REPORT  OF  8.  JOHN*S  HOMS,  MILWAUKEE. 

In  making  this  our  seventeenth  annual  report  of  S.  John's  Home,  we 
can  but  reiterate  the  satisfaction  recorded  in  our  report  of  last  year. 
The  Home  continues  to  find  new  friends  who  are  kindly  disposed  to  aid 
in  its  support,  and  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity. 

The  present  Board  of  Managers  number  twenty-eight.  Three  have 
been  added  and  five  have  resigned;  number  of  inmates,  including  matron 
and  two  servants,  is  twenty-five.  Two  have  died  and  two  have  been  ad- 
mitted. Our  faithful  Chaplain,  the  Bev.  Mr.  8t.  George,  ataU  conducts 
the  religious  services  at  the  Homa  The  Matron  (Mrs.  Boidoe)  performs 
her  duties  faithfully  and  well,  and  through  her  unwearied  exertion  and 
devotion  the  inmates  have  been  made  unusually  happy  and  comfortable. 

Through  the  thoughtful  generosity  of  friends  a  number  of  books 
have  been  donated  to  the  Home,  which  have  added  greatly  to  the  profit 
and  pleasure  of  the  inmates.  We  would  gladly  welcome  like  donations 
from  others. 

Tlie  Home  lias  lost  a  valued  friend  and  liberal  donor  in  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Dr.  Wright,  of  Waukesha,  who  while  living  was  ever  active  in 
showing  her  interest  in  the  welfare  and  support  of  the  Home.  Her  loss 
will  l)e  greatly  deplored. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  regret  we  have  to  record  the  resignation  of  uur 
most  worthy  treasurer,  Mrs.  James  Smith,  who  has  served  us  so  faith- 
fully and  acceptably,  and  who  in  leaving  wiU  carry  with  her  the  best 
wishes  and  esteem  of  us  all.

Diocese  we  have  received  a  similar  line  of  articles  in  addition  to  contri- 
butions of  money.  Tlirough  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  M.  C  Dunind  we  re- 
ceived from  Mrs.  Bryson,  of  New  York,  a  compl^»  set  of  amputating 
and  trephining  instruments.  All  these  timely  donations  not  only  relieve 
the  sick  and  needy,  but  serve  the  further  purpose  of  strengthening  and 
encouraging  those  who  have  the  care  of  this  charity  resting  upon  them. 
For  such  manifest  interest  in  this  work  most  sincere  gratitude  is  felt, 
not  only  because  of  the  good  results  which  accrue  to  patients,  but  also 
for  the  reason  that  our  work  must  have  failed  without  that  aasjatance.

An  effort  is  making  this  summer  to  complete  the  memorial  to  Bish- 
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op  Kemper,  beg^un  in  the  orgflnization  of  the  school  at  Kenosha,  which 
bears  his  name,  by  freeing  it  from  debt.  The  school  is  now  very  pros- 
perous, closing  with  an  attendance  of  between  sixty-five  and  seventy 
pupils.  The  income  of  the  school  is  sufficient  to  meet  all  current  ex- 
penses, and  to  provide,  year  by  year,  for  necessary  repairs  and  improve- 
ments. A  gymnasium  is  needed,  an  enlarged  school-room,  an  exhibition 
hall,  an  increase  of  library,  apparatus,  etc.,  and  all  this  the  school  can 
accomplish  if  the  debt,  growing  out  of  the  balance  of  the  original  pur- 
chase, the  erection  of  necessary  buildings,  the  protection  of  the  lake 
front,  and  other  expenditures  which  could  not  be  met  by  the  current  re- 
ceipts of  the  school  but  were  provided  for  by  loans,  is  paid.  This  debt 
amounts  now  to  $1500.  Between  $2000  and  $9000  has  already  been  se- 
cured in  pledges.  An  appeal  is  now  made  to  every  parish  and  mission 
in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  to  aid  in  this  good  work,  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Kemper  Hall  collector  and  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  Diocese, 
that  all  may  share  in  securing  this  result  The  Bishop,  upon  request, 
will  give  information  as  to  this  work,  and  Mrs.  Henry  Kimball,  of  Ke- 
nosha, will,  if  desired,  visit  any  congregation  in  the  interest  of  Kemper 
HalL  The  next  Calendar  will  contain  an  account  of  the  progress  of 
the  work.

The  great  missionary  field  of  this  Diocese  is  comprised  in  the  IjH 
Crosse  Convocation.  At  the  Advent  meetiqg  of  that  C>onvocHtion,  in 
December  last,  being  the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the 
district  as  a  (Convocation,  the  report  of  the  dean  showed  that  in  the  ten 
years  the  number  of  dei^  had  increased^  from  four  to  fourteen:  that  in 
the  same  time  eleven  churches  and  chapels,  one  hospital  and  three  par- 
sonages had  l)eeti  built,  and  one  chapel  reclaimed  from  secular  uses  and 
restored.  The  increase  of  mission  funds  means  more  work  and,  with 
Odd's  blessing  and  approval,  continued  Church  extension.  The  only 
work  which  cannot  fail  is  work  for  Christ  and  His  Church.  In  this  let 
us  be  earnest  and  united.  It  is  the  work  that  our  Blessed  Lord  gave  «s 
to  do,  and  when  faithfully  done  will  always  bring  abundant  fruit. 

Thei-e  never  was  a  time  when  the  work  in  the  Diocese  was  more 
hopeful  and  encouraging  than  it  is  Uwlay.  Let  the  offerings  on  Mission 
Sunday  make  full  provision  for  the  stipends  due  the  missionaries  cui  the 
Hrst  of  March,  that  prompt  payment  may  l)e  m:ide,  for  the  stipends  are 
small  and  punc^tuality  in  pjiyment  is  o1  great  a(H*4>unt  to  our  faithful 
missionaries.

Deak  Bkktiiren  in  the  Lord:— The  duties  and  privileges  of  the 
forty  days  of  Lent  are  so  great  that  I  am  constrained  to  entreat,  most 
earnestly,  that  due  prepai*atioii  may  be  made  by  all  the  members  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  for  a  right  observance  of  the  season.  It  is  in- 
tended to  minister  in  a  special  manner  to  spiritual  wants;  to  strengthen 
us  in  all  g(K)d  ways  and  works.  To  gain  from  this  season,  as  it  passes, 
its  many  and  priceless  blessings,  there  should  be  thoughtful  arrange- 
ment and  preparation  fur  keeping  Lent. 

The  Retreat  at  Nashotah,  with  its  quiet  days  of  prayer,  meditation 
and  instruction, will  be  of  great  value  to  the  clergy  who  attend.  It  will 
be  helpful  in  all  that  pertains  to  individual  discipline,  and  the  very  tone 
and  character  of  this  devotional  meeting  will  be  suggestive  of  ways  in 
which  Lent  may  be  made  a  holy  and  precious  season  indeed  for  the  con- 
gregation. 

In  the  life  of  each  baptized  member  of  the  Church  who  has  "come  to 
the  years  of  discretion,"  there  should  be,  iiccording  to  one's  age,  circum- 
stances and  condition,  an  arranged  and  determined  measure  of  abstinence 
and  service  for  the  Lenten  season.    What  the  Church  requires  is  that 
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which  is  "especially  suited  to  extraordinary  acts  and  services  of  devo- 
tionj*  Lenten  savings  should  be  solemnly  devoted  and  set  apart  to  some 
good  work,  as  a  special  offering.  Lenten  prayers  and  services  should 
have  reference  to  each  one's  peculiar  needs.  The  public  services  of  the 
Church  should  be  attended,  beginning  with  Ash  Wednesday,  with  the 
earnest  resolution  to  be  present,  if  possible,  at  each  service;  if  not  at  each 
service,  to  be  absent  only  because  imperative  duties  prevent  attendance. 
The  character  and  frequency  of  Lenten  seiTices  will  vai7  in  different 
congregations.  In  all  parishes  and  missions  there  will  be  of  course,  some 
special  services.  Whatever  may  be  the  custom  at  other  times,  the  week- 
ly Communion  is  very  desirable  during  the  Lenten  season. 

There  are  many  excellent  devotional  books  for  the  Lenten  season, 
which  may  be  made  in  a  true  and  real  sense  helps  to  a  holy  Lent  in  fam- 
ilies and  by  individuals. 

I  would  suggest  to  congregations,  and  especially  to  Sunday  scliools, 
the  general  missions  of  the  Church,  domestic  and  foreign,  as  one  object 
of  Lenten  offerings.  Each  of  these  mission  boards  should  receive  an  of- 
fering during  the  year  from  each  congregation  in  the  Diocese,  and  Lent 
is  a  good  time  for  clergy  and  people  to  consider  this  matter. 

Praying  earnestly  that  the  season  of  Lent  may  be  to  the  Diocese  a 
season  of  refreshing,  as  it  surely  will  be  if  we  all  are  sincere  in  our  de- 
votions and  faithful  in  our  duties,  I  am

Tlie  Committee  whose  report  is  herewith  submitted  wjis  api)oiiite<l  l»y 
the  Bisliop  at  tlie  Diocasan  C/Ouucil  of  1884,  in  acH'onlance  with  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved :  That  a  committee  of  live  be  appointetl  by  the  Chair  to 
consider  the  changes  in  the  Prayer  BiH»k  recommendwl  by  the  hwt  Ofn- 
eniH'onvention;  the  principles  on  which  these  changes  were  proposf<l. 
and  liow  far  tlie  ciianges  have  been  in  iiccordance  witli  thi>s(»  principles, 
and  wliether  tliey  are  wise  and  timely;  and  that  they  report  at  the  next 
Diocesan  C(mvention. 

The  following  resolutions  from  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey  were  h1s*» 
referred  to  tliis  Committee: 

Re^olvexl :  That  this  Convention,  througli  its  Deputies,  memorialize 
tli(}  next  (Jenond  Convention  in  favur  of  the  n\st()ration  in  "The  Onlt^r 
for  the  Administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  or  Holy  C'Ommuni(»n/'  of  :<<» 
much  of  its  old  congi'uity  ius  may  l)e  effectwl  by  rephicmg  the  siwalH 
Lesser  Exhortation,  Confession,  Al)Solution,  ComforUible  Wonis  ami 
Prayer  of  Humble  Access  after  the  l*rayer  of  Consecration  and  iuinuHli- 
ately  before  the  reception  and  distribution  of  the  Elements. 

Re^Holved:  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  re<i nested  to 
transmit  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Convention 
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of  the  American  Church,  and  reciuest  him  to  lay  it  before  his  Conven- 
tion and  ask  its  otticial  approval  of  the  object  and  co-operation  in  ac- 
complishing it. 

The  resolution  under  which  the  present  (Committee  ^as  thus  consti- 
tuted was  probably  piissed  under  the  very  natural  assumption  that  the 
**notilication  to  the  Dioceses"  of  the  proposed  changes  in  the  Prayer 
Book,  in  accordance  with  Article  8  of  the  Constitution,  would  be  received 
at  that  Council.  Although  the  Article  referred  to  does  not  specify  any 
limit  of  time,  ami  it  might  be  within  its  letter  to  withhold  the  "noti- 
fication" from  the  Dioceses  until  the  very  last  meeting  before  the  suc- 
ceeding General  Convention,  such  a  course  is  clearly  contrary  to  the 
spiiMT  of  the  provision,  and  might  go  far  to  defeat  any  purpose  it  wiis 
intended  to  serve.  It  was  natural  to  suppose,  therefore,  that,  in  a  mat- 
ter of  such  inestimable  importance,  every  endeiivor  would  be  made  to 
comply  with  this  requirement  of  the  Constitution  at  the  e<irliest  moment. 
Such,  however  was  not  the  ctise,  and  your  Committee  were  embarrassed 
to  find  that  they  had  nothing  ofticial  before  them.  It  was  no  doubt  pos- 
sible, though  a  matter  of  difficulty,  to  ascertain  by  careful  study,  from 
the  minutes  of  the  General  Convention,  the  substance  of  the  changes 
proposed;  but  complete  knowledge  of  the  whole  work  could  not  be  at- 
Uiined  until  the  official  publication,  inasmuch  as  the  "Editing  Committee" 
were  clothed  with  power,  after  the  atljoumment  of  the  General  (Conven- 
tion, to  make  such  changes  as  might  in  their  judgment  be  necessary  in 
order  to  correct  "any  clerical  errors  or  manifest  inaccuracies." 

The  hist  General  Convention  adjourned  October  26,  1883;  but  the 
"Notification  to  the  Dioceses"  and  the  "Prayer  Book  Annexed  tis 
Amended"  were  not  published  until  April,  1885,  two  months  ago. 

Under  these  circumsUmces  it  might  have  been  a  question  whether 
this  Committee  should  attempt  any  report  at  this  time  upon  a  matter 
which  was  not  yet  officiiUly  before  the  Diocese,  and  in  regard  to  which 
accurate  information  has  not  been  attainable  until  within  so  recent  a 
date.  Considering,  however,  the  serious  importance  of  the  subject,  and 
the  necessity  that  it  should  be  opened  to  public  discussion  at  the  esirliest 
possible  moment,  it  lijis  seemed  best  to  waive  technical  considerations, 
and  making  use  of  the  definite  information  now  at  hand,  to  present  a  re- 
port, and  thus  enable  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  to  exert  all  possible 
weight  in  the  most  important  movement  in  which  the  American  Church 
has  ever  embarked. 

INTRODUCTOKY. 

In  order  to  form  an  adequate  judgment  of  the  subject  submitted  to 
us,  it  was  necessary  that  we  should  (1)  trace  briefiy  the  historical  conti- 
nuity and  the  Catholic  relations  of  the  principal  Offices  embraced  in  the 
Prayer  Book,  (2)  the  theory  on  which  they  are  constructed,  and  (3)  the 
purpose  which  they  are  intended  to  fulfill. 
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This  is  in  accordcince  with  the  terms  under  which  we  have  been  di- 
rected to  present  this  report,  and  it  is  the  only  method  by  which 
satisfactory  results  can  be  obtained. 

The  Public  -Worship  of  tlie  Church  has  in  all  ages  been  divided  into 
two  great  departments;  the  one  including  the  Celebration  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist  and  the  rites  appertaining  thereto;  the  other  embracing  thuse 
Offices  of  Prayer  and  Praise  in  wliich,  daily  and  even  at  fixed  hours,  the 
voice  of  the  Church  unitedly  and  continually  ascends  to  the  Almighty 
Father. 

The  first  of  tliese  departments  was  represented  in  the  Western  Church 
by  the  Missal  and  its  accompanying  books,  which  contained  all  that  belong- 
etl  to  the  discharge  of  this  great  c?entral  act  of  sacrificial  worship;  the 
second  by  the  Breviary  which  contained  the  services  of  the  Canonical 
Hours.  In  the  Eastern  Church  there  is  a  similar  division.  The  book 
containing  the  Divine  Liturgy  and  its  adjuncts  is  there  called  the  Euchol- 
osry;  while  the  book  called  the  MenaMi  corresponds  to  the  Breviary. 

In  the  Anglicim  Church  and  its  branches,  since  the  Reformation,  all 
the  Otiices  of  the  Church,  reduced  to  a  minimum  of  simplicity,  are  con- 
tained in  a  single  book,  endeared  now  to  the  heaits  of  Churchmen  under 
the  name  of  the  "Book  of  Common  Prayer.**  Nevertheless,  though  both 
departments  of  woi*ship  are  thus,  for  convenience,  embraced  in  one  book, 
their  fundamental  dlstinctiQns  are  as  manifest  here  as  elsewhere*  On  the 
one  hand  we  have  the  ''Order  for  the  Administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
or  Holy  ('ommunion,"  supplemented  by  the  "Collects,  Epistles  and  Gos- 
ples  to  be  used  throughout  the  year'*;  on  the  other  hand,  the  "Order  for 
Daily  Morninj;:  and  Kvening  Prayer,"  with  the  Psalter  and  Litany. 

IIISTOKY  AND  CONTINUITY  OF  THE  OllKAT  OFFICES  OF  THE  CHUKCH. 

No  oniMloubts,  in  view  of  the  evidence  of  the  Ancient  Liturgies  and  the 
Karly  Fathers,  that  the  Holy  Eucharist  had  its  appropriate  forms  from  the 
foundation  of  the  Christian  Church.  It  is  eijually  certain  that  the  other 
gn*at  department  of  woi-ship,  in  which  the  leading  principle  was  that  the 
voice  of  the  Clninih  should  juscend  continually  in  supplication,  confession 
and  praise,  IkuI  from  the  earli(»st  times  settled  forms  of  expression,  which 
though  possibly  not  invariable,  nor  established  by  any  certain  authority, 
were  nevertlieless  derivini  from  a  common  source,  the  daily  8er\ices  of  the 
Temple  and  prayers  of  the  Synjigogue;  matle  use  of  the  same  great  tre^*^ 
ury  of  devotion  in  the  Psalms  of  David,  and  observed  certain  hours  of 
praycT,  consecratetl  by  use  in  the  Church  of  the  Old  Covenant  from  iro- 
memorial  antiquity. 

What  then  were  the  i^iturgical  Forms  employed  in  these  devotioiisi' 
It  takers  very  little  investigation  to  discover  that  the  foundation  up- 
on which  the,se  olhces  of  daily  prayer  were  built,  their  very  central  an^^ 
essential  feature,  was  an  arrangement  of  the  Psalter  for  systematic  reci- 
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tation.  To  this  were  added  from  time  to  time  the  New  Testament 
canticles,  the  "Benedictus,  "Magnificat"  and  "Nunc  Dimittis;"  ecclesias- 
tical compositions  like  the  "Te  Deum;**  fixed  Psalms  to  mai'k  particular 
hours,  days  or  seasons;  systems  of  versicles  and  responses,  and  lessons 
from  the  sacred  Scriptures.  These  Offices  thus  composed  were  in  gen- 
eral of  a  joyous  and  inspiring  nature.  The  element  of  praise  pretlomi- 
nated;  there  was  nothing  of  a  didactic  character  apart  from  the  short 
lessons,  and  even  these  did  not  exist  in  the  earlier  forms;  petitions  and 
precatory  forms,  apart  from  Psalms  and  canticles,  were  few  and  brief, 
longer  and  more  sustained  supplications  being  reserved  to  be  offered  in 
connection  with  the  Holy  Eucharist  or  in  private  devotion. 

When  in  process  of  time  the  earlier  enthusiasm  had  grown  cool,  and 
as  in  many  countries  to  which  Christianity  had  spread  the  conditions  of 
life  under  which  religion  must  be  exercised  grew  harder  and  more  ex- 
SLcting,  it  became  less  and  less  possible  for  the  great  Ixnly  of  the  lay  peo- 
ple to  take  from  the  working  day  the  time  required  to  fulfill  such 
constant  devotional  exercises.  Still  the  Church  in  her  ofiicial  capacity, 
as  represented  by  the  l^esthood,  continued  to  dischai*ge  this  duty  of 
unceasing  prayer.  The  rise  of  monasticism,  moreover,  with  its  commu- 
nities, based  upon  a  strict  rule  of  religious  life  and  a  fixed  system  of 
devotion  gave  the  earlier  forms  a  richer  and  more  elaborate  development. 
It  was  in  the  monasteries  chiefiy  that  these  services  received  the  embel- 
lishments and  the  wonderful  variety  which  we  find  in  the  later  centuries. 

The  reformers  of  the  English  Church  did  not  venture  to  write  new 
Offices  of  prayer  any  more  than  to  compose  a  new  Communion  service. 
This  is  evident  on  comparing  the  English  Offices  with  the  sources  from 
which  they  were  taken,  and  it  is  moreover  explicitly  set  forth  in  the  In- 
troduction to  the  English  Prayer  liook  "Concerning  the  Service  of  the 
Church,"  with  the  direction  following  it,  in  continuation  of  the  ancient 
rule  that  "All  Priests  and  Deacons  are  to  say  daily  the  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer,  either  privately  or  openly,  not  being  let  by  sickness  or 
some  other  urgent  cause." 

It  was  the  dawn  of  a  period  of  wonderful  intellectual  activity.  If 
the  services  of  the  Church  were  to  retain  their  hold  upon  the  hearts  of 
men,  they  could  not  continue  to  bevelled  in  the  obscurity  of  an  unknown 
tongue,  mysterious,  half  hidden  from  sight  and  knowledge  as  a  sort  of 
trade  mystery.  There  must  be  a  readjustment  of  such  a  kind  as  should 
render  them  accessible  to  all  and  commend  them  to  the  intellect  iis  well 
as  the  religious  instincts.  The  two  great  reiiuisites  to  this  end  were  first, 
a  language  "understanded  of  the  people;"  second,  a  certain  simplicity. 
These  ends  were  undeniably  effected  by  the  English  revisions  of  the 
liturgical  system. 

The  result  of  the  English  Reformation  in  this  branch  of  its  work 
has  been  that  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  has  had  a  far  wider  use 
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among  the  laity,  and  has  exercised  a  stronger  influence  over  the  life  and 
devotion  of  the  people,  than  any  book  of  pablic  prayer  in  the  world.  It 
is  very  greatly  due  to  this,  as  we  believe,  that  in  England  alone  among 
the  nations  of  Europe,  the  Church  and  her  services  have  retained  a  fast 
hold  of  the  hearts  and  lives  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  most  intelligent, 
learned  and  influential  laymen,  with  no  cold  or  perfunctory  attachment, 
but  with  an  intense  and  enthusiastic  devotion  not  exceeded  in  the  his- 
tory of  Christianity. 

CATHOLIC  RELATIONS  OF  THE  PRAYER  BOOK. 

But  it  would  be  an  enormous  mistake  to  suppose  that  the  influence 
of  the  Pmyer  Book,  the  fascination  it  has  exercised,  the  strong  and  stead- 
fast alTection  it  has  elicited,  are  due  merely  to  its  intelligibility,  its  sim- 
plicity, or  even  to  the  mi^esty  of  of  its  diction  and  the  glorious  devo- 
tional compositions  which  All  its  pages.  Many,  at  various  times,  have 
taken  in  hand  to  compose  books  of  public  prayer.  The  exiles  at  Frank- 
fort in  Mary's  reign,  under  the  guidance  of  Calvin;  John.  Knox,  in  Sootr 
land;  the  Puritans  of  Elizabeth's  time,  are  examples  well  known  to 
history.  The  most  important  of  these  books,  no  doubt,  was  the  Pnsby- 
terian  Directory  of  1645.  Richard  Baxter  in  1660  composed  in  a  fortnight 
an  entirely  new  service  book,  which  in  the  opinion  of  his  friends  was 
every  way  worthy  to  supersede  the  Book  of  Common  'Prayer;  and 
numlMsrless  other  attempts  of  the  same  kind  have  been  made  by  individ- 
uals, parties  or  sects.  Some  of  these  were  undoubtedly  of  great  intrinsic 
merit;  some  were  supported  by  powerful  influence;  but  all  have  uttt^rly 
faile<l  to  ol>tain  the  aecei)tance  their  authors  desiretl. 

Mark  tlie  true  secret  of  this  great  (lifferenc(>>.  It  lies  in  the  simple 
fiiet  tliJit  the  B(K)k  of  C^omnion  Pmyer  is  what  none  of  these  brand  new 
service  lxH»ks  could  ever  claim  to  be.  It  is  the  lineal  successor  of  that 
system  of  Catholic  worship  which,  through  the  elalK>rate  and  beAuHful 
scrvict>s  of  the  Breviary,  finds  iU  origin  in  the  "Prayers"  of  the  primitive 
Church.  It  is  a  thing  of  f?i*owth,  not  a  new  manufacture.  The  main 
principles,  the  deep  underlying?  characteristics,  and  many  of  the  distin- 
guishing features  still  remain  imbedded  in  our  present  services,  giving 
them  a  strength  and  power  whi(^h  they  could  derive  from  nothing  els«*. 

THE  STUU(^TUUK  OK  THE  DAILY  OFFICES. 

A  consideration  of  the  structure  of  the  Oftices  of  Morning  and 
Evening  Prayer  will  make  tliese  points  clear.  When  the  daily  recitation 
of  the  Breviary,  with  its  separate  services  of  Nocturns,  Jjauds  and  Prime, 
usually  said  during  the  night;  Terce,  Sext  and  Nones,  at  the  principjil 
hours  of  the  day;  Vesj»ers  and  Compline,  in  tlie  evening,  was  enjoinwl 
upon  all  the  Prieathotxl,  tlie  obligation  could  only  be  fulfilled  in  a  major- 
ity of  cases  by  "aggregation,"  since  the  duties  of  the  parish  priest  wouW 
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usually  make  it  impossible  for  him  to  observe  the  canonical  hours  as 
they  might  be  observed  in  religious  houses.  Several  successive  Offices 
were  thus  combined  and  said  together,  and  all  the  principal  ones  would 
eiisily  fall  into  two  divisions  to  be  said  morning  and  evening.  Such  ag- 
gregations are  our  •*Orders  for  Daily  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,"  the 
iirst  being  made  up  of  the  old  Matins,  Lauds  and  Prime;  the  second  of 
Vespers  and  (^/ompline. 

The  distinguishing  features  are  such  as  these:  First,  as  the  central 
element,  an  arrangement  of  the  Psalter  for  recitation  by  course;  second, 
the  Lessons,  formerly  almost  confined  to  Matins,  but  now  extended  to 
the  evening  ofiiee  for  greater  edification;  third,  the  canticles,  among 
which  the  **Venite'*  and  the  "Te  Deum"  were  distinguishing  marks  of 
Matins;  the  "Bendieite  Omnia  Opera"  and  the  "Jubilate"  marked  Lauds, 
at  the  close  of  which  the  **Benedictus"  was  invariably  sung,  hailing  the 
coming  of  the  Sun  of  Righteousness,  of  which  the  dawn  of  morning  and 
the  rising  orb  of  day  might  remind  the  expectant  worshipper.  Next,  in 
Prime,  came  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  versicles  and  responses  called 
the  J*reces,  and  the  Ofiice  ended  with  collects.  In  the  "Venite,"  there- 
fore, at  the  beginning,  in  the  Psalter,  "Te  Deum,"  "Benedicite,"  and 
"Bened ictus,"  and  even  by  the  order  in  which  they  come;  also  in  Creed, 
versicles  and  collects,  we  are  carrying  on  the  old  worship  of  Christian 
ages  past.  In  like  manner  our  evening  Ofiice  perpetuates  the  Vespers 
and  Compline  of  old,  though  in  the  form  in  which  we  have  them  in  the 
American  book,  the  distinguishing  marks  of  Catholic  continuity  have 
been  more  obscured  than  elsewhere  throughout  the  Prayer  Book.  The 
English  Prayer  Book  still  retains  the  "Mtignificat,"  with  which  Vespers 
closed,  and  the  **Nunc  Dimittis,"  which  there  still  precedes  the  Creed 
and  Preces,  as  it  did  in  the  ancient  Compline. 

Reference  must  be  made  to  the  more  modern  adjuncts  of  these  serv- 
ices. The  ancient  service  began  with  the  Ix^rd's  Prayer  and  "O  Lord 
open  Thou  our  lips."  This  order  was  still  followed  in  the  First  Prayer 
Book  of  Edward  VI.,  that  greatest  liturgical  monument  of  the  Reforma- 
tion; but  in  1552  the  present  opening  was  prefixed,  consisting  of  Scripture 
texts.  Exhortation,  (/onfession  and  Declaration  of  Absolution.  It  takes 
but  little  study  to  see  that  these  adjuncts  as  a  whole  are  not  in  full  har- 
mony with  the  service  which  follows,  either  in  tone  or  language.  They 
have  a  stiff  formality  out  of  all  keeping  with  the  note  of  praise  with 
which  the  service  properly  opens;  and  in  language,  the  inflated  style  of 
the  Exhortation  and  Confession  stands  in  marked  contrast  with  the 
purity  which  distinguishes  the  Prayer  Book  generally.  Such,  briefly,  is 
the  STRUCTURE  of  the  Offices  of  daily  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer. 

We  have  thus  seen  that  our  services  draw  their  origin  from  the  re- 
motest antiquity  of  the  Christian  Church;  that  their  contents  remain 
essentially  the  same;  that  the  last  great  step  in  their  history  was  their 
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translation  and  reduction  to  a  simple  form  at  the  Reformation;  that  in 
their  structure  they  are  nothing  else  than  aggregaitions  of  the  ancient  and 
universal  offices  of  the  Catholic  (^'/hnrch,  and  that  the  distinctive  featurt^ 
of  these  offices  still  remain  prominent,  their  respective  limits  and  points 
of  junction  are  still  clearly  marked.  Such  are  some  of  the  results  of  a 
scientific  consideration  of  the  Liturgical  system;  for  the  worship  of  the 
Christian  Church  and  tlie  formularies  in  which  it  is  exhibited,  constitutf 
a  true  science,  of  which  the  first  principles  lie  deep  in  objective  Theology, 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  needs  and  aspirations  of  the  human  soul  quick- 
ened by  divine  gmce,  on  the  other;  shaped  first  in  concrete  fonns  by 
inspired  men,  kings,  priests  and  prophets  of  the  older  Church;  renewf^l 
and  remodelled  by  the  Apostles  and  Prophets  of  Clirist;  developed  and 
l)eautified,  ever  in  accordance  with  primary  laws,  by  martyrs  and  confew- 
ors  and  holy  souls  of  every  age. 

We  cannot»  therefore,  treat  our  formularies  as  simply  pleasinf?  or 
edifying  compilaticms  for  devotional  purposes,  without  a  history,  a  definite 
structure  or  necessary  laws  of  form  or  use.  We  cannot  allow  in  their 
revision,  the  play  of  private  fancy  or  individual  sentiment  as  a  substitute 
for  scientific  principles. 

THB  APPLICATION  OF  THESE  PBINCFPLES  TO  THE  DAILY  OFFICES  OF  THE 

BOOK  ANNEXED  AS  AMENDED. 

When  we  compare  the  results  of  this  investigation  with  the  Reviwd 
Offices  now  laid  before  the  Church,  it  is  a  question  whether  principles  of 
gresit  importance  have  not,  in  some  cases,  been  neglected  Or  violated 

It  will,  we  feel  sure,  \ye  generally  admitted  that  it  is  by  all  means 
desirable  in  this  age  of  change  to  preserve  every  link  we  have  which  con- 
nects the  present  with  the  past  and  keeps  our  worship  in  accord  with  the 
voice  of  the  ('atholic  Church.  But  it  is  a  matter  of  grave  doubt  whethtr 
the  great  numl)er  of  alternatives  allowed  in  this  revision,  with  no  other 
direction  than  the  words  '*or  this,"  may  not  endanger  or  olvscure  those 
great  distinguishing  marks  which  we  have  alTea<ly  enumerated.  Jin<1 
which  it  must  be  a  primary  object  to  retain.  It  will  be  sufficient  to  cite 
here  a  single  instance  which  occurs  in  the  Morning Senice.  If  one  thin? 
more  than  another  stands  out  as  the  distinguishing  characteristic  of  the 
Morning  Prayer  it  is  undoubtedly  the  Te  Deum,  which  marks  in  the  con- 
solidatefl  service  the  close  of  the  ancient  Matins.  For  this,  Jis  an  alterna- 
tive, we  have  always  had  the  Henedicite,  and  although  the  proper  liniit!* 
of  the  substitution  are  not  expressly  defined  by  rubric,  a  well  settled 
custom  of  the  Church,  not  without  warrant  in  more  ancient  practice. 
has  confined  the  omission  of  the  Te  Deuni  to  the  season  of  Lent  or  at 
most  to  Advent  and  Lent.  But  we  now  find  a  second  alternative  a<i(ie»l. 
derived  neither  from  the  Anglican  or  the  more  ancient  service  Ixx'lJS. 
but  which  has  what  to  many  will  seem  the  crowning  merit  of  brevity, 
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and  it  becomes  possible,  and  not  improbable,  that  in  some  of  our  Churches 
the  grandest  of  all  our  anthems  of  praise  will  hardly  be  heard  from  one 
year's  end  to  another. 

And,  again,  this  profusion  of  alternatives,  embracing  the  Exhortation, 
Confession,  Absolution,  Psalms,  Canticles  and  (|ptional  "Office"  appended 
to  Evening  Prayer,  is  not  in  harmony  with  the  important  Reformation 
principle  of  simplicity.  The  complexity,  to  be  sure,^  is  not  of  the  same 
cliaracter  as  that  with  which  the  reformers  found  fault,  but  it  is  still 
calculated  to  confuse  tlie  simple  worahipper,  and  to  render  the  services 
more  difficult  to  the  unlearned. 

But  such  wide  power  of  selection  in  offices  which  were  designed  to 
be  nearly  identical  everywhere,  is  fraught  with  fai^  greater  danger  than 
loss  of  simplicity  and  the  sacrifice  of  an  ancient  landmark  here  and  there. 
It  threatens  the  very  essential  character  of  the  service  as  a  whole.  It 
requires  no  long  examination  to  discover  that,  according  to  the  caprice 
or  fancy  of  the  individual  priest,  forms  of  widely  differing  character 
Hiay  be  employed,  and  the  services,  chamelon-like,  so  changed  as  hardly 
to  be  recognized  as  the  same  at  different  times  and  places.  This  would 
be  to  introduce  confusion,  not  enrichment 

We  cannot  but  believe  that  such  a  concession  to  the  love  of  change 
and  novelty  would  be  a  very  grave  departure  from  the  old  conservative 
spirit  which  has  been  so  great  a  source  of  strength.  It  would  tend 
strongly  to  shake  that  reverence  which  is  fostered  by  the  constant  repe- 
tition of  THE  SAME  HALLOWED  FoiiMs,  and  which  htis  made  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  a  mighty  power  for  good  throughout  the  English  world 
for  three  hundred  years.  It  would  put  it  in  the  power  of  party'  feeling 
to  exhibit  itself  where  it  hat^heretofore  been  least  able  to  intrude  with- 
out transcending  esUiblisheil  laws.  Instead  of  meeting,  i>erforce,  on 
connnon  ground  within  the  sphere  of  worship  if  nowhere  else,  different 
schools  have  here  a  license  to  manifest  their  contrasting  views  through 
the  very  words  in  which  their  public  devotions  are  expressed.  This 
would  surely  be  a  stailling  approach  to  that  latitudinarian  ideal,  in  ac- 
cordance with  which  all  sects  and  parties  were  to  set  forth  their  Prayer 
Books  with  the  sanction  of  central  Church  authority.  It  might  be  pos- 
sible, with  rubrical  authority,  to  gather  out  of  the  Offices  now  before  us 
most  beautiful  forms  of  service,  in  close  ac^cord  with  the  great  traditional 
principles  of  Catholic  worship;  but  the  most  accurate  forms,  the  most 
perfect  liturgical  system,  lack  an  essential  note  of  Catholicity  if  they 
are  confined  to  an  individual  or  a  clique. 

In  answer  to  this  will  be  pletwleii  the  demand  for  greater  "flexibility" 
in  the  use  of  the  Prayer  Book,  in  order  that  the  services  may  be  adapted 
to  a  wider  variety  of  occ^isions  and  exigencies.  It  is  justly  noted  as  a 
hopeful  sign  of  the  times  that  the  growth  of  the  Church  and  the  unceas- 
ing endeavor  of  the  clergy  to  reach  all  classes  and  conditions  of  men. 
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have  made  it  necessary  to  try  a  great  variety  of  methods,  in  order  to 
bring  home  the  teachings  and  the  spiritual  influence  of  the  ('liurcli  to 
every  soul,  and  to  introduce  men  to  her  worship  and  usages  by  such 
adaptations  as  their  needs  may  make  desirable  or  useful.  Hence  ha» 
come  the  cry  for  shor^^r  services,  for  more  numerous  ofiices  and  for 
greater  ^flexibility"  in  those  we  have. 

FUKPOSB  AND  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  THE  MOKNIMG  AND  EVENING  PRAYER 

This  brings  us  to  the  consideration  of  a  subject  already  referred  to 
at  the  beginning  of  this  report,  viz.:  What  is  the  fijrpose  of  the  Daily 
OfliceB  of  the  Church  Y  ''What  mean  ye  by  this  service?**  In  the  great 
twofold  system  of  Christian  worship,  what  is  the  place  of  the  Daily 
Prayer?  It  is  to  be  feared  that  this  question  has  been  entirely  lost 
sight  of.  The  old  discipline,  enforced  still  by  the  laws  of  the  English 
Church  as  elsewhere  throughout  the  world,  made  these  Olllces  daily  in 
fact,  as  well  as  in  name;  but  among  ourselves  this  discipline  has  fallen 
into  abeyance,  and  the  priest,  no  longer  required  as  the  represent^itivc 
of  the  Church  and  as  a  part  of  his  settled  duty  to  recite  these  services, 
easily  forgets  their  true  purpose  and  significance. 

Coming  therefore  upon  a  period  of  intensely  practical  characU^.  U) 
which  the  old  spirit  of  devotion  is  uncongenial,  and  when  prayer  is  com- 
monly valued  for  its  edifying  effect  upon  the  souls  of  those  who  use  or 
hear  it  rather  than  for  its  relations  to  Almighty  God,  it  would  not  lie  on- 
natural  to  assume  that  in  the  revision  of  the  Devotional  Forms  adaptation 
to  practical  ends  wiis  the  chief  or  only  object  to  be  attained.  But  the 
truth  is  that  the  purpose  of  the  Daily  Service  of  the  Church  is  that  of  un- 
ceasing prayer,  and  prayer  by  and  for  tlie  Church  in  her  corportite  ciipa^'ity. 
Iler  food  the  Body  and  Blood  of  (^'lirist,  and  drawing  in  with  every  inspi- 
spiration  the  Holy  Spirit  of  Cod,  she  gives  forth  in  return,  with  every 
breath  the  sound  of  praise  and  joyous  service,  to  the  Gi  ver  of  all  j^ckhI.  F«>r 
this  grand  work  there  must  be  something  fixed,  something  uniform,  in  the 
forms  employed,  that  the  voice  of  ( 'atliolic  adoration  may  jiscimd  without 
discordant  notes  to  mar  the  universal  harmony.  Flence  too,  the  rule 
which  bound  the  iwrformance  of  this  great  duty  upon  one  onier  at  lejisl. 
that  it  might  never  be  left  to  depend  upon  circninstjinces  of  i)lace  aiul 
time,  or  the  relative  coldness  or  devotion  of  different  congregjitious. 

We  are  not  plejulinj?  here  for  a  revivid  of  the  English  rule  iniinwing 
the  recitation  of  the  Daily  Service  uinm  all  the  clergy  by  legal  4Miactnu'nt 
in  canon  or  ruhri(\  We  should  rather  hope  that  the  growth  of  eanM'st- 
ness  and  deeper  devotion  would  in  time  lead  to  the  voluntary  revival  <'f 
the  ancient  practice.  But  we  do  plea<l  for  the  preservation  of  the  ♦essen- 
tial ideji  of  these  ancient  forms  as  carrying  no  other  meaning  than  that 
of  the  discharge  of  a  perpetual  duty,  a  glad  and  willing  duty  {ojkium)  to 
Almighty  God. 
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SPECIAL  OR  OCCASIONAL  SERVICES. 

When  we  have  thus  defined  the  real  purpose  and  significance  of  the 
Daily  Offices,  we  can  easily  see  how  entirely  distinct  from  this  great  and 
constant  service  of  Prayer  and  Praise  are  those  special  exercises  and  forms 
of  devotion  which  are  often  required  for  special  occasions  and  exigencies. 
In  such  cases  the  principal  consideration  is  the  edification  of  those 
present. 

Some  such  occasions  are  described  elsewhere  in  the  book  before  ns,  as 
••Noon-day  services,  Missionary  meetings,  the  Visitation  of  fiunilies  and 
neigliborhoods,  the  Catechising  of  children  in  churches  and  schools." 
And  certainly,  at  least  as  common  as  any  of  these,  are  parochial  Missions, 
special  Services  in  Lent  and  Advent,  cottage  lectures,  and  additional  or 
shorter  public  services  for  Sundays,  particularly  in  the  evening.  Ofllces 
of  this  kind  must  necessarily  vary  with  times  and  phices.  What  seems 
to  be  called  for  at  one  period  ceases,  at  a  later  time,  to  be  needed.  The 
character  of  different  populations  will  call  for  different  methods.  What 
is  effective  in  the  city  will  often  prove  useless  in  the  country. 

Now,  while  for  such  purposes  portions  or  adaptations  of  the  regular 
Offices  of  the  Church  may  often  be  used  to  very  good  advantage,  just  as 
selections  from  them  may  be  used  in  private  devotion,  it  is  nevertheless 
A  FUNDAMENTAL  MISTAKE,  whcu  the  Very  framework  of  the  services  and 
their  rubrical  directions,  are  made  to  indicate  tliis  kind  of  use  and  adap- 
tation as  a  primary  purpose.  This  completely  mistakes  the  theory  of  the 
Offices,  and  their  place  in  the  general  scheme  of  Christian  worsliip.  It 
diverts  them  irretrievably  from  their  origin:il  and  invariable  design, 
stamps  them  with  a  new  chanicter,  and  cuts  loose  from  the  uniform  tra- 
dition and  practice  of  the  Univei*sal  Church. 

Yet  we  are  unable  to  resist  the  conclusion,  that  in  the  l*rayer  Book 
iis  Amended, the  chief  object  in  the  revision  of  the  Daily  Ottices  hius  been 
to  provide  for  a  fiexibility  of  this  kind.  It  is  impossible  and  unnecessary 
to  undertake  here  a  minute  criticism  of  detiiils.  It  will  suffice  to  refer  to 
such  examples  iis  ciui  be  most  easily  verified. 

As  a  result  of  the  curious  care  which  has  been  taken  to  elaborate  the 
opening  poition  of  the  service,  the  history  of  which  shows  its  comparative 
unimportance,  we  have  our  choice  between  at  least  five  different  combi- 
nations, some  of  them  standing  in  marked  contrast  with  each  other. 
Through  this  means,  and  by  taking  advantage  also  of  the  substitutions 
allowed  elsewhere  in  the  cuui*se  of  the  service,  it  can  easily  be  seen  that, 
as  celebrated  at  different  times  and  in  different  Churches,  it  would  no 
longer  be  the  same  thing.  In  the  Evening  Ofiice  especially,  there  is  so 
wide  a  mnge  allowed  that,  if  it  were  not  for  the  Psalms  and  Lessons,  it 
would  not  be  difficult  to  devise  a  form  of  service,  which  should  be  quite 
unrecognizable  as  having  any  connection  with  our  old  Evening  Prayer, 
especiidly  if  the  new  "Office  of  the  Beatitudes"  be  added,  as  allowed.

All  this  might  undoubtedly  make  it  possible  to  meet  many  purposes 
and  exigencies,  but  it  would  go  far  to  obscure  the  only  legitimate  mean- 
ing and  purpose  of  our  venerable  Ollices,  as  carrying  on  the  ancient  Daily 
Service  of  the  Cliurch.  If  it  be  asked,  then,  what  provision  is  to  be  made 
for  the  various  special  occasions  and  necessities  to  which  we  have  refer- 
red and  which  everybody  recognizes,  we  answer  that  under  existing  laws 
we  have  already  such  provision.  In  the  first  place,  if  it  is  simply  brevity 
which  is  desirable  in  any  case,  it  is  now  well  understood  and  has  been 
ail  nutted  by  resolutions  of  the  General  Convention  itself,  that  the  services 
hitheito  so  generally  used  by  aggregation,  viz;  Morning  Prayer,  Litany 
and  the  first  part  of  the  Communion  Office,  are  in  reality  distinct,  and 
may  be  used  at  different  times. 

Another  provision  of  tliis  kind  is  found  in  the  principle  which  has 
also  received  official  sanction,  that,  provided  the  regular  services  are  not 
disused  or  neglected,  such  devotional  forms  and  exercises  may  be  com- 
piled from  the  Sacred  Scriptures  and  the  Dook  of  Common  Prayer,  as  may 
seem  needful  from  time  to  timer  Such  services  do  not  properly  belong 
to  the  book  which  contains  the  offices  of  Public  Prayer  and  the  Adminis- 
tration of  the  Sacraments.  They  are,  as  a  general  thing,  variable  and 
temporary.  They  belong  rather  to  a  Rector's  Yademecum  or  Parochial 
manual.  If  in  any  case  it  is  desirable  to  have  a  special  sanction,  it  may 
be  found  in  the  Imprimatur  of  the  liishop  of  the  Diocese.  Such  a  col- 
lection of  special  offices  might  even  be  set  forth  by  the  General  Conven- 
tion. Hut  on  the  whole  it  would  appear  inexpedient  to  define  such 
ilevotional  forms  too  precisely.  Even  those  best  iulapted  to  the  exigencies 
of  one  period  would  probably  become  obsolete  in  another. 

UESTRICTIVE  KUBRICS. 

Hcfore  we  leave  this  part  of  our  subject,  there  is  one  other  feiiture  uf 
the  Book  before  us,  which,  jis  it  is  of  very  serious  import,  ought  not  to  hv 
passed  over  in  silence.  We  refer  to  the  fact  that  with  all  the  **rtexibility" 
wliich  api)ears  in  the  alterations,  there  are  on  the  other  Inmd,  at  leiist  two 
instances  of  an  o[)posite  character, — two  insUmces  in  which  the  liberty 
allowed  under  the  old  Prayer  liook  is  signally  restricted.  One  of  tlie:>e 
ai)i)eurs  in  the  rubric  at  the  end  of  the  Communion  Office,  which  we  re- 
serve for  later  consideration;  the  other,  to  be  found  on  piige  8  of  the 
'•Notilication,"  relates  to  the  Hymnal.  This  rubric  readn  as  follows: 
"Hymns  luay  be  sung  before  and  after  every^  Office  in  this  Book,  and  idso 
before  and  after  sermons;  but  only  such  Hymns  shall  be  iLsed  in  this 
Church  as  are,  or  may  be,  duly  set  forth  and  allowed  by  the  authority  of 
of  the  same;  etc.'* 

Heretofore  the  HynnuU  luks  rested  upon  the  sanction  of  "Joint  Reso- 
lutions," or  a  Canon,  which  in  its  present  form  states  that  the  "Hynms, 
etc.,  set  forth  by  authority  are  allowed  to  be  sung";  but  never  before, 
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either  in  this  country  or  in  England,  has  the  attempt  been  made  to  bind 
upon  the  Church  one  particular  body  of  hymns,  by  rubrical  authority. 
Canons  and  Joint  liesolutions,  even  if  expressed  in  more  positive  form 
tlian  the  rule  as  it  now  stands,  may  be  changed  at  any  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention;  they  are  not,  like  the  Constitution,  or  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  a  part  of  the  fundamental  law.  But  if  this  new  order 
is  ingrafted  in  the  Prayer  ]k)ok  itself,  the  result  would  seem  to  be  that 
the  Hymnal  is  thereby  virtually  made  a  part  of  the  Book,  and  that  it 
would  l)ecome  im))ossible  to  alter  or  amend  it  at  any  time,  except  by  the 
act  of  two  successive  Conventions,  with  intervening  "Notification  to  the 
Dioceses."  Thus  it  would  take  at  least  three  years  to  introduce  a  new 
hymn,  or  even  to  amend  an  objectionable  stanza  or  line. 

The  necessity  of  such  rigidity  is  the  le»s,  l>ecause  with  us  hymns  are 
not  an  integi'al  part  of  the  service,  as  they  were  in  the  old  Breviaries,  but 
are  simply  subsidiary  means  of  adding  life  and  spirit  to  the  pubJic  ser- 
vices, and  stirring  up  devotion  in  the  worsliipper.  Even  under  this 
rubric  they  might  be  omitted  altogether. 

In  this  case,  where  there  is  a  legitimate  field  for  fiexibility  and  free- 
dom, and  where  indeed  they  are  peculiarly  desirable,  the  Prayer  Book  as 
Amended  would  draw  about  us  restrictions  hitherto  imknown. 

THE  HOLY  COMMUNION. 

The  worship  of  the  Catholic  Church,  as  we  have  seen, has  necessjirily 
two  greiit  divisions;  the  one,  in  which  a  certain  action  is  the  central  and 
all-important  feature, — action  of  sacrificial  and  sacramental  significanc(x 
the  other,  the  worship  of  the  lips,  which  finds  expression  in  the  forms 
of  Daily  Prayer,  which  have  thus  far  been  the  subject  of  our  examination. 

The  first  and  chief  of  these  divisions,  is  the  worship  which  is  express- 
ed in  action:  it  has  its  basis  in  that  last  command  of  our  Blessed  Lord, 
**Do  this  in  remembrance  of  me."  This  was  the  one  great  act  of  worship 
which  the  Lord  Himself  enjoined.  By  His  own  act  here  he  made  His 
deatli  upon  the  cross  a  voluntary  death;  converted  what  would  else  have 
been  only  a  murderous  deed  into  a  sacrifice,  the  crown  and  summing  up 
of  all  sacrifices  before  and  after;  and  by  His  command,  bound  upon  His 
Church  forever,  to  unite  with  Him  in  that  consecrating  act  so  closely 
connected  with  His  atonement.  He  constituted  the  Holy  Eucharist  a,s  the 
great  central  act  of  Christian  worship;  wherein  the  Church  not  in  word, 
but  in  act  and  in  deed,  places  between  herself  and  God  the  Sacrifice  of 
Christ  once  offered,  with  all  its  infinite  and  eternal  merit  and  connects 
herself  in  closest  reality  with  His  Everlasting  Intercession. 

It  is  in  tha  repetition  of  the  words  of  theorigintd  institution,  and  the 
imitation  of  the  manual  acts  of  the  Great  High  Priest,— to  which  some 
theologians  would  add,  with  the  Eastern  Church,  the  Epiclasis,  or  Invo- 
cation of  the  Holy  Spirit,— that  the  essential  elements  of  this  august  act 
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of  worship  consist  NevertheleBB,  for  reverence  towards  God,  and  for  the 
highest  edification  of  the  worshipper,  the  Church  has  always  accompanied 
the  central  and  ahsolutely  essential  action  with  verhal  worship  of  her 
own,  adding  forms  of  prayer  and  praise  in  which  the  chief  point  is,  that 
every  idea  involved  in  the  Sacred  Rite  shall  be  duly  set  forth  in  words, 
and  in  such  order  as  to  exhibit  also  the  true  relation  of  each  idea  to  all 
the  rest  Thus  the  minds  of  the  faithful  are  brought  into  entire  accord 
with  the  whole  action,  and  their  hearts  are  fully  impressed  with  its  deep 
significance. 

The  principles  thus  defined  have  found  expression  in  the  Catholic 
Liturgies,  in  which,  however  widely  separated  in  place  and  language,  we 
discern  a  wonderful  accord.  The  central  action  stands  out  in  almost  lit^ 
eral  identity  in  every  one;  while  the  subordinate  elementa  show  a  mar- 
vellous agreement  in  significance  and  general  arrangement  In  all  we 
liave  the  Introductory  or  Preparatory  division  in  which  the  Epistle  and 
Gospel  are  the  central  and  conspicuous  features.  In  all  occurs  the  Minor 
Oblation,  when  the  Bread  and  Wine  are  reverently,  and  with  fitting  prayer 
placed  upon  the  Altar,  exhibiting  the  restored  right  of  €k)d*s  pec^e  to 
offer  the  I^ire,  the  Unbloody  Offering  of  primitive  days. 

Approaching  the  central  action,  in  all  Liturgies  the  faithful  are  called 
upon  to  "Lift  up  their  hearts";  then  follows  the  Preface,  wherein  the 
Church  Militant  and  the  Church  Triumphant  Angels  and  Arch-angels 
and  all  the  Company  of  Heaven  Join  to  laud  and  magnify  the  glorious 
name  of  Qod  and  to  sing  the  sacred  hymn  of  the  Ter-Sanctos.  The  Con- 
secration follows  next  where,  as  has  been  said,  the  similarity  which 
exists  in  all  the  great  Liturgies  amounts  almost  to  verbal  identity.  This 
fornuila  consists  universally  of  three  parts;  the  commemoration  of  the 
Institution,  the  words  of  Institution,  and  the  Oblation.  To  these  are  added, 
in  all  the  Liturgies  of  the  East  and  in  those  Western  forms  which,  like 
our  own,  have  been  influenced  by  the  Eastern  llite,  that  most  fitting  ac- 
knowJedgement  of  the  ofiice  and  work  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  which  is 
contained  in  the  l^rayer  of  Invocation.  After  the  Consecration  follows 
the  Communion,  and  the  service  concludes  with  prayers,  anthems  and 
Benedictions  various  in  order  and  purport. 

We  have  enumerated  the  great  features  of  this  service  which,  as  found 
in  all  Liturgies  East  and  West,  maintain  the  same  order,  and  in  all  cases 
exhibit  the  same  mutual  relations  and  carry  the  same  significance. 
Kqually  invariable  as  a  component  part  of  the  service,  but  differing  in 
mode  of  expression  and  in  place,  are  the  great  prayers  of  Intercession  for 
iill  the  Church  of  God,  both  in  its  living  and  its  departed  members,  and 
for  all  conditions  of  men  therein. 

Such  is  the  Christian  Liturgy,  through  which  the  Catholic  Church  in 
iill  ages  hits  executed  the  command  of  Christ,  and  has  mystically  united 
herself  with  Him  in  His  all-atoning  sacrifice. 
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In  a  true  Litur^gy,  therefore,  these  gr^^t  features  must  be  preserved. 
Whatever  tends  to  obscure  these  main  elements;  whatever  gives  undue 
prominence  to  any  6ulK)rdinate  idea;  whatever  disturbs  the  due  sul)ordi- 
nation  which  should  exist  among  the  divisions  which  have  been  enume- 
rates! is  to  be  condemned  and  sliunned. 

But  with  this  essential  sameness,  the  Catholic  Liturgies  also  exhibit 
striking  differences  in  detail.  And  it  has  become  possible  for  the  Litur- 
gicsd  scholar  to  classify  them  by  families,  each  family  again  consisting  of 
several  individuals,  each  with  its  own  peculiarities,  but  all  bearing  still 
the  family  characteristics.  Many  of  these  distinguishing  features  date 
from  immemorial  antiquity,  but  others  have  been  the  growth  of  time. 
They  exhibit  the  results  of  conflicts  with  heresy,  of  sufferings  and  perse- 
cutions, and  sometimes  of  internal  strife.  Thus  are  marked  also  race 
characteristics  and  nationtd  peculiarities.  In  short,  the  Catholic  Liturgy 
as  it  exists  in  any  branch  of  the  Church  or  in  any  national  Communiim 
exhibits  much  of  the  history  of  the  past.  Its  ceremonial,  its  rubrical  di- 
rections, its  special  usages  and  forms  of  devotion,  all  are  monuments  of 
the  triumphs  or  the  humiliations  of  the  Church,  the  earnestness  or  the 
coldness  which  may  liave  prevailed  at  critical  periods  of  her  history. 

A  revolutionary  crisis  indeed  may  sometimes  so  have  affected  the 
Liturgy  as  to  obscure  or  obliterate  many  of  these  specisil  characteristics. 
A  revolution  is  a  violent  break  with  the  past,  and  as  in  other  things  so 
in  the  Liturgy  we  may  find  the  tnices  which  history  has  impressed,  well- 
nigh  blotted  out.  In  the  attempt  to  giither  up  the  tares  the  wheat  is  also 
rooted  up,  the  distinguishing  fe^itures  wliich  mark  connection  with  the 
older  Liturgies,  the  recx)rds  of  the  Faith  which  have  found  expression  in 
the  sacred  formulas,  the  beautiful  additions  made  by  reverent  and  saintly 
hands  in  ages  past,  m*e  swept  away,  together  with  the  doubtful  accretions 
of  darker  times.  JSuch  a  period  of  revolution  was  tlie  English  Reformji- 
tion  during  a  portion,  at  leiist,  of  its  progress,  and  such  were  its  effects 
uiM)n  the  Litui'gical  forms  of  the  Anglican  Church,  though  arrested,  and 
in  some  degre^e  remedied,  by  the  over-ruling  Providence  of  God  before 
they  hiid  resulted  in  any  incurable  or  fatal  defect. 

But  for  the  most  part  Liturgical  revision  has  been  a  matter  of  rever- 
ent carefulness.  It  has  been  conducted  with  conservative  respect  for 
previously  existing  forms  and  usjiges.  Its  purpose  has  been,  not  radicsd 
change,  but  to  l)eautify  and  embellish,  and  with  sparing  hand  to  add  new 
features,  springing  out  of  local  needs,  tlie  circumstances  of  an  age  or  the 
national  temperament. 

No  revision  of  the  Communion  Otfice  of  the  American  Church  ought 
to  l)e  attempted  without  most  (careful  reference  to  the  history  and  devel- 
opment of  that  office  as  it  now  exists.  Such  a  revision  must  take  into 
account  first  of  all,  and  rigidly  ret<iin,  those  gnmd  univeiisal  charac- 
teristics which  are  exhibited  in  all  the  Catholic  Liturgies,  and  are  of  the 
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very  esseivce  of  Catbolic  Worship;  next  must  be  sought  and  reverently 
preserved,  and  if  possible  strengthened,  those  few  links  which  remain  to 
connect  the  Modem  Rite  with  its  famous  predecessor,  the  Lituboy  of 
Sakum;  no  less  respect,  perhaps  for  practical  reasons  even  more,  must  be 
shown  for  that  noblest  Liturgical  work  of  the  English  reformation,  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  1549.  Instruction  must  be  sought  in  the 
changes,  slight  in  amount  but  enormous  In  significance,  which  in  Eliza- 
beth's time  converted  the  dangerously  bald  book  of  1562  into  a  Catholic 
formula  again.  Still  more  woithy  of  regard  is  the  more  authoritative 
work  of  1662  which  gave  the  English  Book  a  form  destined  to  remain 
unchanged  for  more  than  two  centuries.  And  by  no  meuis  must  those 
cliapters  of  Church  history  be  ignored  which  gave  to  us  in  America  a 
Communion  Oflice  distinguished  in  important  points  from  that  of  the 
mother  Church,  and  the  noblest  since  the  Book  of  1549. 

We  must  follow  the  non-jurors  in  tlieir  learned  researches  which 
gave  to  the  despised  Episcopal  remnant  of  Scotland  a  more  primitive 
Eucharistic  form  than  that  of  its  mighty  sister.  Even  to  understand  our 
own  rubrics  and  why  they  differ  from  those  of  the  English  Office,  we 
must  follow  the  faithful  clergy  of  that  persecuted  Church  when  under 
penal  laws  as  severe  as  those  of  Cromwell,— when  under  threat  of  harsh 
imprisonment  and  ruthless  banishment,  they  still  dared  to  minister  to 
their  scattered  flocks  in  remote  cabins  and  rocky  ftotnesses,  and  in  that 
humble  chapel  at  Abei^deen,  dared,  in  defiance  of  those  laws  which 
were  still  unrepesded,  to  consecrate  a  Seabury.  And  still  nearer  to  our- 
selves, let  the  iiction  of  the  (Jeneral  Convention  of  1789,  as  described  l>y 
Bishop  Wliite  in  liis  Memoirs,  teach  its  enduring  lesson.  Two  parties 
stood  opposed,  the  one  revolutionary,  contending  for  a  new  set  of  Litur- 
giciU  forms,  witliout  reference  to  any  existing  Book;  the  other  conserva- 
tive, and  Uiking  its  stand  upon  tlie  Catholic  principles  of  tradition  aiid 
CONTINUITY.  Happily  for  the  American  Church,  these  principles  prevail- 
ed and  have  left  tlieir  mark  in  the  strong  statement  that  'This  Church  is 
far  from  intending  to  depart  from  the  Church  of  England  in  any  essen- 
tial point  of  doctrine,  discipline  or  Worship." 

Such  considerations  may  serve  to  show  the  extreme  gravity  and  dif- 
ficulty of  the  task  of  revising  the  Communion  Oflice,  if  that  work  istol>e 
approached  with  that  care  and  reverence  which  its  high  importance  re- 
quires. It  Wiis  doubtless  upon  such  grounds  that  in  the  *'Book  Annexed** 
few  and  generally  unimportant  changes  were  proposed.  It  might  have 
been  possible  to  approve  every  amendment  there  made,  especially  the  ru- 
bric vvliich  UKQUiRED  the  use  of  the  Nicene Creed,  the  omission  of  which 
JUS  a  necessary  part  of  the  Coiuniunion  Oflice  iias  always  been  one  of  the 
greiitest  defects  in  the  l*rayer  BcK)k,  especially  since  no  kubuio  else- 
where makes  it  oblioatoky  that  this  crekd  should  ever  bk 
heard  in  our  churches.

But  in  the  Book  as  it  is  offered  by  the  (General  Convention  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Church,  not  only  this  requirement  was  stricken  out,  but  far 
more  serious  changes  were  made  than  any  contained  in  the  Book  An- 
nexed. 

In  Liturgical  revisions  it  must  ever  be  remembered  that  the  point  of 
chief  importance  is  not  the  length  of  any  additions,  omissions  or  substi- 
tutions that  may  be  made.  It  is  not  the  amount  or  nui!nber  of  such 
changes,  but  their  ghakacter  that  is  to  be  considered.  A  single  rubric, 
the  insertion  or  omission  of  the  fewest  poisible  words,  may  serve  to  efface 
a  landmark  of  the  Church's  History,  obscure  a  truth,  of  introduce  a  false 
doctrinal  significance.  Accordingly,  though  the  alterations  which  we 
find  proposed  here  are  few  in  number  and  small  in  amount,  yet  a  part 
of  them  at  least,  are  of  the  utmost  importance. 

Passing  over  those  to  which  no  great  significance  attaches  we  confine 
our  remarks  to  the  rubrics  at  the  end  of  the  whole  Ofiice.  And  first,  we 
are  at  a  loss  to  understand  the  meaning  of  the  firat  of  the  alterations, 
namely  the  substitution  of  the  word  '^consume*"  for  the  expression,  "eat 
and  drink,"  in  the  rubric  which  now  reads  as  follows:  *'And  if  any  of  the 
consecrated  Bread  and  Wine  remain  after  the  Communion,  it  shall 
not  be  carried  out  of  the  Church;  but  the  Minister  and  other  Com- 
municants, shall,  immediately  after  the  Blessing,  reverently  eat  and 
DRINK  the  same.**  There  are  three  objections  to  this  change:  1st,  The 
present  phraseology  is  that  of  the  English  Book,  that  of  Laud,  that  of  the 
Non-jurors,and  we  believe  of  eveiy  English  Liturgy  which  contains  this 
rubric.  2nd,  The  Prayer  Book  is  characterized  by  its  pure  and  simple 
English,  plain  words  of  Saxon  derivation  predominating,  except  in  the 
modem  introductory  division  of  the  Daily  Offices.  3d,  It  is  surely  not 
desirable  to  substitute  for  a  perfectly  cleai'  and  definite  expression,  a 
vague  and  indefinite  one,  even  though  it  may  be  improbable  that  any  ir- 
reverent or  questionable  practice  would  grow  out  of  such  change. 

But  by  far  the  most  importiuit  of  all  these  changes  are  those  proposed 
in  the  last  two  rubrics,  unknown  heretofore  in  this  Church.  These  rubrics 
are  as  follows: 

*'V  There  shaU  be  no  Celebration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  except  there  be  a  convenient 
namber  to  oommunioate  with  the  Priest,  according  to  hia  discretion. 

'*V  And  even  though  there  bo  not  above  twenty  persons  in  the  Parish  of  discretion 
to  receive  the  Communion,  yet  there  shall  be  no  Celebration,  except  three  (or  two  at  the 
lea«t)  commonicate  with  the  Priest." 

These  rubrics,  with  the  change  of  number  from  "four  (or  three  at 
the  least)*'  to  "three  (or  two  at  the  legist),"  are  taken  from  the  English 
Book.  In  that  book  they  form  part  of  a  system  of  discipline  which  is  not 
provided  for  in  the  American  Ofiice.  The  Priest  in  many  cases  cannot 
know  who  in  the  congregation  will  receive  at  any  time,  and  no  provision 
is  made  by  which  he  is  authorized  to  asceitain.    In  the  English  Book,  at 
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the  beginning  of  the  Order  for  tlie  Administration  of  the  Holy  Conimiin- 
ion  occui-s  the  following  direction:  **So  many  as  intend  to  be  partaken^ 
of  the  Holy  Communion  shall  signify  their  names  to  the  Curate  at  le^kst 
some  time  the  day  before."  By  means  of  this  rule  the  l^riest  was  enabled 
to  discover  whether  "four  (or  three  at  the  least)"  were  ready  to  commu- 
nicate with  him.  Ttiis  rule  it  lias  not  been  proposed  to  revive  among  us, 
and  yet  without  it  the  new  rubric  becomes  empty  and  ineffective. 

But  further  than  this,  it  is  well  known  that  this  discipline  has  long 
fallen  into  disuse  in  the  English  Church  itself,  and  it  would  hai'dly  be 
thought  possible,  under  the  conditions  of  modem  life,  to  revive  it  even 
there,  much  less  is  it  possible  to  introduce  it  here. 

Before  we  make  a  change  of  this  kind,  may  it  not  be  worth  while  to 
enquire  why  the  American  Book  has  hitheito  lacked  these  directions? 

It  will  be  found  that  this  is  one  of  those  peculiarities  which  we  liave 
derived  through  Bishop  Seabury  from  the  Scottish  Office.  For  while  the 
Communion  services  of  Laud  and  of  the  Non-jurors  correspond  here 
with  that  of  the  Church  of  England,  no  such  directions  are  to  be  found 
in  the  Ileceived  Scottish  Office  or  in  that  of  Seabury.  Here  is  one  of 
those  traces  of  which  we  have  spoken,  which  the  History  of  the  Scottish 
Church  left  upon  her  services.  When  the  severe  penal  laws  of  1745  for- 
bade a  priest  of  the  Scottish  Episcopal  Church  from  performing  the 
service  in  the  presence  of  a  congregation,  and  defined  a  company  of  live 
to  be  a  congregation,  there  was  but  small  room  for  restrictive  rubrics  if 
the  Holy  Communion  was  to  be  celebrated  at  all,  or  the  Church  to  con- 
tinue in  existence.  Let  us  retain  a  freedom  of  usiige  which  iruiibltHl 
courageous  juid  devoted  men  to  maintain  the  existence  of  a  church  to 
whicli  our  own  is  so  deeply  indebUnl. 

But  further  we  would  deprecate  this  insertion  on  theological  grounds, 
if  it  is  to  be  interpreted  as  throwing  a  doubt  upon  the  valiility  of  theS;ic- 
ranient  at  which  the  Priest,  by  any  chance,  may  be  the  only  connnunic4uit. 
This  is  an  occurrence  which  uiay  occjusionally  Uike  place  where  Cclcl>ni- 
tions  are  frequent,  even  where  M  possible  precautions  are  taken; or  it 
may  occur  in  the  experience  of  the  Missionary,  where  Coniniunicanl»s;ue 
few  and  the  Church  still  new  and  weak.  Are  we  prepiired  to  di»ny  the 
validity  of  such  a  sjicrainent,  and  thus  Uike  issue  with  the  gencnil  consent 
of  the  Catholic  Church,  acconling  to  which,  while  ;Ul  possible  means  are 
to  be  tjiken  to  induce  the  faithful  to  communicate  at  every  Celebration, 
it  is  nevertheless  to  l)e  asserted  that  the  Sacranient  is  coMrLirrED  with 
the  communion  of  the  Priest,  and  that  he  is  therein  the  representative  of 
the  (yhurch  ?  It  is,  in  fact,  for  this  very  rejison  that  in  jdl  Liturgies  the 
Prit«t  must  receive  ejich  time  he  celebrates. 

And  this  is  no  mere  empty  dogma,  no  useless  theory;  but  by  this 
doctrine  the  coldness  of  a  community  or  the  indifference  of  a  congrejjii- 
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tion  cannot  prevent  a  fmthful  piistur  from  offering  to  bis  people  the 
Bread  of  Life,  and  from  himself  receiving  It. 

While  we  are  not  a  persecuted  Ciiurch,  we  are,  in  large  measure,  a 
missionary  one,  and  there  is  often  a  parallel  state  of  things  resulting  from 
the  two  conditions.  Instances  are  not  unknown  where  the  traveling 
missionary,  among  a  people  hitherto  strangers  to  the  Cliurch,  might  be 
for  months  in  all  the  hai'dships  and  discouragements  of  this  work,  with- 
out the  help  of  tlie  greatest  of  consolations  and  strongest  of  all  aids,  if,  in 
the  presence  of  his  own  family,  or  in  compsmy  with  the  one  or  two  who 
could  be  brought  together,  or  even  before  an  assemblage  of  reverent  child- 
ren, he  were  not  at  liberty  to  celebrate  these  Holy  Mystedes  and  to  receive 
to  his  soul's  heiUth  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ. 

THE  NEW  JEIWEY  RESOLUTIONS. 

Before  we  leave  this  part  of  our  subject  it  is  proper  that  we  should 
consider  the  proposiil  contained  in  certain  Resolutions  of  the  Diocese  of 
New  Jersey  which  have  been  forwarded  to  this  Convention  with  a  re- 
quest for  its  approval,  and  which,  with  the  general  subject  of  Amend- 
ments to  the  Prayer  Book,  have  been  referred  to  your  Committee. 

These  Resolutions  are  as  follows: 

Resolved- :  That  this  Convention,  through  its  Deputies,  memorialize 
the  next  General  Convention  in  favor  of  the  restoration  in  "The  Order 
for  the  Administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  or  Holy  Communion,"  of  so 
much  of  its  old  congruity  iis  may  be  effected  by  replacing  the  so-called 
Lesser  Exhortation,  Confession,  Alisolution,  ComforUible  Words  and 
Prayer  of  Humble  Access  after  the  Prayer  of  Consecration  and  injmedi- 
ately  before  the  reception  and  distribution  of  the  Elements. 

Re^olveA:  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  requested  to 
tran.smit  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  Secretary  of  every  Convention 
of  the  American  Church,  and  reouest  him  to  lay  it  Iwfore  his  Conven- 
tion and  ask  its  ollicial  approval  of  the  object  and  co-operation  in  ac- 
complishing it. 

These  Resolutions  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  conservative  Dio- 
ceses of  the  Americjui  Church,  suggest  an  alteration  which,  both  on 
internal  and  historical  grounds,  woul<l  commend  itself  to  every  litui'gical 
scholar,  if  any  change  whatever  is  to  be  made.  This  alteration  would 
simply  affect  the  order  cus  we  now  have  it,  without  the  loss  or  addition  of 
a  single  word.  The  Exhortiitions,  Confession,  Absolution,  Comfortable 
Words  and  Prayer  of  Humble  Access,  together  with  the  Thanksgiving, 
were  originally  inserted,  under  the  nanu^  of  "The  Onler  of  Commimion," 
in  the  Latin  Mjvss  in  the  year  1548.  This  Order  was  read  in  English 
immediately  before  the  Communion  of  the  people,  and  constituted  a  most 
fitting  preparation  for  that  act. 

When  the  Miiss,  tnmslated  and  revised,  became  the  Communion  Of- 
fice of  1549,  the  same  Order  was  continued  in  the  same  place,  with  such 
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appropriateoess  and  such  a  direct  and  edifying  relation  to  the  act  of 
Communion,  that  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  the  position  was 
changed  in  the  later  English  Book,  the  order  broken  up.  and  portions  of  it 
inserted  here  and  there  throughout  the  Offica  But  those  forms  of  the 
Communion  Service  with  which  our  own  Office  has  at  least  as  close  a  re- 
lationship as  witli  the  English,  namely,  those  entitled  *^he  Non-jorors,** 
"The  Received  Scottish"  and  "Bishop  Seabury's  Communion  Office,"— all 
retained  the  old  arrangement 

The  present  proposal  then,  is  to  follow  in  our  own  Book  the  precedent 
of  the  first  English  Prayer  Book  and  of  those  just  named.  Thus  the 
(^'elebrant,  passing  without  a  break  from  the  Prayer  for  the  Church  Mil- 
itant to  "Lift  up  your  hearts,"  and  the  Triumphal  Hymn  and  Ter  Sanctus, 
would  proceed  with  the  Consecration.  Then  turning  to  the  people  be 
would  recite  the  Shorter  Exhortation,  the  Confession,  Absolution,  Com- 
fortable Words  and  Prayer  of  Humble  Access,  after  which  he  would 
administer  the  Communion  to  the  people.  The  conclusion  of  the  service 
would  remain  as  at  present. 

'It  might  be  thought  that  such  an  order  would  be  equally  acceptable 
to  all  parties  in  the  Church,  as  it  would  hardly  be  considered  as  having 
any  doctrinal  significance,  while  it  would  certainly  be  far  more  effective 
than  tlie  present  arrangement  in  bringing  the  hearts  of  tlie  communicants 
into  perfect  harmony  with  the  sacred  act  in  which  they  are  engaged. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

We  have  endeavoured,  as  far  as  possible,  to  bjise  this  Report  upon  a 
consideration  of  general  principles  rather  than  upon  a  criticism  of  details. 
Our  conclusiona  thus  derived  lead  to  the  conviction  that  the  l*rayer  Book 
Annexe<l  as  Amended  should  be  regarded  rather  as  a  contribution  toward 
revision  than  accepted  as  a  finality. 

While  this  book  undoubtedly  contains  much  that  is  admirable,  never- 
theless a  careful  study  of  the  pitrpose  of  each  of  the  Great  Offices  of 
Public  Worship,  the  theory  of  their  construction, and  their  past  history, 
will  serve  to  show  that  fundamental  Liturgical  principles  have  not  been 
ascertiiined  or  kept  in  view.  It  becomes  a  serious  question  whether  the 
cluinicter  of  the  chiuiges  now  proposed  is  not  a  new  evidence  that  in  the 
])re8ent  state  of  Liturgical  science  amongst  us  it  is  advisable  to  make  the 
fewest  possible  alterations  in  that  great  boily  of  public  devotions,  which 
tor  its  very  permanence  hitherto,  in. a  land  and  age  of  change,  has  been 
to  the  Episcopjil  Church  a  legacy  of  priceless  value. 

Before  we  conclude,  however,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  refer  to  a  few 
minor  points  which  may  strengthen  still  further  our  conclusion  that  the 
Prayer  Book  Annexed  as  Amended  ought  not  to  be  adopted  by  the 
Church  without  a  much  more  careful  examination  and  revision  than  it 
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has  yet  received.    We  shall  dii*ect  our  attention  here  only  to  the  system 
of  ruhrical  directions  in  the  Daily  Offices. 

There  is,  in  some  places,  a  minuteness  out  of  harmony  with  the  gen- 
eral character \)f  the  ruhrics  in  these  offices,  unnecessary  in  itself,  and  not 
carried  out  consistently.  An  example  of  this  kind  may  be  found  on  page 
7  in  the  notes  directing  how  the  minister  shaU  announce  the  Proper 
Psalms.  If  he  needs  direction  in  so  small  a  matter,  it  would  seem 
that  he  ought  also  to  be  informed  how  to  announce  the  Psalms  for  tlie 
day;  but  that  was  apparently  not  thought  necessary.  A  similar  instance, 
to  be  found  on  page  31,  is  the  insertion  after  the  word  "minister,'* 
of  the  expression  *'or  he  that  readeth.**  It  is  an  unnecessary  nicety, 
and  probably  makes  an  incorrect  distinction,  since  the  word  ''min- 
ister^ has  been  defined  on  good  authority  as  applying  to  anyone  wlio 
performs  the  service.  The  fact  is,  there  are  many  points  in  these  serv- 
ices where  no  direction  has  ever  been  thought  needful.  For  instance,  it 
is  nowhere  stated  where  the  minister  shall  read  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer,  or  to  what  place  he  shall  proceed  in  order  to  read  the  I^essons. 
Again,  the  people  are  directed  to  stand  at  the  ''Gloria"  after  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  but  there  is  no  further  indication  of  their  attitude  until  the 
Creed,  when  they  are  noticed  still  as  "standing.**  Whether  the  Psalter 
shall  be  sung  sitting  or  standing,  or  in  which  attitude  the  Lessons  shall 
be  heard,  are  alike  left  undefined.  All  of  which  goes  to  show  that  the 
Church  has  been  quite  willing  to  leave  a  multitude  of  details  to  custom 
and  common  sense. 

In  some  places  there  are  instances  of  questionable  taste,  sentimental- 
ism,  and  even  language  of  which  the  technical  correctness  may  be 
doubted.  The  first  Rubric  of  Morning  Prayer  will  furnish  us  witli  ex- 
amples of  all  these. 

For  instance,  why  use  the  expression  "Lord*s  Day**?  We  know,  of 
course,  that  the  Roman  Catholic  books  use  the  word  "Dominica.**  But 
in  the  English  language  the  name  of  the  day,  sacred  as  well  as  secular, 
is  Sunday.  That  name  and  no  other,  so  far  as  we  are  aware,  is  used  in 
all  the  revisions  of  the  English  Prayer  Book.  To  introduce  another 
word  is,  therefore,  a  departure  from  the  principle  of  adherence  to  prece- 
dent laid  down  by  the  Enrichment  Committee  itself  in  its  report  to  the 
General  Convention.  To  insist  upon  the  pagan  meaning  of  the  word 
"Sunday"  is  a  piece  of  perversity,  considering  its  use  since  the  dawn  of 
Christianity.  The  Scriptural  symbolism  in  which  Christ  is  called  the 
Sun  of  Righteousness  has  always  been  thought  to  have  a  beiiutifnl  ap- 
plication here,  since  on  this  day  "He  rose  with  healing  in  His  Wings.** 
Even  if  the  expression  "Lord's  Day*'  were  irtejilly  more  correct,  associa- 
tion  has  rendered  it  unfitting  to  be  used  as  an  ordinal^  sulistitute  for 
Sunday.  This  familiar  use  of  such  a  term  has  to  the  ear  of  the  Church- 
man a  smack  of  irreverence.    It  has  become  connected  with  the  language 
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of  sectarian  cant  Again,  if  the  term  "Lord's  Day"  is  to  be  employed,  it 
should  l>e  done  consistently.  Thus  we  should  have  "First  lord's  Day  in 
Advent,"  and  so  on  to  the  "Twenty-fifth  Lord's  Day  after  Trinity.** 
And  then,  why  sucli  verbiage  as  "any  day  not  a  Lord's  Day"  ami  "days 
other  than  the  I^ord's  Day,"  instead  of  saying  plainly  "week-day"  as  is 
done  elsewhere  (see  p.  35  of  the  Notification)  V 

In  the  same  rubric  another  expression  occurs  in  which  the  desire  to 
affect  the  archaic  style,  which  properly  enough  belongs  to  the  Prayer 
Book,  seems  to  have  led  to  a  form  of  speech  which,  while  it  does  not 
occur  elsewhere,  is  also  probably  a  technical  inaccuracy.  The  words  in 
question  are  these;  "i^roceed  to  bid  the  people  to  prayer  at  the  Confession, 
spying,  etc."  The  expression' "to  bid  to  prayer,"  so  far  as  it  has  any 
liturgical  standing,  would  seem  to  be  applicable  to  the  old  forms  of 
"Bidding  lYayers,"  still  heard  occasionally  in  England.  These  were  not 
prayers,  propei'ly  speaking,  but  an  enumeration  of  objects  for  which, 
literally,  the  people  were  "bidden"  to  pray. 

These  details  are. referred  to,  among  many  which  might  be  cit^id. 
simply  to  show  what  accurate  technical  knowledge  and  what  unwearied 
care  and  pains  must  be  applied  to  the  work  of  revising  the  Pniyer  Book, 
if  that  work  is  to  be  carried  out  upon  the  comprehensive  lines  embraced 
in  the  Book  now  under  consideration.  And  for  this  purpose  it  is  not 
necessary  here  to  institute  an  exhaustive  study  of  particulars.  Even  in 
the  minor  points  of  good  English  and  good  taste,  we  should  grieve  to  see 
any  departure  from  the  high  standard  which  hsis  caused  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  to  stimd  unrivalled  among  books  of  devotion. 

If  this  report  shall  effect  no  more  than  to  demonstrate  the  very  solemn 
importance  of  the  task  involved  in  the  comprehensive  revision  of  tin* 
Prayer  B(H)k,  we  feel  tliat  we  are  fully  warranted  in  pleading  for  delay 
in  a  business  of  such  transcendent  imporUmce,  in  insisting  ujwn  the  full- 
est and  most  careful  deliberation  in  a  matter  which  touches  the  very 
heart  and  life  of  the  Church. 

Pnwious  revisions  of  the  l*rayer  Book,  with  one  exception,  have  tik- 
en  place  at  the  close  of  periods  of  strife  and  confusion  in  Church  and 
State.  Such  were  the  books  of  1559,  1602,  and  our  own  of  1789.  The 
intention,  and  the  tictiial  result  in  each  case,  have  been  to  put  an  end  to 
discord,  and  to  stnmp^hen  the  Cliurch  and  enable  her  to  l)ogrin  a  new 
career  of  activity  and  cronquost.  The  Book  of  1552  alone,  originating  in 
the  turbulence  of  a  few,  who,  with  the  aid  of  the  most  unscrupulous  faction 
that  ever  held  ]>ossession  of  the  government  of  England,  succeeded  in 
carrying  their  projects  against  all  the  old  conservative  theo1ogi;uis  and 
statesmen  of  the  time,— that  book  iilone,  breaking  up  the  order  of  ir>41>.  in 
which  all  parties  were  well  agreed,  opened  a  breach  that  was  never  heal- 
ed, which  paved  the  way  to  the  re-action  and  blood-shed  of  Mary's  reign, 
and  to  never-ceasing  trouble  for  a  hundred  years. 
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Let  us  pause  therefore,  and  consider  well  before  we  commit  our- 
selves to  a  project  of  this  kind,  when  no  previous  confusion  or  revolution 
has  compelled  such  action;  but  when  it  may  be  feared  rather,  that  the 
moving  cause  is  the  love  of  change,  which,  so  characteristic  of  this  age, 
has  at  last  invaded  the  Church  herself,  and  threatens  needlessly  to  dis- 
turb her  long-established  order. 

In  conclusion  the  Committee  present  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved: 

(1.)  That  this  Convention  views  with  grave  anxiety  any  attempt  at 
this  time  to  undertake  a  comprehensive  revision  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer; 

(2.)  That  in  any  revision,  only  the  fewest  and  most  necessary  changes 
should  be  made; 

(3.)  That  it  is  not  advisable  that  any  such  changes  should  be  made 
as  to  restrict  the  liberty  allowed  under  the  present  rubrics; 

(4.)  That  the  deputies  from  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  to  the  next 
Oeneral  Convention  are  earnestly  requested  to  urge  the  necessity  of  longer 
consideration  and  fuller  discussion,  before  any  amendments  whatever 
shall  be  made  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 


The  Board  of  Missions  would  respectfully  present  the  following  report: 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Goundl  they  have  held,  in  all,  five  meet- 
ings. The  great  and  absorbing  question  before  the  Board  at  all  times, 
has  been  the.  question  of  ways  and  means— how  the  work  now  being 
carried  on  may  be  sustained,  and  how  the  pressing  demands  of  the  Bishop 
for  entering  upon  new  fields  may  be  met.  Were  the  means  placed  at  tiie 
disposal  of  the  Board,  which  the  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin 
liave  it  in  their  power  to  give,  this  report  might  be  one  of  much  greater 
interest  and  encouragement  than  it  is  possible,  under  existing  circaiu- 
stances,  to  make  it. 

At  the  meeting  held  on  the  28th  of  July,  1884,  the  Board  felt  con- 
strained to  appoint  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Bishop  and  three 
of  its  members,  for  the  purpose  of  placing  before  the  Diocese  the  exact 
condition  of  things  with  reference  to  its  work.  In  this  letter  to  the  cler- 
gy, to  be  read  to  the  congregations,  on  Sunday,  the  3d  of  August,  the 
following  statements  were  made,  viz:  That  there  was  not  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  a  suflficient  sum,— by  $50.00— to  pay  the  Missionaries 
their  first  quarter's  stipend,  which  for  each  Missionaiy  amounted,  on  an 
average,  to  only  {^45.45 1  Also,  that  the  amount  of  pledges  made  for  the 
year,  up  to  that  time,  was  only  8361.00,  being  less  than  would  be  sufficient 
to  pay  one  quarter's  stipend  I  Of  the  forty  parishes  but  seven  had  made 
any  pledges  at  all,  and  only  five  of  the  thirty-eight  organized  missions. 

Two  objects  are  had  in  view  in  stating  these  facts,  viz:  firsts  to 
show  the  smallness  of  the  amount  pledged;  and  second,  to  show  the 
extreme  tardiness,  on  the  part  of  botli  Clergy  and  Laity  in  attending  to 
this  matter.  The  Board  would  reiterate  the  absolute  necessity  of  a 
prompt  and  faithful  carrying  out  of  the  Canon  of  the  Diocese  in  relation 
to  the  work  of  Missions. 
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The  following^  Missionaries  serving  twenty-seven  stations  have  been 
in  part  sustained  by  the  Board  during  the  past  year,  viz:—

The  average  amount  of  salary  paid  by  the  Board  to  each  Missionary 
for  the  year  ending  May  31st,  1885,  is  i$182.80,  the  highest  stipend  being 
only  0200. 

In  view  of  these  startling  facts,  and  realizing  that  something  ought 
to  be  done  looking  to  a  better  state  of  things,  the  Board,  at  its  meeting 
on  the  12th  of  December,  1884,  unanimously  resolved  to  authorize  the 
Bishop  to  employ  a  General  Agent,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  visit  all 
the  Parishes,  and  by  a  presentation  to  the  people  of  the  facts  in  the  case, 
if  possible  revive  the  declining  interest  in  Diocesan  Missions.  In  accord- 
ance with  this  resolution  the  Bishop  appointed  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wright 
General  Agent  of  the  Board.  The  following  is  his  report,  embracing  the 
period  from  his  undertaking  the  work  in  February,  and  the  meeting  of 
the  Council: 

REPORT  OF  THE  QEKERAL  AGENT  OP  THE  BOARD  OP  MISSIONS. 

Rt.  Rev.  Father,  and  Brethren  of  the  Board  of  Missions: 

In  accepting  the  appointment  as  General  Agent,  in  accordance  with 
your  resolution  of  December  12th,  1884,  as  conveyed  to  me  by  the  Bishop, 
I  felt  deeply  sensible  of  the  confidence  you  placed  in  me,  not,  however, 
without  grave  apprehensions  that  I  might  not  accomplish  all  that  you 
might  reasonably  expect  of  me.  This  feeling  arose,  not  from  any  want 
of  interest  in  the  work  in  general,  but  rather  from  ignorance  of  the 
details  of  it  in  their  various  features. 

But,  believing  that  a  call  of  duty  from  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  is 
not  to  be  lightly  regarded,  and  trusting  to  the  guidance  and  help  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  I  commenced  the  work  as  soon  as  possible,  and  beg  leave  herewith 
to  present  a  brief  statement  of  such  matters  as  came  under  my  observa- 
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tion,  and  had,  as  I  conceived  a  direct  bearing  on  the  work.    This  report 
covers  a  period  of  about  four  mounths. 

It  will  not,  I  trust,  be  deemed  out  of  place  here  and  now  to  state  some 
of  the  reasons  which  made  it  appear  necessary  for  the  Board  of  Missions 
to  send  an  Agent  into  several  Parishes  of  the  Diocese,  instead  of  adopting 
the  much  cheaper  mode  of  communication,  viz:  the  printed  circular. 

In  most  of  the  Parishes  there  appeared  to  exist,  from  some  cause  or 
other,  a  great  want  of  appreciation  of  the  extent  of  the  work  of  Missions 
committed  by  the  Diocesan  Council  to  the  Board;  and,  as  a  natural  con- 
sequence, a  terrible  apathy  and  lack  of  interest.  With  few  exceptions 
this  indifference  manifested  itself  in  the  very  meager  and  irregularly 
made  returns  in  pledges  and  money  With  which  the  calls  of  the  Board 
for  help  were  met  For  several  years  some  Parish^  contributed  nothing 
or  next  to  nothing:  and  other  Parishes  gave  so  paltry  a  sum  that  it  was 
unworthy  of  the  cause,  and  in  no  sense  representative  of  their  ability  or 
responsibility.  Then  again,  in  many  Parishes  the  Canon  bearing  upon 
the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  had  become  practically  a  dead  letter. 
I  refer  to  Title  lY,  Canon  I,  part  of  Sec  4,  which  reads  as  follows:  "It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector,  or  chief  officer,  of  every  congregation,  to 
see  that  applic^on  be  made  to  every  communicant  and  to  every  regular 
attendant  upon  the  services  of  the  Church  in  his  jurisdiction,  for  his  or 
her  personal  pledge,  setting  forth  the  amount  which  he  or  she  will  give 
to  Missions  the  year  following.**  JSTow  if  every  Communicant  and  every 
regular  worshipper  was  applied  to,  personally,  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  Canon,  surely-the  sum  total  of  the  offerings  of  the 
Diocese  would  amount  to  more  than  an  average  of  25  cents  for  each  com- 
municant, or,  including  regular  worshippers,  to  more  than  1^  cents  per 
capita.  Yet  this  is  the  sum  now  contributed  by  the  Churchmen  of  Wis- 
consin for  the  work  of  Diocesan  Missions!  It  is  a  notorious  fact  that  the 
"pledge  system,"  made  and  provided  by  the  Canon  as  it  now  stands,  has 
not  been  carried  out.  Were  the  "pledge  system"  heartily  and  faithfully 
carried  out,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  loyal  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese 
could  not  raise,  each  year,  a  sum  equal  at  least  to  one  dollar  for  each 
communicant— that  is,  something  over  85,000.00.  And  no  less  an  amount 
would  adequately  meet  the  pressing  necessities  of  the  work  of  Diocesan 
Missions. 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  Board  was  justified  in  making  an  effort  to 
bring  the  whole  subject  directly  before  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Dio- 
cese. Nay,  more,  it  became  absolutely  necessary  that  they  should  adopt 
some  plan  by  which  the  existing  deplorable  neglect  in  this  matter  might 
be  remedied.  And  no  way  seemed  more  likely  to  reach  the  difficulty 
than  the  sending  of  an  Agent  to  tell  the  people  of  the  Diocese  tlie  whole 
story,  and  arouse  them,  if  possible,  to  a  due  appreciation  of  their  duty  in 
the  premises. 
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In  pursuance  of  his  work  your  Agent  has  endeavored  to  impress  upon 
the  Congregations,  so  far  as  he  has  had  the  opportunity  to  address  them, 
the  consideration  of  these  important  facts,  viz:  That  the  work  of  Mis- 
sions is  inseperable  from  tlie  work  of  the  Church— that  the  Church  is 
herself  a  vast  Missionary  Society— and  that  every  baptized  person  is  a 
member  of  that  Missionary  Society,  and,  as  a  consequence,  responsible 
for  his  or  her  due  share  in  the  work.  And  in  this  connection  he  has 
urged  upon  parents  and  sponsors  the  gn^eat  importance  of  training  the 
young  in  the  matter  of  making  offerings  as  a  part  of  their  religious  wor- 
ship—offerings, too,  which  are  the  fi'uits  of  self-denial  and  self-sacrifice. 

With  the  Clergy  the  delations  of  your  Agent  have  been  of  the  most 
cordial  character.  All  of  those  whom  he  has  had  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing have  entered  heartily  into  his  work,  sympathizing  and  co-operating 
in  every  way  in  their  power.  He  feels  most  grateful  for  their  brotherly 
hospitality,  and  for  their  promises  to  bring  the  cause  before  their  people 
at  regular  stated  times.  He  is  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  most  of  the 
Clergy  will  take,  if  possible,  a  deeper  interest  in  Diocesan  Missions  than 
ever  before;  and  if  this  is  the  case,  on  the  principle  "like  priest,  like  peo- 
ple," their  fiocks  will  rise  to  a  fuller  sense  of  their  duty  and  privilege  in 
this  matter.

In  all  these  Churches,  through  the  courtesy  of  their  Rectors,  I  have 
made  Missionary  addresses  at  morning  service,  and  in  most  instances  have 
preached  in  the  evening.  And  from  the  attention  given  to  my  statement 
I  feel  much  encouniged  that  good  results  will  follow  in  due  time. 

Wliile  much  has  been  done  in  sustaining  old  Mission  stations  and  in 
starting  new  stations— a.s  much  as  could  possibly  have  been  expected 
w  ith  the  small  number  of  Missionaries  in  the  field  and  the  limited  means 
put  in  the  hands  of  the  Board— still  when  one  follows  our  Bishop  (who 
is  the  foremost  Missionary  in  the  Diocese)  in  his  rounds  up  and  down 
the  length  and  breadth  of  this  vast  domain,  one  can  better  understand 
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his  deep  anxiety  to  have  the  Church  lengthen  her  cords  and  strengthen 
her  stakes."  The  unoccupied  territory— several  large  counties,  with 
scores  of  towns  and  villages  springing  up—from  which  there  is  an  earn- 
est Macedonian  cry,  *'Gome  over  and  help  usf  presents  a  most  inviting 
field  for  Missionary  operations.  The  Bector  of  La  Crosse  (Rev.  W.  P. 
TenBroeck)  stated  to  me  that  he  was  the  only  Clergyman  of  the  Church 
within  a  radius  of  60  miles  on  either  side  of  ''the  Father  of  Waters,"— the 
great  Mississippi  river.  In  Wisconsin  there  are  six  or  eight  places,  at 
distances  varying  from  10  to  40  miles,  where  Missions  might  profitably 
be  established,  the  Church  people  of  which  places  have  now  to  look  to 
iSx.  TenBroeck  for  occasional  services  and  general  oversight.  With  his 
large  parish  at  La  Crosse  it  seems  next  to  impossible  that  Mr.  TenBroeck 
can  do  much  longer  without  help.  He  needs  at  least  two  missionary 
assistants.  It  is  the  same  at  other  points.  We  ought  to  have  not  less 
than  ten  additional  Missionaries,  if  we  are  to  make  any  impression  upon 
this  vast  territory  in  the  western  portion  of  Wisconsin,  teeming  with  a 
busy,  driving  population. 

This  is  but  a  brief  statement,  but  it  is  made  in  the  hope  that  suffi- 
cient has  been  said  to  justify  the  calls  of  oui*  beloved  Bishop  and  of  your 
honorable  body,  the  Board  of  Missions.  We  have  golden  opportunities. 
We  have  weighty  responsibilities.  May  (Jod  give  us  grace  to  use  them 
to  His  honor  and  glory  in  the  upbuilding  of  His  One  Holy,  Catholic  and 
Apostolic  Church!

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APPENDIX  H. 


Report  of  the  Deai)  of  the  Milwaukee  GoQVOcation. 


Since  the  last  Council  the  usual  autumnal  and  vernal  meetings  have 
been  held.  The  first  was  in  St.  Luke's  Parish,  Whitewater,  November  II, 
12  and  13,  and  attended  by  the  Bishop  and  only  nine  of  the  tliirty-two 
clergymen  in  the  district.  Besides  the  usual  (Celebrations  of  the  Holy 
Communion  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  mornings,  and  services  on 
Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  evenings,  the  following  discourses 
were  delivered:  on  "The  Missionary  Character  of  the  Church  in  its  Ag- 
gressive Features,"  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wright;  on  "The  Eucharistic  Sacri- 
fice," by  the  Rev.  S.  J.  French;  on  •^The  Relation  of  the  Church  to  Secta- 
rianism," by  the  Rev.  Dr.  E.  W.  Spalding;  on  "The  Development  of  the 
Spiritual  Life  in  a  Parish,"  and  on  ''The  Seabury  Centennial,"  by  the  Rev. 
G.  W.  Dumbell;  and  repori»  and  speeches  on  the  missionary  work  of  the 
district  by  several  others.  At  the  meetings  for  business,  the  Bishop  re- 
appointed the  undersigned  Dean;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Holmes  was  elected  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer;  Dr.  Spalding  was  asked  to  allow  his  essay  to  be 
published  in  the  Calendar;  the  Bishop  was  asked  to  set  forth  a  special 
prayer  for  God's  blessing  on  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  used 
at  the  end  of  the  Office  for  Holy  Communion;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dumbell  was 
requested  to  present  a  paper  on  "Cathedrals  as  Centres  of  Mission  Work 
and  Spiritual  Life,"  to  the  Convocation  at  its  next  meeting,  and  a  resolu- 
tion was  passed  instructing  the  Secretary  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese  to  the  Church  Book  Store  in  Milwaukee,  requesting 
them  to  inform  their  people  of  its  existence  and  objects.  This  Convoca- 
tion at  Whitewater  proved  to  be  one  of  exceptional  interest  and  value,  not 
only  to  the  few  clergymen  in  attendance,  but  also  to  the  people  of  the 
Parish,  as  was  evident  from  the  large  congn^egations,  and  the  desire  ex- 
pressed by  rector  and  parishioners  to  be  favored  with  another  meeting  at 
an  early  day. 

The  second  meeting  was  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Racine,  on  the  5th,  6th 
and  7th  of  May,  at  which  the  Bishop  and  sixteen  othere  of  the  clergy  (in- 
cluding five  from  the  College)  were  in  regular  or  occasional  attendance. 
Besides  the  usual  x?elebrations,  services  and  rei>orts  of  mission  work,  the 
Rev.  S.  J.  French  delivered  a  sermon  on  "The  Law  of  Worship,"  Pix)fes8- 
or  Riley,  of  Nashotah,  an  instruction  on  "The  Immanence  and  Trans- 
cendence of  God,  in  both  the  Natural  and  the  Spiritual  Worlds,"  in  which 
he  criticised  adversely  Professor  Allen's  book  on  **The  Continuity  of 
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Christian  Thought,"  as  virtually  tending  to  ultimate  Pantheism.  Dr. 
Wright  gave  a  discourse  on  Missions,  and  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Dumhell  the 
paper  requested  from  him  at  the  preceding  meeting,  on  '^he  Cathedral 
as  the  Centre  of  ^(ission  Work  and  Spiritual  Life."  In  addition  to  these 
excellent  addresses  from  the  clergy  two  admirable  and  suggestive  papers 
were  presented  by  laymen;  one  on  •^Rectories,"  by  J.  H.Reigart,  of  Beloit; 
the  other  by  Dr.  J.  G.  Meacham,  of  Racine,  on  the  '^he  Church  and  Her 
Young  People."  Mr.  Reigart*s  paper  has  been  publislied  in  the  June  num- 
ber of  the  Wisconsin  Calendar,  as  Dr.  Meacham's  will  also  be,  it  is  hoped, 
in  the  July  number.  It  would  greatly  add  to  the  interest  and  usefulness 
of  Convocations  if  other  laymen  woiUd  make  manifest  in  like  manner 
their  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Church  beyond  the  limits  of  their  own 
parishes.

Both  meetings  were  interesting,  ahd  the  one 
at  Beloit  was  well  attended  by  the  clergy  and  large  congregations  were 
present  at  all  the  services.  The  subject  of  missions  was  ably  discussed 
at  both  places. 

The  Dean  of  the  La  Crosse  Convocation  gave  valuable  assistanire  at 
the  meeting  at  Janesville.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Conover  has  been  called  to  Trin- 
ity Church,  Janesville,  since  our  last  report,  and  is  a  valuable  acquisition. 

Wliitewater  which  had  for  18  years  formed  a  part  of  the  Madison 
Convocation  has  during  the  year  been  annexed  to  the  Milwaukee  Convo- 
cation. 

The  subject  of  surpliced  choirs  of  men  and  boys  is  receiving  much 
attention  at  present  within  our  Convocation.  Good,  genuine  Clnirch 
work  is  being  done.  There  are  more  frequent  celebrations  of  the  Holy 
Eucharist.  A  chapel  has  been  built  at  Brodhead,  under  the  direction 
of  Rev.  C.  M.  Pullen,  of  Janesville;  and  the  one  at  Beloit  has  been  com- 
pleted since  our  last  report. 

No  organized  mission  work  is  being  carried  on  by  the  Convocation.

shall  b(^  entithMl  to  vote  at  such  parish  meeting  or  election.  [2.]  In  a 
parish  whos(^  n»gular  n^venue  is  deriveil  from  the  rental  of  pews  or  sit- 
tings in  the  church,  any  person  holding  a  pew  or  sitting  in  his  own  name, 
an<l  having  paid  for  the  same  during  the  period  specified  in  section  1. 
siuill  be  considered  a  regular  contributor  to  its  revenue.  [3.J  In  a  parish 
whose  refjular  revenue  is  derived  from  subscriptions  or  pledges,  the  regu- 
lar payment  of  such  subscription  or  pledge,  as  prescribed  by  the  author- 
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ities  of  the  parish,  for  the  period  specified  in  section  1,  shall  constitute  a 
person  such  a  regular  contributor  to  its  revenue.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following  proposed 
amendment  to  Canon  IV,  Title  IV,  and  on  his  motion  it  was 
adopted: 

Amend  Canon  IV,  Title  IV,  by  striking  out  in  the  fifth  line  the 
words,  "half  of  which  shall  be  investe-d  as  a  permanent  fund  and  half," 
and  substituting  therefor  the  word  "which." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Conover  presented  and  read  the  following  report: 

Your  Connnittee  to  whom  was  refeiTed  the  amendment  of  Section  3, 
Canon  II,  Title  II,  do  not  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  substitute  for 
the  following  reiisons: 

Section  1  opens  the  subject  of  women  voting,  which  the  Diocese, 
after  much  thought  and  discussion,  luis  decided  in  the  negiitive,  and 
which  could  not  profitably  be  rediscussed,  to  the  exclusion  of  other  busi- 
ness, at  this  time.  \ 
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The  substitute  does  not  recogmize  communicants,  as  such,  as  voters 
in  the  Church,  as  specially  provided  in  Sub-section  1  of  the  present  Canon. 

The  substitute  in  Sections  2  and  3  seems  to  your  Committee  to  open 
tlie  way  for  piwsible  abuses,  whereby  non-communicants  may,  in  given 
cus(es«  by  mere  payment  of  money,  be  enabled  to  control  the  action  of  the 
parish,  despite  the  desire  of  the  regular  communicants. 

While  the  substitute  in  some  particulars  is  a  gain  in  directness,  it 
dv^es  not  occur  to  your  Committee  that  in  this  it  is  sufficient  to  warrant 
its  incorporation  in  the  Canon.  It  is  not  without  a  portion  of  the  vague- 
tiess  complained  of  in  the  present  Canon.  Would  not  the  vagueness  that 
is  objecticmable  in  the  present  Canon  be  largely  removed  by  changing 
the  woi*d  "on,"  in  Sub-section  2,  in  line  three  of  the  present  Section,  to 
•*iuid  r 

Your  Committee  do  not  approve  striking  out  Section  4,  which  pro- 
vides for  a  registry  of  voters,  deeming  it  to  be  a  proper  safeguard.

In  Section  5,  Canon  VIII,  Title  II.,  strike  out  the  words,  The 
Trustees  for  the  management  and  cjire  of  the  Funds  and  Property  I )elong- 
ing  to  the  Protestant  EpiscopjU  Church  in  Wisconsin,  a  body  incorporated 
in  184S,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  tlie  \vords/*The  Trustees  of  tlie  Funds 
and  Property  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Cliurcli  in  Wisconsin." 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Holmes,  business  was  suspended  until 
the  ballots  were  deposited. 

Mr.  H.  G.  Winslow  moved  that  the  proposed  substitute  for 
Section  I^,  Canon  II,  Title  II,  in  the  report  presented  by  the  Kev. 
S.  J.  French,  be  adopted. 

The  Kev.  Dr.  Adams  oti'ered  the  following  as  an  amendment: 

Retolvtd:  That  a  manifest  niisjjrint  in  Canon  II,  Title  II,l)enow 
correeteil.  as  being  germane  to  this  subject  and  absolutely  necessary  to 
any  tliseussion  of  the  matter  on  hand.  In  Section  3,  Sub-section  2,  the 
semicolon  is  to  be  useil  as  a  comma,  and  the  word  ''and"  for  the  won! 
"or." 

Mr.  H.  0.  Winslow  raised  the  point  of  order  that  the  amend- 
ment proposed  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Adams,  being  a  new  amendment  to 
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the  Canons  and  not  having  been  one  day  previously  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Canons,  was  out  of  order. 

The  Bishop  decided  that  the  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Adams 
was  in  order. 

Mr.  Winslow  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  and 
the  Chair  was  sustained.

viz.,  the  preparation  of  a  pamphlet  containing  the  Diocesan  Digest, 
Church  and  State  marriage  laws,  laws  concerning  Church  property,  etc. 
This  matter  was  referred  to  a  Committe  consisting  of  Rev.  Drs.  Spalding 
and  Adams  and  Mr.  Brockway. 

Second,  the  resolution  of  last  Council  that  a  committee  of  three, 
appointed  by  the  Bishop,  report  at  this  Council  about  ways  and  means 
for  the  better  preservation  of  parish  records.

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  publish  a  pamphlet  contain- 
ing the  Diocesan  Digest,  marriiige  laws,  etc.,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  had  the  matter  under  consideration.  They  find  that  a  pamphlet 
such  as  they  were  ordered  to  prepare  would  contain  seventy-iive  or 
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more  pages,  a  thousand  copies  of  which  wouM  cost  about  one  hundred 
dollars.  As  the  last  Council  made  no  provision  for  the  raising  of  this 
sum,  and  as  the  Treasurer  reported  no  money  in  the  treasury  of  suffi- 
cient amount  to  meet  such  an  expenditure  without  drawing  directly  from 
the  Bishop's  salary,  your  Committee  have  ventured  to  delay  the  publica- 
tion of  the  pamphlet,  hoping  that  some  arrangement  may  be  made 
whereby  the  Diocese,  and  not  the  Bishop,  may  bear  the  expense  of  the 
publication.

The  Secretary  read  the  following  report,  and  on  motion  the 
proposed  amendment  contained  therein  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Canons: 

At  the  last  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  I  was  appointed 
chairman  of  a  committee  to  report  to  the  next  Council  concerning  parish 
records.  My  removal  from  the  Diocese  and  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Kemper,  the  other  clerical  member  of  that  committee,  will  prevent  any 
formal  report  to  the  Council. 

The  better  preservation  of  the  records  of  baptisms,  marriages  and 
burials  is  greatly  needed.  Parish  records  are  continually  exposed  to  loss 
by  fire,  not  ordinarily  being  kept  in  fireproof  vaults;  while,  from  various 
other  causes,  many  parishes  and  missions  have  very  incomplete  records. 
I  believe  that  these  dangers  and  defects  may  be  remedied  in  the  future 
by  a  simple  and  inexpensive  plan,  expressed  in  the  following  Canon, 
which  might  be  added  as  Section  2,  to  Canon  I,  Title  II,  of  the  Canons  of 
the  Diocese: 

"Every  clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
the  annual  Council,  bring  or  send  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  a  com- 
plete report,  according  to  blanks  prepared  by  said  R^^trar  (giving 
names,  dates,  etc.,  as  entries  should  be  made  in  a  parish  register)  of  all 
baptisms,  marriages  and  burials  performed  by  him  in  the  Diocese  during 
the  past  conciliar  year.  A  like  report  shall  be  required  of  every  clergy- 
man upon  his  removal  from  the  Diocese." 

These  reports  could  be  filed  and  kept  in  order  of  years  in  a  fireproof 
vault  by  the  Registrar,  or,  if  the  Diocese  so  order,  could  at  any  time  Ihj 
bound.  The  expense  would  be  but  a  trifie  in  the  preparation  and  print- 
ing of  the  blanks,  which  should  be  kept  on  hand  by  every  clergyman. 
An  hour's  labor  on  the  part  of  each  clergyman  in  most  cases  is  all  that 
would  be  re(iuired  to  fill  these  blanks. 

By  this  simple  system  a  duplicate  record  would  be  preserved  of  all 
biiptisms,  marriages  and  burials  in  the  Diocese,  by  which  any  parish  or 
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mission  in  the  Diocese  might  in  the  future,  in  case  of  loss  or  negligence, 
correct  its  reconls.

Dear  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

At  no  time  since  I  came  to  Wisconsin  has  the  general  work  in  the 
Diocese  been  so  full  of  promise  and  encouragement  as  it  is  to-day;  and 
whether  we  turn  to  the  institutions  within  our  borders  or  to  parochial 
and  missionary  work,  we  have  (ibundant  evidence  of  God's  blessing  up- 
on the  faithfulness  of  His  servants.  With  full  hearts  we  should  thank 
Him  for  His  great  mercies  during  the  pjist  year,  and  go  forward  joyfully 
in  the  work  He  has  given  us  to  do.  Acknowledging  with  sincere  grati- 
tude His  protecting  care  during  the  chances  of  continued  travel,  I  place 
upon  record  the  statistics  of  the  year's  work  in  the  Diocese:

St.  George,  Jr.,  from  Fond  du  Lac;  the  Rev.  Thomas  K.  Allen,  from  Min- 
nesota; the  Rev.  Wm.  B.  Guion,  from  Vermont. 

Of  the  clergy  transferred  from  the  Diocese,  Mr.  Schubert,  Mr.  Sleight, 
Mr.  Mack  and  Mr.  Pullen  were  graduates  from  Nashotah,  and  Mr.  San- 
ford  and  Mr.  Langlois  were  for  a  time  students  there.  Messrs.  Schubert, 
Sleight,  Pullen  and  Langlois  had  given  all  the  years  of  their  ministerial 
life  to  work  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin.  Mr.  Pullen 's  service  had  been 
the  longest,  and  he  earned  to  himself,  in  an  eminent  degree,  the  love  of 
all  by  his  faithful  and  conscientious  labors;  while  the  work  of  all  these 
other  missionaries  in  their  respective  fields  is  worthy  of  high  commen- 
dation. The  Rev.  Dr.  Gold  removed  from  the  Diocese  to  enter  upon  a 
most  important  work— a  department  of  instruction  in  the  Western  The- 
ological Seminary— a  position  for  which  he  is  most  admirably  fitted. 
The  service  which  he  rendered  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  by  preparing 
the  Report  on  the  Revision  of  the  Prayer  Book,  presented  to  the  last 
Council,  was  a  characteristic  culmination  of  years  at  Racine  as  a  priest 
and  a  scholar,  and  for  this  Report  the  American  Church  is  debtor  to  his 
learning,  his  Catholicity  and  his  profound  sense  of  fair-dealing. 

Of  the  clergy  who  have  come  to  us,  Canon  St.  George  and  Canon 
Llwyd  are  at  the  Cathedral.  Mr.  Sweetland,  after  a  few  months  of  faith- 
ful service  at  Alderly,  succeeded  the  Rev.  Mr.  Finn  in  the  charge  of  S. 
John's  Church,  Evansville.  Mr.  Allen,  Iiaving  his  home  in  La  Crosse,  is 
doing  an  excellent  work  in  Onalaska  and  Sparta;  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Guion 
has  entered  upon  the  work  in  S.  Matthias*  parish,  Waukesha,  under  cir- 
cumstances of  zeal  and  devotion  on  the  part  of  the  congregation  which 
give  great  encouragement  for  the  future. 

THE  CHARITABLE  INSTITUTIONS  IN  THE  DIOCESE 

are  S.  John's  Home,  Milwaukee;  S.  Luke's  Hospital,  Racine,  and  S.  Luke's 
Hospital,  Chippewa  Falls.  Supplementary  to  these  is  the  organization 
known  as  the  Wisconsin  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  for  general 
charitable  and  missionary  work.  The  full  report  of  the  Auxiliary  will 
be  prepared  for  the  general  meeting  in  Chicago,  at  the  time  of  the  trien- 
nial Council  (^f  the  Church.  The  extra  parochial  work  of  the  different 
Auxiliary  societies  in  the  Diocese  represents,  in  missionary  and  hospital 
boxes,  about  $800.00.    Twelve  boxes  have  been  sent. 

The  family  at  S.  John's  Home  numbers  24.  During  the  year  there 
has  been  I  death  in  the  Home,    The  receipts  for  the  year  have  been 
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$1413.34,  and  the  expenditures,  61540.14.  The  property  fund  is  now 
$2414.85. 

In  S.  Luke's  HospiUil,  Racine,  the  receipts  have  been  $891.80,  and 
22  patients  have  been  treated  and  cared  for.  The  number  of  days'  care 
given  to  these  was  571.    There  is  no  indebtedness. 

In  S.  Luke's  Hospital,  Chippewa  Falls,  tliere  has  been  the  usual  care 
of  the  sick  and  unfortunate. 

THE  SCHOOLS  AND  SEMINARIES  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

are  the  Cathedral  School,  Milwaukee;  the  Home  School,  Racine;  Bor  du 
Lac  Seminary,  Oconomowoc;  S.  John's  Military  Academy,  Delaiield; 
Kemper  Hall,  Kenosha;  Racine  College,  and  Nashotah. 

The  Home  School,  Racine,  is  conducted  by  the  Rev.  J.  (J.  McMurphy 
and  Mrs.  McMurphy  in  a  very  successful  and  satisfactory  manner. 

Bor  du  Lac  Seminary  continues  in  charge  of  Miss  Jones,  whose 
work  for  many  years  in  behalf  of  the  Christian  education  of  young 
women  has  been  greatly  blessed. 

The  Cathedral  School  has  never  been  so  prosperous  at  any  time  of 
its  existence  as  during  the  present  yeiir.  Tlie  attendance  has  been  fully 
up  to  the  capacity  of  the  rooms,  and  its  excellent  character  for  discipline 
and  thoroughness  has  been  more  than  sustained.  125  chidren  have  at- 
tended during  the  year. 

The  Academy  at  Delafield— which  is  intended  to  impart  thorough 
acjvdemic  instruction,  and  especially  to  prepare  all  who  desire  a  full  col- 
legiate course  for  entrance  into  Racine,  the  Church  university  of  tin* 
Northwest — under  the  admirable  management  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smylhe, 
with  its  well-arranged  course  of  studies  and  its  military  drill,  is  gaining 
in  favor  within  and  without  the  Diocese.  There  has  been  an  attend- 
ance of  sixty-two  scholars  this  year. 

KACINK  (JKAMMAR  SCHOOL  AND  COLLEGE. 

The  thirty-third  year  of  this  no])le  institution  finds  it  in  a  riourishing 
condition.  Its  catalogue  shows  an  att(*ndance  of  one  hundred  and  forty 
students,  with  eighteen  oOicers  of  government  and  instruction.  Racine 
College  maintains  fully  its  character  ;is  a  Christian  home  for  thetrainiiij^ 
of  the  youth  committed  to  its  care  in  Christian  virtue  and  sound  learn- 
ing. From  the  beginning  the  underlying  idea  which  has  distinguislied 
Racine  has  been  the  family  organization  and  the  principle  of  government 
under  the  Heads  of  Houses  by  Prefects,  selected  for  their  fitness  and 
general  gootl  conduct,  who  shall  be  the  honored  students  of  the  Colle^^e. 
Racine  is  well  known  i\s  a  school  where  religit)us  principles  are  fearlessly 
taught  and  moral  guidance  carefully  insisted  on,  but  it  is  not  as  generally 
known  and  appreciated  that  the  intellectual  character  and  mental  train- 
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ing  of  both  College  and  Grammar  School  are  second  in  thoroughness  to 
none  in  the  country.  Year  by  year  Racine  Ck)llege  is  fulfilling  the  pious 
designs  of  its  founders,  and  vindicating  the  great  principles  of  a  complete 
education,  physical,  mental  and  spiritual,  for  which  it  has  invariably 
contended. 

KEMPER  HALL. 

This  most  fitting  memorial  to  that  g^reat  Bishop  who  was  such  a 
sincere  lover  of  good  learning,  is  growing  and  improving  each  year  un- 
der the  charge  of  the  Sisters  of  S.  Mary.  In  addition  to  the  Sisters  and 
the  chaplain,  there  are  eight  teachera.  The  full  course  of  tlie  scliool 
requires  five  forms  in  the  Preparatory  and  four  years  in  the  Collegiate 
Department.  The  Collegiate  course  is  very  thorough,  embracing  Eng- 
lish, natural  science,  mathematics,  Latin,  French  and  German.  The 
study  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  Church  history  and  regular  exercise  in 
English  composition,  spelling  and  elocution  are  required  of  the  whole 
scliool.  The  arrangement  made  with  the  Sisters  on  Commemoration 
Day.  by  which  they  assume  the  entire  charge  of  the  school,  its  indebted- 
ness and  the  care  and  improvement  of  the  property,  secures  the  perma- 
nency of  the  Sisters'  work  at  Kemper  Hall.  For  this  the  Church  in 
Wisconsin  and  in  the  Northwest  should  be  devoutly  thankful.  The 
Sisters  give  their  lives  to  the  work  for  Christ's  sake.  They  do  not 
measure  their  success  by  the  extent,  but  by  the  thoroughness  of  their 
work,  and  the  value  of  their  work  at  Kemper  Hall  can  hardly  be  esti- 
mated. The  catalogue  shows  an  attendance  this  year  of  ninety  pupils. 
Some  who  applied  for  admission  were  regretfully  but  necessarily  refused 
for  want  of  room,  and  the  year  closes  with  the  promise  of  as  full  a  school 
next  year.  The  religious  training  of  the  pupils  is  strictly  in  acconlance 
with  the  B(K>k  of  Common  Prayer.  In  their  intellectual  training  the 
retiuiremeiits  are  accuracy  and  thoroughness,  and  the  attention  of  the 
Sisters  to  the  physical  needs  and  comfort  of  the  pupils,  their  daily  exer- 
cise, the  ventilation  of  rooms,  etc.,  is  all  that  the  most  loving  i)arent 
could  desire.  To  all  who  wish  for  their  daughters  a  school  combining 
the  best  intellectual  discipline  with  the  refining  infiuences  and  spiritual 
nurture  of  the  Catholic  Church,  Kemper  Hall  will  meet  every  re<iuirement. 

NASIIOTAH. 

In  the  removal  by  death  of  Dr.  Cole  from  the  presidency  of  Nasho- 
tah,  and  subset] uently  of  Dr.  Kemper  from  the  chair  which  he  so  long 
occupied  in  the  Fjiculty,  this  school  of  the  prophets  has  met  with  a  loss 
which  in  one  sense  is  irreparable.  In  ejich  case  the  active  connection 
with  Nashotah  covereil  nearly  forty  years,  and  I  doubt  if  any  institution 
in  the  land  has  such  a  record  of  continuance  of  service  as  that  of  the 
three  principal  personages  at  Nashotah— the  two  who  have  departed,  of 
thirty-four  and  thirty-five  years,  and  the  one  remaining  with  us— long 
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may  his  useful  life  be  spared  to  us — now  nearly  forty-five  years.  Nasho- 
tah's  history  of  almost  half  a  century  is  a  wonderful  chapter  of  faith 
and  works  in  the  annals  of  the  first  hundred  years  of  the  American 
Church.  Through  all  these  years  the  prayers  and  the  alms  of  the  faith- 
ful have  been  the  stay  and  strength  of  this  school  of  sacred  learning. 
In  this  time  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  griiduates  have  been  sent  from 
her  halls  to  every  Diocese  in  the  United  States  and  to  the  domestic  and 
foreign  missionary  fields.  A  study  of  their  names  and  ofiices  of  honor 
and  trust  will  attest  the  fidelity  with  which  the  professors  of  Nashotah 
House  have  discharged  the  duties  pertaining  to  their  chairs.  Probably 
one  hundred  other  clergymen,  non-graduates,  have  been  prepared  by 
Nashotah  for  their  life  work.  Since  the  death  of  Dr.  Cole,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Adams  has  acted  as  president;  the  Rev.  Prof.  Riley  has  been  pastor  of 
the  institution,  and  the  Rt  Rev.,  the  Bishop  of  Fond  du  Lac,  has  been 
acting  professor  of  pastoral  theology.  The  catalogue  of  1885-6  shows  an 
enrollment  of  twenty  students — five  seniors,  six  middle  class  and  nine 
juniors.  During  the  year  the  bequests  and  offerings  for  the  endowment 
and  other  funds  have  amounted  to  about  950,000.  In  the  appeal  of  the 
executive  committee,  printed  in  the  catalogue,  there  is  this  answer  to 
the  question  often  asked  in  regard  to  the  removal  of  Nashotah: 

"It  is  proper  to  say  here  most  distinctly,  in  view  of  reports  that  have 
been  circulated  of  the  probable  conjunction  of  Nashotah  House  with 
the  Theological  Seminary  recently  founded  at  Chicago  by  the  munifi- 
cence of  Dr.  Tolman  Wheeler,  for  which  the  whole  Church  rejoices,  that 
no  proposal  of  the  sort  has  ever  been  discussed  by  the  Trustees  of  Na- 
shotah. It  is  supposed  that  moral  considerations,  if  not  legal  conditions, 
hold  Nashotah  House  to  its  present  site.  At  least  it  would  be  impossible 
to  transfer  its  history  and  traditions,  both  of  which  are  precious  to  the 
whole  American  Church.  The  retired  position  of  Nashotah  is  conducive 
to  studiousness,  and  the  salubrity  of  its  climate  is  unquestioned." 

To  this  it  may  be  added  that  the  interest  shown  in  Nashotah  this 
year  by  its  friends  throughout  the  Church  emphasizes  the  fact  that  there 
is  to  be  no  break  in  its  history,  and  gives  encouragement  that  its  future 
is  to  be,  as  its  past  has  been,  full  of  blessedness  to  itself  and  blessing  to 
others;  and  that  Nashotah,  so  marvellously  beautiful  and  attractive  in 
its  natural  endowments,  consecrated  by  so  many  years  of  devotion  and 
study,  is  to  remain  for  ages,  we  trust,  the  home  of  pious  learning  and 
constant  prayer  and  Eucharist. 

THE  CATHEDRAL. 

The  services  at  the  Cathedral  during  the  year  have  been  maintained 
as  in  the  past — daily  Communion,  with  a  second  Celebration  on  two 
Sundays  in  the  month  and  on  all  Holy  Days,  with  a  sermon  or  address; 
Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  daily,  with  special  Advent  and  Lenten 
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services.  In  the  financial  report  made  to  the  Cathedral  congreg^ation  at 
the  annual  meeting,  June  7,  there  is  an  item  of  interest  in  regard  to  ex- 
penditures which  I  wish  to  commen<l  to  the  Diocese.  The  parochial  or 
congregational  expenditures  for  the  year,  as  reported,  are  $3,810.26;  the 
Diocesan,  81,032.15;  the  general,  $107.99.  In  a  total  of  $4,940.40,  all  of 
which  came  through  the  offertory,  the  congn^egation  contributed  $1,140.14 
for  objects  in  the  Diocese  or  general  Church,  nearly  one-quarter  of  the 
offerings  for  the  year  being  given  to  the  work  of  the  Church  outside  the 
Cathedral.  This  I  consider  a  good  example  for  every  congregation  in 
the  Diocese. 

Two  occasions  of  more  than  ordinai*y  concern  are  connected  with 
services  at  the  Cathe<lral  this  year— the  Diocesan  choir  festival,  on  the 
evening  of  Friday,  the  30th  of  October,  and  the  morning  of  Saturday, 
November  1;  and  the  twelve  days*  Mission,  beginning  on  the  evening  of 
Saturday,  the  20th  of  February.  All  the  surpliced  choirs  in  the  Diocese 
were  invited  to  take  part  in  the  choir  festival,  and  there  were  present 
the  seminarians  of  Nashotah,  the  Racine  College  clioir  and  the  parochial 
choirs  of  S.  Paul's,  Watertown;  S.  Luke's,  Racine;  S.  Paul's,  Beloit;  Trin- 
ity, Janesville;  (^hrist  Church  and  S.  Edmond's,  Milwaukee,  uniting  with 
the  Cathedral  choir  in  these  most  interesting  and  glorious  services— a 
chosen  band  of  two  hundred  surpliced  singers  unto  the  Lord.  It  is  my 
desire  and  intention  to  make  these  choir  festivals  annual  gatherings  of 
the  surpliced  choirs  in  the  Diocese,  for  I  wish  to  encourage  in  every 
way  the  formation  of  such  choirs  and  the  restoration  to  its  primitive  and 
churchly  character  the  music  of  the  sanctuary. 

The  Mission  at  the  Cathedral  was  an  occasion  of  intense  interest. 
Weeks  of  thorough  ]>reparation  on  the  part  of  the  Cathedral  clergy 
preceded  the  preaching  of  the  Mission  sermons,  and  unremitting  and 
unwearied  work  has  been  kept  up  since  the  mission,  so  that  the  experi- 
ment, for  such  it  was  with  us,  has  been  a  fair  one.  I  was  present  at  all 
the  evening  services  and  at  mast  of  the  other  chisses  and  instructions  of 
the  Mission,  and  I  can  bear  witness  to  tlie  Scriptural  and  evangelical  na- 
ture of  the  twichings.  The  doctrities  of  the  Church,  the  practices  of  the 
Church,  that  which,  in  it«  comprehensiveness,  is  our  precious  Prayer 
Book  h(;ritage  in  the  ('atholic  Kingdom,  was  unfolded  with  great  clear- 
ness in  the  instructions  and  sermons  of  the  Mission,  and  brought  home 
with  mighty  power  to  the  hearts  of  a  multitude.  There  was  neither 
vagueness  nor  doubt  nor  uncerUiinty  as  to  the  e,ssentials  of  Christian 
discipleship,  but  a  clear  unfolding  of  the  Word  of  God  in  regard  to  the 
Inciiruation  and  all  that  tlows  from  it— tl)e  continuance  in  the  Church  of 
the  gifts  which  are  ours  because  of  the  Int^arnatiou,  and  the  blessedness 
of  the  Presence  of  th(5  Holy  Spiuit  in  Baptism,  Confirmation  and  the 
Holy  Eu<;harist.  Fidelity  of  teaching  wjis  manifest  in  the  declaration  of 
the  whole  counsel  of  (Iod,  and  the  mind  of  theSriRiT  as  revealed  in  Holy 
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Scripture  was  brought  to  bear  upon  the  individual  conscience,  and  the 
need  of  self-examination,  confession,  contrition  and  absolution  as  a  prep- 
aration on  the  part  of  the  unbaptized  for  Holy  Baptism,  on  the  part  of 
the  unconfirmed  for  Confirmation,  and  for  all  who  desire  to  be  faithful 
communicants,  was  plainly  and  firmly  declared.  There  could  be  no  mis- 
taking of  mere  sentiment  or  emotion  for  the  quiet,  deliberate  action  of  the 
conscience  and  the  strengthened  energy  of  the  will.  In  its  character  and 
operation  the  Mission  was  thoroughly  Churchly.  There  was  no  attempt 
to  create  an  atmosphere  of  emotional  enthusiasm  and  contagious  feeling, 
but  to  connect  awaliening  with  instruction  and  to  point  steadily  to  obe- 
dience as  required  in  the  Word  of  (lOD,  as  taught  by  the  Catholic  Church 
and  transmitted  in  the  offices  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer;  and  so  in 
the  hearts  of  those  who  attended  the  Mission  there  was  a  quickening  of 
deadened  consciences  and  a  deepening  of  spiritual  life,  and  the  work  was 
blessed  to  many  souls.  I  shall  be  glad  at  any  time  to  confer  with  such 
of  the  clergy  as  desire  Mission  services  in  their  cures,  for  I  have  great 
faith  in  the  good  results  of  a  Mission  well  conducted. 

THE  CHURCH  BOOK  STORE  AND  CHURCH  PAPERS. 

To  those  who  have  not  already  learned  its  value,  I  would  commend 
the  (Church  Book  Store  in  Milwaukee;  and  this  I  do  because  I  regard  it 
as  an  tigency  of  great  good  in  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Northwest, 
All  requisites  for  Sunday  schools  are  to  be  found  there,  and  books  for 
parish  libraries  and  for  the  private  libraries  of  clergy  and  laity.  We  do 
not  make  the  use  we  should  of  the  literature  of  the  Church.  Good  l>ooks 
are  useful  and  patient  missionariea,  and  I  am  convinced  that  many  such 
are  doing  their  work  in  our  midst  to-day  because  of  the  existence  of  tlie 
Book  Store.  The  Sunday  school  papers  of  the  same  company,  the  "Young 
Churchman"  and  the  *%Shepherd's  Arms,'*  are  most  excellent  publications. 
I  should  like  to  find  them  in  every  Sunday  school  in  the  Diocese. 

In  all  our  families,  in  addition  to  good  Church  books  there  should  he 
(yhurch  papers.  The  "Calendar,"  the  "Spirit  of  Missions"  and  "(Mnirch 
Work"  should  be  taken  in  every  household;  and  then  there  are  many 
periodicals  and  papers  to  choose  from— the  "Eclectic,"  the  "('hurch  Re- 
view," the  "Churchman,"  the  "Living  Church,"  the  "Church  Press."  I  he 
"Church  Scholiast,"  the  "Church  Standard,"  the  "Young  Christian  Sol- 
dier," and  othei*s.  Church  papere  should  be  rea<l,  that  the  members  of 
the  family  may  have  information  in  regard  to  the  work  of  the  Church. 

EN(;OlJKAGEMKNTS  IN  THE  DIOri^^SE. 

The  increfise  in  confirmations  this  year  is  very  marked,  the  number 
confirmed  being  nearly  five  hundred.  The  offering  for  Diocesjin  missions 
is  larger  than  hist  year,  though  still  meagre  and  insutficient.  Hectories 
have  been  built  during  the  year  at  Sussex,  Whitewater,  Hudson,  and  for 
Emmanuel  parish,  llacine.    A  spacious  and  beautiful  room  for  recrea- 
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ation  and  scholastic  purposes  has  been  built  out  from  the  east  wing  of 
Kemper  Hall,  bearing  the  honored  name  of  Bishop  Kemper's  successor, 
and  a  stately  school  building,  called  Bishop  Armitage  Dormitory,  has 
been  built  for  S.  John's  Military  Academy,  Delafield.  At  Onalaska  a 
new  church  is  building,  which  will  be  ready  for  the  first  service  in  July, 
and  the  churches  at  Knapp  and  Shell  Lake  will  be  ready  for  dedication 
services  in  the  early  autumn.  At  North  La  Crosse,  North  Eau  Claire 
and  Altoona  chapels  will  probably  be  built  during  the  coming  year. 
Many  churches  have  been  restored,  improved,  beautified  or  made  com- 
plete by  the  addition  of  appropriate  chancel  furniture;  notably  in  Madi- 
son, Beloit,  Janesville,  Eau  Claire,  Menomonie,  Knapp,  Rice  Lake,  Shell 
Lake,  Brodhead,  Monroe,  Cumberland,  La  Crosse,  Sparta,  Baraboo  and 
Nashotah.  In  many  of  the  parishes  and  missions  church  debts  have  been 
paid  during  the  year.  And  while  for  all  these  and  like  indications  of 
material  prosperity  we  should  be  devoutly  thankful,  that  which  most 
stirs  the  heart  and  awakens  gratitude  is  the  conviction  that  in  so  many 
parts  of  the  Diocese  there  are  tokens  of  increasing  spiritual  life.  More 
frequent  and  more  reverent  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion  attest 
growth  in  g^race  and  indicate  revived  life  in  the  soul.  That  the  priests 
of  the  Lord  desire  it,  and  His  people  are  glad  to  have  it  so,  is  a  sure 
token  of  the  increase  of  faith  and  devotion,  and  the  certain  precursors  of 
the  manifestations  of  practical  piety  and  godliness. 

The  reverent  and  devout  Churchman  will  offer  gladly  of  his  time 
and  of  his  money  for  the  work  of  the  Church.  The  disciple  who  has  no 
zeal  for  the  missions  of  the  Church— tliat  is,  for  the  work  which  Jesus 
came  to  do,  and  which  lie  commissioned  the  Church,  which  is  His  Body, 
to  continue — is  not  a  true  disciple;  and  the  congregation  that  expresses 
no  real  interest  by  its  prayers  and  its  alms  for  this,  the  life  work  of  the 
Son  of  God,  is  in  great  danger,  through  its  selfishness,  of  forfeiting  its 
claim  to  the  love  and  favor  of  Ilim  Whose  life  was  emptied  of  self  that 
He  might  make  it  an  unbroken  ministry  of  good  to  others.  A  Cliristian 
who  neither  prays  for  missions  nor  gives  for  missions  may  have  a  name 
to  live,  but  the  record  of  such  a  prayerless,  selfish  disciple  will  be  a 
dreadful  one  to  bring  into  the  presence  of  the  great  Householder  when 
He  will  require  the  account  of  human  stewardship;  when  to  Him  it  must 
be  told  by  each  one  of  us  how  we  have  fulfilled  the  command  which  is 
personal  and  individual,  "Occupy  until  I  come." 

THE  NEEDS  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

The  great  need  of  the  Diocese  to-day  is  an  awakened  spirit  in  this 
matter  of  mission  work  in  the  Diocese  and  in  the  general  work  of  the 
Church  at  home  and  abroad.  Wherever  work  is  to  l>e  done,  there  our 
prayers  and  our  alms  should  reach. 

Another  need  in  the  Diocese  is  greater  interest  in  Sunday  school 
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work.  I  anticipate  good  results  in  this  directlo: 
of  the  Dioceaan  iSiinday  School  Institute.  The  i 
very  proHtable  atid  the  programme  arranged  for 
day  of  this  week  pi-omises  a  day  of  real  usefult 
Sunday  school  work,  and  of  great  profit  to  Sundi 
Little  interest  has  besn  manifested  throug 
organization  of  parochial  branches  of  the  Chui 
and  yet  few  qviCMtions  are  of  more  practical  anc 
than  those  concerning  the  evils  of  intemi>erance 
many  and  very  great  are  the  evils  resulting  fror 
atroDg  drink,  which  the  word  of  (Jod  says  is  ra( 
that  drink  it.  We  know  that  many  have  erred  i 
through  strong  drink;  that  to  many  it  is  the  f( 
that  it  brings  dreadful  sorrows  and  ultimate  rui 
in  perdition  to  many  souls.  In  tlie  recentaociali 
the  same  ia  true  elsewhere,  the  rallying  places  o 
misguided  men  were  generally  saloons,  and  whe 
marched  through  the  ad-eetii  of  ^klilwaukee  on  tl 
to  Buy  View,  the  words  inciting  them  to  evil  de 
march,  were  spokttn  from  the  steps  of  one  of  th 
city;  and  maddened,  many  of  them,  by  strong  d 
red  fiag  of  anarchy  and  liadu  wicked  and  conten 
laws  of  the  land  wliicli  had  received  and  honore 
lieve  that  in  all  these  inlidel  and  riotous  procei 
are  largely  resiponHible,  iind  while  1  l.y  no  mi 
count  to  perfect  the  indicinient  agiiiiist  intenipp 
consideration  should  aronse  lis  to  greater  activit 
of  teiiijierance.

through  the  Bishop  and  the  deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  an  invi- 
tation to  the  Bishops  and  clerical  and  lay  deputies  in  Chicago  to  visit 
these  institutions  at  such  time  during  October  as  may  be  found  con- 
venient. 

I  do  not  know  that  any  further  action  is  required  in  regard  to  the 
Book  Annexed  than  was  taken  by  the  Council  at  its  session  one  year  ago. 
After  much  thought  upon  this  matter  I  have  reiiched  this  conclusion, 
that  if  the  next  General  Convention  will  limit  its  work  of  revision  to  the 
title  page  of  the  Prayer  Book— "The  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  Ad- 
ministration of  the  Sacraments  and  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the 
Church,  According  to  the  Use  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America"— making  such  changes  in  the  Prayer  Book  as  will  be  needed 
to  conform  to  this,  it  will  have  done  a  good  work  and  gone  far  enough 
ip  the  work  of  revision  for  the  present. 

A  committee  was  appointed  at  the  last  Council  to  consider  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  the 
Province  of  Wisconsin.  I  do  not  know  what  action,  if  any,  has  been 
taken,  but  there  is,  in  this  connection,  one  suggestion  I  would  make  to 
the  Council,  and  that  is  the  propriety  of  changing  the  name  of  this  Di- 
ocese to  Milwaukee.  As  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac  is  in  the  state  of 
Wisconsin,  it  seems  unfair  that  the  Bishop  of  a  portion  of  the  state 
should  in  his  title  appear  to  claim  jurisdiction  over  the  entire  state. 
The  four  Con  vocational  names  of  the  districts  in  the  state  of  Wisconsin 
suggest  the  proper  names  for  tlie  Dioceses  in  the  state.  The  Convocation 
of  Fond  du  Lac  became  the  Diocese  of  Fond  du  Lac,  and  although  if,  at 
the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  Diocese,  the  see  city  had  been  changed, 
the  name  of  the  Diocese  would  have  been  changed— and  this  may  result 
in  the  case  of  any  Con  vocational  district  becoming  a  Diocese— still  the 
principle  of  the  name  of  the  Diocese  being  that  of  the  see  city  seems  es- 
pecially desirable  when  there  are  two  or  more  Dioceses  in  the  same  state. 

THE  DEAD  IN  CHRIST. 

Since  we  last  met  three  of  our  Bishops  have  been  called  to  their  rest 
— Easton,  Florida  and  Missouri.  Bishop  Lay  was  known  only  to  be  ad- 
mired and  loved.  In  the  councils  of  the  Church  his  phice  was  an  eminent 
one.  At  the  close  of  the  Civil  War  he  was  instrumental  in  bringing 
about  a  peaceful  and  most  blessed  solution  of  a  vexed  question.  Few 
men  ever  so  united  the  grace  and  gentleness  of  womanly  ctiaracter  with 
all  the  firmness  and  energy  of  character  that  befits  the  position  of  a 
prince  and  leader.  He  did  the  Church  useful  service  with  his  pen.  Not 
less  useful  was  the  manifestation  of  his  spirit  of  loyalty  and  love  in  dark 
and  trying  days.  He  was  in  life  and  death  a  man  of  faith  and  charity, 
loving  all  and  by  all  beloved. 

Bishop  Young  entered  upon  his  work  in  Florida  in  1867.    His  wise 
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administration  of  nearly  twenty  years  was  marked  in  his  Diocese  by  a 
growth  of  Church  influence  and  development  of  Church  life.  He  was  a 
man  of  a  warm  Christian  heart  and  of  sound  judgment  As  a  liturgical 
scholar  he  ranked  among  the  first  in  the  Church.  His  interest  in  the 
subject  of  Catholic  reform  in  Cuba  was  very  great  He  visited  the 
island  several  times  for  Episcopal  duties,  and  bis  journey  to  New  York, 
which  proved  to  be  his  last  one,  was  to  intercede  for  a  missionary  appro- 
priation for  this  work.  His  death  was  unexpected,  warning  us,  as  so 
often  of  late  we  have  been  warned,  to  watch  and  be  always  ready,  for  we 
know  not  when  the  time  is. 

To  many  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin  the  death  of  Bishop  Robebt- 
SON  was  a  personal  bereavement  For  a  number  of  years  his  summer 
home  had  been  at  Lake  Geneva  or  Madison,  and  his  conscientious  atten- 
tion to  his  duties  as  a  trustee  brought  him  of  ten  to  Kashotah  and  Racine. 
It  is  difficult  to  realize  that  we  shall  not  have  again  his  genial  and  help- 
ful presence  in  these  cities  and  at  these  institutions.  He  was  a  wise  and 
thoughtful  pastor,  untiring  in  his  work  in  his  own  Diocese,  respected 
and  honored  in  the  councils  of  the  Church;  one  whose  companionship 
was  always  profitable  and  pleasant  In  the  vigor  of  mind  and  body, 
with  the  rich  experience  which  ever  comes  to  one  who  gives  himself 
with  simple-hearted  devotion  to  the  work  which  God  calls  him  to  do,  he 
had  taken  his  place  among  those  upon  whom  the  Church  relies,  and  we 
all  looked  for  years  of  "sweet  counsel  together,"  but  while  we  knew  it 
not,  his  work  on  earth  was  done  and  he  was  called  to  his  reward. 

In  our  own  Diocese  the  list  of  the  departed  ones  is  such  in  number 
as  has  never  been  registered  in  one  year  before  in  its  history.  Of  the 
clergy,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cole  and  tlie  Kev.  Dr.  Kemper,  of  Nashotah;  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Livekmore,  of  Kemper  Hall;  the  Rev.  Mr.  J^edelupe,  of  Kil- 
boiirn,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis,  who  died  in  Florida,  have  been  called. 
Thomas  Weaver,  ot'Snssex;  Samuel  II.  Barstow,  of  Waukesha;  Sis- 
ter Ellse,  of  Kemper  Hall;  Mrs.  Geo.  Dill,  of  Prescott,  and  Mrs. Mary 
S.  Dickinson,  of  Sparta,  are  among  the  number  of  the  faitliful  ones  who 
have  ^one  to  their  reward. 

Mrs.  Dickinson  and  Mrs.  Dill  were  devoted  Christian  women,  who 
counted  it  a  joy  to  do  any  work  for  Christ  and  Ills  Church. 

Sister  Elise,  of  the  community  of  S.  Mary,  fell  asleep  early  in  the 
morning  of  the  third  Sunday  in  Lent,  at  Kemper  Hall.  A  beautiful  life 
closed  on  earth  when  she  was  called  to  the  rest  of  the  people  of  God. 
From  early  childhood  hers  had  been  a  loving,  saintly  character.  With 
hopeful  cheerfulness  and  kind  sympathy  the  days  of  her  life  passed  on  in 
ministries  of  good  to  others  and  in  acts  and  offices  of  piety  and  devotion. 

Mr.  Barstow,  of  Waukesha,  was  among  the  oldest  Churchmen  in  the 
Diocese.    Nearly  fifty  years  ago  he  welcomed  the  founders  of  Nashotah 
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to  his  home  in  Prairieville,  as  Waukesha  was  then  called.  To  the  best 
interests  of  the  parish  in  Waukesha  he  was  always  unselfishly  devoted, 
while  his  prayers  and  sympathies  embraced  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
and  throughout  the  world.  The  last  weeks  of  his  life  were  very  beauti- 
ful. His  entire  resignation,  his  childlike  trust  in  God,  his  bright  and 
cheerful  recognition  of  friends,  made  a  visit  to  the  room  of  sickness  a 
precious  privilege  and  a  cherished  memory. 

In  the  death  of  Thomas  Weaver,  the  parish  of  S.  Alban,  Sussex,  has 
suffered  a  severe  loss.  All  had  looked  to  him  to  bear  the  relation  to  the 
parish  which  his  venerated  and  venerable  father,  the  patriarch  of  the 
Church  in  Sussex,  has  for  so  many  years  sustained;  but  in  God's  provi- 
dence the  son  was  called  first  He  was  known  of  all  as  a  man  of  kindli- 
ness, goodness  and  truth.  He  died,  as  he  had  lived,  a  loving  husband 
and  father,  a  kind  friend  and  neighbor,  a  true  and  loyal  Churchman. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Pedelupe,  who  died  at  Kilbourn  City  on  the  23rd  of 
May,  was  well  known  among  the  older  clergy  of  the  Diocese  as  a  brother 
of  sound  learning,  deep  piety  and  kindly  disposition.  The  last  months 
of  his  life  at  Kilbourn  were  very  pleasant.  His  health  was  such  that  he 
could  give  occasional  services,  and  he  was  looking  forward  hopefully  to 
work  during  the  summer.  The  summons  to  him  was  sudden,  but  he  was 
fully  prepared,  a  wise  servant  ready  when  the  Master  cama 

The  Rev.  L.  W.  Davis  died  in  Florida  in  February  last.  It  was  a 
sudden  death  from  apoplexy.  He  came  in  from  his  usual  morning  work 
in  the  garden,  stricken  with  sudden  pain,  and  in  the  presence  of  his  fam- 
ily, without  a  word  or  a  struggle,  passed  from  earth.  His  wliolelife  was 
one  of  modest  retirement.  He  loved  and  communed  with  nature,  and 
his  ministries  as  a  man  of  CrOD  were  those  of  one  who,  with  a  he^rt  full 
of  love,  fulfilled  the  duties  of  his  calling  in  a  spirit  of  Christian  sim- 
plicity. 

It  is  nearly  forty  years  since  I  first  knew  the  Rev.  Edward  Liver- 
more.  He  was  the  pastor  in  my  college  days  of  the  parish  of  my  Baptism 
and  childhood,  and  he  prepared  and  presented  me  for  Confirmation  and 
turned  my  thoughts  to  the  Holy  Ministry.  For  nearly  fifteen  years  I 
was  associated  with  him  in  priestly  work  in  Minnesota,  and  when  a  va- 
cancy was  occasioned  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lance,  he  came,  at  my 
invitation,  to  be  the  chaplain  at  Kemper  Hall.  There  was  not  in  the 
Church  a  truer,  nobler  priest  Scholarly  and  refined,  a  warm-hearted, 
genial  Christian  gentleman,  he  never  forgot  his  priesthood.  His  sympa- 
thies went  out  to  all  who  loved  the  Church,  and  his  whole  he^rt  was 
enlisted  in  the  advance  of  the  Catholic  revival.  In  his  home  he  was  the 
type  of  the  old-time  gentleman.  He  came  of  an  honored  ancestry.  In 
the  record  of  the  chief  justices  of  New  Hampshire,  his  fattier,  grandfa- 
ther and  great-grandfather  carry  the  name  back  to  an  appointment  under 
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the  crown.  At  Kemper  Hall  he  was  a  friend  and  counsellor  and  fellow 
laborer  who  never  wearied,  and  one  of  the  happiest  days  of  his  life  there 
was  last  Commemoration  Day,  when  the  arrangement  was  perfected 
with  the  Sisters  of  8.  Mary,  and  all  felt  that  a  most  blessed  result  had 
been  reached.  Four  days  later  the  summons  came.  The  Saviour's 
call  to  rest  was  startling,  in  its  suddenness,  to  us,  but  to  him  it  could  not 
be  sudden,  for  he  was  ready. 

I  have  spoken  of  the  change  at  Nashotah  occasioned  by  the  death  of 
two  wliose  names  and  lives  are  a  part  of  the  history  of  that  home  of  sa- 
cred learning  and  pious  devotion.  I  need  not  speak  in  this  presence  of 
the  characters  of  Dr.  Kemper  and  Dr.  Cole;  of  the  honored  son  of  that 
revered  and  saintly  prelate  who  seemed  to  live  again  in  the  conscientious 
devotion  to  duty,  the  unfeigned  humility,  the  regard  for  sound  learning, 
the  love  and  gentleness,  combined  with  unshaken  convictions  of  duty, 
which  characterized  the  useful,  holy,  beautiful  life  of  Dr.  Lewis  Kem|)er. 
Nor  need  I  tell  these  who  knew  Dr.  Cole  during  the  thirty-five  years  of 
his  presidency  of  Nashotah  that  the  annals  of  the  Church  do  not  furnish 
a  truer  example  of  faith  and  devotion  than  are  manifested  in  the  life 
and  labors  of  this  devout,  patient,  heroic  soul. 

Beloved,  the  roll  of  saintly  names  is  growing  year  by  year.  The 
Church  in  Wisconsin  has  reason  for  devout  gratitude  that  God  has  given 
to  us  such  lives  as  we  can  recall  when  we  review  the  history  of  the 
Cliurch  in  this  state.  Bishops,  priests,  doctors,  saints— let  us  look  to 
them  in  reverence  and  love,  and  may  their  examples  help  us  in  more  un- 
selfish devotion  to  His  service  who  gave  them  strength  to  be  faithful 
unto  death,  and  Who  will  in  like  manner  make  us  strong,  if  there  is  en- 
tire consecration  to  His  service,  and  if  through  ill  report  and  good  report 
we  weary  not  in  well  doing.  Commending  you  unto  the  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  I  pray  that  in  all  things  you  may  have  a  right  judgment, 
and  that  the  work  of  this  Council  may  be  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the 
extension  of  His  Church.

The  following  Missionaries,  with  the  stipends  annexed,  were  aj»- 
poiiite<l,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Board,  held  June  18,  1885:

H.  VanDeusen,  C.  D.  Mack  and  P.  B.  Morrison  have  all  withdrawn. 
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At  the  second  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  October  22,  1885,  the  Rev. 
Thos.  K  Allen  was  appointed  Missionary  at  Onalaska  and  Sparta,  at  a 
stipend  of  $200.00.  Rev.  James  Slidell  was  appointed  at  Baldwin  and 
Wilson,  at  $133.33.  Rev.  R.  H.  Weller,  Jr.,  was  appointed  to  Knapp,  at 
$66.67. 

At  a  meeting  held  on  March  5,  1886,  the  Rev.  J.  G.  McMurphy  was 
appointed  Missionary  at  Emmanuel  Chnrch,  Racine,  at  a  stipend  of 
$100.00;  and  the  Rev.  S.  J.  Yundt  was  appointed  to  New  Richmond  and 
St.  Joseph  at  $200.00.    The  Rev.  Mr.  Yundt  has  since  withdrawn. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  (General  Agent: 

Ht.  Rev.  Father  and  Brethren  of  the  Board: 

I  make  my  second  annual  report  under  rather  more  favorable  aus- 
pices than  pertained  when  I  came  before  you  last  year.  A  little  more 
interest  in  the  work  of  Diocesan  Missions  has  been  manifested  in  some 
of  the  more  important  parishes.  A  greater  desire  to  be  informed  on  the 
su))ject  and  increased  offerings  to  the  cause  have  marked  the  year.  But 
when  one  looks  over  the  vast  field  committed  to  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  its  steadily  growing  cities  and  villages  and  its  thickly  settled 
prairies,  when  one  considers  the  possibilities  of  the  Church,  were  her 
mem)>ers,  who  are  blessed  with  the  means,  to  take  a  broader  view  of  duty 
and  privilege,  the  cry  of  that  most  expressive  collect  instinctively  occurs 
to  the  mind:  •*Stir  up,  we  beseech  Thee,  O  Lord,  the  wills  of  Thy  faith- 
ful people,  that  they,  plenteously  bringing  forth  the  fruit  of  good  works, 
may  by  Thee  be  plenteously  rewarde<l:  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen." 

Let  the  Churchmen  of  this  Diocese  place  what  they  do  for  the 
Christlike  work  of  Missions — which  is  in  truth  the  very  work  for  which 
the  Church  is  planted  in  this  land — on  the  one  side  of  the  balance,  and 
the  ability  which  Qod  has  given  them  to  hold  in  stewardship  for  this 
work  on  the  other,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  they  will  be  found  wanting. 
The  observation  and  experience  which  another  year  has  enabled  me  to 
make  with  regard  to  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  confirms  the 
opinion  expressed  in  my  last  report,  viz.,  that  not  less  than  $5,000  ought 
to  be  raised  each  year,  in  order  adeciuately  to  meet  the  pressing  necessities 
of  the  case.  Surely  the  followers  of  Christ  in  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin, 
the  communicants  of  His  Church,  ought  to  take  sufficient  interest  in  the 
kingdom  of  their  dear  Lord  as  to  furnish  the  means  necessary  for  carry- 
ing it  on;  that  so  the  ('hurch  of  their  love  may  vindicate  her  claim  as 
the  Catholic  Church  of  Wisconsin. 

Your  Agent  has  signified  to  the  rectors,  through  the  "Calendar,"  his 
readiness  to  visit  their  parishes  at  whatever  time  would  be  most  conven- 
ient to  them  and  best  for  the  causa    Several  of  the  clergy  have  cordially 
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invited  roe  to  present  the  cause  to  their  people,  and  in  every  instance 
good  results  have  followed,  viz.,  increased  interest  and  larger  offerings. 
I  have  not  had  the  opportunity  I  very  much  desired  in  some  of  the  larger 
and  wealthier  parishes  to  lay  before  the  people  the  history  and  needs  of 
our  work.  My  belief  is  that  were  the  Churchmen  and  Churchwomen  of 
such  parishes  fully  informed  as  to  the  real  condition  of  things,  they  would 
gladly  furnish  the  means  for  carrying  it  on.  May  the  time  soon  come 
when  all  distrust  and  suspicion  are  for  ever  cast  aside,  and  the  soldiers 
of  Christ  become  nerved  with  a  burning  desire  to  move  forward,  shoulder 
to  shoulder,  in  one  solid  body  against  the  common  foe,  filled  with  love 
for  the  great  Captain  of  their  Salvation  I 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  I  have  acted  as  general  missionary  of 
the  Diocese  during  the  year,  in  connection  with  the  general  agency.  I 
have  served  several  stations  regularly,  and  others  occasionally,  going 
wherever  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Bishop  my  services  were  most  needed. 
I  have  held  monthly  services  at  Beaver  Dam,  and  also  at  Plattevilla 
Twelve  persons  have  been  presented  for  confirmation  at  these  stations. 
Both  missions  have  evinced  renewed  interest,  and  are  ready  to  welcome 
a  clergyman  as  soon  as  they  can  be  supplied.  With,  say,  an  appropria- 
tion of  $150  from  the  Board,  Beaver  Dam,  Fox  Lake,  Juneau  and  Horicon 
united  in  one  mission,  could  support  a  missionary.  At  Platteville,  with 
the  same  appropriation,  a  salary  of  $600  can  be  assured,  which,  with  the 
rectory,  will  support  a  clergyman  comfortably.  The  congregation  here 
is  steadily  increasing  and  much  encouraged.  A  good  Sunday  school  is 
conducted  by  competent  teachers,  under  the  superintendence  of  Prof. 
Nye,  of  the  Normal  school. 

I  have  also  held  service  at  Superior  eleven  times,  at  Tomah  four 
times,  at  Monroe  twice,  at  St.  Edmoiurs,  Milwaukee,  once,  and  at  Wau- 
kesha five  times.  I  haveiwhninisterexl  the  Holy  Communion  twenty-three 
times  at  the  forementioned  stations,  baptized  four  infants  and  one  adult, 
buried  five  persons,  married  two  couples  and  presented  twelve  persons 
for  confirmation.

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APPENDIX  G. 


Report  of  tbe  Dean  of  the  MadisoQ  GoQvocatioQ. 


Two  meetings  have  been  held  since  our  last  report— the  first  at  Grace 
Church,  Madison,  January  19. 20  and  21,  and  the  second  at  Trinity  Church, 
Janesville,  May  4,  5  and  6.  Of  the  sixteen  clergymen  belonging  to  the 
Convocation,  twelve  were  present  at  the  January  meeting  and  eight  at 
the  meeting  in  May.  At  both  meetings  subjects  of  more  than  usual  in- 
terest were  treated  and  discussed.  These  subjects  are  suggested  and 
assigned,  for  the  most  part,  for  the  next  meeting.  The  ability  to  unfold 
thought  upon  subjects  of  exegesis  and  to  give  thorough  treatment  of 
questions  into  which  Church  people  are  inquiring  was  a  characteristic. 
One  pleasant  feature  of  our  meetings  is  that,  as  a  rule,  our  members  re- 
main through  the  entire  session.  We  have  no  such  pressing  duties  as  a 
theological  seminary  or  ^  college  or  a  large  city  parish  forces  upon  one, 
and  hence  the  possibility  of  our  clerical  brethren,  by  making  due  arrange- 
ments beforehand,  coming  and  spending  the  entire  three  days.  It  is  due 
to  this  fact  that  our  meetings  as  a  rule  are  pleasant  and  profitable,  and 
therefore  successful. 

The  Convocation  has  not  in  hand  at  present  any  special  or  organized 
missionary  work.  The  work  at  Brodhead  has  advanced  under  the 
charge  of  the  rector  of  Christ  Church,  Janesville.  The  Rev.  C.  H.  Lem- 
on has  now  assumed  charge  of  that  work,  in  connection  with  the  work 
at  Monroe.  The  Bev.  Dr.  Wright  has  been  doing  duty  part  Qf  the  time 
at  Platteville,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  missionary  will  soon  be  stationed 
there.  We  have  lost  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Pullen,  who  has  resigned  Christ 
Church,  Janesville,  and  accepted  the  rectorship  of  Houghton,  Mich.  We 
trust  that  the  one  who  shall  succeed  him  will  be  equally  as  devoted  to 
the  work  and  interests  of  our  Convocation.  The  Rev.  J.  B.  Finn,  our 
secretary,  has  also  left  us,  but  he  has  not  gone  far  away,  and  we  are  sure 
that  we  shall  find  in  his  successor,  the  Rev.  E.  R.  S weetland,  one  who  will 
take  up  and  carry  on  the  work  which  Mr.  Finn  has  borne  so  well.  We 
thought  at  one  time  that  the  Rev.  March  Chase,  of  Mineral  Point,  was 
also  going  to  leave  our  Convocation  and  Diocese,  but  for  some  reason, 
to  the  delight  of  every  member  of  our  Convocation,  he  decided  to  remain.
